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Davidson  President  Resigns 

Administration  Terminates  June  30 

Future  Plans  Unannounced 

Dr.  David  Grier  Martin,  President  of 
Davidson  College  since  1958,  recently 
tendered  his  resignation  to  the  trustees 
of  the  college  to  become  effective  June 
30,  1968. 

Dr.  Martin  said  that  "the  pressures 
and  responsibilities  of  guiding  Davidson 
through  a  decade  of  crises  and  changes, 
which  has  brought  unprecendented  chal- 
lenges to  all  private,  liberal  arts  colleges, 
will,  in  the  next  decade,  demand  physical 
stamina  beyond  his  present  resources" 
and  that  he  was  convinced  that  his  resig- 
nation was  "for  the  best  interest  of  both 
Davidson  College  and  himself". 

Board  Chairman  Comments 

Walter  L.  Lingle,  Jr.,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  remarked,  "It  is  with 
deep  regret  that  I  must  respect  Dr.  Mar- 
tin's request  that  I  submit  his  resignation 
to  the  Trustees  ...  Dr.  Martin  has 
been  a  great  President  of  Davidson  Col- 
lege. During  his  ten-year  tenure  the  Col- 
lege has  advanced  on  all  fronts.  He  has 
given  the  leadership  for  an  increase  in 
the  value  of  the  College's  endowment  and 
plant  of  over  $13  million  .  .  .  The  stand- 
ing of  the  College  in  academic  circles  has 
reached  an  all-time  high  during  his  term 
in  office". 

Ten  ministers  and  two  scientists  pre- 
ceded Dr.  Martin,  a  businessman,  as 
President  of  Davidson  College  during  its 
130-year  history,  the  last  being  Dr.  John 
R.  Cunningham  who  served  from  1941 
to  1957.  (Dr.  Cunningham  is  the  only 
living  former  president  and  makes  his 
home  in  Charlotte).

Davidson  Receives  $125,000 

Davidson,  N.  C. — Davidson  College 
recently  received  grants  totalling  $125,- 
000  from  the  Duke  Endowment  for  facul- 
ty purposes  during  1968-1969,  according 
to  an  announcement  by  President  D. 
Grier  Martin. 

Of  the  amount  received,  $100,000 
will  be  used  to  sustain  and  improve 
Davidson's  faculty  and  staff  salary  scale, 
and  $25,000  will  be  used  "for  faculty 
recognition  and  encouragement". 

Average  faculty  salaries,  exclusive  of 
fringe  benefits,  have  been  raised  from 
$5,815  in  1957-58  to  $12,192  in  1967-68, 
according  to  Robert  J.  Sailstad,  David- 
son's Director  of  Development. 


FOUR  SYNODS  FACE 
MINISTERIAL  PROBLEMS 

Presbytery  Commission  Chairmen  and 
Executive  Secretaries  from  the  Synods  of 
Appalachia,  North  Carolina,  Virginia 
and  West  Virginia  convened  early  in 
December  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Danville,  Virginia  for  the  pur- 
pose of  studying  the  problem  of  min- 
isterial flow  and  vacant  churches.  Th|^ 
meeting  was  a  follow-up  of  a  similaf  j»y 
meeting  held  earlier  in  Washington, 
D.  C. 

The  Rev.  William  H.  Ramkey,  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  Presbytery  of  Lex- 
ington, presided  over  the  meeting  which 
lasted  from  1:00  p.m.  to  9:00  p.m. 
Favorable  Attendance 

Twenty-eight  representatives  of  16 
different  presbyteries  of  the  four  Synods 
were  in  attendance.  In  addition,  the  Rev. 
James  Appleby,  D.D.  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia  and  R. 
Graham  White,  Executive  Secretary  and 
Charles  M.  Harris,  Assistant  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  General  Assembly's 
Committee  on  the  Minister  and  His 
Work,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  were  present. 

Information  provided  participants  in- 
dicated that  58%  of  the  vacancies  in  the 
General  Assembly  are  in  churches  of 
less  than  200  members.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  the  larger  churches  have  a  mini-

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Editorial 

"A  Redemptive  Presence" 

It  remains  an  academic  question: 
WHAT  IS  THE  ROLE  OF  THE  CAM- 
PUS MINISTER? 

For  years  experts  in  the  field  of 
Christian  Education  have  sought  to  de- 
fine the  role  of  the  Campus  Minister  in 
the  Campus  Christian  Life  Program  of 
the  church.  It  isn't  often  that  there  is  a 
concensus  of  opinion.  Some  contend  that 
the  campus  minister  should  serve  as  a 
pastor  to  students,  particularly  of  his 
own  denomination.  Others  regard  this 
ministry  as  an  ecumenical  approach  to 
the  campus — "all  things  to  all  men".  Still 
others  think  the  approach  is  purely  an 
academic  one.  Some  think  in  terms  of  a 
coffee-house  ministry,  and  others  of  an 
identification  role,  even  to  the  extent  of 
hippie-existentialism.  Some  doubtless 
hold  that  the  campus  minister  should 
combine  some  or  all  of  these  roles. 

For  a  long  time  we  have  contended 
that  the  primary  purpose  of  the  Church's 
ministry  to  the  campus  is  to  provide,  for 
the  want  of  a  better  term,  "Way-Sta- 
tions", places  for  students  who  need  help, 
to  come  for  whatever  assistance  may  be 
provided  to  meet  the  need;  Oases,  if  you 
prefer;  Life-Saving  Stations;  shadows  of 
the  church,  ever  present,  ever  ready  to 
fulfill  the  mission  of  the  Church  what- 
ever the  requirement  might  be. 

Recently  we  were  confirmed  in  this 
belief  by  a  remarkable  statement  made 
by  a  young  Negro  campus  minister,  the 
Rev.  H.  Eaton,  recently  installed  on  the 
campus  at  North  Carolina  Uiniversity, 
Durham. 

At  a  meeting  on  December  7,  follow- 
ing a  report  presented  by  Mr.  Eaton  to 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  United 
Campus  Christian  Mini.stry  of  the  Uni- 
versity, Mr.  Eaton  was,  "pointedly"  ask- 
ed. "What  do  you  try  to  do  with  stu- 
dents?" The  official  record  reads,  "Mr. 
Eaton  answered  that  in  essence  he  at- 
tempted to  provide  'a  redemptive  pre- 
sence' on  the  campus."

Currently  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
is  spending  nearly  $100,000  per  annum  to 
provide  "a  redemptive  presence"  on  the 
campuses  of  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina at  Chapel  Hill,  Greensboro,  Raleigh, 
Greenville,  and  Durham,  not  to  mention 
support  of  similar  work  at  Duke  Univer- 
sity and  several  other  points. 

If  one  soul  is  redeemed,  the  expenditure 
will  be  worth  the  investment,  however 
large  it  may  be. 


"Take  Two"  New  Television  Program 
Sponsored  by  Synod 

A  new  television  devotional  series  en- 
titled "Take  Two"  will  soon  be  added  to 
Tar  Heel  TV  schedules  across  the  state. 
"Take  Two",  a  daily  two-minute  de- 
votional period  in  color,  has  been  under 
production  for  the  past  year  by  Synod's 
TRAV,  a  ministry  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  Church  Extension.  Cooperating 
in  this  endeavor  was  the  Rev.  D.  Kirk 
Hammond  of  Assembly's  TRAV. 

Production  of  "Take  Two"  was  under- 
taken on  request  of  eight  North  Carolina 
stations,  which  pointed  out  that  it  is  not 
usually  feasible  now  for  stations  to  pro- 
duce their  own  live  devotional  programs. 
They  also  pointed  out  that  only  three 
of  North  Carolina's  TV  stations  still 
produce  local  live  daily  devotions.  A  few 
years  ago  all  stations  did  so. 

"Take  Two"  will  be  shown  Monday 
through  Friday  at  varying  times  on  one 
or  more  stations  in  each  part  of  North 
Carolina.  Enough  programs  were  pro- 
duced so  that,  with  repeats,  each  station 
will  have  sufficient  program  material  for 
twelve  months. 

Filmed  on  location  in  Charlotte,  Raleigh 
and  Fayetteville,  "Take  Two"  will  feature 
the  following  ministers:  the  Rev.  R.  R.

St.  Andrews  College 
Benefactor 

According  to  a  recent  announcement 
by  Dr.  William  C.  Archie,  Executive  di- 
rector of  the  Mary  Reynolds  Babcock 
Foundation,  Winston-Salem,  a  three-year 
grant,  totalling  $30,000,  has  been  given 
to  St.  Andrews  College.

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Award  Presented  To  Retired 
Society  Secretary 

The  Rev.  I.  Stuart  McEIroy,  retired 
American  Bible  Society  official  of  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  and  a  former  missionary 
to  Japan,  was  recently  named  Honorary 
Chaplain  for  1968  by  the  Chaplain  Serv- 
ice of  the  Churches  of  Virginia,  Inc. 

The  citation  pointed  out  Mr.  McElroy's 
"outstanding  contribution  to  the  Chris- 
tian community  for  over  50  years." 

Mr.  McElroy,  a  native  of  Lexington, 
Kentucky,  was  born  September  29,  1 892, 
son  of  the  Rev.  Isaac  S.  and  Annie  Lee 
McElroy.  His  wife  is  the  former  Alice 
Wilson,  a  niece  of  the  late  President 
Woodrow  Wilson.  They  were  married 
August  7,  1918  in  the  White  House  at 
Washington.  To  them  were  born  five 
daughters. 

Mr.  McElroy  was  a  student  first  at 
Davidson  College  and  then  at  South- 
western from  which  latter  institution  he 
received  the  B.A.  degree.  In  1918  he 
received  a  B.D.  degree  from  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia 
and  later  he  received  an  M.A.  degree 
from  Peabody  Teachers'  College  in  1926. 

He  was  ordained  by  Macon  Presbytery 
in  1918  and  after  serving  two  years  at 
White  Sulphur  Springs,  West  Vij-ginia  he 
went  to  Marugame,  Japan  where  he 
served  as  a  missionary  until  1925.  Re- 
turning to  the  United  States  in  the 
latter  year  he  served  first  a  church  in 
Nashville,  Tennessee  and  then  was  pas- 
tor of  the  Rutherfordton  Church  in 
North  Carolina,  Kings  Mountain  Pres- 
bytery, from  1929  to  1936.  In  the  latter 
year  he  was  called  to  Richmond,  Virginia 
to  become  a  Regional  Secretary  of  the 
American  Bible  Society. 

Through  the  years  Mr.  McElroy  was 
instrumental  in  providing  Bibles  for 
various  corrective  institutions  in  Virginia 
and  for  a  season  became  teacher  in  one 
of  the  state  farm  prisons. 

The  McElroy's  daughters  are  Mrs.  Wil- 
liam P.  Junkin,  Jr.  (Jessie  Woodrow); 
Mrs.  C.  Emerson  Smith  (Alice  Wilson); 
Mrs.  William  A.  MacKenzie  (Anne  Lee); 
Mrs.  William  S.  Vincent  (Katherine  Jose- 
phine); and  Mrs.  J.  B.  Harvie  (Sarah 
Stuart).

DIVERGENT  PRESBYTERIAN 
GROUPS  IN  DIALOGUE 

Atlanta — (PN) — Conservative  and  lib- 
eral groups  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
U.  S.  swapped  arguments  about  each 
other's  purposes  and  methods,  then  turn- 
ed a  deaf  ear  to  a  plea  to  disband. 

Representatives  of  A  Fellowship  of 
Conern,  comprised  of  a  liberal  wing 
of  the  denomination,  and  members  of 
the  Concerned  Presbyterians,  a  group  of 
conservatives,  along  with  middle-of-the- 
roaders,  met  in  Atlanta  for  two  days  to 
discuss  differences  and  possible  recon- 
ciliation. 

Forty-two  persons  attended  the  Con- 
ference at  the  invitation  of  Dr.  Marshall 
C.  Dendy,  Moderator  of  the  Denomina- 
tion. Dr.  Dendy  called  the  group  together 
in  an  effort  to  seek  reconciliation  and 
unity. 

Chief  spokesman  for  the  Concerned 
Presbyterians  was  Kenneth  S.  Keyes, 
Miami  layman  whose  organization  with 
a  budget  of  $72,000  and  a  five-person 
staff  is  limited  to  laymen.  He  did  not 
disclose  its  numerical  membership. 

A  Fellowship  of  Concern  is  a  loosely 
formed  organization  of  approximately 
500  members,  organized  in  1963  for  the 
specific  purpose  of  aiding  ministers  under 
pressure  because  of  their  stand  on  the 
race  issue. 

According  to  the  Rev.  F.  Wellford 
Hobbie,  Staunton,  Virginia,  Chairman  of 
the  FOC,  the  Organization  does  not  have 
office  headquarters,  paid  personnel,  or 
"planned  program  for  recruiting  of  new 
members".  He  stated  that  the  present 
checking  account  of  his  Organization 
totalled  $3,224.42,  of  which  $2,000  is 
designated  to  be  distributed  by  late 
spring. 


Georgia  Court  Rules 
Against  Presbytery 

Atlanta — The  Georgia  Supreme  Court 
recently  ruled  that  two  Savannah  Church- 
es were  within  their  rights  in  withdrawing 
from  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  and  retaining  control  of  their  pro- 
perty. 

The  unanimous  decision  affirms  the 
Chatham  County  Superior  Court  jury's 
verdict  of  December,  1966,  in  favor  of 
Hull  Memorial  and  Eastern  Heights  Pres- 
byterian Churches. 

Frank  S.  Cheatham,  Jr.,  Attorney  for 
Savannah  Presbytery,  said  he  will  ask  for 
a  rehearing  in  the  Georgia  Supreme 
Court,  and  if  this  is  denied,  the  case  will 
be  appealed  to  *he  U.S.  Supreme  Court. 

The  two  Churches  voted  in  April,  1966 
to  withdraw  from  the  denomination, 
charging  the  parent  body  with  deviation 
from  doctrines  as  set  forth  in  its  Con- 
stitution. 

Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  Moderator  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, expressed  shock  at  the  ruling 
and  declared  that  an  appeal  should  be 
made   to   the    United   States  Supreme 

Court.

Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.,  and  re- 
tired history  professor  of  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia, 
was  the  guest  minister  at  the  Forest  Hill 
Church,  Charlotte,  December  24.  His 
son  is  the  minister.

Thompson  teaches  church  history  as  a 
visiting  Professor  at  Austin  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary.  He  is  co-editor  of 
the  Presbyterian  Outlook  and  author  of 
several  books. 
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THE  YEAR  IN  RELIGION  —  1967

1967  was  a  year  of  mounting  protests 
on  Vietnam,  a  war  in  the  Middle  East,  and 
the  emergence  and  fading  of  a  new  move- 
ment called  the  "hippies".  It  was  the  year 
when  "Black  Power"  caught  and  held  the 
attention  of  a  nation,  while  fires  and  riots 
erupted  in  racial  ghettoes.  The  anti-pover- 
ty program  of  the  richest  nation  on  earth 
was  challenged,  trimmed,  and  finally  ap- 
proved. Religion  was  concerned  with  each 
of  these  developments 

Ecumenical  Year 

The  year  saw  Pope  Paul  and  Ecumen- 
ical Patriarch  Athenagoras  exchange  his- 
toric visits  in  Rome  and  Istanbul. 
Throughout  the  world  the  450th  anniver- 
sary of  the  Protestant  Reformation  was 
celebrated  with  unprecedented  ecumen- 
ical observances.  The  United  Presbyterian 
Church  adopted  its  first  major  new  form- 
ulation of  faith  in  three  centuries:  the 
"Confession  of  1967",  spelling  Out  the 
denomination's  inherent  Christian  com- 
mitment to  social  action. 

Aroor-icqn  Ron  an  Catholics  lost  their 
best  known  religious  leader  in  the  death 
of  Francis  Cardmal  Spellman,  Archbishop 
of  New  York. 

Controversy  on  church-state  relations 
pivoted  on  such  issues  as  state  aid  to 
church  related  schools  and  liberalization 
of  abortion  laws. 

Church  &  Society  Stressed 

A  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  Con- 
ference on  Church  and  Society,  held  at 
Detroit  in  October  under  the  aegis  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches.  The  con- 
ference heard  speakers  demand  action 
rather  than  statements  on  important  so- 
cial issues  of  the  day. 

A  major  Roman  Cathoic  event  was  the 
Synod  of  Bishops  in  Rome  (the  first  in 
Cathoic  history)  which  gave  practical  ex- 
pression to  the  Second  Vatican  Council's 
concept  of  collegiality.  Also  notable  was 
the  Third  World  Congress  of  the  Lay 
Apostolate  in  Rome  which  called  for  mod- 
ification of  the  Catholic  position  on  birth 
control.  For  Roman  Catholics,  the  year 
was  made  memorable  also  by  a  sweeping 
reorganization  of  the  Roman  Curia,  grow- 
ing concentration  on  the  laity's  role  in 
the  Church,  further  liturgical  changes, 
continued  debate  over  clerical  celibacy, 
and  outspoken  criticism  of  the  Catholic 
Church  by  some  of  its  members.  A  best 
seller  in  the  U.S.  was  a  book,  "A  Modern 
Priest  Looks  At  His  Outdated  Chiu-ch", 
written  by  James  J.  Kavanaugh,  one  of  a 
sizeable  number  of  defectors  from  the 
Catholic  priesthood  during  the  year. 

In  a  momentous  encyclical  on  the  Deve- 
lopment of  People  in  March,  Pope  Paul 
outlined  main  approaches  to  economic  and 
social  reform  in  developing  coimtries.  A 
much  discussed  feature  of  the  document 
was  the  Pontiff's  recognition  of  the  right 
of  governments  to  have  a  population 
policy,  and  his  assertion  that  in  the  last 
analysis  it  was  for  parents  to  decide  on 
the  number  of  children,  provided  God's 
law  was  not  violated.  The  Pope  stopped, 
short,  however,  of  defining  precisely  the 
moral  limits  he  had  in  mind. 

Vietnam  Poses  Problem 

In  January,  the  National  Committee  of 
Clergy  and  Laymen  Concerned  About 
Vietnam  sponsored  a  peace  march  on 
Washington  in  which  2,500  persons  of  all 
major  religions  took  part.  The  most  ex- 
tensive anti-Vietnam  demonstration  took 


place  in  October  at  the  Pentagon  Build- 
ing— with  some  religious  groups  sponsor- 
ing and  participating  in  the  event.  Other 
protest  demonstrations,  many  on  college 
campuses,  were  marked  by  draft  card 
burnings.  There  was  much  discussion 
over  the  rights  of  conscientious  objectors, 
and  civil  disobedience  was  advocated  in 
some  religious  quarters. 

Arab-Israeli  Troubles 
Creating  a  new  international  crisis  were 
Arab  demands  that  Israel  withdraw  from 
territories  it  annexed  after  the  five-day 
Israeli-Arab  war  in  June — among  them 
the  former  Jordan-held  old  city  of  Jeru- 
salem. A  few  Christian  leaders  called  for 
placing  Jerusalem  under  int*national 
control. 

World  poverty  lay  heavily  on  the  re- 
ligious conscience.  Protestant,  Catholic 
and  Jewish  interests  strongly  supported 
President  Johnson's  bill  for  a  two-year 
extension  of  the  government's  anti-pover- 
ty program.  The  American  Baptist  Con- 
vention warned  that  the  gap  between  the 
affluent  and  the  poor  was  a  threat  to 
world  peace. 

Riots,  Black  Power 

The  riots  which  swept  Negro  ghettoes 
in  Milwaukee,  Newark,  Detroit  and  other 
cities  stirred  wide  reaction  in  religious 
circles.  The  previously  ad  hoc  National 
Committee  of  Negro  churchmen  was  form- 
ally organized  in  November  at  Dallas, 
Texas,  to  make  a  Christian  form  of 
"Black  Power"  a  force  in  American  Pro- 
testant policies.  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King, 
Jr.,  head  of  the  Southern  Christian  Lead- 
ership Conference,  announced  plans  for  a 
large  scale,  non-violent  civil  disobedience 
campaign  to  dramatize  the  plight  of  urban 
ghettoes. 

Methodist,  Episcopal,  United  Presby- 
terian, Lutheran  and  other  Protestant 
agencies  joined  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  in  allocating  funds  for  invest- 
ment in  ghetto  areas. 

The  first  "Black  Power"  conference,  held 
in  Newark,  N.  J.,  in  July,  called  for  a  boy- 
cott of  Negro  churches  not  committed  to 
the  "Black  Revolution".  In  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  the  24th  Race  Relations  In- 
stitute, conducted  under  part-Protestant 
auspices,  heard  Black  Power  branded  by 
some  speakers  as  having  the  same  logical 
consequences  as  white  supremacy. 
Catholic  Celibacy 

Issued  by  Pope  Paul  in  June  was  a  12,000 
word  encyclical,  Sacerdotalis  Caelibatus, 
upholding  clerical  celibacy,  a  stand  sup- 
ported by  the  U.S.  hierarchy  at  their  fall 
meeting  at  Washington,  D.  C.  However, 
this  did  not  halt  widespread  debate  on  the 
subject.  In  November,  the  National  As- 
sociation for  Pastoral  Reforms  (predomi- 
nantly a  priestly  organization)  released 
figures  showing  that  a  majority  of  6,713 
diocesan  priests  responding  to  a  poll  favor- 
ed optional  rather  than  mandatory  celi- 
bacy. 

Growing  Protestant,  Catholic,  Orthodox 
and  Jewish  rapproachments  were  apparent 
throughout  the  year.  At  its  meeting  in 
Crete  the  World  Council  of  Churches' 
policy-making  body  urged  further  efforts 
to  secure  Catholic  cooperation  in  joint 
statements  and  joint  action  on  current 
social  issues.  Notable  developments  in  the 
U.S.  were  the  frequent  exchanges  of  pul- 
pits and  the  appointment  of  Protestants 
and  Jews  to  the  faculties  of  Catholic  uni-

Greek-Catholic  Relations 

Archbishop  lakovos,  Greek  orthodox 
primate  of  North  and  South  America, 
performed  the  first  traditional  orthodox 
requiem  in  a  Roman  Catholic  Church 
since  1054  when  he  offered  a  pre-funeral 
service  for  Cardinal  Spellman  in  St.  Pat- 
rick's Cathedral.  American  Roman  Catho- 
lics participated  to  an  extraordinary  de- 
gree in  Reformation  Day  observances.  In 
July,  the  Catholic  and  Dutch  Reformed 
Churches  in  the  Netherlands  announced 
that  they  would  recognize  as  valid  bap- 
tisms performed  in  each  other's  churches. 
Church  Union  in  U.S. 

In  the  U.S.  1967  was  a  year  of  further 
progress  toward  church  union.  Plans  for 
the  creation  of  a  United  Church  of  over 
25  million  members  were  given  new  sup- 
port when  the  Christian  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  U.S.  became  the  10th 
body  to  join  the  Consultation  on  Church 
Union  (COCU).  The  other  bodies  are  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Meth- 
odist Church,  the  Episcopal  Church,  the 
United  Church  of  Christ,  the  Christian 
Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ),  the  Afri- 
can Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Afri- 
can Methodist  Episcopal  Zion  Church,  the 
Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  and 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 
(Southern). 

Union  of  the  Methodist  and  Evangelical 
United  Brethren  Churches  became  as- 
sured in  June  when  the  EUB  and  Meth- 
odist Conferences  voted  the  necessary  ap- 
proval. The  summer  also  saw  decisions  to 
proceed  with  merger  plans  approved  by

mum  of  vacancies,  creating  a  serious 
problem  of  movement  and  flow  of  mini- 
sters. 

Problems  Cited 

The  Rev.  John  D.  MacLeod,  Jr., 
Th.D.,  Executive  Secretary  of  Norfolk 
Presbytery  and  the  Rev.  Warner  Du- 
Bose,  Jr.,  D.D.,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mission on  the  Minister  and  His  Work, 
Norfolk  Presbytery,  presented  informa- 
tion bearing  on  the  subject,  following 
which  the  Rev.  R.  L.  St.  Clair,  Lexing- 
ton Presbytery,  discussed  the  question  of 
the  "movement  of  ministers  and  supply- 
ing vacant  churches." 

The  Rev.  Tom  M.  Davis,  Executive 
Secretary,  Albemarle  Presbytery,  was 
elected  Secretary. 

Actions  Legal 

Actions  taken  by  the  group  called  for 
the  development  of  a  plan  "for  arranged 
pastorates  within  the  Book  of  Church 
Order";  the  establishment  of  a  council 
composed  of  Presbytery  Chairmen  of  the 
Commissions  on  the  Minister  and  His 
Work  from  the  presbyteries  of  each  of 
the  four  participating  Synods;  and  that 
financial  support  for  the  project  be  real- 
ized on  a  pro  rata  basis  according  to 
membership  of  the  participating  presby- 
teries. 

Presbyteries  will  have  the  option  of 
participating  in  the  project.  The  develop- 
ment of  the  program  will  be  through 
Presbytery  Commissions  on  the  Minister 
and  His  Work. 


Central  Office  Proposed 

It  was  approved  that  a  central  office 
be  established  to  process  and  coordinate 
the  necessary  information  on  participat- 
ing churches  and  ministers,  headed  by  a 
full-time  administrator. 

The  question  of  term-service  was  de- 
bated at  length,  and  suggestions  in  line

the  General  Assemblies  of  the  Reform- 
ed Church  in  America  and  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.S. 

In  Britain,  plans  for  the  union  of  Eng- 
lish and  Welsh  Congregationalists  with 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  England 
moved  ahead.  In  March,  formal  unity 
negotiations  were  started  between  the 
Church  of  Scotland  (Presbyterian)  and 
the  smaller  Episcopal  Church  in  Scotland 
(Anglican).  Proposals  for  uniting  the 
Church  of  Scotland  and  the  Congregation- 
al Union  of  Scotland  were  made  public, 
and  the  possibility  of  union  between  the 
Church  of  England  (Anglican)  and  the 
Methodist  Church  was  under  discussion. 

Canadian  Anglicans  moved  another  step 
toward  union  with  the  United  Church  of 
Canada  when  the  Anglican  Synod  in 
August  approved  establishment  of  five 
commissions  on  union  matters.  In  June, 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada  ac- 
cepted an  invitation  to  join  the  Anglican 
and  United  Churches  in  union  talks. 

In  the  U.S.,  liturgical  history  was  made 
on  October  22  when,  for  the  first  time, 
the  Canon  of  the  Mass  was  recited  in 
English  at  parish  Roman  Catholic 
Churches. 

Church- State  Issue 

Proponents  of  state  aid  to  church  re- 
lated schools  experienced  a  major  setback 
in  November  when  New  York  voters  re- 
jected three-to-one  a  proposed  new  con- 
stitution that  would  have  ended  a  73-year- 
old  ban  on  such  aid.  The  New  Hampshire 
state  Supreme  Court  ruled  in  October 
that  private  schools  could  not  share  in 
proceeds  of  that  state's  lottery. 

Other  developments  arose  over  the  issue 
of  free  bus  transportation  for  private 
school  pupils.  Propositions  approving  such 
aid  were  endorsed  by  voters  in  Wisconsin 
and  New  Jersey,  defeated  in  committee  in 
the  Minnesota  legislature,  killed  for  the 
1967  session  in  the  Iowa  legislature,  and 
upheld  as  constitutional  by  the  Pennsyl- 
vania state  Supreme  Court. 

Much  discussion  pro  and  con  among 
church  leaders  marked  movements  at 
home  and  abroad  to  liberalize  abortion 
laws.  Abortion  restrictions  were  relaxed 
in  California,  Colorado,  and  North  Caro- 
lina, with  some  church  support.  Church-

Distinguished  Alumnus 

A  native  of  Covington,  Georgia,  Dr.

In  1936,  Dr.  Martin  moved  to  At- 
lanta as  a  department  manager  for  the 
Campbell  Coal  Company,  and  from 
1940  to  1951  was  a  partner  in  and  sales 
manager  of  the  Grey  Hosiery  Mills,  Bris- 
tol, Virginia.  Graduating  in  1944,  from 
Harvard  Business  School,  he  served  for 
a  year  as  lieutenant  in  the  U.S.  Navy. 

Following  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Frank 
L.  Jackson,  he  returned  to  Davidson  in 
1951  as  Treasurer  and  Business  Manager 
of  the  College. 

Dr.  Martin,  who  serves  on  various 
Boards  of  Colleges  and  Agencies  through- 
out the  South,  holds  honorary  degrees 
from  King  College,  Wake  Forest  Uni- 
versity, Duke  University,  The  University 
of  North  Carolina,  and  Erskine  College. 

backed  bills  to  abolish  capital  punish- 
ment were  defeated  in  Arkansas,  North 
Carolina  and  New  Mexico. 

Christian  missionaries  were  expelled  or 
under  attack  in  a  number  of  places 
throughout  the  world  including  Nigeria, 
Uganda,  Guinea,  Rhodesia  and  other  parts 
of  Africa.  India  imposed  restrictions  on 
a  number  of  foreign  missionaries  in  areas 
where  they  were  blamed  for  "revolution- 
ary activities". 

In  Greece,  a  military  junta  took  strict 
control  of  the  Orthodox  Church.  A  new 
Orthodox  primate  was  elected  with  the 
goverrmient's  support. 

Freedom  In  Spain 

In  Spain,  a  long  awaited  law  guarantee- 
ing religious  freedom  was  passed  by  the 
Spanish  Cortes  or  parliament  in  June. 
Protestant  spokesmen  found  some  sec- 
tions unsatisfactory  but  approved  of  the 
law's  general  orientation. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  meeting  in  Seattle  in  September, 
approved  a  new  Discipline  which  permits 
Christians  of  all  denominations  to  receive 
Holy  Communion  in  Episcopal  services 
both  at  ecumencial  gatherings  and  in  "cir- 
cumstances of  individual  spiritual  needs". 

At  the  same  meeting,  new  procedures 
were  adopted  by  the  House  of  Bishops  to 
make  the  holding  of  heresy  trials  more 
difficult.  Retired  Bishop  James  A.  Pike 
then  withdrew  his  demand  for  a  formal 
heresy  trial  on  charges  leveled  at  him  a 
year  before.  Bishop  Pike  also  created  a 
stir  with  the  claim  that  he  had  contact- 
ed his  dead  son  through  a  seance. 

Evangelist  Billy  Graham  conducted 
successful  crusades  in  Canada,  London, 
Puerto  Rico,  Japan,  and  Yugoslavia — the 
first  Iron  Curtain  country  into  which  he 
carried  his  message. 

1967  was  indeed  a  year  in  which  re- 
ligion was  deeply  involved  in  the  world's 
problems.  It  was  a  year  in  which  the 
churches  took  account  of  today  and  plan- 
ned for  a  better  future.

WALDENSIANS  OBSERVING  75th  ANNIVERSARY 

The  town  of  Valdese,  settled  by  Waldensians  from  the  Valleys  of  the  Cottian 
Alps  in  1893,  is  observing  the  75th  Anniversary  of  this  important  event  during  1968. 

May  29  will  commemorate  to  the  day  the  arrival  of  the  first  band  of  eleven 
families  of  31  persons,  including  at  least  13  children.  A  professional  drama  team 
will  reinact  the  arrival  of  the  first  settlers.  Actually  today  only  two  or  three  of  the 
original  band  are  living,  including  Mr. 


L.  P.  Guigou,  85  years  sold,  who  loves  to 
reminisce  of  the  early  days. 

Edict  of  Emancipation 
On  February  17,  the  Valdese  Presby- 
terian Church  commemorated  the  120th 
anniversary  of  the  famous  Emanicaption 
Edict,  celebrated  by  all  Waldensian  Peo- 
ples each  year.  The  famous  decree  was 
granted  by  Carl  Albert,  King  of  Sardinia 
on  February  17,  1848,  and  gave  civil  lib- 
erties to  Waldensians  throughout  his 
kingdom. 

The  Waldenses  have  perhaps  been  the 
most  persecuted  of  all  Christian  bodies, 
dating  from  at  least  the  12th  century 
when  Peter  Waldo,  the  former  rich  mer- 
chant of  Lyons,  who  renounced  all  for 
Christ,  was  excommunicated  by  the 
Council  of  Verona. 

Each  year  the  Waldensian  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Valdese  holds  a  commemora- 
tive service  during  the  week  which  in- 
cludes February  17.

PRESBYTERY  ENDORSES  HOUSING 
RESOLUTION 

At  its  winter  meeting  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery  passed  a  "proper"  housing 
resolution  and  raised  the  minimum  sal- 
ary for  ministers  to  $6,000.  The  January 
meeting  was  held  at  the  First  Church, 
Albemarle. 

The  housing  resolution  stated,  "Meck- 
lenburg Presbytery  affirms  the  right  of 
any  man,  regardless  of  race,  religion  or 
natural  origin,  to  buy  or  rent  any  house 
or  apartment  which  he  desires  and  can 
afford." 

The  approved  resolution  was  described 
as  a  "proper"  housing  statement,  not  as 
one  for  "open"  housing.  The  resolution 
also  calls  for  a  study  of  the  housing  situ- 
ation in  the  presbytery  and  for  seeking 
information  on  church-sponsored  hous- 
ing projects. 

In  another  action,  Meckenburg  Pres- 
bytery increased  the  minimum  salary 
from  $5,000  to  $5,500  effective  immedi-

DRAWS  LARGE  CROWD 
One  of  several  Regional  Conferences 
at  large  held  across  the  General  Assem- 
bly to  interpret  the  proposed  Plan  of 
Union  with  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America  was  held  in  the  Myers  Park 
Church,  Charlotte  the  evening  of  Febru- 
ary 13.

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Editorial 

"No  Zeal" 

Today  it  is  popular  to  "lean  over  back- 
wards" to  appease  and  please.  Many  peo- 
ple are  afraid  they  will  hurt  somebody's 
feelings  if  they  stand  firm  for  law  and 
order,  for  principle,  and  custom,  and 
even  truth  as  they  have  received  it.  An 
illustration  recently  came  to  light  in  a 
Religious  News  story  which  reported  that 
a  church  in  New  York  City  is  inviting 
Bishop  Pike  to  speak  over  protests  "so 
the  yourtg  people  would  not  feel  the 
Christian  Church  was  closed  to  new  in- 
terpretations of  the  Christian  Faith." 

Of  course,  by  the  same  argument  the 
devil  would  be  a  welcome  guest.  In  sup- 
port of  this,  let  the  reader  refresh  his 
memory  by  referring  to  Matthew  4:1-11. 

The  trouble  is  that  too  many  people 
"have  no  zeal."  This  is  a  popular  phrase 
used  by  churchmen  in  religious  meetings. 
Somebody  has  said  that  "to  have  no 
zeal"  simply  means  that  they  "don't  give 
a  tinker's  dam".  This  is  the  trouble  with 
modern  society.  Too  many  don't  care 
about  the  sacred,  about  the  past,  about 
others.  This  has  been  demonstrated  in 
modern  times  where  innocent  people 
have  been  viciously  attacked  by  hood- 
lums with  by-standers  refusing  to  come 
to  their  aid.  A  writer,  under  the  "Voice 
of  the  "People,"  recently  told  of  inter- 
viewing a  number  of  young  men  indi- 
scriminately, all  of  whom  without 
qualms,  indicated  that  they  have  only  one 
ambition,  namely  personal  gratification, 
even  at  the  expense  of  others.  The  writer 
concluded  that  this  philosophy  amounts 
to  "Murder,  Inc." 

We  have  said  above  that  some  people 
have  "no  zeal."  We  must  confess  that 
we  were  speaking  of  what  always  before 
was  regarded  as  zeal  for  the  best  things. 
Many  of  these  same  people  do  have  zeal, 
but,  in  our  opinion,  too  often  for  the 
wrong  things — denunciation  of  Victorian- 
ism,  the  Church,  Churchmen,  and  his- 
tory! And  zeal  for  destruction — subver- 
sion, suppression,  incendiarism,  revolu- 
tion, and  even  annihilation.  One  does  not 
need  to  go  far  afield  to  illustrate  this:  On

General  Assembly  To  Memphis 
In  1970 

ATLANTA — The  Second  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Memphis,  Tennessee  has  been 
selected  as  the  site  for  the  1970  meeting 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  U.S.  The  Permanent  Com- 
mittee on  Assembly  Operation  approved 
the  invitation  from  a  Second  Church 
delegation  of  three  laymen  and  the  pas- 
tor. Dr.  Henry  Edward  Russell. 

Dr.  Russell  told  the  committee  that 
the  church  session  has  approved  require- 
ments set  forth  in  the  Assembly's  manual 
for  host  churches. 

The  3,700  member  church  had  been 
scheduled  to  host  the  1965  Assembly, 
which  was  ordered  moved  to  Montreat, 
N.  C,  by  Moderator  Felix  Gear  of  Deca- 
tur, Georgia,  because  of  a  "sharpening 
and  deepening"  racial  controversy.  He 
said  this  created  "an  atmosphere  in  which 
the  General  Assembly  may  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  function  normally  as  a  church 
court." 

Racial  Barriers  Removed 

Gear  cited  "repeated  reports  of  racial 
disturbances"  when  Negroes  were  refused 
admittance  to  worship  services  and  noted 
the  General  Assembly's  policy  which 
affirms  that  the  church  is  open  for  wor- 
ship and  membership  to  all  irrespective 
of  race." 

Dates  for  the  1970  meeting  are  June 
14-19.  This  year's  assembly  meets  June 
6-11  in  Montreat,  and  the  1969  meeting 
will  be  in  Mobile. 
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CAMPUS  CHRISTIAN  LIFE 
COMMITTEE  CONVENES 

The  Sub-executive  Committee  on 
Campus  Christian  Life  convened  in  Ra- 
leigh February  16,  with  the  Rev.  Will 
H.  Terry,  Chairman,  presiding. 

The  Committee  heard  a  report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  Synod  which  indicated  that 
income  for  1967  was  approximately  2% 
under  the  budget,  and  that  the  Commit- 
tee had  spent  approximately  $3,000  in 
excess  of  income.  The  Treasurer  also 
reported  that  Presbyteries  have  approved 
approximately  3%  under  budget  askings 
for  1968. 

Contingent  Salary  Fund 

The  Committee  took  actions  asking  the 
Synod's  Council  to  transfer  funds  from 
Synod's  Contingent  Salary  Fund  to  off- 
set the  1967  deficit  and  recommended 
that  the  Contingent  Salary  Fund  be 
restored  to  Synod's  benevolence  budget.

byterian Church,  a  member  of  the  local 
Committee;  the  Rev.  Allan  Smyth  of 
Dunn,  on  behalf  of  the  United  Christian 
Ministry  at  Campbell  College,  Buies 
Creek;  Dr.  John  O.  Reynolds,  Chairman  of 
the  Local  Committee  at  Greenville;  and

The  Committee  endorsed  in  principle 
the  idea  of  the  proposed  Chapel  at  North 
Carolina  State  University,  Raleigh,  N. 
C,  without  committing  itself  or  Synod 
to  financial  obligations.  Such  a  Chapel 
has  been  proposed  to  replace  the  present 
Danforth  Chapel  and  will  be  an  interde- 
nominational enterprise. 

1968  Budget  Approved 

The  Committee  approved  of  the  same 
budget  it  had  adopted  last  May  and 
amended  in  the  fall  of  1967,  in  the  total 
amount  of  $111,974,  but  was  faced  with 
the  problem  of  finding  funds  in  excess  of 
those  approved  by  Synod  in  the  amount 
of  $102,263  and  those  accepted  of  the 
1968  budget  by  the  Presbyteries  in  the 
amount  of  $99,410.  The  matter  was  re- 
solved by  fact  one,  that  three  of  the 
Centers  had  a  year-end  balance;  and  fact 
two  that  the  Committee  itself  controls 
some  unused  funds  which  will  be  made 
available,  if  needed.  In  addition,  the 
Committee  anticipates  the  possibility  of 
calling  on  the  Contingent  Salary  Fund 
for  approximately  $1,500. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Commit-

Dean  Robert  F.  Davidson  of  St.  An- 
drews Presbyterian  College  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  on  the  Guidance 
Program,  recently  announced  that  the 
Center  has  received  notice  that  its  coun- 
selling services  have  been  found  to  con- 
form to  the  professional  standards  and 
practices  established  by  the  Board.  A 
certificate  of  approval  for  a  two-year 
period  has  been  received  by  Dr.  Logan 
V.  Cockrum,  director  of  the  Guidance 
Center.

WORLD  MISSIONS  BOARD 
REORGANIZED 

NASHVILLE,  TENN.  —  After  two 
years  of  study  and  deliberation,  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  has  voted  to 
reorganize  the  Nashville  staff.  The  action 
was  taken  at  the  January  meeting  of  the 
Board.  Under  the  new  set-up  there  will 
be  four  major  divisions:  Interpretation, 
Program,  Personnel,  and  Finance.  Under 
the  leadership  of  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary, T.  Watson  Street,  the  divisions  will 
be  administered  respectively  by  Samuel 
R.  Hope,  David  W.  A.  Taylor,  John  M. 
Coffin,  and  James  A.  Halverstadt. 
Hope  Named  Director 

Samuel  R.  Hope  is  a  newcomer  to  the 
Board's  staff.  He  has  been  in  the  Far 
East  as  Director  of  Personnel  for  Viet- 
nam Christian  Service. 

Prior  to  going  to  the  Far  East,  Hope 
served  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
as  pastor  of  the  Forest  Hills  Church, 
High  Point,  from  1962-1966. 

Appeal  Made  For  Hunger 

After  reviewing  the  disbursements  of 
the  1967  Easter  offering  totalling  $192,- 
733,  the  Board  gave  a  green  light  to 
plans  aimed  at  arousing  consciences  of 
the  church  members  to  the  problem  of 
world  hunger.  Plans  call  for  an  intensive 
educational  program  during  1968. 

Among  the  missionary  candidates  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  was  Miss  Vivian 
Marie  Matthews  of  Wade,  N.  C.  Miss 
Matthews  was  appointed  to  a  special 
three-year  term  as  an  educational  mis- 
sionary. She  will  serve  as  a  teacher  of 
missionaries'  children  at  the  Bandeirante 
School  in  Brazil.

BOOK  REVIEW 

Morris  G.  Seigler —  History  of  St.  An- 
'drews-Covenant  Presbyterian  Church, 
Wilmington.  N.  C.  (November  11,  1858- 
December  31,  1966) 

'Recently  a  history  of  the  St.  Andrews- 
Covenant  Presbyterian  Church,  Wilming- 
ton, N.  C.  by  Morris  G.  Seigler,  Ruling 
Elder  in  the  church,  was  published  by  the 
church.  A  valuable  by-product  of  the  work 
of  Mr.  Seigler  was  the  establishing  of  a 
permanent  card  index  of  every  known 
member  of  the  church  from  its  beginning. 

The  book  tells  briefly  the  story  of  the 
beginning  of  Presbyterianism  in  Wilming- 
ton and  of  the  establishment  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Separate  Churches 

The  St.  Andrews-Covenant  Church  had 
its  beginning  as  the  Second  Presbyterian 
Church,  by  an  act  of  Fayetteville  Presby- 
tery, November  18,  1858,  meeting  at  New 
Bern.  Later  the  record  of  Presbytery  re- 
veals that  the  Church  was  organized  No- 
vember 21,  1858  with  John  C.  Latta  and 
Alexander  Sprunt  as  Ruling  Elders.  There 
were  14  charter  members,  seven  men  and 
seven  women. 

Th  name  of  the  church  was  changed 
to  St.  Andrews  in  September,  1888. 

The  Church  of  the  Covenant  was  organ- 
ized by  efforts  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  in  1902  and  in  June,  1944  the  St. 
Andrews  and  Covenant  Churches  were 
united  to  become  the  St.  Andrews-Cove- 
nant Presbyterian  Church. 

Important  Families 

The  book  gives  an  account  of  the  vari- 
ous church  buildings,  the  ministers  who 
have  served  the  church  (St.  Andrews: 
Martin  McQueen,  H.  B.  Burr,  C.  M. 
Payne,  J.  W.  Primrose,  Alexander  D.  Mc- 
Clure,  J.  E.  Pursell,  John  L.  Fairly,  Charl- 
ton H.  Storey,  and  John  Knox  Bowling); 
(Covenant:  Marion  S.  Huske,  J.  O.  Mann, 
and  J.  Harry  Whitmore);  (St.  Andrews- 
Covenant:  Frederick  White  Lewis,  Eugene 
D.  Witherspoon  Sr.  and  Edward  G.  Con- 
nette.  Prominent  families  are  also  sketched 
including  the  Latta,  Sprunt,  and  Kenan 
families. 

The  book  contains  valuable  lists  of  of- 
ficers who  have  served  the  church  from 
the  beginning  and  the  current  Directory 
of  the  church,  together  with  a  roll  of  the 
church  as  of  December  31.  1966. 

The  book  whets  the  appetite  for  a  more 
definitive  account  of  its  place  in  the  his- 
tory of  Wilmington  and  the  Presbytery.

White  Memorial  Church,  Raleigh. 

Several  Committee  reports  were 
heard,  including  that  by  the  Presbyterial 
President,  Mrs.  D.  A.  Bracey,  Jr.,  Selma. 

The  annual  financial  report  was  ap- 
proved with  gratitude  for  the  reason 
that  the  basic  budget  for  1967  was  over- 
subscribed and  all  causes  had  received 
their  full  support.

Population  Growth  Exceeds 
Church  Growth 

New  York  (RNS) — Membership  in 
churches  and  synagogues  in  the  U.S. 
totals  125,778,656,  a  gain  of  just  1  per 
cent  from  the  124,682,422  reported  last 
year  by  the  National  Council  of  Church- 
es. Data  is  based  largely  on  the  year 
1966. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year, 
church  membership  lags  behind  the  gen- 
eral population  increase  by  0.2  per  cent. 
While  the  population  gained  in  1965-66 
by  LI  per  cent,  church  membership  went 
up  only  0.9  per  cent. 

Current  membership  for  the  34  Pro- 
testant and  Orthodox  constituents  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  totals  42,- 
251,245,  a  gain  of  304,655  over  last 
year.  The  total  number  of  U.  S.  Catholics 
is  reported  at  46,364,910.  Jews  total  5,- 
725,000. 

There  are  a  total  of  264,373  clergymen 
in  the  U.  S..  representing  118  religious 
groups. 

The  U.  S.  Commerce  Department  re- 
ports a  record  in  religious  building — 
$1,174,000,000,  representing  an  increase 
of  $189  million  over  1965. 
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Over  70  Years  A  Sunday 
School  Teacher 

In  1966,  Mrs.  Ora  Sharpe  Morrison,  then 
88  years  old,  was  honored  by  the  Concord 
Presbyterian  Church,  Loray,  N.  C,  for 
"having  taught  Sunday  School  for  70  con- 
secutive years."  This  year,  Mrs.  Morrison 
is  celebrating  the  72nd  year  as  a  Sunday 
School  teacher.  She  is  now  90  years  old, 
She  began  teaching  in  her  teens  for  what 
was  represented  as  a  "temporary"  situa- 
tion. At  the  1966  celebration,  the  Sunday 
School  presented  her  with  a  gold  dish 
bearing  the  dates  1896-1966. 

Mrs.  Morrison  declares  "that  it  has 
been  the  joy  of  my  life,  in  fact  it  has  been 
my  life"  to  teach.  "Teaching  these  many 
years  has  meant  more  to  me  than  any- 
thing else." 

Mrs.  Morrison  is  the  daughter  of-  the 
late  A.  Clayton  Sharpe  and  Jane  Gibson 
Sharpe. 

Lord  Granville  Property  Grant 

She  was  born  and  reared  on  property 
which  was  granted  by  Lord  Granville  to 
her  ancestors.  She  has  lived  on  and 
operated  the  farm  where  she  resides 
except  for  a  few  years  while  attending  the 
old  Assembly's  Training  School  in  Rich- 
mond, Virgina,  serving  a  while  in  Colora- 
do, and  acting  as  Assistant  Dean  at 
Mitchell  College.  She  was  not  married 
until  she  was  52. 

Her  father  was  a  member  of  the  N.  C. 
House  of  Representatives  in  1876  and  was 
a  State  Senator  in  1906.  Of  her  mother 
she  said  that  she  "was  the  sweetest,  dear- 
est ever!"  Her  parents  were  married 
respectively  at  18  and  15.  They  celebrated 
their  Golden  Anniversary. 

Many  Responsibilities 

A  sister-in-law,  on  her  deathbed,  re- 
quested Mrs.  Morrison  to  rear  her  two 
children,  a  son  and  daughter,  five  and 
one  years  old.  Besides  this  privilege  and 
responsibility  she  nursed  her  father,  who 
was  paralyzed,  for  the  last  five  years  of 
his  life. 

She  is  the  only  member  of  her  family 
left  in  which  there  were  ten  boys  and 
three  girls. 

Mrs.  Morrison  has  filled  many  offices  in 
the  Church,  both  locally  and  in  the  Pres- 
byterial.  For  fifty  years  she  has  been  and 
continues  to  be  correspondent  for  the 
Statesville  Record  and  Landmark.  She 
also  continues  to  be  active  in  the  Church 
and  is  faithful  in  regular  attendance. 

The  Women-of-the-Church  twice  hon- 
ored her  with  "Life  Awards,"  though  she 
declined  the  second  on  the  grounds  that 
but  one  may  be  conferred;  however,  when 
the  Board  of  Women's  Work  heard  of 
it,  they  promptly  presented  a  special 
Life  Award  pin  to  her,  possibly  the  only 
such  one  ever  presented  by  the  Board. 

Through  the  years  she  has  taught  both 
boys  and  girls,  young  men  and  young 
women,  many  of  whom  today  are  grand- 
parents and  even  greatgrandparents.

Historical  Collection  Given 
St.  Andrews  Library 

Mr.  Philip  Diehl,  a  Trustee  of  the  Rae- 
ford  Presbyterian  Church  and  an  attorney 
in  Raeford,  has  made  several  valuable 
historical  contributions  to  the  St.  An- 
drews Presbyterian  College  Library. 

A  native  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  a 
North  Carolinian  since  the  early  1950's, 
Mr.  Diehl  cannot  remember  the  day 
when  he  was  not  interested  in  history, 
and  his  interest  has  led  to  the  accumula- 
tion of  a  sizeable  personal  collection  of 
books,  manuscripts,  maps  and  antique 
weapons,  and  his  is  considered  one  of 
the  better  private  collections  in  the  State. 
Among  his  prized  items  are  we^ons  dat- 
ing back  to  the  15th  Century,  a  poem 
handwritten  by  Henry  Wadsworth  Long- 
fellow, etc. 

Included  in  the  gifts  to  St.  Andrews 
are  the  following:  A  2Vi  page  letter  from 
King  James  II,  dated  1668,  concerning 
the  suppression  of  Roman  Catholics;  a 
pair  of  political  tracts  of  anti-popish  dis- 
position published  in  the  17th  Century; 
an  1868  book  on  the  Trial  of  Andrew 
Johnson;  a  Commonplace  Book  to  the 
Bible  by  John  Locke,  dated  1697,  and 
others. 
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Chaplain  (Major)  David  G.  Boyce  of  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  is  seen  receiving  the 
Air  Medal  and  the  Bronze  Star  Medal  for  combat  duty  with  the  Green  Berets  in 
Vietnam.

Carson  Blake  Defines  Relevant 
Christianity 

STAMFORD,  CONN.— The  younger 
generation  in  Europe  and  America  is 
not  rejecting  the  "authentic  Christian 
faith"  so  much  as  it  is  objecting  to  a 
popular  heresy  with  which  "20th  century 
Christianity  in  the  affluent  nations  has 
confused  our  Christian  faith",  Dr. 
Eugene  Carson  Blake  said  here.  In  a 
sermon  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
the  General  Secretary  of  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  termed  the  heresy 
as  one  founded  on  "a  pseudo-scientific 
evolutionism"  identifying  God  with  na- 
ture and  making  successful  competition 
and  survival  the  goals  of  human  effort. 

"Not  only  are  youth  rejecting  the 
heresy  of  the  'successful',"  he  said,  "but 
older  persons  are  also  finding  it  inade- 
quate, and  this  is  the  crisis  of  faith  in 
America  as  we  move  from  1967  to 
1968."  Noting  that  Marxism  is  a  similar 
heresy  since  it  substitutes  a  "man-made 
Utopia  for  the  kingdom  of  God",  Dr. 
Blake  then  proposed  what  the  Christian 
answer  should  be  to  a  Christian  heresy. 

One  alternative,  which  he  said  was  not 
satisfactory,  is  dependence  on  "futuro- 
logy, the  technical  science  of  biological 
and  mechanical  determinism  of  the  fu- 
ture". 

Describing  a  recent  experience  of  at- 
tending a  meeting  at  Assisi,  Italy,  Dr. 
Blake  recalled  the  life  of  St.  Francis  of 
Assisi  and  how  he  called  a  generation 
of  people  to  faith.  "My  plea  to  you  to- 
day," he  said,  "is  not  that  all  of  you 
become  modern  saints  ...  but  it  is  that 
you  become  expectant  that  God  is  not

Europe,  May  6-10,  at  Berchtesgaden, 
Germany.

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STORY  OF  THE 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  12th  Century, 
Peter  Waldo,  a  rich  merchant  of  the 
French  city  of  Lyons,  dedicated  himself 
and  his  possessions  to  the  cause  of 
Christ.  He  was  joined  by  others,  and 
together  they  became  known  as  the  Poor 
Men  of  Lyons.  Some  historians  hold  that 
the  Waldenses  actually  had  an  earlier 
origin;  nevertheless,  the  followers  of  Pe- 
ter Waldo  at  least  merged  with  the 
others,  and  all  together  they  represent  a 
movement  dating  possibly  to  the  4th 
Century  A.D.  in  opposition  to  corruption 
in  the  Roman  Church,  the  only  such  ear- 
ly movement  to  have'  survived  to  modern 
times. 


"Slaughtered  Saints"  It^^*!^* 


The  sufferings  of  the  Waldensians  is 
a  trademark.  Often  they  were  all  but 
exterminated,  and  yet  "kept  alive  in  the 
Cottian  Alps,  in  which  are  found  the 
Waldensian  valleys  where  the  multitudes 
have  fled  for  refuge."  Virtual  crusades 
have  been  launched  against  them.  Armed 
expeditions  were  sent  against  them  time 
and  again.  Outstanding  in  their  history 
are  "the  Piedmont  Easter"  of  1655,  and 
"the  War  of  the  Bandits,  1663."  The 
latter  led  John  Milton,  Secretary  to  Oliv- 
er Cromwell,  to  begin  one  of  his  sonnets 
with  the  words, 

"Avenge,  O  Lord,  Thy  slaughtered 
saints  whose  bones 

Lie  scattered  on  the  Alpine  moun- 
tains cold  ..." 

Massacre  Follows  Deception 

One  of  the  most  tragic  dates  in  Wal- 
densian history  is  1686,  following  the 
revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes.  The 
United  Forces  of  France  and  Savoy  were 
sent  against  the  "few  thousand  defend- 
ers of  the  Evangelical  Faith."  The  Wal- 
denses were  defending  the  Angrogna 
Valley  and  surrendered  on  a  false  prom- 
ise made  to  them  which  led  to  destruction 
of  the  Valley,  in  spite  of  the  warning 
given  them  by  one  of  their  great  leaders, 
Javanel.  The  persecution  which  followed 
was  so  great  that  the  Duke  of  Savoy 
reported  that  "nothing  remains  of  man 
or  beast,  for  every  hole  and  corner  has 
been  searched  through  ..."  More  than 
12,000  persons  were  taken  prisoners  and 
distributed  through  the  towns  of  Pied- 
mont, where  they  were  treated  so  inhu- 
manely that  9,000  perished  in  a  few 
months. 

"The  Glorious  Return" 

A  small  number,  however,  successfully 
hid  themselves  in  the  mountains  and 
made  their  escape.  This  was  followed 
by  "The  Glorious  Return."  The  survivors 
agreed  to  take  refuge  in  Switzerland,  but 
in  1689,  under  Henry  Arnaud,  "the 
greatest  leader  the  Waldenses  ever  had," 
they  made  a  third  and  successful  attempt 
at  returning  from  Exile.  One  historian  has

referred  to  this  event  as  the  Via  Cnicis, 

"The  Way  of  the  Cross."  Hunger  and 
sickness  were  added  to  their  difficulties. 
They  were  required  to  advance  regard- 
less of  weather  and  health,  and  many 
succumbed  to  fatigue  and  exposure  and 
died  on  the  road,  their  brethren  being 
totally  unable  to  help  them.." 

In  spite  of  a  winter  storm,  they  were 
forced  to  march  over  the  Alps,  exposed 
to  the  elements.  "They  move  on,  and 
soon  the  small  band  is  overtaken  by  the 
storm,  blinded  by  the  snow,  and  para- 
lyzed by  the  cold.  They  fall  down  to  the 
right  and  the  left,  never  more  to  rise. 
Here  it  is  an  old  man,  there  a  man  in 
hs  prime,  broken  by  illness;  further  on  a 
woman  with  the  child  she  is  nursing. 
Their  relatives  and  friends  would  fain 
remain  beside  them  to  tend  them,  to  help 
them  up,  or,  at  any  rate  to  receive  their 
last  breath  .  .  .  'Move  on!'  cries  the 
relentless  officer.  'Move  on!'  repeat  the 
soldiers  of  the  Escort,  and  so  86  of  the 
poor  travelers  are  abandoned,  exposed  to 
the  wind  and  the  snow  and  the  wild 
beasts."  It  was  said  that  many  ended 
their  "life  just  as  their  freedom  began." 
It  is  added  that  "the  greater  part  were 
almost  naked  and  barefooted"  and  that 
"all  bore  traces  of  exce^ive  suffering 
and  extreme  misery."  i(__.f'.„       ''^j  ^  '

Their  enemies  in  triumph  exclaimed, 
"We  have  not  only  oppressed  them,  we 
have  not  only  imprisoned,  beaten,  put 
them  to  death  in  great  numbers  ...  we 
have  uprooted  them.  There  are  no  more 
Waldenses  in  the  Valleys." 

But  as  has  always  been  the  case  with 
the  Christian  Church,  "The  blood  of  the 
martyrs  is  the  seed  of  the  Church."  Wal- 
denses rose  again  and  rebuilt  their 
Valleys.  When  finally  civil  liberty,  first 


was  granted  to  them  and  followed  later 
by  religious  freedom,  their  revenge  was 
sublimated  by  love,  for  they  said,  "Let 
us  then  not  cherish  evil  feelings  toward 
Roman  Catholics,  but  rather  let  us  feel 
the  responsibility  laid  upon  us,  who  are 
more  enlightened,  of  teaching  them  the 
truths  of  that  Gospel  which  the  Wal- 
denses sacrificed  so  much  to  maintain." 
"Light  Shines  In  Darkness" 

The  Seal  of  the  Waldenses  contains  a 
lighted  candle  surrounded  by  seven  stars, 
supported  by  garlands  of  victory.  Beneath 
the  Seal  are  the  Latin  words,  also  found 
on  the  Seal  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.S.,  Lux  Lucet  In  Tenebris,  "The 
Light  Shines  In  Darkness." 

In  1532,  at  the  Synod  of  Chanforan, 
attended  by  some  of  the  Reformers, 
including  William  Farel  and  Robert 
Olivetan,  a  cousin  of  John  Calvin,  the 
Waldensians  were  "induced  to  cast  in 
their  lot  with  the  Reformation  and  to 
adopt  a  Confession  of  Faith  of  what  later 
would  have  been  desecribed  as  of  Cal- 
vinistic  tenor."  In  other  words,  they 
identified  themselves  with  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  as  did  the  Waldensians  of 
Valdese  in  1896,  when  the  congregation 
was  received  as  a  member  of  Concord 
Presbytery.  Sinde  that  date  they  have 
been  served  by  the  following  ministers: 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  Albert  Tron,  who 
actually  led  the  first,  group  to  Valdese 
before  returning  to  Tiis  native  country; 
the  Rev.  Henri  Vinay  (1893-94);  the  Rev. 
Barthelemy  Soulier  (1894-1900);  the  Rev. 
Henri  Gariou  (1900-03);  the  Rev.  Pilippd 
.Ghigo  (1903-1906);  the  Rev.  John  Pons. 
(1907-1909);  the  Rev.  Emil  H.  Tron  (1913- 
1916);  the  Rev.  Fihppo  Ghigo  (1916-1917); 
Rev.  John  Pons,  (1918-1925);  the  Rev. 
J.  A.  Verrault  (1925-1931);  the  Rev.  J.  H. 
Caligan  (1931-1938);  the  Rev.  Sylvan  S.  \ 
Poet  (1939-41);  the  Rev.  Watson  M.  Fair-  V 
ley  (1941-45);  the  Rev.  Albert  B.  McClure  ^ 
(1945-50);  the  Rev.  Walter  H.  Styles 
(1950-58) ;  the  Rev.  George  Staples  (1958-  ^

EDINBURGH— Forty  of  the  Church 
of  Scotland's  60  home  presbyteries  are  in 
favor  of  the  Church  admitting  women  to 
the  ministry  on  the  same  terms  as  men, 
according  to  an  analysis  of  nation-wide 
decisions  just  announced  here. 

Of  the  other  20  presbyteries,  18  voted 
against  such  admission  while  two — Dal- 
keith and  Dundee — tied  in  their  voting. 
Overall,  the  number  of  votes  cast  in 
favor  of  admission  was  1,760;  against 
1,034.

"Pot"  And  "Pill"  Condemned 

By  Scot  Rector 

EDINBURGH  —  Malcolm  Mugger- 
idge,  speaking  here,  lashed  out  at  stu- 
dents who  demand  "pot"  and  "the  pill" — 
and  then  announced  his  resignation  as 
rector  of  Edinburgh  University.  Mug- 
geridge,  one  of  Britain's  best  known 
personalities,  is  a  writer,  broadcaster, 
wit,  and  rector  of  the  university  since 
February,  1967.  The  pulpit  of  St.  Giles' 
(Church  of  Scotland)  Cathedral  was  his 
platform. 

Answers  Student  Demands 

The  repercussions  of  what  he  said  were 
still  reverberating  days  afterward  on  the 
campuses  of  Scotland  and  among  stu- 
dent-bodies in  England. 

Muggeridge  said  it  is  sad  that  students 
should  put  forward  a  demand  for  pot 
and  pills.  This,  he  added  bitterly,  was 
the  "most  tenth-rate"  form  of  indulgence 
ever  known.  It  was  the  resort  of  "any 
old  slobbering  debauchee"  anywhere  in 
the  world  at  any  time — dope  and  bed. 

What  had  prompted  Muggeridge's  pul- 
pit onslaught,  and  his  unprecedented 
resignation  as  a  Scottish  university  rector 
was  an  earlier  request  by  the  Student's 
Representative  Council  that  the  Student 
Health  Service  should  provide  contra- 
ceptive pills  to  any  student  who  wanted 
them. 

Students  Support  Stand 

Later,  here  in  Edinburgh,  university 
students  at  a  meeting  voted  479  to  414, 
to  support  Muggeridge  in  his  opposition. 
One-third  of  the  students  at  the  two  hour 
debate  were  girls.

Church  Attendance  Poll 
Shows  Increase 

PRINCETON,  N.  J.— Church  atten- 
dance, for  the  first  time  in  ten  years, 
rose  in  the  United  States  in  1967,  ac- 
cording to  a  Gallup  poll.  The  American 
Institute  of  Public  Opinion,  the  Gallup 
agency,  found  that  45%  of  all  adult 
Americans  attended  church  during  a  typ- 
ical week.  This  would  amount  to  about 
51  million  persons,  the  Institute  estimat- 
ed. 

A  decline  in  church  attendance  began 
about  ten  years  ago — after  it  had  reach- 
ed a  peak  of  49%  of  the  adult  popula- 
tion attending  in  a  typical  week.  A  grad- 
ual decline  began  then  and  the  figure 
dropped  to  44%  in  1965  and  1966.  Dr. 
George  Gallup,  director  of  the  Institute, 
believes  that  concern  over  the  war  in 
Vietnam  was  a  factor  which  may  have 
spurred  interest  in  church-going.  He  said 
that  to  estimate  the  church  attendance  in 
1967  a  total  of  11,096  persons  were  in- 
terviewed. 

The  sampling,  made  in  seven  widely 
scattered  weeks  during  the  year,  also 
showed  that: 
— 66%  of  thfi  U.S.  Roman  Catholics  at- 
tended church  in  a  typical  week  in 
1967,  compared  to  36%  of  the  Protes- 
tants. 

— Lutherans  and  Baptists  have  the  best 
church-going  records  among  the  five 
major  Protestant  denominations. 

— persons  with  some  college  education 
had  a  better  attendance  record  than 
those  without  any  higher  education. 

—the  Middle  West  (48%)  had  the  best 
attendance  record,  followed  by  the 
South  (47%  ),  East  (46%),  and  the  Far 
West  (34%). 


Home  Missionary  Honored 

Miss  Zeta  Davison  was  recently  hon- 
ored by  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Pilot  Mountain  on  "Zeta  Davison 
Day." 

Miss  Davison,  who  spent  a  number  of 
years  serving  as  Home  Missionary  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  left  early  in 
February  for  a  six-weeks  training  period 
in  Volunteers  in  Service  to  America 
(VISTA)  at  the  University  of  Oklahoma, 
Norman,  Oklahoma.

"Issue-Oriented"  Ministry 
Begun  In  Charlotte 

A  young  Charlotte  minister  has  left 
the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  and  trans- 
ferred to  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.A.  to  start  an  experimental,  "issue- 
oriented"  church.  The  Rev.  Paul  R. 
Leonard,  Jr.,  formerly  assistant  minister 
of  Trinity  Church,  Charlotte,  has  moved 
from  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  tc  the  pre- 
dominantly Negro  Catawba  Presbytery  of 
the  UPUSA  Church. 

Leonard  hopes  to  form  a  Charlotte 
church  organized  not  around  a  geograph- 
ic area  but  around  such  issues  as  race 
and  poverty.  The  27-year-old  minister 
does  not  envision  his  congregation  as 
specifically  an  inner  -  city  ministry, 
although,  he  says  it  may  become  just 
that.  Nor  does  he  see  his  congregation 
as  a  Negro  one— he  says  his  church  will 
be  "open  to  people — I  don't  care  where 
they  live  or  what  their  color." 

New  Type  Ministry 

Leonard  sees  his  initial  membership 
as  coming  primarily  from  the  suburbs. 
These  are  the  people  with  whom  he  has 


gan  helping  himself  to  the  chicken.  He 
also  had  a  couple  of  vegetables  on  his 
plate  before  we  could  slow  him  enough 
for  "the  blessing."  Apparently,  an  at- 
tractive meal  to  him  was  the  signal  to 
take  care  of  himself  and  shovel  it  in. 

By  the  time  the  plate  of  chicken  got 
to  Grandpa,  his  favorite  piece  was  gone. 
But  this  did  not  bother  Grandpa,  for  he 
has  had  a  lot  of  chicken  in  his  day. 

During  the  dinner  the  lad  showed  little 
table  manners. 

As  we  continued  our  meal,  my 
thoughts  went  back  to  the  well-mannered 
chap  who  shared  our  Sunday  dinner  a 
week  earlier.  Both  of  these  boys  were 
from  the  same  church.  .  .  this  they  had 
in  common.  But  they  represented  two 
homes  in  the  community. 

Somehow,  I  could  not  blame  the  ill- 
bred  lad.  His  behavior  was  a  reflection 
of  his  home  life. 

Here  were  two  boys — one  whose  table 
etiquette  v/as  atrocious;  the  other  who 
had  been  taught  little  courtesies,  pleasant 
manners,  respect  for  elderly  people. 

And,  no  doubt,  the  one  will  have  a 
bit  of  trouble  as  he  grows  older  and 
makes  his  way  among  his  fellowmen, 
while  the  well-mannered  lad  will  find 
the  traveling  much  more  pleasant.  His 
parents  had  given  him  some  "Bits  of 
Life"  that  would  stand  him  well  through- 
out the  years.

NECROLOGY 

The  Rev.  William  Sanford  Patterson,  85, 
died  at  the  Presbyterian  Home,  High 
Point,  Sunday  morning,  January  28. 

Mr.  Patterson  was  bom  in  Winston- 
Salem  May  16,  1882,  the  son  of  Thomas  P. 
and  Sally  Belle  Kernodle  Patterson. 

He  served  as  a  minister  in  the  Presby- 
terian Church  for  sixty  years.  He  was  a 
B.A.  degree  graduate  of  Davidson  College, 
1903,  and  earned  the  B.D.  degree  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia  in  1907. 
He  did  post-graduate  work  in  Biblical 
Seminary,  New  York.  He  was  ordained  by 
Greenbriar  Presbytery  August  22,  1907. 
He  served  churches  at  Beckley,  West  Vir- 
ginia, _Gloster,  Mississippi,  _  Lakeland, 
Florida,  Madison  and  Prattville,  Alabama, 
Clover,  South  Carolina  and  the  Church 
of  the  Covenant,  Lowell,  N.  C,  his  last 
pastorate,  from  1938  to  1944. 

Mr.  Patterson  was  elected  Moderator  of 
the  Synod  of  Florida  in  1918.  For  a  num- 
ber of  years  he  served  as  Stated  Clerk 
and  Treasurer  of  Kings  Mountain  Pres- 
bytery. 

After  retirement  in  1944,  Mr.  Patterson 
first  made  his  home  at  Davidson  College. 
Later  he  moved  to  the  Presbyterian  Home 
at  High  Point.  He  was  instrumental  in 
establishing  the  Fraternity  Court  at 
Davidson  which  bears  his  name. 

Mr.  Patterson  was  a  life  trustee  of 
Peace  College,  Raleigh.  He  was  known 
for  his  generosity  which  included  several 
substantial  gifts  to  Synod  institutions. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Linda 
Lynch  Patterson  of  the  Presbyterian 
Home;  two  stepsons;  a  stepdaughter; 
three  brothers;  and  a  sister.

Top  UP-USA  Church  News 
Story — Vietnam 

NEW  YORK— Final  adoption  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church's  first  major 
confessional  change  in  more  than  300 
years,  the  Confession  of  1967,  was  rated 
the  top  denominational  news  story  of  the 
year  by  a  panel  of  United  Presbyterian 
newswriters.  The  Confession's  adoption 
at  the  179th  General  Assembly  in  May 
climaxed  eight  years  of  study  and  de- 
bate. The  new  creedal  statement  places 
a  strong  theological  emphasis  on  recon- 
ciliation, and  attempts  to  pinpoint  the 
church's  involvement  in  social  issues.  It 
does  not  supersede,  but  stands  with, 
eight  other  historic  creeds  of  the  church. 

Denominational  writers  picked  the 
church's  action  on  the  Vietnam  war  issue 
as  the  second  most  significant  story.  The 
UPUSA  General  Assembly  called  for  US 
initiatives  toward  negotiation  of  the  con- 
flict and  also  requested  the  US  Congress 
to  grant  wider  grounds  for  conscientious 
objection.  The  General  Assembly  also 
called  for  non-discriminatory  draft  selec- 
tion which  would,  among  other  pro- 
visions, apply  the  same  deferment  stan- 
dards to  ministers  as  to  lay  people.

A  decade  later,  The  Presby- 
terian Tribune,  published  in  New  York, 
joined  the  Outlook.

The  poll  reveals  that  36%  of  those 
reporting  cited  the  Bible  or  some  aspect 
of  it  as  the  basis  for  their  belief;  28% 
cited  nature,  order  and  the  laws  of  the 
universe,  and  the  miracle  of  the  human 
body  as  proof  of  the  existence  of  God; 
10%  believe  in  God  because  they  "need 
something  to  believe  in";  and  10%  be- 
lieve in  God  because  of  personal  experi- 
ence through  illness  or  deliverance.

Brittain  Presbyterian  Chiu-ch,  Kings 
Mountain  Presbytery,  located  near  Ruth- 
erfordton,  is  celebrating  its  200th  Anni- 
versary in  1968.

Long  before  the  American  Colonies  won 
their  freedom  from  England,  the  Brittain 
Presbyterian  Church  was  organized.  In

and  Samuel  Reid,  and  twenty  members 
formed  the  new  church. 

It  is  one  of  the  oldest  churches  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  is  said  to 
be  the  oldest  of  any  denomination  west 
of  the  Catawba  River. 

First  Building 

The  original  Church,  a  small  log  struc- 
ture, was  built  on  seven  acres  of  land 
granted  to  William  Long  by  George  III  of 
England.  Since  that  time,  two  other 
churches  have  been  built,  the  second  on 
the  Union  Mills  Road  and  the  third  again 
on  the  original  site. 

The  name  "Brittain"  is  unique.  No 
other  church  in  the  Synod  has  the  same 
name.  The  name  "Britain"  was  given  to 
the  Church  because  the  land  belonged  to 
England  at  that  time.  The  extra  "t"  was 
added  during  the  Revolutionary  War  to 
indicate  separation  from  the  Mother 
Country.  After  moving  to  the  Union  Mills 
Road,  the  Church  was  given  the  name 
of  "Little  Brittain"  which  was  kept  until 
1900  when  it  was  changed  by  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery. 

Present  Building: 

In  1800  the  Church  was  moved  to  the 
Union  Mills  Road  and  built  on  two  and 
one-half  acres  of  land  given  by  William 
Porter.  The  present  church  was  built  in 


1852  and  has  been  remodeled  twice — the 
last  time  in  1941  through  the  efforts  of 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  O.  V.  Armstrong. 

Buried  in  the  Church's  cemetery  are 
soldiers  from  the  Revolutionary  War,  the 
War  of  1812,  the  Civil  War,  the  Spanish 
Amercian  War,  World,  I,  and  World  War 
II.  Only  one  grave  from  the  Revolutionary 
War  is  properly  marked — that  belonging 
to  Lt.  Thomas  McCullough. 

Succeeding  the  Rev.  Daniel  Thatcher  as 
pastor  was  the  Rev.  Andrew  Morrison,  who 
sei-ved  from  1800-1812.  During  his  pas- 
torate the  Duncan's  Creek  Church  was 
organized  from  the  congregation  of  the 
ed  their  pastor  with  the  new  church  by 
permitting  him  to  give  one-fourth  of  his 
time.  This  practice  continued  until  1935. 
Today  the  Brittain  and  Union  Mills 
Churches,  the  latter  a  second  daughter, 
organized  in  1902,  by  the  Rev.  Richard  C. 
Morrison,  share  the  same  minister. 

The  pulpit  of  the  church  was  vacant 
during  1812-1813.  In  1816  Rev.  Henry  Kerr 
became  the  minister.  During  his  ministry 
150  members  were  added.  He  also  organiz- 
ed temperance  societies. 

Pastors 

In  the  trying  and  troublesome  years  of 
the  Civil  War,  Rev.  Nathan  Shotwell 
served  the  Brittain  Church.  During  the 
next  twenty-three  years  the  following 
ministers  served  the  Church:  Rev.  E.  E. 
Erwin  and  Rev.  W.  M.  McGilvary  from 
1874-1883;  Rev.  W.  A.  Caldwell,  1883-1884; 
Rev.  I.  N.  Campbell,  1884-1887;  Rev.  Miles 
Henderson,  1888-1892;  Rev.  G.  A.  Hough 
and  Rev.  T.  F.  Boozer  from  1893-1897. 
During  the  Rev.  Mr.  Henderson's  pas- 
torate a  new  manse  was  erected  on  land 
given  by  Mary  Forney  Nabors. 

Mr.  Morrison,  who  was  a  strict  discipli-

narian,  was  pastor  of  the  church  from 
1898-1908.  Assisted  by  Dr.  W.  R.  Minter 
and  others  Mr.  Morrison  planned  and 
built  the  Westminster  School,  a  private 
institution,  in  order  that  their  children 
might  have  an  education. 

In  1908  the  Rev.  L.  H.  Querry  and  the 
Rev.  George  L.  Cook  became  pastors  of  the 
church  and  they  were  succeeded  by  the 
Rev.  J.  L.  Beattie  in  1915  and  the  Rev. 
J.  F.  McKinnon  in  1920. 

Electricity  Installed 

The  present  manse  was  erected  during 
the  pastorate  of  the  Rev.  R.  T.  Baker, 
who  served  from  1920-1923.  Mr.  Baker  in- 
troduced the  Lord's  Acre  Plan,  organized 
the  Men-of-the-Church,  and  worked  with 
the  young  people. 

The  Rev.  Earl  F.  Thompson  served  the 
Church  from  1935-1937  during  which  time 
electric  lights  were  installed  in  the  Church 
and  manse.  The  church  was  remodeled 
and  forty-nine  members  added  during  the 
pastorate  of  Dr.  O.  V.  Armstrong,  a  form- 
er missionary  to  China,  who  served  from 
1938-1941.  The  Rev.  Fred  E.  Manning, 
minister  from  1942-1946,  helped  establish 
the  Marlins  Knob  outpost. 

The  Reverend  A.  H.  Key  served  the 
church  as  pastor  from  1948  to  1951.  Dur- 
ing this  period  the  church  prospered  under 
his  spiritual  guidance.  From  1951  to  1954 
the  church  was  supplied  by  Dr.  Thomas 
H.  Spence,  from  Montreal,  N.  C.  He  was  a 
great  help  to  both  the  church  and  com- 
munity. During  the  interval  the  manse 
was  renovated.  Mr.  Key  was  called  back 
to  the  church  in  1954  and  served  until  his 
retirement  in  1962. 

Between  1962-1964,  Dr.  Spence  again 
supplied  the  church.  In  February,  1964, 
the  Reverend  Louis  Sandos  was  called  to 
the  church  and  served  until  November 
1966.  He  and  Mrs.  Sandos  did  outstanding 
work  with  the  young  people. 

During  the  interval  without  a  minister 
from  November,  1966  until  October,  1967, 
the  congregation  was  engaged  in  plans  for 
the  celebration  of  the  bi-centennial  of  the 
church.  Among  the  thmgs  undertaken  was 
the  restoration  of  the  old  cemetery  said 
to  have  been  a  "momentous  project"  since 
it  had  been  neglected  for  decades.  The 
work  was  accomplished  by  free  labor  and 
donations  from  both  members  and  friends 
of  the  church.  In  addition  parts  of  the 
church  were  renovated,  including  the  mod- 
ernization of  the  kitchen  and  dining  hall. 
The  Reverend  Curtis  Medlin  was  called  to

'ATLANTA  —  A  "hospitality  house" 
where  overseas  visitors  may  reside,  find 
friends,  recreation  and  various  kinds  of 
help,  will  soon  be  established  in  Atlanta.

A  $175,000  to  $200,000  structure  has 
been  proposed  for  erection  near  the  Prot- 
estant Radio  and  Television  Center  and 
the  Communicable  Disease  Center  (U.  S. 
Public  Health  Service).  The  home  would 
provide  living  quarters  for  overseas  visi- 
tors to  each  facility. 

The  new  undertaking  is  being  support- 
ed by  the  Synod  of  Georgia,  Presbytery 
of  Atlanta,  and  the  Board  of  Women's 
Work.

union  with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.S.  from  the  standpoint  of  his 
Church.  These  were:  "Why  I  Think  the 
Reformed  Church  needs  the  Presbyterian 
Church";  "What  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America  Can  Offer  the  Presbyterian 
Church";  and  "Union  With  the  Presby- 
terian Church  Provides  Renewal." 

Dr.  Brunsting,  who  addressed  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  in  1964,  stated  that 
his  denomination  has  a  limited  historical 
tradition,  dating  back  to  the  Netherlands 
300  years  ago.  He  further  stated  that  his 
Church  is  limited  in  area,  in  the  under- 
taking and  practice  of  faith,  in  expression 
of  unity,  in  overseas  outreach,  and  in 
approach  to  modern  problems.  He  stated 
that  the  Reformed  Church  can  assist  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  becoming  what 
"we  ought  to  be,"  in  reaching  strategic 
places,  and  in  fellowship  and  prayer.

Death  Of  Churchman 

PHILADELPHIA— Dr.  Daniel  A. 
Poling,  prominent  American  Protestant 
leader  since  the  early  years  of  this  cen- 
tury, died  of  a  heart  attack  here  on 
February  6.

He 
took  his  academic 
training  in  Scotland 
and  Sweden  and 
served  pastorates  in 
Edinburgh  and  Rich- 
mond, prior  to  being 
called  to  the  Chair 
of  Church  History. 
He  holds  the  M.A., 
D.D.  and  Th.D.  degrees.

Col.  James  Sprunt,  LL.D.,  was  the  son 
of  Alexander  Sprunt,  a  native  of  Glas- 
gow, Scotland.  He  came  to  N.  C.  at  the 
age  of  six.  He  was  educated  in  Glasgow 
and  at  the  Grove  Academy  at  Kenans- 
ville.  He  also  attended  "Mr.  Jewett's 
School  and  studied  under  the  Reverend 
Mr.  Mengert."  His  father  intended  for 
him  to  go  to  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  but  he  was  unable  to  send  him 
so  he  entered  business  with  his  father 
at  the  age  of  16.  He  was  always  a 
studious  and  careful  reader  and  special- 
ized where  he  felt  a  deficiency.  He  was 
too  young  to  serve  in  the  Army  during 
the  Civil  War  but  made  a  close  study 
of  nagivation  and  though  unable  to  ob- 
tain an  appointment  in  the  Confederate 
Navy  became  a  purser  on  the  Blockade 
Runner  "Advance"  and  later  on  the 
"North  Heath"  and  still  later  on  the 
"Lilian,"  making  a  number  of  successful 
voyages.  In  August  1864,  the  latter  ves- 
sel was  sunk  and  all  were  made  prison- 
ers. He  was  detained  at  Fort  Macon 
and  Fortress  Monroe  for  about  eight 
months.  Following  the  war  he  engaged 
in  the  cotton  business  with  his  father 
and  built  a  business  with  the  agencies 
in  53  countries.  Wilmington  became  the 
fifth  cotton  port  in  the  U.  S.  He  was 
appointed  British  Vice  Consul  in  1884, 
succeeding  his  father  in  that  position 
and  acquitted  himself  well,  especially  in 
reporting  on  the  capture  of  the  Cuban 
vessel  "Cuba"  during  the  War  with 
Spain.  He  was  active  in  many  civic  af- 
fairs and  was  a  trustee  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina.  He  was  an 
author  of  literary  and  historical  works 
dealing  with  the  Cape  Fear  region.  He 
delivered  important  historical  addres- 
ses; wrote  poetry;  and  encouraged 
others.  His  brother  was  the  Reverend 
Alexander  Sprunt. 

The  Rev.  James  Sprunt,  distinguished 
minister,  now  serving  the  Bethel  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Staunton,  Virginia,  is 
the  nephew  and  namesake  of  Col. 
Sprunt,  who  died  in  1924.

Sprunt  Lectures  Week 
Held  At  UTS 

The  Annual  James  Sprunt  Lectures  at 
Union  Theological  Seminary  were  deliv- 
ered in  early  March  by  Dr.  George 
Ernest  Wright,  since  1958  Parkman  Pro- 
fessor of  Divinity  at  Harvard  University 
and  since  1961  Curator  of  the  Semitic 
Museum. 

The  James  Sprunt  Lectures  were  creat- 
ed more  than  fifty  years  ago  by  Mr. 
James  Sprunt,  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  Wilmington, 
N.  C.  Mr.  Sprunt  originally  gave  $30,- 
000,  which  was  later  increased  to 
$50,000,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
Seminary  to  provide  an  annual  lectures 
series.  Over  the  years  distinguished  and 
authoritative  scholars  outside  the  regular 
faculty  have  visited  the  campus  to  dis- 
cuss various  aspects  of  Christian  thought 
and  work. 

Dr.  Wright,  a  native  of  Ohio,  and  a 
graduate  of  the  College  of  Wooster,  of 
McCormick  Theological  Seminary  with 
M.A.  and  Ph.D.  de- 
grees, and  of  Johns 
Hopkins  University, 
is  a  noted  archaeolo- 
gist. His  lecture  sub- 
ject was,  "The  Old 
Testament  and  The- 
ology." He  spoke  on 
the  following  sub- 
themes:  "Christo- 
monism  as  Theolo- 
gy"; "Revelation  and 
Theology";  "God  the

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Editorial 


Christian  Education 

Educators  have  not  always  been  sure 
of  the  distinction  between  secular  edu- 
cation and  Christian  education  in  the 
higher  education  program.  Some  have 
intimated  that  there  is  no  distinction. 
Others  have  implied  that  Christian  edu- 
cation stresses  "piety"  rather  than  aca- 
demic excellence. 

Some  have  found  it  difficult  to  define 
Christian  higher  education  over  against 
secular  higher  education. 

In  Paul's  Hymn  of  Love,  it  seems  that 
a  resolution  of  this  problem  is  at  hand. 

Paul  speaks  of  "a  most  excellent  way" 
and  of  the  "greatest"  of  virtues.  Moving 
from  one  of  these  to  the  other,  he 
stresses  such  things  as  the  gifts  of  speak- 
ing with  tongues,  resolving  mysteries, 
gaining  all  knwoledge,  and  of  faith, 
hope,  and  love,  the  latter  being  the 
Greek  word,  "Agape,"  which  literally 
means  "creative  activity  expressed  in 
good-will." 

Paul  urges  that  love  is  musical  and 
not  discordant;  that  it  is  simple  and  not 
complex,  requiring  the  gift  of  tongues 
and  the  ability  to  interpret  mysteries, 
and  the  great  faith  to  move  mountains. 
He  maintains  that  love  may  be  attained 
by  anyone,  not  just  by  those  who  are 
either  rich  or  poor — "giving  all  my 
goods";  nor  by  martyrs  —  "giving  my 
body  to  be  burned." 

Paul  urged  love  as  a  normal  and 
regular  practice  in  such  things  as  kind- 
ness, courtesy,  unselfishness,  patience, 
and  various  other  simple  practices 
though  sometimes  contradictory. 

Then  he  sums  up  the  whole  by  say- 
ing that  of  all  the  great  and  good  things 
to  be  attained,  love  exceeds  them  all 
and  is  greatest  of  all. 

Is  it  not  true,  then,  that  Christian 
education  is  the  task  of  Christian  teach- 
ers to  strive  to  inculcate  in  the  lives  of 
their  pupils  Agape,  "creative  activity 
expressed  in  goodwill"?

Benevolence  Giving 
Shows  Increase 

Atlanta  (PN) — Benevolence  contribu- 
tions by  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  reached  an  all-time 
high  in  1967  and  exceeded  the  denomina- 
tion's budget  for  the  second  consecutive 
year. 

The  $8,584,301  total  is  a  1.2  per  cent 
increase  over  1966,  representing  100. 
2322  per  cent  of  the  approved  budget. 
Contributions  have  reached  100  per  cent 
only  twice — 1966  and  1967 — in  the 
church's  106-year  history.  Figures  are 
not  yet  available  on  contributions  for 
work  on  the  regional  (synod  and  pres- 
bytery) and  congregational  levels. 

There  are  955,000  members  in  the 
4,004  churches  of  the  16  synods.

Medical  Costs 

Will  rising  costs  of  medical  care  bring 
a  demand  for  some  form  of  socialized 
medicine? 

"We  don't  think  so,"  said  McMahon. 
"There  will  be  a  demand  for  broader 
health  coverage.  Medicare  may  set  a  pat- 
tern of  very  broad  coverage  for  those 
not  eligible.  People  will  say,  'What's  good 
enough  for  my  mother  and  father  is  good 
enough  for  me.' " 

McMahon  expects  that  by  1975  health 
costs  may  reach  8  or  9  per  cent  of  net 
income,  or  $1600  a  year  for  a  family  of 
foior,  and  people  may  want  as  much  as 
70%  of  their  medical  costs  covered  by 
Insurance  or  pre-payment  plans. 

McMahon  doubts  that  get-rich  schemes 
are  behind  the  rapid  rise  in  medical  costs. 
He  pointed  out  that  all  costs  are  going 
up  and  that  people  today  demand  more 
sophisticated  medical  and  dental  care. 

McMahon  makes  his  home  in  Chapel 
Hill,  where  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  has 


CHARLOTTE  —  The  Joint  Commit- 
tee of  Twenty-four,  which  has  been 
working  on  a  plan  of  union  for  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.  and  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America  since  1965, 
held  its  final  drafting  session  here. 

Among  the  changes  made  in  the  final 
draft  are  provisions  giving  greater  voting 
representation  to  larger  Presbyteries  and 
those  which  would  affect  relationships 
between  the  national  governing  body 
and  the  theological  seminaries. 

In  the  original  draft,  each  presbytery 
was  given  one  vote  regardless  of  size.  In 
the  final  draft,  the  presbyteries  would 
have  one  vote  for  each  1,000  commun- 
ing members  or  portion  thereof. 

Amendments 

An  amendment  to  the  "Form  of  Gov- 
ernment" would  require  "a  majority  of 
the  presbytery  votes,"  except  for  those 
questions  concerning  amendments  and 
union,  which  would  require  two-thirds. 

A  two-thirds  vote  of  the  presbyteries 
would  be  needed  to  amend  the  doctrinal 
standards  or  for  union  of  the  proposed 
Presbyterian  Reformed  Church  in  Amer- 
ica (proposed  name  of  the  united 
Church)  with  other  denominations. 

Theological  Seminaries 

The  earlier  plan  of  union  defined  an 
"approved  theological  seminary"  as  one 
financially  supported  by  at  least  two 
thirds  and  controlled  by  trustees  named 
only  by  the  supporting  synods  and  by 
the  assembly.  It  was  noted  that  this 
would  specifically  eliminate  Louisville 
Seminary  because  of  its  present  rela- 
tionship with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

A  new  agreement  between  the  uniting 
churches  specifies  that  "seminaries  shall 
continue  under  the  control  of  their  re- 
spective boards"  pending  certain  actions.

Vote  Set  for  June,  1968 

The  document  will  now  be  printed 
and  distributed  to  commissioners  to  the 
Presbyterian  General  Assembly  and  the 
Reformed  Church's  General  Synod  prior 
to  their  simultaneous  meetings  June  6- 
12  in  Montreal,  N.  C.  and  Ann  Arbor, 
Michigan. 

If  the  General  Assembly  and  General 
Synod  give  majority  approval  to  the 
plan  of  union,  it  will  go  to  the  79  pres- 
byteries and  45  classes.  If  three-fourths 
of  the  presbyteries  and  two-thirds  of  the 
classes  approve,  it  will  go  back  to  the 
two  national  bodies,  and  if  approved 
again,  the  constituting  assembly  of  the 
new  Presbyterian  Reformed  Church  in 
America  could  be  held  in  1970. 

There  are  955,000  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  in  16  southern 
and  southwestern  states.  The  Reformed 
Church  in  America  has  235,000  mem- 
bers in  churches  across  the  northern  tier 
of  the  country,  with  largest  concentra- 
tions in  the  New  York  area,  midwest 
and  west  coast. 


WOODROW  WILSON  LETTER

keeping. 

The  presentation  was  made  for  the 
Cole  family  by  Gary  Cole,  junior  at  C. 
D.  Owen  High  School,  Black  Mountain. 


Woodrow  Wilson  spent  a  part  of 
several  years  as  a  young  man  in  the 
City  of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  during  the 
ministry  of  his  father  who  served  as 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
from  1873  to  1885.  The  future  President 
of  the  United  States  also  attended 
Davidson  College  during  this  period. 


The  letter  was  found  by  Mrs.  Mar- 
shall N.  Cole  in  a  safe  she  purchased  in 
Asheville,  N.  C,  and  it  bears  a  letterhead 
entitled  State  of  New  Jersery,  the  Execu- 
tive Department.  Mr.  Wilson  was  the 
Governor  of  New  Jersery. 

The  letter  is  brief  and  of  no  particular 
significance  except  that  il  bears  the 
signature  of  28th  President  of  the  United 
States. 
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MINISTER  TO  HEAD  RESIDENCE  COLLEGE  EXPERIMENT 
AT  CHAPEL  HILL 


CHAPEL  HILL— Dr.  Harry  E.  Smith 
has  been  appointed  for  the  coming  year 
as  the  Chancellor's  Special  Assistant  for 
Residence  Colleges,  it  was  announced 
here  today  by  Chancellor  J.  Clyde  Sitter- 
son. 

In  this  position.  Smith  will  be  respon- 
sible for  organizing  experimental  pro- 
grams to  discover  ways  in  which  the 
total  living-learning  experience — academ- 
ic, social  and  personal — of  University 
students  may  be  improved  by  providing 
some  of  the  advantage  of  the  small  col- 
lege environment  within  the  framework 
of  the  much  larger  and  more  complex 
university. 

In  announcing  this  appointment,  Chan- 
cellor Sitterson  said: 

"I  am  gratified  that  this  timely 
and  significant  undertaking  can  be 
launched  under  the  leadership  of  a  per- 
son with  Dr.  Smith's  special  qualifica- 
tions for  the  task,  as  evidenced  by  his 
background  of  academic  training,  writ- 
ing, and  involvement  in  the  life  of  the 
University.  The  undertaking  has  my 
enthusiastic  support,  and  I  wish  to  en- 
courage the  interest  and  help  of  all 
members  of  the  University  who  may 
find  it  possible  to  be  of  assistance. 

Two- Year  Study 
This  experiment  is  one  result  of  a  two- 
year  study  by  a  special  student-faculty- 
administration  committee,  appointed  to 
advise  the  Chancellor  on  the  residence 
college  concept  which  has  been  develop- 
ing here  and  on  numerous  other  uni- 
versity campuses  across  the  nation. 

Last  fall,  with  the  aid  of  a  Z.  Smith 
Reynolds  Foundation  grant,  the  Univers- 
ity sponsored  in  Chapel  Hill  a  national 
conference  on  the  residence  college  con- 
cept. Nineteen  institutions  sent  repre- 
sentatives. 

Dr.  Samuel  S.  Hill,  chairman  of  the 
special  committee,  noted  that  the  basic 
idea  is  to  organize  groups  of  men's  resi-

into  residence  colleges  of  one  thousand 
students  or  less,  and  to  structure  the 
relationship  of  students  and  faculty  mem- 
bers in  these  residence  colleges  so  as  to 
integrate  the  varied  aspects  of  university 
experience  into  a  more  meaningful 
whole.  Next  year,  for  example,  Scott 
College  will  consist  of  Avery  and  Teague 
Residence  Halls  for  men,  and  the  ad- 
jacent Parker  Residence  Hall  which  will 
be  occupied  by  women  students.  An  im- 
portant part  of  the  experiment  will  be 
the  designation  of  "faculty  fellows"  to 
be  closely  associated  with  the  experi- 
mental residence  colleges  for  guidance, 
program  counseling,  discussions  of  the 
University's  academic  processes,  and 
perhaps  some  formal  teaching  in  the 
colleges. 

As  director  of  the  experimental  pro- 
gram, Dr.  Smith  will  work  closely  with 
the  Chancellor's  special  committee  on 
Residential  Colleges  and  with  members 
of  the  faculty,  as  well  as  with  students 
participating  in  the  residence  college  ex- 
periment.

The  attention  of  Synod's  Council  was 
also  called  to  the  annual  Synod  Men's 
Conference  to  be  held  in  Montreat,  June 
14-16.  The  speakers  will  be:  the  Rev, 
Leighton  Ford,  Dr.  John  Smylie,  Dr.  Joe 
Garrison,  Dr.  John  Anderson,  and  Mr. 
Price  Gwynn.  An  as  yet  unnamed  speak- 
er from  the  Fellowship  of  Christian 
Athletes  will  also  be  heard.

Position  Paper  On  Conscientious 
Objection 

ATLANTA — The  General  Assembly 
will  be  asked  to  approve  a  document 
recognizing  the  right  of  citizens  to  con- 
scientiously object  to  participating  in  a 
particular  war.  This  recommendation  is 
one  of  six  documents  approved  by  the 
Council  on  Church  and  Society  to  be 
Dresented  to  the  108th  General  Assemb- 
ly, which  will  convene  at  Montreat,  N.  C. 
in  June. 

Another  recommendation  of  the  Coun- 
cil will  ask  the  Assembly  to  encourage 
churches  to  consider  making  voluntary 
contributions  to  local  governments.  This 
would  be  for  beneficial  governmental 
services  to  congregations,  in  lieu  of  ad 
valorem  taxes. 

The  other  documents  deal  with  equal 
opportunity  in  housing,  acceptance  of 
governmental  financial  aid,  economic 
justice,  and  racial  disorders.

TREMENDOUS  GROWTH  BY  1980 

A  recent  study  by  the  Division  of 
Parish  Development,  Board  of  National 
Ministries,  had  some  interesting  popula- 
tion projections  for  North  Carolina  by 
1980.  The  southeast,  perhaps  surprisingly, 
is  well  on  its  way  to  becoming  the  most 
populous  region  in  the  country. 

The  total  population  living  within  each 
of  Synod's  nine  presbyteries  is  expected 
to  increase  by  between  7%  to  46%.  The 
greatest  numerical  increase  will  occur  in 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  with  a  growth 
of  221,100  persons.  The  least  growth  is 
expected  in  Albemarle  Presbytery  with  an 
increase  of  40,900. 

Expected  population  growth  by  pres- 
bytery is  as  follows:  Orange — from  629,- 
500  to  858,000  by  1980;  Winston-Salem 
—from  484,200  to  615,900;  Kings 
Mountain — 292,100  to  341,800;  Fayette- 
ville — 400,100  to  465,200;  Granville — 
635,800  to  728,500;  Concord— 449,400 
to  513,100;  Wilmington— 447,200  to 
499,000;  and  Albemarle— 592,500  to 
633,400.

MEN'S  WORK  -  RIOT  FUND 

RICMOND,  VIRGINIA— The  Presby- 
terian  U.  S.  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion, meeting  here  February  29-March  1, 
accepted  a  report  on  the  future  of  Men's 
Work  and  voted  to  establish  an  em- 
ergency fund  for  city  dwellers  hit  by 
riots. 

The  Board  received  a  report  from  the 
Special  Committee  on  Future  Men's 
Work,  which  called  for  an  "identifiable 
Men's  Work"  within  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.  Implementation  of  the  re- 
port was  begun  immediately. 

Dr.  Nat  K.  Reiney,  Executive  Director 
of  Barium  Springs  Home  for  Children, 
served  as  chairman  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee. Dr.  Reiney  said  that  the  flexibil- 
ity proposed  in  the  new  approach  will 
allow  local  churches  to  adapt  Men's 
Work  more  readily  to  their  local  situa- 
tions and  needs.  The  report  indicated  the 
need  for  some  organizational  restructur- 
ing to  make  Men's  Work  "flexible  and 
varied,  creative  and  experimental,  and 
relevant  and  responsive." 

Emergency  Fund 

An  emergency  fund  of  $25,000  was 
established  from  reserve  funds.  Emer- 
gency needs  for  food,  medicine,  cloth- 
ing, and  shelter  resulting  from  strife  in 
cities  will  be  met  by  the  fund.  This  action 
takes  into  account  the  plight  of  those  ^ 
whose  normal  routine  of  life  was  upset 
by  last  summer's  turmoil  in  American 
cities.  The  Board  of  Christian  Education 
is  jointly  supporting  this  effort  with  the 
Board  of  National  Ministries. 

Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy,  Executive  Sec- 
retary, expressed  appreciation  for  the 
service  of  the  Rev.  H.  Edwin  Pickard 
and  Neil  O.  Davis,  retiring  members  of 
the  Board.  Dr.  Pickard  is  pastor  of  the 
White  Memorial  Church,  Raleigh.

Master  Woodcarver  Adorns 
Church  Doors 

MORGANTON  —  There  are  many 
whittlers  and  wood  workers,  but  there 
are  very  few  who  earn  the  title  of  Mas- 
ter Carver.  Andrew  S.  Helminger  is  a 
Master  Carver. 

Helminger  learned  the  furniture  carv- 
ing trade  in  Europe.  He  is  a  native  of 
Stuttgart,  Germany,  and  came  to  this 
country  many  years  ago.  "I've  never 
been  back  to  the  old  country,"  he  says 
without  regret. 

For  many  years  Helminger  was  a 
Master  Carver  for  Drexel  Enterprises,  a 
company  internationally  recognized  for 
its  crafted,  detailed  furniture. 

Ten  Commandments 

Helminger  has  received  much  acclaim 
for  his  intricate  and  delicate  carvings  in 
light-grained  mahogany  on  the  sanctuary 
doors  of  the  new  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  here.  Also  attracting  attention 
are  two  large  wooden  tablets  on  which 
he  carved  each  letter  of  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments. The  two  burnished,  gleam- 
ing plaques  hang  in  the  church  narthex. 

"The  doors  required  130  hours  and 
the  Commandments  180  hours,"  said  the 
pastor  of  the  church,  the  Rev.  John  D. 
Smith.  Besides  his  designs  for  the  lofty 
church  chancel,  Helminger  also  designed 
for  the  sanctuary  a  dove  and  lyre  and  a 
tablet  and  heart — the  latter  representing 
law  and  gospel. 

Dedicatory  Service 

Mrs.  Helminger  said,  "I  think  the  hap- 
piest I  have  ever  seen  Andy  was  the 
Sunday  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smith  held 
a  dedicatory  service  for  the  doors  and 
other  carvings.  Senator  and  Mrs.  Sam 
Ervin  were  there.  Andy  was  awarded  a 
certificate  of  appreciation." 


Reynolds  Fund  Distribution 
Totals  $41,701 

Synod's  Commitee  on  Annuities  and 
Relief  recently  distributed  the  March 
income  from  the  Kate  B.  Reynolds  Fund 
to  101  retired  Presbyterian  ministers  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Each  minister  received  $412.88.  The 
total  amount  distributed  was  $41,701. 

The  last  distribution,  made  in  Septem- 
ber, 1967,  was  $42,455,  to  102  partici- 
pants. The  September  annuity  for  each 
minister  was  $415.41.

The  Committee  was  apprised  of  a 
trust  fund  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Lexington  Presbyterian  Church,  the  in- 
come from  which  was  designated  for 
widows  of  Presbyterian  ministers. 
Concern  for  Future 

The  Committee  expressed  concern  for 
the  possibility  that  the  future  of  the 
Reynolds  Trust  Fund  may  provide  a 
diminishing  annuity  for  participants  if 
the  number  of  ministers  retiring  increas- 
es at  a  rate  greater  than  the  increase  of 
the  earnings  of  the  Fund. 

The  Chairman  pointed  out  that  the 
Fund,  when  established  in  1947,  had  a 
value  of  $400,000,  and  that  today  the 
market  value  of  the  38,643  shares  of  the 
R.  J.  Reynolds  Tobacco  Company  stock 
totals  $1,651,988.25.  He  indicated  also 
that  the  face  value  of  government  bonds 
at  maturity  will  be  $176,915.74,  and 
that  the  total  value  of  the  Trust  Fund 
at  this  time  is  $1,828,903.99. 

Foundation  Needed 

The  Committee  sensed  the  dire  need 
of  the  establishment  of  a  Synod  Founda- 
tion with  a  full-time  director  for  the 
purpose  of  developing  the  Kate  B. 
Reynolds  Fund,  the  establishment  of  a 
Fund  to  provide  income  for  widows  of 
Presbyterian  Ministers;  and  to  develop  the 
whole  program  of  bequests  and  deferred 
gifts.  A  recommendatioh  will  be  made  to 
Synod  to  establish  a  foundation  facility.

The  sub-Executive  Committee  of  Cam- 
pus Christian  Life  convened  in  Synod's 
Office  March  12  to  complete  the  busi- 
ness of  preparing  a  tentative  1969  budg- 
et for  the  Synod's  Campus  Ministry  pro- 
gram to  present  to  the  Stewardship  Com- 
mittee which  convenes  on  May  14.

Benevolence  Giving 

The  Council  learned  that  the  benevo- 
lence giving  to  Synod's  Agencies  in  1967 
was  1.7%  under  the  budget  askings  of 
Synod  for  last  year.  The  total  asked  for 
1967  was  $967,108.  Synod  gave  $950,- 
425  which  was  $16,683  under  the  ask- 
ing; however.  Synod  increased  its  giving 
to  eight  Synod  causes  over  1966  by 
$70,780. 

It  was  reported  also  that  for  1968  the 
presbyteries  have  accepted  97.21%  of 
Synod's  askings  of  $986,452,  or  $958,- 
937  accepted.

Church  Membership  Gain 

New  York — (RNS) — Membership  in 
churches  and  synagogues  in  the  U.S.  to- 
tals 125,778,656 — a  gain  of  just  1% 
from  the  124,682,422  reported  last  year 
by  the  National  Council  of  Churches. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year, 
church  membership  lags  behind  the  gen- 
eral population  increase  of  0.2%.  Popu- 
lation gained  in  1965-66  by  1.1%; 
church  membership  by  only  0.9%  The 
previous  year  (1965),  the  population  in- 
crease was  1.3%;  church  membership, 
1.1%. 
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New  Committee  Named 

Chicago — The  Executive  Comniittee  of 
the  Consultation  on  Church  Union  re- 
cently authorized  a  committee  to  suggest 
guidelines  for  local  ecumenical  action 
whose  task  would  be  to  "propose  guide- 
lines and  advice  on  the  relation  of  union 
churches  to  the  existing  denominational 
structures  and  such  other  relevant  nnat- 
ters  as  are  deemed  necessary".  William 
P.  Thompson,  Stated  Clerk  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  was  asked  to  chair 
the  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  agreed  that 
since  there  are  many  problems  in  this 
area,  that,  for  the  time  being,  the  guide- 
lines should  be  limited  to  the  relation  of 
judicatory  unions  to  existing  denomina- 
tions.

UTS  ALUMNI  ELECT  1968  OFFICERS 


The  Historic  Hillsborough  Commis- 
sion, through  the  "Friends  of  Hillsbor- 
ough," is  making  an  appeal  for  funds  to 
continue  the  restoration  of  the  Burwell 
School,  which  was  one  of  North  Caro- 
lina's leading  Presbyterian  schools  for 
young  ladies  during  the  period  1837- 
1857.  It  is  the  only  remaining  facility  of 
the  numerous  Hillsborough  schools  of  the 
19th  Century. 

Bunvells  As  Educators 

The  significance  of  the  school  to  Pres- 
byterians lies  in  the  fact  that  it  was  con- 
ducted by  the  Rev.  Robert  Burwell,  D.D. 
(1802-1895),  who  moved  from  Chester- 
field County  in  Virginia  to  Hillsborough 
in  1835  in  order  to  become  pastor  of  the 
Hillsborough  Presbyterian  Church.  He, 
with  his  wife,  the  former  Margaret  Anna 
Robertson,  conducted  the  school  until 
1857  when  he  moved  to  Charlotte  to 
become  principal  of  the  Charlotte  Female 
Institute,  later  Queens  College.  In  1871 
Mr.  Burwell  moved  to  Raleigh  where  he 
and  his  son,  Captain  John  B.  Burwell, 
headed  Peace  Institute  for  a  number  of 
years.  The  Burwells  left  an  indelible  im- 
print on  Presbyterian  education  in  North 
Carolina. 

Actually  the  school  was  also  the  Pres- 
byterian manse.

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EXPERIMENTAL  MINISTRIES 
BEING  TESTED 
IN  WINSTON-SALEM 

A  recent  pamphlet  published  by  Win- 
ston-Salem Presbytery,  entitled  "Say 
Have  You  Heard  About,"  notes  some  of 
the  Presbytery's  experimental  activities. 

For  example,  the  Presbytery  operates 
the  Experimental  Church  in  Winston- 
Salem  under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev. 
James  O.  Chatham.  The  church  meets  in 
homes  and  is  determined  not  to  build  a 
sanctuary  or  church  school  buildings.  The 
pamphlet  says,  "Like  a  scouting  patrol 
they  travel  light;  like  a  task  force,  they 
have  no  meaning  apart  from  their  mis- 
sion; like  athletes,  they  remain  lean."  At 
present  the  primary  concerns  of  the  Ex- 
perimental Church  are  in  the  areas  of 
poverty  and  race  relations. 

"Non-Traditional  Congregation" 

In  a  related  endeavor,  the  Clemmons- 
Jonestown  Experiment  is  being  carried 
out.  The  Rev.  Ralph  Underwood  and  the 
Session  of  the  Clemmons  Church  have 
determined  to  establish  a  non-tradition- 
al congregation  in  the  surburban  Jones- 
town Road  area.  Like  the  Experimental 
Church,  they  will  travel  light.  They  have 
secured  permission  to  use  facilities  of 
the  Pine  Grove  Methodist  Church  on 
Thursday  evenings,  and  no  large  sum  of 
money  is  to  be  invested. 

The  Clemmons  Church  pastor  and  Ses- 
sion will  make  calls  in  the  community, 
and  the  officers  and  choir  will  provide 
a  nucleus  for  the  new  congregation.  New 
forms  will  be  tried  in  the  worship  serv- 
ices. 

"Comity" 

Winston-Salem  Presbytery  is  also  con- 
ducting conversation  with  the  Methodists 
that  may  lead  to  cooperation  in  the  form 
of  union  churches  or  joint  use  of  facilties 
in  Stanleyville,  Danbury,  Oldtown,  and 
the  Bolton  Street  area  of  Winston-Salem. 

In  addition  Winston-Salem  Presbytery 
is  working  on  a  way  to  work  more  close- 
ly with  the  Yadkin  Presbytery  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.A.  Six 
Negro  churches  of  Yadkin  Presbytery 
lie  within  the  bounds  of  Winston-Salem 
Presbytery. 


ROBINSON  CHURCH  YOUTH 
i  KILLED 

On  Sunday,  February  25  at  about 
10:30  PM,  a  car  carrying  the  wife  of  a 
Charlotte  minister  and  five  members  of 
the  Robinson  Presbyterian  Church  Youth 
Fellowship  was  struck  by  a  train  at  a 
blind  crossing  near  the  church.  A  13- 
year  old  boy  was  killed  and  three  others 
were  seriously  injured.  One  boy  escaped 
with  minor  injuries. 

The  young  people  were  returning  from 
a  meeting  in  Charlotte's  Temple  Israel, 
one  in  the  citywide  "Understanding 
Faith"  series,  in  a  car  driven  by  Mrs. 
Francis  M.  Womack,  Jr.  Mr.  Womack  is 
pastor  of  the  Robinson  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  car  was  carried  for  some  200 
yards  down  the  track  on  the  front  of  the 
railroad  engine.  The  impact  instantly 
killed  Robert  A.  Henry,  Jr.  The  funeral 
was  held  at  the  Robinson  Church  on  Feb- 
ruary 27.  Henry  was  the  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Robert  A.  Henry.  Mr.  Henry,  who 
directs  the  Robinson  Church  choir,  is  a 
contractor.

Mrs.  Womack  was  hospitalized  for  sev- 
eral weeks,  as  were  three  others:  Jane 
Brawley,  13;  Dorothy  Hare,  14;  and 
Francis  M.  Womack,  III.

Brawley.  Mr.  Brawley  is  a  ruling  elder 
in  the  Robinson  Church  and  clerk  of  the 
session.  Dorothy  Hare  is  the  daughter 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Saul  Hare.  Francis  Wo- 
mack, III,  eleven,  is  the  son  of  the  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Womack. 

Ronnie  Benfield,  14,  the  son  of  Mr.

hospital  following  the  accident,  treated 
tor  minor  injuries  and  released.

Refuses  to  Sign  Lease 

NASHVILLE — A  staff  member  of  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  said  here  that 
he  was  asked  to  sign  an  apartment  lease 
which  would  have  prevented  him  from 
having  non-whites  as  guests  in  his  home. 

The  Rev.  Tom  Binley  Brown,  acting 
secretary  of  the  Mission  Board's  Student 
World  Relations  Department,  said  he 
had  refused  to  sign  the  lease  for  a  duplex 
in  the  Rolland  Apartments.  The  clause, 
he  indicated,  was  added  after  he  and 
his  wife  had  decided  on  the  apartment. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brown  recently  returned 
from  two  years  in  Taiwan. 

Objection  Answered 

A  secretary  for  R.  M.  Condra,  lease 
agent  for  the  apartment  complex,  report- 
edly told  Mr.  Brown  that  such  provision 
applied  to  all  the  Rolland  Apartments 
located  in  the  predominantly  white  west 
end  section  of  Nashville.  The  secretary, 
according  to  Mr.  Brown,  said  that  a 
student  from  the  Vanderbilt  University 
Divinity  School  had  allowed  a  Negro 
to  stay  in  his  apartment  and  that  neigh- 
bors had  complained. 

A  spokesman  for  the  U.  S.  attorney's 
office  here  stated  there  is  no  legal  ban 
against  racial  discrimination  in  Nashville 
housing  except  in  structures  financed 
with  federally  insured  mortgages.

Higher  Education 

EVANSTON,  ILLINOIS— The  United 
Presbtyerian  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion has  received  a  $1.9  million  bequest 
from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Ida  Belle  Ring- 
ling  of  Baraboo,  Wisconsin.  Mrs.  Ring- 
ling,  widow  of  Henry  Ringling,  founder 
of  the  Ringling  Brothers  Circus,  died 
in  1966  at  the  age  of  96.  " 

The  $1.9  million  will  be  used  to  estab- 
lish an  "Ira  Belle  Ringling  Fund."  The 
money  will  be  invested  in  government 
bonds  and  will  provide  financial  aid  to 
students  in  colleges  related  to  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church.  Estimated  year- 
ly income  will  be  between  $80,000  and 
$90,000. 

The  Education  Board  said  that  part  of 
the  money  will  support  the  National  Pres- 
byterian College  Scholarship  Program. 
The  fund  will  also  assign  $5,000  annual- 
ly to  Carroll  College,  Waukesha,  Wiscon- 
sin, for  scholarships  primarily  for  stu- 
dents from  the  First  United  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Baraboo,  where  Mrs.  Ringling 
was  a  member. 

The  Rev.  Maurice  E.  Jones,  pastor  of 
the  Baraboo  congregation,  said  that  Mrs. 
Ringling's  bequest  mirrored  her  concern 
that  young  people  receive  a  Christian 
education.

attended  Sharon  Church  which  was 
organized  in  1831.

Edwin  Duncan,  Sr.  of  Sparta,  N.  C, 
Mrs.  Charles  Gillette,  and  Mrs.  Eugene

(2)  Bible  given  Mary  Matilda  Alexan- 
der by  James  Penick  Query  in  1861.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  William  Alfred  and 
Mary  Hayes  Alexander  whose  deaths  are 
recorded  within. 

(3)  Bible  of  Jane  Z.  Butler  who 
claimed  it  contained  records  of  the  fami- 
ly of  James  Alexander,  the  father  of 
Hezekiah  and  John  McKnitt  Alexander, 
of  Cecil  County,  Maryland.

"Stop— In  The  Name  Of  God!" 

ATLANTIC  CITY,  N.  J.— "In  the 
name  of  God,  we  cry,  stop!" 

This  is  the  substance  of  a  message 
directed  to  all  parties  involved  in  the 
war  in  Vietnam,  recently  adopted  by 
delegates  to  the  North  American  Area 
Council  of  the  World  Alliance  of  Re- 
formed Churches. 

The  group  joined  the  Vietnamese 
Council  of  Bishops  (Roman  Catholic)  in 
calling  upon  the  governments  in  Hanoi 
and  Saigon  to  halt  the  fighting  and  join 
in  efforts  toward  restoring  peace. 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S. 

The  Council's  resolution  enlarged  its 
appeal  to  include  "all  governments  allied 
with  the  Vietnamese  governments  and 
those  supporting  their  military  operation 
with  arms  and  other  materials  of  war." 
Member  churches  of  the  North  American 
Area  are:  Associate  Reformed  Presby- 
terian Church,  United  Church  of  Cana^, 
United  Church  of  Jamaica  and  Grand 
Cayman,  Rieformed  Church  in  America, 
Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Canada,  United 
Church  of  Christ,  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the.  U.S.,  Guyana  Presbyterian  Church, 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  USA, 
Hun^rian  Reformed  Church,  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Trinidad  and  Second 
Cumberland  Church. 

The  World  Alliance  of  Reformed 
Churches,  oldest  of  the  world  confessional 
bodies,  is  composed  of  102  independent 
churches  in  Africa,  Asia,  Europe,  Latin 
America,  and  North  America.

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WORKING  WITH  THE  RETARDED 

By  David  Evans  and  Burton  Syndor 

"The  Junior  Counselors  all  had  the 
matchless  experience  of  discovering  that 
despite  their  youth  there  were  children 
to  whom  their  efforts  could  be  meaning- 
ful and  appreciated  .  .  .  the  most  satis- 
fying experience  of  their  lives." 

The  reference  above  was  to  two  camps 
for  retarded  children  held  at  Presby- 
terian Point  in  Granville  Presbytery  dur- 
ing the  summer  of  1967. 

It  was  at  a  Youth  Rally  in  the  Hud- 
son Memorial  Church,  Raleigh,  in  March 
of  1967  we  first  heard  of  the  proposed 
camps  for  retarded  children. 

The  Rev.  James  N.  Grubb,  Presby- 
terian Institutional  Minister  at  Butner,  N. 
C,  served  as  director  of  the  camp.  Two 
training  sessions  were  conducted  for 
Junior  Counselors  who  assisted  in  teach- 
ing the  32  retarded  children  campers, 
ranging  in  age  from  16  to  20. 

It  is  significant  that  discipline  was  not 
a  serious  problem.  The  only  punishment 
meted  out  was  depriving  children  of 
privileges. 

Campers  were  divided  into  groups  of 
eight,  four  boys  and  four  girls  of  ap- 
proximately the  same  mental  ability. 
Each  group  was  counselled  by  two  adults 
and  three  juniors,  most  of  whom  were 
addressed  as  "mama"  and  "daddy". 

Interesting  projects  in  learning  includ- 
ed serving  meals — setting  tables,  dis- 
pensing food,  and  after-meals  clean-up. 
A  "model  table",  left  set  up,  served  as 
an  example  to  those  with  tardy  mem- 
ories. 

At  the  beginning  of  camp,  the  chil- 
dren were  quiet  and  unsure  of  them- 
selves. There  were  many  problems  such 
as  refusal  to  make  up  beds,  failure  to 
use  storage  space,  etc. 

A  day's  program  began  at  6:30  in  the 
morning,  breakfast,  "policing  the  area", 
worship,  activities,  wading,  and  crafts. 
The  afternoon  program  was  a  repetition 
of  the  morning.  In  the  evening  recreat- 
ion and  refreshments  were  "the  order  of 
the  day". 

Most  of  the  Junior  Counselors  expres- 
sed readiness  to  volunteer  again  in  1968. 


ATTEND  INSTITUTE 

Attending  the  Pastor's  Institute  re- 
cently held  at  Union  Seminary,  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  were  three  Moore  Coun- 
ty ministers,  namely,  Rev.  Frank  Wil- 
kinson, Pastor  of  the  Manly  Church; 
Rev.  W.  L.  Painter,  the  West  End 
Church;  and  Rev.  Frank  Currie,  the 
Jackson  Springs  Church. 

The  Institute  was  sponsored  jointly 
by  the  Division  of  Christian  Witness, 
Board  of  National  Ministries,  Presby- 
terian Church  U.S.  and  the  Associate 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church. 


CHRISTIANITY  HAS  MORE 
INFLUENCE  TODAY 

PORTLAND,  OREGON— Dr.  Ken- 
neth Scott  Latourette,  widely  known 
church  historian  and  ecumenical  lead- 
er, said  here  that  Christianity  has  more 
influence  in  the  world  today  than  ever 
before.  In  an  interview,  Dr.  Latourette, 
who  is  83  years  old,  explained  why  he 
felt  Christian  influence  is  so  great,  de- 
spite the  fact  Christians  are  in  a  minority 
around  the  world. 

"Christianity  no  longer  is  a  wholly 
western  religion,"  he  said.  "It  has  greater 
influence  among  people  in  places  of 
leadership  than  ever  before.  Christian 
ethics  are  followed  more  widely.  There 
would  never  have  been  a  United  Nations, 
for  instance,  without  Christian  conscience 
and  faith. 

Non-Christians  Affected 

"Christianity  modifies  the  lives  even 
of  those  who  are  not  fully  committed  to 
it.  About  six  Americans  in  100  were 
church  members  when  the  United  States 
became  independent.  Now  more  than  60 
in  100  are  church  members.  Not  all  are 
thoroughgoing  Christians,  of  course." 

Dr.  Latourette,  who  is  a  professor  em- 
eritus of  Yale  University  where  he  taught 
from  1921  to  1963,  stated  that  he  is 
hopeful  for  the  future  of  the  Christian 
religion  "if  we  don't  blow  ourselves  up 
in  an  atomic  war  or  overcrowd  the  world 
through  the  population  explosion." 

Dr.  Latourette  taught  in  China  in  the 
early  years  of  the  century.  He  is  the 
author  of  scores  of  books  and  articles, 
and  was  instrumental  in  the  founding  of 
the  World  Council  of  Churches.  Bom 
in  Oregon,  the  churchman  worked  on  a 
new  book  during  his  recent  visit  to  his 
boyhood  home. 


Assembly  Benevolence  Budget 
Set  At  $9,056,438 

The  General  Council  of  the  General 
Assembly  recently  met  in  Atlanta  and 
approved  of  an  Asking  Budget  for  the 
Benevolence  Program  of  the  General 
Assembly  for  1969  in  the  amount  of 
$9,056,438.  The  reqeust  will  be  present- 
ed to  the  General  Assembly  when  it  con- 
venes in  Montreat  in  June. 

The  Council  is  also  asking  approval  of 
a  Challenge  Program  of  $905,644,  or 
10%  of  the  basic  budget. 

After  the  budget  is  met  in  full,  Chal- 
lenge Fund  receipts  up  to  $905,644 
would  be  allocated  to  the  Board  of 
World  Missions. 

Only  two  agencies  are  budgeted  to 
receive  more  than  the  amount  requested 
in  1968:  The  Historical  Foundation  was 
increased  from  $35,705  to  $42,600,  the 
General  Council  from  $201,437  to 
$347,739. 

Dr.  Lawrence  I.  Stell  is  Executive  Di- 
rector of  the  Council. 


SEMINAR  STRESSES  DOCTRINE 
AND  DECISION 

Richmond,  Virginia  —  Five  North 
Carolina  Presbyterian  pastors  were 
among  eighteen  who  participated  in  an 
Advance  Study  Seminar  at  Union  Semi- 
nary, Richmond,  Virginia,  March  11-22. 
Their  concern  was  "Christianity  In  Doc- 
trine and  Decision". 

Dr.  John  Oliver  Nelson,  Director  of 
Kirkbridge,  retreat-and-study  center,  Ban- 
gor, Pennsylvania,  was  guest  professor 
for  the  Seminar.  Dr.  Nelson  was  for 
fourteen  years  on  the  faculty  of  Yale 
Divinity  School  and  a  former  minister  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  He 
is  a  native  of  Texas. 

The  Seminar  considered  claims  of 
faith,  both  contemporary  and  historic, 
patterns  of  behavior,  public  policy,  and 
personal  realization.

Development  Fund  Reaches 
$11,000,000 

ATLANTA— The  Presbyterian  De- 
velopment Fund  passed  the  $11  million 
mark  early  in  February,  pushing  on 
tcward  the  original  $12  million  goal 
benefiting  the  work  of  eight  agencies 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.

General  Assembly 
Emergency  Funds 

The  Board  of  National  Minis- 
tries, Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education,  Richmond, 
Va.,  recently  "launched  a  two- 
pronged  attack  to  help  head  off 
what  it  terms  'the  impending  ur- 
ban crisis'  ". 

The  board  of  National  Ministries 
is  appropriating  $227,500  for  the 
project  and  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  $25,000. 

According  to  Dr.  Marshall  C. 
Dendy,  Moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly,  the  decision  to  appro- 
priate the  funds  was  madetoprove 
that  "we  are  putting  our  money 
where  our  mouth  has  been".  Dr. 
Dendy  added  that  "the  funds  would 
not  be  expended  unless  there  was 
conflict"  and  that  the  money  is  to 
be  used  to  help  individuals  who 
might  be  in  financial  need  as  a 
result  of  riots  but  not  for  educa- 
tion or  propaganda. 

The  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion is  also  furnishing  materials 
for  immediate  study  by  the  chur- 
ches of  the  denomination  to  ac- 
quaint Presbyterians  with  the  im- 
pending crisis  in  the  nation  and 
to  suggest  constructive  ways  and 
means  of  dealing  with  the  pro- 
blem. 


NCCC  Meets 

Three  meetings  of  the  North  Ca- 
rolina Council  of  Churches  were 
held  in  Charlotte  during  the  week 
of  April  21. 

The  first  to  begin  was  the  State 
Assembly  of  Church  Women  Uni- 
ted in  North  Carolina.  Beginning 
on  Sunday  evening,  April  21,  the 
State  Assembly  featured  a  Spiri- 
tual Life  Retreat  led  by  Mrs. 
Frank  Lacy  of  Martinsville,  Vir- 
ginia. Mrs.  James  Dolby  of  Cin- 
cinnati, CSiio,  national  president 
of  Church  Women  United,  gave  the 
major  address. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  week 
was  the  1968  Pastor's  Conference, 
which  began  on  Tuesday,  April  23. 
The  theme  of  the  conference  was 
"Freedom  and  Authority- Christ- 
ian Dilemma".  The  leaders  of  the 
conference  were  Dr.  Waldo  Beach 
of  Duke  iDivinity  School  and  Dr. 
Lewis  I.  Maddocks  of  the  Christ- 
ian Social  Action  Department  of 
the  United  Church  of  Christ.

St.  Andrews  College  Sets  Goal  Of 
$30,000,000 


St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege will  seek  $30  million  for  a 
ten-year  expansion  program,  Tho- 
mas M.  Belkj  ctiairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  announced  re- 
cently. Campaignplans  are  under- 
way to  reach  an  immediate  goal 
of  $5  million  for  critical  needs  for 
endowment  and  new  buildings. 

"Continuing  enrollment  pres- 
sures and  needed  facilities  for  our 
distinctive  liberal  arts  programs 
require  $2  million  for  endowment 
and  $3  million  for  buildings  as  soon 
as  possible,"  he  explained. 

SCIENCE  PROGRAM 
What  may  well  become  a  national 
model  for  future  science  teaching 
facilities  has  the  highest  priority. 
Rather  than  separate  areas  or 
floors  for  each  of  the  sciences, 
the  St.  Andrews  science  building 
will  provide  a  laboratory  area  of 
11,500  square  feet  to  be  shared  by 
biology,  chemistry  and  physics 
departments.  The  design  reflects 
the  St.  Andrews  objective  of  a 
science  program  to  encourage  re- 
search by  students  and  to  inter- 
relate not  only  the  basic  sciences, 
but  science  and  the  humanities. 

Other  major  buildings  include  a 
Library- Learning  Resources  Cen- 
ter, Student  Center  addition,  Ad- 
ministration building,  chapel,  and 
a  highrise  dormitory.  The  present 
Liberal  Arts  building  also  will  be 
renovated.

Ready  For  Crisis 

RICHMOND,  VIRGINIA  -  An 
emergency  study  unit  on  the  crisis 
in  the  nation  will  be  made  avail- 
able to  church  schools  of  six  de- 
nominations this  spring  by  the 
Presbyterian  U.  S.  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  The  denomina- 
tions which  have  indicated  possible 
use  of  the  alternate  curriculum 
have  an  aggregate  membership  of 
nearly  1.4  million,  and  include  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America,  the 
Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  ,  the  Cumberland  Pres- 
byterian Church,  the  Evangelical 
Covenant  Church,  the  Moravian 
Church  -  Northern  Province,  and 
the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S. 

Participating  churches  will  be 
asked  to  set  aside  their  regular 
church  school  curriculm  in  favor 
of  the  emergency  unit.  The 
eight  -  session  study  will  help 
Christians  identify  how  they  feel 
about  the  crisis.  Factors  lead- 
ing to  life  in  the  ghetto  will  be 
considered,  foUowed  by  a  study  on 
the  uses  of  violence.  The  stu- 
dents will  be  encouraged  to  dis- 
sover  the  pressing  needs  in  their 
own  commimities.  As  they  reflect 
on  their  Christian  responsibility  in 
the  light  of  the  special  study  unit,- 
recommendations  will  be  offered, 
and  each  student  wUl  decide  what 
to  do.

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Editorial 

CAUTION 

Our  deepest  sympathy  goes  out 
to  the  family  of  the  late  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  King  in  this  time  of  tragedy 
and  for  the  entire  nation.  We  hold  no 
brief  whatsoever  for  condoning  the 
cowardly  act  of  the  assassin  who 
killed  him.  Apart  from  the  crime 
itself,  as  bad  as  that  is,  is  the  hol- 
ocaust which  came  as  the  after- 
math. The  entire  nation  is  shamed 
by  the  senseless  murder  and  by 
the  senseless  and  criminal  acts  of 
violence  which  followed  the  assas- 
sination. Even  an  elderly  Negro 
citizen  of  Washington  was  quoted 
as  saying  that  the  fires  and  looting 
were  senseless. 

We  can  understand  also  that 
under  the  circumstances  the  family 
and  friends  were  entitled  to  pro- 
per consideration  and  recognition 
in  respect  of  the  obsequies  rela- 
ting to  the  funeral  and  burial; 
however,  it  is  disturbing  that  there 
were  signs  of  deference  which  ex- 
ceed Christian  propriety,  bord- 
ering on  adulation  and  hero  wor- 
ship. 

Our  concern  is  based,  not  only 
on  this  recent  tragic  event,  but  also 
on  that  other  similar  tragedy  of 
1963,  the  assassination  of  the  late 
President  John  F.Kennedy.  In  both 
instances,  multitudes  "have  been 
swept  off  their  feet"  in  efforts 
to  eulogize  and  magnify  these  two 
persons.  Even  granting  all  that 
was  good  and  great  in  each  of  them, 
we  need  to  remind  ourselves  that 
after  all  they  were  only  human 
beings  and  only  God  is  great  and 
good. 

We  are  reminded  that  after  a 
tour  of  Europe  a  few  years  ago 
we  observed  as  the  most  vivid 
impressions  (1)  Man's  inhuman- 
ity to  man  and  (2)  that  the  sin 
of  Europe  is  its  worship  of  men. 
We  wrote  in  our  diary  at  the  time, 
"Every  way  you  turn  there  are 
evidences  of  huge  fortunes  being 
spent  to  magnify  man.  It  is  beau- 
tiful and  wonderful  to  behold  but 
all  to  the  glory  of  men.  How  they 
do  exalt  statuary  -  monuments 
to  men  and  women  everywhere, 
and  so  expensive,  for  they  are 
huge  and  ornate.  Where  is 
Christ?" 

May  America  be  freed  of  its 
inhumanity  to  man  and  at  the 
same  time  be  spared  man's  glori- 
fication of  man.

Looks  At  Both  Sides 

Leading  Layman  Views  National  Council  Of  Churches 

Judge  John  A,  Fulton,  a  Louisville,  Kentucky,  attorney,  took  a  balanced  look  at  the  National  Council 
of  Churches  of  Christ  in  an  address  in  Raleigh  on  March  27.  A  ruling  elder  in  the  Highland  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Louisville,  Judge  Fulton  is  one  of  the  leading  laymen  in  the  General  Assembly.  His  appear- 
ance at  the  First  Church  was  sponsored  by  the  Raleigh  Presbyterian  Council. 

Fulton  probed  the  controversial  activities  of  the  Council  as  well  as  the  activities  of  the  Council  which 
have  drawn  little  criticism.  He  pointed  out  that  three  of  the  main  NCC  divisions  receive  little  or  no 
criticism. 

These  three  are  the  Division  of  Overseas  Ministries,  the  Division  of  Christian  Unity  and  the  Division 
of  Christian  Education.  Much  of  the  budget  for  the  National  Council  is  concentrated  in  the  first  division, 
Fulton  stated. 


CRITICISM  AND  CONTROVERSY 
Most  of  the  controversy  sur- 
rounding the  National  Council  co- 
mes concerning  the  Division  of 
Christian  Life  and  Missions,  Ful- 
ton said.  He  added,  "This  criti- 
cism comes  from  the  people  in  our 
denomination  who  say  that  the 
church  should  be  in  the  business  of 
saving  souls  and  nothing  else.  Of 
course,  there  are  other  persons 
who  insist  that  every  area  of  life 
should  be  brought  under  the  judg- 
ment of  God-that  poverty,  hunger 
and  politics  are  appropriate  sub- 
jects for  the  church's  concern." 

The  National  Council  of  Church- 
es presently  operates  80  pro- 
grams. Each  program  is  control- 
led by  a  committee  and  there  are 
5,000  clergymen  and  laymen  on 
these  committees.  The  National 
Council  has  approximately  290  paid 
executives  and  500  clerical  per- 
sonnel. 

Judge  Fulton  said  the  Presby- 
terian Church  U.S.  gives  $10,000 
annually  from  its  budget  to  the 
Council.  In  support  of  programs  in 
which  the  denomination  is  active. 
Judge  Fulton  said  the  denomination 
annually  gives  about  $359,000  to  the 
National  Council.  Of  this  figure, 
$218,000  goes  for  overseas  relief 
programs  and  much  of  the  remain- 
der is  to  pay  for  training  programs 
participated  in  by  the  denomina- 
tion. 

MAKES  POLICY 

The  general  policies  of  the  Nat- 
ional CouncU,  which  was  formed 
from  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches  and  other  interdenomi- 
national groups  in  1950,  are  ar- 
rived at  by  the  875  delegates  to  the 
General  Assembly  which  meets 
once  every  three  years. 

The  General  Board,  which  has 
275  members  and  meets  three  ti- 
mes per  year,  is  the  delibera- 
tive assembly  dealing  with  poli- 
cy between  the  meetings  of  the 
General  Assembly, 

The  Presbyterian  Church  U.S. 
has  22  members  in  the  General 


Assembly  and  seven  members  cai 
the  General  Board.  Representa- 
tion is  determined  by  the  size  of 
the  denomination.  The  Methodist 
Church,  for  example,  has  17 2  dele- 
gates to  the  General  Assembly,  the 
largest  delegation  of  any  denomi- 
nation. 

The  General  Assembly  and  the 
General  Board  are  the  only  two 
boards  qualified  to  make  a  pol- 
icy pronouncement  for  the  organi- 
zation, which  has  34  member  chur- 
ches. The  working  committees  of 
the  Council  cannot  make  a  policy 
statement  for  the  group,  Fulton 
emphasized  several  times  in  his 
address. 

The  criticisms  of  the  Council 
from  Presb3rterian  sources  are 
recurring  criticisms,  Fulton 
pointed  out.  "I  haven't  heard  a  new 
argument  against  the  Council  in 
ten  years." 

"There  is  not  a  soul  in  this  room 
belonging  to  the  National  Council 
of  Churches,"  Fulton  said.  "The 
pronouncements  of  the  Council  are 
not  for  the  church  but  rather  to 
them," 

"The  Council  is  not  a  super, 
church,"  he  continued.  "By  the 
nature  of  its  constitution  it  can- 
not be.  It  has  no  theology.  It  has 
no  ministers,  ordinances  or  sac- 
raments." 

NOT  SOFT  ON  COMMUMISM 

Perhaps  the  leading  criticism  ol 
the  National  Council  is  that  it  is 
soft  on  commimism.  An  investi- 
gation launched  by  the  Presby- 
terian Church  U.S.  in  1963  reveal- 
ed no  basis  for  such  a  charge,  Ful- 
ton said.  He  quoted  a  statement 
made  by  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  chief 
of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Inves- 
tigation, which  said  "I,  neither  on 
this  occasion  or  any  other  time, 
have  made  a  statement  critical  of 
the  National  Council  of  Churches 
or  Federal  Council." 

The  claim  of  the  Council  to  re- 
present 40  mniion  church  mem- 
bers in  some  of  its  statements, 
"is  a  more  valid  criticism,"  Ful-

ton  said.  "Some  of  the  prof  ession- 
al  staff  members  have  occasionally 
made  this  claim,"  he  stated.  "They 
have  been  warned  by  our  denom- 
ination. These  statements  do  not 
speak  for  the  individual  churches 
or  members  of  it." 

The  maintaining  of  a  lobbyist  in 
Washington  is  another  source  of 
criticism  of  the  Council,  Fulton 
said.  "The  Council  does  seek  to 
Influence  legislation  in  which  it  is 
interested."  he  stated.  "I  am  not 
sure  that  they  do  not  have  this 
right." 

PRESBYTERIANS 
WILL  COOPERATE 

"The  Presbyterian  Church  has 
said  from  the  outset  that  we  are 
a  catholic  church  and  will  coop- 
erate with  other  churches,"  Ful- 
ton said.  "We  certainly  have  not 
always  had  our  way  in  the  Coun- 
cil sessions.  It  is  not  unusual  for 
us  to  be  voted  down  in  its  ses- 
sions." 

For  many  years  each  General 
Assembly  has  been  asked  by  at 
least  one  presbytery  to  withdraw 
from  the  Council,  Fulton  stated. 
-"But  the  denomination  as  a  whole 
has  decided  that  our  place  is  in  the 
Council  working  with  other  chur- 
ches." 

"Our  church  leaders  tell  us  that 
the  Council  renders  invaluable 
services.  That  our  missions  prog- 
ram would  suffer  immeasurably 
if  we  were  to  withdraw." 

The  policy  pronouncements 
which  have  resulted  in  controversy 
have  led  to  a  change  in  procedure 
by  the  NCC's  General  Assembly, 
Fulton  said.  A  new  rule  requires 
that  General  Assembly  delegates 
have  copies  of  pronouncements  in 
their  hands  for  a  month  before  the 
meeting,  he  said. 

VALID  CRITICISM 
BRINGS  RESULTS 

The  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
National  Council  has  asked  church 
members  to  write  down  criticisms 
of  the  Council  and  to  submit  them 
directly  to  NCC  committees.  If 
the  criticisms  are  valid,  some  ac- 
tion will  be  taken  to  straighten  the 
shortcomings  out,  he  said. 

He  recalled  a  case  of  discipline 
regarding  the  Delta  ministry.  A 
sum  of  $100,000  was  not  properly 
accounted  for  in  the  ministry's 
work.  "This  certainly  does  not 
mean  that  the  amount  was  stolen 
or  embezzled,"  he  stated.  "But 
as  a  result  the  entire  accountii^ 
procedures  for  the  Delta  ministry 
were  changed  and  discipline  tos 
brought  to  bear  on  this  activity 
of  the  NCC." 

Judge  Fulton  was  introduced  to 
the  Raleigh-wide  meeting  by  the 
Rev.  J.  Polk  Moffett,  associate 
minister  of  White  Memorial 
Church  and  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee planning  Fulton's  appear- 
ance. Dr.  Albert  G.  Edwards,  pas- 
tor of  First  Church,  and  the  Rev. 
Albert  E.  Dimmock,  pastor  of  West 
Raleigh  Church,  also  participated 
in  the  program.

FEATURED  ADDRESS 
The  featured  address  was  deliv- 
ered by  Dr.  Frontis  Johnston  of 
Davidson  College.

Presbyterian 
Foundation  Grows 

The  trustees  of  the  Presbyterian 
Foundation  Inc.,  meeting  recently 
in  Charlotte,  received  a  report  to 
the  effect  that  $5.7  mUlion  in  be- 
quests were  given  to  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.  agencies  in  1967. 

This  included  gifts  to  Presby- 
terian -  related  colleges,  semin- 
aries, and  homes  for  children  and 
for  the  aged,  said  Dr.  Frank  H. 
Caldwell,  Executive  Director  of 
the  Foundation. 

TOTAL  ASSETS 

Caldwell  also  told  the  trustees 
that  the  Foundation's  assets  now 
stand  at  $6,985,176,  an  increase 
of  about  $1.4  million  during  1967. 
The  assets  consist  of  gifts  and  be- 
quests made  to  the  foundation  by 
various  individuals  and  organiza- 
tions for  investment  and  distribu- 
tion to  the  church's  agencies. 

In  spite  of  criticisms  levelled 
at  the  institutional  church  for  fail- 
ure to  cope  with  economic  and  so- 
cial change,  Caldwell  said  he  could 
foresee  "no  radical  changes"  in 
the  structure  or  tactics  of  the 
Foundation.  ' '  The  only  big  change 
will  be  a  call  for  more  money,"  he 
said. 

TO  BROADEN  BASE 

Dr.  Caldwell  also  noted  that  with 
the  proposed  merger  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  U.  S.  and  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  America,  "the 
scope  of  the  foundation  will  be 
broadened  from  a  regional  to  a 
national  basis."

Two  Synods  To  Merge 

LAWTON,  OKLAHOMA  -  Hie 
Synod  of  Oklahoma,  in  a  majority 
decision,  has  approved  a  plan  for 
merger  of  that  synod  with  the  Sy- 
nod of  Arkansas. 

The  plan  now  goes  before  the 
Synod  of  Arkansas  in  May  for 
concurring  approval.  It  it  gets 
an  okay  there,  it  goes  before  the 
1968  General  Assembly  for  final 
action. 

The  plan  would  create  the  new 
Synod  of  Arkansas  -  Gclahoma 
which  would  be  composed  of  the 
three  present  Arkansas  presby- 
teries and  the  present  Synod  of 
Oklahoma  as  a  fourth  presbytery. 

The  plan  for  merger  came  as  a 
joint  committee  report  of  the  Sy- 
nods of  Oklahoma  and  Arkansas. 
Copies  of  the  committee's  pre- 
liminary draft  were  distributed 
to  sessions  of  member  churches 
for  comments  before  the  final 
draft  was  prepared. 

The  proposed  merger,  the  report 
states,  would  be  in  line  with  a 
trend  in  the  church  for  "composi- 
tion of  presbyteries  and  synods.'* 
It  would  "enlarge  the  opportun- 
ities for  witness  and  service." 
It  would  be  a  "natural"  union, 
and  make  for  greater  strengths  and 
efficiency  of  the  church  at  a  sy- 
nod level.

Condemned 

LEXINGTON  -  Many  white 
people  in  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
Winston-Salem  Presbytery  was 
told  at  its  recent  meeting  here, 
are  high  up  in  the  power  structure, 
"but  this  power  is  being  used  sel- 
fishly." 

Selfish  use  of  power,  the  pres- 
bytery was  told.  Is  destructive,  but 
unselfish  power  can  be  creative. 

DIALOGUE  URGED 
The  speaker,  the  Rev.  Lawrence 
W.  Bottoms  of  the  Board  of  Na- 
tional Ministries,  Atlanta,  sugges- 
ted that  dialogue  between  Negroes 
and  whites  could  be  a  transform- 
ing power.  If  this  dialogue  had 
taken  place  15  years  ago,  he  said, 
"we  could  have  avoided  the  pres- 
sure groups,  demonstrations,  and 
the  civil  rights  laws.  We  would 
have  effected  a  social  change  and 
regarded  Negroes  as  persons.  The 
church  failed  at  this  opportunity, 
but  it  still  has  the  opportunity  not 
in  the  integration  matter,  but  on 
power." 

During  the  business  session  the 
presbytery  was  told  that  the  1967 
budget  was  not  met.

DETROIT  -  The  originator  of 
the  Consultation  on  Church  Union 
said  that  the  Consultation  must 
adopt  some  system  of  appointing 
ministers  to  their  jobs,  rather 
than  depending  on  congregational 
"calls".  Dr.  Eugene  Carson 
Blake,  General  Secretary  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches,  also 
told  a  Presbyterian  audience  here 
that  their  presbyterial  form  of 
government  would  break  down  in  a 
church  as  large  as  that  envisioned 
by  COCU. 

BLAKE  ORIGINATOR 
Dr.  Blake  set  COCU  in  motion 
on  December  4,  1960,  when  from 
the  pulpit  ofSan  Francisco's  Grace 
Episcopal  Cathedral  he  called  for 
the  union  of  Presbyterians,  Epis- 
copalians, Methodists  and  mem- 
bers of  the  United  Church  of  Christ 
into  a  church  "truly  catholic,  tru- 
ly reformed,  and  truly  evangeli- 
cal." Blake  was  then  Stated  Clerk 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

In  an  interview  here.  Dr.  Blake 
conceded  that  he  doubted  that  chu- 
rches of  Presbyterian  background 
would  ever  permit  their  senior 
pastors  to  be  appointed,  but  added: 
I  have  suggested  the  adoption  of 
some  type  of  compromise  measure 
by  which  at  least  assistant  minis- 
ters would  be  appointed.  This  is 
the  stickiest  question  COCU  will 
have  to  deal  with.

Negro  Ministers 

Renounce 
Demonstrations 

WASHINGTON  -  A  South  Caro- 
lina legislator  has  commended  to 
Congress  the  efforts  of  some  300 
Negro  ministers  who  are  making 
an  extensive  effort  to  wage  a  psy- 
chological war  against  crime  here. 
Rep.  Albert  W.  Watson  (R-SC) 
described  their  program  as  of 
"great  importance." 

On  Feb.  5,  the  Baptist  Minister's 
Conference  of  Washington,  which 
represents  some  100,000  Negro 
parishioners,  ranging  from  some 
of  the  city's  largest  Negro  chu- 
rches to  numerous  storefront 
groups,  launched  a  "Help  Your 
Police  Fight  Crime"  campa^n. 
One  of  the  aims  is  to  boost  local 
police  morale. 

The  ministers  could  act  as  a 
restraining  force,  some  observers 
say,  when  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King 
gets  his  summertime  Washington 
demonstrations  underway.  Only 
two  weeks  before  the  crime-fight- 
ing campaign  was  launched,  the 
Baptist  group  called  upon  all  per- 
sons and  groups  in  the  community 
to  refuse  to  support  any  demon- 
strations this  year  "no  matter  how 
noble  the  stated  aims."

He  is  a 
graduate  of  Haverford  College  and 
of  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Louisville,  Ky. 

WEST  VIRGINIAN 
Dr.  Spence  was  born  at  Ripley, 
West  Va.  July  10,  1899  the  son  of 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Hugh  and  Anna 
Grace  Sparrow  Spence.  He  is 
married  to  Martha  Elizabeth  Hol- 
man  of  Lee,  Va.  and  they  have  two 
children,  Thomas  Kirkpatrick  and 
Maria  Elizabeth. 

Dr.  Spence  graduated  from  Da- 
vidson College  in  1920  and  from 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  Rich- 
mond, in  1924.  He  earned  the  Ph. 
D.  degree  from  Edinburgh  Univer- 
sity in  1929  and  the  degree  of  Doc- 
tor of  Sacred  Theology  from  Bib- 
lical Seminary  in  1930. 

He  served  several  churches  in 
Scotland  and  America  and  was 
professor  in  Hastings  College  1930 
to  1940. 

AUTHOR  OF  BOOKS 
He  is  author  of  several  works 
including  "Westward  Across  Ne- 
braska" ,  "Rocky  River  Presby- 
terian Church"  and  other  impor- 
tant monographs.

The  choir  of  approximately  40 
women's  voices  is  directed  by  Car- 
lyle  E.  Weiss,  assistant  professor 
of  music  at  the  college.  More 
than  one  half  of  the  members  of 
the  choir  have  sung  with  the  group 
for  two  years,  and  many  for  three 
to  four  years.  It  has  been  custo- 
mary for  the  choir  to  make  a 
spring  tour  of  eastern  United 
States,  but  the  1968  summer  tour 
will  be  the  first  in  Europe.

DAYTON,  OHIO  —  The  go-ahead  for  drafting  a  plan  of  union  for 
ten  Protestant  denominations  was  given  March  27  by  the  Consultation 
on  Church  Union  (COCU). 

Acting  without  a  dissenting  vote,  the  90  delegates  at  the  Consulta- 
tion's 7th  annual  session  instructed  its  Executive  Committee  to  ap- 
point a  commission  to  prepare  the  plan  for  presentation  at  the  1969 
meeting  in  Atlanta,  if  possible,  and  in  no  case  later  than  1970. 

Ultimate  aim  of  the  Consultation  is  to  unite  the  ten  denominations 
into  one  church  with  25  1/2  million  members. 

GROWING  SENSE  OF  URGENCY 
The  decision  to  begin  drafting  a  plan  of  union  came  in  response  to 
what  officials  of  the  consultation  termed  a  growing  sense  of  urgency 
on  the  part  of  delegates.  Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Consultation  it 
was  not  expected  that  the  discussions  would  progress  to  the  point  of 
ordering  the  drafting  of  a  plan. 


"We  do  not  have  all  the  time  in 
the  world,  and  there  is  no  turning 
back  now,"  Methodist  Bishop 
James  K.  Matthews  of  Boston  told 
the  Consultation  delegates  and  ob- 
servers as  the  annual  meeting  was 
concluded. 

COMMISSION  TO  BE  APPOINTED 
The  Plan  of  Union  Commission 
will  be  appointed  by  the  Executive 
Committee  of  COCU  as  soon  as 
possible,  Bishop  Matthews  said. 
It  will  include  at  least  one  repre- 
sentative from  each  of  the  ten 
denominations,  and  the  commis- 
sion will  be  permitted  to  erect 
committees  to  work  in  specialized 
areas. 

Providing  the  base  for  the  plan 
will  be  principles  of  faith,  worship, 
sacraments  and  ministry  worked 
out  at  earlier  sessions,  and  some 
suggestions  on  structure  received 
by  the  delegates  here. 

OFFICE  OF  BISHOP  KEPT 

The  delegates  reaffirmed  their 
willingness  to  include  the  "historic 
episcopate  (office  of  bishop),  con- 
stitutionally defined"  in  the 
structure,  and  called  attention  to 


Neg^o  Leaders 
Denounce  Violence 

DETROIT  -  Detroit's  moderate 
Negro  ministers  at  a  mass  meet- 
ing here  pledged  themselves  "to 
die  if  necessary"  to  hush  the  voices 
of  miltants  shouting  black  anger 
and  vengeance.  The  Interdeno- 
minational Ministers'  Alliance, 
claiming  a  majority  of  the  area's 
Negro  clergymen,  promised  some 
militance  of  their  own  in  combat- 
ting crime  and  unrest. 

^'MUTED  VOICES" 

In  delivering  a  "statement  of 
purpose,"  the  Rev.  David  E.  Mit- 
cham,  an  A.M.E.  pastor,  said  De- 
troit's moderate  Negro  leadership 
has  "spoken  too  long  in  muted 
voices"  and  with  "whispered  wit- 
ness". 

Speaker  after  speaker  decried 
the  stockpile  of  firearms  by  Ne- 
groes of  the  inner  city  and  whites 
of  the  outlying  areas  and  sub- 
urbs, whom  they  described  as  the 
victims  of  the  "voices  of  anger, 
suspicion,  and  ill  will." 

"We  have  allowed  these  voices 
the  center  of  the  stage  and  the 
focus  of  attention,"  Mr.  Mitcham 
said.  "We  are  reaping  the  fruits 
of  our  quietness  and  the  harvest 
of  our  passiveness  is  fast  ap- 
proaching." 

"VICIOUS  LIES" 

He  said  the  overall  Negro  com- 
munity has  been  the  victim  of 
"vicious  lies"  by  black  militants 
who  "have  promised  that  the  citi- 
zens of  this  metropolis  will  soon 
be  locked  in  mortal  combat  with 
Mie  another." 

The  Rev.  E.  James  Massey,  a 
Church  of  God  minister,  said, 
"Men  whose  hearts  have  been 
ouched  by  God  cannot  be  stopped, 
■^ven  if  we  die  in  the  attempt, 
/e  shall  not  be  stopped."

CONFERENCE  AT 
ST.  ANDREWS 

LAURINBURG,  N.C.—  St.  An- 
drews Presbyterian  College  was 
host  for  a  conference  of  the  Foun- 
dation for  Intergrative  Education 
in  late  March.  Approximately  100 
prominent  educators  attended  the 
conference  which  focus€d  on  ways 
to  link  the  specialized  areas  of 
study  in  modern-day  education. 

The  conference  on  "Intergrative 
Principles  In  Modern  Thought" 
opened  with  an  address  by  Dr.  Hen- 
ry Margenau,  Higgins  Professor  of 
Physics  and  Natural  Philosophy  at 
Yale  University.  Other  speakers 
were:  Dr.  Roger  Sim onds  of  Amer- 
ican University;  Dr.  Donald  H. 
Andrews,  Baker  Professor  Emeri- 
tus of  Johns  Hopkins  University; 
Dr.  Ervin  Lazlo,  University  of 
Akron;  Dr.  C.  G.  Amstutz,  Uni- 
versity of  Heidleberg,  F.  L.  Kunz, 
Vice-President  of  the  Foundation; 
Dr.  Robert  Thornton,  University 
of  California;  and  Dr.  Alastair 
Taylor  of  Queens  University,  On- 
tario. 

The  conference  climaxed  the 
first  stage  of  a  research  and  com- 
munications program  sponsoredby 
the  Foundation  under  a  grant  from 
the  World  Institute.  The  project 
was  launched  at  a  September  1967 
conference  at  Yale  University. 
Through  this  project  the  Founda- 
tion is  seeking  to  design  a  cur- 
riculum that  will  provide  links  bet- 
ween the  specialized  fields  of  study 
that  mark  much  of  today's  educa- 
tion. 

During  the  conference,  delegates 
heard  a  brief  explanation  of  the  St. 
Andrews  program  of  interdiscip- 
linary studies  in  the  humanities  as 
well  as  the  college's  similar  pro- 
gram being  developed  for  the  sci- 
ences.

This  will  be  the  155th  annual  meeting  of  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  which  was  formed 
in  1813  near  Greensboro. 

The  Synod  meeting  will  be  preceded  by  a  Conference  on  Evangelism  to  be  held  at  the  same  site.  Nine 
approaches  to  evangelism  will  be  considered  by  the  conference,  which  will  be  held  on  June  3  and  the 
morning  of  June  4.

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Blue  Gives  $200,000  To  St.  Andrews; 
Initial  Major  Gift  To  Campaign  Fund 

LAURINBURG,  N.  C.  -  A  $200,000  gift  from  John  Blue  of  Hunts- 
ville,  Ala.,  and  Laurinburg  was  announced  here  this  weekend  at  a 
meeting  ef  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College. 
President  Ansley  C.  Moore  said  the  gift  will  make  possible  the 
construction  of  an  administration  building  which  will  bear  the  Blue 
name. 

"Mr.  Blue's  most  generous  gift,  which  follows  in  his  established 
pattern  of  generous  support  of  St.  Andrews,  will  materially  advance 
the  instructional  program  here,"  President  Moore  noted.  "With  a 
new  administration  building,  we  wiU  be  able  to  free  classroom  space 
now  being  used  temporarily  for  administrative  offices." 

$30  MILLION  GOAL 

The  Blue  gift  is  the  first  major  gift  to  St.  Andrews  for  its  recently- 
announced  $5  miUion  Forward  Fund,  first  phase  of  a  planned  $30 
millicm  expansion  program  in  the  next  12  years. 

Earlier  gifts  by  Mr.  Blue  have  established  two  major  scholarships, 
one  in  his  name  and  the  Anne  White  Blue  Scholarship,  honoring  his 
wife.  He  also  is  the  donor  of  funds  which  provided  a  book  store, 
post  office,  and  snack  shop  in  the  Student  Center.  Those  funds  were 
given  as  a  memorial  honoring  his  father  and  mother,  John  and  Flora 
McKinnon  Blue. 

NATIVE  OF  LAURINBURG 
Blue,  a  native  of  Laurinburg,  heads  the  farm  implement  company 
founded  here  by  his  father  in  1883.  In  1945  he  moved  principal  manu- 
facturing operations  to  Huntsvilie,  Ala,  Countless  patents,  some  of 
them  based  on  inventions  by  father  and  son,  have  followed  the  first 
patent  which  Mr.  Blue's  father  secured  in  1886  for  a  stalk  cutter. 
The  company  now  specializes  in  fertilizer  equipment. 

ST.  ANDREWS 

The  Belk  Foundation  and  other 
Belk  interests  have  pledged  $300,- 
000  for  the  construction  of  a  cha- 
pel at  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College.  The  announcement  was 
made  jointly  from  Charlotte  by 
Irwin  Belk,  Chairman  of.  the 
Foundation,  and  from  Laurinburg 
by  Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  Presi- 
dent of  St.  Andrews.  Thomas  M. 
Belk,  Charlotte,  Is  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
College.  The  gift  is  the  largest 
announced  to  date  in  the  campaign 
seeking  $5,000,000  by  1970  and

"PURGE  HEARTS" 
Meml)ers  of  Synod  will  be  called 
on  "to  purge  their  own  hearts  and 
their  own  Institutions  of  any  racial 
prejudice  or  discrimination  which 
yet  remains  within  them,  to  live 
as  reconciled  and  forgiven  Chris- 
tians In  all  their  relationships." 

Synod  will  also  urge  members 
"to  work  for  low  income  housing, 
and  equal  access  to  available  hous- 
ing" and  local  congregations  and 
Presbyteries  will  be  urged  to  "ex- 
plore the  opportunities  of  l)ecom- 
ing  non-profit  spaisors  of  low 
Income  housing  in  their  commun- 
ities". 

PROBLEMS  OF  THE  NEGRO 

Finally,  Presbyterians  will  be 
asked  to  secure  "information  on 
the  problems  of  the  negro  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  to 
conduct  educational  meetings  for 
Presbyterians  to  communicate 
their  feelings". 

The  Committee  voted  four  schol- 
arships for  representatives  of 
Synod  to  participate  in  the  next 
Washington  -  United  Nations 
Seminar  sponsored  by  the  N.  C. 
Council  of  Churches. 

Another  action  of  the  Committee 


was  to  name  the  Rev.  John  E.  Elia- 
son  as  Representative  to  attend 
the  Church  and  Society  Seminar 
at  Montreat,  and  to  provide 
scholarships  for  interested  per- 
sons to  attend  the  following  Se- 
minars: International  Affairs, 
Churchmen's  Washington,  and  the 
Rural  Church.

Meets  At  Montreat 

Major  issues  facing  the  108th 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.  S.  at 
Montreat  June  6-12  are: 

(1)  Election  of  a  Moderator. 
Candidates  proposed:  The  Rev. 
Dr.  Warner  L.  Hall,  pastor  of 
Covenant  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charlotte,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pat- 
rick D.  Miller,  Atlanta,  former 
pastor  of  the  First  Church,  P^- 
eigh,  former  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension, 
and  currently  professor  at  Col- 
umbia Theological  Seminary,  De- 
catur, Georgia. 

(2)  Vote  on  the  question  of  union 
between  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S.  and  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America. 

(3)  Proposals  to  postpone  action 
on  the  plan  of  union  for  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.  S.  and 
the  Reformed  church  in  America; 
inclusion  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  in  plans  for  organic 
union;  requirement  of  union  sy- 
nods and  presbyteries  in  the  plan 
of  union  for  the  Presbyterian  Chu- 
rch U,  S.  and  Reformed  Churches. 

(4)  Encounter  between  the 
'hawks'  and  'doves'  in  reference 
to  the  right  of  citizens  to  object 
conscientiously  to  participating 
in  a  particular  war,  as  well  as  all 
war;  and  a  proposal  that  Congress 
revise  the  Selective  Service  Act 
so  as  to  apply  the  same  deferment 
standards  to  ministers  and  minis- 
terial students  as  to  other  citizens. 

(5)  A  report  calling  on  Presby- 
terian institutions  and  agencies  to 
become  acquainted  with  the  pro- 
ducts and  policies  of  the  businesses 
with  which  they  trade  and  with 
corporations  in  which  they  hold 
or  purchase  stock,  "and  to  put  the 
power  of  its  dollar  on  the  side  of 
the  right." 

(6)  A  proposal  that  congrega- 
tional governing  bodies  consider 
making  voluntary  contributions 
annually  to  local  governments  in 
lieu  of  ad  valorem  taxes  for  bene- 
ficial services  received, 

(7)  Recommendations  supporting 
open  housing. 

(8)  Proposed  procedure  for  es- 
tablishing union  presbyteries  and 
union  with  a  synod  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  USA 
and  the  Reformed  Church  in  Amer- 
ica, 

(9)  Proposal  to  change  the  con- 
stitution to  permit  a  Presbyterian 
US  congregation  to  unite  with  a 
congregation  of  a  nai-Reformed 
body. 

(10)  Questions  in  reference  to 
the  propriety  of  denominational 
agencies  contributing  funds  to  the 
Southern  Christian  Leadership 
Conference  or  to  other  non-affi- 
liated organizations;     also  the

Salary  Increase 

Acting  on  a  recommendation  of 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery's  Com- 
mission on  the  Minister  and  His 
Work  at  the  recent  meeting  oi 
Presbytery  at  the  Steele  Creek 
Church  in  Charlotte,  unanimous 
approval  was  given  to  increase 
the  basic  minimum  salary  for 
ministers  to  $5,500  per  year. 
Between  30  and  35  of  the  108 
churches  in  Mecklenburg  now  pay 
their  ministers  base  salaries  less 
than  the  new  $5,500  minimum. 
They  will  be  expected  to  act  im- 
mediately to  raise  the  salaries. 

The  recommendation  further 
stated:  .  .  the  commission 
understands  that  we  shall  continue 
at  least  $600  car  allowance  plus 
major  medical  insurance,  plus 
manse  or  its  equivalent,  plus  one 
month's  vacation."

James  Neveland  Brand,  Jr.,  66, 
Wilmington,  died  in  New  Hanover 
Memorial  Hospital,  ^ril  30,  fol- 
lowing a  short  illness. 

He  was  a  member  of  Synod's 
Council  from  1953  to  1959  and  ser- 
ved as  Chairman  of  the  Council 
from  1957  to  1959. 

WILMINGTON  NATIVE 
Mr.  Brand  was  born  in  Wilmin- 
ton  August   21,   1901,  the  son  of 
James  Neveland  and  Maude  Alli- 
son McLeod  Brand. 

He  attended  the  public  schools 
of  New  Hanover  County  and  in 
1922  graduated  from  the  University 
of  N.C.  at  Chapel  HUl  withaB.S.C. 
degree.  While  at  the  University 
he  was  inducted  in  to  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  Honorary  Fraternity.  La- 
ter he  did  post  graduate  work  at 
Columbia  University,  New  York, 
following  which  he  returned  to 
Wilmington  and  was  associated 
with  the  Atlantic  Coastline  Rail 
road .  Later  he  founded  the  firm 
which  became  Brand,  Perdew,  and 
Joyner,  and  served  as  senior  par- 
tner of  this  firm  until  his  death. 

CHURCHMAN 
He  was  a  life-long  member  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
where  he  was  a  teacher  in  the 
Church  School,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Deacons,  and  a  Ruling 
Elder. 

He  was  active  in  local,  state, 
and  national  professional  so- 
cieties.

The  society  was  organized  in 
1852  and  houses  extensive  collec- 
tions of  Presbyterian-related  doc- 
uments.

$220,000  Grant  Made  To

"experimental  ministries"  over  the  next  three  years  was  announced 
today  (April  26)  by  the  Presbyterian  U.  S.  Board  of  National  Minis- 
tries here.     The  donor  foundation  asked  to  remain  anonymous. 

According  to  the  grant's  terms,  $100,000  will  be  available  until 
July  28,  1969;  another  $70,000  tor  the  following  year;  and  $50,000 
for  the  final  year  of  the  grant.

N.  C.  INCLUDED 

The  money  will  be  spent  to  begin 
new  ministries  in  a  six-state 
area  ~  Georgia,  Alabama,  Flor- 
ida, the  Carolinas  and  Tennessee- 
on  a  matching  fund  basis,  the  first 
year.  Local  funds  will  be  expected 
to  assume  65  per  cent  of  the 
cost  for  the  second  year  and  75 
per  cent  the  third. 

The  new  ministries  will  be  cho- 
sen through  the  board's  usual 
application  procedures. 

It  was  the  first  major  founda- 
tion grant  of  its  kind  ever  made 
responsible  for  the  church's  out- 
reach in  the  United  States.  The 
experimental  ministry  program 
was  begun  three  years  ago. 

INNER  CITY  PROJECTS 

Last  year,  $354,900  was  bud- 
geted for  31  experimental  minis- 
tries. Most  deal  with  race  rela- 
tions and  ministry  in  the  inner 
cities,  according  to  Dr.  James  T. 
Womack  Jr.,  director  of  special 
and  experimental  ministries.  A 
few  involve  basic  research  into 
attitudes  or  new  patterns  for  mis- 
sion, such  as  house  churches,  job- 
related  groups,  ecumenical  ap- 
proaches linking  several  deno- 
minations in  worship,  education 
9Jid  action.

Dr.  Davidson 
noted  that  while  the  program  is 
designed  to  give  student  teachers 
practical  experience  with  an  em- 
phasis on  team  teaching,  it  will 
help  to  meet  particular  needs  of 
the  counties'  public  schools. 

LEADERS 
James  W.  Turlington,  principal 
of  the  Raeford  Elementary  School, 
will  head  the  Carteret  project;  in 
Moore  County,  Mrs.  Ruth  Jane 
Trivette,  Director  of  Guidance  for 
Hoke  County  schools,  will  be  re- 
sident coordinator;  and  in  Robe- 
son County,  Dr.  David  B.  Hawk, 
Professor  of  Sociology  at  St.  An- 
drews, will  serve  as  coordinator.

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CCL  COMMITTEE  ENDORSES  INTERFAITH

The  Executive  Committee  of 
Campus  Christian  Life,  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  convening  in  Ral- 
eigh May  1,  adopted  a  resolution 
endorsing  "in  principle  the  pro- 
posal of  an  Interfaith  Chapel  at 
N.  C.  State  University",  and  went 
further  to  approve  of  a  recommen- 
dation to  the  "Synod  of  N.  C.  that 
the  sum  of  $10,000  be  solicited  as 
the  fair  share  of  Synod's  part  of 
the  project". 

BY  CLOSE  VOTE 

The  resolution  was  carried  by 
only  one  vote.  The  Synod's  Coun- 
cil, meeting  May  15,  approved 
only  the  first  part  of  the  Resolu- 
tion, and  not  the  item  of  $10,000. 

The  CCL  Committee  met  for 
two  days  including  an  afternoon  and 
evening  which  lasted  until  near 
midnight.  The  Committee  heard 
Campus  Ministers  from  Chapel 
Hill,  Raleigh,  Durham,  and  Green- 
ville. 

PANEL  ON  MODERN  SCENE 

The  closing  session  on  the  first 
day  consisted  of  a  panel  of  cam- 
pus ministers  who  gave  an  up-to- 
date  delineation  of  the  Campus 
Movement  and  Ministry  from  the 
ecumenical  perspective.  Partici- 
pating were  Dr.  Harry  E.  Smith, 
UNC  -  Chapel  Hill,  who  outlined 
and  explained  (1)  The  Student 
Movement;  and  (2)  Student  Work; 
Rev.  Bronson  Matney,  ECU- 
Greenville;  Rev.  Carl  Culbertson, 
UNC-Chapel  Hill;  Rev.  Clyde  0. 
Robinson,  Duke  University,  Dur- 
ham; and  the  Rev.  Allan  Smythe, 
Campbell  College.  All  of  the 
speakers  reported  on  the  campus 
scene  today  in  terms  of  the  Ecu- 
menical Movement  and  the  Instit- 
utional Church.

N.  C.  State 
University  ranks  second  with  1,224 
in  a  student  body  of  10,845.

Greensboro  reports  821  Presby- 
terians and  East  Carolina  Uni- 
versity, Greenville,  972.

To  Conduct  Clinic  For 
Ministers 

John  Umstead  Hospital,  Butner, 
will  begin  its  8th  summer  course 
in  clinical  pastoral  care  on  June 
3.  The  course  will  run  through 
July  12,  and  will  be  conducted  by 
the  Hospital  Chaplain,  Rev.  W.  F. 
Ask  ins. 

The  course  has  been  designed 
to  provide  ministers  an  opport- 
unity to  come  to  grips  firsthand 
with  many  of  the  problems  which 
beset  the  mentally  ill.  In  the 
therapeutic  hospital  setting  they 
have  an  opportunity  to  gain  clin- 
ical experience  in  ministering  to 
troubled  individuals  while  serving 
in  the  capacity  of  chaplain.  Par- 
ticipating ministers  spend  two  days 
each  week  ii}  the  hospital,  and 
through  seminars,  lectures,  con- 
ferences, and  individual  guidance, 
they  learn  to  recognize  the  sym- 
toms  of  emotional  distress  and 
how  to  relate  constructively  to 
those  that  come  to  them  for  help. 


"Stories  With  A 
Christian  Moral" 

The  following  incidents  were  re- 
ported from  a  reader  in  Lenoir 
who  requested  that  the  name  be 
withheld. 

FIRST  PARABLE 

"In  our  town,  during  the  week 
before  Easter  we  had  Holly  Week 
services  at  noon.  .  .  different 
churches  are  host  every  year, 
and  the  ministers  in  town  take 
turns  preaching.  .  .  The  services 
are  always  lovely  and  inspiring 

"This  year  our  pulpit  was  filled 
on  Tuesday  by  one  of  our  colored 
ministers,  highly  respected  in  chu- 
rch circles.  When  he  stood  up  to 
begin  his  sermon,  in  essence, 
these  were  his  introductory  words: 
'I  feel  constrained  to  say  this:  I 
did  not  feel  like  coming  today.  I 
wanted  so  badly  to  stay  at  home 
and  watch  the  funeral  on  TV.  But 
I  had  given  my  word  to  come  and 
preach,  and  so  I  came.  But  that's 
the  only  reason  I  came,  because 
I  had  given  my  word." 

SECOND  PARABLE 

The  second  story  concerns  a 
"little  colored  maid,  who,  being  a 
Born- again  Christian  (and  Jesus 
says  there  can  be  no  other  kind, 
really),  is  a  loving  earnest  seeker 
and  follower  of  our  Lord  and  Sav- 
ior Jesus  Christ. 

"Her  two  little  nephews,  with 
whom  she  makes  her  home,  were 
two  of  the  very  few  colored  child- 
ren who  were  sent  to  school  on 
'that  day.  Most  of  the  others  had 
been  kept  home  to  watch  television. 
In  the  late  afternoon,  two  of  their 
school  mates  came  by  to  taunt 
and  revile  them.  'Yah,  our  leader 
gets  shot  and  killed,  and  you  don't 
even  care  enough  to  stay  home  in 
memorium  to  him'.  This  they 
yelled  over  -  and  over  from  their 
position  across  the  yard. 

"The  little  colored  Christian 
maid  came  onto  the  front  porch, 
and  looked  the  taunters  squarely 
in  the  eyes.  'Let  me  tell  you 
something,',  she  said.  'You'd 
better  get  yourselves  a  leader 
that  won't  die.  We  have  a  leader 
in  this  house,  and  His  name  is 
God.  And  He's  not  going  to  share 
His  glory  with  ANYBODY.  Not 
even  Martin  Luther  King'."

PEACE  AND  JUSTICE 

Dr.  Beach  said,  "The  big  moral 
question  in  the  civil  rights  strug- 
gle is  between  apparently  com- 
peting goods;  civil  peace  against 
racial  justice."  The  Duke  pro- 
fessor said  that  the  traditional 
option  of  the  Christian  church  has 
been  for  peace,  domestic  tran- 
quillity, "  law  and  order  above  all" . 

Dr.  Beach  said  the  illusion  has 
been  that  "as  long  as  everyoie 
kept  the  peace,  the  minor  injus- 
tices of  the  system  would  be  re- 
medied by  the  kindness  of  the  nice 
rich  and  the  patient  gratitude  of 
the  poor".  "Today,"  he  said, 
"however,  we  have  seen  that  we 
can  no  loiter  keep  the  peace,  if 
that  peace  means  'the  old  power 
structure  where  the  white  man's 
floor  is  the  Negro's  celling'." 

CIVIL  DISOBEDIENCE 

Dr.  Maddocks  said  that  freedom 
and  authority  are  not,  as  is  often 
felt,  contrary  opposites.  Mad- 
docks added  that  he,  personally, 
considered  civil  disobedience 
morally  if  not  legally  valid",  if 
those  persons  taking  part  in  that 
act  are  "committed  to  non- 
violence. ...  if  they  act  openly. . . 
and  if  they  are  willing  to  accept 
the  consequences  of  their  illegal 
actions."

During  her  more 
than  fifty  years  in  the  church  she 
has  served  her  Lord  in  many 
ways,  having  held  various  offices 
in  Women's  Work.  She  and  her 
late  husband,  for  many  years,  visi- 
ted in  the  homes  of  all  church 
families  regularly  with  special 
attention  to  shut-ins.  Her  quiet, 
gentle  manner  and  her  capacity 
to  see  the  best  in  all  persons 
have  won  for  her  many  friends, . . 
She  continues  her  Christian  wit- 
ness among  the  residents  of  the 
rest  home,  and  she  still  is  regu- 
lar in  attendance  at  Sunday  Sch- 
ool and  worship  services  at  West 
Avenue". 


Larson  Interprets 
South  African  Trial 

The  Board  of  World  Missions, 
taking  notice  of  the  recent  illegal 
trial  of  33  Southwest  Africans 
for  terrorism  by  a  South  African 
Court,  has  distributed  copies  of 
a  report  on  the  affair  by  Dr.  Ar- 
thur Larson,  director  of  the  World 
Rule  of  Law  Research  Center  at 
Duke  University.  Dr.  Larsoo 
points  out  a  number  of  notewor- 
thy facts. 

All  but  one  of  the  33  men  are 
Christians;  two  are  Roman  Catho- 
lics, and  the  rest  either  Lutherans 
or  Anglicans.  ITieir  occupations 
range  from  school  teachers  and 
businessmen  to  laborers  and  far- 
mers. 

MORRISON  ECHO 

Distribution  of  the  Larscm  paper 
recalls  the  work  decades  ago  of 
William  M.  Morrison,  who  stirred 
the  conscience  of  the  Western 
World  about  flagrant  forms  of 
exploitation  in  the  Congo,  result- 
ing in  government  reforms  and 
justice  for  Africans. 

Oi  February  9,  thirty  South 
West  Africans  were  sentenced  to 
prison  terms  ranging  from  two 
years  to  life  imprisonment,  all 
under  an  "ex  post  facto"  law, 
passed  after  the  alleged  deed  had 
been  committed.  Such  laws  are 
banned  by  most  countries. 

RETROACTIVE 

The  law  was  passed  in  1967,  but 
made  retroactive  to  1962,  and  ap- 
plied to  Southwest  African  terri- 
tory, a  trust  territory  under  the 
United  Nations. 

The  convicted  men  were  arres- 
ted before  the  law  was  passed,  but 
held  in  prison  until  it  became  ef- 
fective. None  of  those  held  in 
prison  were  permitted  to  see  fa- 
milies, clergymen,  lawyers,  doc- 
tors, or  anyone  else. 

Suzuki  Visits  Nashville 

Nashville,  Tennessee  ~  The 
Nashville  staff  of  the  Presbyterian 
Board  of  World  Missions  re- 
cently hosted  a  luncheon  for  the 
Moderator  of  the  United  Church 
of  Christ  in  Japan,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Masahisa  Suzuki,  who  is  in  the 
United  States  to  see  the  Inter- 
Board  Committee's  related  chur- 
ches in  operation. 

Known  for  his  vivid  figures  at 
speech  and  the  use  of  parables, 
Mr.  Suzuki  is  a  scholar  on  Greek 
and  the  Bible,  as  well  as  the  au- 
thor of  several  books.

St.  Andrews  Receives 
Grant 

Laurlnburg,  N.  C.  —  A  grant 
of  $672,252  to  St.  Andrews  Pres- 
byterian College  has  been  approv- 
ed by  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Health,  Education,  and  Welfare  for 
construction  of  a  science  building. 
The  announcement  was  made  by 
President  Ansley  C.  Moore. 

The  new  building  is  expected  to 
be  completed  by  September,  1969 
at  a  total  cost  of  $2.1  million. 

The  new  building,  described  as 
"Two  thirds  of  a  football  field 
under  a  roof"  will  have  an  inno- 
vative science  program,  stress- 
ing intercommunication  of  the 
several  fields  of  science  and  the 
humanities.  There  will  not  be 
separate  laboratories  for  chemis- 
try, biology,  or  physics.  Students 
will  work  at  moveable  tables. 

Dr.  John  M.  Fowler,  writing  in 
PHYSICS  TODAY,  has  declared 
that  the  "St,  Andrews  curriculum 
development  seems  to  be  the  most 
thorough  test  of  the  inter-disci- 
plinary approach  in  higher  educa- 
tion". 

Dr.  Tyler  Miller,  Jr.,  Assis- 
tant Dean  and  Professor  of  Che- 
mistry, points  out  that  the  new 
plan  "avoids  the  expense  of  se- 
parate labs  for  each  science".

HEARS  PRESIDENTS 


To  Recommend  UP-USA  Relations 


Gifts  to  Presbyterian  educational  institutions  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  in  1967  from  the  152,000  Presbyterians  of  the  Synod,  amoun- 
ted to  $434,963.    This  compares  with  the  1966  figure  of  $394,386. 

The  gifts  were  distributed  to  Davidson  College,  Queens  College, 
St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College,  and  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Va. 

The  report  on  financial  support  of  Presbyterian  colleges  and  the 
seminary  was  presented  to  the  May  8  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  on  Educational  Insti- 
tutions of  the  Presbyterian  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  by  Dr.  Harold 
J.  Dudley,  General  Secretary. 

GIVING  TO  HIGHER  EDUCATION 

The  report  noted  that  per  capita 
gifts  to  all  educational  institutions 
by  North  Carolina  Presbyterians 
amounted  to  $2.95  in  1967. 

There  are  currently  2,736  stu- 
dents enrolled  at  St.  Andrews,  Da- 
vidson, and  Queens.  The  enroll- 
ment at  Union  Seminary  is  305, 
the  highest  enrollment  in  its  156 
year  history. 

PRESIDENTS  TO  CHANGE 

All  four  presidents  of  the  in- 
stitutions related  to  the  Presby- 
terian Synod  of  North  Carolina 
were  present  for  the  meeting,  and 
were  guests  at  dinner  of  the  Sy- 
nod's committee.  It  is  rather 
unusual  that  during  a  period  of 
approximately  18  months  the  four 
institutions  will  experience  a 
change  of  presidents. 

Davidson  College,  Davidson,  N. 
C,  and  St.  Andrews  College,  Laur- 
inburg,  N.C.,  are  currently  seeking 
new  presidents  following  the  an- 
nouncements of  the  approaching 
retirement  of  both  Dr.  D.  Grier 
Martin  and  Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore. 

New  presidents  have  already 
taken  the  helm  at  Queens  College, 
Charlotte,  N.  C.,  and  Union  Semin- 
ary, Richmond,  Virginia.  Dr.  John 
E.  Smylie  was  installed  as  Pre- 
sident of  Queens  last  fall,  and  Dr. 
Fred  R.  Stair  is  slated  to  be  in- 
stalled at  Union  Theological  Se- 
minary in  Richmond  sometime  in 
1968. 

BUDGET  ADOPTED 

The  Committee  approved  a  Bud- 
get of  $500,000  for  Educational 
Institutions  for  1969,  to  be  recom- 
mended to  the  Stewardship  Com- 
mittee, and  in  turn  to  the  Synod 
which  meets  June  4-5. 

St.  Andrews  is  included  in  the 
Askings  in  the  amount  of  $250,000; 
Union  Seminary,  $110,000;  and  Da- 
vidson and  Queens  Colleges  each, 
$70,000. 

The  Committee  is  also  recom- 
mending to  Synod  that  a  study  be 
made  to  evaluate  the  Synod's  pro- 
gram of  higher  education  and  that 
1970  be  set  as  the  target  date  for 
the  report  to  be  delivered  to  Sy- 
nod. 

Another  action  of  the  Committee 
was  one  urging  Davidson  and 
Queens  Colleges  to  explore  the 
possibility  of  cooperative  pro- 
grams.

N.  C.  LEADS  SYNODS 
Dr.  Stair  noted  that  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  gave  $92,297.75 
in  benevolence  budget  contri- 
butions to  the  seminary  in  1967. 
This  compared  with  $40,414.11  from 
the  Synod  of  Virginia;  $16,918.20 
from  the  Synod  of  West  Virginia; 
and  $13,766.89  from  the  Synod  of 
Appalachia. 

Each  member  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  (at  the  1967  support 
level)  now  contributes  60?  per  year 
in  l)enevolence  dollars  to  Itaion 
Seminary.  The  total  given  by  the 
Synod  of  N.  C.  amounts  to  just 
under  9%  of  the  Seminary  opera- 
ting budget  of  $1,078,591  (1967-68). 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  has

The  greatest  need  of  Union  Se- 
minary today  is  increased  funds 
to  offset  the  sharply  rising  de- 
mands for  financial  aid  by  worthy 
students.

Montreal  --  Approximately  200 
representatives  of  Synods  and 
Presbyteries  have  voted  to  ask 
the  1968  Presbyterian  U.  S.  General 
Assembly  to  set  up  an  Ad  Inter- 
im Committee  to  bring  in  recom- 
mendations of  realigning  bound- 
aries of  the  denomination's  present 
sixteen  Synods. 

JOHNSTON  ELECTEDCHAIRMAN 
Dr.  Frontis  Johnston,  Davidson 
College  Academic  Dean,  was  elec- 
ted Chairman  of  the  three- day 
conference  which  was  convened 
by  Dr.  Lawrence  I.  Stell,  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  General.Coun- 
cil  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  Conference  was  held  at  the 
direction  of  the  1967  General  As- 
sembly. 

An  initial  go-ahead  step  on  re- 
structuring of  Synods  and  Pres- 
byteries will  be  presented  to  the 
Assembly  at  its  meeting  in  Mon- 
treal early  in  June. 

Basic  factors  in  discussions  on 
restructuring  iacluded  population 
density,  regional  patterns  of  tra- 
vel, communication,  marketing, 
and  economics.

Winston-Salem  First  Presby- 
terian Church  recently  voted  to 
proceed  with  a  new  building  and  ap- 
proved of  two  proposals  leading  to 
future  expansion.

SYNODS  APPROVED 

Synods,  it  is  pointed  out,  should 
continue  as  a  Court  between  the 
General  Assembly  and  the  Fre- 
byteries.  After  Synods  are  re- 
structured, they  in  turn  would 
realign  Presbytery  boundaries, 
using  the  same  guidelines  and  prin- 
ciples. 

WORKING  PRINCIPLES 

Five  major  principles  will  ap- 
pear in  the  report  to  the  Assem- 
bly: that  Synods  be  responsible 
for  communications  and  interpre- 
tations between  Presbyteries;  the 
development  of  decision-making 
and  comprehensive  strategy;  pro- 
visions for  equitable  arrangement 
for  "adequate  staff  and  resources; 
and  the  instituting  and  superin- 
tending of  institutions  within  the 
bounds  of  Synods, 

The  report  urges  all  Courts  to 
continue  the  "power  of  review". 

Several  changes  m  the  BOOK 
OF  CHURCH  ORDER  wUl  be  under 
consideration,  such  as  consider- 
ation of  new  forms  of  ministries 
and  ecumenical  ministries.  It  will 
also  be  recommended  that 
churches  with  memberships  in  ex- 
cess of  300  be  represented  by  two 
ruling  elders  at  Presbyteries  and 
Synods.

MONROE  CHURCH 
BUILDS 

On  Sunday,  March  31,  1968  the 
final  service  in  the  67- year  history 
of  the  First  Church  Monroe  was 
held.  The  following  day  a  razing 
crew  came  in  and  began  tearing^ 
down  the  historic  buildings  to  make 
room  for  the  first  construction 
phase  of  the  Church  which  will 
consist  of  the  sanctuary  and 
"adult  wing",  which  will  house  the 
library,  minister's  study,  choir 
room,  women's  Bible  class,  and 
study  area.  The  second  and  third 
phases,  planned  for  the  "not-too- 
distant"  future,  will  consist  of  a 
two-story  educational  building,  and 
the  fourth  and  final  phase  will  be 
a  large  Fellowship  Hall. 

The  history  of  the  First  Church 
dates  back  to  its  organization  in 
1873,  The  first  sanctuary— a  small 
one-room  house  located  at  the 
same  Windsor-Church  St.  inter- 
section—was purchased  by  five 
members  of  the  church  from  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Some 
30  years  later,  construction  on  the 
existing  church  was  begun.  Now, 
after  another  67  years,  the  third 
sanctuary  on  the  same  site  is  taking 
shape. 

The  Church's  Building  Com- 
mittee Chairman  is  William  Ben- 
ton, and  the  Minister  is  the  Rev. 
Roy  F.  Whitley, 


Colonel  William  Lawrence 
Poole,  a  ruling  elder  in  the  Rae- 
ford  Presbyterian  Church,  died 
February  8,  1968.

Educator  Proposes  New  Forms  For 
Christian  Education 


"In  some  places  the  Church  is 
fighting  old  battles  against  pro- 
blems that  are  no  longer  there", 
said  Dr.  William  B.  Kennedy,  As- 
sociate Secretary  of  Education  of 
the  Presbyterian  U.  S.  Board  of 
Christian  Education,  Richmond, 
Virginia.  Dr.  Kennedy  was  ad- 
dressing a  meeting  of  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  of  Christian  Ed- 
ucation of  the  Presbyterian  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  held  at  Synod's 
Office.  Raleigh. 

Dr.  Kennedy  added,  "Newforms 
of  Christian  Education  must  be 
fitted  into  the  structures  we 
already  have,  and  we  must  use 
these  with  meaning." 

MINISTER'S  TIME  IMPORTANT 
"Some  30%  of  a  minister's  time 
is  now  taken  up  with  things  within 
the  Christian  Educational  program 
that  are  very  ineffective,"  said  Dr. 
Kennedy.  "We  could  cut  these  out 
and  not  lose  very  much  of  what  is 
being  accomplished.  Then  the 
minister  would  have  30%  more  time 
to  put  into  things  that  are  more  ef- 
fective," 

Accompanying  Dr.  Kennedy  were 
other  staff  members  of  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education:  the  Rev. 
James  Gunn  and  the  Rev.  Graham 
Gordon.  The  committee  meeting 
was  presided  over  by  the  Rev. 
Allen  C.  McSween  of  Greensboro, 
chairman. 

OFFICER  TRAINING  STRESSED 
In  looking  toward  the  future  of 
Christian  Education,  Dr.  Kennedy 
suggested  that  Church  Officer 
Training,  which  has  been  the 
prerogative  of  the  local  congrega- 
tion, might  be  done  on  the  presby- 
tery level  in  order  to  give  officers 
more  than  a  congregational  view 
of  things. 


New  efforts  at  ecumenical 
groupings  across  denominational 
lines  were  suggested  for  small 
towns  where  any  one  congregation 
has  inadequate  resources. 

REVAMP  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 
Perhaps,  Sunday  School  would 
accomplish  more  and  interest 
more  people  if  it  were  not  limited 
to  Sunday  morning  5  2  times  a  year. 
What  about  intensive  short-term 
study  on  a  specific  subject?  Some 
people,  who  won't  get  involved 
with  Sunday  School  every  Sunday, 
will  be  quite  interested  in  a  spec- 
ific short  course  on  a  specific 
topic. 

A  weekend  retreat,  where  you 
have  36  hours  together  for  inten- 
sive Christian  study,  is  the  equi- 
valent of  a  whole  year's  Sunday 
School  study,  "and  you  don't  have 
the  handicap  of  starting  all  over 
again  each  Sunday  morning". 

One  possibility  for  improvement 
in  Christian  Education  is  the  pay- 
ment of  teachers.  This  is  not 
very  different  from  paying  some 
members  of  the  choir  to  sing. 
Perhaps  the  payment  would  be  no 
more  than  enough  to  reimburse  a 
busy  young  mother  for  the  cost  of 
a  babysitter  during  her  time  away 
from  home, 

BIBLE  REMAINS  CENTRAL 

But  with  all  this,  Dr.  Kennedy 
emphasized  that  we  will  never  get 
away  from  the  need  for  systematic 
study  of  the  Bible,  although  it  is 
apparently  impossible  to  interest 
more  than  half  the  adult  members 
of  a  congregation  in  this  type  of 
study. 

Dr.  Kennedy  spoke  of  the  ne- 
cessity for  continuing  education 
of  ministers.

GRAHAM  RECEIVES  HIGH 
AWARD  AT  CHAPEL  HILL 

CHAPEL  HILL  —  The  1968  0.  Max  Gardner  Award  was  recently 
presented  here  to  Dr.  John  B.  Graham,  a  native  of  Goldsboro  and  now 
Alumni  Distinguished  Professor  of  Pathology  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  School  of  Medicine. 

The  award  recognizes  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  consolidated 
university  who,  during  the  current  scholastic  year,  has  made  the 
greatest  contribution  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  human  race. 

CREATIVE  INVESTIGATOR. 

Dr.  Graham,  a  pathologist  and 
geneticist  on  the  Chapel  Hill  me- 
dical faculty  since  1946,  was  ho- 
lored  as  "a  creative  investiga- 
tor, stimulating  teacher,  per- 
ceptive leader  and  an  outstand- 
ing member  of  the  academic  and 
scientific  community  of  the  na- 
tion and  the  world". 

A  Ruling  Elder  in  the  University 
Church,  Chapel  Hill,  Dr.  Graham 
has  long  been  active  in  Synod's 
Campus  Christian  Life  program. 
He  served  several  terms  on  Sy- 
nod's Executive  Committee  of 
Campus  Christian  Life  and  was 
for  many  years  a  member  of  the 
local  Campus  Christian  Life  Com- 
mittee at  Chapel  Hill.  He  is  the 
retiring  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

CLASSIC  STUDY 

In  1945  Dr.  Graham  described 
the  existence  of  a  disease  -  me- 
dullary cystic  disease  of  the  kid- 
ney -  that  only  today  is  being 
fully  appreciated.  A  scientific 
paper  he  wrote  at  that  time  has 
become  a  classic  in  the  field. 

Dr.  Graham  worked  diligently  on 
blood  clotting  problems  and  gave 
the  name  Stuart's  Disease  to  a 
bleeding  disorder  in  recognition 
of  a  North  Carolina  mountaineer 
whom  he  helped  treat. 

His  work  supplied  the  missing 
link  in  development  of  a  new  clot- 
ting concept  called  the  "waterfall" 
of  "cascade"  hypothesis. 

And  his  work  in  genetics  has 
helped  develop  a  more  detailed 
gene  map  of  the  human  chromo- 
some. 


Dr.  Graham,  50,  Is  a  graduate 

of  Davidson  College  and  a  medi- 
cal graduate  of  Cornell  University. 

$50,000  Grant  Goes 
To  Davidson 

Davidson,  N.  C.  --  Davidson 
College  is  the  only  college  in  North 
Carolina  named  by  the  Ford  Foun- 
dation to  receive  a  special  grant 
for  assistance  to  professors  teach- 
ing in  the  humanities. 

The  CoUege  wiH  receive  $50,000 
for  "grants  in  aid  to  individual 
humanities  faculty  members  for 
research,  study  in  new  disciplines, 
refresher  courses,  and  other  op- 
portunities for  intellectual  stimu- 
lation". Of  the  $2.7  million  in 
grants  by  the  Foundation,  only  five 
are  being  made  to  institutions  lo- 
cated in  the  South,  two  of  which 
are  Prestyberian.  Besides  David- 
son, Florida  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege is  a  recipient.

INCREASE  IN  GIVING 
TO  COLLEGES

lege, and  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary. This  was  an  Increase  over 
Synod's  gifts  in  1966,  which  a- 
mounted  to  $394,385.54.  There 
are  currently  2,736  students  en- 
rolled at  St.  Andrews,  Davidson 
and  Queens.  The  enrollment  at 
Union  Seminary  is  305,  the  high- 
est in  its  156  year  history. 

A  recommendation  for  the  con-

The  recommen- 
dations of  this  study  group  will  be 
reported  to  Synod  at  its  meeting 
in  1970. 

Mr.  Miller  also  called  attention 
to  the  Popular  Meeting  on  St.  An- 
drews Presbyterian  College  Sch- 
eduled for  a  later  time  in  the 
Synod  meeting. 

The  teport  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  Annuities  and  Re- 
lief was  presented  by  the  Rev.

PRESBYTERY  BOUNDARIES 

The  Report  of  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee  to  Study  Presbytery 
Boundaries  was  presented  by  the 
Rev.  John  M.  Walker  of  Roanoke 
Rapids,  Chairman.  The  committ- 
ee report  offered  a  recom- 
mendation that  Synod  request  all 
presbyteries  to  study  a  plan  for 
reduction  of  the  number  of  pres- 
byteries from  nine  to  six.  The 
recommendation  passed  with  little 
comment.  The  committee  also 
called  attention  to  the  possibility 
of  General  Assembly  action  in  the 
matter  of  restructing  Synods  and 
Presbyteries  in  the  next  few  years. 

Synod  was  led  in  the  opening 
devotions  Wednesday  morning  by 
Dr.  Julian  Lake,  minister  of  the 
Brownson  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church,  Southern  Pines. 

EXPANDING  OPPORTUNITY 

The  Report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  as\  Campus  Christian 
Life  was  presented  by  the  Rev. 
William  H.  Terry  of  Davidscai, 
Chairman,  who  noted,  "The  Cam  - 
pus  Christian  Life  ministry  of 
our  church  is  a  vast  and  ever- 
lasting opportunity  for  our 
church.  The  number  of  students 
io  institutions  of  higher  education 
fiicreases  each  year." 

Among  the  recommendations  of 
the  Campus  Christian  Life  Com- 
mittee adopted  by  Synod  was  one 
directing  local  Campus  Christian 
Life  Committees  to  seek  out  and 
Initiate  conversations  with  those 
responsible  for  ministering  in 
higher  education  from  other  deno- 
minations, looking  toward  possible 
United  Ministries. 

INTER-FAITH  CHAPEL  DEBATE 
Another  Campus  Christian  Life 
Committee  recommendation,  en- 
dorsing the  proposal  of  an  iiter- 
faith  Chapel  at  N.  C.  State  Uni- 
versity, Raleigh,  occasioned  len- 
gthy floor  debate.  Proponents  of 
the  chapel  described  it  as  an  Im- 
portant symbol  of  religious  faith 
on  the  N.C.S.U.  campus.  Oppo- 
nents of  the  chapel  said  that  it 
would  be  a  monument  to  syncretism 
since  it  would  be  a  building  with- 


out specific  Christian  symbols. 
However,  the  recommendation 
passed  and  Synod  endorsed  con- 
struction of  an  filter-faith  Chapel 
at  N.C.S.U.  without  offering  fin- 
ancial support. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Church  Extension 
was  presented  by  the  Moderator, 
Dr.  Eugene  Witherspoon,  Chair- 
man, who  introduced  the  Rev. 
Francis  M.  Womack,  Jr.,  of  Char- 
lotte, Chairman  of  the  Sub- 
committee on  TRAV.  Mr.  Womack 
gave  an  audio-visual  presentation 
on  the  work  of  Synod's  TRAV. 

A  motion  to  delete  the  "Soul- 
Winning  Ratio  and  Spiritual  Birth- 
rate" table  from  the  statistics  of 
the  Church  Extension  Committee 
*as  not  successful. 

TIGHT  MONEY  MARKET 

Synod  took  note  of  the  difficulty 
some  churches  are  having  in  bor- 
rowing money  in  today's  tight  mo- 
ney market  because  of  the  state's 
restriction  on  the  amount  of  inter- 
est that  can  be  paid  by  non-profit 
organizations,  and  therefore  au- 
thorized the  Church  ExtensioD 
Committee  to  borrow  money,  if 
the  way  be  clear,  on  behalf  of  In- 
dividual churches  in  Synod. 

MODERATOR  SPEAKS 

Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy,  Modera- 
tor of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States,  addressed  the  Synod  in  con- 
nection with  the  report  of  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  on  Christian 
Education,  the  Rev.  Allen  C.  Mc- 
Sween  of  Greensboro,  Chairman. 

Dr.  Dendy  had  high  praise  for 
the  Synod  ofNorth  Carolina,  calling 
it  "our  greatest  synod  in  size  and 
financial  strength."  He  added, 
"The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  is 
a  pacemaker  for  the  rest  of  the 
church". 

SHOCK  AND  GRIEF 

In  reference  to  the  assassina- 
tion of  Senator  Robert  F.  Kennedy, 
Dr.  Dendy  said,  "Our  shock  and 
grief  was  great  this  morning.  . . 
the  tragedy  grows  out  of  the  spirit 
that  prevails  throughout  our  na- 
tion. There  is  too  much  within  us 
of  hate.  There  is  too  much  desire 
within  our  society  to  strike  at 
those  who  disagree  with  us." 

The  Rev.  Tom  B.  Anderson  of 
Burlington,  Chairman  of  the  Sub- 
committee on  the  Guidance  Fro- 
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gram,  spoke  In  connection  with 
the  Christian  Education  report, 
Mr.  Anderson  introduced  the  Rev. 
Logan  V.  Cockrum,  Director  of  the 
Presbyterian  Guidance  Program 
and  Center,  who  addressed  Synod 
in  reference  to  the  program. 

1969  BUDGET  ADOPTED 

The  Report  of  Synod's  CouncU 
was  given  by  Mr.  Halbert  M.  Jones 
of  Laurinburg,  Chairman.  The 
recommended  1969  budget  of 
$2,458,028  for  Synod  and  Assem- 
bly causes  was  adopted.  Of  this 
total,  $1,045,467  will  be  allocated 
to  Synod  Benevolence  Causes  and 
$1,412,561  to  Assembly's  Causes. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Records  was  presented  by  the  Rev. 
W.  Lowry  McBath  of  Greensboro 
in  the  absence  of  the  chairman, 
the  Rev.  Fred  C.  Holder  of  Char- 
lotte. 

The  Stated  Clerk  brought  the 
report  of  the  Permanent  Com- 
mittee on  Standing  Rules. 

The  Report  of  the  Pernament 
Committee  on  Nominations  was 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Turn- 
er of  Charlotte,  Chairman. 

FRATERNAL  DELEGATE 
SPEAKS 

The  Rev.  G.  D.  Nelson  of  Laur- 
inburg, fraternal  delegate  from  the 
Synod  of  Catawba,  UP- US  A  Church, 
addressed  Synod  in  connection  with 
the  report  of  the  Permanent  Com- 
mittee on  Inter- Church  Relations, 
the  Rev.  George  M.  Webb  of  Shel- 
by, Chairman. 

Mr.  Nelson,  who  is  Moderator  of 
the  Synod  of  Catawba,  said,  "The 
church  has  proclaimed  one  gospel 
and  lived  another.  This  must  be 
changed,  not  tomorrow,  but  today". 
He  added,  "The  Church  is  discov- 
ering today  that  Christ's  mandate 
is  to  go  forth  INTO  the  world". 

COOPERATIVE  WORK  WITH 
UP- US  A  CHURCH 

Alter  re- wording,  Synod  adopted 
a  recommendation  of  the  Inter- 
Churcli  Relations  Committee  di- 
recting Synod's  Council  "to  ex- 
plore ways  and  means  of  working 
cooperatively,  and,  if  possible, 
unitedly  with  our  brethren  hi  the 
Synod  of  Catawba  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S.A.,  as 
we  engage  in  our  common  mis- 
sion". 

The  report  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  Church  and  Society 


was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Vance 
Barron  of  Chapel  Hill,  Chairman. 
Considerable  debate  followed  the 
presentation  of  a  statement  on 
"Riots  and  Responsibility".  The 
statement  was  adopted. 

TRAFFIC  SAFETY 

A  resolution  concerning  "The 
Church  and  Traffic  Safety"  was 
adopted  in  connection  with  the  Chu- 
rch and  Society  report.  The  reso- 
lution stated:  "Death  and  destruc- 
tion on  our  highways  continues  to 
increase.  Because  of  its  concern 
for  human  life,  the  Church  should 
give  more  serious  attention  to  this 
problem.  If,  as  some  studies  indi- 
cate, one  of  the  major  factors  con- 
tributing to  driving  accidents  is 
the  mental  and  emotional  attitude 
of  the  driver,  then  the  church  may 
be  better  equipped  than  the  state 
for  striking  at  the  roots  of  the 
problem." 

Synod  adopted  a  recommenda- 
tion that  the  Committee  on  Church 
and  Society  study  the  problem  of 
traffic  safety  and  report  its  find- 
ings and  recommendations  to  the 
next  meeting  of  Synod. 

RESOLUTION  ON  RFK 

A  resolution  concerning  the 
wounding  of  Senator  Robert  F.  Ken- 
nedy (who  died  later)  was  approved 
by  Synod.  The  resolution  recorded 
Synod's  profound  shock  and  sorrow 
that  "still  another  of  our  public 
leaders  has  fallen". 

The  resolution  continued  by  of- 
fering sympathy  and  prayer  to  the 
Kennedy  family,  pledgUig  itself 
anew  to  work  for  the  removal  of 
the  spirit  of  violence  from  the 
hearts  of  men,  and  calling  upon  the 
Congress  to  enact  gun  control  le- 
gislation. 

The  Report  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  the  Minister  and 
His  Work  was  presented  by  the 
Rev.  Watt  M.  Cooper  of  North 
Wilkesboro,  Chairman. 

The  Report  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  World  Missions  was 
brought  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  M. 
Garrison  of  Greensboro,  Chair- 
man, who  noted  that  153  churches 
of  the  Synod  are  listed  as  "sup- 
porting churches"  for  248  mis- 
sionaries. 

MICROFILM  CHURCH  RECORDS 
The  Report  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  Historical  Matters 
was  presented  in  the  absence  of 
the  Chairman,  Admiral  A.  M.  Pat- 


terson of  Raleigh,  by  the  P.ev. 
James  D.  MacKenzieof  Olivia,  who 
urged  every  church  to  create  a 
committee  on  church  history  and 
also  urged  that  local  churches  take 
advantage  of  the  offer  of  the  State 
Department  of  Archives  and  His- 
tory to  microfilm  church  records 
for  security  without  charge. 

The  historical  report  also  noted 
that  the  second  printing  of  the 
third  edition  of  Foote's  Sketches 
has  been  seUing  satisfactorily  and 
more  than  400  copies  of  the  Rev. 
John  K.  Fleming's  Historic  Third 
Creek  Presbyterian  Church  have 
been  sold. 

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  A.  T.  McCallum  estate  was 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Robert  F. 
Sloop  of  Lumberton,  Chairman. 

The  report  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  Attendance 
was  brought  by  the  Rev.  Everett 
K.  Brown  of  Goldsboro,  Chairman. 
Dr.  Brown  noted  that  223  churches 
were  not  represented  at  the  meet- 
ing of  Synod  and  did  not  secure 
excuses  from  attendance.  Eighty- 
two  ministers  were  neither  hi  at- 
tendance nor  excused. 


HIGHER  INTEREST  RATES 
FOR  CHURCHES 

A  resolution  urging  the  North 
Carolina  General  Assembly  to 
allow  churches  to  pay  higher  in- 
terest rates  than  are  now  allow- 
able under  the  law  was  approved 
by  Synod.  The  resolution  came 
from  the  Stated  Clerk  of  Orange 
Presbytery.  At  present  church 
loans  in  North  Carolina  are  limited 
to  a  maximum  of  6%  interest  This 
rate  of  interest  is  no  longer  com- 
petitive and  the  effect  of  the  present 
situation  is  to  prohibit  churches 
from  borrowing  from  North  Caro- 
lina Banks  and  Savings  and  Loan 
Associations,  because  profit-mak- 
ing corporations  are  permitted  to 
pay  up  to  8%  interest  on  loans  for 
amounts  over  $30,000. 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Resolutions  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  K.  M.  Mls- 
enheimer  of  Greensboro  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  Rev.  Leighton  B.  Mc- 
Keithen  of  Fayetteville,  Chairman. 
The  report  expressed  justifiable 
pride  in  the  rapid  development  of 
St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College

Pre- Synod  Conference 
On  Evangelism 
Successful 

A  well- received  Pre-Synod  Con- 
ference on  Evangelism  was  held 
on  the  campus  of  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College,  Laurinburg, 
June  3-4,  attended  by  160  minis- 
ters and  laymen  from  throughout 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  This 
was  the  first  Pre-Synod  Confer- 
ence to  be  held  since  1960. 

The  Rev.  David  M.  Currie,  mi- 
nister, First  Church,  Durham,  and 
chairman  of  the  Evangelism  Sub- 
Committee,  Executive  Committee 
of  Church  Extension,  was  Confer- 
ence Chairman. 

Nine  different  methods  of  evan- 
gelism were  studied  during  the 
Conference,  with  each  partici- 
pant selecting  his  own  particular 
courses  of  study.  The  Conference 
concluded  with  an  address  by  Dr.

COFFIN  UPHELD 

The  Rev.  William  Sloane  Coffin, 
Protestant  chaplain  at  Yale  Uni- 
versity, and  Dr.  Gayraud  S.  Wil- 
more,  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Division  of  Church 
and  Race,  were  honored  with  a- 
wards  from  the  Presbyterian  In- 
terracial Council  (PIC). 

Coffin,  recently  tried  for  con- 
spiring against  Selective  Service, 
received  the  PIC  Action  Award 
and  Dr.  Wilmore  was  given  the 
Bruce  W.  Klunder  Memorial  A- 
ward. 

With  only  a  single  dissentii^ 
vote,  the  UPUSA  General  Assem- 
bly instructed  its  boards  and  a- 
gencies  to  invest  30%  of  avail- 
able funds  in  high-risk,  low  in- 
come housing  and  business  ven- 
tures in  urban  ghetto  areas.  This 
amounts  to  $9  million. 

Dr.  Edler  G.  Hawkins  of  the 
Bronx,  N.  Y.,  said  the  30%  is 
"sybolically  substantial,  but  it  is 
not  the  real  kind  of  money"  needed 
in  the  nation's  ghettoes. 

The  180th  UPUSA  General  As- 
sembly took  an  action  to  streng- 
then racial  equality  in  the  denomi- 
nation by  directing  that  efforts  be 
accelerated  "toward  encouraging 
congregations  to  consider  calling 
non-white  pastors  to  white  con- 
gregations".

FORMER  MISSIONARY 

Dr.  Smith  is  the  son  of  a  Home 
Missions  pastor  of  several  small 
churches.  From  1929  until  World 
War  n,  he  served  as  a  missionary 
to  Japan,  working  as  an  evange- 
list, founding  churches,  teaching 
in  high  school  and  seminary,  and 
serving  as  acting  pastor  of  an  Eng- 
lish language  church  in  Tokyo. 

After  World  War  n.  Dr.  Smith 
worked  for  the  World  Missions 
Agency  of  the  UPUSA  Church,  be- 
coming General  Secretary  of  what 
is  now  called  the  Commission  on 
Ecumenical  Mission  and  Relations 
in  1959. 

MEMBERSHIP  DECLINE 

Dr.  William  P.  Thompson,  Sta- 
ted Clerk,  reported  to  the  General 
Assembly  that  membership  in  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  decli- 
ned by  nearly  30,000  in  1967. 

Despite  the  membership  loss, 
however,  there  was  an  increase  in 
total  giving  to  the  denomination. 

ROMAN  CATHOLIC  SPEAKER 

A  Roman  Catholic  bishop  told 
the  United  Presbyterians  that  Cat- 
holics and  Protestants  "must  give 
more  dynamic  witness  of  ecumeni- 
cal hope  to  our  young  people  on 
college  campuses  and  to  the  poor 
in  the  inner  city.'" 

"If  our  goal  is  an  authentic,  or- 
ganic unity,"  said  Bishop  Ernest

The 
church  has  agreed  to  pay  $100,000 
for  a  building  adjacent  to  the 
present  church  property  on  S. 
Salisbury  Street.  The  building  is 
40  feet  wide  and  90  feet  long. 

The  property  will  be  purchased 
from  the  Ernest  Layfield  estate. 
The  building,  now  occupied  by 
Poole  Music  Company,  will  be 
utilized  by  the  church  for  Sunday 
School  rooms.  Considerable  re- 
novation will  be  necessary. 

The  music  company  is  expected 
to  vacate  the  premises  by  Feb- 
ruary of  next  year.

A  report  on  Stewardship  and  vital 
Statistics  for  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  show  that  a  record  of 
$19,461,211  was  given  for  all  causes 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  from 
the  646  Churches  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  during  1967.  This 
compared  with  $18,487,694  con- 
tributed in  1966.  The  total  gifts 
include:  Benevolences,  $4,938,073; 
Current  Expenses, $11,009,446;  and 
Building  Expenses,  $3,513,692. 

COMPARISONS 

Corresponding  totals  for  1966 
were  $4,834,575;  $10,201,513;  and 
$3,451,606. 

The  per  capita  total  for  1967 
was  $125.97  in  comparison  with 
$121.20  in  1966,  and  $98.09  in  1960. 

Showing  a  slight,  but  steady  rise 
in  membership  during  the  past 
five  years,  the  net  gain  during 
1967  was  1,967,  bringing  the  total 
membership  to  154,504. 

During  the  year  Professions  of 
Faith  totalled  3,885,  and  other 
gains  totalled  7,834.  There  were 
1,610  adult  baptisms  and  2,019  infant 
baptisms. 

The  Sunday  School  enroUemnt 
for  the  year  was  reported  at  115,- 
803,  representing  a  loss  of  2,585. 


BY  PRESBYTERIES 

The  largest  Presbytery  in  the 
Synod  is  Mecklenburg,  which  in- 
cludes the  area  around  Charlotte. 
The  membership  of  this  Presby- 
tery is  36,820.  The  second  lar- 
gest is  Orange,  with  Greensboro 
as  the  Center,  with  a  member- 
ship of  25,868;  and  the  third  lar- 
gest is  Fayetteville  with  a  mem- 
bership of  18,982. 

Membership  figures  for  the  six 
other  Presbyteries  (in  descending 
order)  are  Concord,  (Salisbury  as 
Center),  17,292;  Granville,  (Ral- 
eigh-Durham), 14,570;  Wilmington, 
12,449;  Albemarle,  with  Greenville 
■as  the  Center,  10,092;  Kings  Mount- 
ain, 9,294;  and  Winston-Salem, 
9,137. 

The  Synod  reports  a  total  of 
677  ministers,  which  is  an  increase 
of  50  since  1963. 

Currently  there  are  5,755  ruling 
elders  in  the  Synod,  and  6,444 
deacons.  The  nine  Presbyteries 
report  79  candidates  for  the  mini- 
stry. The  churches  of  the  Synod 
are  valued  at  $87,762,542  and  the 
484  Manses  at  $10,135,047,  a  total 
of  $97,897,589.

Sullivan  who 
recently  retired  as  Regional  Dir- 
ector of  Christian  Education  for  the 
Synod  of  Virginia,  was  ordained  and 
installed  in  1923  as  the  assistant 
minister  of  Raleigh's  First  Church 
with  primary  responsibility  for  two 
mission  chapels.  First  Vanguard 
and  North  Vanguard.  Under  his 
leadership  both  were  organized  in- 
to churches,  later  to  be  known  as 
Milner  Memorial  and  West- 
minster. 

EARLY  HISTORY

FireDamages 
Church 

A  two-alarm  fire  did  several 
thousand  dollars  damage  to  the 
Choir  Room  and  a  storage  area 
of  the  109-year-old  Sugaw  Creek 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte, 
late  in  May. 

Two  unidentified  youths  dis- 
covered the  blaze  at  approximately 
8:30  p.m.  Sunday,  May  26. 

The  fire  started  in  the  upstairs 
storage  area  of  the  Church,  pro- 
bably the  result  of  an  electrical 
short. 

Rev.  Horace  H.  Hilton,  Jr., pas- 
tor of  the  Church,  stated  he  had 
just  left  the  Church  and  returned 
home  when  a  knock  on  his  door 
by  two  young  boys  brought  the 
message,  "Sir,  your  Church  is 
on  fire".  Choir  practice  had 
been  over  only  about  ten  minutes. 

Charlotte  Fire  Chief  Walter  J. 
Black  stated  that  the  Old  Church 
would  have  been  destroyed  in  a 
short  time  had  the  fire  not  been 
promptly  discovered. 

Repairs  will  require  several 
months  and  in  the  meantime  ser- 
vices are  being  held  in  another 
wing  of  the  building. 

First  Service  Held 

The  congregation  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Klnstcm, 
worshipped  In  its  new  and  spacious 
sanctuary  for  the  first  time  June 
9.  The  formal  dedication  wUl  be 
held  in  the  early  fall.  Completion 
of  the  sanctuary  marked  the  end 
of  a  15-year  building  pr(^ram  un- 
der the  leadership  of  the  minis- 
ter, Dr.  Thomas  H.  Hamilton.

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DUKE  DEAN  RETIRING 

DURHAM  -  Dr.  James  P.  Cle- 
land,  one  of  Duke  University's  most 
colorful  and  distinguished  faculty 
members,  was  honored  at  a  retire- 
ment dinner  here  in  May.  A  Scot- 
tish born  Presbyterian  preacher, 
Dr.  Cleland  has  a  world-wide  fol- 
lowing through  published  sermons 
and  personal  appearances. 

Dr.  Cleland  will  retire  from  the

31.  He  will  continue  to  serve  as 
Dean  of  the  Chapel,  however,  and

In  a  January  1968  decision,  the 
Georgia  decision  violated  the  se- 
paration of  church  and  state  pro- 
visions of  the  first  amendment  to 
the  U.  S.  Constitution.

SALEM  CHURCH  CELEBRATES  CENTENNIAL 


Salem  Presbyterian  Church  near 
Broadway  (F)  celebrated  the  Cen- 
tennial of  its  organization  May  19. 
The  services  was  held  in  the 
original  sanctuary,  erected  in  the 
spring  of  1868.

merville  near  Lillington.  Mc- 
Nair, a  native  of  Robeson  Coun- 
ty, married  Elizabeth  Shephard 
of  th  e  Salem  Community.  It  is 
said  that  he  personally  hand-hewn 
the  original  pews,  the  pulpit  furni- 
ture, and  the  communion  table 
from  heart  pine.  The  pews  are 
not  currently  in  use,  but  there 
are  evidences  of  the  original 
work,  including  timbers  contain- 
ing wooden  pegs. 

PETITION  PRESENTED 

It  was  at  the  spring  meeting  of 
Fayetteville  Presbytery,  1868, 
in  the  Union  Church  in  Moore 
County  that  a  petition  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Presbytery  by  Dr. 
John  W.  McKay  and  John  Dal- 
rymple  to  organize  a  new  church,

Concerned  Presbyterians,  to  dis- 
band "in  the  Interest  of  church 
unity".  Leaders  of  Concerned 
Presbyterians  have  said  there  is 
no  plan  for  disbanding  in  the  near 
future.

The  Reverend  R.  B.  Rock  of 
Broadway,  Pastor  of  the  church 
from  1949  to  1957,  preached  the 
anniversary  sermon,  and  a  history 
of  the  church,  prepared  by  the 
present  Pastor,  the  Rev.  Norman 
A.  Whitney,  based  on  official  re- 
cords and  a  manuscript  of  Mrs. 
Nanny  Kelly  Copeland,  was  read. 


BEWARE! 

The  Reverend  James  D.  Mac- 
Kenzie,  Minister  of  the  Barbe- 
cue and  Olivia  Churches  in 
Fayetteville  Presbytery,  has 
called  attention  to  certain 
"bookers"  who  have  been  soli- 
citing in  areas  of  North  Caro- 
lina, using  high  pressure 
methods  to  obtain  funds  from 
church  people. 

Mr.  MacKenzie  advises  that 
the  canvassers  used  devious 
techniques  in  working  what  he 
refers  to  as  their  "racket",  and 
urges  that  "our  churches  be 
warned  against  people  like 
this". 


1967  Church  Fires 
Decrease 

BOSTON  -  There  was  a  signifi- 
cant decrease  in  the  number  of 
"large  loss"  church  fires  during 
1967.  The  National  Fire  Protec- 
tion Association  said  there  were 
five  church  fires  resulting  in 
losses  of  $250,000  or  more  in  the 
U.  S.  with  total  damage  amounting 
to  $2,181,621. 

This  figure  contrasted  with  the 
1966  report  which  cited  15  "large 
loss"  church  fires  causing  damage 
estimated  at  $6,626,000. 

The  biggest  church  fire  last 
year  hit  the  First  Congregational 
Church  in  Melrose,  Mass.,  caus- 
ing damage  amounting  to  $750,000. 

Other  "large  loss"  fires  last 
year  were  reported  at  West  End 
Baptist  Church,  Atlanta,  $461,741; 
First  Baptist  Church,  Morgan  City, 
La,,  $360,000;  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Redlands,  California, 
$338,880;  and  Community  Temple, 
Cleveland  Heights,  Ohio,  $271,000. 


Church  Property  Trial 
Held,  Decision  Pending 

WENTWORTH  —  A  trial  in  Su- 
perior Court  here,  involving  the 
claim  of  a  presbytery  of  the  Pres- 
byrerian  Church  U.  S.  over  local 
church  property  opened  and  ad- 
journed, the  case  being  held  open 
for  further  proceedings. 

In  the  trial,  Orange  Presbytery 
seeks  the  property  of  the  Hillview 
Presbyterian  Church  near  Reids- 
ville.  The  presbytery  claims  it 
"dissolved"  the  congregation  in 
1963. 

JUDGE  TO  DECUDE 

Two  days  of  hearings  were  held 
before  Judge  Fate  J.  Beal,  him- 
self a  Presbyterian.  Both  sides 
have  agreed  to  abide  by  his  even- 
tual decision  without  the  judgment 
of  a  jury.  The  fundamental  ques- 
tion is  whether  a  presbytery  can 
claim  title  to  property  of  a  church 
which  decides  to  withdraw  or  is 
expelled  from  a  presbytery. 

Orange  Presbytery  declared  the 
congregation  dissolved  in  1963  fol- 
lowing a  two-year  dispute  wliich 
began  over  the  hiring  of  a  tem- 
porary supply  pastor  who  was  not 
an  ordained  Presbyterian  minis- 
ter. The  Presbytery  said  it  tried 
to  return  the  church  to  "loyal 
membership"  and  acted  to  dissolve 
it  when  efforts  failed. 

PRESBYTERY  OWNER 

The  basis  of  the  suit  is  a  pro- 
vision of  the  Book  of  Church  Or- 
der which  stipulates,  "if  a  church 
is  dissolved  by  the  Presbytery, 
or  otherwise  ceases  to  exist,  and 
no  disposition  has  been  made  of 
its  property,  those  who  hold  the 
title  to  the  property  shall  de- 
liver ...  to  the  Presbytery  . . . 
all  property  of  the  church". 

Hillview's  congregation  con- 
tends the  property  belongs  to  it 
because  it  has  never  been  dis- 
solved and  becuase  the  Book  of 
Church  Order  holds  that  only  the 
trustees  of  a  church  have  the  po- 
wer of  distribution  over  church 
property. 

The  decision  in  the  case,  when 
rendered,  can  affect  the  relation- 
ship of  churches  and  presbyteries 
in  the  entire  Presbyterian  Church 
U.  S.,  which  has  four  thousand 
congregations. 


Church  Arbitrarily 
Withdraws 

LEXINGTON  -  Meadowvlew 
Presbyterian  Church  here  has 
withdrawn  from  the  Winston-Salem 
Presbytery  and  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.. 

Meadowview's  members  contend 
that  the  Presbyterian  Church  has 
departed  from  its  originals  tenets 
of  faith  and  practice. 

The  Rev.  Archie  W.  Jones, 
pastor,  said  Meadowvlew  voted 
unanimously  on  May  12  to  take 
the  action  after  a  recommendat- 
ion from  the  church's  session. 

He  said  the  congregation  will 
continue  at  its  present  location 
as  an  independent  Presbyterian 
Church.  It  may.  at  a  later  date^ 
he  said,  affiliate  with  the  Reform- 
ed Presbyterian  Church  or  the 
Bible  Presbyterian  Church. 

Jones  said  his  church  voted  to 
withdraw  before  it  was  dissolved 
by  the  presbytery. 


Action  Taken 
Against  Church 

Winston-Salem  Presbytery  ap- 
pointed two  commissions  to  deal 
with  the  Meadowbrook  Presbyter- 
ian Church,  Lexington,  the  Rev. 
Archie  W.  Jones,  Minister. 

The  action  was  unanimously  ta- 
ken in  response  to  the  congrega- 
tion illegally  withdrawing  from 
membership  in  the  Presbytery. 

Another  Commission  was  to  have 
reported  to  Presbytery  of  its  de- 
cision to  recommend  that  the  Pres- 
bytery dissolve  the  Church,  divest 
the  minister  without  censure,  and 
to  turn  over  the  property  to  the 
Church;  however,  the  Minister  led 
the  Church  in  withdrawing. 

Cne  Commission  named  will 
handle  and  decide  the  case  against 
the  minister,  and  an  Administra- 
tive Commission  will  visit  the  Chu- 
rch in  order  to  settle  affiliation. 

The  Rev.  Bland  Dudley,  Chair- 
man of  the  Commission  m  the 
Minister  and  His  Work,  reported 
that  it  was  the  original  intention 
of  the  Commission  not  to  punish 
the  Church  or  the  Minister,  though 
there  was  a  "strong  presumpt- 
ion of  guilt",  and  the  Minister 
was  "in  willful  disobedience  to 
ordination  vows". 


Board  Appoints  Candidates 


Among  23  missionary  candidates 
recently  named  by  the  Board  of 
World  Missions,  Nashville,  Tenn- 
essee, was  Miss  Ann  McGirt,  Stu- 
dent Worker  among  nurses,  Pre- 
sbyterian Hospital,  Charlotte,  N.C. 
Miss  McGirt  was  named  to  a 
special  three-year  term  as  a  mis- 
sionary social  worker  to  Taiwan. 

The  Board  condemned  treatment 
given  30  Southwest  Africans  sen- 
tenced on  February  9,  1968,  in 
Pretoria  mi  charges  of  "Terror- 
ist activity". 

Another  action  dealt  with  "Op- 
eration Against  Starvation",  the 
effort  to  arouse  members  ot  the 


Presbyterian  Church  to  "this  im- 
pending menace." 

Elaborating  oa  objectives  for 
1967-70,  the  Board  cited  as  "pe- 
cularly  on  the  frontiers  of  our 
time":  the  student  and  university 
world;  work  among  urban  and  in- 
dustrial pe(^le;  and  work  in  theo- 
logical education  and  leadership 
training. 

The  Board  plans  to  locate  "field 
secretaries"  on  each  of  the  de- 
nomination's major  fields. 

Announcement  was  made  that 
the  1967  Easter  Offering  totalled 
$194,413.

"Ghettos,  Grief,  and  Grace,"  with 
talks  by  a  number  of  leaders  from 
the  Neighborhood  Opportunity  Cen- 
ters. Ethnic  and  racial  barriers 
to  funeral  reform  were  discussed, 
as  well  as  the  meaning  and  exploi- 
tarion  cf  death  among  the  poor  in 
the  inner  city. 

"AMERICAN  WAY  OF  DEATH" 
The  existence  of  so  many  active 
funeral  and  memorial  societies 
-  across  the  country  is  a  reminder 
that  increasing  numbers  of  sensi- 
tive persons  are  not  happy  with 
"The  American  Way  of  Death," 
as  Jessica  Mitford  described  it  in 
her  book  several  years  ago.  Al- 
though not  trying  to  prescribe  any 
single  form  of  service,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  funeral  and  memorial 
societies  are  insisting  that  persons 
should  be  free  to  make  their  own 
plans  unpressured  by  undertakers 
or  the  circumstances  of  griet 
Although  many  members  have 
specified  their  preference  for  cre- 
mation and  then  a  simple  memorial 
service  at  their  church,  still  others 
have  indicated  their  preference  for 
a  single  funeral  service  with  the 
body  present  but  in  a  closed  casket, 
followed  by  burial.  And  a  number 
of  persons  have  already  made  ar- 
rangements by  filling  out  the  ap- 
propriate forms  to  bequeath  their 
bodies  to  a  teaching  hospital  for 
medical  research  and  education.

BIBLICAL  VIEW 

A  person's  attitude  toward  his 
own  death  says  as  much  as  any- 
thing else  about  his  faith.  It  is 
this  conviction,  plus  the  tragic 
exploitation  of  the  survivors'  grief, 
which  has  led  many  ministers  to 
participate  in  this  movement  to 
help  persons  pre-plan  their  after- 
death  arrangements.  Somehow, 
after  death  occurs,  and  the  burdens 
of  grief  and  guUt  rest  so  heavily 
on  the  shoulders  of  their  survivors, 

^  it  seems  an  inappropriate  time 

'to  stress  the  theological  dimen- 
sions of  funeral  practices.  Yet, 
at  some  point,  persons  should  be 
reminded  of  the  respect,  yet  not 
idolotrous  worship,  of  the  physical 
body  which  Biblical  faith  pro- 
claims; the  need  for  authentic  ex- 

"pressions  of  grief  and  sorrow; 
and  the  many  valid  ways  the  de- 
ceased's own  ideals  can  be  carried 
urther  through  simplicity  in  fun- 
ral  practices   and  appropriate 


of  the  kinds  of  arrangements  they 
prefer  can  prove  a  great  help  to 
their  survivors.  Such  written  in- 
structions, on  file  with  next-of-kin, 
ministers,  and  funeral  directors, 
are  a  reflection  not  of  morbid 
preoccupation  with  death  but  a  per- 
son' s  willingness  to  prepare  res- 
ponsibly for  his  own  death  and  the 
problems  it  may  pose  for  his  sur- 
vivors. 

DEATH  IS  UNIVERSAL 

There  is  nothing  more  universal 
in  human  experience  than  death. 
And  unless  our  church  helps  pre- 
pare us  for  this  experience,  and 
unless  our  faith  makes  a  substan- 
tial diCference  in  the  way  we  pre- 
pare for  and  experience  this  great 
inevitability,  then  we  remain  the 
victims  of  a  culture  which  exploits 
death,  by  making  it  a  time  for 
conspicuous  consumption  and  be- 
lated appreciation,  rather  than 
genuine  sorrow,  thanksgiving,  and 
praise.

Winstoa-Salem  Presbytery  anti- 
cipates breaking  ground  for  the 
100-unit  low-income  housing  pro- 
ject during  the  fall  of 1968,  accord- 
ing to  a  prepress  report  made  to 
the  Presbytery  at  its  meeting  at 
Pilot  Mountain  late  in  May. 

The  project  will  be  financed  and 
operated  through  the  Federal -Rent 
Supplement  Program  and  a  Fed- 
eral Housing  Authority  Loan. 

Support  for  the  project  comes 
from  the  following  sources:  Win- 
ston-Salem Presbytery,  $10,000; 
Low  Income  Housing  Developments 
Corporation  of  Durham,  $5,000;

The  Witness  Committee  repor- 
ted training  ten  young  adults  as 
"Communicators"  to  go  into  po- 
verty-stricken areas  of  the  Pres- 
bytery to  live  and  work  in  order 
to  assist  the  impoverished.  Ot- 
hers will  comprise  a  "travelling 
panel  of  experts"  to  visit  churches 
in  order  to  acquaint  members  with 
racial  and  porverty  situations. 

Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  President 
of  St.  Andrews  College,  addressed 
the  Presbytery. 

Whit  East,  Ruling  Elder  in  the 
Winston-Salem  First  Church,  was 
elected  Moderator  to  succeed  the 
Rev.  James  0.

without  pastor,  to  the  care  of  Har- 
mony Presbytery. 

Synod  also  voted  approval  for  a 
$2  million  campaign  for  Presby- 
terian College  to  be  held  in  1969 
and  authorized  the  construction  of 
a  $450,000  resident  wing  for  Pres- 
byterian Home  at  Summerville, 
S.  C,  The  new  construction  at  the 
S.  C.  Presbyterian  Home  will  bring 
the  resident  capacity  of  the  Home 
to  approximately  200.  At  the  same 
time  the  Synod  voted  down  a  pro- 
posal to  erect  an  office  center  for 
the  Synod  in  Columbia,  S.  C. 

JOHNSTON  SPEAKER 

Among  the  significant  addresses 
to  Synod  were  those  delivered  by 
Dr.  Frontis  Johnston  of  Davidson 
College  and  the  Rev.  Lane  W. 
Erwin  of  the  Board  of  Annuities 
and  Relief.  Dr,  Johnston  spoke 
on  Christian  Higher  Education  and 
Mr.  Erwin  on  the  work  of  his 
agency. 


Receives  Doctorate 

Durwood  T.  Stokes  of  Graham, 
at  the  age  of  59,  was  awarded  the 
Ph.  D.  degree  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  during  the  re- 
cent commencement  exercises. 

Dr.  Stokes  is  Professor  of  His- 
tory at  Elon  College.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Graham  Presbyter- 
ian Church. 

Dr.  Stokes  graduated  from  the 
Burlington  High  School  in  1926  and 
attended  Davidson  College  for 
two  years.  It  was  not  until  1964 
that  he  completed  work  for  the  A. 
B.  degree  at  Elon  College,  la. 
the  interim  he  has  also  obtained  a 
Master's  degree  in  History, 

Dr.  Stokes  was  a  businessman 
for  25  years.  In  1962  his  health 
required  a  change  in  his  plans, 
leading  to  his  present  academic 
status. 

Dr.  Stokes  is  married  to  the 
former  Enita  Nicks.  He  has  been 
active  in  a  number  of  local  in- 
terprises,  and  is  currently  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Graham  City  Council 
which  recently  took  note  of  his 
unusual  accomplishments  in  the 
field  of  education. 

When  he  graduated  from  flon 
College,  the  commencement  spea- 
ker was  Dr.  William  Archie,  then 
head  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Edu- 
cation in  North  Carolina,  and  Sto- 
kes' roommate  at  Davidson  in  19  26. 


ANNIVERSARY 

The  Stanley  White  Church  of 
Roanoke  Rapids  celebrated  the 
second  anniversary  of  its  organi- 
zation as  a  full-fledged  church 
on  May  19. 

Morning  worship  at  11  o'clock 
centered  on  the  event  with  the  Rev. 
Claude  Godwin's  sermon  entitled 
"Where  Do  We  Go  From  Here?" 

The  church  was  formed  many 
years  ago  as  a  mission  chapel 
of  the  Roanoke  Rapids  First  Chu- 
rch and  was  originally  called  the 
Boiling  Road  Presbyterian  Chap- 
el until  it  became  a  church  and 
was  named  for  it's  first  pastor, 
the  late  Rev.  Stanley  White. 
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HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  1968 
GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
convened  at  Montreat  June  6-11, 1968  with  a  total  463  of  a  possible  468 
commissioners  present. 

The  Assembly  was  a  reasonable  one,  or  an  even  and  well-balanced 
cue.  It  could  not  be  characterized  as  either  liberal  or  conservative 
yet  it  was  not  a  wishy-washy  Assembly.  Voice  votes  frequently 
required  a  division,  yet  on  some  issues  the  vote  was  overwhelmingly 

in  favor  of  or  opposed  to  an  issue.  

Possibly  the  closest  vote  of  the 
Assembly  was  211  to  208  in  favor 
of  the  Council  on  Church  and  So- 
ciety, with  concurrence  of  the 
Moderator  and  Stated  Clerk, 
speaking  on  issues  between  meet- 
ings of  the  General  Assembly,  sub- 
ject to  previous  action  of  the  As- 
sembly. 


MODERATOR  ELECTED 

Dr.  Patrick  D.  Miller  of  Atlanta 
was  elected  Moderator  over  Dr. 
Warner  L.  Hall  of  Charlotte  by  a 
vote  of  240  to  207.  Dr.  MiUer 
once  was  pastor  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Raleigh.  He 
missed  electicsi  in  1967  by  one 
vote. 

The  Retiring  Moderator,  Dr. 
Marshall  C.  Dendy,  preached  on 
the  subject,  "On  Reconciliation 
and  Mission' ' .  The  message  was  a 
courageous  declaration  for  the 
Church  to  be  involved  in  political 
and  social  affairs  today.  He  poin- 
ted out  the  danger  of  the  Church 
remaining  silent  while  issues  are 
burning,  and  cited  Germany  of  the 
1930's  as  an  example  of  the  Church 
remaining  silent  and  idle  while 
diabolical  forces  were  destroying 
humanity. 

STATISTICS 

Latest  statistics  on  the  deno- 
mination show  960,776  members, 
an  increase  of  5,374  in  1967.  Total 
gifts  reached  their  highest  in  his- 
tory, $124,315,000.  Benevolences 
received  $29,935,000  last  year. 
The  per  capita  giving  rose  to 
$129.39  ($123.13  the  year  before) 
and  benevolence  per  capita  giving 
increased  to  $98,58  ($93.23  the 
previous  year).

ORTHODOX  CHURCH  PREDOMINATES 

UPPSALA,  SWEDEN  -  With  ceremonial  fanfare,  churchmen  from  80 
nations  opened  here  the  most  representative  gathering  of  Christians 
in  history.  Some  3,000  persons  filled  the  ancient  cathedral  in  this 
historic  city  for  the  opening  service  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches' 
Fourth  Assembly. 

Just  before  the  service  started,  Sweden's  King  Gustaf  VI  Adolf,  an 
ecumenical  pioneer  himself,  was  escorted  in  by  Swedish  Archbishop 
Ruben  Josefp  -vn. 

As  the/""  'ficial  delegates  entered  the  twin-spired  Gothic  church 
in  a  pr^  '"om  nearby  Uppsala  University,  musicians  clad  in 

brig)''  red  cassocks  sounded  a  blast  of  trumpets  and 
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trombones. 

MANY  PEOPLES  INCLUDED 

The  procession  pointed  up  the 
diversity  of  the  232-member  com- 
munions in  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  and  the  change  that  has 
taken  place  in  the  once  predomi- 
nantly Western  and  Protestant  or- 
ganization. The  Eastern  Ortho- 
dox have  emerged  as  the  largest 
single  confessional  family  in  the 
WCC  and  were  represented  by 
bearded  prelates  in  flowing  head- 
dresses and  robes. 

Africans  and  Asians  in  colorful 
native  dress  represented  the  grow- 
ing number  of  younger  churches  in

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Editorial 

CIVIL 
DISOBEDIENCE 

Some  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  are  disappointed 
that  the  General  Assembly  rei- 
terated, rather  than  retracted,  its 
actions  on  Civil  Disobedience  in 
1965  and  1966. 

Actually  the  Assembly  reaf- 
firmed the  principles  set  forth  in 
Chapters  XXn  and  XXV  of  the 
Confession  of  Faith,  stating  that 
the  Presbyterian  Church  "does 
not  advocate  or  encourage  the  vio- 
lation of  law,  but  that  the  General 
Assembly  also  reaffirms  the  en- 
tire statement  of  the  106th  General 
Assembly  on  Civil  Disobedience, 
summarized  in  the  concluding  pa- 
ragraph, to  wit: 

'To  sum  up:  The  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  desires  at  this 
time  to  reaffirm  the  obligation 
to  all  her  obedient  sons  and  dau- 
ghters: (1)  To  live  responsibly 
under  the  law  of  the  land:  (2) 
To  use  personal  influence  and 
ballot  to  enhance  the  rule  of 
law  so  that  injustice  may  be  re- 
placed with  justice,  and  the  full 
provisions  j  of  the  law  for  jus- 
tice, protection,  and  liberty  may 
be  enjoyed  by  every  citizen  of 
every  community;  (3)  To  regard 
civil  disobedience/  as  a  mea- 
sure of  last  resort  to  be  em- 
ployed only  in  circumstances  of 
otherwise  irremediable  need, 
and  in  the  exercise  of  which  the 
whole  concept  of  law  is  not  de- 
nied but  affirmed,  and;  (4)  To 
continue  to  support  and  regard 
with  compassion  those  who 
practice  civil  disobedience 
when  no  legal  recourse  has 
been  left  open  to  them  and  who 
act  in  Christian  conscience  and 
allegience  to  Almighty  God." 
Similar  statements  have  been 
made  by  other  denominations  and 
by  Councils  of  Churches. 

Unquestionably,  the  New  Testa- 
ment teaches  civil  disobedience, 
both  in  the  case  of  Christ  and 
some  of  the  Apostles.  Christian 
civil  disobedience  is  based  upon  the 
Biblical  text,  "We  must  obey  God 
rather  than  men,"  (Acts  5:29). 
The  difficulty  of  the  problem  arises 
out  of  two  considerations. 

First,  whether  or  not  the  sub- 
ject practicing  civil  disobedience 
Is  a  God-fearing  man,  or  a  Chris- 
tian. This,  of  course,  involves  a 
man's  conscience,  and  that  makes 
it  purely  a  personal  matter.  We 
have  no  way  of  assessing  a  man's 
conscience.  For  this  reason,  the 
Christian  Church,  and  especially 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  has  al- 
ways highly  respected  a  man's 
conscience.  This  is  dealt  with 
both  in  the  Coastitution  of  our 
Church  and  in  its  history. 

The  Second  consideration  has 
to  do  with  what  is  of  God  and  what

Death  Of  Prominent 
Churchman 

NEW  YORK  -  Dr.  Franklin 
Clark  Fry,  President  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America, 
Chairman  of  the  World  Council 
of  Churches'  Central  Committee, 
and  widely  known  for  his  ecumen- 
ical leadership,  died  June  6  of 
cancer.   He  was  67. 

Dr.  Fry  had  resigned  his  post 
with  the  Lutheran  Church  only 
one  week  before  his  death,  after 
learning  of  the  gravity  of  his 
illness. 

The  mood  of  the  hour-long  fun- 
eral service  held  here  was  chara- 
cterized by  the  sermon,  which 
was  delivered  by  Dr.  Robert  W. 
Stackel.  Dr.  Stackel  said,  "Make 
no  mistake  about  it  this  is  vic- 
tory rally.  Trumpets  and  ban- 
ners and  drums  and  torches 
would  be  in  order." 

"Every  note  of  music  and 
every  word  of  scripture,  prayer 
and  song,"  continued  Dr.  Stack- 
el, "accents  our  triumphant  cele- 
bration of  the  victory  that  God 
has  given  his  servant.  Frank- 
lin, through  Christ. . .  " 

is  of  man;  or,  what  is  right  and 
just  in  law  and  what  is  unjust  or 
wrong. 

It  is  the  application  of  these 
declarations  and  principles  which 
troubles  us. 

The  General  Assembly's  state- 
ment is  broad  and  does  not  pretend 
to  assess  the  current  situation  or 
to  specify  genuine  cases  of  civil 
disobedience  in  contrast  to  pre- 
tenders. The  very  fact  that  this 
becomes  a  matter  of  conscience 
precludes  such  an  assessment. 

Certainly  most  churchmen  dis- 
agree with  some  demonstrations, 
protests,  and  violence,  and  some 
disagree  with  all  of  these  things 
which  have  wrecked  our  country 
under  the  guise  of  civil  disobed- 
ience; however,  one  is  compelled 
to  respect  the  ccaiscience  of  a 
young  seminary  student  who,  in 
defense  of  his  refusal  to  be  in- 
ducted into  service,  declared: 

"I  am  responsible  solely  and 
completely  to  Christ  who  is  the 
source  of  my  freedom  and  hope. 
If  one  is  responsible  to  a  God  of 
love  and  justice,  he  is  responsible 
to  everyone  and  must  stand  against 
injustice  whenever  and  wherever  it 
is  found." 

This  man  has  a  wife  and  child, 
and  while  most  Americans  could 
not  take  the  same  stand  he  takes, 
his  conscience  must  be  respected. 

The  Church  could  hardly  take 
any  other  stand  than  that  which  it 
has  taken.  The  rub  is  to  be  found 
in  the  application  of  the  principle.

Robert  F. 
Davidson,  aca- 
demic Dean  of 
St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian 
College,  was 
the  "Tar  Heel 
of  the  Week"

1968. 

Dean  David- 
son, a  native  of 
Chester,  S.  C, 
came  to  St.  Andrews  in  1962,  after 
sixteen  years  as  Chairman  of  the 
Humanities  Department  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Florida. 

He  holds  degrees  from  Davidson 
College  (B.  A,),  Oxford  University 
(M.  A.),  Louisville  Presbyterian 
Seminary  (Th.  M.),  and  Yale  Uni- 
versity (Ph.  D.). 

RHODES  SCHOLAR 

He  was  named  a  Rhodes  Scholar 
while  a  student  at  Davidson,  Im- 
mediately preceding  the  selection 
of  Secretary  of  State  Dean  Rusk 
in  the  same  capacity.  He  served 
as  a  member  of  the  Regional 
Rhodes  Scholarship  Selection 
Committee  for  a  number  of  years. 

His  educational  career  began  in 
1931,  as  an  Assistant  Professor 
of  Religion  and  Philosophy  at 
Southwestern  University  in  Mem- 
phis.

CELEBRATE 

Valdese  ~  Waldensians  of  this 
community  have  been  observing  the 
75th  anniversary  of  the  arrival  of 
the  first  Pilgrims  on  May  29, 1893. 
A  highlight  of  the  celebration  oc- 
curred on  May  29,  1968,  on  the  last 
Sunday  in  May,  when  "Religious 
Heritage  Sunday"  was  observed, 
on  which  occasion  U.  S.  Senator 
Sam  J.  Ervin,  Jr.  of  Morganton 
brought  the  principal  address.  A- 
mong  other  things  be  noted,  "The 
Waldenses  were  fighting  for  relig- 
ious freedom  several  centuries  t«- 
fore  the  Protestant  Reformation". 
He  added  that,  "We  must  be  mind- 
ful of  our  struggle  for  religious 
freedom  in  the  past  in  order  to 
preserve  it  for  the  future". 

"The  Land  Is  Good",  an  his- 
torical drama,  was  presented,  por- 
traying the  first  Waldensian  settle- 
ment and  a  dream  that  became  a 
reality. 

ORIGINAL  SETTLERS 

The  first  Waldenses  to  arrive 
in  Burke  County  are  remembered 
as  "bedraggled";  however,  they 
became  an  enterprising  citizenry 
and  today  their  sacrifices  and  in- 
dustry are  reflected  in  prosper- 
ous farms  and  flourishing  busi- 
nesses. 

Only  four  of  the  original  group 
who  arrived  from  their  native  Italy 
in  1893  are  still  living.  They  are: 
Steven  Richard,  Norfolk,  Virginia;

Columbia  Professor 
A  Christian  Jew 

Dr.  Ludwig  Dewitz,  native  of 
Germany,  is  a  professor  in  Col- 
umbia Theological  Seminary,  De- 
catur, Ga. 

In  1933  it  became  necessary  for 
his  mother,  a  Protestant,  to  prove 
that  he  was  not  a  Jew;  however, 
this  was  difficult  since  he  was '  'the 
adopted  Jewish  son  of  non-Jewish 
German  parents". 

Of  this  experience  Dr.  Dewitz 
said,  "That  I  was  not  overcome  by 
this,  with  all  that  it  meant  in  Nazi 
Germany,  was  due  only  to  my  faith 
in  Christ." 

In  1936  he  was  offered  a  job  with 
the  Miidmay  Mission  to  the  Jews 
in  London,  "and  to  this  date  he  does 
not  know  how  the  mission  came  to 
know  of  him.  His  acceptance  of 
the  job  spared  him  from  almost 
certain  imprisonment  and  death." 

Dr.  Dewitz  went  to  Italy  to  work 
in  1948  and  came  to  America  in 
1950.  While  working  at  the  Pres- 
byterian Center  as  Jewish  evan- 
gelist in  Baltimore  he  obtained  his 
Ph.  D,  degree  from  Johns  Hop- 
kins University.  He  began  teach- 
ing at  Columbia  in  1959  where  he 
is  professor  of  Old  Testament 
language,  literature  and  exegesis.

MONTREAT,  N.  C.  -  Dr.  Mars- 
shall  C.  Dendy,  retiring  Moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly,  said 
here  that  Concerned  Presbyter- 
ians, an  unofficial  conservative 
group,  has  told  him  it  will  con- 
sider his  appeal  that  it  disband. 

Throughout  the  last  year.  Dr. 
Dendy  has  appealed  again  and  a- 
gain  to  the  group  and  to  a  Fellow 
ship  of  Concern,  a  liberal  organi- 
zation ,  to  terminate  their  in- 
dependent endeavors  and  to  work 
through  recognized  church  chan- 
nels. 

Dr.  Dendy  reissued  the  request 
in  his  report  to  the  General  As- 
sembly. Two  weeks  before  the 
Montreat  meeting,  A  Fellowship 
of  Concern  indicated  it  would  dis- 
band and  continue  its  interests 
through  local  committees. 

Concerned  Presbyterians,  which 
has  an  annual  budget  of  $72,000 
and  a  mailing  list  of  some  50,000 
has  opposed  the  denomination's 
membership  in  the  Consultation 
on  Church  Union  and  the  National 
Council  of  Churches. 


Orange  Presbytery 
Meets 

Orange  Presbytery  held  its  sum- 
mer meeting  at  Mebane  June  27- 
28.  The  Rev.  John  E.  Eliason  of 
Siler  City  was  elected  Moderator. 

Presbytery  adopted  a  budget  of 
$764,470  for  1969.  The  budget 
was  adopted  on  the  unanimous  re- 
commendation of  the  Presbytery 
Council,  but  not  without  opposition 
from  the  floor  on  the  grounds  that 
it  was  "unrealistic". 

The  Rev.  C.  Linwood  Cheshire, 
Jr.  was  re-elected  Stated  Clerk 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  The 
Presbytery  comprises  25,763 
members,  86  churches,  and  106 
ministers. 

Presbytery  upheld  the  Church 
Extension  Committee  for  its  action 
in  renting  the  Memorial  Coliseum 
in  Greensboro  for  participants  of 
the  Poor  People's  March  on  May 
15. 

Presbytery  reorganized  its 
Committee  on  Higher  Education 
and  received  the  Rev.  Benjamin 
F.  Williams,  D.  D.  as  a  Counsellor 
for  Students  at  Elon  College. 

Allen  C.  McSween,  Jr.  was  ap- 
proved for  ordination  in  the  Star- 
mount  Presbyterian  Church  where 
his  father  is  Minister. 

The  Retiring  Moderator  was  the 
Rev.  R.  Don  Carson  of  Sanford. 
The  Host  Minister  of  the  100-year- 
old  Mebane  Church  was  the  Rev. 
Robert  Bruce  of  Edinburgh,  Scot- 
land, who  is  an  exchange  minister 
with  the  Rev.  Ben  F.  Brown,  Minis- 
ter of  the  Church.

teries  for  a  vote  were  revisions 
of  the  Book  of  Church  Order  in 
reference  to  union  churches,  pres- 
byteries, and  synods. 

CHURCH  AND  SOCIETY  REPORT 
The  Assembly  voted  against  ap- 
proval of  Solidarity  Day  and  the 
objectives  of  the  "Poor  People's 
March"  on  Washington.  This  was 
not  a  repudiation  of  the  Assem- 
bly's concern  for  the  poor.  A 
substitute  resolution  offered  by  the 
Rev.  Russell  M.  Kerr  of  Mecklen- 
burg Presbytery  was  adopted  and 
recognized  "the  obligation  to  mi- 
nister to  all  sorts  and  conditions 
of  men,  especially  the  poor,  the 
weak,  the  hungry,  the  oppressed, 
and  the  suffering"  and  summoned 
all  members  of  the  Church  "to 
seek  and  execute  practical  plans 
for  fulfilling  our  social  responsi- 
bilities in  the  name  of  Christ". 

The  Assembly  refused  to  en- 
dorse Selective  Conscientious  Ob- 
jection, or  the  right  of  a  citizen 
to  be  a  conscientious  objector  to 
a  particular  war,  such  as  the  war 
in  Viet  Nam;  however,  the  Assem- 
bly approved  of  providing  counsel 
and  comfort  for  such  objectors. 

Boards  and  Agencies  of  the  As- 
sembly which  have  made  contri- 
butions to  non-budgeted  causes, 
such  as  the  Southern  Christian 
Leadership  Conference  and  Pro- 
ject Equality  were  upheld  by  the 
Assembly.  A  number  of  overtures 
asking  the  Assembly  to  chastise 
Board  and  Agencies  for  partici- 
pating financially  in  these  move- 
ments were  answered  in  the  nega- 
tive, and  the  paper  was  adopted  in 
reference  to  the  "critical  situa- 
tion in  the  U.  S.",  endorsing  the 
individual's  involvement  in  secu- 
lar, social,  economic,  and  political 
affairs"  as  "an  inescapable  ne- 
cessity and  a  privilege".  The 
same  paper  commended  the  Boards 
and  Agencies  of  the  Church  and 
their  leaders,  mcludhig  Secre- 
taries, for  their  leadership  in 
time  of  national  crisis  and  called 
on  members  of  the  Church  to 
"support  by  prayer,  counsel,  and 
gifts,"  as  well  as  by  personal 
commitment  "the  seeking  of  jus- 
tice for  all  men. .  .  " 

COMITY  AND  UNION 

The  Assembly  heard  represen- 
tatives of  several  sister  denomin- 
ations, including  the  Moderator  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Korea, 
the  Rev,  Kim  Yoon-Sik,  a  pastor

in  Chunju,  Korea,  who  spoke  thr- 
ough an  interpreter.  The  Assem- 
bly also  heard  Miss  Alinen  J.  Pen- 
gelly,  Ruling  Elder  and  Deacon- 
ess in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
New  Zealand,  Auckland  Presby- 
tery, a  recent  graduate  of  the 
Presbyterian  School  of  Christian 
Education,  Richmond,  Va.,  who 
promised  to  correct  many  of  the 
misconceptions  of  America  en- 
tertained by  her  fellow  New  Zea- 
landers. 

Dr.  William  E.  Thompson,  Sta- 
ted Clerk  and  Fraternal  Delegate 
of  the  UP- USA  Church,  made  a 
strong  statement  on  the  unity  of 
the  Presbyterian  Churches  U.  S. 
and  USA  and  expressed  a  readi- 
ness "at  any  time  to  begin  con- 
versations with  you  and  the  in- 
formed Church  in  America,  or 
with  the  Presbyterian  Reformed 
Church  in  America,  if  and  when 
that  Church  comes  into  being." 

COCU 

The  Assembly,  after  hearing  Dr. 
W.  A.  Benfield,  Jr.,  minister  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charleston,  West  Va.,  and  Chair- 
man of  the  new  COCU  Committee 
to  draw  up  a  plan  of  union,  voted 
to  remain  in  COCU  (Consultation 
On  Church  Union),  and  said,  "Tak- 
ing this  action,  the  General  Assem- 
bly while  prayerfully  seeking 
the  guidance  of  the  holy  spirit. .  . 
wishes  to  make  it  clear  that  our 
participation  in  the  Consultation 
on  Church  Union,  cannot  be  inter- 
preted as  laying  upwi  our  church  a 
moral  obligation  to  accept  any  plan 
of  union  which  may  be  devised". 

UNION  APPROVED 

Unique  at  the  Assembly  was  a 
"Hot  line"  between  the  General 
Assembly  and  the  General  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  Amer- 
ica, meeting  at  Ann  Arbor,  Mich- 
igan. The  Committee  of  24, 12  at 
each  end  of  the  line,  was  constantly 
in  communication  relative  to  votes 
on  amendments  to  the  Plan  of  Union 
between  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S.  and  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America. 

When  the  amendments  had  been 
completed  to  the  satisfaction  of 
both  bodies,  the  Plan  of  Union 
itself  was  voted  on  and  resulted  in 
approval  by  both  bodies.  The 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
voted  406-36  to  unite  with  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  America  and  that 


Professor  Honored  At 
Hampton  -  Sydney 

Dr.  D.  Maurice  Allan,  Jackson 
Professor  of  Philosophy  and  Psy- 
chology in  Hampden  Sydney  College 
since  1923,  was  recently  honored 
by  the  faculty  and  staff  of  the  Col- 
lege, as  well  as  by  friends  and 
relatives  who  gathered  for  a  dinner 
in  Winston  Hall. 

Dr.  Graves  H.  Thompson,  Pro- 
fessor of  Latin  and  brother  of 
Dr.  E.  T.  Thompson,  former  Mod- 
erator of  the  General  Assembly, 
was  Master  of  Ceremonies.  He 
lauded  the  work  of  Dr.  Allan  to 
whom  he  presented,  on  behalf  of 
his  associates,  a  set  of  the 
Encyclopedia  of  Philoso- 
phy in  eight  volumes. 

NATIVE  OF  ENGLAND 

Dr.  Allan  was  born  in  Hull, 
England  of  Scotch  parents  who 
settled  in  Farmville,  Virginia 
where  the  elder  Mr.  Allan  was 
Pastor  of  the  Farmville  Pres- 
byterian Church.  Dr.  Allan  grad- 
uated from  Hampden  Sydney  Col- 
lege in  1916,  and  later  took  his 
M.  A.  and  Pli  D.  degrees  at  Har- 
vard University.  During  World 
War  I  he  served  in  the  chemical 
warfare  Service  of  the  U.  S.  Army. 

Dr.  Allan  is  author  of  many 
professional  articles,  and  the  co- 
arthur  of  a  book,  SERVING  GOD 
THROUGH  LIFEWORK:  I'HE 
PRESBYTERIAN  GUIDANCE 
PROGRAM.  He  has  been  contri- 
buting editor  to  THE  RECORD, 
College  alumni  publication,  for 
many  years. 

MANY  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

In  addition  to  his  teaching  duties, 
he  was  named  Director  of  the 
Presbyterian  Guidance  Center  at 
the  CoHage  in  1952,  a  post  he  held 
for  many  years.

NATIONAL  COUNCIL 

For  the  first  time  in  a  number

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Davidson  Receives  Duke 
Endowment  Gifts 

Davidson  College  President  D. 
Grier  Martin  recently  announced 
grants  totalling  $115,000  to  the  Col- 
lege from  the  Duke  Endowment. 
Since  the  endowment  was  estab- 
lished by  the  will  of  James  B. 
Duke  in  the  1920's,  Davidson  Col- 
lege has  received  a  total  of  $9,836, 
900,  from  this  source. 

An  $80,000  grant  will  be  used 
during  the  coming  year  to  provide 
additional  books  and  other  library 
materials  and  to  underwrite  a  wi- 
der and  more  intensive  use  of  the 
library  by  students  and  faculty 
engaged  in  Davidson's  new  and 
greatly  revised  liberal  arts  curri- 
culum. The  remaining  $35,000 
will  finance  additional  feeder  lines 
to  modernize  the  campus  electri- 
cal power  supply  system. 

In  announcing  the  gifts.  Presi- 
dent Martin  stated  that  "these 
Duke  Endowment  special  grants 
will  enable  Davidson  College  to 
carry  foward  specific  programs 
that  are  now  vital  to  Davidson's 
progress  just  as  such  support 
from  the  Duke  Endowment  has 
been  a  key  factor  in  adding  stren- 
gth for  44  years  to  Davidson's 
total  educatiooal  prc^ram".

Dr.  Niles,  a  Methodist 
from  Ceylon,  replaced  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  Kii^,  assassinated  Ameri- 
can Negro  churchman  and  civil 
rights  leader,  who  had  been  sche- 
duled to  open  the  assembly.

VOTES  FOR  MERGER 

CAMDEN,  ARKANSAS  —  The 
Synod  of  Arkansas  has  overwhelm- 
ingly approved  a  plan  of  merger 
with  the  Synod  of  Odahoma,  which 
would  create  the  new  Synod  of  Ark- 
ansas- Oklahoma. 

The  proposal  calls  for  the  pre- 
sent Synod  of  CSclahoma  to  become 
the  Presbytery  of  Cfclahoma  and 
to  be  added  to  the  present  three 
presbyteries  of  Arkansas  to  make 
up  the  new  Synod  structure. 

The  Synod  of  Oklahoma  approved 
the  merger  plan  in  March. 

The  General  Assembly  will  be 
asked  to  approve  the  merger  and 
take  steps  to  bring  the  new  Synod 
into  being  on  January  1,  1969.

The  Church  was  organized  in  the 
home  of  G.  L.  Greason  and  there 
were  24  charter  memliers.

It  was  not  until  1876  that  the  first 
deacons  were  elected  in  the  per- 
sons of  D.  C.  Ingle  and  D.  C.  Clapp. 
The  same  year  the  first  church 
building  of  wood  structure  was 
completed.  Up  to  this  time  ser- 
vices were  held  in  homes  of  church 
members.

In 
May,  1876  the  Rev.  P.  T.  Penick

Divine  Mandate  To 
Change  Upheld 

ATLANTE  -  "Christian  leaders 
have  a  divine  mandate  to  react 
to  the  changing  times  by  helping 
to  manage  that  change,"  a  church 
executive  told  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
institutional  chaplains  at  a  recent 
workshop  in  Atlanta. 

Dr.  John  F.  Anderson,  Jr.,  exe- 
cutive secretary  of  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries,  in  the  keynote 
address  said,  "There  is  no  alter- 
native as  to  maintaining  the  status 
quo  or  of  allowing  change,  for 
the  only  choice  is  how  that  change 
will  come  about  and  who  will  be 
guiding  it." 

Dr.  Anderson  described  three 
kinds  of  leaders  -  those  "who 
cause  things  to  happen,  those  who 
watch  things  happen,  and  those  vlio 
do  not  know  what  is  happening." 

We  are  In  the  midst  of  double 
revolution  ....  technological 
and  sociological,  according  to  Dr. 
Anderson.  He  said,  "In  the  midst 
of  all  of  this  the  Christian  church 
has  a  tremendous  role  to  see  that 
the  change  is  constructive  rather 
than  destructive.  Chaplains  of  in- 
stitutions need  to  help  individuals 
understand  what  is  happening  and 
then  help  them  adjust  in  Christian 
perspective  and  with  Christian 
faith  in  God."

Synod  Day  To  Be  Observed  October  6 

The  Permanent  Committee  on  Historical  Matters  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  presented  a  recommendaticm  to  Synod  at  its  recent 
meeting  which  was  adopted  as  follows: 

"That  October  6,  1968  be  observed  as  North  Carolina  Presbyterian 
Synod  Day.  (Synod  organized  October  7,  1813);  the  churches  be 
urged  to  make  use  of  the  bulletin  cover  carrying  the  seal  of  Synod; 
and  that  the  Chairman  and  General  Secretary  be  authorized  to 
implement  the  recommendations." 

The  Synod  of  the  Carolinas, 
which  included  both  North  an 
South  Carolina  and  some  other 
territory,  was  officially  organ- 
ized November  5,  1738  in  the 
Centre  Church,  Mount  Mourne, 
N.C.,  Concord  Presbytery.  Ait  that 
time  there  were  three  presbyter- 
ies, to  wit.  Orange,  South  Caro- 
lina, and  Abingdon,  During  the 
existence  of  the  Synod  of  the  Ca- 
rolinas, Concord  Presbytery  was 
organized  in  1795. 


SYNOD  ORGANIZED 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
which  at  that  time  embraced  the 
territory  within  the  borders  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  was  or- 
ganized in  the  Alamance  Church 
near  Greensboro,  October  7,  1813. 
At  that  time  there  were  only  three 
presbyteries,  to  wit  ,  Orange  (or- 
ganized in  1770)  Concord  (organ- 
ized in  1795),  and  Fayetteville 
(organized  in  1813) 

UntU  Orange  Presbytery  was 
organized,  the  territory  of  North 
Carolina  was  a  part  of  Hanover 
Presbytery  which  had  been  set 
off  in  1755. 

In  1789  the  first  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Presbyterian  Chu- 
rch was  organized. 


PRESBYTERIES  FLUCTUATE 

In  1796  the  Presbytery  of  South 
Carolina  was  divided  and  a  new 
presbytery  was  added,  to  wit, 
Hopewell. 

In  1797  Abingdon  Presbytery  was 
divided,  and  Union  Presbytery  was 
established. 

Again  in  1799  South  Carolina  was 
divided,  creating  the  First  and 
Second  Presbyteries  of  South  Ca- 
rolina. 

In  1800  Greenville  Presbytery 
was  created  for  the  purpose  of  end- 
ing, if  possible,  the  "unhappy  dis- 
turbance" which  had  for  some 
time  prevailed  "beyond  the  moun- 
tains". The  Presbytery  was  dis- 
solved in  1804. 

In  1802  Abingdon  Presbytery  was 
transferred  to  the  Synod  of  Vir- 
ginia, 

In  1805  the  Synod  of  the  Carol- 
inas remonstrated  with  the  Gener- 
al Assembly  against  the  applica- 
tion of  Charleston  Presbytery  be- 
ing received  into  the  Presby- 
terian Church  independently  of  a 
Synod,  on  the  grounds  that  it  was 
inconsistent  with  the  discipline  of 
the  Church,  the  likelihood  of  trou- 
ble arising  over  the  establishing  of

Cap- 
tain Wolfe  was  wounded  on  Feb- 
ruary 6,  1968  in  mortar  attacks 
during  the  Tet  offensive.  He  was 
serving  with  army  ground  forces. 

The  bronze  star  was  given  for 
"outstanding  meritorous  service 
in  connection  with  ground  opera- 
tions against  a  hostile  force". 

Captain  Wolfe  served  pastroates 
in  several  Texas  communities 
Ijefore  entering  the  chaplaincy. 

The  Presbyterian  U.  S.  Church 
has  ten  chaplains  in  Viet  Nam.

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Successful  Merger

A  union  church  in  Charlotte 
serves  as  an  example  that  a  mer- 
ger between  congregations  of  two 
denominations  can  succeed.

Ask  Restoration  of 
Ancient  "Kingdom 
Of  Scotland" 

EDINBURGH  -  Scottish  Presby- 
terians moved  boldly  into  the  realm 
of  national  politics  when  they  de- 
cided here  to  ask  the  British  gov- 
ernment to  set  up  a  Royal  Com- 
mission on  Self- Government  for 
their  "Ancient  Kingdom"  6f  Scot- 
land. 

The  decision  was  one  of  the  last 
taken  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Church  of  Scotland,  the  national 
church,  at  its  nine-day  session 
here.  It  was  greeted  by  loud  ap- 
plause from  1,348  ministers  and 
elders. 

The  call  of  the  government  was 
embodied  in  a  heavUy  amended 
resolution  which  was  overwhel- 
mingly aH)roved  after  a  three-hour 
debate.  It  said  the  Assembly  was 
"convinced  of  the  need  for  an  ef- 
fective form  of  self-government  in 
Scotland  within  the  framework  of 
the  United  Kingdom."

Wilmington  Presbytery 
Adopts  Law  And 
Order  Paper 

WUmington  Presbytery  held  its 
237th  Stated  Meeting  on  July  16 
at  the  Maple  Hill  Church,  Maple 
HilL  The  Rev.  James  T,  Tubbs, 
Presbytery  Executive  Secretary, 
was  electedModerator  of  the  meet- 
ing. Ruling  Elder  L.  N.  Boney  of 
First  Church,  Wilmington,  was 
elected  Moderator  -  nominee. 

The  Presbytery  adopted  a  state- 
ment concerning  lawlessness, 
which  was  presented  by  the  Chris- 
tian Education  Committee.  The 
statement  is  as  follows: 

LAWLESSNESS  CONDEMNED 

"We  condemn  the  tendency  to- 
ward a  disregard  for  law,  deplore 
the  lawless  condition  about  us,  and 
urge  upon  our  ministers  the  duty 
of  emphasizing  the  teaching  of  the 
Bible  concerning  the  majesty  of 
the  law  and  the  duty  of  obed- 
ience to  constituted  authority. 

"With  the  General  Assembly  we 
call  on  'all  people,  and  all  groups 
of  people  to  cooperate  with  and 
support  the  efforts  of  duly  author- 
ized law  enforcement  agencies  to 
maintain  law  and  order  and  good 
will  among  men'. 

JOHN  CALVIN  CITED 

"Nevertheless,  we  agree  with 
John  Calvin's  statement,  too  as  we 
look  at  the  violence,  the  hatred, 
the  mistrust  among  men  in  our 
nation:  'Now  if  he  (your  neighbor )- 
has  -  provoked  you  by  unjust  acts 
and  curses,  not  even  this  is  just 
reason  why  you  should  cease  to 
embrace  him  in  love  and  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  love  on  his 
behalf  (Matt.  6:14;  18:35;  Luke 
17:3).  You  will  say,  "He  has  de- 
served something  far  different 
of  me."  Yet  what  has  the  Lord 
deserved?  While  he  bids  you  for- 
give this  man  for  all  sins  he  has 
committed  against  you,  he  would 
truly  have  them  charged  against 
himself.  This  is  the  only  way  of 
attaining  that  which  is  not  only 
difficult,  but  utterly  repugnant  to 
the  nature  of  men  -  to  love  them 
who  hate  us,  to  requite  injuries 
with  kindnesses,  and  to  return 
blessings  for  curses.  We  should 
remember,  that  we  must  not  re- 
flect on  the  wickedness  of  men,  but 
contemplate  the  Divine  image  in 
them,  which,  concealing  and  obli- 
terating their  faults,  by  its  beauty 
and  dignity  allures  us  to  embrace 
them  in  the  arms  of  love'."  (In- 
stitutes 3:7:6) 

OTHER  ACTIONS 

In  other  actions,  Wilmington 
Presbytery  adopted  a  1969  Asking 
Budget  of  $216,475;  referred  to  the 
Layman's  Committee  on  Mijiis- 
ters'  Salaries  a  recommendation 
to  set  the  1969  minimum  at $6,500, 
inclusive;  answered  an  overture 
for  withdrawal  from  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  in  the  nega- 
tive; and  docketed  for  the  January 
1969  meeting  a  study  of  presbytery 
boundaries. 


Succecssor  To 
"Fellowship  Of 
Concern"  Organized 

RICHMOND,  VA.  -  Former 
members  of  A  Fellowship  of  Con- 
cern, which  was  disbanded  in  May, 
have  been  asked  to  join  15  former 
FOC  leaders  in  a  new,  unnamed 
movement  by  signing  a  "State- 
ment of  Purpose  and  Commit- 
ment". 

As  of  July  29,  a  total  of  225  had 
signed,  according  to  the  Rev,  Pa- 
trick D.  Miller,  Jr.,  of  Richmond. 

The  Fellowship  was  dissolved 
in  May,  but  members  left  the  way 
open  for  a  future  meeting,  probab- 
ly this  fall,  to  plan  for  a  "more 
effective  vehicle"  for  their  in- 
terests. 

The  Statement  of  Purpose  and 
Commitment  says  "the  purpose  of 
this  movement  is  to  seek  the  faith- 
ful words  and  true  deeds  with 
which  to  confess  our  faith  in  Je- 
sus Christ  as  the  Lord  of  our  lives 
in  the  specific  situation  in  which 
we  exist". 

Among  the  original  signers  of 
the  Statement  were  the  Rev.  Vance 
Barron  and  the  Rev.  M.  Buie  Sea- 
well,  both  of  Chapel  HiU.  Others 
supporting  the  statement  are  re- 
cording their  names  with  the  Rev. 
Patrick  D.  Miller,  Jr.,  3401  Brook 
Road,  Richmond,  Virginia  23227. 

The  FOC  was  organized  in  Sept- 
ember 1963  with  the  avowed  pur- 
poses of  supporting  churchmen 
whose  stand  on  racial  and  social 
issues  put  them  under  pressure  and 
"to  seek  for  our  church  a  more 
vital  role  in  the  struggle  for  social 
justice  and  the  search  for  Chris- 
tian unity". 

The  procedure  of  the  new  or- 
ganization will  not  involve  depen- 
dence on  a  central  organization 
or  on  officers  and  boards,  but  will 
place  responsibility  on  individual 
members.

dolph J.  Griffith,  Roberts  T.  Hen- 
derson, J.  W.  McGinnis,  H.  Alton 
Lee,  Lloyd  Griffith,  Jr,  and  J.  L. 
Brooks  permission  to  labor  for 
one  year  outside  the  boundaries  of 
the  Presbytery;  dissolution  of  re- 
lationship existing  between  the 
Rev,  J.  L.  Brooks  and  the  Cam- 
pus Christian  Life  Administrative 
Council;  and  recommended  that, 
pending  examination  by  the  Pres- 
bytery, calls  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Rev,  Zeb  N.  Holler  to 
serve  as  University  Minister,  N.  C.

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Offering  Objective  For  Sy nodical 
And  Training  School 

(Mrs.  E.  Johnston  Irvin,  of  Concord,  and  Mrs.  R.  LeRoy  Campbell 
and  Mrs.  J.  Carl  Wolfe,  both  of  Hickory,  representing  the  Women- 
of-the-Synod  of  North  Carolina,  were  members  of  the  "Presbyter- 
ian Women  of  Far  East  Study  Tour",  and  visited  the  fields  in  which 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  operates  missions  and  schools. 
Mrs.  Wolfe  presented  the  message  below  at  the  annual  Training 
School  and  official  meeting  of  Synodical  at  Montreat,  June  20,  by  way 
of  introducing  the  Offering  Objective  for  1968.) 

Almost  half-way  around  the  world  there  is  a  small  island  only  100 
miles  from  the  coast  of  Red  China.  This  is  Taiwan  or  Formosa  as 
it  was  once  known.  The  name  means  "Island  Beautiful"  or  "Emerald 
Isle." 

The  green  valleys  are  lovely  but  there  are  high  rugged  mountains 
and  in  these  are  found  many  tribes,  each  speaking  a  different  language. 
They  are  the  descendants  of  the 
head  hunters  and  fierce  tribes  who 
settled  there. 

WORK  m  TAIWAN 

The  Presbyterians  have  two  Bi- 
ble Schools  in  Taiwan  and  we  had 
the  privilege  of  visiting  the  me 
at  Hsinchu.  Here  they  train  use- 
ful youth  for  Christian  work.  They 
welcome  students  from  Aboriginal 
tribes  such  as  Hekkaand  Amoyand 
also  refugees  from  the  mainland  of 
China, 

When  students  graduate  they 
have  had  wide  experience  in  all 
kinds  of  Christian  work  as  actua- 
lly carried  on  in  any  ordinary  si- 
tuation. Those  who  show  leader - 
ship  potential  are  given  an  extra 
two  years'  course  in  three  fields- - 
Bible,  Christian  Education  and 
Kindergarten  Teaching.  Each  year 
they  are  training  a  larger  class 
of  Kindergarten  teachers  and  have 
more  children  who  wish  to  attend 
so  they  need  means  of  transpor- 
tation to  bring  the  two  together. 

HUMAN  TRANSPORTATION 

They  have  been  using  a  "Pedi- 
cab"  which  looks  like  a  small  6x9 
foot  cage  on  two  wheels  and  this 
is  pulled  by  a  man  on  a  bicycle. 
The  children  seem  to  fairly  bulge 
out  of  the  sides  and  of  course 
many  trips  have  to  be  made  to  get 
the  children  to  school  and  then 
home  again  when  school  is  out. 

They  need  badly  a  small  bus 
which  can  be  purchased  for 
($3000).  The  president  of  the 
school  writes  me  that  this  in- 
cludes the  $600  interest  as  they 
are  forced  to  delay  paying  over  a 
period  of  three  years  as  that  is 
the  custom  there. 

ARTS  AND  CRAFTS 

Last  spring  when  we  visited  the 
Bible  School  at  Hsinchu,  the  Kin- 
dergarten children  gave  a  pro- 
gram of  folk  dances  and  the  little 
rhythm  band  played  several  se- 
lections. Their  display  of  handi- 
work showed  remarkable  talent. 
We  could  well  have  been  visiting 
a  well  -  trained  Kindergarten 
school  in  the  United  Steates. 

I  talked  with  one  of  the  young 
women  who  was  training  the  Kin- 
dergarten teachers.  I  learned 
that  she  was  from  the  Phillipines 


and  had  received  her  training  at 
our  own  P.S.C.E.  at  Richmond. 
She  decided  she  was  needed  at 
the  school  in  Taiwan. 

CHRISTMAS  CARDS 
AVAILABLE 

I  do  hope  that  many  of  you  are 
ordering  the  Christmas  and  other 
greeting  cards  made  by  the  stu- 
dents at  Hsinchu  Bible  School.  It 
is  a  marvelous  project  for  your 
circles  or  other  organizations  in 
your  church. 

These  students  have  adapted  the 
ancient  Chinese  folk-art  to  mo- 
dern uses  by  producing  these  cards 
of  exquisite  design  and  color.  The 
patterns  are  cut  eight  sheets  at  a 
time  with  tiny  razor- sharp  knives 
used  by  the  boys  at  the  school. 
The  pasting,  a  very  painstaking 
job,  is  done  by  the  girls, 

STUDENTS  EVANGELIZED 

These  students  come  from  ma- 
ny backgrounds  but  all  are  pre- 
parii^  to  help  evangelize  their 
own  people.  Like  most  young 
people  in  America  they  need  to 
work  to  earn  part  of  their  ex- 
penses. The  making  of  these  cards 
gives  them  this  opportunity.

Who  knows  how  many  of 
these  trained  teachers  and  stu- 
dents will  be  the  means  of  spread- 
ing our  Christian  gospel?  When 
we  answer  this  call  for  need  in  a 
far-away  land  we  are  giving  thanks 
for  the  many  blessings  we  have 
received  here  in  our  own  America.

During  the  annual  conference  of 
Presbyterian  Women  at  Montreat, 
Mrs.  H.  G.  Rose,  Jr.  of  New  Or- 
leans, Chairman  of  the  Presby- 
terian U.  S.  Women's  Advisory 
Council,  revealed  that  a  medical 
center  in  the  Congo  and  a  con- 
ference center  in  Portugal  would 
be  the  recipients  of  the  1969  Bir- 
thday Offering  of  the  approxi- 
mately 350,000  women  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.  S, 

Some  $35,000  of  the  offering 
is  designated  for  a  conference  cen- 
ter of  the  Evangelical  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Portugal  which 
will  be  located  about  200  miles 
north  of  Lisbon.  The  amount  will 
construct  the  center's  main  build- 
ing, providing  for  lodging  and 
meals  under  one  roof. 

At  the  present  time,  all  hospi- 
tals in  the  Kasai  Province  are  in 
rural  areas,  and  there  are  only 
four  doctors  to  serve  the  200,000 
population  in  Luluabourg,  central 
Congo's  major  city.  Drug.s  and 
medications  are  almost  non-exit- 
ent.  Three  pavilions  in  the  new 
medical  center,  which  will  be  lo- 
cated near  the  City  of  Figueira  da 
Foz  on  the  Atlantic  Coast,  are  ex- 
pected to  be  constructed,  center- 
ing medical  services,  a  modern 
hospital,  and  a  nursing  school.  The 
buildings  will  be  used  for  obste- 
trics, pediatrics,  and  gynecology. 

Since  the  Birthday  Offering  be- 
gan in  1922,  a  total  of  more  than 
$6  million  has  gone  to  specially 
designated  causes,  both  at  home 
and  abroad.

The  Brittain  Presbyterian  Church  near  Rutherfordton,  N.  C.  is 
observing  its  bicentennial.  Records  indicate  that  the  church  was 
organized  the  first  week  in  August,  1768. 

One  of  the  outstanding  projects 


of  the  church  has  been  the  estab- 
lishment of  "perpetual  care  for  the 
Brittain  Presbyterian  Church  Ce- 
metery." Whereas  formerly  in- 
dividual families  cared  for  graves, 
now  the  cemetery  fund  provides 
for  full  restoration  and  preserva- 
tion of  the  cemetery.  The  ccm- 
gregation  of  the  church  voted  on 
August  6,  1967  to  establish  the 
trust  fund  with  trustees  and  rules 
for  regulating  the  care  of  the  ce- 
metery. 

FIRST  BI-CENTENNIAL 

Recently  Gilmer  Long,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  church,  was  the  speaker 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Griffith 
Rutherford  Chapter  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution.  The 
meeting  was  held  in  the  Brittain 
Church.  Mr.  Long  spoke  on  the 
history  of  the  church  and  the  ceme- 
tery. 

The  bi-centennial  of  the  church 
is  the  first  to  be  held  in  Ruther- 
ford County,    It  is  said  that  the 


church  is  the  oldest  west  of  the 
Catawba  River,  The  first  prea- 
cher was  the  Rev.  Daniel  That- 
cher. There  were  23  charter 
members,  three  of  whom  were 
made  Ruling  Elders;  to  wit,  Sam- 
ual  Andrews,  James  Mitchell,  and 
Samuel  Reid. 

The  Church  observed  part  of 
its  celebration  in  May  when  Dr, 
Harold  J.  Dudley,  General  Secre- 
tary of  Synod,  was  speaker. 

Early  in  August,  Dr.  T.  W, 
Spence,  Curator  of  the  Historical 
Foundation  at  Montreat,  brought 
an  historical  sketch  of  the  Church. 
Another  feature  jyas  a  sermon 
preached  on  August  4  by  the  Rev. 
George  B.  Hutchins,  a  son  of  the 
Church,  now  Pastor  of  the  West- 
minister Church,  Shreveport, 
Louisiana. 

The  steering  Committee  for  the 
Bicentennial  is  composed  of  Miss 
Eva  Hampton,  Miss  Lucille  Owens, 
Gilmer  Long,  Frank  Logan,  Mrs.

Solons  Respond  To  Synod 
Resolution  On  Gun  Control 

A  resolution  calling  upon  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  "to 
enact  without  delay,  legislation  which  will  effectively  control  the  sale 
and  possession  of  guns  and  firearms  of  all  sizes  and  categories"  was 
adopted  by  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  during  its  recent  meeting  in 
Laurinburg. 

The  gun  control  statement  was  one  provision  of  a  resolution  of  con- 
dolence to  Mrs.  Ethel  Kennedy,  wife  of  the  late  Senator  Robert  F. 
Kennedy, 


The  resolution  was  forwarded  by 
the  Stated  Clerk  to  each  member 
of  the  North  Carolina  Congress- 
ional delegation  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  Both  North  Carolina  sena- 
tors and  seven  of  the  Represen- 
tatives have  replied  to  date. 

SENATORS  STATESMENTS 

Seantor  3.  Everett  Jordan  said 
that  when  gun  control  legislation 
comes  before  the  U.S.  Senate  he 
will  "restudy  the  whole  question 
carefully". 

Jordan  added  that  he  will  "reach 
that  decision  which  judgment  and 
conscience  dictate  to  be  the  right 
one  on  the  basis  of  all  the  facts 
and  evidence, .  " 

Senator  Sam  J,  Ervin,  Jr.,  said, 
"The  registration  of  guns  and  in- 
struments of  destruction. .  .  seeks 
to  deal  only  with  deadly  weapons 
and  still  leaves  largely  uncontrol- 
led the  actions  of  individuals  who 
use  those  weapons  for  evil  pur- 
poses." 

CONGRESSMEN  AT  VARIANCE 

The  replies  of  two  members  of 
the  Congress,  from  Representative 
Charles  Raper  Jonas  and  Repre- 
sentative Basil  L.  Whitener,  took 
no  position  on  gun  control  but  sim- 
ply acknowledge  receipt  of  the  Sy- 
nod's statement. 

Representative  Nick  Galiflan- 
akis,  on  the  other  hand,  said,  "I 
have  come  to  the  conclusion.  .  . 
that  in  this  day  and  age  we  should 
exercise  greater  care  in  the  traf- 
fic of  firearms."  He  added, 
"Please  let  me  emphasize  very 
strongly  that  I  believe  adult,  re- 
sponsible citizens  should  be  able 
to  own  firearms.  And  1  shall  not 
support  legislation  or  measures 
which  would  prohibit  such  owner- 
ship". 

Similarly  Representative  Alton 
Lennon  said,  "It  is  my  hope  that 
the  measure  (H,R.  5037,  the  Om- 
nibus Crime  Bill),  along  with  our 
state  laws  which  undoubtedly  will 
be  strengthened,  will  prove  effec- 
tive in  curbing  our  serious  rate 
of  crime  and  violence". 


FOR  STATE  CONTROL 

Representative  David  N.  Hen- 
derson expressed  opposition  to 
federal  registration  of  guns  on 
constitutional  grounds,  but  pointed 
out  that  states  are  not  affected 
by  the  provisions  of  the  Second 
Amendment  and  are  therefore 
free  to  enact  such  gun  controls  as 
they  see  fit. 

Henderson  also  noted  that  he  is 
opposed  to  interstate  mail-order 
sales  of  guns.  For  that  reason  he 
voted  for  the  anti-crime  bill  on 
June  6,  which  prohibited  inter- 
state mail-order  sales  of  pistols. 

Representative  Horace  R.  Kor- 
negay  responded  to  the  Synod  re- 
solution by  noting  that  he  voted 
for  the  Omnibus  Crime  Control 
and  Safe  Streets  Act  of  1968. 

INCLUDES  MAIL  ORDER 
PROVISIONS 

Representative  Roy  A,  Taylor 
also  noted  that  he  supported  the 
recently  passed  Anti-Crime  Bill 
and  added,  "I  wish  that  the  mail- 
order provisions  had  applied  to  all 
guns;  also,  I  favor  the  registration 
of  all  guns  at  the  local  level." 

Taylor  summarized  the  matter 
by  saying, ' '  The  problem  is  to  enact 
laws  effective  in  keeping  guns  out 
of  the  hands  of  minors,  incompe- 
tents, and  criminals,  and  at  the 
same  time,  protecting  the  consti- 
tutional rights  of  law  abiding  ci- 
tizens who  own  and  bear  arms  for 
their  pleasure  and  protection".

Montreat,  N.C.  —  The  Board 
of  World  Missions  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  U.  S.  recently 
held  a  dialogue  with  approxi- 
mately 65  missionaries  on  fur- 
lough home  in  connection  with  the 
Furlough  Missionary  Workshop 
at  Montreat. 

The  Board  voted  to  give  the  field 
staff  latitude  in  permitting  medi- 
cal personnel  to  move  from  the 
Congo  to  Nigeria  and  Biafra  to 
work  during  the  crisis  there.

Charge  Of  Collective 
Guilt  Denied 

MILWAUKEE  —  The  charge  that 
Americans  collectively  were  guilty 
of  the  death  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther 
King  because  of  racial  prejudice, 
as  suggested  by  some  religious 
and  public  leaders,  has  been  called 
a  "mischievous  myth"  in  the  cur- 
rent issue  of  Living  Church,  un- 
official Episcopal  magazine  pub- 
lished here. 

"Sin  is  as  personal,  always,  as 
sex,"  the  editorial  said.  "And  so 
all  these  sermons  and  pronounce- 
ments about  collective  guilt  are  es- 
sentially erroneous  in  substance. 
Moreover,  they  have  the  mis- 
chievous effect  -  surely  not  in- 
tended by  the  people  who  issue  them 
-  of  providing  a  kind  of  surrep- 
titious blanket  absolution." 

The  Living  Church  said  that  the 
truth  about  guilt  and  responsibility 
must  be  kept  in  mind  when  con- 
sidering arson  and  looting  com- 
mitted by  some  Negroes.  "The 
myth  of  collective  guilt  is  unjust 
to  any  group  to  which  it  is  applied,' ' 
the  editorial  added.

Scot  Church  Approves 
Women  For  Ministry 

EDINBURGH  -  Women  are  to  be 
admitted  to  the  ministry  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland  (Presbyterian) 
as  the  result  of  a  decision  -  de- 
scribed as  "historic"  -  by  the 
church's  General  Assembly. 

With  the  decision,  the  national 
Church  set  a  precedent  in  its 
400- year  history  and  also  ended 
a  debate  in  the  assembly  which 
began  with  the  presentation  of  a 
petition  on  behalf  of  women  mini- 
sters 37  years  ago. 

WOMEN'S  ATTITUDE 

But  the  historic  step  now  taken 
wUl  not  necessarily  mean  a  flood 
of  women  seeking  ordination,  for 
it  was  pointed  out  during  the  de- 
bate that  no  congregation  -  and 
there  are  2,150  of  them  -  need  call 
a  woman  unless  it  wishes.  And 
the  general  attitude  of  women 
themselves  has  also  to  be  deter- 
mined. 

DEACONNESSES 

The  Church  of  Scotland  already 
has  deaconesses  and  two  years 
ago  set  another  precedent  by  vo- 
ting to  admit  women  ruling  elders 
on  the  same  terms  and  conditions 
applicable  to  men  -  which  will  also 
be  the  case  with  women  ministers. 

Mrs.  Mary  Levison,  a  promin- 
ent Scot  Presbyterian  woman  said, 
"It  is  good  to  know  that  the  church 
no  longer  regards  women  as  second 
class  citizens,  I  hope  this  decis- 
ion will  have  a  liberating  effect 
right  through  the  church." 


SALLMAN,  FAMOUS 
ARTIST,  DECEASED 

CHICAGO  -  Warner  Sallman, 
famed  for  his  paintings  on  reli- 
gious subjects,  died  here  in  late 
May  at  the  age  of  76. 

He  was  renowned  for  the  "Head 
of  Christ."  Since  it  was  painted 
in  1926  more  than  100  million 
copies  of  the  work  have  been 
distributed  around  the  world. 

The  original  copy  of  the  pop- 
ular depiction  of  Jesus  hangs  at 
North  Park  College  in  Chicago, 
an  institution  of  the  Evangelical 
Mission  Covenant  Church, 

In  1957,  Sallman  was  awarded 
the  Upper  Room  Award  for  World 
Christian  Fellowship,  given  by  the 
devotional  booklet  which  is 
published  by  the  Methodist  Board 
of  Evangelism. 


NEW  CHURCH  TO 
REPLACE  OLD 

On  July  14  the  final  worship 
service  was  held  in  the  old  sanc- 
tuary of  the  First  Church,  Lenoir. 
The  Gothic  structure  is  now  being 
torn  down  to  make  way  for  a  new 
larger  sanctuary  of  colonial  design 
with  steeple  and  columns. 

The  Rev.  Louis  H.  Zbinden,  Jr., 
minister,  preached  the  final  ser- 
mon in  the  old  structure. 

While  the  new  sanctuary,  which 
will  cost  $331,775.19  is  being  erec- 
ted, the  congregation  will  worship 
in  a  large  assembly  hall  in  the 
educational  building.  Construction 
of  the  new  building  is  expected  to 
take  about  two  years. 


Philanthropic 
Giving  On 
Increase 

NEW  YORK  —  The  American 
Association  of  Fund- Raising  Coun- 
sels has  reported  that  contribu- 
tions for  religious  purposes  ac- 
counted for  46.9  per  cent  of  the 
$14,560,000,000  in  philanthropic 
giving  in  the  U.  S.  in  1967., 

Religious  causes  again  led  all 
other  categories  with  $6.83  mil- 
lion. While  last  year's  percent- 
age for  religion  was  lower  than  in 
1966  when  it  was  48  per  cent  of 
the  grand  total,  the  actual  dollar 
amount  was  greater  than  the  1966 
figure  of  $6.5  billion. 

Reported  in  GIVING  U.S.A.,  the 
Association's  yearbook  on  philan- 
thropy ,  the  financial  statistics 
were  based  on  data  submitted  by 
government,  religious,  health, 
welfare,  youth,  civic  and  other 
organizations. 

LARGE  BEQUEST 
MADE  TO  POPE 

Largest  single  source  of  philan- 
thropy were  the  individuals  who 
gave  $11.14  billion  of  the  $14.56 
billion  total.  Other  sources  were: 
foundations,  $1.25  billion;  be- 
quests; $1.26  billion;  and  cor- 
porations, $912  million. 

Among  the  12  largest  individual 
gifts  or  bequests  in  1967  listed  by 
the  yearbook  was  one  of  $5  mil- 
lion from  the  late  Ruth  T.  Wallace 
estate  to  Pope  Paul  the  Sixth  and 
the  Redemptorist  Fathers.

Payne,  66,  of  the  Baptist  Union  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland;  and 
Bishop  A.  H.  Zulu,  63  of  Zulvard 
Anglican  Church  of  South  Africa. 

Dr.  Smith  has  been  General  Se- 
cretary of  the  Commission  on 
Ecumenical  Mission  and  Relations 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.S.A.  sinch  1959,  He 
was  elected  Moderator  of  his 
church's  180th  General  Assembly 
m  Minneapolis  last  May. 

In  a  ten-year  period  before  and 
after  the  union  that  formed  his 
denomination.

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Montreal  Conference  Proposes 
Radical  Changes 


MONTREAT,  N.  C.  A  "New 
Days!  New  Ways?  Conference" 
of  the .  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 
was  told  here  that  the  church  has 
been  slow  in  developing  new  ways 
for  a  new  day,  and  that  it's  time 
to  throw  away  the  rule  book.  The 
Conference  was  held  during  the 
first  week  of  August. 

Dr.  Howard  Hageman  of  Newark, 
N.  J.  said  ''old  rules  don't  always 
work  any  longer". 

A  leader  in  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America,  which  is  considering 
merger  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.,  Hageman  had  sug- 
gesions  on  what  the  church  can  do 
to  reach  men  in  the  new  day. 
Among  other  things  he  said, 
"Churches  need  to  mobilize  mem- 
bers already  working  in  the  world 
to  train  them  for  their  life  in  dis- 
persion, as  well  as  for  life  in  a 
gathered  church,  and  to  laicize  the 
church". 

TWO  VIEWS  OF  EVANGELISM 
Dr.  J.  Randolph  Taylor,  pastor 
of  Central  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Atlanta,  told  the  conference,  spon- 
sored by  the  Boards  of  Christian 
Education,  Richmond,  and  Nation- 
al Ministries,  Atlanta,  that  "it's 
not  enough  to  praise  our  Saviour 
all  day  long.  The  New  Testament 
task  is  to  obey  the  Lord  all  day 
long", 

"It  is  the  total  style  of  life  of 
the  church  that  is  its  evangelistic 
arm,"  Taylor  told  some  2,000 
persons  attending  the  session.

boundaries,  since  some  members 
of  the  Synod  dwelt  within  the  bounds 
of  that  presbytery  who  did  not  de- 
sire to  affiliate  with  it,  and  their 
reception  would  imply  a  reflection 
on  the  Synod  of  the  Carolinas. 

DIVISION  "AGREEABLE" 

In  1806  an  overture  was  made 
to  the  General  Assembly  advising 
that  the  Synod  was  agreeable  to  a 
division  into  the  Synods  of  North 
and  South  Carolina. 

In  1807  Union  Presbytery  was 
transferred  to  the  Synod  of  Vir- 
ginia; however,  in  1910  it  was  re- 
ported that  the  Presbytery  was 
in  the  Synod  of  Kentucky. 

In  1810  the  first  South  Carolina 
Presbytery  was  dissolved  in  spite 
of  a  protest  against  this  being 
made  by  the  Rev.  John  Cousar. 

In  1812  Fayetteville  was  ordered 
to  be  set  off,  Synod  "taking  intc 
view  the  vast  extent  of  their  bounds 
and  the  number  of  their  presby- 
teries, and  their  members".  Sy- 
nod overtured  the  General  Assem- 
bly to  "sanction  division." 

SYNOD  OF  N.  C.  ORGANIZED 
In  1813  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina was  organized  on  October  7. 
It  was  discovered  that  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  had  not  organized  and 
it  was  ordered  that  this  be  done 
immediately. 

In  1819  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina turned  down  a  proposal  that 
Concord  Presbytery  be  joined 
to  the  Synod  of  South  Carolina 
and  Georgia.  Again  in  1820  a  si- 
milar action  was  taken  as  the  mat- 
ter was  "indefinitely  postponed". 

Between  1823  and  1825  the  ques- 
tion of  the  correct  boundary  be- 
tween North  Carolina  and  Virginia 
was  under  discussion  and  the  Sy- 
nod of  North  Carolina  addressed  a 
Memorial  to  the  Synod  of  Virginia 
in  reference  to  the  matter,  based 
on  "missionary  necessity".  The 
correct  boundary  was  ratified  in 
1825. 

In  1824  Mecklenburg  and  Bethel 
Presbyteries  were  set  off  from 


The  Rev.  Leighton  Ford  of  Char- 
lotte, of  the  Billy  Graham  Evan- 
gelistic Association,  said  that  raei 
must  know  Christ  as  Saviour  be- 
fore they  can  know  Him  as  Lord. 
And,  he  said,  if  many  in  the  church 
have  been  too  "unworldly,"  and 
overly  occupied  with  their  own  sal- 
vation, a  perhaps  larger  group  is 
too  "worldly",  practically  indis- 
tingiushable  from  non- Christians 
in  personal  and  social  attitudes.

"SACRAMENTAL  APPLAUSE" 
AT  COMMUNION 

One  of  the  most  unusual  parts 
of  the  conference  was  a  commun- 
ion service,  which  featured  bright- 
ly colored  banners  and  "sacra- 
mental" applause. 

"God  is  love"  said  one  slim 
gold  burlap  banner,  witha  "WOW!" 
superimposed  in  blue  and  white 
check  denim.  Others  said:  "WISE 
UP,  O  MEN  OF  GOD";  "JOYFUL, 
JOYFUL,  WE  ADORE  THEE",  with 
a  child's  garden  of  flowers  and  a 
smiling  -  faced  sun;  "GIVE  US 
PEACE",  "A  TIME  TO  BE 
DOING",  and  "GO  TELL  IT  IN 
THE  GHETTO". 

Another  banner  symbolized  the 
children  of  the  world  playing  with 
a  quote  from  Jackie  Gleason, 
"HOW  SWEET  IT  IS!"  And  two 
included  Snoopy,  the  Peanuts  char- 
acter, in  banners  that  read,  "God 
IS  COMPLETE  UNDERSTAND- 
ING", and  "BE  JUBILANT  MY 
FEET!"  with  a  joyful  Snoopy  danc- 
ing. 

USE  OF  BANNERS  EXPLAINED 
The  conference  directors  said 
they  were  reviving  a  centuries- 
old  tradition  by  using  brightly 
colored  banners  in  a  communion 
service.

Concord  Presbytery  met  in  its 
379th  Session  at  Lees-  McRae 
College,  Banner  Elk  on  July  23. 
Rev.  Herbert  L.  Underwood, 
Moderator,  preached  the  opening 
sermon  on  the  subject,  "When 
Means  Become  Ends". 

Several  committee  reports  were 
presented  by  the  Chairmen,  in- 
cluding that  of  the  Stewardship 
Committee  by  Rev.  Herbert  L, 
Underwood.  A  budget  of  $437,433 
was  approved. 

Presbytery  adopted  a  recok.i- 
mendation  in  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Ministers'  Salaries 
which  increased  the  minimum  an- 
nual cash  salary  of  ministers,  plus 
the  usual  allowances  for  car, 
manse,  books,  etc.,  from  $5,100 
to  $5,555  January  1,  1969,  and 
called  for  the  minimum  to  be 
increased  to  $6,000  January  1,1970 

Rev.  Clyde  Plexico  presented  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Nation- 
al Ministries.  Upon  his  announce- 
ment that  he  was  accepting  a  call 
to  New  Orleans  Presbytery,  a  res- 
olution of  appreciation  was  adopted 
by  Presbytery  regarding  the  fine 
service  he  has  rendered  as  a  mem- 
ber of  Concord  Presbytery. 

Rev.  Eugene  D.  Witherspoon, 
Jr.,  Assistant  to  the  Stated  Clerk 
of  the  General  Assembly,  was 
elected  Moderator-Nominee  for 
the  Fall  Metting  of  Presbytery 
which  is  to  be  held  October  22, 
at  Camp  Grier.

Roanoke  Presbytery  was  dissolved 
in  1839  and  in  1840  Morganton  Pres- 
bytery was  dissolved, 

TEMPORARY  PRESBYTERY 
PROPOSED 

In  1846  Synod  declined  to  create 
a  temporary  presbytery,  to  be 
called  Greensborough,  as  pro- 
posed by  the  Rev.  Colin  Mclver, 
in  order  to  try  a  judicial  case, 
to  wit,  that  in  reference  to  the 
Rev.  Archibald  McQueen  who  was 
under  censure  for  having  mar- 
ried the  sister  of  his  deceased  wife. 

In  1853  Goldsboro  was  trans- 
ferred from  Orange  Presbytery  to 
Fayetteville  Presbytery. 

In  1859  Synod  declined  to  join 
the  Synod  of  Virginia  in  an  over- 
ture to  the  General  Assembly  ask- 
ing for  a  change  of  boundaries. 
In  1866  ,  however.  Synod  over- 
tured the  General  Assembly  to 
change  the  boundaries  between 
Orange  and  Roanoke  (Virginia) 
Presbyteries. 

WILMINGTON  AND 
MECKLENBURG 

In  1868  Wilmington  Presbytery 
was  set  off  and  in  1869  a  new  Meck- 
lenburg Presbytery  was  organized. 

In  1870  Synod  refused  to  change 
the  boundaries  between  Orange  and 


Wilmington  Presbyteries  but  the 
Stated  Clerk  was  ordered  to  define 
same.  In  1871  Carteret  County  was 
transferred  from  Orange  to  Wil- 
mington Presbytery. 

In  1888  Orange  Presbytery  asked 
for  help  in  "evangelistic  duties" 
by  proposing  a  new  presbytery. 
Synod  heard  a  memorial  from  the 
Home  Mission  Convention  at 
Goldsboro,  asking  for  more  equal 
distribution  of  territory  of  Synod 
among  the  presbyteries. 

ALBEMARLE  ORGANIZED 

In  1889  Synod  organized  Albe- 
marle Presbytery  and  approved  a 
request  by  Concord  Presbytery  to 
transfer  Stanley  County  to  Fay- 
etteville Presbytery  and  in  1890 
Bethel  and  Druscilla  Churches 
were  transferred  from  Concord  to 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  and  Ashe 
and  Wilkes  Counties  were  restored 
to  Concord  Presbytery.  In  1893 
Johnston  County  was  transferred 
from  Albemarle  to  Fayetteville 
Presbytery. 

SYNOD  AGAIN  DECLINES 

In  1896  Asheville  Presbytery 
was  set  off  and  $500  per  annum  was 
promised  for  Home  Mission  work. 
In  1897  Stanley  County  was  trans- 
ferred from  Concord  to  Mecklen- 
burg and  in  1898  Synod  declined  to 
establish  a  new  presbytery  to  be 
called  Gaston.  In  1900  Synod  de- 
clined to  transfer  counties  of  the 
northeastern  part  of  the  state  to 
Norfolk  Presbytery  on  the  grounds 
that  Home  Mission  programs  had 
been  undertaken  in  that  area. 

In  1902  Kings  Mountain  Pres- 
bytery was  set  off  from  Mecklen- 
burg. 

In  1911  all  of  Lenoir  County  was 
placed  in  Albemarle  and  Bethel

APPAL  ACHIA  SYNOD 
ESTABLISHED 

During  1913,  1914,  1915  the  mat- 
ter of  the  establishment  of  Appa- 
lachia  Synod  and  the  transfer  of 
Asheville  Presbytery  to  same  was 
before  Synod,  and  was  finally  con- 
summated in  the  latter  year. 

In  1916  Montgomery  and  Rich- 
mond Counties  were  transferred 
from  Fayetteville  to  Mecklen- 
burg Presbytery  and  in  1917  a  six- 
mile  strip  on  the  east  side  of  Le- 
noir County  was  transferred  from 
Albemarle  to  Wilmington  Pres- 
bytery. 

Between  1921-24  the  subject  of 
establishing  Granville  and  Win- 
ston-Salem Presbyteries  re- 
sulted in  their  creation  in  the  lat- 
ter year. 

In  1923  Hebron  Church  was 
transferred  from  Kings  Mountain 
to  Concord  Presbytery  and  in  1924 
Cabarrus  County  was  restored  to 
Concord.  In  1932  boundaries  of 
Fayetteville  and  Wilmington  Pres- 
byteries were  changed  to  include 
all  of  Sampson  county  in  Wilming- 
ton. 

SERIES  OF  COMMITTEES 
STUDY  BOUNDARIES 

In  1951  Synod  appointed  an  ad 
interim  committee  to  study  the 
question  of  boundaries.  The 
committee  reported  in  1952  and  ur- 
ged no  change  because  of  the  rapid 
population  changes  taking  place. 
The  report  indicated  that  the  pro- 
blem was  largely  one  of  equitable 
financing,  and  urged  assistance  to 
weaker  presbyteries.  Inl954V/in- 
ston-Salem  Presbytery  overtured 
Synod  for  another  study  of  boun- 
daries. The  matter  was  referred 
to  Synod's  Council  and  the  Couiicil 
reported  in  the  negative  in  1955.' 

In  1962  an  overture  from  the 
Randolph  Church  in  Orange  Pres- 
bytery asked  Synod  to  study  the 
revision  of  boundaries.  The  mat- 
ter was  referred  to  the  Commit- 


tee on  Bills  and  Overtures,  who 
recommendation  v/as  adopt* 
namely  that  a  committee  to  stui 
the  matter  be  appointed,  compos- 
of  a  representative  from  ea' 
presbytery  and  to  report  in  19( 
The  committee  reported  in  tl 
year  that  after  careful  consider! 
tion  of  the  matter  it  was  the  "d 
animous  opinion.  .  ,  that  at  tt 
time  no  re-alignment  of  bou' 
daries  was  needed." 

MECKLENBURG  ASKS  DIVISK 
In  1966  Mecklenburg  Presbyte 
petitioned  Synod  to  divide  tl 
Presbytery  into  two  parts.  Syr 
answered  by  establishing  anadl' 
committee  to  "make  a  thoroi 
study  of  all  boundaries  and  of 
the  presbyteries  within  the  Syr 
of  North  Carolina,  and  report  bi 
In  1967".  An  amendment  charf 
the  committee  also  with  thetasi 
studying  "the  feasibility  of  div 
ing  the  Synod  of  North  Carol 
into  two  Synods,"    The  Comn: 
tee  reported  in  1967  by  answer 
the  specific  overture  of  Meckl 
burg  Presbytery  in  the  negatl 
and  by  proposing  alternate  ch 
ges  in  presbytery  lines.  The  co 
mittee  further  recommended  f; 
no  action  be  taken  in  regard 
creating  a  new  Synod  but  that 
General  Assembly  be  overtu 
to  the  effect  "that  ways  and  me 
be  found  to  make  the  boundar* 
of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
extensive  with  the  boundaries 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  in  or 
that  our  Synod  may  be  more 
fective  in  the  total  presentat 
of  our  witness,  and  in  our  coopi 
ation  with  other  church  bod^r 
within  the  State  of  North  Ca 
lina".    The  General  Assemble 
1968  answered  the  overture  in 
negative.)

Her  duties  at  the  First  Church 
will  include  supervision  of  the 
musical  programs,  including  the 
organization  of  children  and  youth 
choirs.

As  Fraternal 
Delegate,  Mr.  Thompson  brought 
to  Catawba  Synods  the  message 
printed  below.) 

Mr.  Moderator,  Commissioners 
and  delegates,  friends  -  let  me 
thank  you  for  the  welcome  and 
kindness  you  have  shown  to  me  as 
a  person;  and  as  the  fraternal  dele- 
gate to  the  Synod  of  Catawba  from 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 

I  have  learned  much  from  being 
with  you  these  two  days,  and  I  feel 
at  home  with  you. 

Part  of  this  springs  I  am  sure 
from  the  fact  that  I  am  at  home  - 
in  that  I  live  and  work  here  in 
Charlotte. 

Part  of  my  feeling  at  home 
springs  too  I  am  sure  from  my 
seeing  men  such  as  the  Rev.  Bob 
Shirley,  and  the  Rev.  H.  W.  Givens, 
and  the  Rev.  Reginald  Hawkins 
who  have  been  of  help  and  inspir- 
ation to  me. 

But  even  more,  I  am  sure,  I 
feel  at  home  because  I  sense  here 
in  you  the  presence  of  Christ  as 
His  Spirit  moves  and  works  in  and 
through  you. 

I  bring  to  you  Greetings  from 
all  of  your  fellow  ministers  and 
elders,  and  the  congregations,  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 
and  more,  I  bring  you  a  pledge 
from  many  of  us  that  we  will 
work  with  you  for  Christ  in  behalf 
of  justice  and  unity. 

You  have  a  passion  for  justice. 

Like  the  prophets  of  old  you 
speak  for  God  in  protest  against 
injustice  and  man's  inhumanity  to 
man. 

Like  Amos  you  cry  out  -  against 
those  who  trample  the  head  of  the 
poor  into  the  dust  of  the  earth, 
and  demand  that  justice  roll  down 
like  waters  and  righteousness  like 
an  everflowing  stream. 

Like  Hosea  you  cry  out  -  "there 
is  no  faithfulness,  or  kindness,  or 
knowledge  of  God  in  the  land;  - 
there  is  swearing,  lying,  kiUing  - 
they  break  all  bounds,  and  murder 
follows  murder". 

Like  Isaiah  you  cry  out  "let  the 
oppressed  go  free  -  break  every 


yoke  -  share  your  bread  with  the 
hungry,  -  and  bring  the  homeless 
poor  into  your  home.  -  Do  not 
hide  yourself  from  your  own 
flesh." 

You  have  a  passion  for  justice, 
and  we  want  you  to  know  that  there 
are  those  of  us  who  are  your  bro- 
thers in  Christ  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  who  also  have  a  pas- 
sion for  justice,  and  who  have 
pledged  to  work  with  you  for  jus- 
tice. 

While  some  politicians  cry  today 
for  "Law  and  Order",  our  Saviour 
is  yet  saying,  "Woe  to  you  Phari- 
sees and  hypocrites  -  you  who  have 
neglected  the  weightier  matters  of 
justice  and  mercy." 

Law  and  order  -  yes,  but  law 
and  order  built  on  justice  and 
mercy. 

As  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  wrote 
in  his  letter  from  the  Birming- 
ham jail  to  certain  pastors  - 
"You  warmly  commended  the  Bir- 
mingham police  force  for  'keeping 
order'  and  'preventing  violence'. 
I  doubt  that  you  would  so  quickly 
commend  the  policemen  if  you 
were  to  observe  their  ugly  and 
inhuman  treatment  of  Negroes  here 
in  the  city  jail  -  if  you  were  to 
watch  them  push  and  curse  old 
Negro  women  and  young  Negro 
girls  -  if  you  were  to  observe 
them  refusing  to  give  us  food  be- 
cause we  wanted  to  sing  grace 
together." 

Many  of  the  white  clergy  in  our 
Southern  church  have  been  slow 
and  late  in  speaking  up,  but  the 
tide  is  turning,  and  the  cry  for 
justice  will  swell  and  prevail,  and 
we  pledge  ourselves  to  this  end. 

Dr.  King  had  a  dream.  I  share 
that  dream.  But  I  have  a  dream 
too.  I  have  a  dream  of  that  day 
when  we  will  not  only  have  justice 
in  the  land,  but  when  we  will  have 
unity  in  the  church. 

I  have  a  dream  that  the  time 
ivill  come  when  we  of  the  church 
will  not  meet  in  separate  synods, 
but  meet  united  and  as  one. 

I  have  a  dream  when  you  and  I, 
and  others  like  us,  shall  march 
and  labor,  serve  and  suffer,  from 
a  base  of  unity  and  true  brother- 
hood in  one  church. 

I  have  a  dream,  a  dream  of  the 
day  when  no  longer  will  we  need 
fraternal  delegates  -  for  we  will 
be  one  -  bound  and  united  as  the 
people  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ. 

I  ask  you  to  work  with  me  that 
our  dreams  might  be  fulfilled,  and 
pledge  that  we  will  work  with  you 
for  the  glory  of  God. 


Minister  Ordained 
And  Installed

(The  Trinity  Presbyterian 
Church,  located  at  Havelock,  N.  C. 
in  Wilmington  Presbytery  v/as  or- 
ganized in  1953.  The  Synod  of 
N.  C.  had  a  prominent  hand  in  the 
organization  since  the  Chur.  h  was 
organized  partly  to  meet  the  need 
of  the  large  number  of  sprvice 
men  located  at  the  nearby  Marine 
Base  at  Cherry  Point.  The  Church 
reported  75  members  at  t^e  end 
of  its  first  year  of  existr -ce,  a 
large  number  of  whom  wer'  mili- 
tary personnel.  Today  the  mem- 
bership stands  at  135.  During  the 
intervening  years,  the  congrega- 
tion has  built  an  educational  build- 
ing, fellowship  hall,  and  sanctuary, 
the  cost  of  most  of  which  has  been 
paid,  a  remarkable  accomplish- 
ment by  a  small  but  dedicated 
people.)

In  response  to  an  emergency 
Church  World  Service  appeal, 
$1,000  is  being  dispatched:  by  the 
Board  of  World  Missions,  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.  to  aid 
those  starving  in  Biafra  and  Ni- 
geria. The  money  will  come 
from  the  1968  Easter  Offering 
receipts.  The  Board's  contribution 
comes  on  the  eve  of  the  kick-off 
of  a  special  Halt  Hunger  Campaign 
by  Presbyterians.  Plans  call  for 
the  members  to  marshall  political 
and  financial  power  to  attack  hun- 
ger that  stalks  three-fourths  of  the 
world. 

LIFE  Magazine  recently  fea- 
tured the  conditions  of  the  Biafrans 
and  on  July  10,  the  NEW  YORK 
TIMES  reported  that  Biafra,  a 
section  of  the  former  British  col- 
caiy  of  Nigeria  in  Africa  which  is 
seeking  its  independence  from  Ni- 
geria, had  l)een  sealed  off  from 
seaports,  and,  for  all  practical 
purposes,  no  quantity  of  food  could 
be  shipped  to  the  people  through 
normal  channels. 

Church  agencies,  however,  have 
been  successful  in  getting  special 
flights  into  the  area,  and  to  date 
some  95  tons  of  food  and  medicine 
have  gone  in  through  the  efforts 
of  the  Inter-Church  Aid,  Refugee 
and  World  Service.

Bretliren : 

Ttie  1968  General  Assembly  has  called  upon  individuals  and 
courts  of  the  Church  to  set  aside  special  occasions  for  prayer 
and  fasting  in  accord  with  Chapter  13  of  the  Directory  for 
Worship . 

The  Assembly  also  specified  that  Reformation  Sunday,  Octo- 
ber 27,   1968,  be  a  particular  occasion  for  such  prayer  and 
fasting  throughout  the  General  Assembly.     A  copy  of  the  full 
action  of  the  Assembly  is  enclosed. 

Such  a  call  is  to  be  taken  with  utmost   seriousness.  The 
Assembly  has  seldom  in  its  history  called  for  such  an  obser- 
vance on  the  part  of  the  whole  denomination. 

That  the  people  may  be  aware  of  October  27  as  a  Church-wide 
day  of  prayer  and  fasting,   information  will  be  sent  to  the 
press  about  it,   the  PRESBYTERIAN  SURVEY  will  carry  an  article 
in  its  October  issue,   PRESBYTERIAN  WOMEN  will  call  it  to  the 
attention  of  leaders  among  the  women  of  the  Church,   a  special 
bulletin  for  the  day  will  be  prepared  by  the  Bulletin  Service 
of  the  General  Council,  and  an  insert  for  that  bulletin  will 
be  prepared  by  the  Division  of  Christian  Witness  of  the  Board 
of  National  Ministries  with  suggestions  regarding  the  prayers 
in  public  worship  and  ways  of  observance  in  families. 

The  General  Assembly  did  not  feel  that  it  is  enough  for  us  to 
pray  for  the  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  on  the  Church  and 
on  our  nation  on  one  day  only.     The  Assembly  calls  upon  the 
lower  courts  also     "to  set  aside  special  occasions"     for  the 
same  purpose. 

The  response  of  God's  people  in  our  churches  to  these  calls 
of  the  General  Assembly  will  depend  upon  the  initiative  and 
spiritual  leadership  of  Ministers  and  Ruling  Elders  in 
Sessions,   in  Presbyteries,   in  Synods.

In  1966,  he  severed  his 
connection  with  the  local  Chu- 
rch in  order  to  become  Di- 
rector of  Personal  Services  for 
the  Vietnam  Christian  Service 
of  Saigon.

is  an  intolerable  threat  to  China 
"just  as  the  Russian  presence  in

Prominent  Minister

Dr,  William  Mcllwain  Baker, 
who  died  at  the  age  of  83,  July

David- 
son College  conferred  the  Doctor 
of  Divinity  degree  on  him  in  1962, 

On  graduaticai  from  the  Semin- 
ary, Dr.  Baker  served  as  City 
Missionary  in  Wilmington,  N.C. 
under  the  Sessions  of  the  First 
and  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
Churches.  During  his  long  minis- 
try he  had  only  three  pastorates: 
Mount  Olive,  N.C.  with  Calypso  and 
Bakers,  which  he  organized,  1918- 
1929;  Mebane  in  Orange  Presby- 
tery; and  Crestwood  Church,  High 
Point  from  1955  to  1960. 
SCOTTISH  RITE  MASON 

He  was  a  member  of  the  famous 
Bingham  Lodge,  Mebane,  N.  C, 
where  he  served  as  Secretary 
for  22  years.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  and  a  past  mem- 
ber of  the  Kiwanis  Club. 

Dr.  Baker  was  married  to  the 
former  Virginia  Kirk  of  Grayson 
County,  Virginia  in  1914,  Follow- 
ing retirement  in  1960,  the  Bakers 
made  their  home  in  Mebane.

Mebane  Presbyterian  Church  1868-1968 


On  September  17,  1868,  twelve 
persons  were  organized  as  the  Me- 
baneville  Presbyterian  Church. 
The  previous  April,  April  18  to 
be  exact.  Orange  Presbytery, 
meeting  at  Hillsborough,  appointed 
a  Committee  (today  it  is  done  only 
by  a  Commission)  to  organize  a 
Church  at  Mebaneville,  composed 
of  the  Reverend  J.  Henry  Smith, 
Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Greensboro,  1859-1897; 
the  Rev.  James  C.  Alexander,  Min- 
ister of  the  Buffalo  and  Bethel 
Presbyterian  Churches,  1861- 
1886;  and  Thomas  M.  Holt,  Ruling 
Elder  in  the  Church. 

"PROS  AND  CONS"  LEAD  TO 
ORGANIZATION 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Pres- 
bytery, meeting  in  the  Buffalo 
Presbyterian  Church,  presumably 
Greensboro,  presided  over  by  Dr. 
Charles  Phillips  of  Chapel  Hill, 
on  October  2,  1868,  it  was  re- 
corded: that  the  church  had  been 
organized  "after  hearing  all  that 
was  said  for  and  against  the  ex- 
pediency of  the  said  organization," 
with  11  members,  three  of  whom 
were  installed  as  ruling  elders. 

It  is  further  recorded  that  "Mr. 
William  Binghain,  a  ruling  elder 
from  Mebaneville  Church,  then 
took  his  seat  and  his  name  was 
entered  on  the  roll." 
FAMOUS  BINGHAM  FAMILY 

Colonel  William  Bingham  was 
the  son  of  the  famous  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Bingham,  who  came  from  Ire- 
land in  1789  and  settled  first  at 
Wilmington,  then  at  Pittsboro,  la- 
ter at  Chapel  Hill,  and  then  at 
Hillsborough,  at  all  of  which  pla- 
ces he  was    a  teacher  of  boys. 

Charter  members  of  the  church

CHURCH  BUILDINGS 

Mebaneville  had  no  church  and 
the  first  services  were  held  in 
a  small  office  owned  by  Dr.  B. 

Later  services 
were  held  in  a  wagon  shop  and 
finally,  prior  to  the  building  of 
a  church,  in  the  dining  room  of 
the  Bingham  Sahool  which  was 
located  near  Mebane. 

There  have  been  three  church 
buildings,  the  first  of  which  was 
located  opposite  the  Bingham 
School  campus  and  served  the  com- 
munity for  42  years.  The  second 
building  is  still  standing  and  is 
used  as  a  Sunday  School. 
MEBANE   FAMILY  PROMINENT 

The  Mebane  family  have  been 
prominent  in  the  Mebane  Church. 
The  town  was  named  for  Mr. 
Giles  Mebane,  not  a  member  of 

Robert  W.  Bruce 

The  Reverend  Robert  W.  Bruce 
was  born  in  India  and  spent  his 
early  years  there.  His  father  was 
jn  government  service.  He  grad- 
uated with  an  M.  A.  degree  from 
Edinburgh  University.  He  received 
his  theological  training  at  New  Col- 
lege, the  Divinity  School  of  the  Un- 
iversity of  Edinburgh.  He  was  or- 
dained in  April,  1941.  His  first 
church  was  in  the  coal  mining  area 
in  West  Fife.  His  second  pas- 
torate was  at  Rutherglen,  a  subur- 
ban section  of  Glasgow.  Mr.  Bruce 
has  been  in  his  present  pastorate, 
Newhaven- on- Forth,  Edinburgh, 
for  the  past  nine  years.  He  had 
similar  exchange  in  Mebane  in 
1961.  Accompanying  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Bruce  were  a  son,  David,  17,  and 
a  daughter,  Marion,  12.  An  older 
son,  Stanley,  who  has  just  finished 
his  own  theological  training,  and 
his  fiancee,  visited  the  Bruces  in 
Mebane  during  a  part  of  the  sum- 
mer. 


the  local  church  but  a  ruling  eld- 
er in  the  Cross  Roads  Church, 
who  was  prominent  in  the  affairs 
of  the  county,  being  largely  re- 
sponsible for  the  creation  of  Ala- 
mance County  in  1849,  and  in- 
fluential in  bringing  the  first  rail- 
road to  the  county  in  1865.  Mr. 
Steven  A.  White,  grandfather  of 
S.  A.  White,  present  influential 
citizen  of  the  town  and  church, 
was  responsible  for  persuading  the 
legislature  to  drop  the  "ville" 
from  Mebaneville,  and  became  the 
first  mayor  of  the  town  when  it 
was  incorporated  in  1881, 

BINGHAM  SCHOOL 

The  Bingham  School,  moved  to 
Mebane  in  1865,  was  prominent 
in  the  life  of  the  town  and  church 
until  its  removal  to  Asheville  in 
189 1.  A  number  of  prominent  men 
were  educated  in  the  Bingham 
School  while  located  at  Mebane, 
Among  them  were  two  Ambassa- 
dors to  Great  Britain,  to  wit, 
Robert  Worth  Bingham,  Ambassa- 
dor to  the  Court  of  St.  James, 
1933-1937  and  Walter  Hines  Page, 
educator,  editor,  and  diplomat,  who 
served  the  same  Court  during  the 
years  of  the  First  World  War. 

Other  prominent  graduates  of 
the  school  were  Lindsay  C.  War- 
ren, Comptroller-General  of  the

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the 
church  was  only  three  years  old 
when  the  editor  of  the  "North  Car- 
olina Presbyterian"  pointed  out 
that  the  Minutes  of  the  General 
Assembly  indicated  that  the  "Me- 
bane Church  gave  more  per  mem- 
ber than  any  other  congregation  in 
the  whole  Southern  Church". 

The  record  for  the  first  year  of 
the  life  of  the  church  indicates  that 
there  were  13  members,  37  in  the 
Sunday  School,  and  that  the  church 
reported  approximately  $1,400  in 
gifts. 

Today  the  church  membership 
exceeds  500  and  the  Sunday  School 
has  more  than  425.  In  1967  the 
church  gave  $24,041  to  benevo- 
lences and  total  gifts  of  $55,315. 
The  per  capita  giving  to  benevo- 
lences for  the  church  was  $48.96,

-  (PN)  -  The  Presbyterian  U.  S.  Board  of  National 
Ministries,  meeting  at  Montreat  early  in  August,  earmarked  $59,873 
of  an  anonymous  foundation  grant  of  $220,000  to  finance  five  projects, 
including  one  in  North  Carolina. 

The  Triangle  Area  of  Raleigh  -  Durham  -  Chapel  Hill  is  being 
awarded  $15,700  to  relate  churches  of  the  area  to  a  North  Carolina 
State  University  Experiment,  which  has  been  bringing  together  for 
study,  persons  from  business,  industry,  political  life  and  the  Church. 
The  funds  will  be  used  to  create 
an  experimental  curriculum  and  to 
set  up  new  study  groups.

OTHER  ACTIONS  OF  THE  BOARD 
The  Board  in  other  actions  ap- 
proved a  second  joint  conference 
with  the  denomination's  Board  of 
Christian  Education  at  Montreat 
in  August,  1969,  and  approved  of 
inviting  United  Presbyterian  and 
Reformed  Church  in  America 
staffs  to  participate  as  advisory 
members  in  the  conference  plan- 
ning. 

Another  action  directed  the  Loan 
Department  to  give  priority  to 
churches  less  than  five  years  old, 
churches  in  low  income  areas,  and 
small  churches  "rendering  spec- 
ial services",  and  raise  the  pre- 
sent ceiling  on  loans  from  $75,000 
to  $100,000.

Before  entering  the  special 
training  for  foreign  mission  ser- 
vice, she  served  7  1/2  years  as  a 
Counsellor  for  Students  at  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing  in  Charlotte.  She  was  the 
first  Campus  Christian  Worker  at 
the  Hospital. 

Miss  McGirt  is  a  graduate  of 
Laurinburg  High  School  and  of 
Flora  Macdonald  College.  During 
her  college  career  she  was  listed 
in  "Who's  Who  Among  Students  in 
American  Colleges  and  Universi- 
ties". She  attended  the  Presby- 
terian School  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion, Richmond,  Virginia. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  TEACHER 

She  taught  in  the  public  schools 
of  Gastonia  a  few  years  before 
entering  the  counselling  field  in 
Charlotte.  Recently  she  attended 
a  six  weeks  school  for  mission- 
aries at  Montreal.

Prominent 
Churchnxin  Killed 

L.  Young  White  of  Mooresville, 
prominent  businessman  and 
churchman,  was  killed  in  an  aut- 
omobUe-train  wreck  near  Mt. 
Mourne  Thursday  afternoon,  Sep- 
tember 12. 

Mr.  Young,  who  in  addition  to 
heading  a  large  construction  com- 
pany, was  affiliated  with  a  num- 
ber of  other  business  enterpri- 
ses, including  banking,  was  re- 
turning from  a  trip  to  Davidson 
College.  His  secretary  had  called 
him  to  stop  by  the  office  en  route 
home. 

He  made  a  sharp  left  turn  from 
Highway  115,  a  route  throughly 
familiar  to  him,  and  shortly  there- 
after struck  the  rear  end  of  the 
engine.  He  was  dead  on  arrival 
at  the  hospital  .  He  is  survived 
by  his  wife. 

Mr.  Young  has  for  many  years 
been  a  moving  spirit  in  church 
enterprises  in  Mooresville,  Con- 
cord Presbytery,  and  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  His  firm  has 
built  numerous  churches  and  other 
church  buildings.  He  has  served 
on  many  committees  and  at  the 
time  of  his  death  was  a  valued 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Presbyterian  Home 
at  High  Point. 

Mr.  Young  was  a  Ruling  Elder 
in  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church, 
Mooresville,  from  which  church 
the  funeral  service  was  conduc- 
ted on  Saturday,  September  14 
by  the  minister  of  the  church, 
the  Rev.  Richard  L.  Newkirk.

Memorial  Assn. 

Dr.  Thomas  Clark  Rhea,  pas- 
tor of  the  Rogersville  Presbyter- 
Ian  Church,  Rogersville,  Tennes- 
see was  elected  President  of  the 
Edgar  Tufts  Memorial  Associa- 
tion late  in  August. 

The  Edgar  Tufts  Memorial  As- 
sociation is  comprised  of  the  three 
institutions  of  the  Banner  Elk  Com- 
munity: Charles  A,  Cannon  Me- 
morial Hospital,  Grandfather 
Home  for  Children,  and  Lees- 
McRae  College. 

Dr.  Rhea  is  a  member  of  the 
Lees-  McRae  College  Board  of 
Trustees.  He  is  a  distinguished 
Tennessean,  graduate  of  King  Col- 
lege, and  of  Louisville  Presby- 
terian Theological  Seminary. 

ORIGIN  OF  ASSOCIATION 

The  Edgar  Tufts  Memorial  As- 
sociation was  the  outgrowth  of  the 
Work  of  Edgar  Tufts,  a  native  of 
Kirkwood,  Georgia,  born  Dec- 
ember 4,  1870,  one  of  six  children 
of  J.  F.  A.  Tufts  of  Atlanta,  a  Con- 
federate veteran  and  an  elder  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  His 
mother  was  Anna  Denby  Robinson 
who  died  when  young  Edgar  was 
only  13. 

He  graduated  from  Washington 
and  Lee  University  in  1894  and 
from  Union  Seminary  in  Virginia 
in  1897. 

During  his  vacations  he  had 
spent  the  summers  working  in  the 
mountains  of  western  North  Caro- 
lina. 

REMARKABLE  WORK 

Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle,  President 
of  the  Assembly's  Training  School 
at  Richmond,  and  later  of  Davidson 
College  once  wrote  that  he  would 
rather  have  done  the  work  that 
Edgar  Tufts  did  than  "any  man 
whom  I  ever  knew  as  a  student 
in  the  Seminary." 

As  a  result  of  his  labors  the 
several  institutions  mentioned 
above  were  established  in  Wat- 
auga County  at  Banner  Elk,  the 
head  waters  of  the  beautiful  Elk 
River. 

The  work  accomplished  by  Ed- 
gar Tufts  is  one  of  the  most  in- 
spiring stories  in  the  history  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 

Today  the  Association  is  gov- 
erned by  trustees  of  Holston  Pres- 
bytery in  the  Synod  of  Applachia 
and  by  Concord  Presbytery  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Tufts  died  at  Banner  Elk, 
January  6,  1923. 


Missionary  Receives 
Citation 

Miss  June  Lamb,  Presbyterian 
U.  S.  Missionaryto  Japan,  recently 
received  a  citation  for  her  con- 
tribution to  medical  social  service 
in  Osaka,  Japan,  and  a  "Key  to  the 
City"  of  Osaka. 

Mayor  Kaoru  Chuma,  in  pre- 
senting the  citation,  praised  Miss 
Lamb's  leadership  in  her  field. 
She  has  supervised  the  medical 
social  service  department  of  Yo- 
dogawa  Christian  Hospital  for  13 
years.  The  citation  read  in  part: 
"As  Director  of  the  Medical  So- 
cial Service  of  the  Yodogawa  Chr- 
istian Hospital,  you  have  exerted 
yourself  to  the  promotion  of  the 
welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Osaka 
and  greatly  contributed  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  medical  social 
service  of  this  city".

The  Rev.  Marion  Boozer, 
Minister  of  the  Castanea  Presby- 
terian Church  (KM),  held  a  series 
of  services  in  his  Church  Sept- 
ember 8-13. 

It  is  customary  in  the  Church 
that  the  new  Pastor  hold  a  revival 
shortly  after  his  arrival. 

Mr.  Boozer  became  Minister 
of  the  Church  following  graduation 
from  the  Seminary  last  spring. 
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PRESBYTERIAN  HOME  AT  HIGH  POINT 
AT  FULL  CAPACITY 


During  the  summer  months, 
thirteen  residents  have  beenaddea 
to  the  Home  to  bring  the  total 
to  217  members.  The  new  additions 
average  about  78  years  of  age  and 
include:  six  housewives,  two 
teachers,  one  saleswoman,  and 
a  nurse,  minister,  mechanic,  and 
tobacco  farmer.  They  have  come 
from  eight  different  cities  and 
ten  churches  throughout  the  Synod. 

ORGANIZATION  AND  FACILITIES 
The  Home  grounds  include  27 
acres  located  in  the  northeastern 
section  of  High  Point.  Members 
reside  in  the  main  building,  in 
46  three-  and  four-  room  apart- 
ments, and  6  cottages.  The  opera- 
tion is  directed  by  Mr.  R.A.  Short 
under  a  Board  of  Trustees  who 
are  elected  by  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.  Each  of  the  nine  Pres- 
byteries is  represented,  together 
with  six  Synodical  members  and 
seven  at  large. 

FINANCIAL  SUPPORT 

Operating  funds  for  the  Home 
are  derived  from  member  fees, 
gifts,  memorials,  wills,  and  be- 
quests, as  well  as  the  budgeted 
income  from  the  Synod.  The 
constant  need  of  support  is  nec- 
essary to  defray  the  expenses  of 
81  members  who  cannot  totally 
cover  their  living  expenses. 

The  Presbyterian  Home  is  a 
most  important  growing  mission 
of  the  Church,  a  mission  of  Christ- 
ian love,  service,  and  security.

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BOOK  REVIEW 


"Bugles  At  The  Border"  by 
Mary  Gillett.  John  F.  Blair, 
publisher.  Winston  -  Salem,  N. 
C.  220  pp.  Illustrated  (endpiece 
by  Kenneth  Whitsett)  $3.95 

Here  at  their  stirring  best 
are  the  Mecklenburg  Presbyter- 
ians of  the  Revolution,  -  the  Alex- 
anders, the  Brevards,  the  Polks 
and  many  others.  Mary  GUlett 
has  captured  the  lares  andpenates 
of  backcountry  civilization  and  re- 
leased them  in  a  swiftly  moving 
narrative  which  holds  the  readers 
attention  and  carries  him  through 
the  War  for  Independence  with  ne- 
ver a  dull  page.  So  convincing 
are  the  actions  and  attitudes  of 
the  stripling  characters  that  it  is 
not  until  the  book  is  finished  that 
the  reader  is  aware  of  how  far 
we  are  removed  today  from  the 
idealism  of  two  centuries  ago.  We 
will  search  modern  newspapers  in 
vain  for  such  unswerving  devo- 
tion to  home  and  nation  on  the  part 
of  the  rising  generation.  Doubtless 
today's  critical  attitude  is  nearer 
the  realities  of  democracy,  but  it 
is  refreshing,  to  older  readers, 
at  least,  to  return  to  a  less  com- 
plex and  less  confused  genera- 
tion of  youthful  Americans  to  whom 
love  for  God  and  Country  is  more 
than  a  passing  phase  of  Boy  Scout 
development. 

MECKLENBURG  DECLARATION 
The  few  liberties  taken  with 
actual  historical  personages  in  the 
War  seem  entirely  justified  by 
their  appropriateness  to  the  qaite 
accurate  "atmosphere"  of  the  per- 
iod. Doubters  of  the  Mecklenburg 
Declaration  of  Independence  will, 
as  usual,  cavil,  at  its  unquestioned 
acceptance,  even  though  almost 
every  reference  to  the  disputed 
event  can  be  footnoted  by  an  eye- 
witness account.  Cornwallis  gets 


sympathetic  treatment,  Tarle- 
ton  is  a  villain,  an  estimate  with 
which  few  historians  will  quarrel. 

The  Predestinarianism  of  the 
Calvinists  crops  out  to  explain 
much  of  the  action: 

"Bart  felt  the  old  familiar 
thumping  inside  him  leap  into  a 
voiceless  shout.  'Thank  God. 
Thank  old  Jep.  Thank  coward 
McCliff!'  Didn't  Doctor  McWhor- 
ter  preach  that  God  used  even  his 
enemies  to  work  His  will?  Bart 
never  doubted  that  His  will  was 
freedom  for  North  Carolina. .  .  " 

TOP-FLIGHT  NOVEL 

Inevitably  the  literary  historian 
will  compare  this  latest  in  the  long 
list  of  novels  set  in  Mecklenburg 
during  the  Revolution  with  the  first 
to  appear:  "The  Hornets'  Nest" 
(New  York,  1886)  by  the  Reverend 
E.  P.  Roe.  The  author  was  the 
most  popular  historical  novelist  of 
the  latter  19th  century,  his  "Bar- 
riers Burned  Away"  being  the 
"Gone  With  The  Wind"  of  its  day. 
Like  "Bugles  At  The  Border", 
"The  Hornets'  Nest  "  was  written 
for  young  readers  and  is  a  short 
novel.  But  there  the  resemblances 
end.  The  late  Victorian  fiction 
sounds  stilted  to  modern  readers. 
Mary  Gillett  has  written  a  more 
convincing  novel  from  every  point 
of  view  than  did  the  first  and  most 
famous  of  the  distinguished  authors 
who  have  essayed  the  task  of  bring- 
ing to  life  Mecklenburg's  unique 
contribution  to  the  establishment 
of  these  United  States. 

Bart  McLeod,  the  leading  char- 
acter, deserves  to  live  as  one  of 
the  notable  youngsters  of  youtliful 
fiction.  We  wish  him  luck.  The 
reader  who  makes  his  acquain- 
tance has  it.

RALEIGH,  N.  C.  —  The  Permanent  Committee  on  Annuities  and 
Relief  of  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  meeting  early 
in  September  approved  of  the  distribution  of  the  September  income 
from  the  Kate  Bitting  Reynolds  Trust  to  105  retired  Presbyterian 
ministers  of  North  Carolina 

Each  minister  received  $390.48  when  the  distribution  was  made  on 
September  23. 

The  previous  distribution  was  made  in  March  to  101  retired  ministers 
in  the  total  amount  of  $41,701,  at  which  time  each  minister  received 
$412.88. 

Participants  in  the  Fund  are  distributed  among  the  nine  presbyteries 
of  the  Synod  as  follows:  Albemarle  3,  Concord  16,  Fayetteville  13, 
Granville  5,  Kings  Mountain  12,  Mecklenburg  16,  Orange  17,  Wilming- 
ton 12,  and  Winston-Salem  11.

FUND  VALUE  MORE  THAN 
QUADRUPLED 

The  Fund,  which  was  established 
in  1947  with  a  value  of  $400,000 
at  that  time,  has  a  current  value 
of  $1,759,363.  Major  investments 
are  in  R.  J.  Reynolds  Tobacco 
.Company  stock,  with  additional 
investments  in  government  bonds 
worth  $176,915.74  at  maturity,  giv- 
ing the  total  value  of  the  Fund  as 
of  this  date  a  value  of  $1,936,677.16.

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Contract  Awarded  For 
Science  BuUding 

Laurinburg,  N.C.  —  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  has  awarded 
a  contract  to  H.  R.  Johnson  Con- 
struction Co.,  Inc.  of  Monroe  for 
construction  of  a  new  science  buil- 
ding, to  cost  $1,915,444. 

Work  on  the  building  was  expec- 
ted to  begin  about  October  1,  and 
the  construction  is  expected  to  be 
completed  within  a  year. 

The  contract  includes  construc- 
tion of  a  400- seat  teaching  audi- 
torium which  will  link  the  new 
science  building  to  the  existing 
Liberal  Arts  Building. 

An  innovative  feature  of  the  new 
building  is  a  common  laboratory 
area  of  some  11,500  square  feet 
to  he  used  for  research  -  oriented 
work  by  students  in  biolc^y,  che- 
mistry, and  physics. 

Funds  for  the  structure  include 
a  grant  of  $742,000  from  the  De- 
partment of  Health,  Education,  and 
Welfare,  The  balance  of  the  cost 
will  be  met  with  funds  from  the 
Forward  Campaign,  which  seeks 
to  raise  five  million  dollars  by 
next  June.

A.  G,  Odell,  Jr.  and  Associates,

McKeithen  Speaks  On 
Changing  World 

J.  Harold  McKeithen,  Winston- 
Salem  Attorney  and  Past  Modera- 
tor of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
was  the  homecoming  speaker  at

"The  winds  have  assembled  an 
acknowledgment  of  open  belief  in 
God",  said  Mr.  McKeithen.  He 
added  that  while  there  are  only  a 
few  atheists  today  in  Communist 
lands,  our  prosperity  has  made 
us  independent  of  Him.

Hand  Giving 

Jesus  .taught  that  when  we  give 
we  are  not  to  let  our  right  hand 
know  what  our  left  hand  doeth. 

Perhaps,  this  teaching  Is  ap- 
propps  today  more  than  in  a  long 
time,  if  not  ever  before.  Many 
people,  some  churches,  and  at 
least  one  Presbytery  have  indica- 
ted in  recent  years,  and  especia- 
lly this  year,  that  they  are  with- 
holding their  benevolinece  gifts 
because  they  do  not  agree  with 
some  of  the  deliberations  of  some 
of  the  Courts  of  the  Church  and  with 
some  of  the  activities  of  some  of 
the  Boards  and  /or  Agencies  of 
the  Church. 

The  question  is:  Do  they  have 
a  right  to  do  this?  Perhaps  so, 
but  in  withholding  their  gifts,  some 
other  questions  are  pertinent.  Can 
they  justify  what  they  are  doing 
in  the  sight  of  God?  Are  they  going 
to  give  what  they  withhold  from 
the  Church  which  they  have  taken 
an  oath  to  support  to  some  better 
cause?  If  so,  can  they  prove  that 
the  cause  they  support  is  the 
Church,  while  that  which  they  re- 
fuse to  support  is  not  the  Church? 
In  making  their  gifts  to  some  other 
cause,  are  they  thereby  disturbing 
the  peace  and  purity  of  the  Church? 
Is  there  present  in  the  act  of 
giving  to  "some  other  cause" 
any  sense  of  exhibitionism? 

Is  not  the  burden  of  proof  upon 
those  who  withhold  as  to  what 
is  the  true  Church.  If  the  Church 
from  which  they  withhold  is  the 
true  Church,  then  might  not  their 
withholding  become  the  sin  of  An- 
anias and  Sapphira? 

Granted  that  the  Church  has  its 
faults.  In  spite  of  this,  many  who 
do  not  like  some  of  the  things 
which  some  of  the  leaders  and 
Agencies  of  the  Church  have  been 
advocating  and  doing,  still  believe 
that  the  Church  to  which  both 
belong  is  the  true  Church,  and  that 
as  such  she  merits  the  full  support 
of  all  followers  of  Christ.  They 
believe  that  the  right  will  utimately 
triumph,  and  one  way  to  insure 
this  is  to  remain  loyal  in  both 
fair  weather  and  foul.  They  believe 
too,  that  the  best  thing  they  can 
do  with  their  money  is  to  give  it 
to  the  Church,  undesignated,  that 
it  may  be  allocated  by  the  Courts 
of  the  Church  for  the  greatest  good, 
to  the  glory  of  God,  and  in  obedience 
to  Christ.

Org- 
anized as  a  church  in  1793,  Lum- 
ber Bridge  was  the  sixth  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  what  is  now 
Fayetteville  Presbytery,  having 
been  preceded  by  Barbecue,  Bluff 
and  Longstreet  in  1758;  Bethel, 
1776;  andBethesdainl790.  Lumber 
Bridge  had  been  an  established 
preaching  point  at  which  services 
were  regularly  held  for  approxi- 
mately 20  years  before  its  or- 
ganization into  a  church  in  1793. 

Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General 
Secretary  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  preached  and  brought 
an  historical  address.

CHURCH  PROPERTY 
ISSUE  REACHES 
SUPREME  COURT 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  -  With 
Chief  Justice  Earl  Warren  still 
at  the  helm,  the  U,  S.  Supreme 
Court  began  its  new  term  by  hear- 
ing arguments  on  the  constitution- 
ality of  an  Arkansas  law  which  bans 
the  teaching  of  evolution.  Numer- 
ous other  cases  commanding  the 
attention  of  churchmen  are  also  on 
the  docket. 

What  may  be  a  landmark  case  is 
Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.  vs.  Hull 
Memorial  Presbyterian  Church, 
a  complaint  originating  in  Savan- 
nah, Georgia. 

The  Hull  Memorial  congrega- 
tion and  also  that  of  the  Eastern 
Heights  Church  withdrew  from  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.,  claim- 
ing that  the  parent  denomination 
has  abandoned  the  original  tenets 
of  Presbyterian  faith  andpractice. 
The  Supreme  Court  case  names 
only  one  congregation,  but  the  de- 
cision will  apply  to  both. 

LOWER  COURTS 
UPHOLD  COURTS 

The  dissident  congregation 
named  wants  to  retain  possession 
of  the  local  church  property  and 
Georgia  courts  have  ruled  in  its 
favor. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  U.S. 
questions  the  Georgia  court's 
handling  of  what  it  holds  to  be 
purely  ecclesiastical  matters.  To 
decide  in  favor  of  the  dissidents, 
Presbyterian  officials  hold,  is  to 
abridge  the  freedom  of  religion. 
It  also  violates  the  right  of  due 
process  when  it  transfers  church 
property  from  the  demonination  to 
dissident  church  members. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  main- 
tains that  the  dissidents  failed 
to  seek  any  redress  through  ave- 
nues open  to  them  under  Presby- 
terian Church  U.S.  policy.

A  case  appealed  from  an  Ohio 
decision  is  much  like  the  Georgia 
case.

Hampden  -  Sydney,  Va.  -  The

Dr.  Spencer  Inaugurated  At  Davidson 


Davidson,  N.  C.  -  In  a  departure 
from  century  old  traditions.  Dr. 
Samuel  R.  Spencer,  Jr.  was  in- 
stalled as  the  new  president  of 
Davidson  College  in  an  informal 
ceremony  Friday  morning,  Octo- 
ber 11. 

The  installation  took  place  in 
Spencer  Love  Auditorium  and  in- 
volved primarily  trustees,  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  staff  of  the  col- 
lege. There  was  no  academic  pro- 
cession, choral  music  or  other 
"formal  trappings". 

"The  usual  type  of  formal  pres- 
idential inauguration  ceremony  has 
become  an  outworn  anachronism," 
explained  Dr.  Spencer  who  re- 
quested the  simple  ceremony. 
"Given  the  number  of  colleges 
and  universities  in  the  United 
States  today  and  the  relatively 
short  tenure  of  college  presidents. 


there  are  just  too  many  such  oc- 
casions." 

During  the  installation,  the  new 
president  stated  his  general  aims 
for  the  college  in  his  first  major 
public  address  since  taking  Dav- 
idson's helm  on  September  1. 

Dr.  Spencer  has  set  aside  the 
traditional  form  of  inauguration  on 
the  further  grounds  that  they  offer 
nothinj:  new  and  "all  of  them 
require  an  enormous  amount  of 
time,  effort  and'money  whichcould 
better  be  spent  on  more  con- 
structive educational  endeavors." 

He  further  stated  that  most  such 
ceremonies  are  for  the  benefit  of 
"outsiders"  and  that  he  prefers 
to  "emphasize  the  community  as- 
pect of  a  college  like  Davidson." 

Dr.  Spencer  came  to  Davidson 
following  eleven  years  as  pres- 
ident of  Mary  Baldwin  College  at 
Staunton,  Virginia.

The  present  East  Winston  Hos- 
pital a  new  unit  built  in  1939,  was 
named  the  Kate  Bitting  Reynolds 
Memorial  Hospital  in  honor  of 
Mrs.  Reynolds.  It  is  now  being 
rebuilt  and  enlarged.  The  money 
for  the  original  Kate  Bitting  Rey- 
nolds Hospital  was  given  by  her, 
her  husband,  and  the  Duke  Endow- 
ment. 

PHmANTHROPIST  AND  CHURCH 
WOMAN 

Mrs.  Reynolds  is  remembered 
as  a  Christian  philanthropist,  who 
gave  generously  to  her  church.  In 
1927  she ^ave  Peace  College  of  Ral- 
eigh $10,000  for  a  room  which  was 
names  for  Mrs.  Reynolds'  sister, 
an  alumna  of  Peace  College,  Lillie 
Bitting  (Farish).  In  1946  she 
again  favored  Peace  College,  this 
time  with  a  gift  of  $100,000,  left 
in  her  will,  to  endow  the  Chair  of 
Business  Administration, 

Mrs.  Reynolds  also  set  aside 
$400,000  in  her  will  to  be  held 
in  trust,  the  income  from  which 
was  designated  "for  the  mainten- 
ance and  support  of  aged  Presby- 
terian ministers  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina."  Since  the  time 
the  Fund  was  established  to  the 
present,  more  than  $900,000  has 
been  designated  by  the  trustees 
for  annuities  and  more  than  an 
average  of  60  ministers  per  an- 
num have  received  in  excess  of 
$650  per  annum.

A  special  service  at  11:00  A.M. 
Sunday,  September  22,  1968,  mar- 
ked the  high-light  of  the  Sesqui- 
centennial Celebration  of  the  or- 
ganization in  September,  1818, 
of  the  Oxford  Presbyterian  Church 
Oxford,  N.C. 

It  was  with  great  pride  that  the 
present  and  returning  former 
members  celebrated  the  church's 
one  hundred  and  fifty  years  as  a 
part  of  the  Church  Militant.  The 
service  attracted  a  congregation 
that  filled  the  sanctuary  and  over- 
flowed into  the  Sunday  School  as- 
sembly room  opening  into  the  chu- 
rch. Two  Elders  received  at  the 
two  entrances  of  the  church  to 
greet  the  guests:  Henry  B.  Jen- 
nings, Jr.,  and  E.  H.  McFarland, 
Jr.,  were  at  the  right  door  and 
J.  Ward  Boring  and  J.  M.  Baird, 
Jr.,  at  the  left  door.  As  each 
guest  entered  they  were  asked  to 
register.  Mrs.  L.  S.  Bryan  pre- 
sided at  the  Guest  Book  in  the 
right  vestibule  and  Mrs.  J.  Ward 
Boring  in  the  left  vestibule. 

Among  the  many  visitors  and 
former  members  were  men  and 
women  from  afar  who  as  children 
had  worshipped  with  their  par- 
ents in  the  hallowed  walls  of  the 
beautiful  old  church  building  which 
has  been  home  for  the  Oxford 
congregation  for  seventy  -  six 
years,  and  who  returned  with  their 
own  sons  and  daughters  for  the 
glorious  day.  Also  in  the  con- 
gregation were  friends  and  neigh- 
bors from  other  churches  of  the 
community  who  had  come  to  wor- 
ship and  join  in  the  celebration  and 
to  hear  the  native  son  and  distin- 
guished speaker. 

SON  OF  CHURCH  GUEST 
MINISTER 

At  the  service,  presided  over 
by  the  present  pastor,  the  Rev. 
T.  T.  Traynham,  Dr.  William  I. 
Howell,  Jr.,  Associate  Minister 
of  First  Presbyterian  Church,  At- 
lanta, Georgia,  preached  the  ser- 
mon, reading  the  Scripture  Mat- 
thew 5:17-30,  using  as  his  text 
verse  5:20  (RSV):  "For  I  tell  you, 
unless  your  righteousness  exceeds 
that  of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees, 
you  will  never  enter  the  kingdom 
of  heaven,"  The  subject  of  his 
sermon  was  "The  Foundation  of 
the  Future". 

Dr.  Howell's  late  parents  were 
devout  members  and  leaders  of 
the  Oxford  Church  and  it  was 
fitting  that  as  a  son  of  the  church 
he  should  have  been  invited  to 
deliver  the  message  of  the  day. 

Dr.  Howell  is  a  graduate  of  Da- 
vidson College  and  Union  Theolo- 
gical Seminary  and  Presbyterian 
College  conferred  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity  upon  him  at 
the  commencement  in  1960.

HISTORY 

Of  The 

OXFORD  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 
Gilliam  Street 
Oxford,  North  Carolina 


Presbyterianism  in  Granville  County  dates  back  to  pre-Revolutionary  years.  About 
the  year  1754  several  Presbyterian  families  of  distinction,  ability  and  leadership 
moved  from  the  congelations  of  Rev.  Samuel  Davies,  "Presbyterian  apostle  to  Vir- 
ginia, and  most  eloquent  of  Colonial  ministers"  in  Hanover  County,  Vir^nia  and 
settled  along  Grassy  Creek  in  northern  Granville.  Their  old  pastor  remembered  them 
in  their  new  home  and  used  every  effort  to  supply  them  with  the  Gospel.  It  was  througrh 
his  influence  that  the  Revs.  Hugh  McAden,  Gilbert  and  William  Tennant,  outstanding 
ministers  in  the  movement  of  the  Great  Awakening  in  America,  visited  and  preached 
in  the  settlements  of  Granville,  and  that  the  Grassy  Creek  Presbyterian  Church  was 
organized  between  1750-1760,  by  the  Rev.  Gilbert  Tennant  on  the  farm  of  Howell  Lewis 
near  Gela. 

In  1811  the  town  of  Oxford  was  incorporated,  as  was  also  Oxford  Academy  which 
opened  its  doors  in  1814.  From  1812  to  1817  there  were  occasional  sermons  from  the 
ministers  of  different  societies,  and  a  gradual  improvement  in  the  moral  aspect  of  the 
community.  In  1817  several  members,  Thomas  B.  Littlejohn  and  others,  of  the  Grassy 
Creek  Church  who  lived  in  Oxford,  approximately  ten  miles  distant,  resolved  to  organ- 
ize a  church  in  Oxford.  They  united  with  the  trustees  of  the  Academy  in  employing  as 
teacher  and  preacher  Rev.  James  K.  Burch,  from  Philadelphia,  who  remained  only  one 
term  from  June  1817  to  January  1818. 

In  March  1818  Rev.  Shephard  K.  KoUock,  from  Elizabethtown,  New  Jersey,  began 
preaching  at  Shiloh  and  Oxford,  and  in  September  1818  organized  the  Oxford  Presby- 
terian Church  with  nine  members,  two  of  whom,  Thomas  6.  Littlejohn  and  Levi  H. 
McLean,  were  ordained  elders.  For  about  twelve  years  most  of  the  services  were  held 
in  the  Academy.  In  the  meantime,  however,  on  June  18,  1823  "a  consultation  was  held 
at  the  Court  House  on  the  plan  and  size  of  a  Presbyterian  Church  in  this  place."  The 
congregation  at  this  time  numbered  around  twenty-two.  "By  Autumn  of  1825  bricks  for 
the  Oxford  Presbyterian  Church  were  ready  for  burning."  The  church,  made  of  brick 
and  erected  on  the  site  of  our  present  sanctuary,  was  completed  in  1830  during  the 
pastorate  of  the  Rev.  Nehemiah  HI  Harding,  D.D. 

In  1892,  during  the  pastorate  of  Dr.  Joseph  Rennie,  the  present  church  building 
(main  body)  replaced  the  first  structure.  In  1941,  during  the  pastorate  of  the  Rev. 
James  M.  McChesney,  Jr.,  the  Sunday  School  Annex  was  added.  In  1958,  redecoration 
and  renovation  of  the  entire  plant  were  begun  and  completed  in  1959.  These  improvet- 
ments  included  repainting  of  the  interior,  installation  of  stained-glass  windows  and 
new  lighting  fixtures,  construction  of  the  central  outside  entrance,  erection  of  iron 
fire  escape  in  rear  of  the  Sunday  School  building  and  relandscaping  of  the  grounds. 
In  1965  a  new  Casavant  Mechanical-Action  Organ  was  purchased  and  installed  in 
the  sanctuary  in  December,  and  first  used  for  the  Christmas  Communion  Wordiip 
Service  the  night  of  December  24,  1965. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  T.  Traynham,  who  began  his  ministry  among  us  June  20,  1954, 
is  the  thirty-fourth  pastor  to  serve  our  church.  On  January  1,  1968,  our  roll  num- 
bered 244  members,  18  of  whom  are  residents  of  the  Oxford  Masonic  Orphanage.

The  Permanent  Committee  on  the  Minister  and  His  V/ork  convened 
in  Raleigh,  October  10,  with  the  Rev.  James  E.  Fogartie,  Chairman, 
presiding. 

The  Committee  heard  the  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Davis,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  Albemarle  Presbytery,  Greenville,  on  the  "Plan  for  Arranged 
Pastorates"  Mr.  Davis  has  served  on  the  four-synod  committee  which 
has  been  studying  a  plan  for  pastoral  exchanges  for  the  past  twelve 
months.  Other  members  of  the  study  committee  from  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  have  been  R.  Halbert  Webb  of  Kings  Mountain  and 
Felix  0.  Gee  of  Lexington. 


Mr.  T.  J.  Turner  of  Pink  Hill 
was  named  to  succeed  Mr.  Webb 
who  rotated  off  of  the  Synod's 
Committee  at  the  recent  meet- 
ing of  Synod. 

PLAN  EXPLAINED 

Mr.  Davis  presented  a  paper 
entitled  "A  Plan  for  Pastoral 
Exchanges  in  the  Synods  of  Ap- 
palachia.  North  Carolina,  Virgin- 
ia, and  West  Virginia."  The 
paper  was  discussed  at  length. 

The  plan  proposes  a  regional 
committee  on  pastoral  changes 
"composed  of  a  minister  or  elder 
representative  of  each  of  the  par- 
ticipating presbyteries,  to  be  se- 
lected by  the  presbyteries"  and 
"nominated  ordinarily  by  the 
Commission  on  the  Minister  and 
His  Work."  There  are  to  be  an 
equal  number  of  ministers  and 
ruling  elders  serving  on  the  com- 
mittee. 

A  yet  -  to  -  be  determined 
minimum  of  churches  and  minis- 
ters will  be  necessary  to  make 
the  plan  operative,  and  the  '  'num- 
ber required  to  initiate  the  plan 
shall  be  selected  by  the  regional 
committee." 

CENTRAL  OFFICE  AND  STAFF 
"The  regional  committee  shall 
operate  through  an  executive  com- 
ftiittee  and  there  will  be  a  central 
office  adequately  staffed. 

Presbyteries  are  to  agree  to 
participate  in  the  plan  for  a  per- 
iod of  ten  years,  and  similarly 
churches   and  ministers,  though 

Albemarle  Presb5i;ery 
Convenes 

Albemarle  Presbytery  held  its 
159th  Stated  Meeting  at  Presbytery 
Camp,  Newport,  N.C.,  October  8 
with  the  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Davis, 
Moderator,  presiding.  He  suc- 
ceeded the  Rev.  Lawrence  W. 
Avent  who  preached  the  retiring 
Moderator's  sermon  on  the  sub- 
ject, "Religion  that  Irritates," 
based  on  Luke  18:18-30. 

The  Commission  on  the  Minis- 
ter and  His  Work  reported  having 
dissolved  the  pastoral  relations 
between  the  Rev.  J.  Lewis  Baker 
and  the  George  Kirby  Memorial 
Church  of  Goldsboro.  The  calls 
to  Mr.  Baker  from  the  Antioch 
and  Progressive  Churches  were 
found  in  order;  likewise  a  call  from 
the  West  Newbern  Church  to  the 
Rev.  George  Davis  Alexander  of 
Fayetteville  Presbytery. 

The  Moderator  presented  the 
proposed  plan  for  pastoral  chan- 
ges and  the  matter  was  deferred 
to  the  January  meeting.

NEW  BUILDING  DESCRIBED 

The  new  building  will  cost 
approximately  $80,000,  including 
furnishings.  Architect  is  A,  G. 
Odell,  Jr.  and  associates,  Char- 
lotte. 

The  Center  will  replace  a  con- 
verted residence  used  since  St. 
Andrews  opened  in  1961.  It  will 
provide  4,345  square  feet  for  a 
library  of  educational -vocational 
information,  classroom,  three 
counselors'  offices,  audio-visual 
room,  testing  suites,  staff  room 
and  library,  and  administrative 
offices. 

The  North  Carolina  Center  was 
the  first  to  be  organized  when 
Southern  Presbyterians  establish- 
ed an  official  guidance  program 
in  1951.  Originally  the  center  was 
located  on  the  campus  of  Flora  Mc- 
Donald College  at  Red  Springs,  It 
was  moved  to  Laurinburg  in  1961 
when  Flora  MacDonald  and  Pres- 
byterian Junior  College  were  mer- 
ged to  form  St.  Andrews  Pres- 
byterian College. 

The  Center  now  serves  more 
than  1,000  high  school  and  college 
students  and  adults  each  year.  High 
school  students  begin  a  program 
of  study  at  local  churches  before 
coming  to  the  Center  for  an  in- 
tensive two-day  program  of  test- 
ing and  counseling.  The  work  is 
coordinated  with  that  of  public 
school  counselors  and  includes  a 
follow-up  program  of  local  chur- 
ches. The  Center  is  approved  by 
the  American  Board  of  Counseling 
Services,  Inc. 

The  ground  breaking  culminates 
a  four-year  fund-raising  effort  by 
interested  individuals  and  chur- 
ches. The  Women  of  t'c.c  Church 
of  the  Synod  have  provided  $5,000 
for  furnishings  for  the  new  Center.

Dr.  William  H.  Kadel,  Executive

COMMITTEE  FUNCTIONS 
DETAILED 

The  functions  of  the  Committee 
are  "to  cooperate  with  the  official 
Boards  and  Directors  of  the  se- 
veral Homes  of  the  Synod;  to  pro- 
mote the  program  and  work  of  these 
institutions  within  the  bounds  of 
of  Synod;  to  receive  the  reports  of 
these  institutions,  studying  all  the 
problems  involved  in  their  work; 
and  to  report  upon  them  to  Synod, 
making  necessary  recommenda-. 
tions. 

SPECIALIST  COUNSELS 
COMMITTEE 

Synod  assigned  the  Committee 
its  first  major  task  by  adopting 
a  recommendation  of  the  Synod's 
Council,  to  wit: 

"That  the  new  Executive  Com- 
mittee on  Homes  shall  make  a  study 
of  the  Program  of  Work  of  the 
Home,  under  Synod  control,  us- 
ing the  resources  of  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries  to  assist  in 
the  program  of  study." 

Gordon  A,  Hanson,  Secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Service  of  the 
Board  of  National  Ministries,  At- 
lanta, Georgia  was  introduced,  fol- 
lowing which  he  addressed  the 
Committee  informally  on  the  gen  - 
eral  theme  of  a  ministry  to  peo- 
ple, stressing  the  importance  of 
philosophy,  objectives,  and  means 
of  implementation  of  these. 

ACTIONS  FOLLOW 

After  full  discussion  of  the  mat- 
ters before  the  Committee,  the 
following  action  was  taken: 


"Pursuant  to  the  action  of  Sy- 
nod and  an  action  by  the  General 
Assembly  urging  Synods,  Pres- 
byteries and  local  churches  or 
groups  of  local  churches  to  ex- 
pand or  create  institutions  or 
services  to  children  and  for  a- 
dults,  the  Committee  goes  on 
record  as  approving  of  an  in- 
depth  study  of  the  present  insti- 
tutions in  respect  to  what  they 
currently  enunciate  and  are 
practicing  in  their  programs  of " 
work;  ascertainii^  from  the  ifl- 
stitutions  their  understanding  of 
their  role  as  agents  of  the  Sy- 
nod; raising  questions  as  to  the 
role  being  played  by  these  agen- 
cies; stressing  numerous  areas 
to  be  covered  in  a  long-range 
planning  prc^ram  such  as 
homes  for  the  aging,  children's 
homes,  and  various  other  types 
of  homes  such  as  for  the  phy- 
sically handicapped,  the  men- 
tally retarded,  nursing  homes, 
et  al;  ascertaining  from  com- 
petent counsel  in  the  field  of 
research  the  cost  of  undertaking 
the  research-study;  and  re- 
questing the  Board  of  National 
Ministries  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  assistance 
in  a  study  in  depth  by  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  look- 
ing toward  the  development  of 
a  program  of  total  care  for 
children  and  adults  with  special 
needs." 

The  Committee  approved  of  the 
Chairman  making  arrangements 
for  members  to  join  him  in  visit- 
ing the  Homes  of  the  Synod  in 
order  that  the  members  of  the 
Committee  might  become  better 
acquainted  with  the  program  and 
work  of  the  home.

Dr.  Warren  is  not  a  money  rais- 
er in  the  sense  that  he  directs 
campaign  to  raise  funds  for  build- 
ing programs;  however,  through 
teaching,  counselling,  preaching, 
and  prayer,  he  successfully  leads 
entire  congregaticais  into  a  reali- 
zation of  the  meaning  of  steward- 
ship, and  leads  whole  congrega- 
tions not  only  to  rededicate  them- 
selves more  completely  to  God  and 
the  Church,  but  also  as  a  by-pro- 
duct leads  the  churches  in  doubling 
and  even  tripling  their  contribu- 
tions to  the  Church. 

His  work  is  abiding  since  the 
results  are  permanent.  Churches 
are  revived  spiritually  and  this 
leads  to  greater  stewardship. 

STEWARDSHIP  FOUNDATION 

So  convinced  have  a  group  of 
laymen  in  North  Carolina  become 
that  Dr.  Warren's  work  is  effec- 
tive that  they  have  established  a 
Foundation  to  underwrite  his  pro- 
gram of  work.  The  Foundation  has 
its  headquarters  in  Charlotte  but 
laymen  from  all  over  the  General 
Assembly  are  backing  the  pro- 
gram. 

A  number  of  churches  in  North 
Carolina  have  successfully  used 
Mr.  Warren,  including  Old  Bethes- 
da  at  Aberdeen  where  former  Spea- 
ker of  the  House,  H.  Clifton  Blue, 
is  a  member.  Mr.  Blue  is  one  of 
the  staunchest  supporters.

NECROLOGY 

Rev.  SpencerBaker  (1880-1968), 
88,  Retired  Presbyterian  Minister 
from  Kannapolis,  N.C.  and  a  mem- 
ber of  Concord  Presbytery,  died 
September  20, 1968  at  a  local  nurs- 
ing home.  He  had  been  declining 
health  for  about  a  year. 

Mr.  Baker  was  born  in  Wells, 
Minnesota  January  27,  1880,  the 
son  of  Hezekiah  B.  and  Elsia 
Herring  Baker.  He  was  a  Grad- 
uate of  the  Bible  Institute  of  Iowa 
and  was  ordained  as  a  minister 
in  the  Society  of  Friends  Church 
in  1903.  In  1915  he  became  a  minis- 
ter in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.A.  In  1948,  he  was  caUed  to 
be  Pastor  of  the  Second  Presby- 
terian Church,  Kannapolis,  N.C., 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 
where  he  served  until  his  retire- 
ment in  1952.  Since  his  retirement 
he  has  served  as  supply  minister 
in  a  number  of  churches  of  the 
Kannapolis  area. 

Mr.  Baker  is  survived  by  his 
wife,  Mrs.  Beulah  A.  Mendenhall 
Baker;  a  son.  Dr.  David  Baker 
of  St.  David,  Pennsylvania;  a  bro- 
ther. Rev.  Walter  Baker  of  Mont- 
icello,  Illinois;  and  six  grandchil- 
dren.

—  The  development  of  the  "Sun- 
day School  of  the  Air"  network  in 
North  Carolina  to  include  35  radio 
stations,  and  the  assumption  of 
weekly  production  of  the  program, 
which  features  ministers  of  Synod. 

—The  establishment  of  "News 
of  the  Church",  a  weekly  televis- 
ion newscast,  now  seen  over  10 
stations  each  week. 

--  The  promotion  of  the  "Pro- 
,  ject  150' '  radio  and  television  pro- 
grams which  attracted  a  cumu- 
lative audience  of  more  than  2 
million  during  1963,  Synod's  ses- 
quicentennial  year. 

—  The  bringing  into  North  Ca- 
rolina and  placing  of  nationally 
produced  religious  broadcast  ma- 
terial such  as  the  unusual  Stan 
Freberg  radio-tv  spots  ,  the  Ge- 
neral Assembly's  "Come  Blow 
Your  Horn"  jazz  special,  and  do- 
zens of  other  programs,  spots  and 
specials  such  as  the  "Davey  and 
Goliath"  children's  programs. 

—  As  a  result  of  the  experience 
of  the  North  Carolina  TRAV  office. 
Assembly's  TRAV  has  adopted  a 
policy  of  encouraging  other  Synods 
to  do  likewise.  The  Synod  of  Vir- 
ginia is  now  preparing  to  open  a 
TRAV  office. 


congregation  was  a  small  wooden 
building  located  on  Williams 
Street.  In  1873  a  second  church 
building  was  erected  on  Brecken- 
ridge  Street  near  the  present  Em- 
bassy Building.  An  item  of  in- 
terest is  that  the  Superior  Court 
of  Vance  County  met  in  this  build- 
ing in  1881. 

The  present  location  was  the 
site  of  a  brick  church  building 
(1881)  to  which  was  added  a  Sun- 
day School  assembly  room  in  1900. 
In  1929  during  the  ministry  of  the 
Rev.  William  Cummings,  the  old 
building  was  replaced  by  the  pre- 
sent sanctuary  and  adjoining  Sun- 
day School  Room.  A  contribu- 
tion of  $10,000  by  J.  Bailey  Owens 
gave  impetus  to  the  building  fund. 
The  total  cost  of  the  church  was 
$60,000. 

The  pews  in  the  old  church  were 
of  solid  walnut  secured  from  the 
farm  of  Samuel  Watkins  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  committee  to 
secure  the  pews  was  R.  C.  Gary. 
The  present  pulpit  furniture  was 
given  by  Mrs.  John  D.  Cooper, 
Sr.  as  a  memorial  to  her  brother- 
in-law,  James  C.  Cooper,  Jr.  a 
former  ruling  elder  who  died  in 
1920. 

PERIOD  OF  EXPANSION 

Beginning  in  1955,  the  church 
undertook  a  program  of  expan- 
sion which  culminated  in  the  ere- 
ction of  the  fellowshio  hall,  church 
offices,  and  Sunday  School  rooms, 
built  in  1960  at  a  cost  of  $168,000.' 

The  organ  of  the  church  replaced 
an  older  one  and  was  installed 
during  1968.  An  original  gift  of 
$8,500  by  ruling  elder  A.  H.  Mc- 
Neny,  as  a  memorial  to  his  wife, 
Mrs.  Pauline  H.  McNeny,  served 
as  an  inspiration  and  challenge  to 
others  to  make  possible  the  new 
organ  which  was  dedicated  Octo- 
ber 6,  in  an  Inagural  Recital  by 
Mrs.  Mildred  Hendrix,  organist 
at  Duke  University  from  1944  to 
early  in  1968. 

The  organ  is  an  Aeolian-Skin- 
ner product. 

The  Presbytery  of  Granville  met 
in  the  Henderson  Church  on  Oct- 
ober 15,  1968  to  commemorate 
the  centennial  anniversary.

OLDEST  SEMINARY 

In  coming  to  Union  Seminary, 
Dr.  Stair  becomes  President  of 
the  oldest  and  largest  of  the  four 
seminaries  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States.  Fou- 
nded in  1812,  Union  Seminary  has 
been  located  in  suburban  Rich- 
mond since  1898  and  today  num- 
bers among  its  alumni  more  than 
one-half  of  the  ordained  ministry 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
as  well  as  hundreds  of  ministers 
of  other  denominations.  This  year 
348  students  are  enrolled  at  Union 
Seminary,  an  increase  of  43  over 
last  year,  and  are  pursuing  train- 
ing leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Di- 
vinity, Mastor  of  Theology,  Mas- 
ter of  Sacred  Theology,  and  Doc- 
tor of  Theology  degrees.  A  large 
percentage  of  the  students  antici- 
pate careers  as  pastoral  minis- 
ters following  their  graduation. 

Dr.  Stair  becomes  the  fourth 
President  of  Union  Seminary  and 
succeeds  the  late  Dr.  James  A, 
Jones  who  died  in  November,  1966. 
Dr.  Stair  is  a  native  of  Knoxville, 
as  is  his  wife,  and  received  his 
education  at  Davidson  College, 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia,  and  the  University  of 
Edinburgh,  Scotland.  Following 
his  graduation  at  Union  Seminary 
he  served  for  five  years  as  Assis- 
tant to  Seminary  President  Ben 
R.  Lacy,  then  was  called  as  minis- 
ter of  the  First  Presbyterian  Chu- 
rch of  Hickory,  North  Carolina. 
He  returned  to  Richmond  to  as- 
sume the  Seminary  presidency  af- 
ter having  served  eight  years  as 
minister  of  the  Central  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Atlanta.  During 
that  time  he  earned  wide  recog- 
nition for  his  leadership  in  a  crea- 
tive ministry  to  the  large  urban 
congregation.

"We  believe  that  this 
proposed  union  will  strengthen 
the  work  and  witness  of  both  ch- 
urches .  .  .  together  we  will 
have  broader  horizons,  greater 
strength  and  a  wider  outreach 
than  is  possible  for  either  of  us 
alone  .  .  ." 

If  the  presbyteries  and  classes 
approve  the  plan,  the  final  action 
will  be  left  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  the  General  Synod  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  when  they  meet 
in  1969.

Atlanta  --  (PN)  --  The  Modera- 
tor of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.,  Dr.  Patrick  D.  Miller  of  At- 
lanta, recently  sounded  a  call  for 
denominational  unity  in  order  to 
hold  the  loyalty  of  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  the  members  who  "are 
puzzled"  by  the  activities  of  "two 
small  groups  at  each  extreme". 

Dr.  Miller  made  the  appeal  be- 
fore the  General  Council,  which 
met  early  in  September.  The  two 
groups  referred  to  are  conserva- 
tive Concerned  Presbyterians,  Inc. 
and  former  members  of  the  Liber- 
al Fellowship  of  Concern. 

DISBANDED  -  REORGANIZED 

The  Fellowship  disbanded  last 
May,  but  in  July  a  group  of  for- 
mer members  inaugurated  another 
movement,  which  includes  the  son 
of  Dr.  Miller,  the  Rev.  Patrick 
D.  Miller  of  Richmond,  Virginia. 
In  spite  of  this,  Dr.  Miller  stated 
that  the  movements  of  both  groups 
are  "a  disservice"  to  the  Church. 
He  added  that  "at  least  60%  of  our 
membership  wants  to  do  what's 
right,  but  they  are  puzzled". 

AFFECTS  BENEVOLENCES 

Dr.  Miller  further  observed  that 
division  has  a  bearing  on  church 
finances. 

A  report  by  the  Budget  and  Ste- 
wardship Committee  of  the  As- 
sembly showed  that  contributions 
toward  the  1968  benevolence  budget 
of  $8.9  million  is  nearly  a  half 
million  dollars  below  the  amount 
given  through  September  10,  1967.

STAIR  GIVES  INAUGURAL 
ADDRESS  AT  UNION  SEMINARY 

November  14,  1968  -  The  Inauguration  of  Fred  Rogers  Stair,  Jr., 
as  the  fourth  president  in  the  154-year  history  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia,  came  as  the  climax  in  a  day  of  events  to  cele- 
brate the  occasion  on  November  9,  1968.  Dr.  Stair  addressed  more 
than  650  persons  who  attended  the  ceremony  in  Ginter  Park  Presby- 
terial  Church,  including  135  representatives  of  institutions  of  higher 
education,  seminaries,  distinguished  guests,  and  friends. 
In  his  Inaugural  Address,  Dr.  '  


Stair  said  that  "the  students  are 
to  me  the  most  exciting  part  of 
the  Seminary  and  the  faculty  is  the 
most  important  part."  The  stu- 
dents "desire  to  do  something 
with  their  lives,"  and  they  seek  a 
faith  which  can  be  understood  and 
"applied  in  action,"  he  observed. 
For  this  reason.  Dr.  Stair  said, 
there  will  be  more  interchange  be- 
tween theology  and  the  other  sci- 
ences at  Union. 

"SPIRITUAL  CERTAINTY" 

"hi  our  affluent  nation,"  said 
Stair,  "there  is  admittedly  a  loss 
of  spiritual  certainty,  a  crisis  of 
belief."  The  seminary  must, 
therefore,  accept  a  responsibility 
to  speak  to  the  basic  problems  of 
our  time  which  "have  once  again 
become  theological,"  for  it  is  only 
through  believing  m  Jesus  that 
"man  has  an  identity  arid  a  mis- 
sion in  life." 

He  continued  that  the  seminary 
has  a  further  responsibility  "to 
articulate  about  the  world,  in  the 
world,  to  the  world.

Convenes 

On  October  15,  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery  met  in  its  261st  Sta- 
ted Session  in  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  Hamlet,  The  open- 
ing Worship  Service  was  led  by 
the  Retiring  Moderator,  Reverend 
Jc!in  M.  Handley,  Pastor  of  the 
Huntersville  Church.  The  Sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  ad-

LOW  INCOME  HOUSING 
CONSIDERED 

The  approximately  250  com- 
missioners heard  Mr.  C.P. 
Robinson,  Jr.,  a  Greensboro  buil- 
der, explain  federal  housing  legis- 
lation that  authorizes  a  non-profit 
organization  to  sponsor  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  low-cost 
housing  units.  He  said  that  1968 
legislation  makes  it  possible  for 
a  non-profit  sponsor,  such  as  a 
church,  to  obtain  100%  long-term 
financing  for  the  housing  at  1% 
interest. 

The  builder  pointed  out  to  chur- 
chmen that  they  could  serve  their 
communities  by  providing  "safe, 
decent  and  sanitary  housing  for 
low-income  families.  .  .  and,  at 
the  same  time,  develop  for  their 
churches  income  -  producing  in- 
vestments". No  action  was  taken 
on  Robinson's  report. 

MISSIONS  PROGRAM  STUDIED 

Appointment  of  a  "task  force" 
headed  by  the  Rev.  James  E.  For- 
gartie.  Minister  of  the  Myers  Park 
Church,  to  "look  at  our  ministries 
and  see  how  well  we  are  minis- 
tering" was  announced.  The  Com- 
mittee will  attempt  to  set  prior- 
ities among  the  various  forms  of 
ministry.

In  1868  the  Seminary  Presby- 
terian Church  was  organized  by 
Fayetteville  Presbytery,  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Rev.  S.  H.  Isler. 

The  following  were  charter 
members:  Brian  Bender,  Jr., 
Lucy  Holland,  Tolson  Bender,  Is- 
aac H,  Barrus,  Delia  Koonce  Bar- 
rus,  Reuben  H.  White,  Thomas  R, 
Lee,  J.  N.  Foscue,  and  John  Hall, 

On  September  28,  1869,  J  .  N, 
Foscue,  John  Hall,  and  Bryan 
Bender,  Jr..  acting  as  Trustees  of 


the  church,  bought  for  the  sum  of 
$5.00  one  acre  of  land  from  Cyrus 
Foscue.  This  property  is  located 
on  the  old  "Beaufort  Road",  or  Is- 
land Creek  Road,  as  it  is  now  called 
and  is  directly  in  front  of  the  Elmer 
Whaley  House.  A  large  two-story 
building  was  erected  upon  this  land 
and  was  used  both  as  a  church  and 
a  school  -  house.  On  September 
26,  1892  the  church  lot  and  build- 
ing were  sold  and  the  building  was 
torn  down  shortly  thereafter. 

NAME  OF  CHURCH  CHANGED 
The  congregation  of  the  Semin- 
ary Church  moved  to  their  new 
sanctuary  in  PoUocksville,  at 
which  time  the  name  of  the  church 
was  changed  from  Seminary  Pres- 
byterian Church  to  the  PoUocks- 
ville Presbyterian  Church. 

Services  in  the  present  sanct- 
uary were  begun  in  1892  and  have 
been  continuous  to  the  present  day, 
a  total  of  76  years.  In  1940  the 
first  major  changes  were  made  in 
the  sanctuary,  and  the  present 
pews  were  divided  in  the  center 
to  provide  for  the  main  aisle  of 
the  sanctuary.  The  pews  are  the 
original  ones  from  the  historically 
famous  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  New  Bern. 

RECENT  PROGRESS 

In  March,  1946  the  congregation 
purchased  the  present  manse  and 
additional  land  adjoining  the 
church.  The  sanctuary  of  the  chu- 
rch was  remodeled  in  1948-1950  and 
a  Baldwin  organ  was  installed  in 
1951  in  memory  of  the  late  Mrs, 
J,R.  Phipps,  Director  of  Music 
in  the  church  for  28  years,  and 
wife  of  a  former  pastor  of  the 
church,  now  deceased.  The  piano 
is  a  memorial  to  Mrs.  Herman 
Parker.

Where  will  42  Laotian  students 
in  America,  2,200  German,  and 
230  Sudanese  go  to  spend  their 
Christmas  holidays  this  year?  Ma- 
ny of  them  won't  go  anywhere.  Like 
far  too  many  other  international 
students  here  in  the  states,  they 
will  spend  their  time  idling  in  va- 
cant dorms  and  roaming  deserted 
campuses. 

Longing  to  find  out  whether  their 
preconceived  notions  about  Ameri- 
ca are  true  -  is  it,  in  fact,  a 
free,  generous  land,  or  tense,  with- 
drawn and  out  for  the  dollar  -  these 
young  men  and  women  will  have  no 
opportunity  for  discovery.  They 
will  know  nothing  but  college  life 
until  and  unless  they  are  invited 
to  see  our  grass  roots. 

HOW  IT  ALL  BEGAN 

This  is  the  reason  an  emergii^ 
program  known  as  Christmas 
International  House  is  so  impor- 
tant. It  began  three  years  ago  at 
a  Presbyterian  Church  in  West 
Virginia.  Members  of  the  church 
decided  to  extend  a  hospitable 
hand  to  some  of  these  lonely  stu- 
dents. For  two  weeks,  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Huntington 
hosted  180  students  from  43  coun- 
tries. They  came  from  40  uni- 
versities. 

The  students  lived  in  the  educa- 
tional building  of  the  church.  Cots 
were  set  up  in  rooms  that  had 
blackboards  and  Bible  verses  on 
the  walls.  Linens  and  typewriters 
and  games  were  rounded  up  from 
^/ar:.ous  sources.  Students  ate 
their  evening  meals  in  the  homes 
of  the  members  of  the  church.  It 
would  be  hard  to  say  who  enjoyed 
the  experiment  more,  the  host  or 
the  guests. 

FIRST  CHURCH,  CHARLOTTE 

The  next  year,  six  more  chur- 
ches, including  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Charlotte,  turned  them- 
selves into  International  Houses 
during  the  holidays.  This  Christ- 
mas 18  churches  will  take  part. 
Although  the  program  began  in  a 
Presbyterian  Church,  it  is  now 
interdenominational  and  inter- 
faith  in  scope.  And  students  who 
are  adherents  of  any  faith  or  who 
lay  claim  to  no  faith  are  welcomed. 

First  Church  of  Charlotte  is 
again  participating  in  the  Inter- 
national House  program.

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HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 
ENTERTAINED 
ON  TOUR 

The  Second  Annual  Tour  of  the 
North  Carolina  Presbyterian  His- 
torical Society  was  held  in  Greens- 
boro on  October  23,  More  than 
60  persons  were  in  attendance 
during  the  day. 

The  tour  originated  at  the  Ala- 
mance Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
morning  where  the  members  and 
guests  registered.  The  Rev.  W. 
Lowry  McBath,  minister  of  the 
Alamance  Church,  welcomed  the 
members  of  the  tour  and  gave  a 
brief  lecture  on  the  history  of  the 
church,  following  which  he  con- 
ducted the  touring  party  over  the 
church  grounds,  including  the  ce- 
metery where  a  number  of  pro- 
minent Presbyterians  have  been 
buried.  The  site  of  the  famous  old 
"Yellow  Church"  where  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  was  organized 
in  1813,  was  pointed  out,  as  well  as 
the  stone  marker  commemorating 
that  event  and  the  Centennial 
meeting  of  Synod  in  1913.

Charlotte,  N,  C.  -  Dr.  Edwin 
R,  Walker,  chancellor  and  for- 
mer president  of  Queens  College 
since  1954,  will  retire  January  1, 
1969  from  the  chancellor's  post. 

His  retirement,  made  at  his 
own  request,  was  accepted  "with 
regret"  by  the  college's  Board  of 
Trustees  which  met  October  29. 
Announcement  of  the  retirement 
was  made  by  C.  P.  Street,  Chair- 
man of  the  Board. 

Dr.  Walker  became  president  of 
Queens  in  1954  and  served  in  that 
capacity  until  August,  1965  when 

he  was  elected  ChanceHor  and  act- 
ing president,  both  of  which  offices 
he  held  until  June,  1967  when  Dr. 
John  E.  Smylie  became  president 
of  the  college. 

PORTRAIT  PAINTED 

Dr.  Walker  has  been  on  leave 
of  absence  this  year  during  which 
he  and  Mrs.  Walker  visited  Spain 
for  several  months.  While  in  Spain, 
artist  Richard  Sargent  painted  Dr. 
Walker's  portrait  which  has  been 
hung  in  the  Board  of  Trustees 
meeting  room  at  Queens. 

Mr.  Street  pointed  out  that  "un- 
der Dr.  Walker's  leadership, 
Queens  prospered  in  both  aca- 
demic aiid  building  programs,  rie 
increased  income,  endowments  and 
physical  assets  while  drawingable 
students  and  outstanding  faculty 
members  to  the  campus.  The  con- 
tinued growth  and  development  of 
Queens  College  as  an  outstanding 
institution  of  higher  learning  in 
large  measure  reflects  the  dedi- 


cated and  effective  leadership  of 
Dr.  Walker." 

GROWTH  UNDER  WALKER'S 
LEADERSHIP 

During  Dr.  Walker's  presidency, 
the  student  -  body  of  the  college 
grew  from  451  to  853  and  annual 
graduates  increased  from  70  to  137. 
He  enlarged  the  faculty  from  38  to 
70  and  tripled  faculty  salaries  and 
l)enefits.  The  annual  budget  under 
his  leadership  grew  from  $484,000 
to  $2,120,000  and  endowment 
increased  from  $537,000  to 
$3,146,000. 

Also  under  his  leadership,  the 
college  built  or  acquired  ten  aca- 
demic and  residence  buildings, 
an  infirmary,  sorority  lodges,  and 
maintenance  shops,  and  renovated 
three  other  buildings.  Physical 
assets  in  creased  from  $2,030,000 
to  $9,131,000. 

NATIVE  OF  TEXAS 

A  native  of  Texas,  Dr.  Walker 
received  his  B.  A.  degree  from 
Southwestern  University  in  Texas, 
his  B.  D.  degree  from  Vanderbilt 
University,  and  his  Ph.  D.  degree 
in  philosophy  from  the  University 
of  Chicago,  He  also  received  the 
honorary  LL,  D,  degree  from 
Southwestern. 

Dr.  Walker  came  to  Queens  from 
Rollins  College,  Winter  Park,  Fla. 
where  he  was  dean.  Earlier  he  had 
been  dean  of  the  College  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  at  Florida  State  Uni- 
versity and  a  faculty  member  at  the 
University  of  Colorado  and  C8cla- 
homa  A&M.

ANNIVERSARY 
CELEBRATED 

On  Sunday,  October  27,the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Maxton 
celebrated  its  90th  anniversary 
and  Homecoming.

(Mack's  Town)  and  the  name  of 
the  young  church  was  duly  changed. 
In  1906,  the  present  church  build- 
ing was  completed  at  a  cost  of 
$16,000  to  replace  the  small  frame 
building  used  for  early  services  on 
the  same  site.  Atwo-story  educa- 
tion building  was  added  to  the  chu- 
rch in  1938,  and  the  sanctuary  was 
completely  remodeled  in  1949  fol- 
lowing a  fire. 

In  connection  with  the  Homecom- 
ing, all  former  ministers,  summer 
assistants,  and  sons  and  daughters 
of  the  Church  in  full-time  Chris- 
tion  service  were  requested  to  fur- 
nish pictures,  which  were  framed 
and  displayed  for  the.  first  time.

Board  Gives  Confidence 
Vote 

Atlanta- PM— -The  Board  of 
National  Ministries  recently  met 
here  and  unanimously  voiced  ap- 
preciation for  its  Executive  Sec- 
retary and  staff  following  a  three- 
hour  discussion  on  the  unrest  in 
the  Church. 

The  resolution  of  commendation 
referred  to  "growing  appreciation 
for  the  strong,  imaginative,  pro- 
gressive leadership  provided  by 
its  Executive  Secretary,  Dr.  John 
Anderson,  and  for  its  dedicated 
and  talented  staff  who  singly  and 
together  give  direction  to  and  sup- 
port for  the  vitally  Important  work 
entrusted  to  this  Board". 

NEW  WAYS  -  NEW  DAYS 

The  resolution  went  on  to  ex- 
press regret  that  "some  persons 
do  not  see  the  need  of  new  ways 
for  the  new  days  in  which  we  are 
living;  that  some  have  misrepre- 
sented, some  have  misunderstood, 
and  some  have  opposed  what  the 
Board  has  done,  and  is  now  seeking 
to  do". 

The  resolution  further  express- 
ed belief  that  the  General  Assem- 
bly and  the  Church  as  a  whole 
have  approved  of  the  program  of 
the  Board  and  added  that  the  Board 
"accepts  responsibility  for  the 
policies  and  practices  which  have 
been  followed". 

The  Board  by  way  of  recommen- 
dation to  the  Assembly  will  ask 
that  local  ministers  and  churches 
"participate  in  Christian  witness 
through  their  vocations  and  their 
mutual  interests  with  the  ethnic 
and  the  poor". 

TO  UPGRADE  STANDARDS 

Another  recommendation  will 
ask  the  Assembly  to  approve  of 
upgraded  standards  for  homes  for 
the  aged  and  for  children's  homes. 

The  Board  learned  that  there  are 
84  Presbyterian  U.  S.  Chaplains 
now  serving  in  the  Armed  Forces, 
more  than  50%  of  whom  are  pre- 
sently on  overseas  duty. 

A  resolution  and  dinner  honoring 
Hal  E.  Hyde,  Consultant  in  Survey 
and  Church  Location  for  the  past 
18  years,  were  a  part  of  the  agenda, 
Mr.  Hyde  retires  December  31. 


Youth  Hold  Fall  Rally 

On  November  2-3,  the  10th-12th 
grade  students  from  Wilmington 
Presbytery  met  at  Camp  Kirk- 
wood,  the  Presbytery's  Camp,  for 
their  annual  fall  rally.  The  theme 
of  the  rally  was  "Christ  in  a 
Black  and  White  World",  designed 
to  bring  some  of  the  issues  of  the 
racial  crisis  irito  a  Christian  per- 
spective.

Action  On  Boundaries 
Reconsidered 

Decatur,  Ga.  —  The  Synod  of 
Georgia  in  a  called  meeting  in 
mid-September  rescinded  an  ear- 
lier action,  realigning  its  Pres- 
byteries, and  then  sent  the  matter 
back  to  an  ad  interim  committee 
for  further  study. 

At  its  stated  meeting  last  May, 
the  Synod  reduced  the  number  of 
Presbyteries  from  six  to  three 
in  a  close  vote. 

Arguments  opposing  realign- 
ment noted  the  longer  distances 
in  travel  for  meetings  of  Presby- 
teries and  committees.  Oppon- 
ents also  noted  that  the  General 
Assembly  has  an  Ad  Interim  Com- 
mittee at  work  on  restructering 
Presbytery  and  Synod  boundaries. 


MEMORIAL  FOUNTAIN 
PRESENTED 

A  memorial  fountain  and  sur- 
rounding landscape,  recently  pre- 
sented to  the  Hawfields  Presby- 
terian Church,  Mebane,  in  memory 
of  the  late  Lt.  (j.g.)  Jack  Barnes, 
has  been  dedicated  in  a  special 
service  at  the  Church. 

The  memorial  was  presented 
by  George  Bason,  Jr.  of  Swep- 
sonville  in  memory  of  his  close 
friend,  Lt.  Barnes,  a  flight  in- 
structor at  the  Naval  Base  in 
Pensacola,  Florida.  While  on  duty 
instructing  students,  Barnes  was 
killed  in  a  plane  crash  in  Pen- 
sacola in  September,  1965. 

The  friendship  between  the  two 
young  men  began  in  school  and 
continued  after  their  graduation. 
Both  of-  them,  were  active -in  the 
Youth  Fellowship  at  Hawfields  Ch- 
urch. 

Taking  part  in  the  Dedicatory 
Service  were  the  Rev.  Ralph  Bu- 
chanan of  Anderson,  S.C.,  who 
was  Pastor  of  the  Hawfields  Ch- 
urch during  the  time  when  the 
two  young  men  were  active;  Rev. 
Don  Campbell,  the  present  Minis- 
ter of  the  Church;  Mrs.  Joyce 
Barnes  of  Eugene,  Oregon,  Lt. 
Barnes'  widow,  and  their  daughter, 
Jennifer;  and  Mrs.  George  F. 
Houck  of  Fayetteville,  a  former 
DCE  of  the  Church. 

Mr.  Buchanan  said  that  because 
of  Mr.  Bason's  decision  to  present 
the  memorial  gift  to  the  church, 
"it  will  stand  as  a  monument  to 
the  friendship,  fellowship,  cjid  love 
of  man  for  man  in  the  true  spirit 
of  Christianity". 
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Galatia  Presbyterian  Church 
1825-1925 


The  Galatia  Presbyterian  Ch- 
urch near  Fayetteville  was  or- 
ganized, as  far  as  evidence  is 
available,  in  the  year  1825.  Actu- 
ally the  first  reference  to  the 
Church  in  the  Minutes  of  Faye- 
tteville Presbytery  occurs  for 
November  7,  1829,  where  it  is 
recorded:  "A  petition  from  the 
newlyformed  church  of  Galatia, 
praying  to  be  received  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Presbytery  was 
presented  and  read ..." 

ORGANIZED  BY  McDIARMID 

The  record  indicates  that  the 
Church  was  independently  organ- 
ized and  doubtless  by  the  Rev. 
"Angus  ^IcDiarmid  who  was  for  a 
number  of  years  persona  non  grata 
with  Orange  and  Fayetteville  Pres- 
byteries. Mr.  McDiarmid  was 
deposed  by  Orange  Presbytery 
about  1800  and  was  not  finally 
restored  to  the  ministry  until  1821, 
Accordin",  to  the  Rev.  R.A,  Mc- 
Leod,  paotor  of  the  Galatia  Church 
from  1913  to  1926,  and  author  of 
the  first  history  of  the  church, 
old  Longstreet  Church,  which  was 
organized  in  1758,  and  which  had 
been  on  the  roll  of  Orange  Pres- 
bytery, does  not  appear  on  the  roll 
of  Fayetteville  Presbytery  until 
April  5,  1822,  a  year  after  Mr. 
McDiarmid  was  restored  to  the 
ministry.  He  was  pastor  of  the 
Longstreet  Church.  Apparently  he 
had  preached  in  the  Galatia  Church 
community  for  some  years. 

PREACHED  UNDER  SHELTER 

Preaching  was  first  held  at  the 
"shelter",  located  across  Stewart 
Creek  near  the  home  of  Mr.  Gilbert 
Carmichael,  a  ruling  elder  in  the 
Longstreet  Church  and  close  friend 
of  Mr,  McDiarmid.  The  site  of  the 
shelter  is  about  one  mile  south- 
west of  the  present  church. 

It  seems  that  Mr.  Gilbert  Car- 
michael was  a  leader  in  gettuig 
the  work  started  at  Galatia.

In  fact,  all  of  our  educational  in- 
stitutions must  be  more  concerned 
with  our  communities  and  with  our 
society"  which  is  filled  with 
"people  who  need  people," 

"SENSE  OF  FUTURE" 

Dr.  Stair  recognized  that  "we 
seem  to  have  lost  the  sense  of  the 
future,  so  concerned  are  we  with 
the  past"  and  said  that  it  was  the 
seminary's  respor/sibility  "in  this 
breathless  modern  life"  to  arti- 
culate about  the  future  -  "to  affirm 
the  eternal." 

"The  Church  -  thf  distinctive 
community  of  God's  children" 
must  also  be  the  concern  of  the 
Seminary.  Though  it  "has  been 
often  marred  by  its  history,  bat- 
tered by  wars,  weakened  by  divi- 
sion, never  without  its  critics," 
it  ic  yet  a  "foretaste  of  the  future." 

Dr.  Stair  concluded  that  the  Se- 
minary has  a  responsibility  "to 
demonstrate  a  style  of  life."  We, 
as  was  the  early  Church,  must  be 
"like  frontiersmen,  open  and  free, 
vigorous  and  joyous,  walking  by 
faith,  facing  the  future  with  hope, 
living  by  the  royal  laws  of  love 
and  liberty."  The  church  today 
finds  the  "frontier  for  this  style 
of  life.  .  .  here  at  the  Seminary 
ar  1  there  in  the  parish,  the  par- 
ishes in  the  communities  and 
the  parishes  on  the  campus 
where  the  Church  really  is  in  the 
world."  He  urged  that  we  "sus- 
tain ear*!  other  in  this  style  of 
life"  so  that  we  may  live  more 
fully  "in  the  world  for  Christ." 


are  still  active  members  of  the 
church,  took  a  vital  interest  in 
establishing  a  Presbyterian  Ch- 
urch in  the  community.  Mr.  Gillis 
had  volunteered  for  service  in  the 
U.  S.  Army  and  participated  in  the 
War  of  1812.  He  engaged  in  the 
Battle  of  New  Orleans  where  he 
won  distinction  as  a  soldier,  rising 
to  the  rank  of  Colonel. 

Col.  Gillis  played  an  important 
part  in  the  location  and  erection 
of  the  first  church  building^  which 
seems  to  have  taken  place  prior 
to  1830  since  presbytery  met  in 
the  church  in  that  year.  Col.  Gillis 
owned  a  "water  mill'  '  and  is 
said  to  have  sawed  the  lumber 
for  the  first  church. 

The  first  ruling  elders  seem 
to  have  been  Daniel  Blue  and 
Duncan  Darroch.  By  1838  Alex- 
ander Leach  was  enrolled  as  the 
representative  of  the  church  in 
Fayetteville  Presbytery. 

CHURCHES  AND  CUSTOMS 

The  first  church  building  was 
constructed  by  volunteer  labor  un- 
der the  direction  of  Duncan  Mc- 
Arthur,  a  carpenter  in  the  com- 
munity. It  contained  a  gallery  for 
members  of  the  negro  race. 

According  to  the  custom  of  the 
tifne,  the  communion  table  was  an 
oblong  table,  extending  across  the 
church,  at  which  communicants 
were  seated. 

In  addition  to  the  church,  there 
was  a  stand  nearby  where  on  com- 
munion occasions,  a  service  was 
held  outdoors  simultaneously  with 
that  indoors.  There  were  always 
two  ministers  present  at  the  com- 
munion service,  and  usually  there 
were  two  services  mornmg,  after- 
noon, and  evening. 

MINISTRY  OF  COLIN  MdVER 

Tliere  is  no  record  of  a  minister 
of  the  church  after  the  death  of 
Mr,  McDiarmid  until  1836  when 
the  Rev.  Colin  Mclver  became 
pastor.  He  continued  until  his 
death  in  1850, 

Mr.  Mclver  was  one  of  the 
outstanding  ministers  of  his  day. 
He  was  Stated  Clerk  of  both  Faye- 
tteville Presbytery  and  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  It  is  said  that 
he  attended  more  meetings  of  the 
General  Assembly  than  any  other 
man  in  the  presbytery.  Tiiire  are 
many  interesting  stories  told  of 
him. 

The  next  minister  of  the  church 
was  the  Rev.  Daniel  Johnson (1851- 
1856).  He  was  followed  by  the 
Rev.  J,C.  Sinclair,  a  native  Scot 
minister  who  served  from  1859 
to  1863.    He  was  the  last  of  the

CIVIL  WAR  YEARS 

The  Rev.  Evander  McNair  ser- 
ved as  Stated  Supply  during  a  part 
of  the  war  years,  and  the  record 
is  that  the  church  and  community 
were  "destitute  as  a  result  of 
the  long  war,  but  especially  as 
a  result  of  the  vandalism  of  Sher- 
man's raid  in  1865".

in  the  Confederate  Army  and  later 
as  representatives  in  the  state 
legislature,  Mr.  Currie  also  ser- 
ved as  a  state  senator  .

DISASTROUS  FIRE 

On  December  13,  1959  fire  des- 
troyed the  century-old  church  bull- 
ding  just  as  the  Sunday  School 
classes  were  returning  to  the  san- 
ctuary before  the  morning  wor- 
ship service.  The  l)eautiful  build- 
ing was  completely  destroyed  with- 
in 45  minutes;  nevertheless,  the 
following  morning  the  men  of  the 
church  began  work  on  the  new 
church,  which  was  completed  in 
1961,  and  stands  today  as  one  of 
the  most  handsome  country  ch- 
urches in  North  Carolina.  At  that ' 
time  there  were  283  members  off 
the  church.

hundred  thousand  dollars.  The 
church  is  debt  free. 

Plans  are  underway  for  writing 
a  definitive  history  of  the  church 
and  of  restoring  the  old  cemetery, 
where  Col.  and  Mrs.  David  Gillis 
are  buried.

NECROLOGY 

The  Rev.  Howard  McEwin  Wil- 
son who  served  churches  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
for  43  years  before  his  retire- 
ment, died  October  28,  Gastonia, 
N.  C.  He  was  79. 

Mr.  Wilson,  a  native  of  Gaston 
County,  was  born  September  6, 
1889,  son  of  the  late  Samuel  Mc- 
Ewin and  Sarah  Ann  Love  Wilson. 

His  early  education  was  in  Gas- 
tonia. He  received  a  B.A.  degree 
from  Presbyterian  CoUege,  Clin- 
ton, S.  C.  in  1917  and  the  B.  D. 
and  Th.  M.  degrees  respectively 
from  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Va.  in  1920  and  1938. 

He  was  ordained  by  Lexington 
Presbytery  in  July  of  1920. 

He  served  Finley  Memorial  Ch- 
urch at  Stewarts  Draft,  Virginia 
and  the  East  Bethel  Church  at 
Staunton  from  1920  to  1924.  He 
was  pastor  at  Pamplin,  Virginia 
1924  to  1928,  after  which  he  ser- 
ved pastorates  in  North  Carolina 
as  follows:  William  and  Mary  Hart 
Church,  Tarboro,  1928-34;  Foun- 
tain, 1929-1938;  Farmville  and 
Falkland  (1938-42);  Bayless;  Mem- 
orial, Concord,  1942-1944;  Selma 
and  Belleview  Churches  at 
orial,  Gastonia,  1953-1963.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  Dublin  and  New 
Dublin  Churches  at  Dublin,  Vir- 
ginia and  Belspring  from  1944- 
1950. 

Mr.  Wilson  was  honorably  re- 
tired in  1963,  and  made  his  home 
in  Gastonia. 

He  was  married  twice:  (1)  Anna 
Louise  Rawlings,  Staunton,  Vir- 
ginia, March  22,  1922  ,  deceased; 
and  (2)  Mrs.  Rettie  Marie  Hern- 
don  Heffstetler,  of  Gastonia.  Julv 
29,  1961. 

He  is  survied  by  his  wife  and  one 
son,  James  Bassett  Wilson  of  Ber- 
ryville,  Va.;  one  granddaughter  and 
one  great  granddaughter.

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Davidson  College  Board  Lifts  Ban  On  Drinking 


The  Board  of  Trustees  ot  David- 
son College  at  its  last  meeting 
took  an  action  in  reference  to 
drinking  by  students  on  the  campus, 
embodied  in  document  called 
"Code  of  Responsibilty". 

The  document  which  had  been 
previously  strongly  approved  by 
faculty  and  students,  "calls  for 
responsible  use  of  freedom  as 
opposed  to  license,  an  obligation 
to  wrestle  with  principles  of  con- 
duct, alertness  to  counsel  with  fel- 
low students,  and  a  readiness  to 
bring  sanctions  on  violators." 

HONOR  SYSTEM  STRESSED 

According  to  a  letter  from  Pre- 
sident Samuel  R.  Spencer,  Jr., 
the  Code  will  be  complemented 
with  a  set  af  administrative  re- 
gulations of  a  more  specific  sort. 
Included  in  the  Code  are  the  honor 
system,  financial  responsibility, 
social  conduct,  anti-damage  to 
personal  property,  a  joint  student 
faculty  judicial  system,  anti-drug, 
and  alcohol  control. 

The  trustees  also  directed  (1) 
a  review  of  this  section  of  the 
Code  in  May,  1969  and  May  1970 
to  see  if  it  meets  expectations; 
and  (2)  an  educational  program 
in  mental  health  to  he  instituted 
and  required  of  freshman. 

According  to  President  Spencer, 
"the  new  Code  lays  a  strong  stress 


on  responsibility  for  student  con- 
duct in  ali  areas  of  college  life, 
responsibility  which  students  have 
overwhelmingly  accepted.  It  does 
not  mean  that  all  restraint  is  to 
be  exercised  primarily  from  within 
rather  than  by  external  regulation. 
Both  trustees  and  faculty  beleive 
that  the  new  Code  will  result  in 
stronger  education  for  social 
responsibility  on  the  part  of  David- 
son student. 

In  adopting  the  new  Code,  it 
was  pointed  out  that  some  80% 
of  the  student-body  already  drink 
alcoholic  beverages  and  that  the 
new  ruling  will  eliminate  a  form 
of  hypocracy  currently  existing 
on  the  campus. 

Other  actions  by  the  trustees 
included  the  decision  that  in  the 
future  the  Board  wUl  not  be  con-' 
fined  to  the  consideration  of  Pre- 
sbyterians alone  as  potential  pres- 
idents of  the  college;  however,  it 
will  be  essential  that  the  persons 
chosen  are  of  the  Christian  faith 
and  commitment.

OUR  SHARE  IN  THE 
PRESBYTERIAN  HOME 

Eighteen  years  of  service  to  hun- 
dreds of  Presbyterian  older  people 
is  a  record  of  which  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  can  be  justly 
proud.  The  Presbyterian  Home  was 
conceived  by  a  special  Synod  com- 
mittee in  October,  1945  and  be- 
came a  reality  a  few  years  later. 
Since  that  time,  the  Home  has 
grown  from  a  small  single  build- 
ing accommodating  24,  to  its  pre- 
sent facilities  of  215. 

This  important  agency  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  US  in  North 
Carolina  is  directed  by  a  Board 
of  Trustees  totaling  21  members. 
The  directors  represent  the  nine 
Presbyteries,  Women  of  the  Cn- 
urch,  as  well  as  members  at  large. 

WHY  IS  THE  CARE  OF  OLDER 
PEOPLE  A  MISSION  OF  THE 
CHURCH? 

Due  to  the  increasing  age  of 
older  people,  the  Home  is  per- 
forming a  mission  of  love,  ser- 
vice, and  security  in  keeping  with 
Christ's  command  and  our  Chris- 
tian heritage.  Many  older  people 
have  no  place  to  turn  and  to  over- 
come loneliness,  insecurity,  as 
well  as  infirmities,  hi  many  cases, 
it  is  impractical  or  burdensome 
to  maintain  their  ,own  homes  or 
re-adjust  to  other  family  life. 

WHO  ARE  THE  MEMBERS 
LIVING  AT  THE  HOME? 

Sixty-eight  cities  throughout  the 
Synod  are  represented  by  those 
Presbyterians  who  come  from  all 
walks  of  life  and  supporting  abil- 
ity. Many  of  these  are  house- 
wives, teachers,  librarians,  office 
workers,  businessmen,  and  mini- 
sters. 

WHAT  ACTIVITIES  MAKE  UP 
THE  PROGRAM  OF  THE 'HOME? 

There  are  two  full-time  Pro- 
gram Directors,  together  with  two 
volunteers  who  assist  in  a  com- 
plete program  of  Bible  study,  wor- 
ship services,  book  reviews,  re- 
creation, arts  and  crafts,  and  vol- 
unteer groups  who  assist  the  dis- 
abled and  infirmed. 

HOW  DOES  THESYNODSUPPORT 
THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOME? 

As  an  institution  of  the  Synod, 
the  Home  received  about  13  per- 
cent of  its  budget  support  from  the 
benevolence  givings  of  the  various 


churches.  The  Home's  budget  in 
1968  amounted  to  $650,000.  App- 
roximately 12  percent  of  this  is 
received  in  the  form  of  gifts, 
memorials,  wills,  and  bequests 
from  groups  or  individuals. 

WHY  ARE  OUTSIDE 
CONTRIBUTIONS  NECESSARY 

In  1968  the  Home  will  require 
$83,000  in  additional  fiinds  to  mete 
its  budget.  The  cost  of  care  has 
increased  tremendously  in  recent 
years,  and  these  outside  contribu- 
tions go  toward  assisting  those  who 
cannot  totally  support  them- 
selves. (46%  fall  in  this  category) 

DOESN'T  MOTHER'S  DAY 
RESULT  IN  SUBSTANTIAL  GIFTS? 

Unfortunately,  less  than  half  of 
the  Synod's  churches  participate  in 
this  special  offering.  These  funds, 
however,  are  a  part  of  the  support 
allocated  to  the  Home  by  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina. 

WHAT  ARE  THE  SOURCES  OF 
OUTSIDE  INCOME? 

In  addition  to  Synod  support, 
the  Home  receives  memorials  for 
those  who  have  passed  on,  as  well 
as  funds  honoring  those  living. 
The  Presbyterian  Home  is  the  re- 
cipient of  gifts  from  the  Women 
of  the  Church,  Men  of  the  Church, 
and  various  adult  church  -  school 
classes.  A  number  of  churches 
turn  over  their  memorial  funds 
or  give  non-budgeted  support  to 
help  defray  the  Home  expenses 
of  these  older  people.  In  addi- 
tion, a  Christmas  year-end  letter 
is  sent  out  early  in  December 
seeking  contributions  in  an  effort 
to  offset  the  expenses  of  those 
unable  to  support  themselves, 

WHAT  IS  THE  PRESENT 
INDEBTEDNESS  OF  THE 
PRESBYTERIAN  HOME? 

The  long-term  captial  debt  as 
of  July  1,  1968  amounted  to  $685, 
000.  This  was  incurred  from  the 
last  building  program  in  1962. 
There  is  also  a  short-term  note 
for  $53,000  which  has  resulted 
from  apartment  costs,  minor  add- 
itions, and  repairs,  as  well  as 
year-end  deficits. 

DOES  THE  HOME'S  OPERATION 
EVER  SHOW  A  PROFIT? 

Not  monetarily,  but  its  profit 
is  in  the  Christian  mission  of 
love,  service,  and  security. 


Dr.  Witherspoon  Dies 
At  Lexington 

Dr.  James  Whitted  Witherspoon, 
69,  prominent  Presbyterian  Minis- 
ter, died  at  his  home  in  Lexington 
October  27,  after  an  extended  ill- 
ness. 

Dr.  Witherspoon  was  born  in 
Greensboro  February  9,  1899,  the 
son  of  Walter  Scott  and  Emmie 
McKay  Whitted  Witherspoon. 

He  was  a  direct  descendant  of 
the  famous  John  Witherspoon, 
fourth  President  of  Princeton  Col- 
lege arid  the  only  Minister  to  sign 
the  Declaration  Of  Independence. 

His  early  education  was  in  Gre- 
enboro.  He  graduated  from  David- 
son College  with  the  B.S.  degree 
in  1920.  He  received  the  B.S. 
degree  from  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia  in 
1923.  He  obtained  the  Th.  M.  de- 
gree from  the  same  institution 
in  1933  and  the  Th.  D.  degree  in 
1940. 

SERVED  BSf  NORTH  CAROLINA 
He  was  ordined  by  Lexington 
Presbytery  in  the  Synod  of  Virginia 
July  10,  1923.  He  served  as  Co- 
Pastor  of  the  Shepherdstown  Pres- 
byterian, West  Virginia  and  the 
Kearneysville  Presbyterian  Chur- 
ches from  1928  to  1934.  He  was 
Pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  Lexington,  N.  C.  from 
1934  to  1945.  In  1945,  he  accep- 
ted a  call  to  the  First  Presby- 
terian of  Beckly,  West  Virginia 
which  he  served  until  retirement 
in  1966. 

In  1924,  he  was  married  to  the 
former  Ethel  Warthen  of  Lynch- 
burg, Virginia.  To  them  were  born 
three  sons:  James  Whitted,  Jr., 
deceased;  John  Witherspoon  of 
Hampton,  Virginia;  and  Jere  W. 
Witherspoon  of  Fayetteville,  N.C. 

BURIED  IN  WEST  VIRGINIA 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  two 
sons,  six  grandchildren,  two  bro- 
thers, H.K.  Witherspoon  of  Raleigh 
and  Dr.  Eugene  D.  Witherspoon 
of  Belmont;  two  sisters  and  a  foster 
brother. 

Funeral  service  was  conducted 
from  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Beckley,  West  Virigiina 
on  October  29  and  burial  was  in 
Beckley, 

Dr.  Witherspoon  served  on  many 
important  committees  of  the 
courts  of  the  Church.  He  was  Mod- 
erator of  the  Synod  of  West  Vir- 
ginia in  1949.  Davis  and  Elkins 
College  in  West  Virginia  confer- 
red the  honorary  degree  of  Doc- 
tor of  Divinity  on  him  in  1966.

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WILMINGTON  PRESBYTERY 
CELEBRATES  CENTENNIAL 


Wilmington  Presbytery  conven- 
ed in  the  First  Presbyterian  Chu- 
rch, Wilmington,  on  November  21, 
1968  to  celebrate  its  100th  Anni- 
versary. Leslie  N.  Boney,  a  rul- 
ing elder  in  the  First  Presbyter- 
Ian  Church,  Wilmington  and  a  pro- 
minent architect  of  that  city  was 
elected  Moderator,  a  fitting  tri- 
bute to  a  family  which  traces  its 
lineage  iKick  to  the  Hueenots  who 
settled  eastern  North  Carolina 
early  in  the  18th  century. 

The  Presbytery  was  organized 
in  the  home  of  Patrick  Murphy  of 
Wilmington  on  Saturday  evening, 
November  21,  1868.  The  house 
which  stood  at  8  North  Fourth 
Street  was  razed  a  few  years  ago. 

Present  at  the  meeting  were  46 
of  the  66  ministers  of  the  Presby- 
tery and  61  ruling  elders  repre- 
sentii^  the  77  churches. 

The  Presbytery  was  organized 
with  10  ministers  and  25  churches.

Training  Course 
Announced 

The  fifth  winter  course  in  Cli- 
nical Pastoral  Training  at  John 
Umstead  Hospital  will  be  conduct- 
ed January  13  through  April  2, 
1969  under  the  direction  of  W.F. 
Askins,  hospital  chaplain  super- 
visor. The  course  is  designed  to 
give  ministers  a  clinical  acquain- 
tance with  factors  of  mental  ill- 
ness and  health  in  order  to  assist 
them  in  ministering  to  the  ill. 

Participants  will  spend  twelve 
half  weeks  io  psychiatric  hospital 
setting.  Learning  will  be  through 
practice  as  they  serve  in  the  ca- 
pacity of  chaplains  to  patients. 
A  series  of  conferences  and  lec- 
tures by  members  of  the  psy- 
chiatric staff  will  be  included  in 
the  study. 


G.  A.  Moderator  Calls  For  End 
To  Criticism 

Presbytery  and  Synod  Executives  Meet  Jointly 


ATLANTA  —  (PN)  -  -  Presby- 
tery and  synod  stated  clerks,  and 
home  mission  executives  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S., 
during  a  joint  meeting  of  their  re- 
spective associations,  heard  Dr. 
P,  D.  Miller,  moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly,  call  for  chur- 
chmen "to  stop  criticizing  every- 
thing we  do  not  happen  to  like  about 
the  Church  and  begin  beseeching 
God  to  make  us  somewhat  as  mer- 
ciful toward  all  others  as  he  is 
toward  us. 

During  a  joint  business  meeting 
the  associations  adopted  a  recom- 
mendation to  request  the  General 
Council  to  work  with  boards  and 
agencies  of  the  General  Assembly 
in  exploring  development  of  an 
association  of  Church  administra- 
tors. The  proposed  association 
would  include  synod  and  presby- 
tery stated  clerks,  home  mission 
executives,  and  regional  directors 
of  Christian  education. 

NOTE  OF  OPTIMISM  SOUNDED 
In  his  address  before  the  annual 
gathering,  Dr.  Miller  expressed 
a  note  of  optimism  in  present  na- 
tional and  Church  difficulties.  He 
reminded  listeners  that  the  United 
States  has  passed  through  many 
grave  crises  in  the  past,  but  has 
come  through  each  to  be  a  stronger, 
more  just  and  greater  nation.  Most 
such  periods  have  been  marked 
by  divisions,  strife,  frustration, 
fears,  bitter  recriminations  and, 
for  some  in  every  such  crisis,  loss 
of  hope  for  any  better  future.  Each 
of  these  moods  is  with  us  now  in 
some  degree,"  Dr.  Miller  said. 
The  moderator  voiced  belief 
that  "the  agony  of  the  present  is 
the  birth  pangs  of  a  new  age  tor 


America,  in  which,  beyond  all 
previous  times,  civil  order  will  be 
based  upon  justice,  righteousness 
and  mercy  for  all  men,"  He  add- 
ed, "The  nation  might  have  a  bet- 
ter chance  if  it  had  a  little  less 
'viewing  with  alarm'  from  all  of 
us." 

"One  senses  in  the  Church  much 
of  the  same  frustration,  recrimi- 
nation, divisiveness  and  discour- 
agement which  we  have  already  no- 
ted in  the  nation,"  the  moderator 
said.  "Surely  we  need  now  in  the 
Church  humility  instead  of  pride; 
kind  words  instead  of  bitter  ones; 
mutual  respect  instead  of  suspi- 
cion, and  most  of  all,  the  gentle, 
forgiving  spirit  of  Christ,  .  . 
Even  in  the  fact  of  acknowledged 
serious  difficulties,  1  do  not  be- 
lieve this  nation  we  love  is  doom- 
ed, or  that  the  Church  we  love  is 
anywhere  near  to  dissolution." 

BOARD  COMMENDED 

During  its  separate  business 
meeting,  the  Home  Mission  Asso- 
ciation approved  a  recommen- 
dation expressing  the  association's 
"appreciation  to  the  staff  of  the 
Board  of  National  Ministries  for 
their  creative  leadership  in  the 
1968  Montreat  Conference;  and  for 
their  leadership  and  direction  in 
helping  our  denomination  face  the 
crisis  in  our  nation  during  1968". 

The  Stated  Clerks'  Association, 
in  separate  session,  voted  to  ask 
its  officers  "to  explore  the  possi- 
bility of  including  annual  steward- 
ship conferences  and  the  people 
involved  therein,  in  the  present 
joint  relationship  of  the  two  as- 
sociations."

Solomon  Sullivan,  Jr,  and  Mrs. 
Emma  Bishop  Sullivan.  He  attend- 
ed elementary  school  in  Guilford 
County  and  high  school  in  Greens- 
boro, graduating  in  1908.  He  en- 
rolled at  N.C.  State,  then  N.C.  A 
&  M  Sept.  1,  1909,  to  study  mechin- 
ical  engineering. 

As  a  coUege  student  he  is  said 
to  have  been  full  of  the  energy 
and  enthusiasm  which  carried  thr- 
oughout his  life.  In  addition  to 
making  good  grades,  he  was  active 
in  sports,  both  in  footbaU  and 
track.  In  the  latter  he  was  on 
a  state  championship  relay  team. 

FIRST  IN  FIELD  OF 
ENGINEERING 

After  graduating  from  college, 
Mr.  Sullivan  worked  in  Salisbury 
with  the  N.  C.  Public  Service  Com- 
pany for  two  years;  then  in  1914, 
he  went  to  Washington,  D.C.  where 
he  became  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Southern  RaUway  Company  be- 
fore leaving  in  1920. 

Returning  to  Greensboro  he  went 
into  partnership  in  the  mechanical 
engineering  business,  but  in  1927 
established  his  own  firm,  the  W. 
H.  Sullivan  Company  of  Greens- 
boro, which  he  served  as  Presi- 
dent and  Treasurer  until  his  death 
in  1959. 

He  held  license  number  3  of 
registered  engineers  in  North  Ca- 
rolina, beginning  in  1934,  and  his 
firm  has  the  oldest  active  plumb- 
ing and  heating  contractor  license 
in  the  State  of  N.  C. 
ACTIVE  IN  ALL  SPHERES  OF 
LIFE 

Mr.  Sullivan  was  active  in  every 
form  of  life,  religious,  civic, 
social,  public,  and  education.  He 
served  as  President  of  numerous 

former  Minister  of  the  Church, 
the  Rev.  Rufus  Cromartie.

organizations,  including  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Com- 
munity Chest,  and  the  North  Ca- 
rolina Association  of  Plumbing 
and  Heating  Contractors.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Greensboro  City 
CouncU  arid  served  as  Mayor  of 
the  City.  He  was  a  Mason,  an 
EUc,  a  Lion  and  Rotarian.  Not 
the  least,  he  was  a  Ruling  Elder 
and  Sunday  School  Superintendent 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the 
Covenant. 

Throughout  his  adult  life  he 
was  one  of  the  most  loyal  and  ac- 
tive alumni  of  North  Carolina  State 
University  and  had  the  rare  privi- 
lege of  serving  two  terms  as  Pre- 
sident of  the  Alumni  Association. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Athletic 
CouncU  and  received  the  first 
meritorious  award  presented  by 
the  Association.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Consolidated  UNC.  In  1948,  he 
was  awarded  an  honorary  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Engineering  from  N. 
C.  State. 

HEADED  PRESBYTERIAN  HOME 
He  served  as  the  first  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Presbyterian  Home,  High 
Point,  and  under  his  leadership 
that  Institution  became  a  model, 
not  only  in  North  Carolina,  but 
throughout  the  nation.  It  was  said 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  June  28, 
1959,  in  a  tribute  presented  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Home,  "If  you  would  see 
BUI  Sullivan's  monument,  look 
about  you".  He  was  referred  to 
as  "a  modest,  self-effacing  man, 
who  was  motivated  solely  by  a  deep 
love  for  his  God  and  his  fellow- 
men". 

On  that  occasion  it  was  said, 
"without  fanfare,  without  any  sy- 
nod-wide campaign  for  funds,  but 
relying  on  his  faith  in  Presbyter- 
ians, he  led  the  Trustees  into  a 
building  program  which  resulted 
in  our  present  handsome  struc- 
ture, including  ten  residence  a- 
partments.  His  faith  was  weU 
founded,  for  we  now  have  a  plant 
valued  at  $1,000,000,000.  .  .  . 
In  the  midst  of  this  undertaking 
he  was  called  home. . .  the  mem- 
ory of  his  devotion  and  faith  chal- 
lenges us  to  take  up  the  torch,  to 
go  forward  to  the  completion  of 
the  task  he  left  behind".

A  REFUGE  FOR 
ALCOHOLICS 

The  Rev.  John  P.  Stephensca, 
Jr.,  of  Greensboro  is  a  man  with 
a  dream.  Some  day  he  wants  to 
see  the  construction  of  a  center 
large  enough  to  care  for  500  men 
and  women  alcoholics,  with  a  hos- 
pital and  other  related  facilities. 

Much  progress  has  been  made 
toward  that  goal  in  the  last  two 
years  since  Stephenson  left  his 
post  as  pastor  of  Greensboro's 
Glenwood  Presbyterian  Church  to 
enter  into  a  full  time  ministry  to 
alcoholics. 

Today  Stephenson  can  point  to 
Hope  Harbor  for  men  and  Peace 
Haven  for  women.  Both  are  Chr- 
istian homes  for  alcoholics.  The 
men's  facility  accomodates  65  and 
the  women's  15. 

In  addition  to  the  residence  for 
alcoholics,  Hope  Harbor  operates 
a  church,  a  store  and  a  service 
station. 

GIFTS  OF  ANY  KIND 

Hope  Harbor  solicits  gifts  of 
appliances,  furniture,  clothing  and 
just  about  anything  else  that  can 
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REV.  STEPHENSON 

be  repr.ired  and  sold.  Residents 
of  Hope  Harbor  do  the  repairing 
and  the  items  are  sold  in  the 
store. 

The  store,  described  by  the  Rev, 
Mr.  Stephenson  as  "a  real  im- 
portant part  of  our  rehabilitation 
program"  has  been  open  since 
February  1. 

The  service  station  was  opened 
(Ml  June  1. 

NEED  SENSED 

After  leaving  Glenwood  Church 
on  January  1,  1966,  Stephenson 
set  up  the  Alcoholic  Counselling 
Service.  "This  was  to  be  a  coun- 
selling ministry  to  alcoholics  and 
their  families,  "  he  says.  "Soon 
it  was  apparent  that  a  more  ex- 
tensive ministry  was  needed  where 
defeated,  distraught,  lonely,  love- 
less and  homeless  alcoholics  could 
find  a  haven  of  hope;  a  shelter  in 
the  time  of  storm;  a  place  where 
the  love  of  God  might  be  make 
known  unto  them." 

Mr.  Stephenson  feels  that  he  is 
weU  qualified  for  the  job  he  has 
undertaken,  for  he  is  a  former 
alcoholic  who  says  he  took  his 
first  drink  at  the  age  of  13. 

He  was  born  September  20,  1922 
in  Johnston  County,  N.C.,  the  son 
of  the  late  John  Pinlcney  and  Clyda 
Barefoot  Stephenson. 

LIFE  CHANGED  BY  GOD'S 
GRACE 

During  1949,  according  to  Mr. 
Stephenson,  he  was  never  com- 
pletely sober.  On  December  26 
of  that  year  he  "ran  out  oflig- 
uor",  became  ill,  and  had  haU- 
ucinations.  The  next  day  he  went 
to  see  a  minister  who  counselled 
him  and  prayed  with  him. 

"From  that  day  to  this,  by  God's 
grace,  I  have  been  a  new  creation", 
he  says. 

Following  his  conversion,  Mr. 
Stephenson  began  to  prepare  for 


"Response  of  the  churches  to 
the  first  steps  of  the  $5  million 
St.  Andrews  Forward  campaign 
leads  us  to  be  most  to  be  most 
optimistic."

DISTRIBUTION  OF  $3  MILLION 
Of  the  total,  $3  mUlion  will 
provide  six  new  buildings  in  ac- 
cord with  long-range  plans  for 
development  of  the  liberal  arts 
college  which  opened  in  Laurin- 
burg  in  1961.  The  remainder  of  the 
campaign  goal,  $2  million,  will  be 
added  to  the  still-sm.lll  endow- 
ment of  the  college  to  give  needec 
balance  to  the  college's  sources 
of  income. 

Mr.  Holderness,  president  of  the 
Carolina  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company,  and  Dr.  Stoffel,  mini- 
ster of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Charlotte,  have  enlisted 
some  168  laymen  and  ministers 
as  co-chairmen  to  head  regional, 
presbytery,  and  group  teams  to 
present  the  campaign  to  fellow 
Presbyterians  throughout  the 
Synod.  They  have  planned  a  cam- 
paign not  only  to  attract  the  need- 
ed funds  but  to  develop  wider  un- 
derstanding of  the  nature  of  St. 
Andrews,  the  only  college  whose 
complete  board  oftrustees  is  nam- 
ed by  the  Synod. 

"ST.  ANDREWS  DAY" 

To  this  end  January  12  had  been 
designated  as  St.  Andrews  Sunday. 
Appropriate  literature  is  being 
distributed  to  all  churches  for  use 
that  day.  A  number  of  churches 
also  will  have  St.  Andrews  faculty 
or  staff  as  guest  ministers  or  spea- 
kers. 

"Daii  Holderness  and  I  have 
been  most  encouraged  by  the  sup- 
port pledged  by  the  first  churches 
to  send  in  their  letters  of  intent^" 
explained  Dr.  Stoffel.  He  indica- 
ted that  the  majority  of  these

A  FAITH  MINISTRY 

Hope  Harbor  was  opened  in  Dec- 
ember 1967.  The  present  building 
is  a  former  church,  the  Sunday 
School  rooms  serve  as  a  dormitory 
for  residents. 

Those  admitted  to  the  institution 
are  required  to  spend  ten  days 
in  an  orientation  area. 

Residents  are  expected  to  abide 
by  the  rules.  The  longest  any  has 
stayed  is  21  months. 

The  mission  has  been  operated 
on  faith  since  there  is  no  regular 
income.  The  institution  is  sup- 
ported by  gifts  of  friends  and  the 
earnings  of  the  inmates. 


churches,  ranging  from  small  to 
large  congregations,  have  made 
commitments  within  or  exceeding 
"bracket  figures"  established  by 
local  leadership.

Mr.  Jones,  Laurinburg  textile 
executive,  is  Moderator-Nominee 
of  the  Synod  and  a  vice  chairman 
of  the  St.  Andrews  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. Mr.  LeMatty,  a  deacon  in 
the  First  Chuirch  of  Greensboro, 
is  president  of  Blue  Bell,  Inc. 

Mr.  Belk  said  that  by  mid- 
December  these  two  divisions  had 
reported  gifts  and  pledges  in  ex- 
cess of  $2.4  million,  with  every  in- 
dication that  they  would  pass  the 
$2.5  mUlion  mark  by  December  31. 

Such  support,  the  Church  Div- 
ision co-chairmen  predicted, 
should  inspire  the  entire  mem- 
bership of  the  Synod  as  it  in- 
dicates the  reputation  St.  An- 
drews is  building  for  itself  be- 
yond the  Presbyterian  famUy.

The  Methodist  Church  has  nine 
Governors,  the  largest  represen- 
tation: Montana,  Vermont,  Tennes- 
see, Louisiana,  West  Virginia, 
Kentucky,  Idaho,  Texas,  and  In- 
diana. 

Catholics  rank  second  with  eight 
Governors:  Oklahoma,  Hawaii, 
New  Mexico,  Connecticut,  Alaska, 
New  Jersey,  Nevada  and  Massa- 
chusetts. 


United  Methodist 
Membership 

The  membership  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church  in  the  U.S.  is 
officially  10,990,720,  making  it  the 
nation's  second  largest  Protestant 
denomination,  according  to  statis- 
tics released  recently  by  the  Coun- 
cil on  World  Service  and  Finance, 

The  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion, the  largest  denomination,  re- 
ported in  June  11,142,726, 

There  are  33,781  United  Me- 
thodist clergymen,  and  41,901  or- 
ganized congregations  with  church 
school  enrollment  of  6,852,335. 

Church  Affiliation  Of 
Presidents 

New  York  (RNS)  ~  In  a  new 
book  on  the  religious  faith  of 
Presidents,  "God  In  the  White 
House",  by  Edmund  Fuller  and 
David  E,  Green,  it  is  pointed  out 
that  there  have  been  six  Episco- 
palians, six  Presbyterians,  four 
Unitarians,  2  Dutch  Reformed,  2 
Disciples  of  Christ,  2  Baptists, 
1  Congregationalist,  1  Quaker,  and 
1  Roman  Catholic.  Mr.  Nixon  is  a 
Quaker. 

Eight  Presidents,  including  Abr- 
aham Lincoln,  were  "unaffiliated 
with  any  church,  though  worship- 
ping in  various  ones". 

The  authors  of  the  book  rate 
the  Presidents  as  "most  re- 
ligious" as  follows:  John  Adams, 
Thomas  Jefferson,  John  Quincy 
Adams,  Abraham  Lincoln,  Andrew 
Johnson,  Rutherford  B.  Hayes, 
James  A.  Garfield,  Benjamin  Har- 
rison, William  McKinley,  Theo- 
dore Roosevelt,  and  Woodrow 
Wilson. 

The  "least  religious"  presid- 
ents are  reputed  to  have  been 
WUiiam  Henry  Harrison,  Zachary 
Taylor,  Millard  FiUmore,  Ulysses 
S.  Grant,  Chester  A,  Arthur,  Wil- 
liam Howard  Taft,  and  Warren  G. 
Harding. 


Catholics  Take  Lead 
In  Congress 

Washington,  D.  C.  (RNS)-- 
Methodists,  who  for  many  years 
had  the  dominant  religious  repre- 
sentation in  Congress,  lost  three 
seats  in  the  first  session  of  the 
91st  Congress,  while  Catholics, 
who  took  over  the  lead  early  this 
decade,  gained  two  seats,  boosting 
their  membership  to  111.  There 
are  now  100  Methodists  in  the 
Senate  and  House. 

This  data  became  available  when 
CHRISTIANITY  TODAY  released 
its  regular  post-election  religious 
census  of  the  Congress. 

Presbyterians  have  the  third 
largest  Congressional  representa- 
tion, with  82;  Episcopalians  are 
fourth,  with  67;  and  the  Baptists, 
fifth  with  53.  Each  figure  repre- 
sents a  loss  of  one  from  the  90tli 
Congress  totals. 

The  small,  but  strongly  mis- 
sions-oriented Christian  and  Mis- 
sionary Alliance  placed  its  first 
Congressman  in  November.  He 
is  Wilmer  (Vinegar  Bend)  Mizell 
of  Winston  -  Salem,  N.  C,  better 
known  as  a  former  pitcher  for 
the  St.  Louis  Cardinals,  the  Pitts- 
burgh Pirates,  and  the  New  York 
Mets.  He  is  a  Republican.

Catholics  Increase  At 
Seminary 

NEW  YORK  -  For  the  second 
consecutive  year,  nearly  15%  of 
the  total  enrollment  at  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  here  is  Roman 
Catholic.  Union  Seminary  is  noted 
for  its  ecumenical  spirit. 

The  number  of  Catholics  study- 
ing at  this  inter-donominational, 
pre-dominantly  Protestant  sem- 
inary has  grown  from  three  in 
1963  to  97  last  year.  The  total 
enrollment  is  715. 

The  97  Catholics  comprise  the 
third  largest  denominational  group 
at  Union,  exceeded  by  the  Pres- 
byterians with  130  and  the  Meth- 
odists with  114. 

Significant  is  the  fact  that  most 
of  the  Catholic  students  are  at- 
tending Union  with  the  full  fin- 
ancial support  of  the  church  hier- 
archy. 

BOYD  DELIVERS  ADDRESSES 

Dr.  Bernard  Boyd,  James  A. 
Gray  Professor  of  Bible  Litera- 
ture at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  was  guest 
speaker  for  a  Series  of  Lectures 
at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Reidsville,  late  in  September. 

Dr.  Boyd,  a  native  of  South 
Carolina,  and  a  graduate  of  Prin- 
ceton Theological  Seminary,  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  was  formerly  Pro- 
fessor of  Bible  at  Davidson  Col- 
lege. He  has  been  at  the  Univer- 
sity since  1950,  and  for  a  part 
of  the  time  since  has  served  as 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Religion.  During  the  period  1936- 
1946,  Dr.  Boyd  was  first  a  pro- 
fessor of  Bible  at  Presbyterian 
College,  his  alma  mater,  and  later 
a  Chaplain  in  the  U.S.  Navy.

The  new  preaching  minister  is 
a  graduate  of  Bob  Jones  University, 
Greenville,  S.C.,  a  school  whose 
militant  fundamentalism  is  at  the 
opposite  end  of  the  theological 
spectrum  from  the  liberalism  for 
which  Riverside  became  nationally 
known  during  the  ministry  of  Dr. 
Fosdick. 

However,  Dr.  Campbell  said  he 
moved  away  from  fundamentalism 
while  studying  for  the  Bachelor  of 
Divinity  and  Master  of  Theology 
degrees  at  Princeton  Theological 
Seminary.  He  holds  an  honorary 
doctoral  degree  from  Westminster 
College,  New  Wilmington,  Pennsy- 
lvania.

An  interesting  aspect  of  the 
building  is  that  it  was  built  from 
bricks  from  the  old  Confederate 
arsenal  which  was  destroyed  by 
Gen.  William  Sherman  in  1865  at  the 
close  of  the  War  Between  the 
States.

The  first  minister  of  the  church 
was  the  Rev.  Angus  McDiarmid, 
Gaelic -speaking,  Scottish  pastor. 

CHURCH  DISSOLVED 
REORGANIZED 

In  1852  the  church  was  dissolv- 
ed because  of  the  scarcity  of  mi- 
nisters; however,  it  was  re-or- 
ganized in  1867  in  response  to  a 
petition  to  Fayetteville  Presbytery 
signed  by  41  members. 

The  present  sanctuary  was  built 
by  plastering  over  the  old  bricks 
from  the  arsenaL

STATEMENT  CONCERNING  CHURCH  UNION 


A  plan  of  union  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America  and  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  United  Sta- 
tes is  officially  before  our  two 
Churches.  After  careful  study 
and  due  deliberation,  the  General 
Synod  and  General  Assembly  or- 
dered that  a  plan  be  prepared. 
It  was  adopted  by  the  General  Synod 
and  General  Assembly  in  June  of 
this  year  and  sent  to  the  lower 
judicatories  for  their  approval. 

As  the  presidmg  officers  of  the 
highest  courts  of  our  Churches, 
we  have  a  deep  concern  that  this 
plan  be  enthusiastically  received 
by  the  Classes  and  Presbyteries 
of  our  two  denominations.  We  be- 
lieve that  this  proposed  union  will 
strengthen  the  work  and  witness 
of  both  Churches.  Together  we 
will  have  broader  horizons,  grea- 
ter strength  and  a  wider  outreach 
than  is  possible  for  either  of  us 
alone.

Presbytery  rejected  a  proposed 
realignment  of  Boundaries,  as  pro- 
posed by  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina, and  overtured  Synod  to  remit 
the  matter  to  the  Committee  for  a 
more  extensive  research.

The  question  of  Union  with  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America  was 
docketed  for  the  January  31, 1969 
meeting.

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Council  To  Recommend  Consolidated 
Campaigns 


Atlanta  -  (PN)  -  In  an  effort  to 
eliminate  competitive  capital  fund 
campaigns  among  Presbyterian  U. 
S,  Agencies,  the  General  Council 
will  ask  the  1969  General  Assem- 
bly to  request  Synods'  and  Pres- 
byteries' cooperation  with  each 
other  and  with  the  Assembly. 

The  Council,  at  its  November 
meeting  in  Atlanta,  voted  to  ask  the 
General  Assembly  next  April,  and 
Synods  and  Presbyteries,  for  pos- 
sible capital  funds  campaigns  in 
the  offing. 

The  plan  would  ask  Synods  and 
Presbyteries  to  agree  that  they  be 
allocated  the  first  five-year  per- 
iod (1970-1974)  for  them  to  conduct 
campaigns  for  their  own  agencies 
and  institutions,  and  that  the  Ge- 
neral Assembly  be  allocated  the 
five  year  period  (1975-1979)  for  a 
unified  campaign  for  Assembly's 
Boards,  Agencies,  and  Institutions. 

BUSINESS  -  LIKE  APPROACH 

Dr.  Charles  C.  Cowsert,  Secre- 
tary of  Stewardship  for  the  Gener- 
al Council,  said  the  proposed  plan 
"highlights  a  business-like  appro- 
ach to  a  continuing  proliferation  of 
appeals  and  offers  a  sound,  uni- 
fied approach  to  stewardship  with 
consideration  to  the  total  program 
of  the  Church  at  every  level". 

Dr.  Cowsert  pointed  out  that 
"historically  in  many  cases  the 
courts  have  all  conducted  multiple, 
separate  campaigns  for  their  own 
agencies,  tending  to  burden  or  my- 
stify church  members". 

Other  actions  of  the  Council  were 
approval  of  publication  of  a  weekly 
news-sheet  and  "Self  Study  and 
Goal  Setting"  by  Synods  and  Pres- 
byteries for  the  decade  ofthe'70's.

STATE  AID  RECOMMENDED 
FOR  CHURCH  COLLEGES 


Raleigh,  N.C.  (RNS)-- The  North 
Carolina  Board  of  Education  has 
urged  the  State  to  consider  fin- 
ancial aid  to  church- related  and 
other  private  colleges  and  uni- 
versities in  North  Carolina,  and 
will  make  recommendations  to  the 
Legislature  in  1971. 

In  so  doing,  it  dismissed  the 
traditional  legal  argument  in  sup- 
port of  "separation  of  church  and 
state"  and  said  the  contention 
actually  has  little  foundation  in 
law. 

The  board  pointed  out  that  re- 
cent Federal  legislation  that  makes 
possible  direct  federal  aid  pri- 
vate colleges  "has  thus  fa;  sur- 
vived the  test  of  constitutionality." 
DUAL  SYSTEM  URGED 

The  report  cited  financial  needs 
of  private  institutions  and  said 
that  it  is  in  the  State's  best  in- 
terest that  a  strong  dual  system 
of  private  and  public  colleges  and 
universities  be  maintained. 

The  report  pointed  out  that  the 
private  institutions  actually  save 
the  State  expenses.  Its  recom- 
mendation on  private  colleges  was 
one  among  118  proposals  that  would 
cost  an  estimated  $300  million 
above  the  regular  operating  budget 
for  State  supported  colleges. 

GOV.  MOORE  ENDORSES 
REPORT 

Forty-two  of  the  71  colleges 
and  universities  in  North  Carolina 
are  private  or  church-related  in- 
stitutions. They  enrolled  39%  of 
all  college  students  in  the  State 
in  1967.  All  but  three  of  the  42 
schools  are  "related  in  one  way 
or  another  to  church  bodies",  the 
report  ss  id. 

Governor  Dan  K.  Moore,  In  giv- 
ing strong  support  to  the  report, 
praised  the  church-related  col- 
leges for  the  part  they  have  played 
in  educating  the  young  people  of 
the  State. 


Church  Vocations 
Reported 

Laurinburg  --  Mr.  F.  Badger  Jo- 
hnson, Jr.,  Director  of  Alumni 
Affairs,  St.  Andrews  Presbyter- 
ian College,  said  that  a  recent 
informal  survey  reveals  that  78 
alumni  of  the  seven  classes  which 
have  graduated  since  the  College 
opened  are  now  in  church  careers. 
Of  the  total,  29  are  enrolled  in 
or  have  completed  seminary.  Sim- 
ilarly, 33  have  become  or  are 
enrolled  at  the  Presbyterian  School 
of  Christian  Education,  andanother 
16  have  full-time  positions  in  the 
field  of  church  music. 

Another  survey  among  the  19 
students  at  St,  Andrews  who  were 
recently  named  to  "Who's  Who 
Among  Students  in  American  Uni- 
versities and  Colleges"  shows  that 
four  of  the  campus  leaders  will 
attend  the  seminary  upon  graduat- 
ion. George  Sherrill  of  Franklin, 
N.C.  is  the  only  North  Carolinian 
who  will  attend, 

TRAV  To  Evaluate 

Program 

Atlanta  -  (PN)  -  The  Board 
of  Directors  of  TRAV,  the  televis- 
ion, radio,  audio-visuals  agency 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.,  meeting  here  December  4 
voted  to  "take  a  hard  look"  at 
what  the  future  holds  for  its  ser- 
vices. 

The  Board  considered  the  "vital 
need  to  move  into  expanded  u$e  of 
mass  communications."  Part  of 
the  church-wide  training  efforts 
in  1969  will  be  aimed  at  intensi- 
fying the  effective  use  of  the  mass 
media.  The  Board  approved  of  a 
conference/seminar  of  media  per- 
sons with  the  view  of  stimulating 
interest  and  of  enlisting  their  skills 
and  support  of  the  Church's  min- 
istry through  the  electronic  me- 
dia.

Mary  Winston  Crockett  of  Falls 
Church,  Virginia,  who  survives 
him. 

As  a  student  at  the  Seminary 
he  held  the  Charles  D.  Larus  Fel- 
lowship from  1934  to  1936. 

He  supplied  several  churches  in 
and  around  Richmond.  He  was  a 
member  of  a  number  of  civic  and 
charitable  organizations  in  Rich- 
mond, His  membership  was  in 
Winston  -  Salem  Presbytery. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at 
the  Westminster  Presbyterian 
Church,  Richmond,  where  his  fa- 
mily were  members,  followed  by 
a  graveside  service  at  the  Se- 
minary Cemetery,  Hampden-Syd- 
ney,  Virginia.

Minister  Writes  Open 
Letter 

The  Reverend  Robert  Owens, 
Jr.  Minister  of  the  Plaza  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Charlotte,  wrote 
an  open  letter  to  "Mr.  Next  Pre- 
sident", which  first  appeared  as 
a  sermon  preached  by  him  in  his 
church  in  September.  Two  Char- 
lotte papers  carried  the  Sermon- 
Letter. 

In  the  letter,  Mr.  Owens  as- 
sured "The  Next  President"  that 
many  people  will  be  praying  for 
him.  Mr.  Owens  takes  occasion 
to  remind  the  next  President  that 
he  "will  be  the  leader  of  a  Chris- 
tian nation!"

Arkansas-  Oklahoma 
Synods  Merge 

Fort  Smith,  Ai-k.  —  (PN)  — 
A  historic  two-day  meeting  here 
early  in  January  brought  appro- 
ximately 27,000  Presbyterians  and 
168  congregations  into  a  new  Sy- 
nod, to  be  known  as  the  Synod  of 
Arkansas  -  Oklahoma. 

Constituting  meeting  of  the  Sy- 
nod came  after  nearly  two  year's 
planning  and  approval  of  the  mer- 
ger separately  by  the  two  Synods. 

The  firsf  order  of  business  was 
the  election  of  Dr.  Tliomas  B. 
Gallaher,  Pastor  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Fort  Smith,  as 
Moderator.  Dr.  Edward  S.  Bay- 
less  of  Little  Rock,  Executive 
Secretary  and  Stated  Clerk  of  the 
former  Synod  of  Arkansas,  was 
elected  Stated  Clerk  of  the  new 
Synod. 

Under  the  merger  plan,  the 
former  Synod  of  Oklahoma  became 
the  Presbytery  of  CHdahoma  and 
was  added  to  Arkansas'  three 
Presbyteries  for  the  new  four  - 
Presbytery  Synod. 

Tlie  new  Moderator  predicted 
that  tlie  historic  union  will  give 
the  new  body  a  pronounced  in- 
creased strength,  enabling  Synod 
"to  be  more  able  to  put  on  a 
program  geared  to  the  needs  of 
a  particular  area,  but  be  centered 
in  tlie  interest  of  the  General  As- 
sembly".

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College, 
Laurinburg,  N.C.,  named  Dr.  Don- 
ald J.  Hart,  Professor  of  Manage- 
ment at  Virginia  Polytechnic  In- 
stitute, Blacksburg,  Virginia,  pre- 
sident, at  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board  on  January  14.  He  will  take 
office  July  1. 

The  recommendation  of  Dr.  Hart 
was  made  by  Halbert  M.  Jones, 
Laurinburg,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  find  a  successor  to  Dr. 
Ansley  C.  Moore,  who  has  been 
President  of  the  College  since  1960. 
Dr.  Moore  is  retiring. 

STATEMENT  BY 
CHAIRMAN  BELK 

Thomas  M.  Belk,  Chairman  of 
the  Board,  in  announcing  action 
by  the  Board,  stated  that  Dr.  Hart 
"brings  to  his  new  post  a  unique 
record  as  churchman,  educator, 
and  administer".  He  expressed 
confidence  in  Dr.  Hart's  ability  to 
lead  the  College  to  new  levels  of 
achievement  and  service,  and 
added,  "He  inherits  from  Dr. 
Moore  a  solid  foundation,  prepar- 
ed in  the  demanding  years  of  the 
school's  first  decade". 

Dr.  Hart  is  a  native  of  Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin  and  a  graduate 
of  Lake  Forest  College,  a  Pres- 
byterian liberal  arts  college  in 
Illinois.

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Editorial  Comments 
On  Presidential 
Inaugurations 

SUGGESTION:  That  the  number 
of  prayers  be  reduced.  They 
cease  to  have  any  meaning  when 
all  faiths  are  called  upon.  Let 
the  President  select  the  person 
of  his  choice.  Our  impression 
was  that  the  persons  offering  the 
prayers  were  more  often  preach- 
ing to  the  incumbents  and  the  au- 
dience than  praying  to  God,  since 
they  read  their  prayers  and,  with 
one  possible  exception,  looked 
out  on  their  audiences.  We  still 
feel  that  the  closing  of  the  eyes 
enhances  true  worship. 

INCONSISTENCIES 

Our  impression  is  that  some  of 
the  same  people  who  condemn 
"old-time  religion"  are  the  very 
same  ones  who  advocate  hippie 
ways.  First,  they  emasculate  the 
gym  books  of  old-fashioned  Sun- 
day School  hymns  and  then  sub- 
stitute jazz  ditties  which  often  are 
irreverent  -  the  irreverent  for 
what  is  alleged  to  be  irrelevant. 

ON  CHANGE 

We  have  always  favored  relevant 
change,  and  as  we  look  back  over 
the  past  40  years,  we  marvel  at 
the  tremendous  change  which  has 
occurred  in  the  Church;  however, 
we  oppose  change  because  "every- 
body's doing  it",  to  quote  the  old 
song,  and  because,  it  is  argued, 
"They  say",  meaning  some  of  the 
younger  generation,  especially  on 
the  college  campuses. 


RETIRING 

The  Rev.  Joseph  C.  Kovack,  pas- 
tor of  the  Columbus  Presbyterian 
Church  (K-M)  for  the  past  14  years 
has  tendered  his  resignation,  ef- 
fective January  15,  1969.  Mr.  Ko- 
vack will  assume  the  status  of 
"honorably  retired". 

He  is  a  graduate  of  Bloomfield, 
New  Jersey  College  and  Seminary 
and  studied  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  New  York  and  Prince- 
ton Theological  Seminary.

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Church  Attendance  Shows  Drop 


Based  on  seven  national  polls 
taken  during  1968  by  Gallup,  it  has 
been  disclosed  that  church  attendT 
ance  in  the  United  States,  declined 
2%  last  year.  The  peak  figure 
of  49%  was  reached  in  1958,  and 
a  record  low  of  37%  in  1940.  Most 
of  the  decline,  according  to  the 
Poll,  is  due  to  non-attendance  by 
young  adults.  The  breakdown  ac- 
cording to  age  groups  for  1968 
follows:

21-29  years  34% 
30-49  46% 
50  and  over  44% 

Americans  attend  church  more 
faithfully  than  adults  in  11  other 
nations,  and  variances  in  church 
attendance  was  noted  among  Pro- 
testants. Lutherans  and  Baptists 
had  38%  attendance;  while  Pres- 
byterians had  36%;  Methodists,

The  higher  the  education  of  the 
adult,  the  greater  the  probability 
he  will  attend  church  on  Sundays; 
47%  of  those  who  went  to  college 
attend  church,  while  only  43%  of 
those  with  a  high  school  education, 
and  41%  of  those  with  a  grammar 
school  education  attend.  It  was 
revealed  that  women  are  more 
faithful  churchgoers  --  48%  com- 
pared to  39%  for  men.

Duke  Grant  Goes  To 
Davidson 

Davidson,  N.C.-A  Special  grant 
of  $285,000  has  been  made  to  Da- 
vidson College  by  the  Duke  Endow- 
ment, according  to  a  recent  an- 
nouncement by  President  Samuel 
R.  Spencer,  Jr. 

The  grant  is  to  be  divided  into 
six  parts,  providing  amounts  rang- 
ing from  $10,000  to  Davidson's 
liberal  arts  program  for  public 
school  teachers  to  $100,000  for 
"aid  to  continue  faculty  and  staff 
increases  in  compensation". 

The  funds  will  provide  for  "li- 
brary book  stock  and  assistance  on 
the  construction  of  the  new  li- 
brary". 

The  Duke  Endowment,  created 
in  1924  by  James  B.  Duke,  has 
provided  constant  support  ;=jince 
that  time  to  Davidson  College. 


John  Louis  Kesler 

John  Louis  Kesler  taught  reli- 
gious education  and  was  librarian 
at  the  Vanderbilt  Divinity  School 
from  1919  to  1936.  His  work  in 
the  School's  annual  institutes  for 
rural  ministers  made  him  aware  of 
the  difficulty  these  men  faced  in 
getting  access  to  helpful  books. 

In  1935-36,  he  led  a  movement 
to  establish  a  circulating  library 
for  rural  ministers,  obtaining  a 
special  grant  from  the  Carnegie 
Foundation  for  the  purpose.  The 
initial  collection  of  books  was  se- 
lected by  Dr.  Kesler  before  he  re- 
tired in  1936. 

From  1940  to  1945,  the  library 
was  maintained  by  The  Divinity 
School,  the  Carnegie  grant  having 
run  out. 

In  1945  Dr.  Kesler,  then  Profes- 
sor Emeritus,  made  to  The  Divinity 
School  for  the  Library  a  gift  of 
$50,000.  The  sum  was  matched  by 
the  University.  The  library  was 
named  in  honor  of  Dr.  Kesler. 

Dr.  Kesler  died  in  November, 
1955,  at  the  age  of  ninety-four. 
The  Kesler  Circulating  Library 
continues  as  a  living  memorial.

Davidson  College  To 
Be  Studied 

Davidson,  N.C.  -  The  Academy 
for  Educational  Development 
(AED),  a  non-profit  corporation 
which  advises  educational  and  ot- 
her institutions  on  ways  to  improve 
operations  and  to  plan  for  the  fu- 
ture, has  been  contacted  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  full  -  scale 
study  of  Davidson  College,  accord- 
ing to  President  Samuel  R.  Spen- 
cer, Jr.

Lumber  Bridge  Presbyterian  Church  History 


By  HAROLD  J.  DUDLEY,  D,  D. 
(Address  delivered  October  20,  1968  on  occasion  of  the  175th  :\nni- 
versary  of  the  establishment  of  the  Lumber  Bridge  Presbyterian 
Church,  Fayetteville  Presbytery,  Synod  of  North  Carolina.) 

One  Hundred  Seventy- Five  years  ago,  in  the  year  1793,  as  far  as 
is  known,  this  Church  was  organized.  At  that  time,  there  was  no 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Fayetteville;  in  fact,  whereas  today  there  are 
98  Presbyterian  churches  in  Fayetteville  Presbytery,  there  were 
then  only  six  Presbyterian  churches  in  the  seven  counties  which 
currently  make  up  Fayetteville  Presbytery.  Qily  Raft  Swamp 
(1757)  now  dissolved,  Barbecue,  Bluff,  and  Longstreet  (all  in  1758), 
Bethel  (1110),  and  Bethesda  (1790),  preceded  this  Church  in  existence. 
You  are  as  old  as  the  University 
of  North  Carolina;  indeed  as  old 
as  the  City  of  Raleigh. 

The  earliest  record  I  have  found 
OD  your  church  is  in  the  Minutes 
of  the  Synod  of  the  Carolinas, 
for  October,  1794,  where  the  Rev. 
John  Robinson  reported  to  Synod  on 
preaching  at  a  number  of  points  in 
eastern  N.C.,  one  of  which  was  at 
the  Lumber  Bridge  meeting- house 
in  "Robinson"  (sic)  County.  It  is 
recorded:  "...  he  preached  to  a 
large  congregation  of  Scotch  Pres- 
byterians who  consider  themselves 
albe  to  call  the  one-half  of  a 
minister's  time  -  are  very  willing 
to  receive  supplies". 

At  that  time,  this  territory  was 
in  Orange  Presbytery,  which  had 
been  organized  in  1770.  There  were 
but  two  Presbyteries.  Concord  was 
set  off  in  1796,  embracing  the  ter- 
ritory west  of  the  Yadkin  River. 
Unfortunately  the  records  of 
Orange  Presbytery  for  the  years 
1770-1795  were  burned  in  1828  in 
the  Hillsboro  Presbyterian  Church 
manse  fire;  therefore,  the  record 
of  the  organization  of  this  Church 
has  been  lost.  The  earliest  re- 
cord of  this  Church  known  to  be  in 
existence  appears  in  the  Minutes 
of  Orange  Presbytery  for  the  Spr- 
ing of  1797,  where  the  following 
two  items  are  found:  (1)  Presby- 
tery ordered  Messrs.  Samuel  Stan- 
ford and  Angus  McDiarmid  to  each 
supply  one  time  each  before  the 
next  meeting  of  Presbytery  the 
Laurel  Hill,  Ashpole,  Raft  Swamp, 
and  Lumber  Bridge  Churches;  and 
(2)  A  petition  from  these  same  four 
churches  asking  for  the  labors  for 
one  year  of  "Mr.  John  Gillaspie" 
(sic);  which  petition  was  honored 
by  ordering  Mr.  Gillespie  to  supply 
them. 


STANFORD,  McDIARMID,  and 
GILLESPIE 

Stanford,  McDiarmid,  and  Gil- 
lespie rendered  yeoman  service  to 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  this 
area.  Of  the  three,  McDiarmid 
was  perhaps  the  most  colorful 
character.  He  emigrated  here 
from  Scotland  in  1793  and  served 
the  Barbecue,  Bluff,  and  Long- 
street  Churches  for  a  number  of 
years.  About  1800  he  fell  into 
disfavor  with  Presbytery,  and 
was  deposed  for  a  time.  He  was 
charged  with  "too  frequent  use  of 
ardent  spirits"  and  of  having  "got 
in  a  violent  passion"  over  the 
great  revival  which  was  sweep- 
ing the  country,  and  which  he  op- 
posed on  the  grounds  that  it  was  a 
work  of  the  devil.  He  denounced 
Orange  Presbytery  and  even  or- 
ganized a  new  presbytery.  He 
allegedly  said  that  he  would  not 
attend  another  meeting  of  Orange 
Presbytery  because  of  the  young 
puppies  (preacher  supplies)  who 
were  always  yelping  "bow-wow- 
wow".  He  particularly  directed 
his  attack  against  the  Rev.  John 
Gillespie,  whom  he  referred  to 
as  "a  Limb  of  the  Devil".  He 
further  decjared  that  in  Fay- 
etteville Safan  had  a  synagogue  al 
"all  our  meetings".  It  is  gra- 
tifying to  report  that  though  he 
had  renounced  the  authority  of 
Orange  Presbytery,  later  he  re- 
pented, and  wrote  a  conciliatory 
letter  to  the  Presbytery  "breath- 
ing sincere  and  humble  repen- 


tance, pleading  forgiveness  and 
restoration".  Through  all  his 
trials  he  was  heartily  supported  by 
his  people,  who  regarded  him  as  a 
powerful  preacher,  and  that  in  their 
native  Gaelic  tongue! 

We  know  less  of  John  Gillespie, 
but  it  is  evident  that  he  was  an 
enthusiast  during  the  period  of  the 
Great  Awakening.  He  married 
the  daughter  of  Neill  Brown  of  near 
Red  Springs.  He  v/as  ordered  by 
Orange  Presbytery  mi  March  3, 
1797  to  supply  Raft  Swamp  Church, 
which  he  did  for  four  years.  Some- 
time after  1800  he  moved  to  Lin- 
coln County,  Tennessee. 

REV.  COLIN  LINDSAY 

Mr.  McDiarmod  had  a  co-pas- 
tor in  his  field  in  the  person  ol 
the  Reverend  Colin  Lindsay,  also 
a  Scotsman  born,  who  came  to 
N.  C.  about  1790.  He  was  even 
more  colorful  than  McDiarmid. 
History  declares  that  he  was  born 
after  his  mother  had  been  buried 
when  mistaken  for  dead.  He, 
also,  made  too  frequent  use  of 
ardent  spirits.  Besides  he  pos- 
sessed a  violent  temper  which  of- 
ten led  him  to  such  indiscretions 
as  abusive  language  and  fighting. 
Like  McDiarmid  he  was  deposed 
by  Orange  Presbytery  -  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact  three  different  times, 
the  last  permanently.  Like 
McDiarmid  he  also  opposed  re- 
vivalism. At  almost  e  very 
meeting  of  Presbytery  fresh  ch- 
arges were  made  against  him, 
including  those  of  challenging  an 
opponent  to  a  duel,  of  abusive 
language,  of  contempt  of  Pres- 
bytery, et  al.  While  he  did  not 
preach  at  Lumber  Bridge,  but 
principally  at  Bethel,  the  Lumber 
Bridge  Church  joined  with  the  Be- 
thel, Gum  Swamp,  and  Shoe-heel 
(later  Maxton)  churches  in  Octo- 
ber, 1797,  in  petitioning  Presby- 
tery to  restore  Mr.  Lindsay  to 
the  pastoral  office,  which  Pres- 
bytery did  after  Mr.  Lindsay  sub- 
mitted to  the  judgment  of  Presby- 
tery. He  died  in  1817  and  was 
buried  in  the  Ste warts ville  ceme- 
tery, near  Laurinburg,  when  his 
grave  marker  located  about  the 
middle  of  the  grave-yard  states 
that  he  died  December  1,  1817, 
in  the  73rd  year  of  his  age. 

Incidentally,  in  a  counter  - 
charge  in  1797,  Lindsay  accused 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Stanford  of  lying 
and  profane  swearing.  The  re- 
cord 'is  that  Stanford  had  just 
made  application  for  dismisslcm 
from  his  charges  at  the  Raft 
Swamp  and  Lumberton  Churches, 
which  Presbytery  had  already  ap- 
proved; nevertheless,  Presbytery 
heard  the  case.  He  was  acquitted 
of  the  charge  of  lying  but  found 
guilty  of  the  charge  of  profanity. 
He  was  ordered  to  confess  before 
"the  congregation",  but  which  one 
I  do  not  know. 
THE  REVEREND 
DANIEL  BROWNE 

There  is  a  record  for  April  8, 
1802  of  a  call  from  the  Lumber 
Bridge,  Old  Fork,  and  PhUadel- 
phus  churches  being  deliyered  by 
the  Presbytery  to  the  Rev.  Daniel 
Browne,  and  of  hisacv,eptance.  The 
Rev.  Messrs.  McDiarmid,  Gilles- 
pie, and  Tate  were  appointed  an 
"intermediate  Presbytery"'to  or- 
daine  him  at  PHladeiohus  on  the 


third  Wednesday  in  July.  He  re- 
mained here  as  pastor  until  1808. 

REVEREND  JOHN  McINTYRE 

The  records  reveal  little  infor- 
mation for  the  period  1808  to  1822 
in  which  year  the  Rev.  John  Mc- 
Intyre  was  called  to  the  Church. 
He  remained  until  1837  and  at  the 
same  tinie  served  the  Bethel,  Phil- 
adelphus,  and  St.  Paul's  Churches. 

He  was  born  in  1750  in  Argy- 
leshire,  Scotland.  His  mother  was 
a  Roman  Catholic  but  at  the  time 
of  her  marriage  changed  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  He  was 
converted  at  the  age  of  14,  and 
worked  first  for  a  druggist  in 
Glasgow  and  then  for  a  shoemak- 
er, before  moving  to  the  High- 
lands where  he  became  a  shep- 
herd. Here  in  the  Highlands  he 
customarily  carried  his  gaelic 
Testament  with  him  to  read  as  he 
tended  the  sheep. 

He  served  as  a  shepherd  for 
14  years  in  Perthshire.  He  mar- 
ried a  Miss  McCallum  in  1789 
and  two  years  later  they  emigra- 
ted to  N.C.,  arriving  after  three 
stormy  months  at  sea  at  Fort 
Johnston  in  Brunswick  County. 

He  settled  in  Cumberland  Coun- 
ty, 15  miles  west  of  Fayetteville 
near  the  Phillipi  Church.  Here  he 
engaged  in  religious  work  as  a  lay- 
man, but  began  studying  Latin  , 
Greek,  and  Hebrew,  under  the 
Rev.  James  Smylie,  a  classical 
school  teacher  at  Cedar  Grove  in 
Richmond  County.  Later  he  stu- 
died under  the  Rev.  Murdock  Mc- 
Millan who  was  preaching  and 
teaching  at  Laurel  Hill.  He  par- 
ticipated in  the  Great  Revival  which 
swept  over  the  country  in  1802,  and 
for  a  while  was  engaged  in  mission- 
ary work  in  both  North  Carolina 
and  South  Carolina  under  the  direc- 
tion of  ordained  ministers. 

ENTERS  THE  MINISTRY 

At  the  age  of  57,  he  announced 
his  intention  of  entering  the  minis- 
try, and  though  Orange  Presbytery 
would  have  ordained  him  without 
examination  in  the  languages,  he 
insisted  that  this  not  be  omitted. 
He  was  ordained  July  1,  1809.  For 
a  number  of  years  he  served  nu- 
merous churches  throughout  the 
area.  He  was  one  of  the  organi- 
zers of  both  the  Synod  of  North  Ca- 
rolina and  of  Fayetteville  Presby- 
tery. He  was  the  first  Treasurer 
of  Fayetteville  Presbytery  and 
served  as  Moderator  several 
times.  He  also  was  a  promoter 
of  Donaldson  Academy  at  Fayette- 
ville. He  was  a  close  friend  of 
Colin  Lindsay,  though  they  differed 
an  the  subjects  of  temperance  and 
of  revivals.  He  was  a  total  ab- 
stainer and  a  prohibitionist  and  was 
courageous  enough  to  preach  the 
first  sermon  on  temperance  ever 
preached  to  the  Highlanders  of  the 
Cape  Fear.  He  put  an  end  to  the 
drinking  sprees  usually  held  at 
funeral  wakes  by  announcing  that 
he  would  not  conduct  another 
funeral  where  there  was  celebra- 
ting with  ardent  spirits.  For  this 
reason  some  of  his  members  left 
his  church  and  attached  themselves 
to  the  churches  where  Colin  Lind- 
say preached.  On  the  other  hand, 
some  young  people  who  transferred 
to  his  church  were  whipped  by  their 
parents  for  adhering  to  him.  He 
was  married  four  times.  One  of 
his  daughters  married  Rev.  Archi- 
bald Henry  Scott,  who  founded  Ag- 
nes Scott  College.  He  died  at  the 
home  of  another  daughter,  Mrs. 
Harriet  N.  Purcell,  wife  of  Alex- 
ander Torrey  Purcell  in  upper  Ro- 
beson (New  Hoke)  County,  and 
was  buried  in  the  Antioch  Church 
cemetery, 

MINISTERIAL  ROLL-CALL 

Time  forbids  that  I  recount  the 
dterls  of  all  the  other  faithful  mi- 


nisters who  have  served  you. 
They  are  well-known  to  those  of 
you  who  are  familiar  with  your 
history:  Hector  McNeill  (1839- 
71);  Rev.  Malcolm  McNair  (Co- 
pastor);  James  P.  McPherson 
(1872  -  83);  Archibald  McQueen 
(1884-90);  Patrick  R.  Law  (1891  - 
1901);  James  A,  Caligan  (1902- 
1906);  Henderson  M.  Dixon  (1908- 
11);  John  B.  Cochran  (1912);  Joseph 
E.  BerryhiU  (1913-15);  Joseph  K. 
Hall  (1918-21);  Vivian  G.  Smith 
(1923-26);  G.  W.  Hannah  (supply); 
C.  E.  Clarke  (1928-1930);  Franklin 
M.  Bain  (1930-1940);  T.  A.  Guiton 
(1941);  G.  F.  Kirkpatrick  (1944- 
1946);  H.  Tucker  Graham  (Supply); 
L.  W.  Avent  (Student  Supply);  P. 
Leslie  Bullock  (Supply);  M.  C. 
Bowling  (1951  -  1956);  E.  D.  Viser 
(1956-1957);  Wm.  E.  Pauley  (Stu- 
dent Supply);  R.  Y.  Russell  (1958- 
1963);  H.  L.  WUlis  (Supply  1965- 66) 
Jerry  R.  Cook  (1967-SS).  I  am 
aware  that  some  of  these  were 
supplies;  however,  this  was  much 
more  the  custom  formerly  than 
now.  I  also  know  that  most  of  these 
ministers  served  simultaneously 
one  or  more  other  churches. 

SHERMAN  BURNS  CHURCH 

Suffice  it  to  say  that  Mr.  McNeill 
was  pastor  during  the  Civil  War 
years.  You  are  familar  with  the 
story  of  Mr.  McNeill  being  ordered 
to  preach  on  certain  specified  texts 
by  General  Sherman  at  Bethel  Chu- 
rch, which  Mr.  McNeill  served 
while  also  serving  the  congre- 
gation here. 

And,  of  course,  you  are  more  fa- 
miliar with  the  fact  that  soldiers 
of  the  Union  Army  under  Sherman 
destroyed  your  church  here  by  fire. 
That  church,  as  you  know  was  re- 
built 100  years  ago.  The  North 
Carolina  Presbyterian  for  January 
22,  1868  carried  a  story  saying, 

'  'We  are  glad  that  the  congre- 
gation of  Lumber  Bridge,  Rob- 
eson County,  have,  at  length, 
so  far  completed  their  house  of 
worship  as  to  be  able  to  hold 
service  in  it.  It  will  be  re- 
collected, that  the  church  build- 
ing was  burned  March,  1865, 
when  Gen.  Sherman's  army 
passed  through  the  neighbor- 
hood. The  good  people  went  to 
work  in  their  poverty,  and  with 
a  little  aid  from  the  Susteuci 
tio:i  Committee,  and  perhaps  a 
little  from  friends  at  a  distance, 
they  are  able,  after  a  lapse  of 
well  nigh  three  years,  to  sit 
down  again  under  their  own  vine 
and  their  own  fig  tree.  May 
they  enjoy  in  the  future  much 
spiritual  prosperity." 

PASTORAL  LETTER 

Two  years  earlier  a  pastoral 
letter  had  gone  forth  to  the  chur- 
ches from  Fayetteville  Presby- 
tery, prepared  by  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
J.  M.  Sherwood  and  James  M. 
Sprunt,  and  ruling  elder  W.  N. 
Whitted,  expressing  its  deepest 
sympathy  with  the  churches  in  the 
sorrows  through  which  they  had 
passed  during  the  recent  War,  par- 
ticularly "when  the  last  furious 
blast  swept  over  us  and  100,000 
fierce  soldiers,  licensed  to  plun- 
der, marched  through  the  very 
heart  of  the  Presbytery,  leaving 
scarcely  a  hearthstone  un visited... 
and  when  the  storm  had  finally 
spent  its  fury  and  we  were  per- 
mitted once  more  to  look  abroad 
osi  the  land  at  peace,  we  mourned 
in  common  with  you  over  the  aw- 
ful wreck  before  our  eyes;  a  peo- 
ple stripped  of  their  earthly  pos- 
sessions; many  of  their  houses  ajid 
churches  in  ruin!  Their  young  men 
of  strength  and  promise  fallen  in 
battle,  and  the  hopes  that  begot 
and  sustained  the  struggle  blasted 
in  defeat."

ing  the  pastorate  of  the  Reverend 
Patrick  R.  Law.  During  his  mi- 
nistry one  of  the  members  of  the 
Churchj^  Mr.  Angus  Shaw,  enter- 
tained a  guest,  a  Mr.  Wetmore  of 
Lumberton,  a  civil  engineer,  in  his 
home  one  night.  Mr.  Shaw  related 
the  incident  of  the  burning  of  the 
church  by  Sherman's  Army.  Some- 
time later  Mr.  Wetmore  was  on  a 
business  trip  to  Illinois  where  he 
met  two  men  who  had  been  with 
Sherman  on  his  march  through 
Eastern  North  Carolina,  and  who 
had  literally  witnessed  the  destr- 
uction of  the  church.  According 
to  the  late  Mr.  John  A.  Oates  of 
Fayetteville  these  two  former  Fe- 
deral soldiers  signed  affidavits 
which  later  influenced  the  U.  S. 
Congress  to  pay  reparations  to 
the  church  for  the  damage  done  to 
the  building  which  was  burned. 
Mr.  Oates  incorrectly  reports  that 
the  reparations  were  paid  in  the 
late  1890' s.  Actually,  and  appar- 
ently in  anticipation  of  receiving 
the  reparations,  the  congregation 
went  to  work  to  build  a  new  sanc- 
tuary to  supplement,  and  not  to 
replace  the  building  that  was  re- 
stored in  1868,  but  it  was  not  until 
1915  that  the  U.  S.  Congress  finally 
appropriated  the  reparation  mo- 
ney. 

This  building,  the  present  sanc- 
tuary and  the  fourth  Presbyterian 
church  building  constructed  in 
Lumber  Bridge,  was  completedand 
dedicated  in  1903,  during  the  minis- 
try of  the  Reverend  James  A.  Cali- 
gan. The  late  Dr.  Charles  G.  Var- 
dell,  president  of  Flora  MacDcaiatd" 
College,  preached  the  dedicatory 
sermon. 

The  Lumber  Bridge  Church  is 
the  Mother  of  several  other  chur- 
ches, to  wit,  ihe  Shannon  Church, 
organized  in  1892  with  3p  mem- 
bers and  now  dissolved;  the  Park- 
ton  Church,  organized  in  1902  with 
80  members;  and  the  Rex  Church 
in  1913  with  more  than  40  members. 

These  things  your  ancestors  who 
lived  here  knew,  for  they  suffered, 
bled,  and  died  but  not  in  vain.  For 
there  was  a  kind  of  resurrection. 
And  the  hey-dey  of  your  Church 
was  in  it  s  future,  as,  I  am  sure, 
it  still  is.  There  was  the  time 
when  your  membership  exceeded 
200  members,  and  though  today  you 
boast  fewer  than  100,  you  are  a 
loyal  people,  attested  by  this  oc- 
casion; and  a  generous  people, 
attested  by  your  history;  and  an 
evangelistic  people,  proved  by  the 
record. 

You  hkve  buried  many  of  these 
\cysl  people  in  the  nearby  Silent 
City  of  the  dead.  Hundreds  of  ot- 
hers you  have  given  to  your  state 
anc  iiation  to  serve  in  business, 
in  gciverument,  in  society,  but  best 
of  ail  in  the  Church  "Jf  your  fath- 
ers.

London  -  (RNS)  —  Queen  Eliza- 
beth is  scheduled  to  attend  the 
1969  session  of  the  Church  of  Scot- 
land when  it  meets  next  May  20-28. 
She  will  be  the  first  sovereign  to 
do  so  in  almost  four  centuries.  The 
last  visit  occurred  before  the  un- 
ion of  the  Crown  ~  of  England  and 
Scotland  in  1603. 

(hi  1960,  the  Queen  attended  a 
"special"  meeting  of  the  Assem- 
bly in  October  to  mark  the  400th 
Anniversary  of  the  Scottish  Re- 
formation). 

The  Queen  also  will  make  the 
customary  visit  to  the  much  small- 
er assembly  of  the  Free  Church 
of  Scotland,  which  traditionally 
meets  in  Edinburgh  at  the  same 
time  as  the  Church  of  Scotland 
Assembly. 

One  observer,  Arnold  Donald- 
son, Chairman  of  the  Scottish  Na- 
tional Party,  regards  the  event  as 
"funny",  and  wonders  if  the  Gov- 
ernment is  using  the  Queen  for  po- 
litical purposes.  He  also  volun- 
teered that  tf  the  Queen's  presence 
added  any  additional  dignity  to  the 
Assembly,  "then  it  is  quite  a  nice 
thing.  It  would  do  the  Queen  and 
Scotland  good  if  she  would  spend 
a  lot  more  time  here".

Mr.  Eubank  was  born  in  On- 
slow County  October  3,  1878,  the 
son  of  John  Wesley  and  Missouri 
Frances  Waters  Eubank.

Trinity  Presbyterian  Church, 
located  at  Havelock,  N.C.,  near 
New  River  Marine  Base,  Wilming- 
ton Presbytery,  was  dedicated  in 
a  formal  service  Sunday  morning, 
December  29. 

Presiding  over  the  service  was 
the  Rev.  Herman  E.  Fisher,  Pastor 
of  the  Church.  Assisting  Mr.  Fish- 
er was  the  Rev.  Harold  J.  Dudley, 
D.D.,  Raleigh,  N.C.,  General  Sec- 
retary of  the  Synod  of  North  Car- 
olina. 

Completion  of  the  sanctuary  was 
the  realization  of  a  dream  which 
has  its  beginning  in  the  early 
1950's.  Following  a  survey  con- 
ducted by  Miss  Mildred  Mallard 
of  Synod's  Office  Staff,  the  Ch- 
urch Extension  Committee  of  Wil- 
mington Presbytery  inaugurated 
the  work  as  a  Sunday  School  and 
Chapel,  beginning  on  Sunday  mor- 
ning, November  9,  1952.  Early 
services  were  held  in  an  apart- 
ment on  Bern  Street  and  in  the 
Graham  Bardon  School  Auditor- 
ium. 

THREE  BUILDING  PROGRAMS 

The  Church  was  officially  or- 
ganized on  December  6,  1953,  with 
77  charter  members.  Services 
were  conducted  in  a  community 
building  and  later  in  a  community 
chapel. 

In  July,  1954,  construction  was 
begun  on  a  manse,  and  the  work 
was  largely  done  by  members  of 
the  congregation  who  scheduled 
weekly  work  nights  and  workdays. 
The  manse  was  completed  in  the 
late  fall  of  that  year,  and  the

which,  though  it  actually  cost 
only  $12,000,  is  valued  at  $22,- 
000. 

In  the  fall  of  1954,  work  began 
on  construction  of  an  educational 
building  which  contained  a  fellow- 
ship hall.  Construction  was  com- 
pleted in  May,  1956,  and  the  con- 
gregation moved  to  the  permanent 
location  from  the  community  cha- 
pel. In  addition  to  the  fellowship 
hall,  the  buUding  includes  six 
classrooms,  a  kitchen,  and  rest 
room  facilities. 

LOAN  REPAID  IN  RECORD  TIME 
The  Church  borrowed  $40,000 
from  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Church  Extension  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  which  was  paid  back 
in  full  by  February  1,  1963,  an  un- 
precedented record. 

The  membership  of  the  congre- 
gation has  constantly  been  divided 
between  local  permanent  residents 
and  military  personnel  located  at 
the  nearby  U.S.  Marine  Air  Wing 
at  Cherry  Point.  Among  the  most 
faithful  workers  in  the  congrega- 
tion have  been  some  of  the  people 
on  the  Base.  Many  of  the  men 
have  been  officers.  Today  there 
are  a  number  of  mission  points 
around  the  world  which  have  been 
established  by  men  who  at  one 
time  or  another  were  related  to 
Trinity  Church  at  Havelock. 

CHURCH  LEADERS 

One  of  the  principal  workers 
in  the  Church  has  been  Colonel 
Joe  Nelson,  who  has  spearheaded 
all  three  building  programs. 
It  was  on  his  return  from  Viet- 
nam a  year  ago  that  the  build- 
ing plans  for  the  new  Sanctuary  re- 
ceived the  impetus  which  has  re- 
sulted in  the  completion  of  the 
sanctuary.  Associated  with  the 
work  almost  from  the  beginning 
was  Mrs.  Kitty  Taylor,  who  ser- 
ved as  Secretary  and  Education 
Director.  Recently,  following  the 
death  of  Mr.  Taylor,  she  moved 
to  Durham;  however,  was  pre- 
sent for  the  dedication  service.

Theft  Law  Enacted 

London  (RNS)  -- Church  thieves, 
a  growing  menace  in  recent  years, 
face  up  to  10  years  imprisonment 
under  a  new  law,  the  Theft  Act, 
which  became  effective  January  1. 
The  Act  was  not  specifically  de- 
signed solely  to  cover  thefts  from 
church  buildings,  but,  as  a  Church 
of  England  announcement  said  it 
"has  relevance  to  the  fabric  and 
ornaments  which  are  improperly 
removed  from  churches". 

Included  in  the  announcement 
was  some  guidance  on  how  to  take 
precautions  against  thefts  from 
churches  and  cathedrals.

Draft  Law  Repeal  Sought 

Ocean  City,  N.J.  (RNS)  ~  The 
North  American  Area  Council  of 
the  World  Alliance  of  Reformed 
and  Presbyterian  Churches,  meet- 
ing here  early  in  January,  called 
for  a  repeal  of  the  U.  S.  draft 
law  and  an  extensive  study  of  the 
law's  "real  nature"  and  effect 
both  on  young  people  and  on  the 
country's  international  posture. 

Delegates  from  fourteen  deno- 
minations, representing  nearly  9 
million  communicants,  asked  its 
member  Churches  to  '  'support  all 
constitutional  efforts  to  bring 
about  the  repeal  of  the  Military 
Selective  Service  Act  of  1967". 

The  delegates  made  it  plain  that 
they  were  voting  as  individuals  and 
not  as  official  representatives  of 
their  churches.

Famous  Church  Historian  And  Ecumenist  Killf 


Dr.  Kenneth  Scott  Latourette, 
one  of  the  foremost  church  his- 
torians and  mission  leaders  of  the 
20th  Century,  was  killed  on  Decem- 
ber 26  in  Oregon  City,  Oregon, 
when  he  was  struck  by  a  car.  He 
was  84  years  of  age. 

Born  in  Oregon  City,  educated 
at  Linfield  College  and  Yale,  Dr.

Assembly  Benevolences 
Decrease 

Atlanta  -  (PN)  —  Contributions 
to  Benevolence  Causes  of  the 
Presbyterian  U.  S.  in  1968  dropped 
from  $8,584,301  in  1967  to  $8,136, 
519;  however,  the  1967  contri- 
butions had  an  additional  ten  days 
for  receiving  gifts,  which  accounts 
for  several  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars of  the  deficit. 

The  1968  budget  was  $8,904,441. 

The  Board  of  Annuities  and  Re- 
lief receivedapproximately  98.75% 
of  its  budget,  while  all  other  Boards 
and  Agencies  received  only  slightly 
more  than  90.77%.

Churches  Rally  To  Support 
St.  Andrews  Campaign 


Conference  Planned  In 
Nation's  Capital 

Washington,  D.C.  (RNS)— "Viet- 
nam and  the  Future  of  the  American 
Empire"  is  the  theme  of  a  1969 
mobilization  in  the  Nation's  capi- 
tal, called  by  the  inter-religious 
Clergy  and  Laymen  Concerned  A- 
bout  Vietnam.  The  mobilization 
will  be  the  third  sponsored  by  the 
the  anti-war  group.  In  1968,  the 
program  drew  approximately  2,000 
clergymen  and  laymen. 

The  event  is  set  for  February 
3-5,  and  will,  as  in  past  years, 
feature  visits  with  Senators  and 
U.  S.  Representatives.  Also  there 
will  be  seven  lecture-discussion 
sessions  which  will  focus  on  Amer- 
ican foreign  policy  with  emphasis 
on  the  process  of  American  inter- 
vention in  developing  nations;  the 
U.  S.  economy  with  emphasis  on 
the  cost  and  development  of  mili- 
tary systems,  and  the  Selective 
Service  System  with  stress  on  the 
feasibility  of  ending  the  draft  and 
securing  amnesty  for  war  re- 
sisters. 

Co-chairmen  of  the  organiza- 
tion are  Dr,  John  C.  Bennett,  pre- 
sident of  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary, New  York;  Mrs.  Corita Scott 
King;  Roman  Catholic  Auxiliary 
Bishop  James  Shannon  of  St.  Paul- 
Minneapolis;  and  Philip  Scharper, 
Vice-President  of  Sheed  &  Ward, 


Oily  15  days  after  formal  open- 
ing of  the  church  division's  efforts 
in  the  St.  Andrews  Forward  cam- 
paign, pledges  in  excess  of 
$342,000  have  been  received  at 
campaign  headquarters  toward  Sy- 
nod's goal  of  $2  million. 

"A  beginning  that  justffies  our 
optimism  about  the  overall  suc- 
cess of  Synod's  campaign"  was  the 
reaction  of  Dr.  E.  Lee  Stoffele, 
minister  of  First  Church,  Char- 
lotte, who  is  co-chairman  of  the 
church  division.

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The  Gift  Is  An 
Incentive 

As  the  result  of  recent  announ- 
cements in  reference  to  the  Sy- 
nod's Kate  B.  Reynolds  Fund,  which 
provides  annuities  for  retired  min- 
isters, the  Synod  has  become  reci- 
pient of  the  first  gift  to  supple- 
ment the  fund  since  it  was  es- 
tablished in  1947. 

In  that  year  Mrs.  Kate  Bitting 
Reynolds  of  Winston-Salem  gave 
to  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
$400,000  in  stocks  and  bonds,  the 
income  from  which  was  designated 
to  be  used  for  income  to  retired 
ministers  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.  Today  the  principal  of 
the  Trust  Fund  is  valued  at  appro- 
ximately one  and  a  half  million 
dollars,  and  the  annual  earnings 
distributed  to  approximately  100 
retired  ministers  in  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  is  an  excess  of 
$80,000. 

Late  in  January  Mrs.  RenaNor- 
tham,  of  Lillington,  N.C.,  made 
a  contribution  through  her  pastor, 
the  Rev.  Robert  F.  Park,  minister 
of  the  Lillington  Presbyterian, 
Church,  of  $500,  designated  for 
the  Annuities  and  Relief  Fund  for 
Retired  Ministers  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina. 

The  gift  resulted- from  a  letter, 
written  by  Mr.  Park,  to  members 
of  his  ccffigregation,  urging  them  to 
have  a  part  in  this  ministry. 

The  Rev.  M.  Bland  Dudley, 
Chairman  of  Synod's  Committee  on 
Annuities  and  Relief,  which  agency 
dispenses  the  income  from  the 
Reynolds  Fund,  expressed  appre- 
ciation for  the  Synod's  Committee 
of  Mrs.  Northam's  gift,-^d  Dr. 
Harold  J.  Dudley,  General  Secre- 
tary of  Synod,  stated  that  the  gift 
is  "an  incentive  to  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  present*  fund",  which 
eventually  should  be  augmented 
in  a  way  to  provide  annuities  for 
widows  of  retired  ministers.

Supreme  Court  Overturns  Georgia 
Court  Decision

"Today  only  the  educated  need  be  feared." 

This  is  often  said  with  some  justification. 
Education  per  se  is  not  necessarily  a 
blessing.

Commitment  and  responsibility 
as  well  as  freedom  and  openness  are  under- 
stood. An  appreciative  awareness  of  the  past 
is  coupled  with  a  willingness  to  seek  new 
methods  and  new  responses.  In  a  day  when 
change  achieves  its  present  scope  and  velocity 
this  type  of  education  becomes  imperative, 
indeed  indispensible. 


CAROLINA  SYNODS  VOTE 
AGAINST  UNION  WITH  RCA 


A  majority  of  the  nine  presby- 
teries of  the  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina have  voted  against  the  pro^ 
posed  merger  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  with 
the  Reformed  Church  of  America. 
The  final  tally  shows  six  against 
and  three  for  the  merger.  T\  o 
of  the  Presbyteries,  Granville  and 
Kings  Mountain,  tied  in  their  vote, 
but  a  tie  vote  is  counted  as  a  vote 
against  the  proposal.  Those  favor- 
ing the  merger  were  Concord,  Me- 
cklenburg and  Winston-Salem.  The 
opposing  presbyteries,  in  addition 
to  Granville  and  Kings  Mountain, 
were  Albemarle,  Fayette ville. 
Orange  and  Wilmington. 

The  eight  presbyteries  of  South 
Carolina  have  voted  six  to  two 
against  the  proposal.  The  pres- 
byteries favoring  the  merger  were 
Bethel  and  Piedmont.  Those  op- 
posing the  merger  in  South  Caro- 
li'-'>  were  Charleston,  Enoree,  Pee 


Dee,  Harmony,  Congaree,  and  Do- 
nalds. 

It  requires  three-fourths  of  the 
77  presbyteries  in  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  to  approve  the  merger. 
Already  17  have  voted  against  the 
merge,  and  46  for  it.  The  office 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  has  express- 
ed optimism  that  the  required 
number  of  presbyteries  will  be 
obtained  from  the  14  presbyteries 
yet  to  vote. 


Washington,  D.C.  -  RNS—  A 
unanimous  U.S.  Supreme  Court 
decision  involving  two  Savannah, 
Georgia,  Presbyterian  Churches 
declared  civil  courts  have  no  right 
to  rule  on  church  disputes  when 
docirlne  is  at  issue. 

The  decision  Is  expected  to  have 
far-reaching  Implications  among 
many  denominations. 

The  Court  overruled  decisions 
of  lower  courts  in  Georgia  which 
turned  ovc.  to  Hull  Memorial  and 
Eastern  Heights  Presbyterian  Ch- 
urches church  property,  following 
their  charge  that  the  Presbyterian 
church  in  the  U.S.  (Southern)  had 
departed  substantially  from  tenets 
inforce  when  they  aligned  them- 
selves Willi  the  denomination. 

CHARGES  SET  FORTH 

The  two  Churches  had  voted  in 
April,  1966  to  withdraw  from  the 
denomination.  They  charged  that 
the  General  Assf  .oly  of  the  Pre- 
sbyterian Church  had  violated  the 
Confession  o^'  Faith  by  permitting 
women  to  be  ordained  as  Deacons, 
Elders,  and  Ministers;  holding  me- 
labership  in  the  National  Council 
of  Churches;  making  statements 
on  civil,  economic,  social  and  po- 
litical matters;  and  giving  support 
to  the  removal  of  Bible  reading 
and  prayers  in  the  Public  Schools. 

"AMICUS  (:URIAE" 

Indicative  of  the  iniportance  of 
the  issue  was  the  fact  that  Pre- 
siding Bishop  John  E.  Hines  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  was  per- 
mitted to  file  a  brief  as  "a 
friend  of  the  court".  In  his  brief 
the  Episcopal  leader  sough  to  enter 
the  case  because  his  denomina- 
tion is  hlerarchlal  in  nature,  and 
the  history  behind  property  rights 
pertaining  to  his  Church,  he  said, 
"could  throw  light  on  the  case 
emanating  in  Georgia." 

Justice  William  J.  Brennan,  Jr., 
who  wrote  the  Court's  opinion, 
said: 

"First  Amendment  values  are 
plainly  jeopardized"  when  Church 


property  litigation  is  made  to  turn 
on  the  resolution  by  civil  courts 
of  controversies  over  religious 
doctrine  and  practice". 

In  his  Ruling,  the  Justice  stated 
that  Georgia's  Courts  had  brea- 
ched the  Constitutional  principle 
of  Church-State  Separation  by  per- 
mitting a  jury-whlch  it  was  noted, 
w:.s  dominated  by  Baptists  and 
contained  no  Presbyterians  --  to 
rule  that  the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Denomination  had  violated  its  tra- 
ditional tenets  and  beliefs. 

Local  Georgia  Court's  ruling 
held  that  the  church  had  been 
guilty  of  a  "substantial  abandon- 
ment" of  its  original  beliefs,  and 
awarded  to  two  local  congregatir  3 
in  Savannah- Eastern  Heights  and

Development  Fund 
Report  Encouraging 

Atlanta  -  PN  —  Dr.  P.  D. 
Miller,  who  heads  fund  collections 
for  the  Presbyterian  Development 
Fund  campaign,  launched  in  1963, 
recently  reporte..  that  the  goal  of 
$12,000,000  for  capital  funds  for 
the  eight  Boards  and  Agencies  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.  S.  Is  in  sight. 

Since  1963,  a  total  of  $11,919,452 
has  been  collected  for  the  Board  of 
World  Missions,  Board  of  National 
Ministries,  Board  of  Christian  Ed- 
ucation, Mountain  Retreat  Asso- 
ciation, Stillman  College,  TRAV 
(for  television,  radio,  and  audio- 
visual work  of  the  Church),  the 
Presbyterian  School  of  Christian 
Education,  and  the  Presbyterian 
Center,  the  denominational  head- 
quarters in  Atlanta, 

Dr.  Miller  reports  that  $1,131,062 
was  received  in  1968,  including  an 
anonymous  grant  of  $250,000  ear- 
marked and  paid  directly  to  the 
Presbyterian  Center. 

As  of  January  27,  1969,  a  total 
of  $119,550  had  been  paid  to  the 
Development  Fund. 
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Members  of  the  Lucy  Steele  Scholarship  Committee  recently  met  at  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College 
to  review  their  scholarship  program,  meet  current  holders  of  the  Steele  scholarships,  and  get  an  over- 
view of  the  St,  Andrews  financial  aid  program.  Here,  during  a  campus  tour.  President  Ansley  C,  Moore 
explains  the  campus  expansion  planned  for  the  next  decade.

Editorial — 

TOWARDS  MATURITY 

In  Our  opinion  . .  . 

There  are  at  least  two  basic 
causes  of  much  of  the  rebellion 
in  the  world  today.  One  is  the  af- 
termath of  the  Dewey  philosophy 
of  thirty  years  ago,  and  the  other 
is  rooted  in  human  nature  -  pure 
selfishness. 

The  Dewey  philosophy  of  educa- 
tion minimized  restraint,  disci- 
pline and  control. 

Selfishness  is  a  form  of  cove- 
tousness. 

From  the  late  Martin  Luther 
King  on  down,  the  demand  has  been 
made  and  continues  to  be  made, 
"We  want  what  we  want  -  NOW!" 
and  what  "they"  want  "Now"  is 
EVERYTHING,  regardless  of  whe- 
ther it  is  earned,  deserved,  needed, 
or  "good  for  them". 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that 
many  of  those  who  are  making  de- 
mands are  childish.  Youth  are  said 
to  be  more  mature  today.  Maybe, 
in  some  things,  but  less  so  in 
others. 

All  of  us  have  to  be  reminded 
sometimes  of  Paul's  words  in  the 
"Hymn  of  Love",  "When  I  was  a 
Child,  I  spoke  like  a  child,  I 
thought  like  a  child,  I  reasoned 
like  a  child;  when  I  became  a  man, 
I  gave  up  childish  ways". 

Another  injunction  of  the  Apostle 
Paul  is  worthy  of  consideration  for 
those  who  are  persistent  in  re- 
bellion, namely:  "Rather,  speaking 
the  truth  in  love,  we  are  to  grow 
up  in  every  way  into  Him  who  is 
the  head,  into  Christ,  from  whom 
the  whole  body,  joined  and  knit 
together  by  every  joint  with  which 
it  is  supplied,  when  each  part  is 
working  properly,  makes  bodUy 
growth  and  upbuilds  Itself  in  love" 
-  Ephesians  4:  15-16. 

This  is  a  plea  for  maturity  in 
Christ.

Proposes  Praise  For 
Church 

The  Rev.  Robert  S.  Owens,  Jr., 
Minister  of  the  Plaza  Presbyter- 
ian Church,  Charlotte,  recently 
spoke  out  in  defense  of  the  Church 
by  calling  for  a  positive  attitude 
towards  the  institution. 

He  declared  that  nothing  can 
"do  more  harm  to  the  cause  of 
Jesus  Christ  than  this  internal 
bickering". 

The  immediate  occasion  for  the 
plea  by  Mr.  Owens  was  the  ap- 
pearance in  Charlotte  of  Kenneth 
Keyes,  a  layman  of  Key  Biscayne, 
Florida,  who  addressed  150  Pres- 
byterians on  the  alleged  danger  of 
disintegration  of  the  Presbyter- 
ian Church. 

Mr.  Owens'  remarks,  however, 
were  intended  for  both  the  utra- 
conservatives  and  the  extremely 
liberal  factions  of  the  Church. 

Mr.  Owens  declared  that  the 
Churches  are  about  to  be  turned 
"into  centers  of  gloom  and  dark 
prophecy".  He  asks,  "Isn't  it 
about  time  to  say  something  good 
about  the  Church? 

"We  do  not  have  to  agree  always 
(with  the  actions  of  church  lea- 
ders or  agencies)",  continued  Mr. 
Owens,  "but  let  us  disagree  with 
love. .  .  let  us  be  agents  of  recon- 
ciliation". 

He  expressed  regret  that  certain 
groups  within  the  Church  have 
"ignored  proper,  established 
channels  of  the  Southern  Presby- 
terian Church",  for  resolving  pro- 
blems, and  that  both  groups  seek 
to  sway  the  "power  of  public 
opinion". 

Mr.  Owens  denied  that  he  de- 
cried social  concern  but  empha- 
sized the  need  for  the  Church  to 
keep  the  emphasis  on  the  central 
theme  of  preaching  Jesus  Christ 
to  lost  men.

He  is  a  Ruling  Elder  In  the  Laur- 
inburg Presbyterian  Church 
where  he  teaches  a  Men's  Bible 
Class.  He  has  for  many  years 
manifested  primary  interest  in 
higher  education.  He  was  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Flora  Mac  Donald  College  at  the 
time  it  was  merged  with  St.  An- 
drews College. 

Mr,  Jones  has  been  with  the 
Company  for  37  years.  He  has 
served  as  President  of  the  Carded 
Yarn  Association,  of  the  N.  C 
Textile  Manufacturers  Associa- 
tion, and  continues  to  be  a  pro- 
minent national  figure  in  the  tex- 
tile world. 

Mr.  Jones  is  married  to  the 
former  Elizabeth  Monroe,  dau- 
ghter of  Presbyterian  mission- 
aries to  Japan,  and  they  have  four 
children. 


Minister  Aids  Polio 

Victim 

The  Reverend  Robert  Lee  Turn- 
er, Minister  of  the  Comfort  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Fayetteville, 
while  visiting  in  a  nursing  home, 
discovered  "a  red-haired  28-year 
old  man  in  a  wheel  chair",  who 
asked  him  to  play  a  game  of 
chess, 

Mr,  Turner  consented  but  dis- 
covered that  Mr.  Grumpier,  who 
had  lost  both  of  his  hands  whein 
stricken  with  polio,  would  have 
to  play  with  his  feet. 

The  game  ended  in  a  stalemate. 

Mr.  Turner,  having  noticed  that 
Grumpier  had  trouble  moving  his 
smaller  pawns  in  the  front  rows, 
to  his  embarrassment,  since  he 
knocked  over  chess  pieces,  set 
Mr,  Turner  to  thinking.  He  came 
up  with  the  idea  of  making  a  new 
chess  set  for  Grumpier  by  pour- 
ing "a  quick  drying  cement  into 
one  of  his  wife's  cookie  pans  and 
sticking  ice  cream  sticks  into 
the  cement  for  handles". 

Turner  then  made  a  board  from 
plywood,  lowered  its  ends  to  hold 
unused  chess  pieces,  and  construc- 
ted the  whole  on  casters  so  that  it 
could  be  easily  moved. 

HANDICAPPED  SINCE  TWO 

Grumpier,  who  spends  much  of 
his  time  in  an  iron  lung,  was  de- 
lighted. Said  he,  "If  I  have  a 
match  in  the  afternoon,  I  try  to  be 
out  of  the  lung  by  noon.  If  I 
plan  on  playing  in  the  morning,  I 
get  in  the  lung  in  the  early  even- 
ing". He  has  spent  twelve  hours 
each  day  in  the  lung  since  he  was 
two  years  old! 

Ordinarily  Mr.  Grumpier  is 
"good  enough  at  chess  to  spot  his 
opponents  one  or  two  pieces,  just 
to  "keep  his  interest  from  flagging". 
His  favorite  opponent  is  a  12-year 
old  whom  he  taught  to  play,  and 
was  his  first  opponent  on  the  new 
board.    The  boy  beat  Grumpier. 

"I'll  just  have  to  learn  not  to 
give  him  that  many  pieces",  said 
Grumpier. 


A  United  Effort 

A  number  of  the  Presbyterian 
Churches  in  the  Greensboro  area 
have  joined  forces  with  the  United 
Day  Care  Services,  a  private  non- 
profit Agency,  to  help  meet  the 
needs  of  disadvantaged  children. 

Mr,  Carl  Staley,  the  UDCS  Ex- 
ecutive Director,  announced  re- 
cently, that  the  Presbyterians 
would  sponsor  a  center  at  Mor- 
ningside  Homes,  one  of  six  opera- 
ted by  the  United  Fund  Agency 
in  Greensboro. 

The  Morningside  Center  is  set 
up  to  handle  35  children,  five  days 
a  week,  52  weeks  a  year,  and  the 
estimated  annual  cost  is  $16,500. 

Mr.  Staley  emphasized  that  this 
is  a  self-help  program  where 
evpryone  using  the  facility  pays 
according  to  his  ability.

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History  Of  Concord  Church 


The  Concord  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Iredell  County,  located 
in  the  suburbs  of  Statesville  near 
Loray  on  the  Taylorsville  Road, 
was  organized  in  1775  as  a  "shoot" 
of  the  Fourth  Creek  Presbyterian 
Church  (now  the  First  Church), 
Statesville. 

Worship  services  had  been  held 
in  the  community  for  a  number 
of  years  prior  to  that  date,  pro- 
bably as  early  as  1750.  The  meet- 
ing place  seems  to  have  been 
near  or  at  Morrison's  Mill,  lo- 
cated on  the  waters  of  Third  Creek 
Church  and  about  a  mile  south 
of  the  present  location.  Evidence 
for  the  tradition  is  based  on  the 
Old  Burying  Ground  which  con- 
tains headstones  of  early  settlers 
including  the  oldest,  that  for  Mrs. 
William  Morrison,  January 7, 1767. 

FAMOUS  SETTLERS 

It  is  fact  that  the  grandfather 
of  the  famed  American  Scout, 
"Kit"  Carson  gave  the  original 
property  for  the  Church,  which 
had  been  purchased  from  Lord 
Granville. 

The  first  Minister  of  the 
Church  was  Dr.  James  Hall,  one 
of  the  most  distinguished  minist- 
ers of  North  Carolina.  He  also  ser- 
ved the  Fourth  Creek  and  Beth- 
any Churches. 

Among  other  distii^uished  at- 
tainments, he  was  Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly,  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.A.  He  was  a  Chap- 
lain during  the  Revolutionary  War. 
He  was  also  a  Charter  Member  of 
Concord  Presbytery,  set  off  from 
Orange  Presbytery  in  1795. 

Concord  Church  has  been  ser- 
ved by  a  total  of  29  ministers, 
13  of  whom  were  regularly  ins- 
talled, and  16  designated  as  sta- 
ted supply.

Concord  Church 
Expansion  Underway 

The  193-year-old  Concord 
Presbyterian  Church,  States- 
ville, is  again  stretching  its 
arms.  The  latest  of  a  series 
of  additions  to  the  Church  is  in 
the  offing  since  the  congregation 
voted  to  build  an  educational 
wing  and  fellowship  hall  to  ad- 
join the  present  structure.  The 
addition  will  cost  about  $88,000, 
and  construction  is  underway.

The  structure  is  the  second 
on  the  same  site.  The  earlier 
one  was  erected  during  the  pas- 
torate of  the  Rev.  Samuel  L. 
Cathey,  whose  29  years  of  ser- 
vice constituted  the  longest  ten- 
ure in  Concord's  extensive  his- 
tory. 

The  Rev,  John  N.  Wilson  is 
the  Minister  of  the  Church,  and 
Mr.  Tom  Setzer  is  Chairman 
of  the  Building  Committee. 


totally  their  origin  to  the  Con- 
cord Church  are  the  Salem 
Church,  1832,  which  later  was 
absorbed  by  the  Taylorsville 
Church;  Shiloh,  organized  in  1850, 
some  six  miles  south;  the  Logan 
Church,  1866.  serving  the  negro 
population  of  the  area,  and  now  a 
UP-USA  Church;  Clio,  1879;  and 
New  Salem,  1882. 

There  have  been  four  manses, 
beginning  in  1907,  and  the  Church 
has  maintained  a  cemetery,  lo- 
cated nearby  and  under  perpetual 
care. 

The  Church  has  furnished  a 
number  of  sons  to  the  ministry. 
As  long  ago  as  1913,  Dr.  S.W. 
Stevenson,  in  his  History  of  the 
Church,  reported  24  men  who  had 
gone  into  the  ministry  from  the 
Church  —  some  in  the  Baptist 
and  Methodist  Churches,  as  well 
as  the  Presbyterian.  At  least  four 
others  have  entered  the  ministry 
since  1913,  to  wit,  the  Rev.  Char- 
les H.  Sides,  the  Rev.  Roland 
Sims,  the  Rev.  William  Sum- 
mers, and  the  Rev.  Robert  Tur- 
ner, 

The  current  membership  of  the 
Church  exceeds  400. 


Peace  College  Rates 
Remain  Same 

Peace  College  will  NOT  increase 
student  charges  for  the  1969-70 
school  year.  This  decision  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  was  announced  by  the 
president,  S.  David  Frazier. 

Charges  for  non-resident  stu- 
dents will  remain  at  $840  per 
year  and  charges  for  boarding 
students  will  be  $1950  -  $2130. 
Frazier  commented  that  Peace 
feels  especially  fortunate  to  be 
able  to  "hold  the  line"  on  charges 
at  a  time  that  college  costs  are 
rising  at  a  rate  of  7-8  percent  per 
year. 

In  other  actions  of  the  Board, 
major  revisions  to  the  college's 
electrical  service  were  approved. 
Also,  the  Board  heard  a  report 
from  the  Director  of  Admissions, 
Thomas  H.  Johnson,  stating  that 
the  college  has  received  as  many 
applications  for  admission  as  in 
any  previous  year  and  that  inquir- 
ies, visits,  and  acceptances  are 
running  well  ahead  of  past  years.

NashvUle,  Tennessee  —  The 
Board  of  World  Missions  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  meet- 
ing here  January  21-22,  voted  to 
send  three  searching  recommen- 
dations to  the  General  Assembly; 
heard  encouraging  reports  about 
two  of  the  Board's  Global  Pro- 
jects; called  a  doctoral  candidate 
to  a  new  staff  position;  and  pre- 
pared to  enter  several  strategic 
consultations  with  sister  Presby- 
terian churches. 

Recommendations  sent  to  the 
Assembly  were:  (1)  A  call  for 
study  of  "Salvation,  so  that  Chris- 
tians can  better  understand  the 
meaning  of  the  key  Biblical  Word 
for  mission  today";  (2)  a  call  for 
"openness  and  friendship"  toward 
all  fellow-members  of  uie  World 
CouncU  of  Churches;  (3)  and  a  call 
for  "openness  and  friendship  to 
churches  that  are  not  members, 
especially  conservative  evangeli- 
cal Churches  and  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic Church".

Presbyterian  Church 

(Based  on  the  fuller  History  by  Mrs.  Mary  M.  (Samuel  Hinsdale) 
MacPherson). 

Services  were  first  held  in  the  MacPherson  Community,  four  miles 
west  of  downtown  Fayetteville,  as  early  as  1793.  The  community  was 
located  "on  the  west  banks  of  Blount's  Creek,  near  a  splendid  spring 
of  water". 

In  1800,  five  acres  of  land  were  donated  by  Colin  MacPherson  anc 
a  frame  church  was  erected.  The

Church  was  named  for  him  and 
a  marble  tablet  on  the  wall  ol 
the  present  church  attests  to  this 
fact.  He  is  buried  in  the  nearbj 
Church  yard.  He  was  born  ir 
1759  and  died  in  1834. 

The  first  elders  of  the  Church 
were  Neill  Buie,  James  Torrey, 
Malcolm  McKay,  and  NeUl  Black. 

EARLY  MINISTERS 

The  Rev.  Angus  McDiarmid, 
whose  life  touched  so  many  of  the 
churches  in  Fayetteville  Presby- 
tery from  approximately  1790  to 
1830,  was  the  first  minister.  He 
preached  two  sermons  each  Sun- 
day, one  in  Gaelic  and  one  in  Eng- 
lish. 

Murdock  McMillan,  an  elder  in 
this  Church,  was  Moderator  of 
FayettevUle  Presbytery  in  1826, 
the  last  year  Mr.  McDiarmid  ser- 
ved as  Pastor. 

Ministers  who  followed  Mr.  Mc- 
Diarmid were:  "The Rev.  Messrs. 
Lindsay,  McDougald,  Martin,  (A 
Methodist  Minister),  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Smith,  the  Rev.  Simeon  Colton 
(principal  of  Donaldson  Academy), 
Colon  Mclver,  Hector  McAlister, 
and  Daniel  Johnson  (a  teacher  at 
Donaldson  Academy)". 

There  was  a  Sunday  School  at 
MacPherson  as  early  as  1808, 
served  by  teachers  from  the  Fay- 
etteville First  Church, 

CHURCH  DISSOLVED/ 
REORGANIZED 

In  1852,  in  spite  of  strong  oppo- 
sition, the  Church  was  dissolved 
"owing  to  the  scarcity  of  minis- 
ters available  and  the  difficulty 
of  securing  a  pastor  for  even 
monthly  services",  plus  the  fact 
that  other  churches  were  acces- 
sible. 

In  1867,  a  petition,  signed  by  41 
persons  and  sent  to  Fayetteville 
Presbytery,  meeting  in  the  Ash- 
pole  Church,  asking  that  the  Church 
be  reorganized,  was  honored,  and 
the  Church  was  reorganized  on 
September  21,  1867.  The  Rev.  John 
M.  Sherwood  preached  the  organi- 
zational sermon.  Elders  install- 
ed were  Malcolm  McDonald,  an 
elder  in  the  former  organization, 
Daniel  C.  Currie,  and  Hugh  Gra- 
ham. A  Board  of  Deacons  was  al- 
so established,  composed  of  Alex- 
ander MacPherson,  Jr.,  and  Alex- 
ander McKeithan. 

One  negro  member,  Burton  Mc  - 
Arthur,  was  listed  among  the  mem- 
bership of  the  reorganized  Church. 


BUILDINGS 

A  new  church  was  built  and  de- 
dicated in  November,  1868  at  a 
cost  of  $4,000.  The  brick  was 
moved  from  the  old  Confederate 
Arsenal,  burned  by  Sherman,  in 
March,  1865. 

The  present  Church  contains 
a  number  of  artifacts  which  ante- 
date the  War  Between  the  States. 

Both  public  and  private  schools 
have  been  a  part  of  the  tradition 
of  the  MacPherson  Community,  and 
the  Church  buildings  were  made 
available  for  the  former,  as  well 
as  the  latter. 

MINISTERS  SINCE  1867 

Since  1867,  the  following  have 
served  the  Church  as  Pastor  or 
Supply:  the  Rev.  Messrs.  James 
P.  MacPherson,  George  M.  Gibbs, 
David  Fairley,  John  L.  Yandle, 
V.  G.  Smith,  Watson  Fairley,  K,A, 
McLeod,  John  L.  Fairley,  A,  S. 
Anderson,  John  A.  McMurray, 
Drury  Lacy  Jones,  John  B.  ReUy, 
J.  Floyd  Menius,  William  B.  Gas- 
ton, John  B.  Stephenson,  Frank 
M.  Scarlett,  Jr.,  and  the  present 
Minister,  the  Rev.  Charles  E. 
Kirkpatrick,  who  arrived  in  Oct- 
ober, 1966. 

The  Church  has  furnished  only 
one  son  to  the  ministry  in  the  per- 
son of  Dr.  James  E.  Ward  (1871- 
1950),  who  died  in  Bainbridge, 
Georgia. 

An  educational  building  was  add- 
ed to  the  Sanctuary  in  1948.  Dur- 
ing the  period  since  1867,  there 
have  been  only  ten  superintendents 
of  the  Sunday  School. 

MISSION  ESTABLISHED 

The  Church  sponsored  the  found- 
ing of  the  Bonnie  Doone  Presby- 
terian Church  which  was  organized 
on  October  14,  1953.  Leaders  in 
this  movement  were  Howard  Is- 
aacs, J.  Allison  Cade,  Miss  Rox- 
ana  Williams,  and  S.  H.  MacPher- 
son. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howard  Is- 
aacs were  transferred  in  order  to 
become  charter  members  of  the 
new  church. 

A  second  educational  wing  was 
constructed  in  1960.  S.  H.  Mac- 
Pherson served  as  Chairman  of 
the  Building  Committee.  In  appre- 
ciation of  his  many  services,'  a 
portrait  of  him,  was  presented  to 
the  church  and  hangs  in  the  fellow- 
ship hall. 

A  new  manse  was  constructed 
in  1960. 


Dr.  Edgar  A.  Woods,  69,  of 
Dublin,  Georgia,  a  former  Minis- 
ter of  the  Graham  Presbyterian 
Church,  died  in  a  Dublin  hospital, 
foUowing  several  weeks  of  illness, 
January  16. 

Dr.  Woods  was  a  native  of  Rul- 
ing, China,  the  son  of  the  late  Dr. 
James  Baker  and  Elizabeth  Smith 
Woods,  missionaries  to  China. 
He  was  a  graduate  of  Davidson 
College  and  Union  Theological  Se- 
minary, Richmond,  Virginia  and 
had  served  as  a  Presbyterian  Mi- 
nister for  43  years.  He  was  a 
missionary  to  China  for  ten  years. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the 
former  Laura  Lydia  Daniel  of 
Greensboro,  N.C.;  three  daugh- 
ters, two  sisters,  and  three  bro- 
thers. 

Final  rites  were  held  at  the 
Henry  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Church,  Dublin,  Georgia,  conduc- 
ted by  the  Rev.  Sam  Nettles  and  the 
Rev.  E.  A.  Ehlers,  both  of  Dublin. 
Burial  was  in  the  Dublin  Memor- 
ial Gardens  Cemetery.

CEMETERY  CONTAINS  INDIAN 
AND  GENERAL 

The  nearby  cemetery  holds  the 
remains  of  many  of  the  former 
members  of  the  Church.  Among 
those  buried  there  is  "a  lone 
Indian,  who,  for  some  unknown 
reason,  drifted  here,  died,  and 
was  buried  beneath  a  tree  with  only 
a  rough  field  stone  to  mark  his 
resting  place". 

Also  buried  in  the  cemetery  is 
"North  Carolina's  ranking  Con- 
federate officer,  Lt.  General  Theo- 
philus  Hunter  Holmes,  in  whose 
grave  is  buried  also  the  remains 
of  his  wife,  Laura  Wetmore  Hol- 
mes, brought  here  (together  with 
the  stone  that  marked  her  burial 
place)  when  the  government  or- 
dered all  graves  removed  from 
Governor's  Island,  New  York". 

The  Church  contains  a  plaque, 
presented  in  1962,  to  Ruling  Elder 
Malcolm  M.  Clark,  in  recognition

The  Rev.  R.E.  McClure,  D.D. 
of  AshevUle  points  out  that  the 
Cities  of  Chattanooga,  KnoxvUle, 
and  Bristol  should  have  been  list- 
ed as  being  in  the  Synod  of  Appa- 
lachia.  Each  of  these  cities  has 
ten  or  more  Presbyterian  Chur- 
ches. Dr.  McClure  asks,  "I  won- 
der how  it  would  stack  up  if  it 
were  noted  'how  many  in  city 
limits?'  rather  that  how  many 
served  by  the  City  Post  Office?". 

Dr.  George  E.  Staples,  Charles- 
ton, S.C.,  writes,  "In  Charles- 
ton we  apparently  do  everything 
differently.  We  have  ten  Presby- 
terian Churches  in  the  city,  but 
because  we"  are  divided  up  by  the 
post  office  department  as  we  are, 
they  show  in  Assembly  Minutes  as 
being  located  in  three  different  cit- 
ies. 

"Churches  in  Charleston  (peni- 
nsular city)  are  First  (Scots),  Sec- 
ond, Covenant,  Harborview,  James 
Island,  St.  Andrews,  and  Westmin- 
ster. Immediately  adjoining  is 
Charleston  Heights,  where  Fellow- 
ship is  located,  and  adjoining  that 
is  North  Charleston,  where  Park 
Circle  and  Yeamans  Park  Church- 
es are  located.  That  makes  ten 
churches  in  Charleston  proper. 

"Immediately  across  the  Cooper 
River  (no  farther  away  than  the 
city  churches  across  the  Ashley 
River)  is  the  Mount  Pleasant 
Church. 

Davidson  College — 
Benefactor 

Nearly  $10,000  has  been  willed 
to  Davidson  College  for  academic 
scholarships  to  "needy  and  worthy 
students"  by  retired  Insurance  Ex- 
ecutive, James  McGilvary  Miller, 
of  Charlotte. 

Mr.  Miller,  who  came  to  Char- 
lotte from  Richmond,  Virginia 
about  two  years  ago,  was  desc- 
ribed as  being  "very  interested 
in  Davidson  College." 

The  remainder  of  his  estate, 
valued  at  more  than  $400,000, 
was  left  to  relatives,  friends, 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Richmond,  the  Rutherfordton  Pre- 
sbyterian Church,  a  Presbyterian 
Home,  and  a  crippled  children's 
hospital  in  Richmond.

It  is  said  that  this  organization 
was  largely  the  result  of  inspira- 
tion engineered  by  Mrs.  Eliza- 
beth McRae,  "Mother  of  Foreigh 
Missionary  Societies  in  Fayette- 
ville Presbytery".  "Mrs.  McRae 
visited  the  Society  and  her  influ- 
ence was  marked,  resulting  in  the 
liberality  that  was  generous  even 
to  sacrifice". 

Among  the  notable  women  of  the 
Church  was  Miss  Mary  Mc  Arthur 
(1868-1950)  who  taught  in  the  sch- 
ools of  Cumberland  County  for  50 
years  and  "labored  for  that  long, 
or  longer,  to  teach  the  fundamen- 
tals of  our  faith  to  the  many  child- 
ren who  during  those  years  at- 
tended the  MacPherson  Church 
Sunday  School".  The  Women  of 
the  Church  have  established  a 
scholarship  in  her  memory,  and 
each  year  some  young  person  at- 
tending one  "of  our  church  col- 
leges" is  its  recipient.

thm is  a  series  of  glass  prune 
bottles  filled  with  different  heights 
of  water  and  played  in  the  same 
manner  as  a  xylophone.  There 
are  also  a  wash  board,  circular 
saws,  sleigh  bells,  and  a  full 
trumpet  section  of  combs  covered 
with  tissue.  The  tambourine  is 
the  bottom  of  a  plastic  trash  can 
with  roofing  tacks  attached.  Three 
bandsmen  play  kitchen  pot-lids 
with  knitting  needles  and  turkey 
bones. 

The  Band. plays  a  series  of  old- 
time  religious  and  patriotic  tunes 
including,  "Strike  Up  The  Band", 
"God  of  Our  Fathers",  "Alex- 
ander's Ragtime  Band",  "Battle 
Hymn  of  the  Republic",  as  weU 
as  a  number  of  other  seasonal 
favorites.

Band  was  organized  five  years 
ago  and  is  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Judy  Barksdale,  the  Asso- 
ciate Program  Director.  Due  to 
the  tight  Home  budget,  funds  are 
not  available  for  travel  expenses, 
and  the  sponsoring  group  is  asked 
to  defray  these  expenses.  Most 
of  the  engagements  are  scheduled 
for  noon  or  early  evening  to  allow 
the  members  to  return  home  at  a 
reasonable  hour.

Commission  re- 
ports: Installation  of  J.  Lewis 
Baker  as  Pastor  of  the  Progres- 
sive Church,  November  3.  Com-

TELLING  ARGUMENT 
ADVANCED 

Throughout,  the  denomination 
argued  that  the  Georgia  decision 
violated  the  Church  and  State  pro- 
visions of  the  First  Admendment 
to  the  U.S.  Constitution. 

Denominational  spokesmen  ex- 
pressed little  surprise  at  the  rul- 
ing. Dr.  James  A.  Millard,  Jr. 
of  Atlanta,  Stated  Clerk  of  the 
General  Assembly,  said,  "It  ap- 
pears to  reaffirm  the  traditional 
position  in  America  of  the  state 
toward  matters  of  religious  be- 
liefs." 

J.  Lebmon  Brantley  of  Sav- 
annah, Chairman  of  Savannah  Pr- 
esbytery's Administrative  Com- 
mission, named  to  deal  with  the 
breakaway  Churches,  said,  "Of 
course  we  are  naturally  pleased 
over  this  decision.  It  is  consis- 
tant  with  what  our  position  has 
been  throughout  —  that  it  was  an 
ecclesiastical  matter  and  should  be 
settled  by  Church  Courts  and  not 
the  civil  courts". 

REACTION  OF  DISSIDENTS 

On  the  other  hand  both  pastors 
of  the  dissident  churches  main- 
tained that  the  property  still  be- 


longs to  the  local  churches.  So  said 
the  Rev.  Todd  Allen,  who  added, 
"If  the  denomination  wants  the 
property,  they  will  have  to  enter 
a  suit.  We  are  back  where  we 
started".  He  expressed  the  hope 
that  the  denomination  will  let 
us  live  in  peace". 

Atlanta  Attorney  Charles  Go- 
wen,  who  argued  the  case  before 
the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  for  the 
denomination,  stated  that  "the  Pr- 
esbyterian Church  in  the  U.  S.  is 
only  asking  that  the  two  churches 
be  made  available  for  conducting 
services  by  the  Presbyterian  Ch- 
urch in  the  U.S.  and  by  its  or- 
dained ministers. 

The  Rev.  Dale  Umbreit,  Pastor 
of  Hull  Memorial  Church,  com- 
menting on  the  decision,  said  that 
the  "property  belongs  to  the  local 
church";  nor  does  he  see  any 
"reason  why  the  Presbytery  would 
want  to  come  in  and  take  it  away 
from  us". 

Dr.  Harry  Fifield,  Minister  of 
the  First  Church,  Atlanta  and  Mo- 
derator of  the  Synod  of  Georgia, 
stated  that  he  was  "pleased  with 
the  decision.  It  is  exactly  what  we 
had  hoped  for.  The  decision  cer- 
tainly confirms  the  old  American 
principle  of  separation  -of  Church 
and  State".

Experimental 
School  Of  Music 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Charlotte  is  engaged  in  an  ex- 
perimental School  of  Music,  the 
purpose  of  which  is  to  provide  op- 
portunity for  "the  disadvantaged 
child"  to  "receive  private  mus- 
ical study". 

The  project  will  be  inaugura- 
ted in  September,  1969,  and  wUl 
be  funded  "from  three  directions": 
the  First  Church;  the  Board  of  Na- 
tional Ministries,  located  in  At- 
lanta, Georgia;  and  a  private  mem- 
ber of  the  Charlotte  First  Church. 

UNDERLYING  PHILOSOPHY 

The  philosophy  behind  the  pro- 
ject is  that  whereas  today  "the 
retarded  child,  the  dropout  and 
the  under-achiever  receive  much 
attention",  the  "disadvantaged 
chUd  who  has  unusual  musical 
talents  is  largely  neglected." 

There  are  80,000  elementary 
children  in  the  Charlotte  Public 
Schools  Music  Program,  and  from 
this  group,  twenty  third-and- 
fourth  graders  "who  show  pro- 
mise of  unusual  talent,  but  who 
have  absolutely  no  opportunity  for 
the  private  study  necessary  to  de- 
velop these  talents"  will  be  cho- 
sen,

and  a  special  committee  of  the 
Church,  appointed  by  the  Session.

Is  underwriting  approx- 
imately one -third  of  the  cost  of 
the  program.

The  Executive  Committee  of 
Campus  Christian  Life,  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  convening  in  Ra- 
leigh, March  7,  approved  of  en- 
tering "into  a  United  Ministry  with 
the  Baptists,  Episcopalians,  and 
Methodists  at  Charlotte  College  on 
an  equalization  basis,  not  to  ex- 
ceed $4,000  per  annum." 

The  United  Ministry  Program  is 
scheduled  to  begin  in  the  fall  of 
1969. 

Currently  Synod  is  engaged  in 
United  Campus  Ministries  at  A&T 
College  in  Greensboro  and  at  North 
Carolina  College  at  Durham.  Act- 
ually, Synod  is  already  engaged  in 
a  United  Ministry  at  Charlotte  but 
on  a  broader  scale  than  that  re- 
cently endorsed  by  the  Committee. 

In  other  actions  by  the  Com- 
mittee approval  was  given  to  the 


full  employment  of  the  Rev.  John 
Butler  as  the  United  Campus  Min- 
ister at  Chapel  Hill.  Mr.  Butler 
is  a  member  of  the  Disciples  Ch- 
urch, and  is  currently  engaged  in 
serving  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
his  own  denomination,  United  Pre- 
sbyterian Church,  and  the  Mora- 
vian Church.  It  is  anticipated  that 
the  Methodist  Church  will  join  in 
the  United  Ministry  in  September. 
This  will  mean  that  Instead  of  the 
Methodist  and  Presbyterian  deno- 
minations employing  two  full-time 
workers,  each  will  employ  one  full- 
time  worker  and  give  support  to  a 
full-time  United  Campus  Minister. 

The  Committee  also  approved 
of  engaging  in  a  similar  program 
at  Duke  University,  beginning  in 
1970.

Reynolds  Fund  Distribution 
Reaches  Peak 


Synod's  Permanent  Committee 
on  Annuities  and  Relief  distribu- 
ted $46,409.00  from  the  Kate  Bit- 
ting Reynolds  Fund,  March  23.  This 
is  the  largest  distribution  at  one 
time  since  the  Fund  was  establish- 
ed in  1947. 

Income  from  the  Fund,  the  cor- 
pus of  which  is  valued  at  more  than 
$1,759,000  is  distributed  every 
March  23  and  September  23. 

The  largest  previous  distribu- 
tion was  $43,002  in  March,  1967, 
That  year  the  total  amount  dis- 
tributed was  $85,457.  For  the 
March  distribution  that  year  94 
ministers  participated  and  each 
received  $447.89. 

In  1968  the  Fund  produced  $83,- 
225.  The  average  income  in  1967 
was  $448.92  and  in  1968,  $401.68.

The  exact  vote  is  not  available 
at  this  time,  but  it  is  known  that 
more  than  one  third  of  the  44 
! classes  needed  to  defeat  the 
■  merger  have  voted  in  the  nega- 
tive. 

Two  presbyteries,  St.  Louis 
and  Guyandotte,  are  yet  to  vote 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
it  is  expected  that  they  will  both 
vote  in  the  affirmative,  giving 
the  Presbyterian  Church  the 
necessary  number  of  presby- 
teries to  approve  the  merger. 
The  outcome  of  their  voting  is  no 
longer  important,  however, 
since  the  RCA  vote  defeats  the 
proposed  merger.

The  Committee  voted  tc  ex- 
press appreciation  to  Mrs.  Nor- 
tham for  her  gift  and  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Synod  of  North  Car- 
olina at  its  meeting  in  June  that 
vigorous  steps  be  taken  to  im- 
plement the  Fund,  and  secondly 
that  a  Fund  be  established  to  pro- 
vide income  for  widows  of  Pres- 
byterian ministers. 

The  Committee  discussed  at  len- 
gth the  growing  problem  of  "de- 
tached ministries",  ordained  min- 
isters serving  in  various  fields 
other  pastorates,  as  this  relates 
to  the  Fund.  The  matter  is  to  be 
further  investigated.

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Editorial 

"Diplomacy  and  God'* 

This  was  the  title  of  a  book  by 
G.  Glasgow  In  1941  -  just  as  the 
Second  World  War  began.  Never 
was  more  wisdom  spoken  than  by 
this  author,  a  newsapaper  man, 
who  developed  three  points: 

(1)  The  elementary  principals  of 
intelligence  in  the  practice  of  di- 
plomacy, in  which  he  pointed  out 
that  selfishness  is  the  beginning  of 
every  disorder,  and  that  wars 
take  place  "only  because  no  nation 
yet  in  the  history  of  the  world  has 
pursued  a  truly  Christian  policy". 

(2)  The  sundry  effects  for  the 
non-observance  of  those  princi- 
ples, in  which  he  declared  that 
world  revolution  teaches  "the 
recognition  of  God  as  alone  worthy 
of  man's  allegiance". 

(3)  The  wisdom  that  is  at  last 
born  of  the  suffering,  in  which  he 
holds  that  "It  is  a  plain  fact  that 
unless  a  country  bases  its  life  on 
religious  faith,  it  cannot  endure. 

He  concludes  by  saying:  "Jn 
a  dispassionate  view  it  becomes 
clear  that  the  only  crusade  com- 
patible with  the  spirit  of  Christ 
would  be  a  competitive  effort,  not 
to  win  something,  but  to  give 
somet^.ing". 

The  times  are  not  greatly  dif- 
ferent. Rebellion,  revolution,  war- 
both  then  and  now.  Appeasement, 
compromise,  selfishness  -  funda- 
mentals of  human  nature. 

A  layman  then  called  the  nation 
to  repentance.  There  are  signs  in 
the  wind  today  -  laymen  and  some 
churchmen  are  calling  us  back  to 
fundamentals.  Among  them  Dr. 
James  E.  Wagner,  retired  co-pre- 
sident of  the  United  Church  of 
Christ,  liberal  leader,  who  after 
a  silence  of  eight  years  declared 
on  March  17  both  present  -  day 
white  and  black  activists  to  be 
"irrational  and  distorted". 

The  most  diplomatic  thing  any  of 
us  can  do  at  any  time  is  to  spend 
more  time  in  seeking  the  will  of 
God  through  prayer  and  by  search- 
ing the  Scriptures,  There  is  no 
better  way  to  bring  order  out  of 
chaos.

Church  had  a 
dramatic  be- 
ginning. On 
AprU  2,  1927,  GOLDTHORPE 
the  church  building  was  destroyed 
by  fire.  Miss  Goldthorpe,  who  was 
serving  as  director  of  T.  B.  Pre- 
ventorium nearby,  with  the  assis- 
tance of  some  of  the  children  she 
was  caring  for,  managed  to  save 
some  of  the  church  furniture. 
Shortly  thereafter,  she  assisted 
in  nursing  Miss  Ruth  Nowell's 
mother,  and  while  the  congregation 
was  temporarily  worshipping  in 
the  Mt.  Pisgah  Baptist  Church,  she 
united  with  the  Sherwood  Presby- 
terian Church.  She  proved  to  be 
an  example  of  ecumenicity  since 
Miss  Goldthorpe  was  formerly  a 
Roman  Catholic, 

Miss  Goldthorpe  is  a  talented 
and  gifted  artist  in  several  fields. 
She  has  specialized  in  educating 
young  people,  12  to  14  years  old, 
and  for  40  years  has  served  in 
the  Sunday  School.  In  addition  she 
has  been  a  Bible  teacher  in  the 
Women's  Work  and  the  Vacation 
Bible  School. 

Tribute  was  paid  to  Miss  Gold- 
thorpe for  her  contribution  to  the

The  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion has  approved  measures  wMcih 
will  make  its  program  more  ecu- 
menical, and  has  acted  to  stab- 
ilize its  financial  operations. 

The  Board  anno'inced  on  Feb- 
ruary 24  the  adoption  of  COL- 
LOQUY as  a  resource  in  leader- 
ship education,  to  eventually  re- 
place DIMENSIONS. 

The  YOUTH  MINISTRY  NOTE- 
BOOK, begun  by  the  Episcopal 
Church,  was  also  apprf""ed  as  a 
resource  for  adult  leaders  of  youth. 

A  chansje  in  Assembly'  s  cal- 
endar to  create  Christian  Educa- 
tion month  in  September  received 
favorable  action.  One  Sunday  dur- 
ing the  month  will  be  designated 
as  Christian  Education  Sunday,  re- 
placing the  traditional  "Rally 
Day". 

To  offset  a  critical  deficit  an- 
ticipated in  the  Board's  1969  bud- 
get, $225,832  was  appropriated 
from  the  Stabilization  of  Program 
Reserve  and  the  Business  Reserve. 

William  H.  Kadel,  executive  se- 
cretary, explained  that  the  grea- 
ter part  of  the  deficit  was  created 


when  business  revenue  fell  below 
projected  income  and  when  major 
Boards  of  the  denomination  re- 
ceived less  benevolence  income 
in  1968,  due  to  an  early  closing 
of  Assembly's  books. 
In  other  actions,  the  Board. 

(1)  Commended  to  the  Genera] 
Assembly  the  raport  of  the  Coun- 
cil on  Church   and  Society,  and 

(2)  Urged  the  General  Assembly 
to  encourage  the  study  of  the 
paper,  "An  Open  Letter:  The  Pub- 
lic and  its  Education". 


Efforts  Made  To  Better 
Inform  Church  Members 

Recently  the  congregations  of 
the  Edgemont  and  Second  Pres- 
byterian Churches,  Rocky  Mount, 
joined  in  a  series  of  special  pro- 
grams which  were  designed  to  bet- 
ter inform  the  members  of  the 
work  being  done  by  Presbyterians 
throughout  North  Carolina,

Benevolences 
Hold  Steady 

Due  to  the  fact  several  pres- 
byteries (Fayetteville,  Kings 
Mountain,  and  Winston-Salem)  ex- 
ceeded 100%  askings  by  Synod,  the 
benevolence  income  for  Synod's 
agencies  and  institutions  in  1968 
approached  within  4%  of  total  ask- 
ings, or  96%. 

The  total  benevolence  income 
for  all  Svnod  causes  in  1968  was 
$951,108.  This  contrasted  with 
$950,425  in  1967.  Synod  asked  for 
$986,450. 

The  agencies  and  institutions 
of  Synod  shared  proportionately 
from  the  1968  income. 

For  1969  five  presbyteries  of 
Synod  have  accepted  100%  of  ask- 
ings; however,  the  percent^e  of 
acceptance  for  Synod  as  a  whole 
is  slightly  under  95%. 

A  recent  study  of  the  percent- 
age breakdown  of  benevolence  giv- 
ing for  the  twenty-year  period^ 
1947-1967,  shows  a  15%  increase 
in  presbytery  benevolences  while 
synod  benevolences  reflect  a  de- 
cline of  9%,  and  those  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  show  a  decrease 
of  almost  7%.

The  reunion  of  the  Paisley  Fa- 
mily will  be  held  on  Saturday, 
April  12,  1969.  Descendants  of 
William  Paisley,  who  was  bom 
about  1700  in  Ulster,  Ireland,  and 
Ills  wife,  Eleanor  McLean,  mar- 
ried in  1736,  will  gather  at  the 
Methodist  Church,  the  Buffalo 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  the 
Alamance  Battlegrounds,  to  the 
Alamance  Presbyterian  Church 
and  church  cemetery,  where  a 
marker  will  be  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  the  pioneer  settlers  of 
the  family  who  settled  in  North 
Carolina, 

The  reunion,  which  has  been 
planned  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  S.N.  Partridge  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, a  direct  descendant  of  the 
Revolutionary  soldier,  Captain  Ro- 
bert Paisley  (1739-1828),  is  ex- 
pected to  bring  together  people 
from  various  parts  of  the  United 
States.  Descendants  of  the  Pais- 
ley Pioneers  emigrated  from  North 
Carolina  to  states  to  the  West,  as 
far  as  California, 

Among  the  North  Carolina  Pais- 
leys was  William  Paisley,  Jr., 
born  December  23,  1741  in  Lan- 
caster County,  Pennsylvania,  He 
married  Deliverance  (so-named 
because  she  was  rescued  from  the 
Indians)  Paine.  They  were  mar- 
ried in  1763.  She  died  in  1818,  and 
he  in  1823. 


William  Paisley  became  a  Rul- 
ing Elder  in  the  Alamance  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Greensboro,  N. 
C.  and  is  buried  in  the  cemetery 
there.  He  served  with  the  militia 
at  the  Battle  of  Guilford  Court- 
house, in  which  battle  he  was 
wounded. 

Among  his  six  children  was  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Paisley,  (1733-1863X 
He  preached  In  Nortii  Carolin  at 
the  Union  and  Buffalo  Churches  in 
Orange  Presbytery,  among  others, 
and  also  at  the  Euphronia  Church 
where  once  Euphronia  Academy 
had  been  a  "great  seat  of  learn- 
ing". 

He  apparently  married  his  cou- 
sin, Eleanor  Paisley,  daughter  of 
Colonel  John  Paisley,  also  of  Re- 
volutionary War  fame. 

A  son  of  Colonel  John  Paisley, 
William  D.  became  a  Presbyter- 
ian Minister.  He  was  born  Octo- 
ber 26,  1770,  the  oldest  of  nine 
children.  He  was  licensed  to 
preach  by  Orange  Presbytery  in 
1794.  He  married  Frances,  dau- 
ghter of  Alexander  Mebane,  of 
Orange,  and  they  lived  together 
58  years.  He  served  churches  in 
North  Carolina  and  briefly  served 
a  stint  as  a  missionary  in  Ten- 
nessee. He  was  the  Founder  of 
what  became  the  First  Presbyter- 
ian Church  of  Greensboro.

The  Committee  has  organized 
in  such  a  way  as  to  provide  "Sit- 
ters whose  sole  function  is  to  en- 
tertain infirmary  patients."

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St.  Andrews  Forward  Campaign 
Pushing  Towards  Goal 


An  accelerating  pace  in  the 
Church  Division  that  produced 
more  than  $866,000  by  mid-March 
has  pushed  the  St.  Andrews  For- 
ward campaign  over  the  $3  mil- 
lion mark  toward  a  goal  of  $5 
million  by  June  30.  Reports  from 
84  churches  throughout  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  account  for  the 
$866,990  figure,  part  of  the  $2 
million  goal  accepted  by  Synod.

of  Charlotte  and  Synod  Co-Chair- 
man  of  the  Church  Division  cam- 
paign, "Support  at  this  level  is 
vital  to  our  success.

Atlanta  -  (PN)  -  Participants 
in  the  Presbyterian  U.  S.  Minis- 
ters' Annity  Fund  and  the  Employ- 
ees' Annuity  Fund  will  again  bene- 
fit by  "good  experience  credits" 
in  annuity  payments,  according  to 
a  report  by  Dr.  George  H.  Vick, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  announcement  was  made  late 
in  February,  following  a  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Annuities  and  Re- 
lief, The  benefit  represents  the 
fifth  increase  since  1964.  The 
action  must  be  endorsed  by  the 
General  Assembly,  v/hich  will  meet 
in  AprU. 

Benefits  for  the  MAF  will  be 
increased  by  15%  in  payments  for 
persons  already  receiving  ann- 
uities as  well  as  for  those  still 
active  in  service. 

Employees'  Annuity  Fund  parti- 
cipants will  receive  a  credit  of  3% 
if  approved  by  the  Assembly, 

A  report  of  the  Relief  Commit- 
tee informed  Board  members  that 
"the  increase  in  the  formula  for 
ministerial  relief  assistance,  ef- 
fective January  1,  from  $2,400  to 
$3,000  for  individuals  and  from 
$3,600  to  $4,400  for  couples,  would 
increase  monthly  distribution  for 
this  purpose  by  approximately  $15, 
000".

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Publicity,  the  Rev.  Eugv^ne L.Dan- 
iel, Charlotte,  Chairman,  revealed 
that  more  than  41,000  copies  of 
"The  Work  We  Do  Together"  were 
ordered  by  and  distributed  to  chur- 
ches last  fall;  and  that  more  than 
16,000  copies  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Presbyterian  Day  bulletins 
were  distributed  on  order  last 
fall.  It  was  also  pointed  out 
that  more  than  56,000  families  are 
receiving  the  Presbyterian  News. 

The  Rev.  E.  D.  Witherspoon,  Sr., 
Moderator  of  Synod,  and  Chairman 
of  the  Program  Committee  for  the 
1969  meeting  of  Synod,  presented 
the  proposed  program  of  Synod 
which  was  adopted.

Grievance  Committee  Accuses  Editor 


The  editor  of  the  " Presbyterian 
Journal"  has  been  accused  of  "ir- 
responsible criticism"  of  church 
school  curriculum  used  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 

The  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion asked  the  committee,  author- 
ized by  the  1968  General  Assem- 
bly, for  assistance  in  ending  the  at- 
tacks by  the  editor,  who  is  a  Pres- 
byterian minister.  The  Grievance 
Committee  only  has  authority  "to 
publish  its  opinion"  when  it  agrees 
with  a  denominational  board  or 
agency's  contention  that  it  "has 
been  grossly  and  publicly  mis- 
represented." 

At  its  October  meeting,  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education  filed 
a  grievance  saying  editor  Taylor 
"is  now,  and  for  several  months 
past  has  been  engaged  in  an  at- 
tack upon  this  board,  the  Covenant 
Life  Curriculum  of  this  denomina- 
tion, and  the  editors  who  pre- 
pare it". 

A  copy  of  the  board's  grievance 
was  sent  to  Mr.  Taylor  Nov.  22 
by  the  Rev.  Joe  Mullin  of  Louis- 
ville, committee  chairman.  M.r. 
Taylor  responded  on  Nov.  26,  say-

Guidance  Program 
Pioneers 

The  Guidance  Program  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  which  is 
located  at  St.  Andrews  College, 
Laurinburg,  N.C.,  has  enlarged 
its  program.  According  to  its 
Director,  Dr.  Logan  V.  Cockrutn, 
the  Presbyterian  Guidance  Center 
now  not  only  gives  guidance  to 
students  concerning  their  voca- 
tion, but  also  seeks  to  help  the 
high  school  guidance  counselor. 

This  new  program  is  the  re- 
sult of  a  speech  by  John  Evans 
in  1967.  He  said  that  the  Guidance 
Program  should  come  up  with  an 
exciting  program  of  service  to  the 
public  school  sector.  As  a  result 
of  this  comment,  the  Presbyter- 
ian Guidance  Center  at  Laurinburg 
"came  up"  with  a  conference  on 
family  life  for  school  counselors 
in  1968.  This  program  was  at- 
tended by  over  60  state  counse- 
lors. Because  of  the  success  of 
this  program,  another  conference 
is  scheduled  for  1969. 

The  Guidance  Program,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Cockrum,  has  two  full- 
time  counselors  on  its  staff,  a 
psychometric  nurse,  an  appoint- 
ment secretary,  and  some  part- 
time  help.  This  staff  gives  guid- 
ance to  some  500  to  600  students 
a  year  in  addition  to  its  program 
for  the  local  church  and  public 
schoolcounselors. 

Dr.  Cockram,  an  ordained  Pres- 
byterian minister  with  Ph.  D. 
degree  on  counselling,  is  available 
to  interpret  the  program  of  the 
Guidance  Center  to  local  churches 
and  is  available  to  hold  work- 
shops. 

Takes  Sabbatical 

Dr.  James  Rawlings  Sydnor, 
Professor  Church  of  Music  at  the 
Presbyterian  School  of  Christian 
Education,  Richmond,  Virginia  be- 
gan his  sabbatical  February  1,  and 
will  be  away  until  the  first  of  Sept- 
ember. During  these  seven  months 
he  will  spend  time  on  campuses 
which  are  doing  significant  work 
in  church  music;  continue  work  he 
has  begun  on  several  educational 
filmstrips  dealing  with  congrega- 
tional singing  and  choral  diction;

Council  Endorses  Quadrennial 
Student  Convention 


Atlanta  -  (PN)  -  The  General 
Council  of  the  Presbyterian  Ch- 
urch in  the  U.S.,  meeting  in  Atlanta 
March  4-5,  took  an  action  to  ask 
the  1969  General  Assembly  "to 
commend  the  Committee  and  Staff 
responsible  for  planning  the  Ninth 
Quadrennial  Convention,  held  in 
Atlanta  last  December".  The 
recommendation  praises  Conven- 
tion leadership  for  their  sensi- 
tivity to  the  needs  of  the  students 
and  to  the  mission  of  the  Church. 

An  evaluation  report  on  the  Con- 
vention, prepared  by  A.  MUton 
Riviere,  faculty  member  of  Col- 
umbia Theological  Seminary, 
showed  that  the  Convention  was 
a  success.  Response  by  partic- 
ipants in  the  Convention,  showed 
71.3%  were  clearly  favorable  in 
their  comments  about  the  Conven- 
tion experience. 

"LISTENING  SESSIONS" 
PLANNED 

The  Council  approved  of  a  re- 
commendation "To  study  in  depth 
the  question  of  priorities  in  the 
general  allocation  of  funds  among 
the  various  agencies."  Another 
action  approved  of  continuing  and 
expanding  "Listening  Sessions", 
in  every  area  of  the  Church,  simi- 
lar to  that  held  in  Baton  Rouge 
in  January.  Teams,  including  Ex- 
ecutive Secretaries  and  Board 
members  will  be  present  for  each 
consultation. 


Future  meetings  of  the  Council, 
except  business  and  executive  ses- 
sions, will  be  open  to  the  public. 

TREASURER  HONORED 

Mrs.  Celeste  Jackson,  trea- 
surer of  the  General  Council,  was 
honored  on  her  25th  anniversary 
as  a  member  of  the  staff. 

1970  BENEVOLENCE  ASKING 

The  Council  approved  of  a  1970 
Benevolence  Budget  of  $9,056,438, 
the  same  as  for  1969.  The  Budget, 
however,  represents  an  11.35%  in- 
crease over  1968  receipts,  and  in- 
cludes a  challenge  program  for 
1970. 

The  Assembly  will  be  asked  to 
approve  a  recommendation  to  the 
effect  that  "the  local  church's 
record  of  giving  be  the  basis  for 
determining  apportionments,  and 
be  determined  on  the  basis  of 
the  two-year  average  of  giving 
by  the  local  church  to  Assembly's 
Benevolences. 

Elected  Vice-Chairman 

Mrs.  A.R.  Craig,  North  Carolina 
Synodical  President  of  Ruther- 
fordton,  was  recently  elected  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Women's  Advis- 
ory Council  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.S.  during  the  57th^  an- 
nual meeting  held  in  Atlanta,  She 
is  a  former  Chairman  of  the  Pres- 
byterian U.S.  Board  of  Women's 
Work. 
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Churches  Returning  To  Concord 
Presbytery 


Currently  there  is  a  move- 
ment on  for  the  transfer  of  three 
churches  In  Appalachla  Synod  to 
Concord  Presbytery  in  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina.  The  churches 
include  Rumple  Memorial  at  Blow- 
ing Rock  and  the  First  Church  at 
Boone.  K  the  presbyteries  and 
synods  involved  and  the  General 
Assembly  approve  the  requests 
of  the  churches,  the  boundaries 
of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
will  be  extended  slightly  to  the 
west. 

Actually  the  entire  State  of 
North  Carolina  was  a  part  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  until  Ap  - 
palachia  Synod  was  organized  in 
1915.  (Today  it  extends  only  as 
far  as  Old  Fort.)  At  that  time  Con- 
cord Presbytery  ceded  the  four 
counties  of  Mitchell,  Avery,  Wa- 
tauga, and  Yancey,  including  22 
churches,  to  the  new  synod. 

WORKING  POLICY  ENUNCIATED 

Appalachia  Synod  was  created 
largely  as  a  result  of  the  efforts 
of  the  late  Dr.  Robert  F.  Cam- 
pbell, pastor  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Asheville,  N.C. 
from  1892  to  1938.  The  first  move 
towards  creation  of  the  new  Synod 
was  made  in  Greensboro,  in  Oct- 
ober, 1913,  in  connection  with  the 
celebration  of  the  100th  annivers- 
ary of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Campbell  in  an  address  on 
"The  Last  Fifty  Years",  emphas- 
ized the  impetus  given  to  the 
Home  Mission  work  in  North  Car- 
olina by  the  Synod's  policy  of  er- 
ecting new  presbyteries,  and  de- 
clared that  the  synodical  policy 
of  Synodical  Home  Missions  was 
the  secret  of  the  Synod's  success. 

Dr«  Campbell,  in  an  address  on 
policy  should  be  projected  to  a 
higher  plane  in  an  overture  from 
the  Synods  concerned,  asking  the 
General  Assembly  to  erect  the 
Synod  of  Appalachia  to  be  con- 
stituted of  the  territory  in  the 
Appalachian  Mountains."  He  qu- 
eried the  Synod,  "Why  should  not 
this  venerable  body  signalize  the 
beginning  of  the  second  century 
of  its  life  by  requesting  the  other 
Synods  having  mountain  mission 
fields  to  unite  with  it  in  appoint- 
ing a  joint  committee  to  inves- 
tigate this  question  and  report 
the  results  as  the  basis  for  future 
action?" 

A  committee  of  three  was 
appointed  to  contact  the  other  Sy- 
nods, to  wit,  Virginia,  Kentucky, 
and  Tennessee,  as  to  the  advisa- 
bility of  overturing  the  General 
Assembly  to  erect  the  new  Synod. 
Only  Tennessee  responded  favor- 
ably. 

Representatives  of  the  two  sy- 
nods met  at  Montreat  in  1914  and 
by  unanimous  vote  adopted  a  re- 
port favoring  the  new  synod,  and 
appointed  Dr.  C.C.  Carson  of  Bri- 
stol and  Dr.  R.F.  Campbell  of 
Asheville  to  argue  the  case  be- 
fore the  several  synods  involved. 

Strongest  opposition  came  from 
North  Carolina  and  Kentucky,  but 
after  long  debate,  the  issue  was 
carried  favor  of  the  new  synod. 
Virginia  and  Tennessee  fell  inline 
without  serious  opposition. 

UCM  Abolishes  Itself 

The  University  Christian  Mo- 
vement, a  national  organization 
representing  the  campus  student 
groups  of  most  Christian  churches 
in  the  U.S.,  has  voted  itself  out 
of  existence.  The  decision  to  term- 
inate the  30  month  old  ecumen- 
ical agency  was  made  in  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  March  1  by  the  UCM 
General  Committee.  Leaders  ex- 
plained that  the  UCM  began  as  a 
movement  rather  than  as  an  or- 
ganization and  that  this  action  was 
an  attempt  to  return  leadership 
to  the  grassroots. 


Arguments  favoring  the  new 
synod  were  (1)  It  would  unify  the 
work  in  the  mountains  -  the  moun- 
tain regions  were  said  to  be  a 
natural  unit;  and  that  distances 
would  not  be  so  great;  (2)  It  would 
intensify  the  work  of  Home  Mis- 
sions; (3)  And  it  would  magnify 
the  work  in  the  eyes  of  the  Church 
at-large. 

After  the  four  synods  voted  ap- 
proval, an  overture  went  to  the 
General  Assembly,  in  session  at 
Newport  News,  Virginia,  in  May, 
1915. 

The  Assembly  approved  and  or- 
dered the  first  meeting  to  be  held 
in  the  First  Presbyterian  Churchy 
Bristol,November  2,  1915,  at  7:30[ 
p.m.  Dr.  R.F.  Campbell  preached 
the  first  sermon. 

The  Synod  was  constituted  as 
four  presbyteries  covering  the 
mountain  regions  of  the  afore  men- 
tioned states. 

LEADS  ASSEMBLY  IN 
STEWARDSHIP 

At  the  time  of  organization  Ap- 
palachia Synod  contained  161 
churches,  84  ministers,  and  con- 
tributed a  total  of  $216,789,  of 
which  $75,982  was  given  to  benevo- 
lences. 

In  1967,  the  last  year  available, 
the  comparable  statistics  were 
231  churches,  209  ministers,  and 
$5,724,754  total  gifts,  of  which 
$1,275,641  was  for  benevolences. 
During  the  same  period  the  Sun- 
day School  enrollment  increased 
from  4,726  to  27,274. 

Appalachia  Synod  for  many  years 
has  lead  the  General  Assembly  in 
per  capita  giving  to  the  Church, 
especially  in  benevolences.  The 
Synod  also  has  ranked  high  in  its 
growth.

"LEAVES- OF- ABSENCE"  OF 
CCL  MINISTERS 

Another  action  of  the  Committee 
was  approval  of  a  resolution  to 
govern  "leaves  -  of  -  absence"  of 
Campus  Ministers.  Hereafter  it 
will  be  required  that  any  Campus 
Minister  desiring  to  take  a  leave 
of  absence  should  present  the  re- 
quest in  writing  to  the  Chairman  of 
Synod's  Committee  and  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary  of  Synod,  endor- 
sed by  the  Local  CCL  Committee, 
presenting  the  reason  for  the  leave; 
the  purpose  of  the  leave;  together 
with  the  occupation  of  the  minis- 
ter during  the  leave;  the  length  of 
time  of  the  leave;  financial  support 
of  the  minister  during  the  leave; 
and  provision  for  the  ministry  va- 
cated; furthermore,  it  will  be  re- 
quired that  the  formal  request 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  and  the  General 
Secretary  at  least  three  months 
prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  leave, 
except  in  cases  of  illness  or  em- 
ergency. Furthermore,  it  will  be 
required  that  the  request  be  clear- 
ed with  and  approved  by  the  Com- 
mission on  the  Minister  and  His 
Work  of  the  Presbytery  in  which 
the  minister  resides.  The  matter 
is  to  be  acted  on  by  the  sub-execu- 
tive committee  and  communicated 
to  the  full  committee  of  Synod.

OPERATED  IN  THE  BLACK 

The  report  of  the  General  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  of  Synod  of 
the  Conrunittee  indicated  that  in 
spite  of  receiving  only  96%  of  the 
budget  askings  of  the  Presbyteries 
and  Churches  of  Synod  in  1968, 
the  Campus  Ministry  was  conduc- 
ted without  a  deficit.  This  was 
due  in  large  measure  to  the  fact 
that  some  of  the  Centers  operated 
below  their  budget.

He 
succeeded  in  improving  on  works 
of  contemporaries,  including  Da- 
guerre,  by  reducing  the  time  of 
exposure  from  up  to  two  hours  to 
several  minutes,  allowing  people 
to  sit  still  long  enough  to  be  photo- 
graphed. 

FACT  OF  INVENTION 
ESTABLISHED 

Draper's  Hampden  -  Sydney  ca- 
mera, a  wooden  box  affair,  laid  al- 
most unnoticed  at  the  College  for 
100  years  after  he  left  for  New 
York  University  in  1840.  Shortly 
thereafter,  he  made  the  world's 
first  photograph  of  a  living  being, 
that  of  his  sister. 

In  1939,  the  Rev.  Howard  C.  Cobb, 
an  alumnus  of  Hampden  -  Sydney, 
after  eight  years  investigation, 
established  the  fact  that  Draper 
was  "the  father  of  portrait  photo- 
graphy". 

The  Draper  camera  will  be  on 
display.

EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS 
COMMITTEE  CONVENES 


The  Executive  Committee  on 
Educational  Institutions,  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  convened  in 
Synod's  Office,  ^ril  9,  with  Dr. 
William  M.  Roberts,  Chairman, 
presiding. 

During  the  day  the  Committee 
heard  reports  from  the  four  in- 
stitutions supported  by  Synod,  pre- 
sented by  the  respective  Presi- 
dents. 

The  Committee  also  heard  a 
joint  report  from  the  Presidents 
of  Davidson  and  Queens  Colleges, 
respectively,  Dr.  Samuel  R.  Sp- 
encer and  Dr.  John  E.  Smylie. 

The  Recort  was  a  study  of  the 
financial  relationship  of  Synod 
to  its  Educational  Institutions  for 
the  period  1951-1969. 

COSTS  UP  -  INCOME  DOWN 

The  Report  acknowledged  that 
during  the  19-year  period  the  Sy- 
nod of  North  Carolina  has  increas- 
ed Its  support  of  Educational  Ip-- 
titutions  "remarkably";  tha^ 
le'  el  of  stewardship  hap 


led  from  $95,000  to  $480,000"; 
and  that  "this  is  a  credit  to  all 
Presbyterians  in  the  Synod.  .  ." 

The  Report  further  pointed  out 
that  prior  to  1960,  funds  were  dis- 
tributed equally  to  the  senior  and 
junior  colleges  of  Synod,  and  that 
the  1955  report  on  "The  Church 
and  Higher  Education"  had  recom- 
mended chojiges  in  the  pattern  of 
support  and  the  consolidation  of 
Synod  institutions.  The  statement 
further  pointed  out  that  since  1960, 
St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College 
has  received  a  larger  percentage 
of  Synod's  support  than  Davidson 
and  Queens,  each  of  which  has  re- 
ceived an  equal  percentage  of  sup- 
port.

Border  Synods 
React 

"The  border  can't  wait  for  the 
Southern  Presbyterian  Church. 
The  mission  of  the  Church  is  suf- 
fering, held  back  by  the  inaction  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States,  which  heeds  the 
voices  of  reaction  and  ignores  the 
anguished  cries  of  border  presby- 
teries and  synods."

March  24  in  Louisville  at  a  meet- 
ing of  18  leaders  from  six  border 
synods.  The  defeat  of  proposed 
constitutional  amendments  to  per-

A  small  task  force  was  named 
tc  draw  up  specific  proposals  for 
continued  cooperation  between  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  and  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  U.S.A. 
The  cooperation  will  respect  the 
constitutions  of  both  churches  but 
ways  will  be  found  to  increase  co- 
operation.

Jones  Resigns  Presidency  Of 
Fayetteville  State  College 


Dr.  Rudolph  Jones,  President 
of  Fayettevnie  State  College,  Fa- 
yetteville, N.C.  since  1956,  has 
tendered  his  resignation  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  effective  July 
31,  1969. 

The  58-year-old  native  of  Win- 
ton,  N.C,  came  to  Fayetteville 
in  1952  as  Dean  of  the  College. 
He  succeeded  the  late  Dr.  J.  W. 
Seabrook  and  since  that  time  has 
served  with  distinction. 

In  tendering  his  resignation,  Dr 
Jones  said  that  he  considered  this 
action  appropriate  because  of  his

Dr.  Jones,  a  Ruling  Elder  and 
Clerk  of  the  Session  of  the  Col- 
lege Heights  Presbyterian  Church, 
Fayetteville,  holds  the  following 
degrees:  A.B.  from  Shaw  Univ- 
ersity, Raleigh,  1930;  M.A,  from 
Catholic  University  of  America, 
Washington,  D.C.,  1947;  Ph.D. from 
Catholic  University  of  America, 
Washington,  D.C.,  1952.  In  ad- 
dition he  has  done  postgraduate 
work  at  Hampton  Institute,  Ham- 
pton, Virginia;  the  A&T  College, 
Greensboro;  and  Howard  Univer- 
sity, Washington,  D.C.  His  under- 
graduate major  was  in  the  Social 
Studies  and  his  graduate  studies 
were  in  the  field  of  Economics 
with  minors  in  political  science 
and  statistics. 

Dr.  Jones  is  a  member  of 
Synod's  Executive  Committee  on 
Campus  Christian  Life  and  is  cur- 
rently the  Vice-Chairman  of  the 
Committee.  He  is  a  member  of 
many  educational,  relgious,  and 
fraternal  organizations.

"TELLING  IT  LIKE 
IT  IS" 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  1968 
ihowed  a  loss  of  communicant 
members.  For  a  number  of  years 
the  statistics  for  Sunday  School 
membership  had  consistently  de- 
clined. It  has  been  reported  during 
the  past  several  years  that  there 
is  a  decline  of  interest  on  the  part 
(rf  youth.  There  is  a  downward 
trend  In  the  stewardship  of  the 
Church.  The  benevolence  gifts 
have  declined  during  the  past  se- 
veral years.  Agencies  and  in- 
stitutions, including  some  of  Sy- 
nod's educational  institutions  are 
operating  with  deficits.  In  some 
quarters  It  is  reported  that  church . 
attendance  is  falling  off. 

The  questicm  is  being  asked 
over  and  over  agam,  "Why?" 

The  answer  is  obvious. 

For  too  long  too  many  have  been 
writing,  saying,  preaching,  and 
teaching  that  "the  Church  is  not 
relevant";  "it  is  of  little  im- 
portance to  be  a  Presbyterian;" 
the  spirituality  of  the  Church  "is 
noD-essential";  all  that  counts  is 
being  an  activitist",  and  even  that 
"God  is  dead",  that  ridiculous 
contradiction. 

What  has  happened  is  simply 
that  either  a  lot  of  people  have 
been  falsely  persuaded  that  these 
things  are  so  and  believe  them, 
abandoning  the  Church;  or  others, 
who  do  not  believe  them,  say  that 
if  this  is  the  predominant  view  of 
the  leadership  of  the  Church,  then 
they  cannot  conscientiously  give 
their  support  to  ihem,  or  to  the 
Church's  program. 

Jesus  said,  "By  their  works, 
ye  shall  know  them".  In  other 
words  "the  proof  is  in  the  padd- 
ing"; therefore,  let  the  record 
show  that  before  so-called  "new 
forms"  or  "experim?ntal  minis- 
tries" (which  some  think  only 
squander  consecrated  benevolence 
funds)  or  existential  activism, 
etc.,  etc.,  wen^  promulgated  by 
would  -  be  "do  -  gooders",  the 
Church  consistently  showed 
growth  in  membership  and  Ste- 
wardship, and  we  think  in  grace 
and  goodness,  as  well  as  in  ser- 
vice, seeking  to  fulfill  the  true 
Mission  of  the  Church. 

This  is  no  attempt  to  defend 
ultra  -  conservatism  per  se,  so- 
called  Concerned  Presbyterians, 
or  any  other  brand. 

We  have  always  endeavored  to 
hold  a  steady  course,  support- 
ing what  seemed  to  be  truth 
wherever  we  found  it.  We  con- 
fess that  there  have  been  times 
when  we  were  confused,  when  we 
waited  to  see  the  results  of  the 
so-called  "NEW".  We  think  the 
evidence  is  beginning  to  show  that 
at  least  some  "of  our  intellec- 
tuals have  betrayed  us".  They

The  essay  deals  with  the  story 
of  the  wife  of  the  famous  Rev. 
David  Caldwell,  who  served  the 
Alamance  and  Buffalo  Presbyter- 
ian Churches,  near  Greensboro 
for  approximately  50,  years. 

The  essay  is  written  in  letter 
form  under  the  date  of  approxi- 
mately 1820  fictiously  by  one  of 
Rachel  Craighead  Caldwell's  twel- 
ve children,  John,  to  one  of  her 
great  granddaughters  who  became 
the  first  woman  physician  in  North 
Carolina,  Dr.  Susan  Diminock 
(k47-1875X 

The  letter  gives  an  account  of 
Mrs.  Caldwell  and  how  she  pro- 
tected patriots  and  Whigs  from  the 
British  by  hiding  them,  and  re- 
lates how  she  assisted  in  other 
ways  to  promote  the  prcgress  of 
the  Revolutionary  War.  On  one 
occasion  she  and  her  children 
were  compelled  to  live  for  sever- 
al days  in  the  smokehouse  without 
bed  clothing  and  with  little  food, 

DIED  AT  AGE  99 

Dr.  David  Caldwell  lived  to  be 
just  short  of  100  years  old,  dying 
in  1824.  He  has  been  acclaimed 
as  the  outstanding  educator  in 
North  Carolina  duringtheI8th  cen- 
tury.

An  effort  to  reverse  an  earlier  decision  by  Albemarle 
Presbytery,  of  Union  Presbyteries,  was  defeated  at  the 
spring  meeting  held  at  Cann  Memorial  Presbyterian 
Ghurch,  Edenton,  April  15. 

Dr.  Everett  K.  Brown,  Goldsboro,  presented  a  re- 
solution asking  Presbytery  to  rescind  the  action  taken 
last  fall  which  opposed  Union  Presbyteries,  and  to 
approve  of  the  proposed  amendment,  sent  down  to  the 
Presbyteries  by  the  General  Assembly. 

Radification  of  the  Amendment  would  change  Chap- 
ter 32  of  the  "Form  of  Government",  and  would 
change  the  vote  of  Presbyteries  in  the  General  As- 
sembly from  disapproval  to  approval.  The  vote  stood 
at  38  Presbyteries  approving  it,  and  39  disapproving.

MILLER  SOUNDS  STRONG  NOTE 
The  principal  speaker  at  the  As- 
sociation meeting  was  Dr.  Donald 
G.  Miller,  President  of  Pitts- 
burg Theological  Seminary  and 
former  Professor  at  Union  Semin- 
ary. Others  appearing  on  the  pro- 
gram included  President  Fred  R. 
Stair,  Jr.  and  Kenne*-h  B.  Orr, 
Secretary- Treasurer  of  the  As- 
sociation and  Vice-President  of 
UTS. 

Dr.  Miller  spoke  on  the  mood 
of  the  Ministry  today.  He  declared 
that  the  pastoral  ministry  is  "still 
the  front  line"  and  that  there 
can  be  no  special  or  experimental 
ministry  without  the  established 
church.  He  added  that  as  yet  ex- 
P8rim?ntal  ministries  have  not 
"proved  that  they  are  viable," 
and  that  if  they  are  sdccessful, 
they  "m;st  eventuate  in  a  com- 
munity." 

PASTORATE  KEY  TO  CHURCH 
LIFE 

Such  ministries,  said  Dr.  Mil- 
ler, are  "the  outgrowth  of  the 
Church  and  lead  back  into  the 
Church.  They  are  'scouting  par- 
ties'". 

He  stated  that  both  ministers 
and  laymen  are  confused  today 
and  that  the  ministers  are  "un- 
derselling themselves".  He  added 
that  many  of  them  have  "lost 
their  nerve  and  have  focused  on 
men  rather  than  on  God".  "No 
wonder",  he  added,  "they  have 
lost  their  identity".

VARIED  MINISTRY 

The  North  Carolina  Alcoholic 
Rehabilitation  Center  has  a  capa- 
city of  about  90  people  who  stay 
28  days  for  treatment.  Here  Mr. 
Grubb  visits  the  Presbyterian  pa- 
tients, lectures  once  a  month  on 
the  "Religious  and  Spiritual  As- 
pects of  Alcoholism"  and  parti- 
cipates In  group  therapy  once  a 
week.  At  the  Center  for  the  Blind, 
Mr.  Grubb  is  the  inter-personal 
relations  group  leader  for  a  group 
that  meets  for  one  hour  and  45 
minutes  each  week.  Here  he  also 
visits  and  leads  the  worship  ser- 
vice. 

The  Murdock  Center  for  the 
Mentally  Retarded  has  two  divi- 
sions which  are  not  directly  rela- 
ted to  the  Murdock  Center.  The 
Blind  Multi- Handicapped  Unit  is 
one  division.  Mr.  Grubb  visits 
here  on  Tuesday  afternoons.  The 
other  division  is  the  Emotionally 
and  Mentally  Disturbed.  Here 
there  are  about  50  children.  Mr. 
Grubb  visits  this  division  also  and 
helps  both  the  children  and  their 
familie."^. 

Another  facet  of  Mr.  Grubb's 
work  is  to  relate  his  services  as 
a  chaplain  to  the  church  at  -  large. 
This  involves  numerous  speaking 
engagements  and  visits  to  local 
churches  across  the  state.

are  beginning  to  appear  from  non- 
theologians  and  often  from  non-

dent on  the  world,  but  vice- 
versa.

"MISSION  POSSIBLE"  ASSESSED 
An  appraisal  of  "Mission  Pos- 
sible", the  recent  program  spon- 
sored by  the  Board  of  World  Mis- 
sions and  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries,  which  brought  nine 
inter-national  Churchmen  to 
visit  across  the  Assembly,  point- 
ed out  that  the  Mission  "was 
poorly  organized  with  a  bad  lack 
of  communication".  A  commun- 
ication was  addreseed  to  the  Dir- 
ector of  the  Mission  urging  that 
next  time  the  situation  be  im- 
proved and  that  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  "is  too  large  to  have 
one  central  city  for  this  pro- 
gram.". 

The  Committee  dealt  with  ways 
improvements  might  be  made  in 
reference  to  visiting  missionar- 
ies.

Educational  fiistitutions  supported 
by  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
are,  therefore,  no  longer  categor- 
ically different  operations  as  they 
may  have  been  in  the  early  1960's. 
They  share  the  same  fiscal  pro- 
blems--increased  expenses  and 
deficit  budgets,  and  each  College 
badly  needs  support  at  its  level 
of  operation." 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  Two  Prs:>idents  recom- 
mended to  Synod's  Committee:  (1) 
That  the  Synod  return  to  the  pat- 
tern of  equal  distribution  of  its 
funds  for  Higher  Education;  and 
(2)  That  future  campaigns  for  ca- 
pital funds  be  for  all  Synod's  Ed- 
ucational Institutions,  ajid  that  such 
a  campaign  be  placed  on  the  Synod 
calendar  for  the  next  available 
year."

Studied 


Young  women  do  not  consider 
themselves  lonely.  But  they  do 
consider  themselves  involved  in 
the  world  and  too  unsettled  to  be 
willing  to  commit  themselves  for 
extended  periods  of  time  to  organi- 
zations or  projects.  This  con- 
clusion came  out  of  a  research 
study  recently  made  public  by  the 
Board  of  Women's  Work.  The 
report,  prepared  for  the  Board 
by  staffer  Patricia  Houck,  is  a 
result  of  responses  from  118 
young  Presbyterian  women,  mosi 
of  them  between  21  and  28  years 
old. 

Purpose  of  the  survey  is  to  dis- 
cover if  there  is  an  identifiablf 
young  adult  culture  in  the  Unitec 
States  today,  characterized  b; 
loneliness,  involvement,  and  im- 
permanence,  and  whether  tht 
Church's  relationship  to  that  cul- 
ture is  related  to  the  marital  sta- 
tus of  the  young  adult.

STEWARDSHIP  CONFERENCE 
FEATURES  AUTHOR 


The  annual  Area  Stewardship 
Conference  sponsored  by  the  Gen- 
eral Council  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.  for  the  East- 
ern Region  was  held  in  Charlotte 
March  27-28. 

Dr.  Charles  C.  Shedd,  Presby- 
terian Minister  and  Author,  and 
Dr.  Lawrence  I.  Stell,  General 
Secretary  of  the  General  Coun- 
cil, brought  the  principal  addres- 
ses. 

Dr.  Shedd,  Presbyterian  minis- 
ter on  Jekyll  Island,  Ga.,  who 
has  written  a  number  of  books,  m- 
cluding  those  on  Stewardship,  str- 
essed the  following  items:  (1)  The 
Minister  must  practice  giving 
(2)  The  "outgo  affect  income"  - 
the  more  we  give,  the  more  we 
will  receive;  (3)  A  Church  will 
give  to  benevolences  if  it  is  sold 
on  the  church  beyond  its  won  bor- 
ders; (4)  Prea^;hing.  and  teaching 
must  be  specific;  and  (5)  We  must 
love  and  care  for  one  another. 

He  further  pointed  out  that  the 
following  are  essentials  in  the 
Stewardship  life  of  a  Church:  (1) 
Faithful  attendance;  (2)  Interces- 


sory Prayer;  (3)  Serious  giving; 
(4)  Witness. 

The  Conference  was  presided 
over  by  Dr.  Charles  C.  Cowsert, 
Secretary  of  Stewardshin  for  the 
General  Council. 

The  Exp^.utive  Secretaries  of 
three  of  the  Boards  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  a  representative 
of  the  fourth,  and  Dr.  Stell  com- 
prised a  panel  which  posed  the 
question  of  the  slowing  trend  in 
benevolence  givmg.  Members  of 
the  audience,  made  up  of  repres- 
entatives from  a  dozen  Synods, 
were  unanimous  in  pointing  out 
that  commimications  between 
the  Boards  and  the  Courts  and 
Local  Churches  have  broken  down.

REMARKABLE  GROWTH 

The  Church  has  grown  from  a 
small  one-room  building  to  a  mo- 
dern plant,  which  includes  a  san- 
ctuary, fellowship  hall,  and  Sun- 
day School  facilities  for  all  age 
groups.  The  current  Sunday  School 
"membership  is  524,  in  contract  to 
19  members  in  1894. 

The  Women  of  the  Church  have 
grown  from  a  scant  19  members  to 
305,  and  the  Men's  organization 
counts  227. 

The  annual  budget  has  increased 
from  $480  the  first  year  of  its 
existence  to  in  excess  of  $80,000. 

During  its  history,  the  Church 
suffered  a  disastrous  fire;  how- 
ever, in  the  longrun  it  only  proved 
to  be  a  blessing  since  the  Church

CHURCH  EXTENSION  READIES 
FOR  SYNOD 


Latest  Membership  Still 
Under  Million 

ATLANTA  —  (PN)-— Member- 
ship in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
is  the  U.S.  Showed  a  net  gain  of 
944  during  1968,  bringing  the  to- 
tal to  957,430. 

This  was  the  lowest  rate  of  in- 
crease in  recent  history,  although 
only  1,084  were  added  to  the  rolls 
in  1967. 

Following  is  the  rate  of  increase 
for  the  last  10  years:  16,111,  13,- 
653;  14,583;  10,623,  9,503;  7,158; 
5,423;  5,263;  1,084;  944. 


Synod's  Executive  Committee  of 
Church  Extension  convened  in  Ra- 
leigh April  17,  and  noted  the  com- 
munications gap  between  the  Ge- 
neral Assembly's  Board  of  Na- 
tional Ministries  and  the  corres- 
ponding committees  in  Synod's  and 
Presbyteries. 

COMMUNICATIONS  BREAKDOWN 
Exception  was  taken  to  two  mat- 
ters where  there  was  a  breakdown 
of  communications. 

The  first  was  in  reference  to 
"Mission  Possible".  The  Com- 
mittee was  in  agreement  with  a  re- 
solution adopted  by  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  World  Missions  on 
March  18,  which,  while  commend- 
ing the  project  as  worthwhile  de- 
cried the  fact  that  "in  1969  it  was 
poorly  organized  with  a  bad  lack 
of  communications".  Further- 
more, it  was  pointed  out  that  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  being  the 
largest  Synod,  should  have  been 
included  for  at  least  two  large 
cities  for  major  concentraticai. 

The  Church  Extension  Com- 
mittee petitioned  the  Board  of  Na- 
tional Ministries  in  the  future  to 
involve  "a  greater  number  of  peo- 
ple on  the  local  level"  who  "should 
be  informed  and  involved  from  the 
beginning  in  the  planning  and  or- 
ganization of  future  programs  of 
this  nature". 

The  Committee  also  is  petition- 
ing the  Board  of  National  Minis- 
tries in  reference  to  closer  lia- 
ision  between  the  Board  and  Sy- 
nod's Committees,  where  the 
Board  undertakes  "experimental 
ministries".  The  Synod's  Com- 
mittee takes  the  position  that  pro- 
jects within  the  Synod  should  first 
be  reviewed  by  the  Committee. 

TRAV  DIRECTOR  PRESENTED 

The  Rev.  Francis  M.  Womack, 
Chairman  of  the  Sub-committee  on 
TRAV,  presented  Dr.  Raymond  A, 
Horn,  the  new  Director  of  TRAV, 
who  briefly  addressed  the  Com- 
mittee and  demonstrated  Audio- 
Visual  materials.  Oa  recom- 
mendation of  the  Sub-committee,

RESEARCH   PROJECTS  NAMED 

The  Committee  on  Research,  the 
Rev.  Alan  B.  Wells,  Chairman, 
presented  recommendations  which 
were  adopted,  calling  for  studies 
summarizing  special  ministries 
projects  in  the  Synod  and  a  recon- 
sideration of  policy  in  reference  to 
"the  maintenance  and  sustentation 
of  small  congregations". 

The  Rev.  K.  M.  Misenheimer, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  oa 
Home  Missions,  brought  a  report 
on  the  Home  Mission  activities  in 
the  several  Presbyteries. 

A  budget  for  1970  for  Church 
Extension  was  adopted  in  the  a- 
mount  of  $58,690,  of  which  $2,500 
represents  a  grant  from  the  Board 
of  National  Ministries  for  the  But- 
ner  Ministry  at  Butner,  N.C.

Synod  Causes  for  1970  was  adopted

BENEVOLENCE  BUDGET 
ADOPTED 

The  total  benevolence  budget 
for  the  Assembly  and  Synod's 
causes  recommended  for  1970  is 
$2,586,521. 

Last  year  Synod  gave  to  As- 
sembly and  Synod  budgeted  bene- 


volences a  total  of  $2,371,952;

The 
six-story  brick  and  concrete  stru- 
cture, beautifully  situated  on  22 
acres  across  from  the  Sharon 
Presbyterian  Church,  is  the  ful- 
fillment of  a  dream  for  Mecklen- 
burg Presbyterians. 

Planning  for  the  new  facility  be- 
gan in  December,  1964,  when  a 
group  of  Presbyterians  obtained 
a  charter  for  the  non-profit  cor- 
poration.

The  Rev.  Shelton  M.  Hutchinson, 
66,  died  April  24  in  a  Charlotte

Mr.  Hutchison  was  an  Army 
Chaplain  in  World  War  n,  and  was 
active  in  the  American  Legion.

Before  serving  at  the  Smallwood 
Church,  he  was  for  ten  years  at 
the  McGee  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Charlotte  and  prior  to  that  has 
served  churches  in  Kentucky  and 
Indiana. 

Mr.  Hutchison  was  a  native  of 
Charlotte  where  he  was  born  Sept- 
ember 4,  1902,  the  son  of  Cyrus 
McCheyne  and  Nancy  Irene  Alex- 
ander Hutchison, 

He  was  married  to  the  former 
Dorothy  Heick  of  Louisville,  Ky.

Mission  Budget  Cut 

The  cutback  in  overseas  and 
headquarters  budgets  has  been 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  World 
Missions  of  the  Presbyterian  Chu- 
rch U.S.  An  announcement  on  the 
budget  noted  that  denominational 
agencfes  have  experienced  deficit 
financing  over  the  past  two  years 
and  that  the  World  Mission  Board 
has  escaped  "deep  indebtedness 
only  through  the  receipt  of  an  un- 
usually large  bequest". 

Dr.  David  L.  Stitt,  Board  Chair- 
man, said,  "The  Board  regrets 
the  necessity  of  asking  over- 
worked staff  members  to  carry 
additional  responsibilities;  but  its 
deepest  distress  is  its  inability 
to  send  to  the  fields  those  who  have 
expressed  their  readiness  to  serve 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  overseas." 


Upon  the  retirement  of  Dr.  T. 
H.  Spence,  Jr.,  on  June  1,  the  Rev. 
Kenneth  J.  Foreman,  Jr.,  will  be- 
come the  Executive  Director  of  the 
Presbyterian  Historical  Founda- 
tion in  Montreat,  N.C. 

Mr.  Foreman  began  his  minis- 
terial career  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.  He  was  licensed  by  Con- 
cord Presbytery  in  the  Spring  of 
1945,  and  ordained  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Winston-Salem  in  the  Sum- 
mer of  the  same  year.  From  1945 
to  1948  he  was  pastor  of  Lansing, 
Gillespie,  and  Foster  Memorial 
Presbyterian  Churches  in  Ashe 
County.  From  that  time  until  1965, 
he  was  under  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.A,,  in  China  and 
Korea,  la  1965  he  began  studies  for 
the  degree  of  Ph.D.  at  Princeton 
Seminary  in  the  field  of  Church 
History, 

Mr.  Foreman,  the  son  of  the  late 
Dr.  Kenneth  Joseph  and  Susan  Le- 
wis Foreman,  was  born  at  Prin- 
ceton, New  Jersey,  on  Decem- 
ber 28.  1921.  He  is  a  graduate 
of  Haverford  College.  He  received 
the  B.D.  degree  from  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  in  Virginia  and 
the  Th.M  degree  from  Louisville 
Presbyterian  Seminary,  He  has  ta- 
ken special  work  at  Yale  and  Cor- 
nell Universities  and  is  a  member 
of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  fraternity  and 
the  American  Society  of  Church 
History. 

Georgia  Supreme 
Court  Upholds 
Churches 

Two  Savannah  Presbyterian 
churches  have  been  told  by  the 
Georgia  Supreme  Court  they  may 
withdraw  from  the  denomination 
and  retain  control  of  their  prop- 
erty. There  are  indications  the 
case  will  go  back  to  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court,  which  ruled  in  Jan- 
uary that  civil  courts  have  no 
right  to  rule  in  church  disputes, 

"I  hope  the  ruling  will  be  ap- 
pealed to  the  U.  S.  Supreme 
Court,"  said  John  J.  Deifell,  ex- 
ecutive secretary  of  the  Synod 
of  Georgia.  "This  decision  not 
only  affects  our  denomination,  but 
all  others  with  connectional  forms 
of  eovernment." 

Final  decisiai  on  the  appeal 
must  come  from  officials  in  Sav- 
annah Presbytery.  A  spokesman 
there  said  they  will  decide  after 
conferring  with  their  lawyers. 

Scots  Membership  Down 

Membership  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland  -  the  country's  national 
Presbyterian  denomination -drop- 
ped by  18,190  in  1968.  68.5%  of 
the  membership  attended  commun- 
ion at  least  once  during  the  year, 
which  compares  with  74.8%  in  1967.

CONCORD 

In  attendance  for  the  382nd  Sta- 
ted Session  of  Concord  Presbytery 
in  the  Bayless  Memorial  Church, 
Concord  on  April  22,  were  59 
ministers,  53  Ruling  Elders,  and 
18  visitors.  Following  a  worship 
service  led  by  Rev.  Crawford  A. 
White,  and  communion,  a  memorial 
for  the  Rev.  Spencer  Baker  and 
deceased  Ruling  Elders  of  the 
Presbytery  was  read  by  the  Stated 
Clerk,  Rev.  R.L.  Forbis,  Jr. 

The  following  speakers  were 
heard:  Dr.  Samuel  R.  Spencer,  Jr., 
President  of  Davidson  College, 
in  the  interest  of  that  Institution; 
Mr.  C.A.  Poole,  a  Trustee  of  St, 
Andrews  College,  on  behalf  of  this 
institution;  and  Mrs.  Wilborn  S.

Moderator  Elected 
Forman  Speaks 

The  Rev  .  George  E.  Sweazev, 
pastor  of  the  Webster  Groves 
Presbyterian  Church,  St.  Louis, 
Md.,  was  elected  Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  3.2  mil- 
lion member  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.,  May  15  at 
its  meeting  in  San  Antonio,  Texas. 

James  Forman,  who  in  the  name 
of  the  national  Black  Economic 
Development  Conference  has  been 
demanding  money  from  all  chur- 
ches, was  invited  to  speak  to  the 
Assembly. 

The  General  Assembly's  Exe- 
cutive Council  made  the  offer  to 
Forman  shortly  after  a  handful  of 
his  associates  began  a  sit-in  Wed- 
nesday at  the  Manhattan  offices  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church's 
National  Mission  Board. 

Forman  demanded  such  things 
as  $130,000,000  to  establish  a  black 
university  for  high  school  drop- 
outs, $200,000,000  for  a  land  bank 
for  Negroes,  ,''30,000,000  for  re- 
search into  ^1  history  of  black 
people,  and  sev. .  al  million  dollars 
to  be  used  for  establishing  four  ma- 
jor printing  companies  to  promote 
black  philosophy, 

UP-USA  Church 
Endorses  Union 

History  reversed  itself  as  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  UPUSA 
Church  received  and  accepted  an 
invitation  from  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.S.  to  enter  into  nego- 
tiations aimed  at  uniting  the  de- 
nominations. The  invitation  was 
extended  on  May  16  by  Moderator 
R.  Matthew  Lynn  of  Midland, 
Texas. 

Responding  "gratefully  and  joy- 
fully", the  UPUSA  Assembly  sta- 
ted that  it  welcomed  the  "pro- 
posal that  we  form  a  means  where- 
by we  may  seek  a  plan  for  the  re- 
union of  the  two  churches."

Andrews  before  the  target  date  of 
June  30." 

The  St.  Andrews  Forward  cam- 
■iign  was  officially  launched  in 
late  March,  1968  with  a  $5  mil- 
lion goal  as  the  immediate  objec- 
tive —  $2  million  to  be  subscri- 
bed by  the  churches  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  and  $3  million 
from  corporations,  foundations  and 
other  friends  of  the  college. 

Trustees  of  the  Laurinburg  col- 
lege have  allocated  $3  million  for 
construction  and  $2  million  for 
critically-needed  endowment.  The 
science  buUding  is  one  of  six 
buildings  to  be  funded  by  the  For- 
ward campaign  and  monies  from 
matching  funds  and  other  sources. 

HOLDERNESS  OPTIMISTIC 

In  reviewing  the  mid-month  re- 
port of  the  Church  Division,  Mr. 
Holderness  noted  that  133  churches 
of  the  more  than  640  in  the  Synod, 
or  20  per  cent,  have  enabled  the 
division  to  reach  68  per  cent  of  its 
$2  million  goal.  Churches  are  us- 
ing several  means  to  support  the 
campaign.  Some  are  conducting 
campaigns  within  their  congrega- 
tions. Some  are  incorporating  into 
their  budgets  pledges  payable  over 
three  or  four  years  in  equal  or 
graduated  installments. 

"I  would  urge  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  churches  not  yet  commit- 
ted to  the  St.  Andrews  Forward 
effort  to  consider  that  it  will  pro- 
bably be  a  number  of  years  before 
St.  Andrews  will  again  be  able  to 
present  a  capital  campaign  to  the 
Synod,"  Mr.  Holderness  pointed 
out.  "St.  Andrews  is  the  only  col- 
lege all  of  whose  trustees  are  el- 
ected by  our  Synod.  This  college 
has  accomplished  much.  With  the 
support  which  I  feel  we  owe  St. 
Andrews,  at  this  important  point 
in  her  life,  the  college  can  make

Charles  Avenue  Church,  Dr.  Ken- 
neth G.  Phifer.  Ushers  told  them 
they  could  not  because  he  was  con- 
ducting the  worship  service.  They 
left  the  Manifesto  and  demanded 
an  answer  by  the  following  Sun- 
day. 

When  the  five  appeared  on  May 
11,  the  Session's  answer  was  read 
to  them  in  the  narthex;  however, 
they  insisted  on  entering  the  sanc- 
uary.  When  they  interrupted  the 
lervice  by  reading  the  "Black 
.vianifesto",  Dr.  Phifer  announced 
that  the  service  was  ended,  and 
pronounced  the  benediction. 


Spencer  Speaks 

The  President  of  Davidson  Col- 
lege, Dr.  Samuel  Spencer,  said  In 
an  address  to  the  Mecklenburg 
Presbyterian  ministers,  that  the 
role  of  the  church  -  related  col- 
lege is  changing  but  unique.  He 
said  it  is  becoming  more  diffi- 
cult to  identify  a  church  -  related 
college  because  there  have  been 
so  many  changes  in  characteris- 
tics that  formerly  set  them  apart 
from  others.

The  Views  Of  The 
Moderator 

The  new  Moderator  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  U.S.,  Dr.  R.  Mat- 
thew Lynn  of  Midland,  Texas,  said 
after  his  election  that  he  had 
never  been  able  "to  tell  any  dif- 
ference between  the  devotion  to' 
Christ  of  Northern  Presbyterians 
and  the  devotion  to  Christ  of  our 
people". 

He  said  the  two  goals  he  wished 
to  foster  were  the  "unity  and  health 
of  the  Church",  fti  COCU,  Dr. 
Lynn  said,  "We  must  carry  on 
conversations,  communications, 
cooperation  or  whatever  the  oc- 
casion demands  with  any  part  of 
the  body  of  Christ.  I  would  not 
concur  with  the  overtures  to  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  withdraw  from 
COCU  talks". 

He  also  indicated  support  for  con- 
versations on  organic  union  with 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  new  Moderator  said  he  did 
not  expect  a  split  in  the  denom- 
ination. "Men  in  our  church  on 
both  sides  and  in  the  middle  love 
our  church."

on  June  29.  Dr. 
Alston  is  pre- 
sently serving 
the  First  Church  of  Corpus  Chris- 
ti,  Texas.

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Homes  Committee  Reports  Assets 
Of  S7.6  Million 


Synod's  new  Executive  Commit- 
tee on  Homes,  the  Rev.  J.  V.  C. 
Summerell,  Fayetteville,  Chair- 
man, will  report  to  Synod  in  June 
that  the  total  assets  of  the  Wil- 
liam Black  Home,  the  Barium 
Springs  Home  for  Children,  and 
the  Presbyterian  Home  in  High 
Point,  total  $7,638,116.  Of  this 
amount,  the  assets  of  the  William 
Black  Home  are  $176,287;  the  ChH- 
dren's  Home,  $5,065,295;  and  the 
Presbyterian  Home,  $2,396,534. 

The  Report  will  indicate  that  the 
William  Black  Home  again  opera- 
ted in  the  black  while  the  Children's 
Home  operated  with  a  deficit  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  last  August 
31,  of  $16,629.43;  and  the  Presby- 
terian Home,  at  the  end  of  1968, 
showed  an  operating  deficit  of 
$4,902.15. 

CHARLOTTE  HOME  DEDICATE! 

The  Report  will  also  call  to  the 
attention  of  Synod  that  the  new 
Presbyterian  Home  in  Charlotte 
was  dedicated  on  May  11,  and  that 
the  Home  opened  with  21  guests. 

The  Committee  held  its  second 
meeting  at  Synod's  Office  in  Ral- 
eigh April  29. 

Representing  the  ChOdren's 
Home  was  Dr,  Nat  K.  Reiney, 
Executive  Director,  who  presented 
the  annual  report  from  the  Board 
of  Regents,  headed  by  William  C. 
Thacker,  President.  Last  year 
Synod  gave  $154,270  on  a  budget 
of  $160,000  to  the  Home. 

The  Presbyterian  Home  in  High 
Point  was  represented  at  the  Com- 
mittee meeting  by  R.  A.  Short, 
Executive  Director.  Mr.  Short 
indicated  that  the  financial  situa- 
tion at  the  Home  had  improved 
during  1968.  Synod  gave  to  the 
Home  last  year  $81,795  on  the  bud- 
get of  $84,800. 

The  William  Black  Home,  head- 
ed by  Dr.  R.  H.  Stone,  President, 
is  self-sustaining.  Representing 
Dr,  Stone  at  the  meeting  was  the 
Rev.  Gower  CrossweH,  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Synod's  Committee  is  currently 
engaged  in  efforts  to  make  a  thor- 
ough study  of  the  whole  question 
of  Homes  for  a  long  range  plan- 
ning approach. 

CONSULTANT  ON  ALCOHOLISM 
The  Committee  will  recommend 
that  the  '  'Synod  authorize  the  Rev. 
John  P.  Stephenson,  Greensboro, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  on  Homes,  to 
serve  as  a  consultant  in  the  field 
of  Homes  for  Alcoholics  in  all  the 
Presbyteries  of  Synod,  and  com- 
mend him  to  any  Presbytery  in- 
terested in  establishing  such  a 
ministry". 

Currently  Mr.  Stephenson  is  the 
Director  of  Hope  Harbor  for 
Men  and  Peace  Haven  for  Wo- 
men, located  in  Greensboro.  Both 
are  Christian  Homes  for  Alco- 
holics. 

Fayetteville  Presbytery  is  al- 
ready in  the  process  of  establish- 
ing a  similar  home  in  Fayetteville.

Thacker,  Synod  will  learn  that  the 
services  of  the  Children's  Home 
has  been  radically  changed  in  re- 
cent years  from  institutional  care 
to  a  "ministry  to  children  and  fa- 
milies", with  emphasis  on  coun- 
selling for  the  purpose  of  helping 
"the  parents  of  children  met  their 
parental  responsibilities  at  a  cri- 
sis period  in  their  lives". 

Last  year  services  were  pro- 
vided to  338  children  and  young 
people  during  the  year;  however, 
the  average  in  residence  popula- 
tion for  the  Home  was  fewer  than 
100.  In  September,  1969  Barium 
Springs  will  open  a  "Demonstra- 
tion Child  Development  Center". 


The  Report  states  that  "this  Cen- 
ter could  really  be  the  beginning 
of  a  new  era  for  Barium  Springs... 
more  significant  and  far-reaching 
than  the  good  that  shall  be  done  in 
providing  the  service  to  the  group 
of  60-70  children  and  families 
served  at  the  Barium  Center". 

The  Presbyterian  Home  at  High 
Point  Report  shows  that  during 
1968  there  were  25  new  admis- 
sions, one  withdrawal,  21  deaths, 
and  a  total  of  237  persons  served. 
Tully  D.  Blair,  WinstMi  -  Salem, 
is  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees.

Brief  History  Of  "Homes" 


One  of  the  earliest  references 
to  a  Presbyterian  "Home  for  the 
Aged"  is  found  in  George  P.  Hay's 
"Presbyterians",  where  it  is  sta- 
ted that  as  early  as  1866  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  U.S.  re- 
ported a  Home  for  Aged  Women 
ir  New  York  City,  and  that  this 
facility  was  valued  at  $299,000 
in  1892". 

"RESCUE  HOME" 

Sometime  prior  to  1890,  "a  few 
consecrated  women,  mostly,  if  not 
altogether,  from  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  (Charlotte)  -  Ma- 
dames  R.E.  Cochrane,  C.M.  Gib- 
bon, S.  M.  Harrell,  W.  W.  Ward, 
Lewis  Reading,  L.L.  Sanders,  Ar- 
chie Graham,  and  A,G.  Brenizer 
.  .  ."  started  a  home  for  poor 
boys.  The  first  home  was  located 
on  9th  street.  Later  the  Presby- 
tery took  it  over  and  about  1890, 
the  Institution  was  moved  to  Bar- 
ium Springs  for  the  reason  that 
land  could  be  bought  much  cheap- 
er there  than  in  the  city. 

After  the  removal  of  the  Home, 
women  of  Charlotte  established  the 
Alexander  Home,  which  began  as 
"a  rescue  home  for  aged  women"; 
however,  some  orphan  children 
"drifted  into  it",  and  the  women 
were  impressed  with  the  necessity 
of  establishing  an  orphanage.  This 
was  in  1894. 

OVERTURE  FROM  VIRGINIA 

In  1909,  the  Synod  of  North  Car- 
lina  received  a  communication 
from  the  Rev.  C.W.  Maxwell  of 
the  Synod  of  Virginia,  reporting 
that  at  a  recent  meeting  of  that 
Synod,  a  committee  was  appointed 
to  "look  into  the  feasibility  of 
establishing  a  Homefor  the  Aged". 
It  was  reported  that  some  aged 
Presbyterian  ladies  had  been,  "in 
their  extremity",  committed  to 
other  than  Protestant  institutions, 
and  that  there  was  urgent  need 
for  a  Home  for  "our  own  mem- 
bers who  are  widows".  It  was 
suggested  that  a  similar  need  doub- 
tless existed  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  and  that  "believing  that 
mutual  effort  would  be  of  advan- 


tage, request  that  a  similar  com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  confer  with 
them  on  the  subject". 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
appointed  a  committee  which  re- 
ported in  1910,  that  after  confer- 
ring with  the  Virginia  Committee 
and  agreeing  on  a  tentative  plan 
and  an  overture  prepared  to  be 
presented  to  both  Synods,  the  Synod 
of  Virginia,  meeting  first,  adopted 
the  overture,  but  "decided  to  go  it 
alone".  Synod's  Committee  re- 
commended that  because  of  Synod's 
obligations  already  assumed  in  re- 
gard to  Union  Theological  Sem- 
inary and  Barium  Springs,  the 
matter  be  postponed  until  the  next 
meeting  of  Synod. 

In  1911,  the  Committee  made  a 
verbal  report  and  the  Commit- 
tee was  continued;  however,  in 
1912,  after  the  Committee  reported 
that  "seemingly  nothing  further 
could  be  done  along  the  line  of  the 
original  proposition,"  the  Com- 
mittee was  discharged. 
HIGH  POINT  HOME 
ESTABLISHED 

It  was  not  until  1944,  that  an 
overture  was  received  from  Al- 
bemarle Presbytery  asking  that 
a  committee  be  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  whole  matter  of  the  ad- 
visability of  establishing  a  home 
for  the  aged.  The  overture  was 
answered  in  the  affirmative,  and 
the  movement  was  underway  for  the 
establishment  of  the  first  home 
at  High  Point,  which  was  dedica- 
ted in  January,  1952.  There  were 
20  members  residing  in  the  Home 
at  that  time,  and  it  was  reported 
that  there  was  "growing  and  des- 
perate need  for  more  additional 
space."  Plans  for  a  second  unit 
had  already  been  approved. 

The  late  W.H.  Sullivan  of 
Greensboro  was  at  that  time  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  under 
his  vigorous  leadership,  the  whole 
movement  and  program  thrived, 
Among  his  first  acts  was  the  em- 
ployment of  Mr.  Richard  A,  Short 
as  the  Manager  of  the  Home.  Mr. 
Short  began  his  services  in  Sept- 


Salisbury  First  Church  Dedicated 


The  new  Colonial  or  Georgian 
Presbyterian  Church,  Salisbury, 
N.C.,  was  dedicated  Sunday  morn- 
ing, May  4. 

'The  worshipful  service,  con- 
ducted by  the  two  ministers  of 
the  Church,  the  Rev.  Herbert  L. 
Underwood  and  the  Rev.  Norman 
M.  McDowell,  was  highlighted  by 
the  presence  of  a  former  Minis- 
ter, Dr.  Marshall  S.  Woodson,  of 
Thomasville,  Georgia,  who  served 
the  Church  from  1930  to  1937. 

Dr.  Woodson  brought  an  approp- 
riate message  on  the  subject, 
"Three  Cheers",  using  the  New 
Testament  passages  in  which 
Christ,  on  three  occasions,  said, 
"Be  of  good  cheer." 

The  Ministers  of  the  Church 
and  the  congregation  joined  in  the 
Litany  of  Dedication  of  the  Build- 
ing, and  the  Pastoral  Prayer  of 
Dedication  was  delivered  by  the 
Rev.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General 
Secretary  of  Synod. 

NATIVE  ARCHITECT 

The  Church,  qualitative  and  sy- 
mbolic, was  designed  by  Archi- 
tect John  E.  Ramsay,  FAIA,  who 
is  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the  Church. 
Mr.  Ramsay's  ancestors  for  sev- 
eral generations  have  been  mem- 
bers of  the  Church. 

The  south  entrance  to  the  Church 
is  late  Georgian  style,  while  the 
north  entrance  is  Colonial.  The 
former  consists  of  a  portico,  sup- 
ported by  four  Corinthian  columns, 
designed  after  the  Temple  of  the 
Winds  on  the  Acropolis  in  Athens, 
Greece,  and  leads  to  the  narthex. 

Above  the  columns  on  the  south 
gable  is  the  Architect's  adaptation 
of  the  Seal  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S. 

SYMBOLISM 

Symbolism  on  the  pulpit  re- 
flects a  crown,  representing  the 
Omnipotence  of  God  as  King  of 
Kings  and  Lord  of  Lords;  a  Lamb, 
signifying  the  Saving  Grace  of 
Christ;  a  banner,  symbolizing  the 

ember,  1951,  and  has  continued  in 
the  capacity  of  Executive  Direc- 
tor to  this  time. 

The  Presbyterian  Home  at  High 
Point  today  has  more  than  200 
guests  and  the  capital  assets  of  the

The  stained 
glass  window  is  the  work  of  Wil- 
lett  Stained  Glass  Studios,  Phil- 
adelphia, Pa.  Numerous  other  con- 
struction companies  participated 
in  the  construction  and  furnishing 
of  the  Church, 

Sunday  afternoon  open  house  was 
observed  from  2  to  4  P.M. 

ARCHIVES  AND  HERITAGE  ROOM 

Among  the  unique  areas  of  the 
Church  is  The  Heritage  Room, 
containing  memorabilia  of  the  Chu- 
rch since  its  founding  in  1821. 

The  Room  contains  oil  portraits, 
over  100  years  old,  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Maxwell  Chambers,  early  be- 
nefactors of  the  Church  and  of 
Davidson  College.  Also  in  the  Room 
are  pictures  of  the  ministers  who 
have  served  the  Church,  as  well 
as  an  original  Communion  Service 
and  Table  used  in  1826. 

A  Bible  which  was  presented 
to  and  used  by  the  Rev.  Jethro 
Rumple,  D.D.,  noted  Minister,  who 
served  the  Church  from  1860  to 
1906,  is  on  display. 

Other  heirlooms  and  records, 
including  an  antique  clock  over  200 
years  old,  a  leather  lounge,  sev- 
eral leather  chairs,  desks,  and 
pictures  complete  the  archives.

MODERATORS  JONES  AND  WITHERSPOON  CONFER 

Moderator  Lynn  Addresses  Synod 


Dr.  R.  Matthew  Lynn,  Moderator 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.,  congratulated  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  on  the  place  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  in 
Presbyterianism  in  America.  He 
said,  "You  are  one  of  the  first 
Synods  in  Presbyterianism  in 
America." 

For  three  reasons  -  its  quaint 
tradition,  its  dynamic  potential, 
and  the  fact  that  it  has  resolved 
problems  many  synods  have  not 
yet  met  -  the  Synod  is  in  a  position 
to  continue  its  leadership  within 
the  denomination. 

Dr.  Lynn  addressed  the  recent 
Synod  of  N.C.  which  met  in 
Fayetteville.  He  said  that  the  1969 
General  Assembly  had  been  ex- 
pected to  be  a  very  difficult  one, 
but  he  said,  "I  felt  that  this  was  a 
tremendously  vital  and  important 
and  encouraging  Assembly". 

Observations  on  Recent  Assembly 
"The  direction  taken  by  this 
General  Assembly  will  lead  our 
church  into  greait  ac- 
complishments in  this  decade  of 
the  '70's. 

"It  was  made  clear  in  this 
CJeneral  Assemblv  that  there  is  a 
unity  of  witness  and  commitment 
in  our  church  that  cannot  be  denied 
or  ignored.

Dr.  Lynn  cited  several  actions  to 
support  this :  The  matter  of  hunger 
being  a  priority,  the  action  in 
relationship  to  war,  and  the  action 
concerning  the  anti-ballistic 
missile  which  is  obsolete  before  it 
is  produced.

President  Moore's 
Parting  Message 

Retiring  President  Ansley  C. 
Moore  told  a  commencement 
audience  of  1,500  at  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  at  Laurin- 
burg, N.C,  on  May  25,  that  he 
believes  the  college  is  on  its  way 
toward  fulfilling  the  hopes  of  its 
North  Carolina  Presbyterian 
founders  and  of  the  educators  who 
helped  to  set  its  academic  pattern . 

In  detailing  the  areas  for 
progress.  Dr.  Moore  paid  tribute  to 
the  youth  of  today  for  their  ability 
and  concern.  He  said  the  "quiet 
majority"  of  students  will  bring 
balance  to  the  collegiate  scene, 
remaining  sensitive  to  the 
problems  of  the  day  but  forsaking 
disruptive  protests. 

As  a  guide  to  personal  maturity. 
President  Moore  commended  the 
words  of  the  Apostle  Paul  in 
Cliapter  12  of  Romans,  "But  let 
God  re-mould  your  minds  from 
within". 

Dr.  Moore  said  a  definition  of 
maturity  that  does  not  include  as 
one  measure,  conformity  to  God's 
plan,  is  inadequate. 


Commencement  At  St. 
Andrews  College 

The  1969  Commencement 
exercises  of  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  Laurinburg, 
N.C.  reached  the  climax  with  the 
conferring  of  214  degrees.  May  25. 

Of  the  number  of  degrees  con- 
ferred, 203  were  for  Batchelor  of 
Arts;  seven  for  Batchelor  of 
Music;  and  four  for  Batchelor  of 
Science. 

The  Commencement  address 
was  delivered  by  President  Ansley 
C.  Moore  on  the  subject,  "St. 
Andrews  -  of  City  upon  a  Hill", 
based  on  a  sermon  preached  on  the 
deck  of  the  "Arbella",  headed  for 
the  coast  of  Massachusetts  in  1630. 

Dean  Robert  F.  Davidson  con- 
ferred the  degrees. 


Division  pledge  totals  to  $1,586,302 
toward  its  goal  of  $2  million.  At  the 
same  time  campaign  headquarters 
in  Laurinburg  reported  on  June  18 
that  the  Primary  Gifts  and  other 
divisions  were  within  $28,000  of 
their  $3  million  goal. 

Stoffel  Statement 

"We  are  indebted  to  the  199 
churches  that  now  have  shouldered 
the  responsiblility  for  79  per  cent  of 
our  Church  Division  goal,'" 
declared  Dr.  E.  Lee  Stoffel,  co- 
chairman  of  the  division  and 
pastor  of  First  Church,  Charlotte. 

The  enlistment  of  56  additional 
churches  in  the  past  30  days,  Dr. 
Stoffel  continued,  "is  further 
evidence  that  North  Carolina 
Presbyterians  are  taking  seriously 
the  support  of  the  college  they 
brought  into  being  a  decade  ago. 

"However,  I  must  point  out  that 
there  are  more  than  600  churches 
in  our  Synod.  It  is  my  earnest  hope 
that  each  church  not  yet  com- 
mitted to  participation  in  the  St. 
Andrews  Forward  campaign  will 
give  this  matter  most  serious 
consideration  and  find  a  way  to 
share  in  the  continued  develop- 
ment of  St.  Andrews." 

$100,000  Gift  Announced 
One  of  the  larger  gifts  to  the 
Forward  Campaign  was  an- 
nounced in  mid-June  when 
Chairman  Thomas  M.  Belk  of  the 
St.  Andrews  Board  of  Trustees 
revealed  that  Mrs.  Nathan  M. 
Ayers  of  Greensboro  and  the  Love 
Foundation  had  given  $100,000  to 
the  Forward  Campaign. 

"This  significant  gift  will  assist 
the  college  as  it  prepares  for  the 
coming  decade  in  terms  of 
academic  program  and  physical 
growth,"  Chairman  Belk  stated. 
"The  generous  action  of  Mrs. 
Ayers  and  the  Love  Foundation 
also  accelerates  the  pace  of  our 
campign  and  increases  our  op- 
timism about  its  successful 
completion  by  our  June  30  target 
date." 

Mrs.  Ayers,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  St.  Andrews, 
said  the  gift  was  unrestricted,  to  be 
used  for  Forward  Campaign  ob- 
jectives as  determined  by  college 
officials.

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Pearsall  Memorial 
Breaks  Ground 

A  brief  goundbreaking  ceremony 
immediately  following  the  mor- 
ning worship  service  at  the 
Pearsall  Memorial  Church, 
Wilmington,  on  June  1,  marked  the 
beginning  of  an  extensive  program 
of  building  and  renovations.  The 
program  will  provide  a  modem 
Fellowship  Hall  for  congregational 
and  conmiunity  use  and  alter- 
ations to  existing  buildings  to 
create  greater  church  school 
space,  as  well  as  renovation  of  the 
Qiurcfa  auditorium. 

This  will  be  the  third  major 
expansion  program  undertaken  by 
the  congregation  within  the  past  30 
years. 

The  Church  was  erected  in  1913 
on  ground  donated  by  the  late 
Oscar  Pearsall  and  B.F.  Hall,  who 
wa-e  partners  in  the  wholesale 
firm  of  Hall  and  Pearsall  and  both 
elders  in  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

In  1950  a  new  church  school  wing 
was  added  and  again  in  1953,  an 
additional  church  school  building 
was  constructed  and  extensive 
alterations  made  which  doubled 
the  capacity  of  the  Church.  The 
Church  carries  out  an  extensive 
ministiy  to  college  students  at 
Wilmington  College  and  it  is  to 
facilitate  this  ministry  that  the  new 
building  is  largely  designed. 

Dr.  B.  Frank  Hall,  Minister  of 
the  Church  since  1949,  also  serves 
as  Chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Philosophy  and  Religion  at 
Wdmington  College,  which  in  July 
will  become  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Wilmington.

Three  graduate  schools  in  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  engaged  hi  preparing 
persons  for  ministerial  and  lay 
work  in  the  Church,  are 
cooperating  in  forming  the  new 
"Richmond  Theological  Center". 

Participating  in  the  program, 
officially  scheduled  to  begin 
September  1,  are  the  Presbjrterian 
School  of  Christian  Education, 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  and 
Virginia  Union  University's  School 
of  Theology. 

Each  school  will  continue  to 
maintain  its  own  physical  identity, 
establish  its  own  standards  and 
educational  policies,  award  its  own 
degrees,  and  provide  for  its  own 
expenses. 

Economy  and 
Stewardship  Stressed 

A  physical  clustering  of  the  three 
institutions  on  the  sixty-acre 
campus  now  occupied  by  Union 
Seminary  and  the  Presbyterian 
School  of  Christian  Education  in 
suburban  Ginter  Park  will  make 
possible  maximum  sharing  of 
faculty,  elective  courses,  and 
certain  central  services. 

Discussions  leading  to  the  for- 
mation of  the  Center  began  about 
1965  under  the  leadership  of  the 
late  President  of  Union  Seminary, 
Dr.  James  A.  Jones. 

The  three  schools  combine  a 
total  of  316  years'  experience  in 
preparing  Christian  leadership  for 
church  vocations. 

Each  school  is  a  member  of  the 
American  Association  of 
Theological  Schools,  the  national 
agency  which  provides  ac- 
creditation and  guidance  for 
theological  study. 

Origin  and  History  of  Schools 
The  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education  was  started  in 
1914  to  provide  professional 
graduate  training  for  lay 
leadership  in  the  Church.  It  had  a 
student -body  last  year  of  124  and  a 
faculty  of  11,  and  provides  training 
leading  to  the  Master  of  Arts  in 


Christian  Education. 

Union  Semmary,  the  largest  and 
oldest  of  the  three  schools,  dates 
from  1812.  It  is  owned  and  operated 
by  four  synods  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  (Vurginia,  North 
Carolina,  Appalachia,  and  West 
Virginia).  Last  year  its  student- 
body  numbered  334,  representing 
more  than  sixteen  denominations, 
30  states,  and  10  foreign  countries. 
The  Seminary  offers  four  degrees : 
B.D.,  Th.  M.,  M.S.T.,  and  Th.D. 
The  faculty  numbers  23. 

Virginia  Union  University's 
School  of  Theology  began  in  1865. 
During  the  past  year  the  School 
enrolled  37  students,  a  sum 
representing  more  than  10  percent 
of  the  total  number  of  black 
students  in  the  U.  S.  preparing  for 
the  ministry  today.  It  is  affiliated 
with  the  American  Baptist  Con- 
vention. It  has  a  faculty  of  8. 

Appraisal  by  Leaders 

Each  of  the  three  schools  will 
share  cooperatively  and  contribute 
to  the  fanical  support  of  the 
library,  book  store,  visiting  lec- 
tures, etc. 

In  commenting  on  the  new 
center.  President  Charles  E.  S. 
Kraemer  of  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education  said,  "The 
Center  will  give  opportunity  for 
theological  students  in  the  South 
from  different  backgrounds  and 
races  to  work  together  in 
discovering  specific  ways  for  the 
Christian  Church  to  fulfill  its 
mission  in  these  times." 

President  Fred  R.  Stair,  of  Union 
Seminary  added  that  the  Center 
"is  a  normal  step  within  the  forty- 
year  cooperation  of  the  three 
schools". 

Dean  Allix  B.  James  of  Virginia 
University  School  of  Theology 
believes  the  new  Center  will 
provide  a  better  education  ex- 
perience for  his  students. 

All  three  school  heads  agree  the 
Center  will  make  possible  more 
effective  training  at  reduced  costs.

Child  Development  Center  To  Open 
September  1 


For  more  than  three-quarters 
of  a  century  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  throueh  its  ministry  of 
chUd  care  at  Barium  Springs 
Home  for  Children,  has  provided 
substitute  care  to  thousands  of 
boys  and  girls  away  from  their  own 
homes.  Today  evidence  seems  to 
point  to  an  increasing  need  to  of- 
fer services  to  children  and  fam- 
mUies  within  their  own  homes. 
In  recent  years,  through  family 
counseling,  mother's  aid,  and  a  fa- 
mily-oriented program  many  other 
types  of  family  problems  have  been 
and  are  being  met. 

DEMONSTRATION  BASIS 

To  more  adequately  serve  in 
this  area,  the  Board  of  Regents 
of  the  Children's  Home  at  Barium 
Springs,  took  an  action  to  es- 
tablish a  Child  Development  Center 
on  a  demonstration  basis.  The  new 
Center  will  be  inaugurated  at  Bar- 
ium Springs  September  1. 

Wholesome  experiences  -  spir- 
itual, intellectual,  physical,  and 
emotional  -  are  provided  through 
day-care  programs,  kindergar- 
tens, and  nursery  schools.  The 
model  Child  Develqjment  Center 
at  Barium  will  use  all  of  these 
resources  to  helo  the  child.  En- 
tire families  will  be  involved  in 
the  program  as  a  means  of  under- 
girding  and  strengthening  fa- 
mUy  life. 

Children  in  the  Statesville  - 
Troutman  area  will  constitute  the 
initial  enrollment.

Pope  Visits  Geneva 

Geneva  (RNS)  -  Pope  Paul,  VI 
made  an  historic  visit  to  Geneva 
early  in  June,  the  first  time  a  Pope 
has  visited  this  city  in  500  years. 

The  Pope  said  that  the  question 
of  Roman  Catholic  membership  in 
the  World  Council  of  Churches  has 
not  ripened  to  the  point  "that  a 
positive  answer  could  or  should  be 
given";  however,  he  prayed  that 
cooperation  between  Catholicism 
and  the  WCC  might  be  continued  in 
the  areas  of  theological  issues, 
social  and  economic  development, 
and  peace. 

The  Pope  responded  to  a 
welcome  by  Dr.  Eugene  Carson 
Blake,  G^eneral  Secretary  of  the 
World  Council. 

Dr.  Blake  stated  that  the  Pope's 
visit  "signified  the  growth  of  the 
ecumenical  movement,  through 
which  Christ  is  gathering  his 
Church  in  our  century".

'mother'  of  first  Presbyterians,"

Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A., 
meeting  in  San  Antonio.  He 
reported  that  the  Assembly  also 
took  a  clear  direction  on  the  race 
problem.  Concerning  the  "Black 
Manifesto",  he  said,  "I  think  it  was 
wise  decision  to  invite  James 
Forman  to  address  the  Assembly 
since  it  gave  representatives  of  the 
entire  denomination,  from  all  parts 
of  the  nation,  instead  of  just  one 
Board  or  Agency,  located  in  New 
York  the  opportunity  to  hear  his 
demands." 

Dr.  Lynn  said  that  he  believed  as 
Christians  we  should  lend  an  at- 
tentive ear  to  anyone  who  has  a 
complaint  against  the  church  or 
society  or  our  economy  or  nation. 
According  to  Dr.  Lynn,  James 
Forman  spoke  temperately  and 
pricked  the  consciences  of  the 
commissioners  to  the  Assembly. 
There  was  a  concern  and  com- 
passion on  his  part  for  the  poor  - 
not  just  the  black.  His  main  thrust 
was  the  condemnation  of  a  rich, 
affluent  church  which  was 
allowing  Americans  to  starve. 

Dr.  Lynn  said  that  of  his 
knowledge  no  church  paid  any 
reparations  to  the  Black  Economic 
Development  group. 

The  Moderator  pointed  out  that 
we  need  to  be  concerned  for  the 
denied  persons  of  this  nation 
regardless  of  race,  color,  or  ethnic 
background. 

Dr.  Lynn  said  that  when  he 
receivedthe  Black  Manifesto  he  sat 
down  to  write  a  reply  to  point  out 
what  we  have  done  for  the  un- 
derpriviledged,  but,  he  added,  he 
realized  that  while  we  have  always 
had  homes  for  the  aged  and  or- 
phans, and  hospitals  for  the  sick, 
what  orphans  and  what  elderly  and 
what  sick  were  they  for?  Were  they 
for  the  black,  the  red,  the  yellow? 
He  said  we  must  ask  ourselves 
these  questions. 

On  the  Question  of  Union 
Another  clear  direction  coming 
out  of  the  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
General  Assembly  was  in  regard  to 
our  relationship  to  other  Reformed 
bodies  in  the  United  States.  There 
were  a  great  many  actions  in  the 
direction  of  union,  which 
culminated  in  the  overwhelming 
approval  of  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  to  work  out  union  with 
the  UP-USA  Church.  Dr.  Lynn  said 
that  when  he  presented  the  action 
of  our  General  Assembly  to  the  UP- 
USA  committees,  they  asked,  "Do 
you  mean  it?"  They  were  en- 
thusiastic, but  they  wanted  to  know 
whether  we  were  serious  or  not. 
Dr.  Lynn  pointed  out  that 
Presbyterians  U.S.  will  have  a 
chance  to  make  suggestions 
concerning  the  union  and  pray  for 
it  and  vote  for  it. 

The  Moderator  said  he  is  aware 
there  is  opposition  to  union  and 
that  some  people  are  in  favor  of 
running  over  this  opposition.  But 
he  said  that  he  could  not  go  in  that 
direction.  He  said,  "We  don't  want 
anybody  run  over  or  left  behind. 
We  want  everybody  to  know  and 
understand  and  make  their  con- 
tribution." The  Moderator  said  we 
need  to  get  some  of  these  struc- 
tural and  organizational  things 
behind  us  so  we  can  get  on  with 
proclaiming  the  gospel  and  in- 
volving ourselves  in  a  ministry  of 
compassion.

Report  of  Committee  on  Church  and  Society 

Rev.  Vance  Barron,  Chairman 
TRAFFIC  SAFETY  AND  CHRISTIAN  RESPONSIBILITY 

The  grim  statistics  continue  to  mount:  On  North  Carolina  high- 
ways In  1968  a  total  of  1,863  were  killed  and  over  55,000  injured. 
North  Carolina  traffic  deaths  have  passed  the  1,000  mark  every 
year  except  one  since  1951,  although  the  death  rate  per  100,000,- 
000  motor  vehicle  miles  has  remained  fairly  constant  since  1956. 
(6.6  in  1967.) 

Nationwide  in  1968  deaths  totaled  55,500,  a  5%  increase  and  an 
all-time  record.  Beginning  with  1961,  33,000  boys  have  been 
killed  in  Vietnam,  while  durin'g  the  same  period,  over  400,000 
Americans  have  been  killed,  and  over  20  million  have  been  injured 
by  motor  vehicle  accidents  on  U.  S.  highways  and  streets.  Since 
1906  automobile  accidents  in  the  U.  S.  have  resulted  in  the  deaths 
of  over  1.7  million  men,  women  and  children,  more  than  have  died 
in  all  of  our  wars  combined.  Who  can  even  begin  to  measure  the 
loss  in  "people"  resources  to  our  communities,  our  nation  and 
the  world?  Apart  from  this  loss,  the  economic  loss  to  the  U.  S. 
reached  a  record  13  billion  dollars  in  the  first  11  months  of  1968 
alone.  What  are  the  root  causes  of  this  mass  slaughter  and 
waste? 

I.  THE  MACHINE  FACTOR. 

It  is  no  secret  that  automakers  have  not, designed  cars  with 
safety  as  the  primary  consideration  nor  have  the  public  de- 
manded it.  Now,  because  of  government  regulations  and  in- 
creased attention  to  safety  by  automakers  and  the  public, 
safer  cars  are  being  built.  If  seat  belts  were  uniformly  used, 
fatalities  could  be  reduced  by  8,000-10,000  each  year.  If 
seat  belts  and  shoulder  harnesses  were  both  used,  fatalities 
could  be  reduced  even  more.  If  cars  were  built  to  be  struc- 
turally safer  and  more  impact  resistant,  this  figure  could  be 
further  reduced. 

Also,  better  inspection  of  vehicles  already  on  the  road 
would  help.  Mechanical  defects  were  noted  in  6%  of  all 
North  Carolina  accidents  in  1968,  and  6%  of  all  fatal  acci- 
dents. 

The  commercial  vehicle  situation  is  worth  mentioning. 
Federal  Highway  Administrator  Lowell  K.  Bridwell  recently 
told  the  Private  Truck  Council  that  heavy  commerc'al  vehi- 
cles comprise  only  7%  of  the  nation's  registered  motor  ve- 
hicles and  account  for  11%  of  total  veh  cle  miles  traveled 
but  are  implicated  in  19%  of  highway  fatalities.  This  situa- 
tion can  only  worsen  if  larger  and  larger  trucks  are  permitted 
on  our  highways. 

However,  as  much  as  safer  cars  and  commercial  vehicles 
are  needed,  they  are  not  the  main  cause  of  our  problem. 

II.  THE  ROAD  FACTOR 

How  roads  are  designed,  constructed,  marked,  posted,  and 
maintained  is  frequently  crucial.  It  is  noteworthy  that  63% 
of  all  fatalities  in  North  Carol  na  in  1968  occurred  on  sec- 
ondary roads  on  which  some  highway  experts  feel  that  the 
current  speed  limit  is  too  high.  Road  defects  were  noted  in 
5%  of  fatal  accidents  in  North  Carolina  in  19  68. 

Studies  show  that  the  safest  roads  are  those  of  the  Inter- 
state System.  It  has  been  estimated  that  during  1966,  this 
system  saved  the  lives  of  4,000  persons  who  would  have  died 
had  they  been  riding  on  ordinary  roads.  John  D.  Lawlor, 
Executive  Vice  President  of  the  National  Safety  Council,  has 
said:  "With  such  a  highway  system,  human  error  in  mo- 
toring does  not  result  in  such  serious  consequences  as  it 
did  in  the  past".  Still  safer  roads  must  be  built  in  the  fu- 
ture if  we  are  going  to  attack  the.  problem  successfully.  Yet, 
safer  roads  do  not  constitute  the  main  cause  of  our  problem. 
III.  THE  HUMAN  FACTOR 

Who  can  doubt  that  the  driver  is  the  root  cause  of  the 
problem?  Even  with  fine  highways  and  cars  equipped  with 
the  latest  safety  devices,  we  will  continue  to  have  a  stagger- 
ing problem  because  of  poor  driving.  In  1968,  in  North  Caro- 
lina at  least  one  driver  was  in  violation  in  87%  of  all  acci- 
dents. Thus,  mental,  emotional  and  behavioral  factors  are 
often  decisive.  What  do  our  latest  statistics  and  studies 
reveal  as  the  leading  human  factors  in  poor  driving?  For 
the  purposes  of  this  study,  we  shall  examine  three  basic 
groups  of  drivers:  Habitually  bad  drivers,  youth,  and  the 
rest  of  the  driving  population. 

A.  Habitually  bad  drivers:  Robert  A.  Stickney,  President  of 
the  Insurance  Broker  Association  of  California,  has  stat- 
ed: "If  two  to  five  per  cent  of  all  drivers  were  ruled  off 
the  road,  traffic  fatalities  would  go  down  as  much  as 
30%.  If  20%  of  all  drivers  were  ruled  off  the  road, 
traffic  fatalities  would  go  down  80%".  As  more  and 
more  studies  match  drivers  involved  in  fatal  accidents 
with  their  driving  records,  a  hard  core  group  of  bad 
drivers  is  now  being  identified.  There  is  usually,  as  it 
now  stands,  only  one  power  that  removes  them  perma- 
nently from  the  highways — death. 

Let  us  assume  that  the  two  to  five  per  cent  hard  core 
group  is  approximately  correct.  Who  are  these  drivers? 
Leonard  R.  Barnes,  a  safety  expert,  says:  "The  2%  to  5  % 
of  drivers  with  completely  incorrigible  records  are  citi- 
zens who  have  trouble  in  other  areas  of  their  lives. 
They  are  alcoholics,  dope  addicts,  criminals,  unstable  per- 
sons with  no  family,  or  with  family  problems".  What 
poor  driving  characteristics  do  such  people  show? 

1.  Drunk  driving  heads  the  list.  The  use  of  alcohol  by 
drivers  and  pedestrians  lead  to  some  25,000  deaths 
and  total  of  at  least  800,000  crashes  in  the  U.  S.  each 
year,  according  to  a  report  prepared  for  Congress  by 
the  Department  of  Transportation.  The  report  says: 
"Every  competent  investigation  has  demonstrated 
that  the  immoderate  use  of  alcohol  is  a  very  major 
source  of  highway  crashes,  especially  of  those  most 
violent.  .  .  Research  shows  that  more  than  half  of 
adults  use  the  highways  at  least  occasionally  after 
drinking.  However,  the  scientific  evidence  is  irrefut- 
able that  the  problem  is  primarily  one  of  persons,  pre- 
dominantly men,  who  have  been  drinking  heavily, 
to  an  extent  rare  among  drivers  and  pedestrians  not 
involved  ,  in  crashes.  Alcoholics  and  other  problem 
drinkers,  who  constitute  but  a  small  minority  of  the 
general  population,  account  for  a  very  large  part  of 
the  overall  problem".  .  .  There  is  more.  As  stated  in 
the  New  York  Tiihes:  "In  addition  to  heavy  drinking, 
many  drivers  involved  in  serious  accidents  were  found 
to  have  personality  profiles  which  set  them  apart  from 
other  drivers,  whether  drinkers  or  not.  These  differ- 
ences included  a  higher  number  of  arrests  and  convic- 
tions for  previous  motor  vehicle  offenses,  plus  his- 
tories of  social  and  medical  problems  that  were  in

Synod  decreased  its  Total 
Benevolence  Giving  by  $152,234  in 
1968;  however,  Budgeted 
Benevolences  increased  by  $82,083.

Summerell,  gave  the  first  report  of 
the  day,  that  of  the  Executive 
Committee  on  Homes.  Mr.  Tully  D. 
Blair,  Winston-Salem,  N.C.,, 
Chairman  of  the  B'^ard  of  the 
Presbyterian  Home,  High  Point,  N.

Assembly  Moderator 
Addresses  Synod 

The  highlight  of  the  report  of 
Synod's  Council  was  an  address  by 


the  Moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly,  Dr.  R.  Matthew  Lynn, 
pastor,  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Midland,  Texas.  Dr.  Lynn 
challenged  Christian  people  to 
listen  to  the  under -privileged  of  the 
world  and  act  responsibly. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Boundaries  was  presented  by  the 
Rev.  John  M.  Walker,  Roanoke 
Rapids,  N.C,  and  Synod  adopted  a 
recommendation  calling  on 
presbyteries  to  confer  with  the 
Committee  on  Boundaries  during 
the  first  half  of  1970  as  a  means  of 
coming  to  agreement  on  ways  and 
means  of  resolving  problems  in- 
volved in  restructuring  boundaries 
of  presbyteries. 

Reports  Bring  On  Debate 
The  Wednesday  session  was 
marked  by  heated  debate  on  the 
two  questions  of  Church  and 
Society  and  the  feasibility  of  a 
Presbyterian  Foundation. 

The  Church  and  Society  Report 
was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Vance 
Barron,  D.D.,  Chapel  Hill,  N.C, 
and  that  on  Bequests  and  Defered 
Gifts,  which  included  the  foun- 
dation matter,  by  Archie  W. 
McLean,  Rocky  Mount. 

The  Church  and  Society  debate 
was  waged  over  the  Military 
Selective  Service  Act  of  1967. 
Synod  passed  a  resolution  en- 
couraging the  President  of  the 
United  States  and  Congressmen  in 
Washington  to  find  a  suitable 
alternative  to  the  present  Military 
Act. 

The  Report  on  Bequests  and 
Deyerred  Gifts  was  centered  on  the 
wisdom  of  establishing  a 
Presbyterian  Foundation  and 
Foundation  Facility.  The  report 
was  adopted  after  debate,  with  the 
proviso  that  the  Foundation  be 
chartered  and  a  facility 
established  only  after  the  approval 
of  the  agencies  and  institutions  of 
Synod. 

Synod  heard  stirring  addresses 
by  Dr.  George  H.  Vick,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Annuities 
and  Relief,  Atlanta,  Georgia,  and 
Dr.  Harold  Stinson,  President  of 
Stillman  College  at  Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. 

Dr.  Vick  assured  the  Synod  that 
the  Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief  is 
providing  better  support  for  its 
retired  ministers  than  any  similar 
board  m  the  world.

The  Committee  submitted  to 
Synod  a  paper,  prepared  by  a  sub- 
committee, headed  by  Rev.  J.  E. 
Ratchford  on  "Help  for  Churches 
Celebrating  Anniversaries". 
Copies  of  the  paper  are  available 
from  Synod's  office. 

Various  recommendations  were 
approved,  urging  churches  to 
establish  committees  on  historical 
matters,  and  requesting  that  all 
valuable  papers,  documents, 
rJictures,  and  artifacts  be 
preserved ;  that  churches  that  have 
not  already  done  so,  be  requested 
to  have  histories  written  and 
distributed;  that  churches  "take 
advantage  of  the  State  Department 
of  Archives  and  History  to 
microfilm  church  records  for 
security  and  without  charge." 

Two  items  of  particular  interest 

Education,  spoke  of  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  interpersonal 
relations  laboratories,  and  the 
Rev.  W.  W.  Peters,  Graham,  bore 
personal  testimony  on  the  value  of 
such  laboratories. 

The  Rev.  Tom  B.  Anderson,  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Burlington, 
N.C,  presented  Dr.  Logan  V. 
Cockrum,  Director  of  the 
Presbyterian  Guidance  Program.

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SYNOD  HEARS  VICK  ON 
ANNUITIES  AND  RELIEF 


Dr.  George  H.  Vick,  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Annuities 
and  Relief,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  ad- 
dressing the  Synod  of  N.C.  in 
Fayetteville,  June  3,  said  that  the 
Board  now  has  about  $80,000,000. 
He  pointed  out,  however,  that  this 
is  not  benevolence  money,  but 
belongs  to  the  ministers  and 
widows  and  orphans  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 
This  money  is  not  available  for  any 
other  purpose. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  Board  is 
unable  to  give  benefits  beyond 
contracts. 

Laymen  out-number  ministers 
by  more  than  two  to  one  on  the 
Joard  of  Annuities  and  Relief. 
Various  Benefits  Outlined 
Among  the  benefits  received 
from  the  wise  handling  of  these 
funds  have  been  a  lump  sum 
benefit  upon  death  to  the  widow 
and  children  of  Presbyterian 
ministers.  In  1964  the  Board  funded 
the  first  good  experience  credit. 
This  action  assumed  that  from  1940 
to  1964  the  minister  had  received  in 
salary  8  percent  more  than  he  had 
actually  received,  and  that  dues 
had  been  paid  on  this  increase. 
Additional  10  percent  and  7  percent 
good  experience  credit  have  been 
given  more  recently.  A  fifteen  per 
cent  good  experience  credit  is 
projected  for  1970.  The  man  who 
retired  in  1964  will  receive  $300  a 
month  instead  of  $200  a  month  as  of 
1970. 

Since  1952  the  church  has 
provided  group  insurance.  This  is  a 
program  which  involves  in 
premiums  about  one  and  a  quarter 
million  dollars  a  year. 

The  third  program  of  the  Board 
is  concerned  with  Ministerial 
Relief.  This  is  the  only  area  that 
uses  benevolence  dollars,  and  r.ll 
benevolence  dollars  used  are 
designated  for  that  and  for  that 

'  CHURCH  NEARS 
COMPLETION 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church 
af  Monroe  is  practically  com- 
pleted. The  beautiful  structure  on 
the  site  of  the  historic  old  church, 
comer  of  Windsor  and  Church 
Streets,  awaits  only  the  final  in- 
spection and  installation  of  fur- 
nishings for  the  first  service, 
tentatively  scheduled  for  the  latter 
part  of  June.  The  $300,000  project, 
financed  entirely  by  the  local  sales 
of  bonds,  is  unique  in  many 
respects,  the  most  striking  feature 
being  the  beautiful  and  symbolic 
stained  glass  wall  extending  across 
the  front  and  on  both  sides  of  the 
structure.  The  windows  depict  with 
inspirational  beauty  the  major 
events  in  the  history  of  Christianity 
as  recorded  m  both  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments. 

The  completion  of  the  sanctuary 
will  mark  the  achievement  of  the 
church's  four-point  building 
program. 

Scheduled  next  are  the  first  and 
second  floors  of  an  educational 
building,  to  be  located  behind  the 
sanctuary.  The  fourth  phase  will  be 
the  Fellowship  Hall,  projected  for 
an  adjacent  site.

Camp  Monroe

College  President 
Stands  Firm 
For  Discipline 

"Stillman,  as  a  Presbyterian 
College,  is  little  different  from 
other  colleges,"  said  Dr.  Harold 
Stinson  in  addressing  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  on  June  4.  "It  does 
not  have  the  direct  attention  of  any 
presbytery  in  any  given  Synod.  It 
was  created  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church." 

History  of  Institution 

In  1876  Stillman  College  opened 
as  Tuscaloosa  Institute.  Since  that 
time  it  has  served  a  variety  of 
purposes. 

It  has  moved  from  a  school 
specifically  to  train  ministers,  to 
an  all-male  school,  to  a 
coeducational  school,  and  finally 
from  an  institute  to  a  four-year 
college. 

Stillman  College  has  a  mar- 
velous tradition  and  is  doing  a 
creditable  job  for  young  people. 
The  present  enrollment  of  the 
college  is  802.  In  the  last  eight 
years,  it  has  doubled.  The  students 
represent  28  states  and  several 
foreign  countries.  In  1968  the 
college  graduated  its  first  white 
student.  It  has  a  faculty  of  52  full- 
time  professors.  It  offers  thirteen 
complete  programs. 

The  University  of  Alabama  is 
close  by  and  Stillman  has  a  viable 
relationship  with  that  institution, 
which  includes  exchanges  of 
faculty. 

The  college  has  just  completed  a 
self-study,  looking  forward  to 
reaffirmation  of  accreditation  by 
the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Universities. 

Ford  Foundation  Grant 

Through  a  management  study, 
financed  by  a  grant  from  the  Ford 
Foundation,  a  significant 
evaluation  of  the  total 
management  of  the  college  has 
been  completed. 

Stillman  is  seeking  to  be  a 
quality  institution.  This  year,  more 
than  35  corporations  and  agencies 
interviewed  students  on  campus. 

Problems  of  Operating  College 
One  problem  of  the  Negro 
student  is  motivation  -  a  lack  of 
credibility  of  what  he  is  told  he  can 
do.  About  12  percent  of  the 
graduates  this  year  will  go  to 
graduate  institutions. 

Dr.  Stinson  spoke  on  the  student 
unrest  and  called  attention  to  the 
problems  at  Stillman  this  year.  He 
said  that  he  was  given  three  hours

UTS  Professor  Calls 
For  Involvement 

The  Rev.  Bruce  Robertson  of  the 
New  Covenant  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Miami  has  resigned  in 
order  to  direct  the  new  "Program 
in  Church  and  Society"  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond, Virginia. 

It  is  his  view  that  no  longer  can  a 
person  learn  to  be  a  minister  by 
remaining  within  the  cloistered 
walls  of  a  seminary.  He  said,  "I 
will  attempt  to  find  ways  to  involve 
students  in  learning  situations 
outside  the  seminary.

Presbyterian  Home  -  UNC-G 
Share  Program 


During  the  past  three  months, 
the  Presbyterian  Home  of  High 
Point  has  been  cooperating  as  one 
of  the  educational  centers  for  the 
School  of  Nursing,  UNC-Greens- 
boro in  its  program  of  teaching 
undergraduate  students.  Cone  Hos- 
pital, Wesley  Long  Hospital,  Guil- 
ford County  Health  Department, 
Children's  Home  Society,  and  Star- 
mount  Presbyterian  Church  Kind- 
garten  are  among  the  other  institu- 
tions who  shared  in  an  educational 
program  for  Nursing. 

Misses  Billie  Boette  and  Shel- 
ley Jones,  Assistant  Professors  of 
the  School  of  Nursing,  completed 
the  final  details  which  included 
a  total  of  about  24  students  com- 
ing to  the  Presbyterian  Home  by 
twos  and  threes  for  morning  ses- 
sions during  the  week.  The  pro- 
gram started  Monday,  February 
3,  and  will  continue  through  the 
Spring  semester  ending  in  May. 

The  purpose  of  the  student  pro- 
gram is  to  learn  the  problems  as 
well  as  answers  of  older  people, 
to  study  informally  the  actual  ag- 
ing process,  comparing  backgro- 
unds, hobbies,  interests  and  con- 


cerns. The  aging  can  contribute 
much  of  their  inner  resources,  ed- 
ucation and  health  to  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  aging  process  and  life 
at  the  Presbyterian  Home. 

Each  day,  the  students  disbursed 
themselves  among  the  members  of 
the  Home  to  give  them  an  insight 
into  the  day-to-day  activities  of 
older  people.  The  individual  stu- 
dents join  members  in  recreation, 
programs,  conversations,  shop- 
ping trips,  hobbies  and  all  phases 
of  the  Home's  ministry  to  older 
people. 

Miss  Boette  has  said,  "Young 
Nursing  students  seldom  have  the 
opportunity  to  observe  and  know 
older  people  who  are  well  and  ac- 
tive as  they  participate  in  Home 
activities.  We  feel  that  there  is  a 
great  deal  to  be  learned  from  the 
experiences  and  contacts  with 
these  Senior  Citizens." 

Possibly  a  better  way  to  explain 
this  program  is  to  say  that  the 
young  people  will  join  the  mem- 
bers as  If  they  too  were  Senior 
citizens,  learning  to  know  them 
and  their  thoughts,  as  well  as  their 
likes  and  dislikes. 


to  meet  a  group  of  demands.  He 
was  given  these  demands  as  he 
was  leaving  his  office  and  did  not 
have  an  opportunity  to  read  them 
until  later.  Most  of  the  demands 
centered  around  the  problems 
students  are  having  today  which 
involve  student  power.  They  want 
to  hire  and  fire  the  faculty. 

Dr.  Stinson  explained  the 
policies  of  the  American 
Association  of  University 
Professors  and  told  the  students 
that  he  himself  can  not  hire  or  fire 
them,  and  thus  could  not  give  them 
the  privilege.  Dr.  Stinson  said  he 
had  been  sjTnpathetic  with  them, 
but  that  the  time  came  when  he 
had  to  tell  the  young  people  that 
the  institution  must  achieve  its 
purposes. 

Two  small  pre-fab  office 
buildings  were  set  on  fire,  and,  at 
this  point  the  college  suspended 
about  40  students.  Dr.  Stinson  said, 
"after  this  happened,  we  got  down 
to  business  and  the  college  con- 
tinued." 

The  President  of  Stillman  said 
that  he  believes  that  student  unrest 
is  motivated  by  adults  and  planned 
by  outsiders.  He  said,  "I  fear  that 
unless  we  do  stand  up  to  at  least 
some  of  these  demands,  our  in- 
stitutions are  in  serious  trouble." 

He  concluded  "We  must 
motivate  the  many  to  disagree 
with  the  trends  of  the  few."

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT,  without  attempting  to 
bind  the  conscience  of  any  person,  it  is  nevertheless  the  judgment  of 
this  assembly  that  the  programs  and  activities  of  "Concerned 
Presbyterians"  do  not  constitute  a  valid  pattern  of  Christian  faith- 
fulness for  our  people  and  the  techniques  and  philosophies  of  "Con- 
cerned Presbyterians"  do  not  promote  the  peace,  unity,  edification 
and  purity  of  Christ's  Church; 

AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  THAT  this  Assembly  lovingly 
and  earnestly  entreats  all  its  constituency  to  seek  more  constructive 
and  loving  avenues  of  obedience  to  Christ  and  the  cause  of  His 
Kingdom  than  those  afforded  by  "Concerned  Presbyterians"; 

AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  THAT,  in  order  for  all  our  con- 
stituency to  be  informed,  the  Stated  Qerk  of  the  General  Assembly  be 
instructed  to  send  this  resolution  to  every  Minister  and  Clerk  of 
Session  with  the  request  that  Sessions  publicize  this  action  in  their 
congregations.

Withdrawing

in  Arkansas  affiliated  with  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  Arkansas  - 
Oklahoma,  seeks  to  end  its 
relationship  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S. 

The  Rev.  J.  F.  Cooley,  minister 
of  St.  Andrews,  who  was  accused 
recently  of  inciting  a  destructive 
demonstration  by  students  at  the 
all  Negro  Lincoln  Junior-Senior 
High  School  in  Forrest  City,  said 
racial  prejudice  in  the  presbytery 
and  in  the  whit*.  Presbyterian 
congregations  had  caused  St. 
Ancfews  to  vote  lor  liberation. 

He  said  he  had  written  a  letter  of 
resignation  to  the  presbytery  and 
expects  to  be  the  minister  of  a  new 
church  his  congregation  hopes  to 
form.

Giving  Down, 
Missions  Cut 

A  cutback  in  overseas  and  head- 
quarters budgets  has  been  ordered 
by  the  Board  of  World  Missions. 

An  announcement  on  the  budget 
noted  that  denominational  agencies 
have  experienced  "deficit  fin- 
ancing" over  the  last  two  years, 
and  that  the  World  Mission  Board 
has  escaped  "deep  indebtedness 
only  through  receipt  of  an  unusually 
large  bequest". 

The  1970  Field  Budgets  were 
reduced  by  over  $1,000,000.  The 
Nashville  Headquarters'  1970  Bud- 
get was  slashed  and  its  1969  Bud- 
get was  reduced. 

Dr.  David  L.  Stitt,  Board  Chair- 
man, said  operations  must  be 
"streamlined  at  every  point  to  do 
the  main  job.  The  Board  regrets 
the  necessity  of  asking  overworked 
staff  members  to  carry  additional 
responsibility;  but  its  deepest  dis- 
tress is  its  inability  to  send  to  the 
field  those  who  have  expressed 
their  readiness  to  serve  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  overseas."

some  way  related  to  alcohol,  such  as  cirrhosis  of  the 
liver  and  marital  discord". 
2.    SpeedhiB  is  another  characteristic  of  the  bad  driver. 
When  the  actions  of  drivers  associated  with  deaths  in 
1968  are  considered,  speeding  was  a  factor  in  36%  of 
the  fatal  accidents  and  20%  in  all  accidents.  Speed- 
ing was  the  leading  violation  in  all  accidents  as  well 
as  fatal  accidents  in  North  Carolina  in  196S.  High- 
way Patrol  records  again-and-again  document  the  fact 
that  habitual  speeders,  as  well  as  heavy  drinkers, 
eventually  end  up  in  fatal  accidents  because  they  are 
not  removed  from  our  highways  in  time.    Vascar  is 
helping  to  apprehend  such  persons  more  readily  and 
an  increase  in  Highway  Patrol  personnel  would  insure 
more  adequate  enforcement.    Stricter  and  more  uni- 
form application  of  traffic  laws  by  our  Courts  would 
help  considerably. 
Thus,  this  hard  core  group  of  2  %  to  5  %  will  have  to 
be  permanently  removed  from  our  highways  for  fatalities 
to  drop  significantly.     Furthermore,  the  other  15%  of 
bad  drivers  who  account  for  50%  of  the  accidents  must  be 
made  to  realize  that  driving  is  a  privilege  and  not  an 
unalterable  right.     Current  efforts  of  the  Medical  So- 
ciety of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  to  establish  a  driver- 
licensing,  evaluation,  and  research  center  should  be  bene- 
ficial with  regard  to  the  habitually  bad  driver  group. 

B.  Youth:  Under-25  drivers  make  up  a  little  more  than  20% 
of  the  driving  population,  yet  they  account  for  more  than 
32%  of  the  accidents  resulting  in  death.  This  is  the 
reason  that  family  auto  insurance  premiums  are  much 
higher.  The  majority  of  youth  drivers  must  suffer  for 
the  bad  driving  habits  of  other  youth  drivers.  Ralph 
Chumbris  has  pointed  out  that  5.1%  of  all  au'o  deaths  are 
persons  under  30  years  of  age — our  youth,  our  most 
precious  asset.  Projections  indicate  that  by  1970,  half 
the  population  will  be  under  25,  and  4  million  you*hs 
will  be  reaching  driving  age  each  year.  S'nce  deaths  in 
the  15-25  year  age  group  increased  9%  in  1968,  the  prob- 
lem of  our  driving  youth  must  be  considered  in  depth  in 
the  future. 

Why  are  there  so  many  deaths  among  our  young  people 
from  auto  accidents?  Inexperience,  immaturity,  drink- 
ing and  speed  all  play  a  part.  Says  one  auto  executive: 
"If  you  want  to  sell  cars  today,  you  have  to  show  the 
younger  generation  something  that  impresses  them". 
That  "something  that  impresses  them"  is  speed,  horse- 
power, and  race  car  lines  and  features.  Therefore,  -t  's 
hardly  an  "accident"  that  almost  one-third  of  the  drivers 
in  fatal  crashes  were  under  2  5  years  of  age.  Those  who 
advertise,  sell  and  glorify  speed  and  power  must  share 
part  of  the  guilt  for  this  staggering  waste  of  our  youth. 

In  view  of  such  alarming  facts,  we  are  long  overdue  in 
trying  to  communicate  to  our  youth  the  serious  responsi- 
bility of  handling  a  car. 

C.  The  Rest  of  the  Driving  Population:  Those  who  do  not 
belong  to  the  "bad  driver"  category  or  the  younger  gen- 
eration are  also  deeply  involved  in  the  problem  of  high- 
way safety.  We  are  implicated  every  time  we  run  a  red 
light  or  exceed  the  speed  limit  or  try  to  fix  a  traffic 
ticket  or  drive  while  drinking  or  become  too  oriented  to- 
ward speed  and  power  or  fail  to  set  good  driving  exam- 
ples in  our  families  or  refuse  to  use  safety  equipment  in 
our  cars  or  exhibit  apathy  toward  highway  safety.  We, 
too,  have  been  involved  either  by  willful  violation  of  the 
law  or  by  being  indifferent  to  the  problem.  In  fact,  too 
many  of  us  hear  the  news  that  "18  were  killed  on  Tar 
Heel  highways  over  the  week  end"  without  any  longer 
comprehending  the  terrible  reality  behind  the  words. 

After  considering  the  machine,  road  and  human  factors  in 
traffic  safety,  it  is  clear  that  our  Christian  responsibility  compels 
us  to  be  concerned  and  to  respond  positively  to  this  appalling 
situation,  therefore,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  Synod  adopt  this  paper  and  mail  it  to  all  Sessions,  urging 
them  and  all  their  church  members  to  study  it  and  to  take 
appropriate  action. 

2.  That  church  members  be  urged  to  dedicate  themselves  anew 
to  traffic  safety;  and  that  each  local  church  be  urged  to 
emphasize  traffic  safety  one  Sunday,  and  all  year,  as  an  ex- 
pression of  moral  responsibility.  (The  National  Safety  Coun- 
cil, Chicago,  111.  will  furnish  every  minister,  without  cost, 
the  Aids-To-Ministera  brochure.) 

3.  That  church  members  be  urged  to  examine  their  driving  atti- 
tudes and  habits  to  see  if  they  are  consistent  with  the  Chris- 
tian ethic  of  love  for,  and  responsibility  to,  the  neighbor;  and, 
further,  to  set  good  driving  examples  in  their  families. 

4.  That  churches  of  Synod  be  urged  to  help  their  youth  through 
programs,  example,  education  and  counsel  to  devote  them-; 
selves  to  safe  driving.  \ 

5.  That  members  of  Synod  be  urged  to  inform  Legislators  on 
both  State  and  National  levels  of  their  support  of  government 
efforts  to  insure  the  manufacture  and  development  of  safer 
cars  and  commercial  vehicles. 

6.  That  Synod  commend  the  Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  for  its  current  effort  to  establish  a  driver  licensing, 
evaluation,  and  research  center. 

7.  That  Synod  urge  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  to 
enact  additional  legislation  and  strictly  enforce  all  laws  neces- 
sary to  save  life  on  our  highways.  Specifically, 

a.  We  recommend  stricter  legislation  to  curb  the  hard  core 
group  of  bad  drivers — 

(1)  We  support  research,  counsel,  and  rehabilitation 
programs  for  bad  drivers; 

(2)  We  support  "implied  consent  legislation"  to  curb 
the  drunk  driver; 

(3)  We  commend  Vascar  as  a  means  of  controlling  the 
/  speeding  driver; 

(f)  We  urge  stricter  and  more  uniform  application  of 
the  laws  by  the  Courts. 

b.  We  favor  strengthening  our  state  inspection  laws,  driver 
licensing  procedures,  and  Driver  Education  program. 

c.  We  will  accept  higher  taxes,  if  necessary,  to  build  safer 
roads,  to  secure  more  patrolmen  and  provide  them  mors- 
adequate  pay,  and  to  promote  traffic  safety. 

d.  We  oppose  a*y  proposal  which  would  allow  heavier  or 
wider  or  longer  trucks  (especially  double  trailers)  to 
operate  on  North  Carolina  highways. 
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Synod  Establishes  Foundation  Facility 


The  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
meeting  in  its  156th  Session  at 
Fayetteville,  N.  C,  in  June  ap- 
proved the  recommendation  of  the 
Permanent  Committee  on 
Bequests  and  Deferred  Gifts  to 
establish  a  Foundation  Facility. 

The  vote  on  the  issue  occured 
toward  the  close  of  the  meeting  of 
Synod,  and  passed  by  a  majority  of 
approximately  two  to'  one, 
following  a  sharp  debate  on  the 
issue. 

The  report  was  the  culmination 
of  more  than  ten  years  of  studies, 
aimed  towards  reactivation  of  a 
Foundation  Charter  granted  by  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  in  1955. 

The  Charter  was  dissolved  in 
1957  in  order  that  it  might  not 
conflict  with  the  Presbyterian 
Foundation  Charter,  both  located 
in  North  Carolina. 

Experience  Supports  Conclusions 
The  experience  in  other  Synods 
and  other  denominations  provides 
convincing  proof  that  a  state-wide 
Foundation  is  not  a  detriment  to 
other  Foundations, 
denominational-wide  in  scope,  nor 
competitive  with  Foundations  of 
institutions  and  agencies  of  a 
denomination. 

The  Bequests  Committee, 
headed  by  Archie  W.  McLean, 
President  of  the  Planters  National 
Bank,  Rocky  Mount,  ruling  elder  in 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
that  city,  employed  Mr.  Charles  A. 
Dukes,  of  Durham,  early  in  1968  to 
make  a  feasibility  study  of  a  Synod 
Foundation.  Mr.  Dukes  associated 
with  himself  Mr.  R.  R.  Wilkins  of 
Durham.  Both  are  ruling  elders  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Approved  by  Synod's  Council 
The  study  completed  by  the 
consultants  in  April  of  this  year 
was  presented  to  the  Synod's 
Committee  on  Bequests  and 
Deferred  Gifts.  That  Committee 
meeting  in  April,  unanimously 
adopted  the  report  endorsing  the 
study. 

The  Bequests  Committee  sought 
support  from  Synod's  Council, 
which  endorsed  the  idea  of  the 
Foundation. 

Synod  empowered  the  Bequests 
Committee,  with  the  concurrence 
of  Synod's  Council  to  restructure 
the  Committee  as  a  Board  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Foundation 
Facility  Study,  contingent  on 
getting  approval  of  all  of  the 
agencies  and  institutions  of  Synod 
involved  in  the  study. 


The  recommendation  is  being 
implemented.  The  two  institutions 
which  had  not  formerly  endorsed 
the  idea,  have  the  matter  under 
consideration. 

Old  Charter  To  Be  Reactivated 

The  1955  Charter  is  currently 
being  updated,  and  when  approved 
by  all  agencies  and  institutions  of 
Synod  involved,  will  be  presented 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  with  an 
application  for  incorporation. 

The  Feasibility  Study  was  based 
on  a  sampling  of  approximately  50 
persons  in  the  Synod,  who  were 
requested  to  pledge  support  of  the 
facility  by  (1)  contributing  to  the 
support  of  the  facility  a  minimum 
of  $100  per  year  for  a  period  of  from 
three  to  five  years ;  (2)  to  include  in 
their  wills  an  item,  leaving  a 
bequest  to  one  or  more  of  the 
agencies  of  Synod  ;  and  (3)  to  assist 
the  Director  of  the  Foundation, 
when  employed,  in  enlisting  other 
supporters  of  the  Facility. 
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Larjjje  Bequest  To 
Synod  Institutions 

J.  Broadus  Haney,  Executor  of 
the  Estate  of  the  late  Mrs.  Linda  L. 
Qement  of  Oxford,  N.C.,  has  made 
public  a  bequest  in  the  Will  of  Mrs. 
Clement  totally  $480,000, 
designating  the  following  in- 
stitutions in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  as  participants,  to  share 
equally  in  the  distribution  of  the 
bequest :  Barium  Springs  Home  for 
Children,  Davidson  College, 
Presbyterian  Home  at  High  Point, 
and  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Virginia. 

Mrs.  Clement  died  May  28,  1969. 
She  was  the  wife  of  the  late  Edwin 
N.  Qement,  who  died  September  4, 
1955. 

Mr.  Clement  was  a  life-long 
resident  of  the  Culbreth  Com- 
munity and  a  member  of  the 
Geneva  Presbyterian  Church  near 
Oxford,  N.C.  from  about  1895  until 
his  death.  He  was  active  in  the 
affairs  of  the  church,  in  which  he 
served  as  a  ruling  elder  most  of  his 
adult  life.  Mrs.  Clement  was  a 
member  of  the  church  from  the 
time  of  their  marriage  until  her 
death. 

In  1950  Mr.  Clement  made  a  will 
in  which  he  left  his  estate  to  Mrs. 
Clement  in  fee  simple  if  she  sur- 
vived him.  Item  VIII  in  Mrs. 
Clement's  will  is  almost  verbatim 
the  language  from  the  will  of  Mr. 
Clement's.

OFFICE  AND  PLANS 

Dr.  Donald  J.  Hart  officially 
began  his  duties  as  president  of  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College  on 
July  1,  1969.  Since  that  time.  Dr. 
Hart  has  been  the  businest  man  on 
the  Laurinburg,  North  Carolina 
campus.  Meeting  the  members  of 
his  staff  and  faculty,  conferring 
with  President  Emeritus,  Dr. 
Ansley  C.  Moore,  and  reviewing 
future  plans,  have  occupied  most 
of  the  new  president's  time. 

Speaking  of  the  faculty  of  St. 
Andrews,  Dr.  Hart  believes  that 
the  school  possesses  a  "fine  core  of 
professors."  He  forsees 
enlargement  of  several  depart- 
ments, including  the  Behavioral 
Sciences,  Education,  and  Business. 
Much  of  this  enlargement  will  be 
based  on  the  inter -disciplinary 
system  pioneered  by  St.  Andrews. 

Dr  .  Hart  states  that  the  range  of 
knowledge  in  almost  every  field 
studied  today  is  expanding  rapidly 
and  that  the  inter -disciplinary 
method  of  teaching  is,  perhaps,  the 
best  method  of  giving  a  student  a 
solid  background,  so  that,  once  out 
of  school,  he  will  be  able  to  use  and 
interpret  new  information  as  it 
becomes  available.  This  program 
of  continuing  curricular 
development  will  begin  this  fall 
with  the  arrival  of  Dr.  A.  Guy  Hope 
from  Western  Kentucky  Univer- 
sity. Dr.  Hope,  a  former  State 
Department  career  diplomat,  will 
be  responsible  for  developing  an 
inter-disciplinary  program  of 
study  in  the  social  sciences. 

Also  under  review  by  Dr.  Hart 
are  the  continuing  building 
requirements  of  St.  Andrews.  In 
stating  that  before  the"  college  can 
grow,  facilities  must  be  made 
available  to  handle  increased 
enrollment  needs.  Dr.  Hart  hinted 
that  housing  facilities  are  a  prime 
consideration  for  the  near  future. 
Dr.  Hart  also  said  that  con- 
struction plans  and  designs  of  the 
proposed  St.  Andrews  Chapel  are 
being  pursued.  Over  all,  Dr.  Hart 
views  St.  Andrews'  future  as  one  of 
progress  and  growth,  paced  to 
match  the  needs  of  a  growing  and 
more  demanding  educational 
society. 


Synodical  Week  Features  Training 
School  And  Annual  Meeting 


The  Twenty-Fourth  Annual 
Training  School  and  the  Fifty- 
Seventh  Annual  meeting  of  the 
Women-of-the-Synod  of  North 
Carolina  were  held  during 
Synodical  Week,  June  9-13,  Mon- 
treat,  N.  C.  The  theme  for  the  week 
was,  "Call  to  Decision",  and  the 
theme  verse  was,  "Choose  this  day 
whom  you  will  serve.  .  .  as  for  me 
and  my  house  we  will  serve  the 
Lord".

Christian

has  been  held  each  year  since 
the  early  1920's.  In  recent  years 
the  conference  has  been  held  at 
Winston  -  Salem  State  College, 
Winston-Salem,  N.  C. 

According  to  Mrs.  William 
East  of  Winston -Salem,  the  1969 
Director  of  the  Conference,  the 
Conference  has  been  dropped 
because  of  "changing  needs  of 
today's  society,  decreasing 
attendance,  difficulty  in  staf- 
fing, diminishing  support,  and 
the  availability  of  other 
leadership  opportunities." 

Mrs.  East  added  that  the 
conference  was  begun  "right 
after  women  got  the  right  to 
vote.  It  was  a  new  venture.  Very 
little  emphasis  was  being  put  on 
the  Christian  education  of 
women  in  the  church,  especially 
Negro  women.  The  conference 
was  begun  to  fill  a  need."

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BETH  CAR  CELEBRATES  CENTENNIAL 


Editorial-- 
Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore 

We  are  proud  to  salute  Dr.  An- 
sley C.  Moore,  who  on  June  30, 1969 
retired  as  President  of  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College,  Laurinburg, 
N.  C. 

Dr.  Moore  was  elected  the 
President  of  St.  Andrews  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  1960  after  a 
thorough  search  for  the  right  man 
at  the  right  time  to  head  the  new 
institution,  created  by  the  merger 
of  Flora  MacDonald  College, 
Presbyterian  Junior  College,  and 
Peace  College,  (de  jure),  Raleigh, 
N.  C. 

It  was  no  easy  assignment  given 
to  Dr.  Moore.  Not  only  were  the 
problems  connected  with  the 
establishment  of  the  College 
gigantic,  in  proportions,  from  the 
choosing  of  a  name,  which,  in- 
cidentally. Dr.  Moore  proposed  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  the 
building  of  an  entirely  new  cam- 
pus, but  the  psychological  climate 
in  a  large  area  of  the  eastern  part 
of  the  state,  was  unfavorable,  due 
to  the  aftermath  of  selecting  the 
site  for  the  new  college. 

Seventeen  different  towns  vied 
for  the  College,  and  Laurinburg 
was  successful.  The  other  towns 
reacted  negatively. 

Dr.  Moore  faced  the  situation 
with  courage,  conviction,  and 
Christian  optimism.  He  set  about 
to  build  a  first-rate  institution,  and 
labored  in-season  and  out-of- 
season  to  accomplish  this  goal 
during  his  tenure  of  office.  In 
addition  to  the  multiple  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  chief  college 
administrator,  he  sought  to  build 
goodwill  across  the  Synod.  This 
required  labors  "beyond  the  call  of 
duty".  During  the  nine  years  he 
was  president,  he  delivered  hun- 
dreds of  addresses  and  sermons  in 
support  of  higher  education. 

At  the  same  time,  he  improved 
the  quality  of  the  academic 
program  and  faculty,  and  led  in 
building  campaigns  and  programs 
which  netted  a  total  of  16  buildings. 
In  addition,  the  endowment  of  the 
college  grew  to  $1,475,353. 

Today,  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  has  an  institution  valued 
at  $10,000,000,  a  faculty  of  eighty, 
plus  an  administrative  staff  of 
twenty-six,  and  a  student-body  of 
approximately  1,000  young  men 
and  women. 

Dr.  Moore  is  not  only  a  man  of 
integrity,  but  a  scholar  and 
Christian  statesman. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
College  did  well  to  honor  him  at 
their  last  meeting  and  sought  to 
reward  him  by  way  of  appreciation 
by  providing  for  him  and  Mrs. 
Moore  to  take  a  trip  around  the 
world. 

We  are  happy  to  salute  so 
distinguished  a  churchman  and 
educator. 


The  Beth  Car  Presbyterian 
Church,  Tar  Heel,  N.  C.  (W)  is 
celebrating  its  150th  anniversary 
this  year. 

On  Sunday,  June  29,  the  church 
observed  the  official  anniversary 
with  special  services  planned  for 
Homecoming. 

Two  services  were  held  at  the 
church-  the  regular  worship  ser- 
vice at  11:00  and  the  special 
historical  celebration  at  2:00p.m. 

A  large  number  of  former 
members  and  friends  were  present 
for  the  occasion.  At  the  afternoon 
session  Mrs.  Ida  R.  Irvine,  Church 
Historian,  presented  the  "History 
of  Beth  Car  Presbyterian  Church", 
an  interesting  paper  which  was 
enriched  by  frequent  references  to 
the  diary  of  Mrs.  Eliza  Ellis 
Robeson,  a  member  of  the  Beth 
Car  Church  from  at  least  March  25, 
1819  to  the  approximate  time  of  her 
death  in  July  of  1866. 

Homecoming  -  Dinner 

The  morning  service  was 
presided  over  by  the  pastor,  the 
Rev.  John  L.  Alexander.  The 
visiting  preacher  was  the  Rev. 
Harold  J.  Dudley,  D.D.,  General 
Secretary  of  Synod,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 
Solos  were  rendered  at  both  ser-' 
vices  by  Miss  Mae  Irvine,  ac- 
companied by  Miss  Marie 
Averitte.  ' 

Dinner  was  served  on  the 
grounds  during  the  intermission 
between  the  services. 

Among  the  items  of  interest  in 
the  Beth  Car  Church,  which 
probably  antedates  1819  as  a 
mission  point,  is  a  beautiful 
"home-made"  pulpit.  Other  items 
on  display  included  the  diary  of 
Mrs.  Robeson  and  official  records 
of  the  church. 

History  Presented 

Mrs.  Irvine,  in  her  history,  states 
that  it  is  believed  that  the  Beth  Car 
Church  was  established  prior  to  the 
Revolutionary  War.  She  refers  to 
the  famous  visit  to  North  Carolina 
by  the  Rev.  Hugh  McAden  in  1756, 
and  citing  his  diary,  states  that  he 
"tarried  with  Mr.  Robeson  until 
Wednesday,  February  4"  who 
accompanied  him  to  the  Cour- 
thouse of  Bladen  County,  "where  I 
preached  to  a  considerable 
congregation."  She  cites  the  fact 
that  the  Beth  Car  Church  was  first 
listed  in  the  Minutes  of  the  General 
Assembly  under  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  in  1836,  and  suggests 
that  prior  to  that  time  it  might 
have  been  "under  the  Church  of 
Scotland". 

Excerpts  From  Diary 

The  diary  of  Mrs.  Robeson  is 
rather  copious  and  complete  as  to' 
visiting  ministers.  Mrs.  Robeson 
was  the  former  Eliza  Ellis  and 
married  Samuel  Robeson  March 
25,  1819.  In  her  diary  she  always 
listed  the  sermon  and  text  of  each 
visiting  minister. 

Mrs.  Robeson  reported  in  1856 
that  the  Rev.  Mr.  McPherson  was 
leaving,  after  four  years,  to 
become  the  minister  at  Laurel  Hill. 
She  expressed  sorrow  that  he  was 
leaving  and  gave  as  the  reason  that 
it  was  necessary  in  order  for  him  to 
provide  for  a  family  since  "he  that 
provides  not  for  his  own  household 
is  worse  than  an  infidel".  She 
thought  highly  of  Mr.  McPherson 
and  said,  "I  shall  never  meet  with 
another  that  I  could  converse  with 
as  I  could  with  him.  I  could  talk 
with  him  without  being  under  any 
restraint  whatever,  he  was 
agreeable  in  conversation  with  the 
old  and  the  young.  We  were  not 
worthy  of  such  a  pastor  and  God 
in  his  providence  has  removed 
him.  Religion  is  only  a  secondary 
thing  in  this  part  of  his  vineyard,  it 
is  at  very  low  ebb." 

Favorite  Minister 
The  minister  referred  to  was  the 
Rev.  James  Pinckney  McPherson, 
a  native  of  Iredell  County,  born  in 
1808,  who  attended  Union 
Seminary  in  Virginia,  and  was 
licensed  by  Concol'd  Presbytery  in

October  of  1887.  He  filled  a  number 
of  churches  in  Fayetteville  and 
Wilmington  Presbyteries.  He  died 
December  26,  1894. 

On  occasion  Mrs.  Robeson 
referred  to  large  congregations, 
necessitating  preaching  "at  the 
stand",  a  platform,  explained  Mrs. 
Irvine,  built  in  the  church  yard, 
where  the  minister  could  stand 
above  the  crowd  which  stood  on  the 
ground.  She  adds  that  it  was  used 
when  the  congregation  was  too 
large  to  get  into  the  church,  and 
that  sometimes  when  two 
ministers  were  present  one  would 
preach  inside  the  church  and  the 
other  at  the  stand. 

Frequently  she  refers  to 
meetings  of  presbytery,  and  on 
occasion  it  was  either  held  at  Beth 
Car  or  in  a  nearby  church.  She 
would  render  "table  service"  in 
the  entertainment  of  presbytery. 

She  reports  that  on  November  1, 
1859  "the  ministers  took  the  boat 
for  the  Synod  at  Wilmington". 

War  Years  Bring  Tragedy 
During  the  War  Between  the 
States  she  reports  that  the  women 
sewed  at  the  church,  making 
clothes  for  the  soldiers.  On  May  15, 
1864,  she  recorded,  "Sabbath  Day 
we  went  to  church.  Mr.  Mac- 
Donald's  text  was  in  Philipians  4th 
chapter  and  9th  verse.  My  darling 
boy,  Evander,  was  received  as  a 
member  of  the  church  by  cer- 
tificate from  the  Chaplain  in  the 
18th  Regiment.  I  am  truly  glad  to 
hear  it.  And  O!  heavenly  Father 
grant  that  I  may  again  see  my  poor 
boy  arrive  at  home  safe  and 
sound." 

The  letter  from  Chaplain 
Everette  W.  Bedinger  of  Ebenezer 
Presbytery  of  the  Synod  of  Ken- 
tucky, laboring  as  Evangelist  in 
the  18th  Regiment,  North  Carolina 
Troops,  reporting  the  profession  of 
faith  of  Lt.  Evander  N.  Robeson  is. 
"pasted  in  the  Session  Book,  under 
date  of  April  27,  1864,  Orange 
County,  Virginia". 

For  May  21,  1865,  Mrs.  Robeson 
wrote  in  her  dairy  that  during 

"Big  Day " 

According  to  the  Rev.  David  B. 
Jenkins,  minister  of  the 
Rockingham  First  Church,  June  22 
was  a  "a  big  day  in  the  life  of  the 
church".  Homecoming  and 
groundbreaking  exercises  for  the 
new  sanctuary  were  observed. 

The  Rev.  James  E.  Atwood, 
former  minister  of  the  Wallace 
Church,  now  a  Presbyterian 
missionary,  serving  on  the  campus 
of  the  University  of  Tokyo,  Japan, 
filled  the  pulpit  at  the  mornning 
service.  Mr.  Atwood  is  supported 
by  the  Rockingham  Church. 

Following  the  morning  service 
and  Homecoming  dinner, 
groundbreaking  exercises  were 
conducted  by  the  officers  of  the 
church.  Present  to  have  a  part  on 
the  program,  was  the  Rev.  J.  Cecil 
Lawrence,  D.  D.,  Charlotte, 
Executive  Secretary  of 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  new 
sanctuary  will  be  completed  in 
time  for  the  Centennial  celebration 
of  the  church  on  August  13,  1970. 


service  it  was  reported  that  "the 
Yankees  were  plundering  at  Mr.  H. 
Nutt's."  She  added  that  several 
young  men  and  Col.  Byrne  with 
them  went  up  to  see  if  they  could 
capture  them  or  drive  them  off. 
The  Yankees  immediately  fired  on 
them,  wounding  Col.  Byrne  and 
Theodore  Sikes,  the  Col.  mortally, 
he  died  at  seven  o'clock  long  to  be 
regretted  by  his  family  and 
numerous  friends." 

The  last  entry  by  Mrs.  Robeson 
is  for  January  21,  1866  when  she 
reported  "her  illness"  and  how 
much  she  regretted  missing 
church .

Dr.  Young  Dies 

The  Rev.  Raymond  A.  Young, 
retired  minister  of  the  Central 
Steele  Creek  and  Pleasant  Hill 
Presbyterian  Churches  in 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery,  died 
June  8  in  the  Presbyterian  Home, 
Charlotte. 

Dr.  Young  served  the  two 
churches  jointly  from  1932  until  his 
retirement  in  1956.  He  was  84. 

Originally  a  member  of  the 
Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church,  he  was  a  native  of 
Moreland,  Georgia,  the  son  of 
Archie  Langdon  and  Fannie 
Hunter  Young. 

Dr.  Young  was  a  graduate  of 
Erskine  College,  B.  A.,  1906;  and  of 
Erskine  Theological  Seminary,  B. 
D.,  1908.  He  also  attended  Prin- 
ceton Theological  Seminary. 
Bryson  College  conferred  the  D.  D. 
degree  on  him  in  1928.  He  was 
ordained  November  6,  1908  in  the 
ARP  Church  and  served  churches 
in  Alabama  before  being  called  to 
the  Central  Steel  Creek  Church  in 
1932. 

He  was  married  to  the  former 
Emma  Euphemia  Blakely  of  Or  a, 
S.  C.  July  9, 1909,  and  to  them  were 
born  three  sons  and  two  daughters. 

The  funeral  was  held  from  the 
Central  Steele  Creek  Church  and 

burial  was  at  Pleasant  Hill 
Presbyterian  Church  Cemetery. 

Dr.  Young  is  survived  by  his 
wife,  two  daughters  and  three  sons.

James  E.  Holshouser,  Jr.,  ch« 
airman  of  the  North  Carolina  Re; 
publican  party,  is  one  of  a  band 
of  "young  Lions"  who  have  brough 
about  a  reawakening  of  the  Re^ 
publican  party  in  North  Carolina 

Jn  the  early  1960's  a  handful 
of  Republican  legislators,  prom-, 
inent  among  them  James  Holshou- 
ser, made  the  back  row  a  more 
vocal  minority  and,  in  general, 
reshaped  the  image  of  the  typical 
Republican  in  North  Carolina. 

Jim  Holshouser  was  28  at  the 
time,  a  mild-mannered  mount- 
aineer from  an  old-line  Republican 
family.  By  1966,  when  he  was  ZL 
Holshouser  was  named  chairman 
of  the  State  Republican  party.  \ 

MOUNTAIN  BRED 
Holshouser  was  born  James  Hu- 
bert Holshouser,  Jr.,  on  October 
8,  1934  in  Boone,  one  of  two 
children  of  James  Sr.,  and  Virginia 
Dayvault  Holshouser.  His  ties  with 
the  place  of  his  birth  still  bind 
him  to  the  mountains  -  "Pm  just 
a  small-twon  mountain  boy,  and  the 
more  I  get  away  from  it  the  more 
I  realize  it  and  quicker  I  return." 

After  high  school  in  Boone  came 
Davidson  College,  where  his  father 
had  gone.  Then  came  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  Law  School  at 
Chapel  Hill,  where  his  father  also 
had  studied. 


DAVIDSONIAN 

At.  Davidson,  Holshouser  part- 
icipated in  an  activity  which  he 
looks  back  on  as  "the  most  en 
joyable  experience  of  my  life". 
He  was  sports  editor  of  the  Dav- 
idsonian,  student  newspaper. 

On  weekends,  Holshouser  work 
ed  in  the  sports  department  of  the 
Charlotte  Observer. 

Journalism,  rather  than  law, 
very  nearly  became  his  life's  work. 
He  moves  easily  in  newspaper 
circles  and  enjoys  what  is  some- 
times called  "a  good  press".

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Manifesto  Upheld 
By  Henderlite 

Dr.  Rachel  Henderlite,  the  first 
woman  to  be  ordained  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.  and  a 
professor  at  Austin  Presbyterian 
Seminary,  told  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Cumberland 
Presbyterian  Chiorch  meeting  in 
San  Antonio  that  the  Black 
Manifesto  is  right  in  saying  "the 
churches  have  aided  and  abetted 
the  world  in  its  exploitation  of 
colored  people  around  the  world". 

Dr.  Henderlite  said  she  thanked 
God  that  James  Forman, 
spokesman  for  the  National  Black 
Economic  Development  Con- 
ference, had  the  courage  to  im- 
plicate the  churches.  She  then 
added,  "And  pray  God  that  we  may 
have  the  courage  to  hear  it." 

Dr.  Henderlite  did  not  endorse 
the  rhetoric  or  the  tactics  of  the 
Manifesto.

Tentative  plans  call  for  in- 
corporating into  SURVEY 
publications  produced  by  the 
Boards  of  Christian  Education, 
National  Ministries,  World 
Missions,  and  Women's  Work.

Agencies  and  institutions  in- 
volved in  the  Study,  have  been 
requested  to  provide  annual 
financial  support  for  the  Foun- 
dation Facility  up  to  $1,000  a  year 
for  a  period  of  from  three  to  five 
years. 

The  study  indicated  that  certain 
positive  factors  will  prove 
beneficial  to  the  Synod,  such  as 
improved  communications, 
greater  involvement  of  North 
Carolina  Presbyterians,  a  better 
informed  constituency  concerning 
the  work  of  the  agencies  and 
committees  of  Synod,  development 
of  lay  leadership,  and  development 
of  more  consistent  and  expanded 
stewardship. 

The  Foundation  organization  will 
include  a  full-time  Director  who 
will  develop  the  over -all  program 
of  stewardship,  wills,  bequests, 
and  deferred  gifts,  etc. 

Such  Foundation  Facilities  have 
been  established  in  recent  years  by 
both  the  Baptists  and  Methodists  of 
North  Carolina,  as  well  as  by  the 
Synod  of  Texas,  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  Each  of  the  two 
denominations  have  realized 
during  a  period  of  approximately 
ten  years  in  the  neighborhood  of 
from  three  to  four  million  dollars, 
whereas  the  Texas  Foundation  has 
accumulated  in  excess  of  ten 
million  dollars.

Attendance  Decline 
Blamed  On 
"Shock  Tactics" 

Louis  Cassels,  a  senior  editor 
for  UPI,  said  that  slumping  church 
attendance  was  attributed  to  the 
departure  of  many  worshippers 
who  tired  of  playing  the  role  of 
captive  audience  for  "theologians 
engaged  in  a  reckless  competition 
to  see  who  can  administer  the  rud- 
est shock  to  the  faithful". 

Cassels,  speaking  to  the  annual 
convention  of  the  Protestant  Own- 
ed Publishers'  Association,  said 
that  church-goers,  "want  to  know 
what,  if  anything,  they  can  believe, 
and  many  churches  haven't  been 
doing  a  very  good  job  of  answer- 
ing that  question". 

Mr.  Cassels  said  that  there 
were  "hopeful  signs  that  we  are 
approaching  the  end  of  the  fad  for 
reckless  legation  in  theology".

Flora  Macdonald,  the  famous 
Scottish  lassie  who  assisted  in  the 
escape  of  Bonnie  Prince  Charlie 
following  the  Battle  of  Culloden  in 
1746,  married  Allan  Macdonald, 
who  is  represented  escorting  her 
across  the  Church-yard. 


The  Macdonalds  left  Scotlana 

in  1773,  in  order  to  make  their 
home  in  North  Carolina.  They 
arrived  in  Wilmington  where  they 
were  royally  entertained,  and  then 
spent  some  time  in  Fayetteville 
before  finally  making  their  home 
near  Cameron  in  Moore  County. 
Unfortunately,  when  the  Revolun- 
tionary  War  broke  out,  they,  being 
loyal  British  subjects,  found  them- 
selves on  the  unpopular  side  and 
as  a  result  of  his  joining  the 
Army  of  the  Loyalists,  were  sep- 
arated from  each  other  for  sev- 
eral years.  Allan,  a  commissioned 
officer  in  the  British  Army,  pla- 
ced himself  under  General  Donald 
Macdonald,  and  marched  to  the 


ill-fated  Battle  of  Moore's  Creek, 
near  Wilmington,  where  he  was 
captured.  After  later  imprison- 
ment at  Halifax,  N.C.,  he  was  sent 
to  Philadelphia,  where  he  was 
later  paroled. 

Meantime  Flora  Macdonald  and 
her  daughters  were  ill-treated  as 
Tories.  After  suffering  many  in- 
dignities, she  eventually  was  able 
to  leave  North  Carolina,  and  after 
a  perilous  sea  voyage,  she  re- 
tured  to  her  native  Scotland  where 
she  and  Allan  lived  out  their  lives. 

When  she  came  to  America,  she 
was  51  years  of  age,  a  fact  the 
artist  of  the  portrait  seems  to  have 
been  unaware  of. 


Music  Instruction

Mrs.  Parti-idge,  a  direct  descen- 
dant of  William  and  Elenor 
McLean  Paisley,  who  came  to 
Greensboro,  North  Carolina  during 
the  first  half  of  the  18th  Century 
from  Ulster,  Ireland,  via  Penn- 
sylvania, has  for  some  years  been 
gathering  material  for  publishing 
the  genealogy  of  the  Paisley  and 
collateral  families,  including  the 
Rankin -Wharton  families.  She  has 
compiled  a  supplement  to  the 
Rankin -Wharton  Genealogy  which 
was  first  published  in  1931. 

Both  the  Paisley  genealogy  and 
the  Rankin-Wharton  supplement 
are  expected  to  be  available  in 
1970.  Persons  interested  in  ob- 
taining copies  may  do  so  by  writing 
to  Synod's  Office,  Box  10785, 
Raleigh,  N.  C.  27605.

The  highlight  of  the  day  was 
spent  at  the  Alamance 
Presbyterian  Church.  Here  was 
dedicated  a  monument  to  Colonel 
John  Paisley,  furnished  by  the 
United  States  Government. 

On  the  monument  appears  the 
following  inscription:

On  a  separate  bronze  plaque, 
also  dedicated  during  the  visit, 
appears  the  following:

Among  the  persons  who  were 
prominent  in  planning  the  reunion 
was  Mrs.  Stanley  N.  Partridge  of 
San  Francisco,  California,  who  for 
many  years  has  researched  the 
Paisley  and  collateral  families, 
and  who  more  than  any  other 
person  made  the  reunion  a  reality. 
Others  who  did  yeoman  service 
were  Mrs.  Rena  Ellis  of  the 
Greensboro  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  the  Rev.  W.  Lowry 
McBath,  minister  of  the  Alamance 
Church,  who  was  counselor  and 
guide  to  the  large  number  of 
persons  present  in  the  Alamance 
Cemetery  for  the  dedication 
exercises. 

Mrs.  Wilson  Byrd,  representing 
the  Battle  of  Alamance  DAR 
placed  a  wreath  between  the 
plaque  and  tombstone.  Taps  was 
played  by  a  Boy  Scout. 

During  the  afternoon  the  touring 
party  visited  the  Greensboro 
Museum  where  Earl  Weatherly, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the 
Greensboro  Museum,  arranged  a 
display  of  "old  Paisley  treasures" 
as  a  surprise  to  the  party. 


First  Chaplain  Killed 

Chaplain  (Major)  Donald  L. 
Bartley,  a  native  of  Pike 
Ckiunty,  Kentucky,  was  killed  in 
Vietnam  on  June  8.  He  was  the 
first  Presbyterian  U.  S.  military 
Chaplain  to  have  been  killed  in 
the  Vietnam  War.  (3iaplain 
Bartley,  who  was  scheduled  to 
leave  Vietnam  on  June  25,  was 
killed  when  the  vehicle  in  which 
he  was  riding  hit  a  mine  near 
Da  Nang. 

While  in  Vietnam,  he  had 
been  awarded  the  Silver  Star, 
the  Air  Medal  with  two  Oak 
Leaf  Clusters,  and  the  Purple 
Heart.  Just  prior  to  his  death  he 
had  been  recommended  for  the 
Legion  of  Merit  and  for 
promotion  to  the  rank  of  Lt. 
Colonel . 

His  widow  resides  at  Rock- 
bridge Baths,  near  Lexington, 
Virginia. 


Truman  Douglas  Dies 

Protestantism  lost  an  eminent 
ecumenist  and  champion  of  the 
downtrodden  when  Dr.  Truman  B. 
Douglas  died  in  New  York  at  the 
age  of  67  on  May  27. 

Dr.  Douglas  was  often  a  con 
troversial  figure,  urging  the 
church  to  involve  itself  deeply  in 
the  modern  world's  social  ills.  He 
dared  new  forms  of  ministry  and 
bitterly  attacked  the  church  for 
supporting  racial  integration  in 
words  but  doing  little  to  break 
down  segregation  in  its  own  ranks.

What  does  it  feel  like  to  be  a 
Catholic?  What  does  a  Negro 
mother  really  want  for  her 
children?  If  you  are  Jewish,  how 
does  the  world  look  to  you?  How 
does  a  white  Protestant  woman 
feel  about  prejudice?  The  Panel  of 
American  Women  of  Raleigh,  N. 
C,  organized  through  the  Witness 
Committee  of  the  Hudson 
Memorial  Presbyterian  Church, 
for  more  than  a  year  has  been 
presenting  programs  dealing  with 
prejudice.

"Enlarge  the  place  of  your  tent-length 
and  strengthen  your  stakes."  Isaiah  34 


Kentucky  Presbyteries  Merge 


— c-jen  your  cords 
Isaiah  34:2

(Sermon  preached  by  the  Retiring  Moderator  at  the  meeting  of  Synod, 
Fayetteville,  N.  C,  June  3,  1969) 

"The  Church  In  Our  Times."  Isaiah,  the  prophet,  seems  to  speak  to 
this  Church  when  he  speaks  to  the  Hebrews,  saying,  "Enlarge  the  place 
of  your  tent  --  lengthen  your  cords  and  strengthen  your  stakes." 
Everyone  who  has  ever  pitched  a  tent  knows  what  Isaiah  was  talking 
about.  It  you  are  going  to  make  your  tent  larger,  you  must  make  your 
ropes  longer  and  drive  your  stakes  deeper.  The  words  of  the  prophet 
seem  to  be  saying  to  the  Church  in  our  times,  "Enlarge  your  ministry 
and  extend  your  witness.  In  faith  drive  deep  the  stakes  which  will  make 
the  Church  strong." 


Synods  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  and  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A. 
voted  to  merge  two  presbyteries  in 
the  western  part  of  Kentucky.  The 
action,  taken  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  synods,  merged  the  Western 
Kentucky  Presbytery  (United 
Presbyterian)  and  Muhlenberg 
Presbytery  (Southern 
Presbyterian)  to  form  the 
Presbytery  of  Western  Kentucky. 
This  was  the  first  such  union  since 


In  some  places  the  Church  has 
sensed  the  challenge  of  Isaiah's 
words.  Every  thoughtful  reader  is 
aware  of  the  stirrings  in  the 
Roman  Church  which  are  almost 
universal.  Authority  is  being 
challenged,  dogmas  are  being 
questioned,  and  ancient  practices 
are  being  discarded.  There  is  also 
a  definite  stirring  in  the  Protestant 
Church  as  we  know  all  too  well. 
The  Church  is  beginning  to  realize 
that,  in  a  world  whose  complexion 
changes  almost  over  night,  it 
cannot  be  content  to  say, 
"Business  as  usual",  or  to  hold  that 
the  Church  of  yesterday  can  meet 
the  needs  of  man  in  today's 
complex  society.  It  is  past  time  for 
such  a  realization  to  dawn!  Some 
of  you  have  perhaps  read  Sorte's 
drama,  "No  Exit",  which  is  the 
story  of  three  people  in  hell.  One 
reviewer,  who  appreciated  the 
greatness  of  the  drama,  wrote  that 
the  play  is  "not  designed  for  those 
whose  only  demand  of  the  theatre 
is  that  it  take  over  where  soap 
operas  leave  off;  that  it  bolt  the 
doors  to  the  unpleasant;  that  it 
function  as  a  public  nursery  where 
adult  children  can  be  left  un- 
troubled for  an  hour  or  so  to  play 
with  toys  which  cannot  hurt  them". 
These  words  have  haunted  me 
since  I  read  them.  I  do  not  like  for 
accusations  to  be  made  against  the 
Church  of  which  I  am  a  part,  and  to 
which  I  have  given  my  life.  Yet 
honesty  makes  me  ask,  Are  not 
these  words  descriptive  of  the 
Chiu-ch?  Does  not  the  Church  often 
take  over  "where  the  soap  opera 
leaves  off  -  bolt  its  doors  to  the 
unpleasant;  function  as  a  public 
nursery  where  adults  can  spend  an 
untroubled  hour,  playing  with  toys 
which  cannot  hurt  them"?  Before 
we  raise  our  hasty  denials,  we 
should  pause  long  enough  to  realize 
that  there  is  truth  here  -  however 
much  it  hurts.  The  Church,  too 
often,  deals  superficially  with  life. 
It  is  quite  adept  on  refusing  to  face 
an  ugly  world.  It  has  learned  how 
to  side-step  vital  issues.  It  does  not 
always  show  that  it  has  the 
courage  of  its  convictions.  It  has 
not  learned  the  deeper  meaning  of 
sacrifice.  I  can  speak  with 
authority  here,  and  with  some 
feeling,  for  my  words  are  words  of 
confession.  You  see,  like  every 
Christian,  I  am  the  Church, 
responsible  for  its  true  witness  or 
for  its  failure  to  express  Christ's 
Spirit  in  word  and  life. 

"The  Church  in  Our  Times".  If 
the  world  ever  regains  its  sanity 
and  is  ever  turned  back  from  its 
road  of  moral,  physical,  and 
spiritual  suicide  it  will  be  because 
Christ  reigns  in  man's  heart.  It  is 
an  awesome  thought  to  realize  that 
on  the  heart  of  the  Church,  in  the 
hands  of  the  Church,  God  has 
placed  the  responsibility  of  making 
Christ  known  to  the  World.  What 
can  it  do  to  enlarge  its  tents,  to 
extend  its  reach,  to  better  meet  its 
responsibility? 

'  I.  Answer  Christ's  Prayer 
For  one  thing,  the  Church  can 
seek  more  earnestly  to  answer 
Clirist's  prayer,  "That  they  all 
may  be  one,  as  we  are  one". 
Someone  has  very  pointedly  said, 
"Iflhe  purpose  of  the  Church  is  to 
reconcile  all  men  to  God  through 
Christ  -  a  purpose  which  is  un- 
changeable in  nature  -  it  seems  a 
bit  foolish  for  the  Church  to  be 
talking  about  such  a  unity  when  it 
cannot  unite  itself,  even  in  the 
Spirit  of  Christ."  And  it  was  this 


spirit  of  unity  for  which  Christ 
prayed  that  fateful  night  before  his 
death ! 

Christianity  is  a  fellowship  in 
which  people  are  bound  together 
by  a  mutual  faith  in  Christ.  It  is  a 
fellowship  which  surmounts 
geographical  boundaries  and 
racial  differences,  and  language 
barriers.  It  recognizes  no  man- 
made  divisions.  Ideally  at  least 
this  is  true.  Actually  we  have  fallen 
far  short  of  this  ideal.  Too  many 
Church  members  cannot  see 
beyond  their  own  church,  or  their 
own  denomination,  or  beyond  their 
own  class,  or  their  own  race.  Too 
many  feel  that  it  is  more  important 
to  follow  one  little  way  to  get  one 
foot  in  heaven  than  it  is  to  join 
hands  with  Christians  everywhere 
in  a  concerted  effort  to  advance  the 
cause  of  Christ. 

The  word  is  anathema  to  some 
but  let  me  use  it,  because  it  is  a 
part  of  our  thought.  One  of  the  first 
steps  in  extending  the  Church's 
witness  is  to  become  a  truly 
ecumenical  fellowship.  This  does 
not  necessarily  mean 
organizational  fellowship, 
although  there  are  instances  where 
our  Church's  witness  would  be  far 
more  effective  if  this  were  true.  It 
does  mean  understanding,  a 
fellowship  of  spirit,  a  united  effort 
within  and  without  our  Church. 
Such  a  fellowship,  if  real,  would  be 
a  giant  step  toward  the  dispelling 
of  fears  and  mistrust,  toward  the 
end  of  witch-hunting  in  the  Church 
the  results  of  which,  in  some  in- 
stances, are  more  devestating  than 
witch-hunting  was  in  Colonial 
days.  We  would  come  to  know  that 
the  love  of  God  is  greater  than  our 
differences;  and,  instead  of 
magnifying  those  things  which 
separate  Christian  from  Christian 
(sometimes  with  the  display  of  a 
very  un -Christian  Spirit)  we  would 
seek  out  those  things  which  make 
us  one  in  Christ.  In  this  oneness 
would  be  our  greater  witness. 
II.  Be  More  Worldly 

In  the  second  place,  the  Church 
in  our  times  can  extend  its  witness 
by  being  more  worldly.  I  hope  you 
will  not  let  your  mind  freeze  at  this 
point.  Remember  the  words  you 
have  quoted  since  childhood,  "God 
so  loved  the  world  that  He  gave  His 
only  Son  that  whoever  believes 
shall  be  saved".  You  might  also 
remember,  if  you  think  the  world  is 
not  the  Church's  business,  a  part  of 
Christ's  prayer  on  that  night  before 
His  crucifixion.  "I  do  not  pray  that 
Thou  shouldst  take  them  out  of  the 
world  but  that  Thou  shouldst  keep 
them  from  the  evil  one."  Further, 
'VF  might  remember  Jesus'  parting 
."'ords,  "Go  into  all  the  world".  If 
Lhere  is  still  doubt  in  your  mind 
take  an  honest  and  courageous  look 
at  Jesus'  life.  Jesus  spent  His  days 
vith  people.  He  found  His  deepest 
joy  in  being  among  those  whom  we 
would  say  lived  on  the  seamy  side 
of  life.  He  was  executed  because 
He  would  not  conform  to  the 
religious  pattern  of  the  leaders  - 
that  of  righteous  exclusiveness.  It 
it  could  be  said  of  anyone  it  could 
be  said  of  Christ  that  He  was 
worldly-minded.  This  is  where  it 
seems,  judging  from  His  prayer, 
that  the  Christian  is  called  upon  to 
be  Christian.  The  world  is  the  place 
of  Adam's  assignment,  of  Jesus' 
ministry,  and  of  the  Church's 
Mission. 

The  Church's  Mission  is  to  and 
into  the  world.  Dietrick  Bonhoeffer 
said,"  "The  Church  is  not  an

At  the  same  joint  meeting,  the 
150-vear-old  Presbyterian  tie  with 
Centre  College  in  Danville, 
Kentucky,  was  terThinated.  Dr. 
Thomas  A.  Spragens,  Centre's 
President,  stressed  that  there  was 
no  division  or  friction  between  the 
churches  and  the  college.  He  noted 
that  the  synods  were  currently 
contributing  only  1  percent  or 
$20,000  of  a  $2.2  million  budget. 


organization  for  the  religious  but  a 
servant  of  the  world".  Bishop 
Thomas  Frazier,  of  the  Episcopal 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  told  the 
Diocesian  Convention  some  time 
ago,  "People  are  the  Church's 
business  -  all  people  of  every  sort, 
race,  and  condition.  .  .  The  Lord 
carne  to  serve.  The  Church  is  an 
extension  of  His  Ministry.  Our 
purpose  is  clear.  In  the  name  of 
God,  in  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth,  we  MUST  act  to  serve  the 
world  and  not  ourselves,  for  he  who 
seeks  to  save  his  life  shall  lose  it, 
and  he  who  risks  his  life  for 
Christ's  sake,  saves  it."  This  is  as 
true  of  the  Church  as  it  is  of  an 
individual.  What  has  been  said  of 
the  Church  in  some  instances  must 
become  generally  true  among 
churches.  "In  becoming  involved 
once  more  with  people  in  all  their 
struggles  and  suffering,  the 
churches  are  again  finding  their 
own  souls;  they  are  rediscovering 
their  calling  as  servants  of  Christ." 
The  Church  must  become  more 
worldly  minded.  It  cannot  be 
content  to  be  like  some  inner 
citadel  of  Hue,  resisting  the  on- 
slaught of  responsibility.  For  it  is 
as  it  reaches  out  into  the  world  that 
its  witness  is  both  seen  and  felt. 

So  much  for  enlarging  our  tents 
about  which  a  great  deal  more 
needs  to  be  said.  What  about  the 
stakes?  Let  me  merely  suggest 
since  our  time  is  limited. 

III.  Stronger  Stakes 

One  stake  which  needs  to  be 
strengthened  is  that  of  a  thoughtful 
mind.  A  thoughtful  mind  is 
necessary  to  spiritual  discipline, 
and  spiritual  discipline  is  essential 
to  spiritual  development.  The 
chiu-ch,  and  I  would  remind  you 
that  we  are  the  Church,  too 
frequently  forgets  that  we  should 
love  God  not  only  with  our  heart 
and  soul  but  also  WITH  ALL  OUR 
MINDS.  Too  frequently  we  lay  our 
minds  aside  and  base  our  decisions 
on  prejudices  and  emotions.  One 
wonders  how  we  can  approach 
other  areas  of  life  with  an  open- 
mind.  Yet  in  the  area  of  Christian 
Faith  approach  problems  with  a 
mind  as  tightly  closed  as  a  steel 
trap,  when  we  know  that  a 
thoughtful  mind  is  always  an  open 
mind.  A  thoughtful  mind  will  help 
the  Church  to  understand  its  God, 
God's  purpose  for  the  world,  the 
Church's  mission  in  the  world,  and 
will  help  Christians  to  understand 
his  fellow  Christians  which,  God 
knows,  is  desperately  needed 
today. 

A  second  stake  which  needs  to  be 
strengthened  is  that  of  a  listening 
ear.  The  Church  needs  to  listen  to 
the  cries  of  the  world  -  to  the 
world's  heartache  and  agony;  to 
the  cry  of  the  sick  and  the  star- 
ving; to  the  cry  of  the  refugees 
whose  numbers  increase  daily ;  to 
the  cry  of  the  minority  groups,  to 
people  of  other  races,  and  colors, 
and  classes;  to  the  cry  of  youth 
who  are  not  Godless  but  who  are 
trying  to  find  and  worship  God  in 
their  own  way;  to  the  cry  of  the 
teeming  masses  whose  deeper 
longings  and  anxious  seeking  for 
SOMETHING  -  they  know  not  what 
-  are  being  expressed  in  the  world's 
upheavals  and  youth's  lack  of 
conformity.  The  Church  needs  to 
listen  to  the  cries  of  a  needy  world 
and  to  realize  that  these  needs 
might  be  met  in  part,  at  least,  by  a 
thoughtful  Church  which  listened 
and  heard  not  only  the  cry  of  man 
but  the  cry  and  challenge  of  God,  a 
need  which  might  be  met  iiy  a 


Church  which  answered  these  cries 
and  challenges  by  offering  a  Christ 
of  Compassion  whose  love  was 
expressed  in  the  Church's  daily 
life. 

A  third  stake  which  needs  to  be 
strengthened  is  the  stake  of  in- 
tegration. I  am  not  speaking  of  the 
integration  of  black  and  white,  of 
haves  and  have  nots.  This  need  is 
too  evident  for  comment.  I  speak  of 
the  need  of  the  integration  of  two 
groups  within  the  Church.  One 
group  is  that  bodv  of  Christians 
who  have  segregated  themselves 
from  the  world.  I  do  not  refer  to 
those  who  have  withdrawn  to 
monasteries  and  like  places,  but  to 
those  congregations  and  in- 
dividuals who  find  the  sum  and 
substance  of  their  Christian  ex- 
perience within  their  Sanctuary 
and  church  buildings.  They 
maintain  that  Christianity  is  a 
personal  thing.  They  feel  little,  if 
any,  social  responsibility.  They 
hold  that  if  men  are  converted  the 
evils  of  society  will  give  way  to 
goodness  and  all  problems  will  be 
solved.  The  second  group  is 
composed  of  those  who  have 
segregated  themselves  FROM 
THE  CHURCH.  They  feel  that  the 
forms  of  the  Church  have  become 
irrelevant.  Some  of  them  will  say 
that  the  Church  is  irrelevant.  They 
say  that  faith  should  be  where  the 
action  is,  and  action  is  most  cer- 
tainly not  in  the  Church. 

Now  the  Church  will  become 
stronger  as  these  groups  become 
more  integrated.  Paradoxically 
the  Church  must  exist  APART 
from  the  world,  yet  at  the  same 
time  it  must  exist  IN  the  world. 
The  Church  must  gather  but  it 
must  also  scatter.  It  must  hear 
clearly  the  words  of  Isaiah  which 
Christ  used  as  the  text  of  His  first 
sermon;  but  it  must  also  see 
Christ's  live  of  spiritual  depth  and 
dedication  to  God.  It  must  see 
Christ  in  His  synagogue  in 
prayernand  in  call  to  repentance, 
but  the  Church  must  also  see  His 
life  as  dedication  to  God  expressed 
in  compassion  for  and  service  to 
man. 

There  is  naturally  a  fourth  stake 
to  be  strengthened  if  our  tent  is  to 
be  enlarged.  It  is  the  stake  of  love  - 
love  that  is  not  a  matter  of  emotion 
but  a  matter  of  principal;  love 
which  expresses  itself  in  simple 
every  day  kindness;  love  which 
creates  a  new  spirit  in  man  and 
makes  him  seek  another's  good  not 
in  hope  of  reward  but  because  he  is 
(^d's  own.  If  God  so  loved,  so 
ought  His  Church!  In  Fellini's  film 
LA  STRADA  the  clown  tells  the 
girl,  Gelsomia,  to  stay  with  the 
unlovely  Zamponia.  "If  you  don't 
love  him  and  stay  with  him,  who 
will?"  This  it  seems  to  me,  is  a 
parable  of  the  calling  of  the  Church 
in  our  times.  It  is  called  upon  to 
love  the  world  in  spite  of  its 
unloveliness,  to  move  out  of  its 
exclusive  righteousness  to  meet 
man's  needs  that  the  individual 
may  experience  the  renewal  of  the 
whole  man.  The  Church  may  feel 
as  that  young  minister  whose 
words  concluded  an  article  in  a 
magazine  not  long  ago.  He  said, 
"It's  as  if  God  threw  the  world  at 
me  and  said  'Catch ! '  Ready  or  not 
I  have  to."  The  Church  has  to  also- 
for  its  own  soul's  sake.  For  not  only 
for  the  sake  of  the  world  but  for  the 
sake  of  its  own  soul,  the  Church 
must  enlarge  the  place  of  its  tent. 
To  do  so  it  must  lengthen  its  cords 
and  strengthen  its  stakes.  This,  of 
course,  can  be  done  only  as  you  and 
I  do  it  for  w€  are  the  Church.

Vaughn  Goes  To  UNGCharlotte  Post 

St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College  is  losing  its  original  em- 
ployee, Business  Manager  Silas  M. 
Vaughn.  On  August  1  he  will 
become  Director  of  Administration 
at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina-  Charlotte.  Vaughn's 
appointment  to  the  newly-created 
post  was  recently  announced  by 
Chancellor  Dean  W.  Colvard 
following  a  meeting  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  UNG- 
Charlotte Board  of  Trustees. 

The  new  position,  according  to  a 
statement  by  Dr.  Colvard,  will 
involve  top-level  responsibility  in 
the  administration  of  fiscal  and 
physical  plant  affairs  of  the  in- 
stitution; physical  plant  planning; 
management  of  auxiliary  en- 
terprises; and  the  coordination  of 
relationships  with  registration  and 
admission,  dormitories,  th'" 
University  Union,  and  certain 
other  activities  administered 
through  the  Division  of  Student 
Affairs.  Vaughn  also  will  supervise 
coordination  of  the  Computing 
Center  and  other  duties  relating  to 
the  development  and  general 
administration  of  the  university, 
reporting  directly  to  the  chan- 
cellor. 

Dr.  Ansley  C.  Moore,  who  retired 
last  week  as  first  president  of  St. 
Andrews,  said: 

"The  College  is  deeply  indebted 
to  Si  Vaughn  for  the  ability  and 
dedication  he  has  given  to  his  work 
in  the  challenging  first  decade  of 
the  college  we  have  served.  As  a 
resident  of  Laurinb arg  I  also  feel  a 
sense  of  loss  in  the  departure  of  the 
Vaughn  family  who  have  been 
almost  as  closely  indentified  with 
community  life  as  with  St.  An- 
drews." 

Vaughn,  a  native  of  Collinsville, 
Texas,  became  on  January  1,  1959 
the  first  employee  of  the  Con- 
solidated Presbyterian  College  as 
St.  Andrews  was  known  from  the 
1955  decision  to  form  the  new 
college  until  the  1960  adoption  of  its 
present  name.  Vaughn  thus  was  on 
the  scene  before  actual  land- 
clearing  and  construction  began. 
He  has  worked  directly  with 
trustees,  President  Moore,  and 
architects  in  the  planning  and 
construction  of  the  14  buildings 
that  now  comprise  the  St.  Andrews 
physical  plant. 

In  his  new  post  at  Charlotte 
Vaughn  will  supervise  the  con- 
tinuing expansion  of  UNC- 
Charlotte  where  a  projected  $15 
million  of  new  buildings  is  planned 
Tor  the  next  five  years,  including 
dormitories  for  3,000.  The 
university  anticipates  growth  from 
a  present  2,000  to  7,000  in  five 
years. 

In  addition  to  his  key  role  at  St. 
Andrews,  Vaughn  has  served  on 
state  and  regional  committees  and 
agencies  in  the  field  of  higher 
education.  He  is  now  chairman  of 
the  advisory  committee  of  the  N.  C. 
Commission  on  Higher  Education 
Facilities.  He  has  been  a  con- 
sultant for  long-range  planning  for 
United  Negro  College  Fund 
colleges  as  well  as  for  the  N.  C. 
State  Board  of  Higher  Education.

Easter  Offering  from  "a  special 
offering  for  overseas  relief  and 
inter-church  aid"  to  "special 
offering  to  alleviate  world' hunger 
and  human  need".

Interdenominational 
Christian  Conference 

The      46th       annual  In- 
terdenominational Christian 
Conference,  sponsored  by  the 
Women  of  the  Synod  of  N.  C.  was 
recently  held  at  the  Winston-Salem 
State  College.  The  keynote  address 
was  given  by  Dr.  Lawrence  W. 
Bottoms,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
National    Ministries,  Atlanta, 
who  spoke  on  "Life  -  New  Style" 
the  theme  of  this  year's  con- 
ference. He  told  about  60  people, 
most  of  them  Negro  Church 
women,  that  God  wants  Christians 
"to  go  out  and  'tell  it  like  it  is'  to  all 
people  in  order  to  bring  them  to  a 
life  of  harmony.

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Davidson  College  Announces 
1969-1970  Format 


DAVIDSON,  N.C.--  Davidson 
College  this  fall  will  be  considering 
in  detail  such  problems  as 
coeducation,  church  relationship, 
intercolegiate  athletics,  social 
patterns,  and  extra-campus 
responsibilities. 

At  that  time  the  reports  of 
advisory  commissions  in  each  of 
those  five  areas,  appointed  last  fall 
by  the  new  college  president,  Dr. 
Smauel  R.  Spencer,  Jr.,  will  be 
made  public.  The  commissions  are 
composed  of  representatives  of  the 
trustees,  faculty,  staff  and  student 
body. 

Study  To  Be  Released 
Also  to  be  released  this  fall  will 
be  the  report  of  the  Academy  for 
Educational  Development  (ADE), 
a  non-profit  corporation  of  New 
York,  which  has  studied  the  total 
life  and  operations  of  the  college, 
including  the  five  advisory  reports, 
and  will  present  its  proposals  for 
the  future  development  and  aims 
of  Davidson. 

Honors  Program  Announced 
Dean  of  the  Faculty  Frontis  W. 
Johnston  will  supervise  the 
planning  for  a  new  Honors  College 
program  at  the  college.  A  small 
number  of  students  of  "exceptional 
ability  and  maturity"  would  be 
relieved  of  all  regular 
requirements  and  would  plan  their 
own  program  of  study  with  the 
guidance  of  the  Honors  College 
faculty. 

Honors  students  would  not  only 
study  certain  areas  of  special 
interest  in  depth,  but  also  would 
survey  the  whole  liberal  arts  field 
for  a  truly  broad  educational 
background. 

Also  scheduled  to  begin  during 


1969-70  will  be  a  new  Non-Western 
Program,  specializing  in  South 
Asia.  Dr.  Frederick  H.  Gaige,  a 
new  faculty  member,  will  be  in 
charge  of  establishing  the  program 
on  an  inter -departmental  basis.  It 
would  aim  at  informing  not  only 
students  but  also  faculty  members 
and  interested  townspeople. 

During  the  summer  of  1969 
several  dormitories  have  been 
remodeled  with  the  creation  of 
lounge  areas  for  students  and  their 
guests  on  the  first  floor  of  each 
building.  And  all  dormitories  that 
did  not  already  have  them  were 
provided  with  new  beds  and  other 
furniture. 

Funds  Sought 

Funds  are  now  being  sought  for  a 
new  library  to  be  constructed  in  the 
early  1970's,  but  its  actual  design  is 
being  suspended  until  the  advisory 
commissions  and  AED  reports 
have  been  taken  into 
consideration. 

Davidson  is  located  20  miles 
north  of  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
on  an  80-acre  campus.  The  college 
has  an  annual  operating  budget  of 
nearly  $4  million,  with  an 
endowment  of  about  $18  million.  Its 
1,000  male  students  come  from  all 
over  the  United  States  and  more 
than  a  dozen  foreign  countries. 
They  may  obtain  bachelor  degrees 
in  either  arts  or  science,  and  about 
75  percent  of  them  enter  graduate 
study. 

Davidson  seniors  have  won  more 
Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowships  than 
any  other  liberal  arts  college  in  the 
Southeast,  and  have  given  the 
college  a  ranking  in  the  top  eight 
schools  in  the  nation  producing 
Rhodes  Scholars.

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COLLEGE  CAMPAIGN 
APPROACHING  GOAL 

The  Church  Division  of  the  St. 
Andrews  Forward  Campaign  now 
has  passed  the  $1,669,000  mark. 
Church  Division  Co-Chairman  E. 
Lee  Stoffel  said  gifts  and  pledges  of 
more  than  $140,000  have  been 
received  since  the  June  meeting  of 
Synod,  indicating  steady  progress 
toward  the  $2  million  goal  of  North 
Carolina  Presbyterians  to 
undergird  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College.  With  186 
churches  listed  as  supporting  the 
Forward  Campaign  at  Synod,  46 
more  congregations  have  since 
pledged  their  support. 

Individuals,  corporations  and 
foundations  earlier  this  summer 
reached  their  $3  million  goal  in  the 
Forward  Campaign's  immediate 
objective  of  $5  million. 

"Over  The  Top" 
Two  presbyteries.  Kings 
Mountain  and  Winston-Salem, 
already  have  reached  and 
exceeded  their  goals.  Kings 
Mountain  Presbytery  has  reached 
112  per  cent  of  its  target  figure; 
Winston-Salem,  102  per  cent. 
Leaders  in  Kings  Mountain  effort 
included  Ralph  S.  Robinson,  Jr., 
Frank  B.  Matthews,  and  The 
Reverend  Eugene  D.  Witherspoon. 
Active  in  Winston-Salem  were  J. 
Harold  McKeithen,  and  The 
Reverend  David  Burr  and  The 
Reverend  Eugene  Kirkman. 

"With  the  approach  of  fall  and  a 
renewed  emphasis  on  Stewardship 
and  the  preparation  of  budgets  in 
many  churches,  I  want  to  urge  the 
congregations  and  particularly  the 
officers  in  all  the  churches  not  yet 
committed  to  St.  Andrews,  to  give 
serious  consideration  to  such 
support,"  said  H.  Dail  Holderness, 
Tarboro  utility  executive,  who  is 
lay  co-chairman  of  the  church 
division  drive.

Board  Of  Christian  Education 
Announces  Cutback 


RICHMOND,  VA.  -  Major  cuts  in 
services,  program,  and  personnel 
of  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  have  been 
announced  by  Dr.  William  H. 
Kadel,  Executive  Secretary. 

The  announcement  was  made 
following  a  meeting  of  the  Board's 
Executive  Committee  on  July  10. 

Dr.  Kadel  stated  that  the 
reductions  will  effect  economies 
totalling  about  $350,000  and  result 
in  a  balanced  budget  for  the  Board 
by  the  end  of  1970. 

Over  40  percent  of  the  Board's 
personnel  positions  are  to  be 
eliminated  as  of  January  1,  1970. 

Exclusive  of  field  services,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  there  were 
173  budgeted  positions  in  the  Rich- 
mond headquarters  and  in  the  four 
book-stores.  The  figure  will  be 
reduced  to  114  at  the  beginning  of 
1970  and  to  99  at  the  start  of  1971. 

It  was  also  announced  that  a  new 
policy  has  been  established  in  field 
services  which  will  lead  to 
radically  changed  patterns  of 
relationships  between  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  and  the 
denomination's  synods  by  1972. 

Under  the  new  policy, 
"covenants  of  understanding"  will 
be  negotiated  between  the  Board 
and  each  of  the  fourteen  synods. 
The  agreement  will  determine  how 
the  Board  may  best  support  each 
synod's  educational  mission.  The 
new  plan  replaces  the  long 
standing  policy  of  providing  each 
synod  with  a  regional  director  of 
Qiristian  Education. 

The  Board  will  eliminate  $86,000 
from  its  field  services  budget  over 
a  three  year  period. 

To  Close  Bookstores 

John  Knox  Press  will  reduce  its 
annual  book  list  to  one-half  of  the 
present  offering  of  about  40  titles. 


and  editorial,  production,  and 
sales  personnel  will  be  reduced 
accordingly. 

Three  of  the  four  Presbyterian 
Book  Stores  will  be  closed,  leaving 
only  the  store  in  Richmond  and 
mail-order  service. 

The  Office  of  Worship  and  Music 
will  be  eliminated.  Staff  reductions 
and  program  curtailments  are  also 
being  made  in  the  Board's  units  of 
Family  Life,  Church  and  Society, 
Higher  Education,  Research, 
Children's  Work. 

Other  retrenchments  have 
already  been  made  as  vacancies 
occurred. 

According  to  Dr.  Kadel,  the 
financial  problem  is  not  unique  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  is 
brought  on,  he  contends,  by  "a 
radical  shift  towards  spending 
more  money  locally  for  the  mission 
of  congregations  in  their  ovm 
communities.  .  .  resulting  in 
agencies  taking  a  new  look  at  what 
they  are  doing,  and  creating  new 
styles,  structures,  and 
relationships  to  support  the 
mission  of  all  Gk)d's  people  in  the 
1970's  and  beyond". 


Per  Capita  Giving  Up 

Atlanta  -  (PN)  -  Figures 
released  by  the  Stewardship 
Department  of  the  General 
Council,  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 
reveal  that  the  960,000  members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church 
contributed  an  average  of  $134.17 
each  for  a  grand  total  of 
$128,456,434  in  1968,  an  increase  of 
3.23  percent  in  per  capita  giving. 
The  1967  average  was  $129.97. 

The  denomination  has  4,000 
churches  in  16  southern  and  south- 
western states.  Georgia  led  in 
giving  with  an  average  of  $151  per 
member.  The  Synod  of  Appalachia 
ranked  second  at  $148.19.

Albemarle  Youth  Engage  In 
Florida  Project 


Marion  Andrew  of  the  Albemarle 
Stanley  News  &  Press  recently 
reported  that  twelve  high  school 
students  and  three  advisors,  all 
members  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Albemarle  with 
exception  of  one  Episcopalian 
student,  engaged  in  a  bi -racial 
church  project  in  Miami  early  in 
August. 

The  group  of  young  people  were 
hosted  by  the  New  Covenant 
Presbyterian  Church,  made  up  of 
65  percent  blacks  and  35  percent 
whites,  engaged  in  "a  unique 
ministry  to  its  surrounding 
community  and  to  the  city  of 
Miami. 

The  church  remains  in  the  inner- 
city  to  minister  to  the  "turbulent 
and  complex  community". 

The  community  is  located  near 
the  Negro  ghetto.  Liberty  City, 
which  was  the  scene  of  last 
summer's  riots  during  the 
Republican  Convention. 

The  young  people  for  the  most 
part  were  lodged  in  the  homes  of 
Negro  members  of  the 
congregation. 


No  Racial  Friction 

According  to  Miss  Andrew,  there 
was  no  "racial  friction".  "They 
showed  us",  she  said,  "a  kind  of 
love  that  served  as  our  Christian 
example  in  the  days  to  come." 

The  young  people  participated  in 
worship  services,  talked  with 
"diverse  leaders  in  the  area  of  race 
"elations",  visited  day-care 
centers,  nurseries,  recreational 
centers  and  vocational  workshops. 

Shocking  Conditions 
The  young  people  were  shocked 
by  conditions  that  they  discovered 
in  the  slums  and  felt  that  they  were 
enlightened  by  "exposure"  to 
people  of  other  races.  One 
observation  made  by  a  participant 
of  the  party  indicated  a  discovery 
that  "It  is  not  the  skin  color  .which 
is  incidental  to  the  basic  human 
worth ,  but  what  a  person  is  inside- 
how  he  thinks  and  feels-that  is 
important.  Our  trip  to  Miami 
taught  us  the  beauty  of  being  'color 
blind'  and  of  being  able  to  see  the 
individual  person  first,  not  the 
color  of  his  or  her  skin."

Dr.  James  L.  Fowle,  Chaplain  of 
the  City  of  Chattanooga  and  retired 
Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  was  recently  presented 
the  Liberty  Bell  Award  by  the 
Chattanooga  Bar  Association. 

The  award  is  presented  to  the 
citizen  who  has  made  significant 
contributions  to  reinforce  the 
American  system  of  freedom 
under  law,  and  it  was  pointed  out 
that  Dr.  Fowle's  many  works  have 
served  the  purpose  of  the  award.

He  is  married  to  the  former

Daniel  Witherspoon,  Jr.,  who  is  an 
Assistant  to  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the 
General  Assembly;  and  Mary 
McFaden  Witherspoon  (Mrs.  T.  B.

Taylor  has  served  as  the 
Attorney  for  Edgecombe  County 
since  1957.  He  has  practiced  law  in 
Tarboro  since  his  graduation  from 
the  University  of  North  Carolina 
Law  School  in  1935.  He  is  the  senior 
partner  in  the  firm  of  Taylor, 
Brinson,  and  Aycock. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  and  Chairman  of  the 
Court  Study  Commission  of  the  N. 

He  has  served 
in  the  past  as  Judge  of  both  the 
Tarboro  Municpal  Court  and  the 
Edgecombe  Recorder's  Court.

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ASTRONAUT  ALDRIN  AND  FAMILY 

Moon  Astronaut  Is  Presbyterian 


The  three  men  who  made  the 
historic  Apollo  11  probe  to  the 
Moon  represent  a  wide  range  of 
American  religious  and  cultural 
tieritage. 

Civilian  Neil  A.  Armstrong,  first 
man  to  set  foot  on  the  moon,  and 
tiis  wife,  Janet,  are  the  parents  of 
two  sons.  Known  as  a  loner,  Mr. 
Armstrong  is  the  only  astronaut 
who  is  not  a  member  of  a  church, 
though  he  and  his  family  have 
attended  the  Seabrook  Methodist 
Church  in  Houston. 

The  second  man  on  the  moon, 
Colonel  Edwin  E.  "Buzz"  Aldrin, 
Jr.,  was  reared  in  the 
Congregational  Church,  while  his 


wife,  Joan,  was  being  reared  as  an 
Episcopalian.  For  several  years, 
the  couple  rotated  between  the  two 
denominations.  After  moving  to 
Houston,  the  Aldrins  and  their 
three  children  joined  the  Webster 
Presbyterian  Church  (UP-USA), 
where  all  are  extremely  active 
members.  Colonel  Aldrin  is  an 
elder  and  his  wife  teaches  in  the 
Vacation  Bible  School.  Both  have 
taught  church  school  classes. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Michael 
Collins,  Command  Module  Pilot,  is 
a  member  of  St.  Christopher's 
Episcopal  Church,  League  City, 
Texas.  His  wife,  Patricia,  and  their 
three    children    are  Catholics. 


Astronauts  Defend 
Bible  Reading 
In  Spaee 

Houston  -  RNS  -  Bible  reading  by 
U.  S.  Astronauts  during  space 
travel  was  defended  by  Col. 
Michael  Collins  of  the  Apollo  11 
crew  as  he  appeared  on  a 
nationwide  television  program 
here  in  August. 

Meanwhile,  Col.  Edwin  Aldrin, 
Jr.  (Presbyterian)  explained  in 
Life  Magazine  how  he  celebrated 
Holy  Communion  on  the  lunar 
surface. 

Col.  Collins,  who  piloted  the 
command  craft  while  Col.  Aldrin 
and  Neil  Armstrong  were  on  the 
moon,  descussed  a  suit  to  ban 
religious  practices  by  on-duty 
Astronauts,  filed  in  Austin,  Texas, 
Federal  Court  by  Mrs.  Madalyn 
Murray  O'Hair  to  stop  Bible 
reading  or  other  religious 
practices  by  U.  S.  spacemen 
engaged  in  the  space  program. 

Col.  Collins,  appearing  on  CBS's 
Face  the  Nation,  said,  "Maybe  we 
ought  to  say  a  prayer  for  Mrs. 
O'Hair;  Maybe  she  will  see  the 
light".  Collins  is  an  Episcopalian. 

Aldrin  related  that  he  stowed 
some  Communion  wine,  bread,  and 
a  chalice  in  the  lunar  module  and 
that  he  placed  the  elements  on  a 
small  table,  requested  an  air-to- 
ground  radio  silence,  then  read 
some  passages  from  the  Bible  and 
celebrated  Communion.  He  added 
that  he  asked  the  people 
everywhere  "to  offer  thanks  in 
their  own  way"  and  that  he  was 
'not  so  selfish  as  to  include  my 
family  in  those  prayers." 

Astronaut  Armstrong,  on  the 
CBS  program,  denied  any 
allegation  that  he  is  an  atheist. 
Actually,  while  not  a  member  of  a 
church,  he  does  attend  a 
Protestant  Church.

Conference  Announced 

Montreat  -  PN  -  A  hundred  black 
southern  Presbyterian  leaders  will 
gather  in  Atlanta  September  26-28 
to  discuss  plans  and  methods  for 
making  Christian  work  more 
effective  in  black  communities. 

One  item  on  the  agenda  will  be 
the  Black  Manifesto  and  its 
implications  for  black  leaders  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U. 
S. 

The  Black  Economic  Conference 
is  pressing  demands  of  the 
Manifesto,  which  calls  for  $500 
million  in  "reparations"  from  the 
white  religious  community  for 
'past  injustices".  The  amount  has 
since  been  raised  to  $3  billion. 

The  Presbyterian  U.  S.  Board  of 
National  Ministries  at  its  August 
14-15  meeting  here  allocated 
$14,300  to  pay  expenses  for  110 
leaders  attending  the  three-day 
training  session.  Results  of  the 
conference  and  suggestions  for 
implementation  will  be  reported  to 
the  Board  at  its  November 
meeting.

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Unusual  Codicil 

Mr.  Marvin  Raymer,  Ruling 
Elder  in  the  Concord  Church  near 
Statesville,  and  a  most  articulate 
Christian,  who  is  particularly 
interested  in  stewardship,  recently 
sent  a  copy  of  a  codicil  to  a  Last 
Will  and  Testament  to  which  he 
had  been  requested  to  affix  his 
signature. 

Mr.  Raymer,  a  mortician, 
spends  a  great  deal  of  his  time 
urging  people  to  "remember  their 
church  in  their  wills".  He  has  been 
instrumental  in  leading  scores  of 
people  to  incorporate  in  their  wills 
bequests  and  deferred  gifts.  He 
also  renders  effective  Christian 
service  by  practicing  the  "now 
gospel." 

The  particular  item  referred  to 
above  appears  in  an  announcement 
in  the  Statesville  newspaper  and 
reads  as  follows: 

"We  witnessed  a  stunning 
offertory  to  Freedom  yesterday. 
We  were  called  to  this  home  in  our 
community  to  afix  a  signature  on  a 
codicil  to  a  last  Will  and 
Testament!  We  listened  in  awe! 

"A  mature  person  stated,  'This  is 
the  Lord's  House,  and  for  the 
principle  of  Freedom,  I  want  to 
give  it  to  Him  for  His  Kingdom's 
.Causes !  Most  individuals  think  of  a 
Church  or  temple  as  being  the 
Lord's  House,  but  He  has  dwelt 
here  'all  the  days  of  our  married 
life! 

"Our  children  were  taught  His 
statutes.  His  Covenant  and  His 
kinship,  and  of  His  Love  and 
concern  for  each  of  us,  and  for  all 
mankind  who  try  to  do  His  Will! 
Now  our  children  are  having  The 
Lord  dwell  with  them,  and  their 
children  are  being  taught  as  ours 
were  during  the  former  years! 

"The  flag  you  saw  on  the  porch  is 
the  emblem  of  this  Holy  Bible  and 
its  contents  you  see  here  on  the 
coffee  table !  This  Lord's  House  is 
to  be  given  through  benevolences 
whereby  those  outside  the 
institutional  church  might  know 
Christ's  Freedom!"

UP- USA  Manifesto 
Statement 

Top  leaders  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  have  issued  a 
statement  designed  to  clarify 
"questioning,  uncertainty,  and 
confusion'  among  members  and 
pastors. 

The  article  admitted  that  the 
Black  Manifesto  is  evidence  of 
"intolerable  inequalities  in 
American  society"  which  reveals 
the  bitterness  of  those  who  despair 
of  righting  ancient  wrongs.  But  the 
churchmen  rejected  much  of  the 
document. 

Found  unacceptable  was  "its 
Marxist  ideology;  its  rejection  of 
the  Church;  its  call  for  violence 
and  for  the  overthrow  of  our 
government;  its  design  for 
inteferring  with  services  of 
worship  and  the  taking  over  of 
church  property;  and  its 
threatening  demand  for  so-called 
reparations." 

The  article,  appearing  in 
PRESBYTERIAN  LIFE,  was 
signed  by  the  Moderator  of  the 
denomination,  the  Rev.  George  E. 
Sweezy;  the  Stated  Clerk,  William 
P.  Thompson,  and  six  other  top, 
executives.

and  the  (Council  on  Church  and 
Society.  The  eleven-page  message 
was  sent  to  all  ministers  and  clerks 
in  the  General  Assembly.  The 
message  was  prepared  at  the 
request  of  the  church's  Board  of 
Christian  Education. 

The  paper  made  it  clear  that  the 
Ckiuncil  on  Church  and  Society  was 
not  speaking  for  the  denomination, 
but  it  felt  that  "the  present 
situation  warrants  our  issuing  a 
statement". 


TAYLOR  APPOINTED 

The  Rev.  J.  Randolph  Taylor  has 
been  named  to  head  a  12-member 
committee  of  the  Presbyterian 
Oiurch  in  the  U.  S.  charged  with 
exploring  the  possibilities  of  union 
with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church.

The  committee  is  charged  to 
"encourage  and  intensify"  con- 
tacts between  the  two 
denominations  and  report  annually 
to  the  General  Assemblys  of  both 
churches,  beginning  in  1970,  with 
recommendation  for  further  steps 
toward  reunion.

"Derby" 


Dr.  Albert  G.  Edwards,  Minister 
of  the  First  Church,  Raleigh, 
issued  a  "protest"  early  in  July, 
attacking  the  choice  of  Sunday  for 
the  running  of  the  annual  Soap-Box 
Derby. 

Dr.  Edwards  said,  "I  protest 
because  the  event  is  another  tragic 
expression  of  "  growing 
indifference  for  the  spiritual 
significance  of  Sunday. 

"Failure  to  honor  the  Sabbath  is 
one  thing ;  the  rejection  of  the  idea 
that  there  is  a  Sabbath  to  honor  is 
another,  and  one  that  is  far  worse  in 
its  applications." 

The  Soap-box  Derby  was 
sponsored  by  the  Raleigh  JC's. 


Niebuer  Nixes 
Nixon  "Church" 

Reinhold  Niebuer  compared  the 
East  Room  of  the  White  House  to  a 
"Kings'  Chapel"  for  a  "tamed 
religion"  which  often  seems  "even 
more  extravagantly  appreciative 
of  official  policy"  than  an 
established  religion.  Writing  in  the 
August  4  issue  of  "Christianity  and 
Crisis",  Dr.  Niebuer  charged  that 
the  carry-in  type  service 
conducted  in  the  East  Room  ^ 
violates  the  spirit  of  the  first 
article  of  the  Bill  of  Rights.  He 
said,  "By  a  curious  combination  of 
innocence  and  guile,  (Mr.  Nixon) 
has  circumvented  the  Bill  of 
Rights'  first  article.  Thus,  he  has 
established  a  conforming  religion 
by  semi-officially  inviting 
representatives  of  all  the 
disestablished  religions,  of  whose 
moral  criticism  we  were  naturally 
so  proud." 

Dr.  Niebuer's  article  delineated 
his  fear  that  preaching  by 
invitation  at  the  White  House 
would  dull  the  edge  of  prophetic 
preaching.  He  said,  "It  is 
wonderful  what  a  simple  White 
House  invitation  will  do  to  dull  the 
critical  faculty."

Following  morning  worship  on  Sunday,  June  1,  a  brief  service  was 
held  in  the  courtyard  of  the  Cherry ville  Presbyterian  Church,  to 
dedicate  the  recently-completed  Memorial  Fountain. 

Financed  entirely  by  memorial  gifts  by  members  and  friends  of  the 
Church,  the  fountain  is  constructed  of  the  same  native  stone  as  the 
Church  and  is  illuminated  at  night. 

During  the  service,  the  Reverend  Reid  H.  Erwin,  Minister  of  the 
Church,  recognized  the  Committee  responsible  for  construction  of  the 
fountain :  Mrs.  Don  Alexander,  Henry  Michael,  and  W.  H.  Stroupe.

World  Missions 
Board  Meets 

The  Board  of  World  Missions 
reaffirmed  its  partnership 
relationship  with  Presbyterian 
churches  in  various  parts  of  the 
world  during  its  meeting  at 
Montreat,  N.  C,  July  27-30.  Korea, 
Taiwan,  and  Congo  were  countries 
where  renewed  mutual  agreement 
plans  were  confirmed.  The  Board 
also  announced  that  its  work  in 
Iraq  has  been  suspended  since 
June  17,  when  the  Iraqi  Ministry  of 
Education  nationalized  the  Bagdad 
High  School  for  Girls  in  Mansour. 

Biafra  Relief 

The  Board  of  World  Missions  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  recently  released 
$10,000  for  the  purchase  of  stock 
fish  to  feed  starving  Biafrans.  The 
$10,000  which  came  from  Halt 
Hunger  offerings  will  buy  appro- 
ximately 30,000  pounds  of  the  high 
protein  fish  and  provide  some 
270,000  meals  in  this  tragic  section 
of  Africa. 

The  allocation  of  this  $10,000 
brings  the  total  amount  con- 
tributed to  Biafran  relief  by  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  to 
$60,000.

He  also 
served  churches  in  West  Virginia 
and  Virginia,  and  has  been  Pastor 
of  the  Cumberland  and  Browns 
Churches  near  Farmville,  Virginia 
since  1957. 

He  is  married  to  the  former 
Emily  Smith  of  Montgomery, 
Alabama.

A  joint  experiment  by 
Presbyterians  and  the  United 
Church  of  Christ  to  illustrate 
drama  in  churches  recently 
brought  a  touring  troupe  of  college 
performers  to  Hickory.  They 
presented  the  play,  "A  Man  For  AU 
Seasons",  an  adaption  of  Robert 
Bolt's  version  of  the  life  of  Sir 
Thomas  More,  dealing  with 
religious  and  moral  issues  that 
confront  each  of  us. 

The  performers,  composed  of 
Catawba  College  student  actors, 
are  touring  churches  in  North 
Carolina  and  Virginia.

NCC  Leader: 
Tay  Blacks ' 

Dr.  Arthur  S.  Flemming,  the 
President  of  the  National  Council 
of  Churches,  said  churches  should 
give  American  Negroes  $300  to  $500 
million  for  welfare  projects.  The 
United  Methodist  layman, 
speaking  at  the  MacAlester 
College  Summer  Forum  Series, 
said  church  assets  in  this  country 
total  more  than  $100  billion  and 
that  $300  to  $500  million  would  be 
an  adequate  contribution  for  them 
to  aid  Negroes. 

Dr.  Flemming 's  topic  was,  "The 
Kerner  Commission  Report  and 
the  White  Community's  Response 
To  It".  The  Kerner  Report  dealt 
with  the  causes  of  racial  violence 
in  the  United  States  and  made 
recommendations  concerning  help 
for  Negroes. 

Frustration,  according  to  Dr. 
Flemming,  has  led  to  the  "politics 
of  confrontation."  A  massive  effort 
must  be  made  by  all  segments  of 
society,  according  to  Dr. 
Flemming,  to  eliminate  ghettos. 
He  asserted  that  the  gulf  between 
black  and  white  segments  of 
America  has  become  wider  than 
that  described  in  the  Kerner 
Report  of  March,  1968.  He 
predicted  polorization  will 
continue  unless  greater  efforts  are 
made  to  help  Negroes. 

NSF  Grant  To 
St.  Andrews 

Donald  J.  Hart,  newly  elected 
President  of  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College,  Laurinburg, 
recently  announced  that  the 
College  has  been  awarded  $11,500 
from  the  National  Science 
Foundation  for  the  purchase  of 
science  equipment.  The  grant, 
which  must  be  matched  by  the 
College,  is  the  second  of  its  kind  to 
be  received  from  the  NSF  in  recent 
weeks. 

The  awards  are  made  by  the 
National  Science  Foundation  to 
improve  and  support  unusual 
instructional  programs  in  science 
education  for  undergraduate 
students. 

The  principal  item  of  equipment 
to  be  purchased  will  be  an  emission 
spectrophotometer,  an  instrument 
that  measures  the  light  given  off  by 
particular  atoms  and  particles. 

The  assistant  professor  of 
chemistry.  Dr.  Donald  G.  Barnes, 
will  administer  the  grant. 

COMPOSER  DIES 

The  elder  statesman  of 
American  church  music,  Dr. 
Qarence  Dickenson,  died  in  New 
York  at  the  age  of  96.  Dr. 
Dickenson  was  for  fifty  years  the 
organist -choirmaster  at  New  York 
Brick  Presbyterian  Church  and  he 
was  from  1928  to  1945  Director  of 
the  School  of  Sacred  Music  at  New 
York  Union  Theological  Seminary. 
A  Union  Seminary  building  is 
named  for  Dr.  Dickenson. 


Manifesto  Condemned 


Dr.  J.  H.  Jackson,  head  of  the 
nation's  largest  Negro  religious 
body,  told  delegates  to  the  National 
Baptist  Convention  in  the  U.  S.  A., 
Inc.,  that  the  denomination  would 
neither  share  in  nor  contribute  to 
the  fund  which  the  National  Black 
Economic  Development  Con- 
ference is  seeking  to  raise  through 
demands  for  "reparations"  from 
white  churches  and  synagogues. 
Said  Dr.  Jackson,  "We  are  not 
committed  to  the  overthrow  of  the 
present  system."  He  held  the 
Black  Manifesto  was  "a  message 
for  the  destruction  of  the  United 
States  of  America".  Dr.  Jackson 

Self-Appointed 
Black  Leaders  Scored 

Common  Pleas  Court  Judge 
Robert  N.  C.  Nix,  Jr.,  a  Negro, 
lashed  out  at  "self-appointed 
leaders  of  the  black  movement.  .  . 
concerned  only  with  their  own  self- 
interest"  and  extended  an 
injunction  barring  occupation  of 
Cookman  Methodist  Church  in 
Philadelphia. 

For  eight  days  the 
predominantly  white  inter-city 
church  had  been  occupied  by 
supporters  of  the  National  Black 
Economic  Development 
Conference. 

The  jurists  said  it  is 
"unfortunate  that  elements  of  the 
white  community  have  dispensed 
funds  as  a  result  of  a  barrage  of 
threats  and  intimidations  by  those 
concerned  only  with  their  own 
interest." 

"Programs  initiated  by 
responsible  elements  in  the  black 
community  to  alleviate  the 
suffering  of  the  masses  are 
handicapped"  he  said,  "by  a  lack 
of  necessary  funds." 

Judge  Nix  declared,  "Former 
injustices  will  not  be  brought  out 
by  the  indiscriminate  giving  of 
money,  services,  and 
sympathies."

Greensboro,  N.  C.  (RNS)  - 
Negro  churchmen  of  the  Carolinas 
and  Virginia  meeting  here  the 
middle  of  August  expressed 
criticism  of  the  Black  Manifesto 
and  of  James  Forman,  its  chief 
exponent. 

Among  those  criticizing  the 
Manifesto  were  Dr.  George  Gay, 
Jr.,  Pastor  of  St.  Stephens  United 
Church  of  Christ  in  Greensboro; 
Dr.  Paul  E.  Leacraft  of  A&T  State 
University,  a  Lutheran;  and  Dr. 
Julius  T.  Douglas,  Pastor  of  St. 
James  Presbyterian  Church, 
Greesnboro.  The  Reverend  Otis  L. 
Hairston,  Pastor  of  the  Shiloh 
Baptist  Church,  Greensboro, 
stated  that  the  Manifesto  "can 
serve  a  good  purpose  if  it  calls  the 
attention  of  churches  to  meeting 
needs  of  oppressed  people".

New  Buildings 

Trustees  of  the  College  have 
allocated  $3  million  of  the 
Campaign's  proceeds  to 
construction  of  new  and  enlarged 
buildings  to  enable  St.  Andrews  to 
grow  to  a  planned  enrollment  of 
1200  by  the  mid-1970's. 
Approximately  $2  million  will  be 
added  to  much  needed  endowment 
funds  for  scholarships,  library 
funds,  and  faculty  support.

Forman  Challenged

West  referred  to  the  black 
demands  as  "looting  our  Church" 
and  added  that  Mr.  Forman  has 
"fooled  no  one"  and  further  con- 
tended that  neither  the  Church  nor 
the  government  "ought  to  permit 
you  to  get  away  with  that". 
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Special  Committee  To  Study 
Unrest  In  Church 


Midland,  Texas  -  (FN)  --  A 
special  committee  to  study  the 
State  of  the  Church  and  to  look  into 
unrest  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S.  has  been  appointed  by 
the  Moderator  -  of  the  General 
Assembly,  the  Rev.  R.  Matthew 
Lynn,  and  the  three  past 
Moderators  of  the  General 
Assembly.  They  were  instructed 
by  the  last  Assembly  "to  study.  .  . 
the  state  of  the  Church.  .  .  causes 
making  for  unrest  in  our 
denomination.  .  .  "  and  ordered  to 
report  to  "the  1970  General 
Assembly  with  recommendations 
aimed  at  assuring  purity,  peace, 
unity,  and  progress  of  the  Church".

Two  Boards  Respond 
To  Hunger  Needs 

The  109th  General  Assembly 
declared  in  April  that  "world 
hunger  is  a  top  priority  concern  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  and  that  all  possible 
resources... for  at  least  the  next 
five  years,  must  be  focused  on 
ways  and  means  of  dealing  with 
the  problem." 

Two  Boards,  Christian 
Education  and  World  Missions, 
have  created  a  staff  position  to 
deal  with  the  crisis  of  hunger 
around  the  world. 

Dr.  Malcolm  P.  Calhoun  has 
been  named  Director  of  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education's  Hunger 
Priority  Program.  He  will  work 
full  time  on  plans  and  strategies  in 
the  denominational  campaign 
against  world  hunger. 

Since  1959,  Dr.  Calhoun  has  been 
Secretary  of  the  Board's  Division 
of  Church  and  Society.  The  Rev. 
George  A.  Chauncy  will  assume 
this  post.  Chauncy  has  been 
Director  of  Studies  in  the  Division 
since  1965. 

The  Board  of  World  Missions  has 
assigned  a  missionary  home  on 
furlough  to  give  full  time  to 
working  on  the  oroblem  of  world 
hunger.  Mac  B.  Kyle,  former 
missionary  to  Iraq  will  assume  the ' 
Board's  World  Hunger 
assignment.  Mr.  Kyle  is  expected 
to  be  based  in  Washington,  D.  C,  so 
that  he  may  be  in  contact  with  both 
governmental  and  private 
agencies  involved  in  the  hunger 
problem.

Kings  Mountain  Presbytery  met 
in  a  called  meeting  at  the  First 
Church  Kings  Mountain  July  8, 
with  23  ministers  and  35  elders 
present.

Love  Grove  Holds  Homecoming 


The  Love  Grove  African- 
Methodist -Episcopal  Zion  Church 
held  annual  Homecoming  on 
August  10. 

The  Reverend  James  D. 
MacKenzie,  Pastor  of  the 
Barbecue  and  Olivia  Presbyterian 
Churches  in  Fayetteville 
Presbytery,  prepared  a  "brief 
history"  of  the  Church,  the 
,  essentials  of  which  appear  below. 

Sinclair  Family 

In  1858,  the  Rev.  James  Sinclair, 
Pastor  of  a  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Robeson  County,  sensed  that  the 
Barbecue  Church  in  Harnett 
County,  the  oldest  Church  in 
Fayetteville  Presbytery,  "was 
dying  for  want  of  a  Gaelic- 
speaking  preacher".  Mr.  Sinclair 
wrote  his  father,  the  Rev.  John 
Campbell  Sinclair,  a  native  of  the 
Island  of  Tiree,  Scotland,  then 
living  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania, 
and  persuaded  him  to  sever  his  ties 
with  the  North  and  settle  in  the 
Sandhills  of  North  Carolina. 

John  Campbell  Sinclair,  in  his 
late  50's,  was  well  received  by 
members  of  both  races.  In  a  short 
while  the  Barbecue  congregation 
filled  the  church  to  overflowing, 
even  to  the  point  that  negro 
worshippers  found  it  necessary  to 
remain  outside  "and  look  in  and 
listen  at  the  windows". 

In  1864,  Mr.  Sinclair  organized 
St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  Church, 
relieving  the  congestion  at 
Barbecue  and  providing  a  place  of 
worship  for  the  negroes. 

New  Church  Organized 

The  Sinclairs,  though  not  pro- 
slavery  men,  supported  the 
Southern  cause  during  the  Civil 
War;  nevertheless,  they  expressed 
sympathy  and  compassion  for  the 
black  members  of  the  community. 
After  the  War  James  Sinclair 
published  an  article  in  a  Pittsburgh 
Religious  Magazine  which  was 
critical  of  the  Confederate  Army 
and  alleged  cruelty  of  some  whites 
to   blacks.  For  this  and  other

reasons  the  Presbytery  of 
Fayetteville  appointed  a 
committee  to  examine  certain 
rumors  which  were  being 
circulated.  As  a  result  of  these 
things,  the  father,  feeling  that  his 
son  was  being  treated  unfair, 
requested  a  letter  of  dismission  to 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.A.  Both  father  and  son  went  to 
Philadelphia  where  they  were 
commissioned  to  preach  to  negro 
freedmen.  James  settled  at  Shoe 
Heel,  (present  Maxton),  N.C., 
while  his  father  returned  to  the 
scene  of  his  labors  in  Harnett 
County  and  organized  the  negro 
members  of  Barbecue  and  St. 
Andrews  churches  into  a  new 
church.  The  white  churches 
endeavored  to  hold  the  negro 
members  and  were  successful  to 
the  extent  that  a  few  remained 
members  for  the  rest  of  their  lives. 

After  Mr.  Sinclair's  health  failed 
in  1871  and  he  retired  to  West 
Virginia  where  he  lived  with  a 
daughter  until  his  death  April  23, 
1878,  there  being  no  minister  to 
take  his  place,  the  congregation 
aligned  itself  with  the  A.M.E.  Zion 
Church,  located  at  Swann  Station, 
North  Carolina.  Since  that  time  the 
Church  has  been  served  by 
Ministers  of  this  denomination. 


AWARDED  A  GRANT 

President  W.  Taylor  Reveley, 
Hampden  -  Sydney  College,  re- 
cently announced  that  the  College 
has  been  awarded  a  five  -year 
unrestricted  educational  grant  by 
Texaco,  Inc.  The  award  marks 
the  second  time  the  $7,500  grant, 
which  will  be  funded  in  five  equal 
annual  installments  and  can  be 
used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Col- 
lege's Board  of  Trustees,  has  been 
made  to  the  College  in  six  years. 

The  College  will  use  the  grant 
to  assist  in  the  financing  of  its 
new  $2  million  Science  Center, 
which  was  dedicated  in  late  April.

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Synod  Day  Set 
For  October  12 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
meeting  at  Fayetteville  in  June 
approved  of  a  recommendation 
presented  by  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  Historical  Matters 
that  "October  12,  1969  be  observed 
as  North  Carolina  Presbyterian 
Synod  Day,  and  that  churches  be 
urged  to  make  use  of  the  bulletin 
covers  available  from  Synod's 
Office". 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  was 
organized  on  October  7,  1818  in  the 
Alamance  Presbyterian  Church 
near  Greensboro.  The  Synod  of  the 
Carolinas  which  immediately 
preceded  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  and,  which  embraced  all 
territories  south  of  Virginia  and 
west,  was  organized  on  November 
5,  1788  in  the  Centre  Presbyterian 
Church,  Mt.  Mourne,  N.  C. 

In  1963,  Synod  observed  the 
Sesqui-Centennial  of  the 
organization  of  Synod  and  the  175th 
Anniversary  of  the  organization  of 
the  Synod  of  the  Carolinas.

Birthday  Offering  Announced 


According  to  a  recent 
announcement  by  Dr.  Evelyn  L. 
Green,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Women's  Work,  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  the  Women  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
have  given  $412,318.24  toward  a 
medical  training  center  in  the 
Congo  and  to  a  church  conference 
center  in  Portugal. 

As  of  July  10,  of  the  total  funds 
contributed  the  Women  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  led 
Synodical  giving  with  $56,165.  The 
Women  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia 
were  second  with  $54,799.14. 

The  1969  amount  pushed  the  47- 
year-old  Birthday  Offering  total 
past  the  $6V2  mUlion  mark.  The 
1969  Offering  is  the  second  largest 
amount  given  during  one  year.  The 
largest  offering  was  made  in  1965 
when  approximately  $524,000  went 
to  the  Presbyterian  Medical  Center 
and  Taejon  Presbyterian  College, 
Korea. 

Of  the  1969  total  offerings  $35,000 
will  be  used  for  construction  of  ten 
cabins  at  a  conference  center  of  the 
Evangelical  Presbyterian  Church 


in  Portugal. 

The  major  part  of  the  offering 
goes  toward  a  medical  center  in 
Luluabourg,  Congo,  which  will 
serve  as  a  hospital,  as  well  as 
provide  training  for  medical 
personnel  for  the  Congolese  people. 
Three  pavilions  in  the  new  medical 
center  are  expected  to  be 
constructed,  centering  medical 
services,  a  modern  hospital,  and  a 
nursing  school.  Presently  all 
hospitals  in  the  Kasai  Province  are 
in  rural  areas,  and  there  are  only 
four  doctors  to  serve  the  200,000 
population  in  the  city  of  Luluaborg.

President  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  will  leave  the  College  as  of 
September  1,  for  a  two-year  leave 
of  absence  during  which  time  he 
will  continue  work  on  the  Ph.  D. 
degree  at  Florida  State  University. 

Pritchard,  who  has  been 
associated  with  Hampden  -  Sydney 
since  1955,  heads  the  College's 
development  division,  which  he 
organized  when  named  to  his 
present  position  three  years  ago. 


Atlanta  (RNS)  -  The  first  talks 
in  a  new  series  of  union  discussions 
between  the  "Northern"  and 
"Southern"  Presbyterian 
Churches  will  be  held  in  Atlanta  in 
September,  according  to  an 
announcement  by  Dr.  J.  Randolph 
Taylor,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  Twelve  named  by 
the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 
(Southern).  Dr.  Taylor  is  Pastor  of 
the  Central  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Atlanta. 

His  Committee  will  meet  with  a 
group  of  similar  size,  named  by  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S., 
whose  constituency  is  mainly  in 
the  South,  defeated  a  proposed 
three-way  merger  in  1955, 
involving  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S.  A.  and  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  of  North 
America.  The  latter  two 
denominations  joined  in  1958  to 
form  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  with  a  membership  of  3.2 
millions. 


CHURCH 
WELCOMED 

On  Sunday,  August  20,  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Boone,  N. 
C.  was  welcomed  back  into  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  by  the 
Stated  Clerk  of  Synod,  the  Rev. 
Harold  J.  Dudley,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Following  the  several  actions  of 
Holston  Presbytery,  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.,  the  Synods  of 
Appalachia  and  North  Carolina, 
and  Concord  Presbytery,  Watauga 
County  was  restored  to  Concord 
Presbytery  and  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina. 

Counties  Transferred 

In  1915,  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  consented  to  the  transfer 
of  the  15  most  westward  counties  of 
the  State  in  order  to  form  a  new 
Synod,  Appalachia,  made  up  of 
eastern  sections  of  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee  and  western  counties  of 
North  Carolina  and  Virginia. 

Included  in  Watauga  County, 
now  a  part  of  Concord  Presbytery, 
are  three  churches,  to  wit,  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Boone,  the  Rumple  Memorial 
Church  at  Blowing  Rock,  and 
Baird's  Creek. 

Concord  Presbytery  meeting  in 
July,  received  the  three  churches 
back  into  its  territory,  and  also 
received  by  transfer  ministers  of 
the  Boone  and  Blowing  Rock 
Churches,  respectively,  the  Rev.  J. 
K.  Parker  and  the  Rev.  J.  Richard 
Holshouser. 

Plans  Sanctuary 

The  Boone  Church  has  a 
membership  of  289.  Currently 
plans  are  underway  for  building  a 
new  sanctuary.  Recently  the 
Church  acquired  additional 
property  adjacent  to  the  Church 
and  a  house  and  large  lot  across 
the  street  from  the  present  church 
building.  The  latter  provides 
ample  parking  space. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Parker  has  been 
Pastor  of  the  Boone  Church  since 
1945. 

Dr.  Dudley,  in  welcoming  the 
Church  back  into  the  Synod,  on 
behalf  of  Synod,  briefly  reviewed 
the  reasons  for  establishing  the 
Synod  of  Appalachia  and 
expressed  gratitude  that  the 
County  and  Churches  "had 
returned  to  the  fold". 

CCL  Ministry 

The  Boone  Church  is  located 
adjacent  to  the  campus  of 
Appalachia  State  University  where 
there  will  be  approximately  6,000 
students  next  session.  Of  that 
number  some  500  are 
Presbyterians.  A  Campus  Ministry 
is  already  in  operation  on  the 
Campus  of  the  University. 
Hereafter  it  will  be  a  part  of  the 
program  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Campus  Christian 
Life  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
whose  Chairman  currently  is  the 
Reverend  William  H.  Terry, 
Davidson,  N.  C. 

Presidents  Dropping  Out 

About  70  universities  and  four- 
year  colleges,  including  some  chu- 
rch-related schools,  are  currently 
operating  without  presidents. 

Retirement,  public  service  and 
the  "strains  of  campus  crisis" 
are  the  chief  reasons  for  the  re- 
signations, according  to  the  Chro- 
nicle of  Higher  Education. 

The  Survey,  written  by  Malcolm 
G.  Scully,  also  noted  that  about 
200  junior  colleges  are  schedul- 
ed to  open  in  the  near  future 
without  presidents,

Mrs.  Theodore  S.  Smylie,  Mother 
of  Dr.  John  E.  Smylie,  President  of 
Queens  College,  died  of  pneumonia 
on  July  18,  1969.  She  had  been  ill 
since  February  of  1967,  and  for  the 
past  year  was  a  patient  at 
Bethesda  Dilworth  Nursing  Home 
in  Webster  Groves,  Mo. 

The  funeral  was  held  on  July  21 
in  St.  Louis. 
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BRITISH  ISLES  TOUR  SUCCESSFUL 


The  "ffistoric  Tour  of  Britain", 
sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina 
Presbyterian  Historical  Society, 
conducted  under  the  tour 
leadership  of  Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley, 
General  Secretary  of  the  Synod 
and  Secretary  of  the  Society,  was 
completed  on  September  12, 
following  three  weeks  of  the  party 
of  21  in  the  British  Isles. 

The  itinerary  included  Glasgow, 
Fort  William,  Oban,  lona, 
Inverness,  Aberdeen,  St.  Andrews, 
Edinburgh,  Dublin  (Belfast  by 
eight  members  of  the  touring 
party),  and  London. 

The  entire  tour  was  marked  by 
good  weather.  The  journey  up  the 
west  coast  was  accompanied  by 
mists,  but  virtually  no  rain  was 
encountered  on  the  entire  tour. 
Flowers  were  at  their  height 
everywhere,  including  the 
mountainsides  covered  with  Scotch 
heather. 

Tourist  Visit  Belfast 
The  tour  of  Belfast  included  a  full 
hour  of  driving  through  the 
barricaded  area.  "Oiough  there  was 
evidence  everywhere  of  strife,  - 
barricaded  streets,  barbed  wire 
entaglements,  gutted  buildings, 
ranging  from  houses  to  ten -story 
business  structures,  and  British 
soldiers  on  guard  everywhere  -  life 
during  the  day  throughout  the  area 
proceeded  more  or  less  normally. 
Thousands  of  residents  of  the 
troubled  area  went  to  and  fro  about 
their  business,  to  and  from  work, 
shopping  in  barricaded  stores,  and 
especially  noteworthy,  thousands 
of  children  returning  from  school. 

Interviews  with  citizens 
indicated  that  about  one-fifth  of  the 
city  area  is  affected  and  that  in 
other  parts  of  the  city  citizens  are 
unaware  of  violence  in  the 
barricaded  section. 

Causes  of  the  Conflict 

Some  interviewed  held  that  the 
fundamental  question  is  not 
religious  -  Protestants  versus 
Catholics  -  but  rather  socio- 
economic and  political.  Others 
contend  that  it  is  the  festering  of  an 
old  sore  with  religious 
implications.  Everyone  agreed 
that  the  Rev.  Ian  Paisley  has 
seized  on  the  occasion  as  an 
opportunist,  and  that  he  and  his 
followers  are  largely  responsible 
for  the  seriousness  of  the  conflict. 

Catholics  generally  and  some 
Protestants,  natives  of  the 
Republic,  contend  that  the  issue 
will  never  be  resolved  until  the  five 
northern  counties  are  restored  to 
the  Irish  Republic.  On  the  other 


hand,  there  seems  to  be  evidence 
that  many  Roman  Catholics  in  the 
north  would  be  opposed  to 
separating  Ulster  from  Great 
Britain  for  the  reason  that  social 
conditions  generally  in  the  north 
are  far  superior  to  those  in  the 
south. 

One  thoughtful  observer  stated 
that  the  issue  arises  from  the  low 
economic  status  of  thousands  of 
both  Protestants  and  Catholics 
whose  humble  status  is  not 
understood  or  appreciated  by  the 
men  in  power. 

"This  is  War" 

When  it  was  observed  to  a  guide 
by  one  of  the  members  of  the 
touring  party  that  the  troubled 
area  "looked  like  war",  he 
promptly  asserted,  "This  is  war."

St.  Andrews  Opens 
With  Optimism 

Laurinburg,  N.  C.  -  A  new 
President,  19  percent  increase  in 
students,  a  $2.4  million  science 
building,  and  six  courses  in  four 
countries  promise  to  make  1969-70 
one  of  the  most  exciting  school 
years  in  the  college's  nine-year 
history. 

Dr.  Donald  J.  Hart  assumed 
duties  of  President  early  in  July. 
He  was  former  Professor  of 
Management  at  VPI  and  Dean  at 
the  University  of  Florida.  He 
brings  to  his  new  position  a  unique 
blend  of  churchman,  educator, 
businessman,  and  administrator. 

Scheduled  for  occupation  late 
this  year,  the  new  science  building 
is  the  first  of  six  projects  designed 
to  increase  the  facilities  and  the 
enrollment  of  the  college  to  1200  by 
1972.  Already  this  year,  enrollment 
figures  for  new  students  have 
jumped  19  percent  over  1968. 

St.  Andrews  will  offer  an  inter- 
disciplinary program  in  the 
natural  sciences  similar  to  such 
programs  in  other  areas  of  the 
educational  program.  Also  in  the 
offing  is  an  inter -disciplinary 
approach  to  the  social  and 
behavioral  sciences. 

During  the  year  120  St.  Andrews 
students  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  study  abroad  with  seminar 
studies  in  France,  England, 
Greece  and  Mexico.  Studies  will 
also  be  conducted  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  and  on  the  Outer  Banks  of 
North  Carolina  and  other  Eastern 
Seaboard  states.

amount  of  $50,335.64. 

The  annuity  was  the  largest 
amount  ever  earned  from  the  fund 
in  a  semi-annual  distribution. 

Participants  by  presbyteries 
follow:  Albemarle,  3;  Concord,  17; 
Fayetteville,  14;  Granville,  6; 
Kings  Mountain,  12;  Mecklenburg, 
15;  Orange,  18;  Wilmington,  10; 
and  Winston -Salem,  10. 

The  Reynolds  Fund  was 
established  in  1947  by  the  late  Kate 
Bitting  Reynolds  of  Winston^Salem 
for  the  purpose  of  providing 
annuities  for  retired  ministers  of 


the  Synod  of  Nonn  Carolina.  The 
original  amount  of  the  Fund  was 
$400,000.  Today  the  corpus  of  the 
Fund  has  reached  a  value  between 
one  and  two  million  dollars. 

Synod's  Committee  in  recent 
years  has  urgently  called  on 
Presbyterians  to  provide  a  similar 
fund  for  the  widows  of 
Presbyterian  ministers.  Last  year 
an  initial  gift  towards  such  a  fund 
was  made  by  Mrs.  Retha  Northum 
of  Lillington.

EDITORIAL 

LOVE  AND  HOPE 

Visiting  the  city  of  Belfast  might 
and  could  have  proved  dangerous, 
but  it  was  worth  the  venture. 

Belfast  itself  is  a  city  nearer  like 
many  American  cities  than  most 
dties  of  the  British  Isles.  It  is  clean 
and  attractive,  and  the  people  are 
bright,  alert  and  wholesome. 
Downtown  there  is  little  or  no 
evidence  of  poverty.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  in  the  troubled  area,  what 
have  been  called  slums  are  more 
nearly  paralleled  by  areas  like 
those  one  sees  in  Baltimore  -  rows 
of  houses  lacking  both  back  and 
front  yards  and  opening  on  the 
street  via  a  stoop. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  other 
sections  of  the  city  are  lovely, 
including  parks,  one  of  which 
embraces  the  most  beautiful  rose 
garden  probably  to  be  found 
anywhere  in  the  world,  the 
contrasting  situation  is  enough  to 
ferment  trouble. 

And  trouble  there  is,  for  it  was 
rumored  over  and  over  again  that 
the  situation  in  Belfast  is  deep- 
seeded  and  that  what  has  been 
building  up  for  decades  cannot  be 
resolved  overnight. 

Unquestionably  a  super -patriotic 
body  of  radicals,  who  are 
advocating  the  destruction  of  the 
government  of  Ulster  and  the 
return  of  the  five  counties  of  the 
North  to  the  Republic  of  Ireland, 
are  as  responsible  for  keeping  the 
issue  alive,  as  is  the  Rev.  Ian 
Paisley,  the  ultra  conservative, 
self-styled  Presbyterian  minister 
Gie  was  formerly  a  Baptist  and  has 
never  been  accepted  or  ordained 
by  the  Irish  Presbyterian  Church). 

In  Dublin,  a  member  of  a  Roman 
Catholic  order  who  teaches  speech 
to  retarded  children,  in  discussing 
the  issue,  expressed  regret  over 
the  conflict,  and  on  learning  that 
the  writer  would  visit  Belfast  the 
following  day,  begged  him  to  say  to 
anyone  he  met  in  Belfast,  "Tell 
them  that  there  is  at  least  one 
southern  man,  and  I  am  sure  there 
must  be  many  more,  who  loves 
them,  both  Catholics  and 
Protestants." 

Surely  where  there  is  such  an 
expression  of  love,  there  is  bound 
to  be  hope  for  an  eventual  peaceful 
settlement  of  the  problem.

A  graduate  of  Agnes  ScottI 
College,  Decatur,  Georgia,  she  is  a 
Presbyterian  by  admission; 
however,  she  staunchly  believes 
there  "are  no  denominational 
boundaries". 

Mrs.  Kellersberger  is  the  widow 
of  the  late  Dr.  Eugene 
Kellersberger,  a  medical 
missionary  to  Africa.  In  addition  to 
her  vast  experience  in  Christian 
service  with  her  husband  in  Africa 
(where  they  established  the  first 
Leprosy  Mission),  she  spent  ten 
years  as  a  DCE  in  Southern 
Churches  prior  to  her  marriage. 

Since  the  death  of  her  husband 
Mrs.  Kellersberger  has  become  a 
"travelling  missionary".  In  a 
Volkswagen  Camper,  presented  to 
her  by  the  Appalachian  Synod,  she 
has  done  extensive  teaching  of  the 
Penobscot  Indians  on  a  reservation 
in  Maine,  worked  with  migrant 
workers,  children  in  Florida  and 
Alabama,  the  underprivileged  in 
the  mountains  of  Kentucky,  and  is 
available  to  anyone  who  needs  her 
invaluable  experience  and  faith. 

Although  she  has  supposedly 
"retired"  to  Melbourne,  Florida 
where  she  parks  her  camper  at  her 
home,  retirement  has  become  just 
another  word  in  the  dictionary. 


Laity  Conference 
Approved 

The  Board  of  National  Ministries 
approved  plans  for  a 
denominational  conference  of 
black  clergy  and  laity  at  a  meeting 
held  in  August  in  Montreat,  N.  C. 

The  meeting,  scheduled  for 
Atlanta  September  26-29,  will 
discuss  plans  and  methods  for 
making  Christian  work  more 
effective  in  black  communities. 
The  Board  allocated  $14,500,  for 
expenses  for  the  110  negro  leaders. 

On  the  agenda  of  the  three-day 
session  will  be  the  Black  Manifesto 
and  its  implications  for  black 
leaders. 

The  black  Presbyterians  had 
met  earlier  in  the  year  and 
expressed  a  feeling  of  alienation 
due  to  the  lack  of  black 
Presbyterian  leadership  in  the 
National  Ministries  Conference. 

An  all-black  eight-man 
committee  will  work  out  detailed 
plans  for  the  Atlanta  meeting. 

Foundation  Leader 
Speaking  To  Men 

Dr.  Don  Mullen,  member  of  the 
Heineman  Foundation  and  the 
Sanger  Clinic,  addressed  the  Men 
of  the  Westminister  Church, 
Charlotte  early  in  September.  The 
topic  was,  "Contributions  of 
Arterial  Research  in  Charlotte" 
Dr.  Mullen  is  a  native  of  Charlotte, 
a  graduate  of  the  Citadel  and  of 
Duke  University  Medical  School. 
He  joined  the  Sanger  Ginic  last 
April. 


A  cooperative  venture  to 
improve  the  programs  of  three 
institutions  which  prepare  persons 
to  become  ministers  and  lay 
workers  in  various  kinds  of 
Christian  ministry  was  begun  in 
Richmond,  Virginia  in  September. 

Union  Seminary,  the 
Presbyterian  School  of  Christian 
Education,  and  Virginia  Union 
University's  School  of  Theology 
are  the  participating  schools. 
Physically  the  three  Institutions 
will  be  clustered  on  the  sixty-acre 
campus  now  occupied  by  Union 
Seminary  and  the  Presbyterian 
School  of  Christian  Education  in 
Ginter  Park.  The  maximum' 
sharing  of  facility,  elective 
courses,  and  certain  central 
services  will  be  engaged  in  by  the 
three  theological  centers,  but  each 
school  will  continue  to  maintain  its 
own  physical  identity,  establish  its 
own  standards  and  educational 
policies,  award  its  own  degrees, 
and  provide  for  its  own  expenses. 

The  late  President  of  Union 
Seminary,  Dr.  James  A.  Jones, 
began  the  discussions  which 
culminated  in  the  formation  of  the 
Theological  Center  in  1965.  During 
the  past  year  the  proposed  plan  has 
been  considered  and  adopted  by 
the  governing  boards  of  each 
school,  clearing  the  way  for  the 
Center  to  begin  operation  next 
school  year. 

A  total  of  316  years'  experience 
in  preparing  Christian  leadership 
for  Church  vocations  is 
represented  by  the  three  schools. 
The  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education  was  started  in 
1914,  to  provide  professional 
graduate  training  for  lay 
leadership  in  the  Church.  Last  year 
it  had  a  student  body  of  124,  with  a 
faculty  of  11.  The  School  grants  the 
Master  of  Arts  and  Christian 
Education  degrees  to  its 
graduates. 

UTS 

Union  Seminary  is  the  largest 
and  oldest  of  the  three  schools.  It 
was  begun  in  1812,  as  a  Seminary 
owned  and  operated  by  four 
Centers  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.  Last  year  its  student 
body  numbered  334,  representing 
more  than  sixteen  denominations 
from  over  thirty  states  and  ten 
foreign  countries.  The  Seminary 
provides  theological  education  for 
four  degrees:  Batchelor  of 
Divinity,  Master  of  Theology, 
Master  of  Sacred  Theology,  and 


Doctor  of  Theology.  Its  total 
faculty  numbers  26. 

Virginia  Union  University 

Virginia  Union  University's 
School  of  Theology  was  begun  in 
1865.  In  1899,  Wayland  Seminary 
and  National  Theological  Institute 
joined  the  Richmond  Theological 
Seminary  to  form  the  present 
Virginia  Union  University.  Thirty- 
seven  students  were  enrolled  in  the 
School  of  Theology  last  year,  which 
represents  more  than  10  percent  of 
the  total  number  of  black  students 
in  the  United  States  preparing  for 
the  ministry  today.  It  is  affiliated 
with  the  American  Baptist 
Convention. 

Co-operative  Support  Given 

The  center  plan  calls  for 
classroom,  office  space,  and  some 
dormitory  space  now  held  by  Union 
Seminary  and  the  Presbyterian 
School  of  Christian  Education  to  be 
leased  to  Virginia  Union  School  of 
Theology.  The  three  schools  will 
share  co-operatively  and 
contribute  to  the  financial  support 
of  the  library,  bookstore,  ^ing 
facilities,  audio-visual  facilities, 
and  visiting  lecture  series.  The 
Schools  will  also  operate  on 
identical  academic  calendars  and 
open  elective  course  offerings  to 
students  from  other  student  bodies. 

In  a  news  conference  held  in 
August,  each  of  the  three  heads  of 
the  institutions  commented  on  the 
new  plan.  President  Charles  E.  S. 
Kraemer  of  PSCE  said:  "The 
Center  will  give  opportunity  for 
Theological  Students  in  the  South 
from  different  backgrounds  and 
races  to  work  together  in 
discovering  specific  ways  for  the 
Christian  Church  to  fulfill  its 
mission  in  these  times". 

President  Fred  R.  Stair,  Jr.,  of 
Union  Seminary,  remarked  that 
the  Center  "is  a  normal  step  within 
the  forty-year  cooperation  of  the 
three  Schools". 

Dean  Allix  B.  James  of  VUU's 
school  of  Theology  said  the  new 
Center  will  provide  a  better 
educational  experience  for  his 
students  by  making  available  to 
them  a  wider  range  of  facilities, 
more  contacts  with  students  of 
other  denominational 
Backgrounds,  and  a  larger  number 
of  elective  course  offerings. 

All  three  men  agreed  that  the 
new  Center  will  reduce  duplication 
of  services  and  make  possible 
more  effective  training.  They 
expressed  the  hope  that  other 
seminaries  might  be  interested  in 
joining  the  Center. 


Death  Of  Joseph  H.  Lansinger 


The  Reverend  Joseph  Hughes 
Lansinger,  Minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Smithfield 
for  the  past  26  years,  died 
September  7,  in  a  local  hospital 
following  a  period  of  declining 
health. 

The  62-year  old  Mr.  Lansinger 
was  born  in  Emmitsburg, 
Maryland,  was  educated  in  the  St. 
Charles  and  St.  Mary's  Schools, 
receiving  from  the  latter 
institution  the  AB  and  STB  degrees 
and  the  B.  D.  degree  from  Union 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia  in 
1943.  In  June,  1943  he  began  his 
ministry  in  Smithfield. 

He  was  a  charter  member  of  the 
Smithfield  Rotary  Qub,  Chaplain 
of  the  Masonic  Lodge,  Chaplain  of 
the  Smithfield  National  Guard, 
Treasurer  of  the  Emergency 
Welfare  Fund,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Johnston 
County  Public  Library,  and  a 
former  President  of  the  Smithfield 
Ministerial  Association. 

A  former  Moderator  of  Granville 
Presbytery,  Mr.  Lansinger  also 
served  on  various  Presbytery 
committees,  many  times  as  the 
Chairman.  He  was  chosen  one  of 
the  first  Tower  Room  Scholars  for 
two  weeks  of  special  study  at  Union 
TTieological  Seminary. 

In  January,  1962,  Mr.  Lansinger 
was     presented     the  first 


"Distinguished  Citizen's  Award", 
presented  by  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  He  was  selected  for  the 
honor  for  "his  achievements  and 
contributions  to  the  community 
and  because  of  his  qualities  as  an 
individual". 

On  June  30,  1968,  on  the 
occasion  of  his  25th  Anniversary 
as  Minister  of  the  Smithfield 
Church,  Mr.  Lansinger  was  paid  a 
tribute  "of  affection  and 
gratitude"  and  presented  over 
$11,700  in  a  savings  account,  an 
engraved  watch,  and  a  silver 
service.  The  "Love  Book"  which 
was  prepared  for  the  occasion  was 
inscribed,  "We  do  honor  Joseph 
Hughes  Lansinger  today.  He  has 
given  so  much  and  has  asked  so 
little.  Let  us  not  forget  to  be  thank- 
ful that  he  has  come  our  way  and 
touched  our  lives.  His  goodness  has 
made  him  great,  and  his  greatness 
has  made  him  good". 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs. 
Rosalie  Patterson  Lansinger;  a 
son,  Joseph  H.,  Jr.,  a  senior  at 
Davidson  College;  a  daughter, 
Terry  of  the  home;  three  brothers 
and  three-sisters. 

The  funeral  was  from  the  First 
Church  of  Smithfield,  and  Dr.  Ben 
R.  Lacy,  I¥esident -Emeritus  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary, 
officiated.  Interment  was  in 
Riverside  Cemetery. 


UTS  Begins  New 
Academic  Year 

On  September  11,  the  158th 
academic  year  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
Virginia  began  with  a  convocation 
at  which  Dr.  Robert  Matthew 
Lynn,  Moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly,  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.,  was  the  speaker. 

Nearly  325  students  are  enrolled 
for  study  at  the  Seminary  this 
year.  Of  this  number.  62  are 
hew  students  who  begaij  work 
on  the  Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree. 
Thirteen  international  students  are 
represented  in  the  student  body, 
coming  from  such  countries  as 
Germany,  India,  Australia,  Japan, 
Indonesia,  and  Zululand. 

Dr.  Lynn,  a  resident  of  Midland, 
Texas,  has  been  Minister  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  there 
since  1947.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Presbyterian  College,  Clinton, 
South  Carolina;  and  of  Union 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Va.  In  1949, 
Dr.  Lynn  was  awarded  the  Doctor 
of  Divinity  degree  by  Austin 
College,  Sherman,  Texas. 

Davidson  Confers 
Honorary  Degrees 

Dr.  Samuel  D.  Proctor,  former 
President  of  N.  C.  A&T  College  and 
now  professor  of  education  at 
Rutgers  University;  Dr.  Paul  S. 
Crane,  Director  of  the 
Presbyterian  Medical  Center  in 
Chonju,  Korea;  and  Dr.  Glenn 
Terrell,  Washington  State's 
President  since  July,  1967,  will 
receive  honorary  degrees  at 
Davidson  College's  opening 
convocation  on  September  29. 

The  Monday-morning  opening 
convocation  in  Love  Auditorium 
will  be  a  new  activity  for  the 
college,  honoring  members  of  the 
senior  class.  Dr.  Proctor  will  be 
the  guest  speaker  for  the  occasion. 

Dr.  Crane  and  Dr.  Terrell  are 
graduates  of  Davidson  College, 
classes  of  1941  and  1942 
respectively. 

College  President  Samuel  R.

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Historic  Bethel 
Celebrates 

Historic  Bethel  Church,  located 
three  miles  south  of  Raeford  on 
Highway -401,  was  founded  in  1776 
and  is  the  oldest  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Hoke  County.  On  August 
17,  the  annual  "Homecoming" 
event  was  celebrated  with  Rev. 
James  D.  MacKenzie^  Minister  of 
the  Barbecue  and  Olivia 
Presbyterian  Churches,  as  guest 
minister.  Following  the  morning 
worship  service  a  picnic  dinner 
was  held  on  the  grounds. 

Scotch  Ancestry 

*rhe  Church  was  organized  by  the 
original  Scotch  settlers  who  came 
as  refugees  from  an  uprising 
against  English  Rule.  Charles 
Stuart,  the  grandson  of  King 
James  H,  had  led  a  futile  uprising 
against  the  Troops  of  George  H. 
Six  thousand  Highlanders  rallied 
behind  him,  but  they  were  defeated 
on  Culloden  Moore  near  Inverness 
in  1746.  "Bonnie  Prince  Charlie" 
escaped,  but  many  of  the  leaders 
were  executed.  The  wearing  of  the 
clan  tartans  was  forbidden,  and 
many  of  the  Highlanders  were 
pardoned  only  on  the  condition  that 
they  emigrate  to  America. 

Meanwhile,  Neill  McNeill,  a 
native  of  Argyleshire,  was 
exploring  the  wilds  of  America.  He 
rowed  up  the  Cape  Fear  River 
from  Wilmington  to  the  settlement 
of  Cross  Creek  (later  named 
Fayetteville).  Seeing  the  good  land 
in  the  areas,  he  returned  to 
Scotland  and  brought  back  300 
immigrants,  who  settled  along  the 
Cape  Fear  and  as  far  South  as  the 
present  location  of  Raeford. 

The  first  minister  among  these 
Scotch  (who  were  almost  all 
Presbyterians)  was  Hugh  McAden, 
who  visited  Hector  McNeill  near 
Cross  Creek  in  1756  and  preached 
to  the  Highlanders  in  their  native 
tongue  of  Gaelic.  He  commented 
that  some  could  hardly  understand 
a  word  he  said  after  being  in  the 
American  wilderness  for  ten  years, 
and  that  they  were  the  worst 
singers  he  had  ever  heard. 

Mr.  McAden  soon  persuaded  the 
Rev.  James  Campbell  of 
Pennsylvania  to  come  to  the  Cape 
Fear  Region,  and  this  resulted  in 
the  organization  of  the  Bluff, 
Barbecue  and  Longstreet 
Oiurches  in  1758. 

Early  Ministers 

Bethel  was  organized  by  Orange 
Presbytery  in  1776  with  the  Rev. 
Colin  Lindsay  as  Pastor.  Mr. 
Lindsay  owned  a  tract  of  land  m 
upper  Robeson  (bounty  (now  Hoke) 
and  sold  10  acres  to  prove  a  site  for 
the  Oiurch.  He  died  in  1817  and  is 
buried  in  the  Stewardsville 
CJemetery  near  Laurinburg. 

The  Rev.  John  Mclntyre,  second 
Pastor  of  the  Church,  served  for  52 
years  and  died  at  the  age  of  102. 

Hector  McLean,  Hector  McNeill, 
and  Rev.  Malcolm  McNair  were 
other  early  ministers.  A  total  of  23 
pastors  have  served  Bethel  during 
its  193-year  history.  Currently  the 
Minister  is  Rev.  Allan  Smyth. 

Home  Told  Times 
Are  Changing 

Seven  college-aged  young  people 
and  41  residents  of  the  new 
Presbyterian  Home  on  Sharon 
Road  in  Charlotte,  N.  C. 
participated  in  a  folk-worship 
service  in  August. 

The  two  groups  were  several 
generations  apart,  but  when  the 
service  was  over,  one  lady  got  up 
saying,  "I  don't  think  there  is  a 
(generation)  gap". 

Mrs.  Herbert  E.  Siskron,  Music 
Director  at  Sharon  Presbyterian 
(Thurch,  said,  "I  was  amazed  at  the 
ones  that  thought  it  was  just 
wonderful". 

The  sing-along  type  service  was 
organized  by  Barbara  Woollen,  a 
rising  junior  at  Greensboro 
College.

R.  D.  McMillan,  Jr.  of  Red

Anti-Smut  Laws 

Over  200  anti-smut  bills  have 
been  proposed  by  U.  S. 
Lawmakers.  The  Justice 
Department  and  Post  Office 
Department  Officials  have  urged 
new  anti-smut  legislation.  The  Post 
Office  reported  more  than  234,000 

)scene  mail  complaints  last  year. 

These  bills  to  ban  poronography 
represent  the  largest  number  of 
proposals  on  a  particular  issue 
since  160  bills  were  introducted  to 
overture  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court's 
ban  on  school  prayer.  The  School 
Prayer  Bills  never  got  out  of 
Committee,  but  legislators  believe 
that  - the  Anti-smut  bills  will  be 
presented  on  the  floor. 

The  wording  of  the  bills  is  the 
greatest  problem.  Bills  which 
would  prohibit  poronographic 
literature  would  also  prohibit 
Renaissance  prints  and  medical 
journals. 


Former  Missionary 
Dies 

The  Rev.  Dr.  John  Harper  Brady, 
a  native  of  Statesville,  N.C.  and  a 
Presbyterian  Missionary  to  Japan 
for  23  years,  died  August  11  in  a 
Chattanooga,  Tennessee  Hospital. 

Dr.  Brady,  78  years  of  age, 
received  his  education  in  the 
Statesville  schools;  Davidson 
College ;  and  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia.  He 
was  licensed  by  Orange 
Presbytery  in  1915,  and  became 
Minister  of  the  Fifth  Creek, 
Elmwood  and  Bethesda  Churches, 
Statesville.  In  1917,  he  went  to 
Japan  as  a  missionary  where  he 
remained  until  he  was  evacuated 
in  1940.  While  there  to  him  and  his 
first  wife,  the  former  Miss  Willie 
Robertson  of  Lynchburg,  Virginia, 
were  born  four  children.  The  oldest 
son,  John  H.  Brady,  Jr.,  is 
currently  a  missionary  in  Kobe, 
Japan. 

Following  his  return  to  the 
United  States,  Dr.  Brady  went  to 
Chattanooga  where  he  began  his 
ministry  as  a  home  missionary, 
and  soon  established  the  Brainard 
Presbyterian  Church,  where  he 
served  as  Pastor  until  his 
retirement. 

Other  survivors  include  his  wife, 
.;he  former  Miss  Elizabeth  Sliger; 
two  sons,  William  of  Houston 
Texas  and  Douglas  of 
Chattanooga;  one  daughter,  Mrs. 
Richard  Gollan,  Arabia;  one  sister 
and  brother. 

Funeral  services  for  Dr.  Brady 
were  conducted  from  the  Brainard 
Church,  and  interment  was  in 
Chattanooga.

World  Council  Faces 
Financial  Problems 

Canterbury,  England  (RNS)  - 
The  World  Council  of  Church^ 
faces  a  serious  financial  situation, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Ecumenical 
Organization's  Finance  Committee 
reported  here. 

An  accumulated  deficit  of 
.  $167,750  has  been  cleared,  but  a 
shortage  of  $76,000  is  expected  at 
the  end  of  1969,  said  the  Earl  of 
March .  The  figures  apply  to  funds 
managed  under  the  general 
operating  budget. 

The  1969  anticipated  deficit  is  on 
expenditures  of  $1,350,000.  The 
projected  1970  budget  need  is 
$1,500,000,  and  the  deficit  might  be 
$.300,000,  said  the  Earl. 

Last  year  the  Fourth  Assembly 
of  the  WCC  asked  member 
Churches  to  increase  contributions 
by  33  percent,  equal  to  $307,000. 
Total  increase  in  1969  is  expected 
to  reach  only  23  percent,  according 
to  the  financial  report. 

The  Central  Committee,  policy- 
making unit  of  the  Council, 
indicated  that  at  its  next  meeting  it 
would  ask  for  another  25  percent 
increase  in  contributions. 

CONCERNED 
PRESBYTERIANS 

The  Concerned  Presbyterians 
have  warned  of  a  denominational 
split  if  the  Church  unites  with  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  joins 
the  United  Church  envisioned  by 
the  nine  denomination  consiitation 
on  Church  Union,  or  chan@>s  the 
denomination's  "Confession  of 
Faith"  and  "Book  of  (Confessions".

Dialogue  On  Church  Differences  Held 


Montreat  -  Dr.  L.  Nelson  Bell, 
Associate  Editor  of  the 
Presbyterian  Journal  and  a  former 
Missionary  to  China,  and  Dr. 
Patrick  D.  Miller,  Jr.,  Professor  of 
Old  Testament  at  Union  Seminary, 
Richmond,  Virginia,  engaged  in  a 
public  dialogue  at  Montreat  during 
the  last  days  of  the  summer 
conferences  at  Montreat. 

They  were  speaking  on  basic 
causes  of  conflict  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 

Dr.  Bell  suggested  (1)  The 
natural  "orneriness"  of  human 
personality;  (2)  Divisions  over 
secondary  matters,  minor 
doctrines,  or  interpretations;  and 
(3)  The  "basic  divergeance"  of 
attitudes  towards  the  Bible  - 
'whether  or  not  we  believe  in  the 
full  integrity  and  authority  of  the 
Scriptures.   .   .  that  the  Bible 


contains,  but  is  not  itself  the  word 
of  God.  .  .  or  that  the  Bible  is  no 
longer  relevant  to  today's  world". 

Dr.  Miller  stressed  the  tensions 
in  the  Church  such  as  hostility 
toward  Boards  and  Agencies,  a 
widening  gap  between  clergy  and 
laity,  and  suggested  that  the 
Church's  tensions  reflect  those  in 
the  culture  as  a  whole.  He  pointed 
out  that  the  South  has  only  recently 
been  drawn  into  the  main -stream 
of  national  life,  church  life  and 
theological  thought. 

The  two  speakers  agreed  on  the 
following  three  matters:  (1)  The 
central  issue  in  the  conflict  is  the 
point  of  view  held  toward  the 
Bible;  (2)  The  denomination  does 
not  need  a  new  "Confession  of 
Faith";  and  charges  made  by 
members  of  opposing  parties 
should       be  documented.

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Disciples  Celebrate 
Merger 

Cane  Ridge,  near  Paris, 
Kentucky,  was  the  scene  in  1801  of 
one  of  the  most  far  reaching  events 
in  frontier  religious  history. 
Around  the  Cane  Ridge  church 
some  20,000  persons  gathered  for  a 
camp  meeting  revival  out  of  which 
came  the  Disciples  of  Christ. 

To  the  same  spot  this  August 
came  80,000  black  members  of  the 
Disciples  church  to  celebrate  their 
decision  to  merge  with  the 
denomination's  predominantly 
white  General  Assembly. 

It  was  an  appropriate  site  for  the 
occasion,  for  here  the  first  black 
Disciples  evangelist  was  converted 
and  freed  to  preach  among  his 
people. 

The  slave's  owner  named  him 
Alexander  Campbell,  after  the 
man  who  along  with  Barton  Stone 
was  the  founder  of  the  Disciples 
church . 

In  the  unique  service,  white 
persons  sat  in  the  loft  -  as  blacks 
once  did  -  while  all  sang  "The 
Church  Is  One  Foundation". 

After  a  sermon  by  the  Rev. 
Qaude  Walker,  black  convention 
vice-president  from  Hawkins, 
Texas,  the  people  in  the  loft  were 
asked  to  come  down.  Everyone 
went  outside  where  the  blacks  and 
whites  joined  hands  in  a  circle  of 
friendship.

On  COCU 

A  lawyer  and  a  minister  ex- 
pressed widely  divergent  views 
on  what  will  happen  If  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  U.S.  enters  the 
United  Church,  planned  by  the 
Consultation  on  Church  Union. 
Warren  Wilson,  a  lawyer  and  field 
director  for  Concerned  Presbyter- 
ians, predicted  that  more  than  a 
thousand  ofthe  3,987  congregations 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S. 

Ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Wilson,  Concerned

Dr.  J.  Randolph  Taylor,  pastor 
of  Central  Presbyterian  Church, 
Atlanta  and  the  former  chairman 
of  the  Fellowship  of  Caiceni,  a 
pro-ecumenical  group  which  dis- 
banded last  year,  said  that  Mr. 
Wilson's  prediction  was  "impos- 
sible speculation".  Dr.  Taylor  said 
it  was  an  over  simplification  to 
view  the  Southern  Presbvterians' 
tensions  as  simply  between  con- 
servative and  liberals.

He  laid  the  blame  for  the  high 
rate  of  fatalities  on  irresponsible 
I  drivers,  disrespect  for  traffic  laws, 
and  the  indifference  of 
manufacturers  of  automobiles  to 
add  safety  features. 

UP  USA  Moderator 
Speaks 

The  Church  is  "very  much 
obligated"  to  involve  itself  in  social 
issues.  Dr.  George' A.  Sweazey,  of 
St.  Louis,  Moderator  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  General  Assembly, 
declared  following  his  election  in 
Houston. 

Referring  to  James  Forman  of 
the  National  Black  Economic 
Development  Conference  who  was 
invited  to  address  the  Assembly, 
Dr.  Seazey  explained  that  the 
invitation  "doesn't  mean 
recognition  or  reasonableness  of 
his  demands.  It  does  mean  he  is 
one  of  the  most  talked-of  figures  on 
the  religious  scene  today."  Dr. 
Sweazey  refused  to  accept  "in  any 
form"  the  Manifesto  of  the 
National  Black  Economic 
Development  Conference  which  is 
being  presented  to  church  and 
synagogue  leaders  around  the 
caHon. 

He  told  the  convention :  'We  will 
keep  our  attention  on  the  real 
issues,  injustice  and  poverty,  and 
not  be  lured  away  from  these  by 
the  'rhetoric  of  violence'."  On 
campus  violence,  the  new 
moderator  expressed  his  opinion 
that  "eventually  it  has  to  be  dealt 
with,"  but  he  refused  to  give 
blanket  approval  for  calling  in 
police. 

The  moderator,  formerly  an 
executive  of  the  denomination's 
evangelism  department,  labled 
evangelism  as  "always  basic"  for 
the  church.  "However,"  he  added, 
"there  is  no  choice  between 
evangelism  and  the  social  gospel.'' 

He  said  on  the  ABM,  "the 
country  is  moving  too  fast." 

Dr.  Sweazey  attributed  a  loss  in 
membership  in  the  denomination 
to  the  loss  of  "people  who  used  to 
go  to  church  because  it  was  an- 
cestral habit". 


Observes  I25th 
Anniversary

celebrated  its  125th  anniversary. 
The  morning  service  was 
conducted  by  the  Reverend 
Leighton  McKeithen,  a  former 
Minister  of  the  Church  who 
currently  is  Pastor  of  the  Highland ; 
Church,  Fayetteville.  A  picnic 
lunch  was  served  on  the  grounds, 
followed  by  an  historical  program 
at  2  P.M. 

Mr.  Parley  Rasmussen, 
Chairman  of  the  Publicity 
Committee,  says  of  this  Church: 
"Big  Rockfish  Church  owes  its 
existence  to  a  series  of  meetings 
held  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
present  church  by  Rev.  J.  W. 
Douglass  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Fayetteville  in  1835. 

Educator  and  Minister 

"The  Church  was  organized  in 
1844  as  Rockfish  Factory  Church. 
The  first  Minister  was  Rev.  Simeon 
Colton,  a  prominent  educator.  Mr. 
Colton  was  Headmaster  of 
Donaldson  Academy  of 
Fayetteville  Institute; 
Headmaster  of  Mississippi 
College,  Clinton,  Mississippi;  and 
Principal  of  Summerville 
Academy,  Lillington,  N.  C. 

"In  1857  the  Church  built  its 
present  sanctuary  and  changed  its 
name  to  Big  Rockfish.  The  building 
is  a  typical  antebellum  Church 
with  a  spiral  staircase  on  either 
side  of  the  front  and  a  gallery  on 
•each  side  and  the  rear  of  the 
Church. 

Other  Churches  organized 

"Big  Rockfish  dismissed  30  of  its 
members  to  form  Sherwood 
Church  in  1874.  In  1893,  it  dismissed 
31  of  its  members  to  form  Hope 
Mills  Church.  In  addition,  four  of 
the  charter  members  of  Red 
Springs  Presbyterian  Church  were 
from  Big  Rockfish". 


Presbyterian  Home  Assumes 
Heavy  Financial  Burden 


PSCE  Begins  New  Year 

The  Presbyterian  School  of 
Christian  Education,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  has  begun  its  55th  year 
with  the  largest  enrollment  of  B.  D. 
students  in  the  history  of  the 
School.  There  are  25  students  who 
have  already  earned  the  B.  D. 
degree  at  nine  seminaries.  They 
are  studjang  for  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  in  Christian 
Education. 

President  Charles  E.  S.  Kraemer 
said,  "We  interpret  this  as  an 
encouraging  trend-that  ministers 
are  reawakening  to  the  importance 
of  the  educational  work  of  the 
Church". 

The  remaining  students  in  the 
student  body  at  the  School  have 
received  bachelor's  degrees  from 
54  colleges  and  universities  in  the 
U.  S.  and  11  colleges  and 
universities  in  foreign  countries. 
Most  are  from  Virginia,  with  the 
second  largest  number  being  from 
North  Carolina.  Students  enrolled 
from  North  Carolina  include: 
William  E.  Alexander,  Charlotte; 
William  F.  Ansell,  Lenoir;  Miss 
Sallie  A.  Caudill,  Burlington;  Miss 
Linda  S.  Foust,  Jamestown;  Miss

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  a  deficit  of 
$11,428  was  reported  for  the  six 
months  operation  of  the 
Presbyterian  Home  in  High  Point. 
It  was  learned  that  the  cost  of 
caring  for  each  resident  amounted 
to  $75  more  a  month  than  each 
member  pays.  During  the  first  six 
months,  $96,082  was  required  from 
outside  sources  to  meet  the  budget. 

Serve  All  Economic  Levels 
The  Presbyterian  Home  includes 
people  from  all  economic  levels 
and  walks  of  life.  It  was  pointed  out 
that  this  is  as  it  should  be.  It  is  only 
through  outside  gifts,  memorials, 
and  bequests  that  this  mission  of 
the  Church  can  continue  to  serve. 
At  the  present  time,  over  90 
members  receive  financial  help 
each  month.  Several  residents 
receive  less  than  $50  a  month  in 
social  security  without  benefit  of 
supplemental  income. 

Synod  Budget  Allocation 

In  1969,  the  budget  allocation  by 
the  Synod  amounts  to  $104,800.

Dr.  Roberts,  a  native  of 
Tennessee  and  a  member  of  the 
NCSU  faculty  since  1943,  has 
received  national  recognition  for 
research  on  the  improvement  of 
milk  flavor,  milk  processing, 
manpower  efficiency  in  dairy 
plants,  and  milk  quality  control. 


Membership 
Increases 

Membership  in  the  Assemblies  of 
God  increased  by  49,602,  or  8.6 
percent,  to  a  total  of  625,660  during 
the  past  biennium. 

The  denomination's  General 
Secretary,  the  Rev.  Bartlett 
Peterson,  also  said  312  n^ 
churches  were  opened,  bringing 
the  total  number  of  congregations 
to  8,570.  The  Assemblies  of  God  had 
a  net  gain  in  ordained  and  licensed 
ministers  of  521,  bringing  that  total 
ito  17.026. 


benevolence  giving  of  the 
individual  churches.  Such  funds 
are  received  by  the  Home  only  to 
the  extent  that  the  churches 
support  benevolent  causes.  In  turn, 
the  nine  Presbyteries  have 
accepted  94.9  percent  or  $5,000  less 
than  the  original  allocated  amount. 
During  the  first  six  months,  about 
25  percent  of  this  allocated  amount 
was  received  by  the  Home. 

Heavy  Debt  Retirement 
The  total  indebtedness  of  the 
Presbyterian  Home  as  of  June  30, 
1969  was  $730,970  which  includes  a 
long  term  mortgage  for  past 
capital  expenditures.  The  debt 
service  for  this  period  was  $22,910. 
It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the 
Home  has  no  endowment  or 
operating  reserve,  no  benevolent 
assistance  fund  to  help  needy 
members.  It  actually  operates  on  a 
day  to  day,  month  to  month  basis. 
The  154,000  Presbyterians  make  up 
the  only  "endowment."

Atlanta  (PN)~In  an  urgent  letter 
sent  out  on  August  19  to  all 
churches  in  the  General  Assembly 
by  the  Rev.  R.  Matthew  Lynn  of 
Midland,  Texas,  Moderator  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S.,  an 
appeal  was  made  for  a  '  special 
offering  to  aid  victims  of 
Hurricane  Camille  "as  soon  as 
possible". 

Disbursement  of  Funds 

The  General  Council  authorized 
the  offering  at  the  request  of  the 
Church 's  Interboard  Committee  on 
Crisis,  which  will  be  responsible 
for  disbursing  the  funds  which  will 
be  sent  to  Presbytery  and  church 
forces  in  the  stricken  areas.  Mr. 
Thad  Godwin  of  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries  staff  in 
Atlanta,  has  been  released  to  serve 
the  Interboard  Committee  on 
Crisis  for  the  time  needed,  and  he 
will  be  working  with  the 
Presbytery  Committees  aiding  the 
victims. 

All  donors  are  asked  to  send  their 
monetary  contributions  marked 
"Crisis  Fund"  to  the  General 
Council,  341  Ponce  de  Leon  Ave., 
N.E.,  Atlanta,  Ga.  30308. 
Individuals  and  churches  wishing 
to  donate  food  or  clothing  are 
requested  to  hold  these 
contributions  in  their  own  locality 
until  they  contact  Thad  Godwin  at 
the  Presbyterian  Center  for 
instructions  and  information. 

Previous  Appeal  Results 
Announced 

Calls  to  Presbyterians  have  gone 
out  before  for  special  offerings  to 
relieve  suffering  caused  by  recent 
hurricanes.  One  was  in  1965  when 
Hurricane  Betsy  struck  the  New 
Orleans  area ;  another  in  1967  when 
south  Texas  was  pounded  by 
Hurricane  Beulah.  Presbyterians 
then  rallied  with  special 
contributions  totaling  $527,000. 


Tenth  Anniversary 

The  Vandalia  Presbyterian 
Church,  Greensboro,  will  observe 
its  tenth  anniversary  on  September 
28.  The  preacher  for  the  occasion 
will  be  the  Rev.  Ben  F.  Brown,  D. 
D.,  Executive  Secretary  of 
Abingdon  Presbytery,  and  former 
minister  of  the  Alamance  and 
Mebane  Presbyterian  Churches. 

Following  the  morning  service, 
dinner  will  be  served  on  the 
grounds. 

The  Vandalia  Church  was 
organized  on  January  4,  1959,  and 
the  first  service  was  conducted  by 
Dr.  Brown. 

Since  the  organization  of  the 
church  when  there  were  71  charter 
members,  62  persons  have  been 
added  on  profession  of  faith,  and 
336  by  restatement  of  faith  or  by 
transfer.  The  membership  today  is 
322.  The  budget  has  grown  from 
$4,242  in  1959  to  more  than  $36,000 
today. 

There  have  been  two  building 
programs,  but  additional  space  is 
needed. 

The  minister  of  the  church,  the 
Rev.  Jack  Davis,  has  been  called  to 
become  the  Associate  Pastor  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Knoxville,  Tennessee,  and  will 
meet  with  his  congregation  the  last 
time  in  connection  with  the 
anniversary  service. 

Charges  Tax  Abuse 

The  official  publication  of  the  N. 
C.  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  said  in  an  August  issue 
that  "if  and  when"  the  taxing  of 
certain  church  properties  comes 
about,  "it  will  necessarily  include 
taxing  of  other  private  institutions.

The  paper  denied  that  the 
Constitution  writers  envisioned 
taxation  of  church  property,  but 
the  paper  said  they  did  not  have 
knowledge  of  the  vast  abuses  since

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Presbyterian  Negro  Leaders 
Ask  For  $20  Million 


Editorial 


Atlanta  -  PN  -  The  "spirit  and 
intent"  of  the  Black  Presbyterian 
Leadership  Conference,  which  is 
asking  southern  Presbyterians  for 
$20  million  to  finance  a  variety  of 
projects  has  been  "heartily" 
affirmed  by  the  denomination's 
Council  on  Church  and  Society. 

In  a  four-page  document  adopted 
at  a  meeting  of  100  black  leaders 
September  26-28,  the  Conference 
called  "institutional  white  racism 
(the)  central  problem  (that)  must 
be  faced  first  by  the  whites  in  the 
church." 

Challenge  to  Church 
The  document  challenged  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.  to 
support  projects  in  the  areas  of 
business  and  agriculture, 
improved  education  and  cultural 
development,  recreational 
programs,  housing  and  land 
acquisition,  social  and  political 
action  programs,  and  for  making  a 
more  effective  black  ministry. 

The  document  was  sent  to  the 
Council  on  Church  and  Society,  the 
denomination's  Boards  of  National 
Ministries,  Christian  Education, 
Women's  Work,  World  Missions, 
the  General  Council,  and  Dr.  R. 
Matthew  Lynn  of  Midland,  Texas, 
Moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly,  for  "information  and 
action". 

The  Council's  response  to  the 
paper,  besides  affirming  "the  spi- 
rit and  intent  of  the  Conference", 
expressed  gratitude  for  the 
presentation  made  to  the  Council 
by  representatives  of  the 
Conference. 

All-Negro  Conference 
The  statement  was  drawn  up  in 
September  by  an  all-Negro 
Conference  of  Presbyterians,  U.S., 
and  called  for  an  end  to  racial 
discrimination  in  employment,  in 
industrial  plants,  trade  unions,  and 
for  the  Presbyterian  Church  to 
support  blacks  on  picket  lines.  It 
further  urged  sending  missionaries 
to  "dark"  countries  who  have 
experienced  living  among 
minorities.  Furthermore  it  asks  for 
$500,000  a  year  for  a  5-year  period 
to  fund  "ten  various  projects  in 
black  churches"  . .  .  and  urged  the 
church  to  make  available  to  black 
churches  the  sum  of  $5  million  to  be 
used  for  low-interest  and  high-risk 
ventures  for  businesses  and  small 
entrepreneurs." 


The  document  further  asks  the 
denomination  to  provide  funds  for 
development  of  cultural  programs 
and  recreational  facilities  for 
black  youngsters  and  that  church 
land  be  made  available  to 
dispossessed  black  farmers,  low- 
income  families,  and  for  homes  for 
elderly  blacks. 

Stillman  College  Included 
The  paper  requested  that  the 
operating  budget  for  Stillman 
College  be  doubled  and  that  its 
endowment  be  raised  to  at  least  $10 
million. 

Caucus  representatives  said  the 
document  "is  not  intended  to 
replace  the  demands  made  upon 
white  churches  by  the  Black 
Manifesto". 

There  are  47  black  clergyman 
and  an  estimated  6,000  black 
members  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S. 


Present  From 
North  Carolina 

Charlotte's  .  two  Negro 
ministers  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  attended  parts  of 
the  Atlanta  conference  for  black 
clergy  and  laity  of  the 
denomination. 

Rev.  M.  A.  Cochrane  of  Amay 
James  Presbyterian  Church 
and  Rev.  A.  Rudolph  Hendricks 
of  South  Tryon  Church,  along 
with  lay  representatives,  joined 
more  than  a  hundred  Negro 
leaders  from  the  Southeast 
meeting  at  the  Inter- 
denominational Theological 
Center  in  Atlanta. 

The  conference  grew  out  of 
feelings  of  alienation  by  black 
representatives  at  the  Montreat 
Conference  of  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries  last  August. 

Hendricks,  who  was 
scheduled  to  preside  over 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  on 
October  21,  was  quoted  as 
saying  that  the  conference 
emphasized  supporting  higher 
education  in  order  to  produce 
more  black  leaders. 
Furthermore  that  it  was  his 
impression  that  the  black  nat- 
ionalist-oriented leaders  were 
trying  to  get  rid  of  the  older 
black  leaders,  as  if  they  were 
Uncle  Toms. 
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"Orderly  Process  Means  Unity" 


A  recent  advertisement  in  some 
church  and  secular  publications, 
under  the  auspices  of  some 
"Presbyterian  Ministers,  Officers, 
and  Sessions"  appearing  as  a 
"Declaration  of  Commitment", 
calling  for  Presbyterians  to 
subscribe  their  names  to  the 
document,  apparently  has 
confused  many  members  of  the 
Church.  In  hopes  of  clarifying  the 
issue  and  assuaging  concern,  we 
wish  to  make  the  following 
observations : 

(1)  The  "Declaration  of 
Commitment"  is  a  document 
without  official  status.  It 
represents  no  Court  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 

(2)  The  "Declaration"  contains  a 
number  of  statements  of  conviction 
to  which  most,  if  not  all  of  the 
ministers  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.,  subscribe. 
There  are  4,337  ordained  ministers 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S. 
Of  the  approximately  500  names 
listed  as  subscribing  to  the 
"Declaration",  many  of  them  are 
unidentifiable  as  ministers  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.  Art 
analysis  of  the  signers  of  the 
"Declaration",  made  by  students 
in  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
reveals  that  not  more  than  260 
names  can  be  identified  as 
Presbyterian  ministers  from  all 
available  official  sources. 

(3)  There  has  not  been,  nor  is 
there  any  evidence  to  support  the 
assumption,  that  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.  will  "change  in 
substance  or  otherwise  debase  our 
historic  doctrinal  commitment", 
as  hinted  in  the  paper,  or  make  any 
change  in  the  Constitution  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  except  by  a 
orderly  process,  contained  in  the 
Constitution. 

(4)  In  reference  to  any  sort  of 
union,  the  Presbyterian  Church  by 
its  Constitution  has  built-in 
guarantees  against  "altering  or 
diluting"  the  Constitution,  and  to 
the  contrary  provides  adequate 
safeguards  for  preserving  historic 
doctrine  and  polity.  Any  change  or 


union  which  might  occur  would  be 
contingent  on  earnest  prayer  and 
the  leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
not  without  due  deliberation  of 
committees  and  courts  of  the 
Church  through  due  process  of  law. 

There  have  been  efforts  in  recent 
years  to  inaugurate  movements 
within  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
contrary  to  the  Church  itself  and  - 
or  its  Courts.  One  of  the 
distinguishing  characteristics  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  is  that  it 
is  so  constituted  as  to  provide  for 
orderly  process  in  resolving 
issues :  from  lower  courts  to  higher 
courts  (the  Session,  the 
Presbytery,  the  Synod,  and  the 
General  Assembly),  in  each 
instance  guaranteeing  to 
minorities  every  right  to  complain 
or  appeal,  followed  by  a  fair 
hearing,  full  debate,  and  free 
suffrage,  determined  by  majority 
vote. 

As  for  union,  no  church  is  better 
fortified  against  error  or  deception 
than  the  Presbyterian  Church,  by 
its  Constitution,  which  requires  for 
"full  organic  union  and 
consolidation  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  with 
any  other  ecclesiastical  body"  that 
there  must  be  first  approval  of  the 
proposed  union  by  the  General 
Assembly  and  its  recommendation 
to  the  presbyteries;  the  subsequent 
advice  and  consent  of  three-fourths 
of  the  presbyteries;  and  the 
subsequent  approval  and 
consummation  of  the  matter  by  the 
General  Assembly. 

The  above  precludes  haste, 
necessitating  thorough 
investigation  and  study;  debate; 
amendment;  time  for  deliberate 
consideration,  and  every  other 
safeguard  within  reason. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the 
vast  majority  of  ministers'  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  will  refrain 
from  endorsing  the  "Declaration", 
and  it  is  believed  that  a  majority  of 
the  officers  and  other  lay  members 
of  the  Church,  when  properly 
informed,  will  be  likeminded.

Seminary,  said  the  traditional 
controversy  among  theologians, 
over  whether  their  thoughts  should 
begin  with  God  and  His  revelation, 
a  position  associated  with  the  late 
Karl  Barth,  or  with  man  and  his 
problems,  as  advocated  by  the 
followers  of  Rudolph  Buitmann, 
should  be  set  aside. 

Both  theological  statements  and 
questions  involving  social  issues 
should  stress  their  goals  and  the 
different  criteria  by  which  the  two 
are  judged,  Dr.  Ritschl  asserted. 

Committee  Meets  To 
Draft  New  Confession 

Dr.  Albert  C.  Wynn,  President  of 
Louisville  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary,  convened 
the  12-man  Ad  interim  Committee 
to  draft  a  Confession  of  Faith  and 
Book  of  Confessions  for  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  in 
Atlanta  on  September  18-19. 

Dr.  Wynn  said  the  committee 
will  look  at  proposed  new 
confessions  as  it  begins  its  work, 
but  he  said  the  committee  would 
not  propose  the  adoption  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church's 
Confession  of  1967. 

Future  committee  meetings 
were  scheduled  for  January  15-16 
and  March  13-14.

Spence,  former  Executive  Director 
of  the  Presbyterian  Historical 
Society,  Montreat;  Mrs.  Isaac 
Myers,  and  Mrs.  Jack  Rankin, 
music;  and  the  minister  of  the 
Church,  the  Reverend  Ralph 
Bright. 

First  "Meeting  House" 

The  record  of  the  early  Church 
indicates  that  the  original 
meetinghouse  was  located  more 
than  two  miles  east  of  the  present 
old  Bethpage  Methodist  site  in 
Rowan  County.  Records  go  back  to 
1793. 

The  first  meeting  of  Concord 
Presbytery  was  held  at  the  Beth- 
page Church  on  December  24, 1795, 
and  on  this  occasion  the  Rev. 
James  Gillespie  was  licensed  as  a 
candidate  for  the  ministry.  Pastors 
from  the  nearby  Thyatira  and 
Poplar  Tent  Churches  supplied  the 
Church  during  the  early  years. 

Sponsored  Early  Sunday  Schools 
Two   Sunday   Schools  were 


sponsored  by  the  Church  prior  to 
1840,  in  which  year  the  Church  was 
moved  to  its  present  location,  a 
farm  of  50  acres  donated  by  Miss 
Sophia  Overcash. 

A  white  frame  building  with  a 
slave  gallery  was  erected  and 
served  as  a  house  of  worship  until 
the  present  structure  was  built  in 
1957. 

The  first  Deacons  were  elected  in 
1841. 

Until  1897,  negro  members 
worshipped  in  the  Church,  but  in 
that  year  they  withdrew  in  a  body 
to  organize  Bethpage  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  located  on 
Mooresville  Road. 

In  1894,  a  Centennial  Celebration 
was  held  honoring  six  ministerial 
sons  of  the  Church,  to  wit,  the  Rev. 
Jethro  Rumple,  D.D.,  the  Rev. 
John  F.  Cannon,  D.D.,  the 
Reverends  Thomas  J.  Allison, 
Walter  W.  Kellough,  J.E.L. 
Winecoff  and  Thomas  E.  Winecoff. 
Since  that  time  the  Rev.  Walter 
Furr  and  the  Rev.  Watson  Voils 
have  been  added  to  the  number. 

A  manse  was  erected  in  1936,  and 
the  Rev.  Robert  Turner  was  called 
as  the  first  full-time  pastor. 

The  current  membership  of  the 
Church  is  350,  and  the  Minister  is 
the  Rev.  Ralph  G.  Bright,  a  native 
of  Chicago,  who  is  a  graduate  of 
Davidson  College  and  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Class  of 
1965.

Leader  Among  Presbyteries 

The  Report  of  the  Stewardship 
Committee  revealed  that  Kings 
Mountain  Presbytery  maintained 
its  number  one  rank  in  per  capita 
giving  to  benevolences  among  the 
nine  Presbyteries  of  the  Synod  and 
that  21  of  the  churches  had  enabled 
the  Presbytery  to  reach  112 
percent  of  its  target  goal  in  pledges 
and  gifts  to  the  St.  Andrews  College 
"Forward  Fund  Campaign".

Winston-Salem 

Winston-Salem  Presbytery,  at  its 
recent  meeting  in  Mt.  Airy, 
authorized  the  establishment  of  a 
fund  of  $2,000  to  provide 
psychological  and  psychiatric  aid 
for  ministers  of  the  Presbytery. 

The  Rev.  E.  E.  Kirkman, 
Chairman  of  the  Commission  on 
the  Minister  and  His  Work,  brought 
in  the  report  which  asked  the 
Presbytery  to  approve  of  a  $2,000- 
appropriation  to  initiate  the 
program. 

A.  L.  Alexander,  of  Flat  Rock, 
was  elected  Moderator-Nominee 
and  the  Rev.  Jeffrey  Smith, 
Moderator. 

The  Presbytery  also  approved  of 
an  experimental  ministry, 
undergirded  by  a  $30,000  grant 
from  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries,  Atlanta,  augmented  by 
$100,000  from  the  Presbytery  over 
a  three-year  period.

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Goldsboro  1st 
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Constitutional  amendments  that 
would  permit  federated  or  union 
churches  with  any  denomination 
were  proposed  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Pan-Presbyterian 
Conference  held  in  Atlanta  on 
September  22-23. 

The  provision  would  permit 
Presbyteries  to  authorize 
constituent  churches  to  form  or 
organize  such  federated  or  union 
churches,  "acting  in  concert  with  a 
comparable  judicatory  of  another 
denomination". 

Synods  could  reject  proposals  for 
federated  churches  under  their 
power  of  review  and  control  of 
presbyteries. 

Another  proposed  constitutional 
change  would  permit  judicatories, 
churches,  or  agencies  to  cooperate 
with  those  in  other  denominations 
"in  undertaking  and  conducting 
program." 

A  third  proposal  deals  with  a 
presbytery  receiving  ministers 
from  other  ecclesiastical  bodies. 
The  presbytery  would  recognize 
_  the  minister's  previous  ordination 


"Upon  the  expression  of  his 
acceptance  of  the  obligation  and 
the  ordination  vows  required  of  a 
minister  in  the  constitution"  of  the 
Presbyterian  or  Reformed 
churches. 

Five  denominations  belong  to  the 
Pan  Presbyterian  Conference.

"We  seek  to  minister,  effectively 
and  efficiently,  with  Christian  love 
to  each  child  while  he  is  in  our 
care,  with  programs  also  for 
parents,  in  familv  life  education", 
she  said.

Rudd,  all  of  whom  have  the  title  of 
teachers. 

There  are  15  children  currently 
enrolled  in  the  Center,  and  the 
capacity  enrollment  is  20.

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Presbyterian  Home  Board 
Of  Trustees  Convene 


The  semi-annual  Board  of 
Trustees  meeting  was  held  at  the 
Home  in  High  Point  on  Wednesday, 
October  8,  1969,  Mr.  Tally  D.  Blair, 
Winston-Salem,  Board  Chairman, 
presiding.  A  report  was  given 
relative  to  the  re-establishment  of 
the  Presbyterian  Foundation  of 
North  Carolina  and  the  part  the 
Home  will  play  in  its  operation. 
The  finance  Committee  Chairman, 
Mr.  W.  H.  Sullivan,  Jr.  of 
Greensboro  reported  on  the  long 
range  view  of  outstanding  notes 
and  bequests  left  to  the  home 
during  the  past  eight  months.  The 
actual  income  from  Wills  and 
Bequests  totalled  $49,947  to  be 
placed  in  the  Capital  Fund.  The 
Board  treasurer,  Mr.  Robert  G. 
Culp,  Jr.  of  High  Point  reported  a 
deficit  of  over  $23,000  (not 
including  depreciation)  for  the 
eight  months  ending  September  30, 
1969.  It  has  been  necessary  to 
borrow  these  funds  from  the 
Capital  account.  It  was  pointed  out 
that  this  difficiency  is  largely  the 
difference  between  the  cost  of  care 
and  the  income  from  residents 
which  amounts  to  approximately 
73  percent  of  the  budget. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  also  heard 
a  report  from  Mrs.  Reid  Brown  of 
Pineville,  Chairman  of  the 
Memorials  Committee  about  this 
important  source  of  income  to  the 
Home  which  totals  $8,500  to  date. 
The  Executive  Director,  Richard 
A.  Short,  reported  on  the  general 
activities  and  conditions  of  the 
Home  pointing  out  that  at  the 
present  time  there  are  52  members 
in  the  Infirmary  which  has  normal 
accomodations  for  47  patients. 

Dining  Room  Addition 

Mrs.  Margaret  Koonts  of  High 
Point,  Chairman  of  the  House 
Committee,  reported  that  the  new 
dining  room  addition  is  nearing 
completion.  This  enlargement  will 
eliminate  the  need  of  a  smaller 
auxiliary  dining  room.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  the  added  room 
will  also  allow  for  additional 
apartments  and  cottages  in  the 
future. 

Key  Women 

The  plan  and  formation  of  Key 
Women  in  the  various  churches 
throughout  the  Synod  was 
explained  by  William  R.  Atkins, 
Director  of  Public  Relations.  The 
plan  has  been  started  in  Orange 
Presbyterian  through  the  help  of 
Mrs.  Joseph  Allred,  President  and 
Mrs.  Rossie  D.  Glass,  Chairman  of 
Christian  Community  Action.  The 
Presbyterian  presidents  of 
Winston  Salem,  Concord,  and 
Fayetteville  are  also  forming  a 
Key  Women  group.  Other 
Presbyterial  presidents  will  be 
acquainted  with  the  plan  which  it  is 
hoped  will  be  completed  by  the  end 
of  the  year. 

The  Key  Women  will  act  as  a 
liaison  between  the  Home  and 
Women  of  the  Church  in  promoting 
the  Mother's  Day  offerings, 
projects  of  limited  size,  as  well  as 
generating  interest,  and  concern 
for  the  215  members  residing  at  the 
Home.  There  are  presently  190 
women  of  which  more  than  150 
were  Women  of  the  Church.  Many 
members  continue  to  be  active  in 
the  churches  of  the  High  Point 
area.

DR.  FOSDICK 

Fosdick  Dies 

The  famed  preacher  who  led  the 
forces  of  American  liberal 
theology  for  six  decades  and  the 
founder  of  the  interdenominational 
Riverside  Church  died  on  October  5 
at  Lawrence  Hospital  in  suburban 
Bronxville  at  91. 

As  preacher,  author,  teacher, 
hymn  writer,  and  radio  personality 
Dr.  Harry  Emerson  Fosdick  was  a 
central  figure  in  the  liberal 
fundamentalist  controversy  which 
surged  through  U.  S. 
Protestantism  in  the  1920s  and 
1930s. 

In  1946,  he  retired  from  a  38-year 
professorship  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  and  from  24  years  on  the 
Sunday  National  Vespers  radio 
program. 

He  wrote  some  40  books.  Among 
these  was  his  autobiography,  "The 
Living  of  These  Days"  published  in 
1956.

500  Clergymen 
Oppose  Union 

Opposition  to  any  effort  to  take 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  into 
"the  massive  organization 
envisioned"  by  the  Consultation  on 
Church  Union  (COCU)  was  voiced 
by  500  clergymen  of  the 
denomination  in  a  statement 
released  shortly  after  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  and' the  Pre- 
sbyterian Church  U.  S.  held  the 
first  of  a  series  of  meetings  on 
merger  possibilities  early  in 
October. 

An  advertisement  sponsored  by 
a  group  called  Presbyterians 
United,  "A  Declaration  of 
Commitment''  to  a  Presbyterian 
theology  and  form  of  church 
government  appeared  in 
newspapers  throughout  the  South 
and  in  Presbyterian  publications. 

According  to  the  statement,  the 
500  ministers  will  not  support  any 
church  union  move,  not  preserving 
"a  confessional  Church, 
thoroughly  Reformed  and 
Presbyterian".

Death  Claims 
Rev.  Thomas  B.  Ruff 

The  Rev.  Thomas  B.  Ruff  died  on 
October  4,  1969,  at  the 
Presbyterian  Home,  High  Point,  at 
the  age  of  82.  His  service  as  a 
Presbyterian  minister  covered  43 
years  prior  to  his  retirement  in 
June,  1958.  Since  his  retirement,  he 
had  further  served  as  Assistant 
pastor  with  the  Rev.  G.  Elliott 
Dixon  at  Belk  Memorial  Church  in 
Charlotte,  N.C. 

Mr.  Ruff  was 
born  on  May 
27,  1887  in 
Lexington,  Vir- 
ginia .  He 
received  his 
B.A,  degree 
from  Washing- 
ton and  Lee 
University  in 
1912.  After  his 
decision  to 
enter  the 
ministry,  he 
earned  a  BD  degree  at  Union 
Theoligical  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond, Va.  in  1914,  and  another 
degree  at  Princeton  Theological 
Seminary. 

In  June,  1916,  he  was  married  to 
the  former  Nancy  L.  Oliver  of 
Charlotte  Court  House,  Virginia. 

His  ten  pastorates  were  about 
evenly  divided  between  Virginia 
and  North  Carolina  including 
several  churches  in  the  Piedmont, 
Gloucester,  and  Brookmeal  areas 
in  Virginia.  His  last  five  pastorates 
were  in  North  Carolina  and 
included  a  group  of  churches  at  Old 
Fort,  Cleveland,  Leaksville, 
Wilmington  as  well  as  three 
churches  near  Reidsville.  Rev.  Mr. 
Ruff  was  awarded  the  William 
Black  Citation  at  Presbyterian 
Junior  College  for  his  years  of 
vigorous  pastoral  work  in  North 
Carolina. 

He  lived  in  Charlotte  during  ten 
years  of  retirement  and  continued 
active  in  church  work  by  serving 
as  Assistant  Pastor  first  at  Forest 
Hills  Church  and  later  at  Belk 
Memorial  Church.  The  Ruffs 
moved  to  the  Presbyterian  Home 
at  High  Point  on  Aug.  15,  1968,  14 
months  prior  to  his  death. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  of  the 
Presbyterian  Home;  three  sons, 
Samuel  Ruff  of  Arlington,  Virginia, 
Thomas  C.  Ruff  of  Charlotte  and 
John  A.  Ruff  of  San  Francisco, 
Calif.  Also  surviving  is  a  sister, 
Mrs.  Mary  R.  Davis  of  South 
Carolina.

Mecklenburg  Presbytery  met  in 
the  Steele  Creek  Presbyterian 
Church,  Charlotte,  October  21.  The 
first-  meeting  of  present 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  was  held 
in  the  same  church  in  October  1869. 

The  first  Mecklenburg 
Presbytery  was  organized  on 
Saturday,  October  9,  1824,  and  was 
dissolved  in  1827.  At  that  time  there 
were  eight  ministers,  twelve 
churches,  and  1,921  members.

It  was  reported  to  Presbytery 
that  Dr.  Legette  Blythe  has  revised 
Lhe  history  of  the  Presbytery  which 
will  appear  in  the  new  Manual.

Recipients  of  the  offering  are 
a  medical  training  center  in 
Luluabourg,  Congo,  and  a 
conference  center  of  the 
Evangelical  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Portugal,  which  was 
earmarked  to  receive  $35,000. 


Annuities  Board  Announces  Increases 


Atlanta  -  PN  -  Two  increases  in 
benefits  to  participants  of  Group 
Life  and  Major  Medical  Insurance 
programs  were  approved  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Annuities  and  Relief,  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S. 

Additional  benefits  include  an 
increase  in  the  maximum  hospital 
room  and  board  rate  under  the 
contract  from  $30  to  $40.00  per  day 
and  doubling  of  the  maternity 
benefit  from  $150.00  to  $300.00. 

The  changes  become  effective 
next  July,  at  the  begining  of  the 
insurance  year.  There  will  be  no 
increase  in  premiums. 

Term  life  insurance  also  was 
approved,  beginning  December  31. 


1969  participants  will  be 
provided  14  months  coverage  at  the 
cost  of  12  months'  coverage.  New 
members  may  enroll  in  the  term 
life  program  between  January  1  - 
March  1,  and  "open  period" 
requiring  no  proof  of  health,  by 
paying  the  annual  premium. 

All  spouses  and  unmarried 
dependents  of  the  participants  of 
the  program,  beginning  on 
January  1,  will  be  provided  with 
insurance  up  to  a  maximum  of 
$2,000  for  spouses,  $1,000  for  each 
dependent,  unmarried  child, 
without  additional  cost.

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^     $1.2  Million 
Grant  Announced 

Nashville,  Tennessee--A  cable 
.  from  Korea  has  informed  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  that  a 
large  grant  to  the  Presbyterian 
Medical  Center  in  Chonju  has  been 
confirmed.  The  designation  of 
$1,250,000  to  the  Center  by  the 
German  Government  gives  a  green 
light  for  construction  of  a  250-bed 
hospital. 

The  grant  complements  money 
already  raised  by  Presbyterians  in 
the  United  States  and  matches,  on 
a  one-to-one  basis,  value  at  hand 
for  the  Center  in  Korea.  In  1965,  the 
Birthday  Offering  of  the  Women  of 
the  Church  secured  over  $432,000 
for  the  Hospital.  The  Medical 
Benevolence  Foundation,  an 
organization  of  Presbyterian 
doctors,  has  raised  $255,000. 

Founded  in  1947  by  Dr.  Paul  S. 
Crane,  the  Center  has  graduated  27 
specialists,  190  general 
practitioners,  300  nurses  and  some 
400  hospital  technicians.  It  serves  a 
city  of  230,000  inhabitants; 
however,  the  Center  operates  in  an 
old,  inadequate  structure.  It  is  so 
overcrowded  that  patients  occupy 
beds  in  the  Hospital's  hallways. 
The  new  structure  will  alleviate 
the  congestion  and  allow  for 
expansion  of  the  Center's  vitar 
residency  and  intern  program. 

Dr.  Crane  serves  as  Director  of 
the  Center. 


SYNOD  DEDICATES  NEW 
GUIDANCE  CENTER 


Ted  Daniel 
To  Washington 

Ted  L.  Daniel,  Director  of  TRAV 
tor  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
1961-1968,  has  recently  become 
affiliated  with  the  Office  Staff  of 
Congressman  L.  H.  Fountain  of 
Tarboro,  as  an  administrative 
assistant. 

Mr.  Daniel,  who  left  the  Synod 
work  in  the  fall  of  1968,  to  become 
Director  of  NCERA,  moved  to 
Washington  with  his  family  on  or 
about  November  1,  1969. 


Presbyterians  of  North  Carolina 
dedicated  their  new  Presbyterian 
Guidance  Center  building  on  the  St. 
Andrews  College  campus  Tuesday. 
During  the  ceremonies  honor  was 
paid  to  two  men  who  had  key  roles 
in  starting  the  guidance  program 
17  years  ago. 

Dr.  Rodger  Decker,  dean  of 
students  at  St.  Andrews,  read 
resolutions  for  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  expressing  appreciation 
to  the  late  Dr.  Price  H.  Gwynn,  Jr. 
and  Dr.  Marshall  S.  Woodson. 
Dr.  Gwvnn  was  first  director  of  the 
guidance  program  and  dean  at 
Flora  Macdonald  College  and  at  St. 
Andrews.  Dr.  Woodson  was 
president  of  Flora  Macdonald  and 
gave  active  support  to  opening  of 
the  guidance  center.  He  later 
became  vice  president  of  St. 
Andrews  and  now  lives  in 
retirement  in  Thomasville,  Ga. 
One  of  First  Centers 

The  $90,000  one-story  structure 
provides  the  first  permanent 
quarters  for  a  program  begun  in 
1952  to  offer  vocational  counselling 
and  guidance  to  Presbyterian  and 
other  youth  in  the  state.  The  center 
was  the  second  to  be  established  by 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  said  Dr. 
Harold  J.  Dudley  of  Raleigh, 
general  secretary  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  in  giving  a  brief 
history  of  the  program.  The 
denomination  now  operates  12 
centers  throughout  the  South. 
Accredited  by  the  American  Board 
on  Counselling  Services,  the  North 
Carolina  center  serves  about  1,000 
people  each  year.

Governor  Sets 
Traffic  Safety  Sunday 

Governor  Robert  W.  Scott  has 
designated  November  23,  1969  as 
'Traffic  Safety  Sunday  for  the 
Churches  of  North  Carolina'. 

The  Sunday  designated  was 
purposely  chosen  for  the 
observance  since  it  immediately 
precedes  the  Thanksgiving  holiday 
weekend,  traditionally  one  of  the 
most  dangerous  of  the  year  on 
streets  and  highways.  Last 
Thanksgiving  there  were  1,703 
accidents  in  North  Carolina. 
Thirty-three  persons  were  killed 
and  928  injured. 

All  churches  have  been 
requested  to  stress  the  importance 
of  traffic  safety  in  efforts  to  curtail 
the  high  number  of  accidents  and 
fatalities. 

The  Synod  of  North  _  Carolina 
adopted  a  significant  paper  in  June 
on  the  subject  of  traffic  safety,  and 
ordered  that  copies  be  mailed  to  all 
sessions  of  churches,  urging  them 
and  all  their  church  members  to 
study  the  paper  and  to  take 
appropriate  action.  Furthermore, 
church  members  were  urged  to 
"dedicate  themselves  to  traffic 
safety"  and  each  church  was  also 
"urged  to  emphasize  traffic  safety 
one  Sunday,  and  all  year,  as  an 
expression  of  moral  respon- 
sibility". 

The  Synod  further  urged  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of

Our  Apology

'Declaration'  most  of  them  have 
been  identified  as  ministers  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
by  students  in  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Rich- 
mond, Virginia. 

We  regret  the  error  and  offer 
our  sincere  apologies  to  both  the 
ministers  whose  names 
appeared  in  the  "Declaration" 
and  to  the  students  who  made 
the  study. 


EDITOR'S  REPLY 

In  a  letter  under  "Presbyterian 
Pulse",  appearing  on  this  page. 
Dr.  Carl  W.  McMurray  corrects  us 
in  reference  to  the  error  about  the 
number  of  ministers  who  signed 
the  "Declaration",  and  we  have 
not  only  made  correction  in  this 
issue,  above,  but  have  endeavored 
to  correct  the  error  promptly 
wherever  it  has  been  repeated. 

His  statement  that  "There  are  a 
number  of  errors  in  the 
editorial..."  is  not  sustained 
beyond  the  one  error 
acknowledged,  nor  by  fact. 

We  seem  to  be  agreed  that  there 
should  be  orderly  process  by  all 
parties  in  the  Church,  and,  as  he 
acknowledges,  there  are  other 
places  of  agreement.  Our  concern 
is  also  for  all  parties  who  have 
promised  subjection  to  our 
brethren  in  "maintaining  the 
truths  of  the  Gospel  and  the  purity 
and  peace  of  the  Church."  In  view 
of  Dr.  McMurray's  statement  that, 
"As  far  as  the  editorial's  general 
appeal  to  Presbyterian  policy  is 
concerned,  we  are  for  it",  perhaps 
basically,  we  are  not  too  far  apart.

PRESBYTERIAN  PULSE 

To  the  Editor: 

Your  page  one  editorial  in  the  October  issue  provided  a  source  of 
publicity  which  Presbyterian  Churchmen  United  had  not  expected  for 
the  500-signature  "Declaration  of  Commitment."  We  thank  you  for 
informing  many  more  Presbyterians  that  some  of  us  have  taken  a 
stand. 

However,  there  are  a  number  of  errors  in  the  editorial  which  should 
be  corrected.  We  trust  you  will  give  equal  space  and  prominence  to  this 
response. 

The  editorial  said  "many"  of  the  500  signers  are  "unidentifiable  as 
ministers  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.",  and  that  "An 
analysis  of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  made  by  students  in  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  reveals  that  not  more  than  260  names  can  be 
identified  as  Presbyterian  ministers  from  all  available  official 
sources." 

For  the  information  of  your  readers,  all  the  signers  of  the 
"Declaration",  except  fifteen,  are  listed  as  ministers  in  the  April  1969 
"official"  minutes  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  remaining  fifteen  are 
listed  in  later  official  presbytery  records. 

As  to  some  of  your  editorial  conclusions,  we  would  note : 

1 )  Of  course,  the  Declaration  is  not  an  official  document  of  one  of  the 
Church  courts.  It  does  not  claim  to  be,  even  though  your  editorial  hinted 
that  some  readers  might  consider  it  to  be  official. 

2)  If  "most"  Presbyterian  ministers  sincerely  subscribe  to  the 
statements  of  conviction  in  our  advertisement,  as  you  suggested,  then 
we  would  have  no  reason  to  go  into  print  with  the  Declaration.  If  the 
Church  were  not  in  its  present  difficulty,  we  would  not  be  concerned.  If 
the  doctrines  of  the  denomination  were  being  faithfully  taught  and  the 
constitution  observed,  we  would  not  feel  it  necessary  to  call  attention  to 
our  commitment. 

'3)  There  is  ample  evidence  for  the  assumption  that  the  confessional 
position  of  our  Church  is  about  to  be  changed.  The  1969  General 
Assembly  authorized  a  committee  to  propose  a  new  confession  together 
with  a  book  of  confessions.  That  same  Assembly  turned  down  a  proposal 
that  the  committee  be  made  up  of  representatives  elected  by  the  synods. 
It  left  the  appointment  to  the  moderator,  who  is  on  record  as  having  said 
he  would  not  appoint  anyone  not  in  basic  agreement  with  the  task  to  be 
performed. 

4)  Your  assurance  that  union  can  be  effected  only  after  a  very  orderly 
and  difficult  process  would  be  reassuring  except  for  the  recent 
experience  of  the  Church.  The  success  of  union  presbytery  advocates  at 
the  last  General  Assembly  is  one  alarming  reminder  that  constitutional 
safeguards  mean  little  to  some  in  our  Church.  The  fact  that  some  of  our 
denominational  agencies  are  going  ahead  with  de  facto  union  with 
agencies  of  other  denominations  even  before  approval  by  the  Assembly 
is  another  signal  that  constitutional  procedures  are  no  longer  serving  as 
we  hope. 

As  far  as  the  editorial's  general  appeal  to  Presbyterian  policy  is 
concerned,  we  are  for  it!  That  is  one  of  the  declaration's  major  points. 
We  are  not  prepared  to  abandon  representative  Church  government  for 
the  episcopacy  or  any  other  form.  But  many  among  us  are  not  so  like- 
minded. 

This  is  a  time  of  crisis.  It  is  time  for  men  of  conviction  to  stand  up  and 
be  counted.  We  are  grateful  that  signatures  of  ministers  are  continuing 
to  come  to  us  and  that  sessions  are  now  also  going  on  record  for  this 
declaration.

0  Tradition",  asking  the 
lignificant  question:  Is  the  church 
oday  to  be  imprisoned  by 
radition,  or  is  it  to  be  a  body  of 
)eople  free  to  follow  the  Holy 
Spirit? 


Bailey  Chosen  Moderator 
Professor  John  Bailey  of 
Davidson  College  was  elected 
moderator.  The  Reverend  George 
Calhoun,  minister  of  Thyatira 
Presbvterian  Church  near 
Salisbury,  was  named  moderator- 
nominee  for  the  385th  stated 
meeting  of  Presbytery  to  be  held 
January  27,  1970,  at  Davidson 
College  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  following  commissioners  to 
the  General  Assembly  next  June 
were  elected  by  ballot:  Four 
ministers—  the  Reverend  Neill 
McGeachy  (First  Church, 
Statesville),  the  Reverend  J.  D.

(Taylorsville),  and  Jack  Suddreth 
(Fairview,  Lenoir). 

Dr.  Street's  Address 

Dr.  Street,  introduced  by  the 
Reverend  A.  A.  Saleeby,  Chairman 
of  the  World  Missions  and  Inter- 
Church  Aid  Committee,  presented 
seven  points  in  his  discussion  of  the 
work  of  World  Missions,  showing 
the  need  for  increased  support  of 
the  program.  He  described  the 
nature  of  expanding  policies. 

Beginning  with  the  financial 
situation,  he  said  it  has  been 
necessary  to  reduce  the  program 
in  order  to  pay  bills.  There  has 
been  no  increase  in  the  budget  in 
three  years,  yet  the  cost  of  living  in 
Korea,  the  Congo,  and  Brazil  has 
steadily  increased.  Since  the 
program  cannot  operate  on  a 
deficit,  elementary  schools  in 
Brazil  have  been  eliminated,  also 
the  number  of  missionaries  sent 
back  to  the  field,  as  well  as  the 
number  of  new  missionaries 
employed,  has  been  reduced. 

The  withdrawal  of  funds,  Dr. 
Street  said,  is  not  general,  but  a 
new  localism  is  developing  in 
which  people  want  more  direct 
involvement. 

Continuing,  Dr.  Street  described 
the  trends  and  emphases  that  are 
characteristic  of  the  work  now  in 
progress. 

Missionaries  Provided  For 

The  Board  is  trying  to  do  a  better 
job  with  the  personnel  by 
increasing  the  salaries  of 
missionaries,  by  taking  more 
responsibility  for  their  retirement, 
by  trying  to  help  the  children  of 
missionaries  who  are  sent  back  to 
the  states  for  their  college 
education,  by  shortening  the  terms 
for  furloughs  and  the  terms  of 
service  and  changing  the  age 
requirement,  and  by  meeting  once 
a  year  in  Montreat  with  all 
missionaries  in  the  states,  those  on 
furlough  and  those  returning  or 
going  to  the  field  for  the  first  time. 

Actions  and  Work  of  the  Board 

The  Board  is  working  more 
closely  with  the  church  in  the 
mission  field  by  moving  from  a 
mission-based  church  to  a  church- 
based  partnership.  There  has  been 
opposition  to  this,  but  Dr.  Street 
believes  the  change  is  both  sound, 
inevitable. 

The  Board  supports  ecumenical 
action  in  the  mission  field  with 
reference  to  hospitals  and 
churches  of  different 
denominations. 

The  Board  is  trying  to 
understand  the  Christian  mission 
in  the  larger  sense  as  it  expresses 
concern  for  physical  needs 
(hunger,  poverty,  the  plight  of  the 
refugees,  etc.)  a  concern  that 
comes  from  a  dedication  to  serve 
all  mankind. 

The  Board  is  seeking  to  interpret 
the  Christian  mission  more 
effectively  by  cooperating  with 
Presbyteries  during  the  "Season  of 
Christian  Witness  at  Home  and 
Abroad.  It  participates  in 
missionary  sessions  held  across 
the  church;  holds  listening 
sessions;  and  participates  in 
overseas  seminars  in  the  Far  East

The  Rev.  Ralph 
Teasley  gave  an  oral  report  on  the 
recently-held  U.S.  Congress  on 
Evangelism,  and  the  Rev. 
Raymond  A.  Horn,  Director  of 
TRAV  for  the  Synod  of  N.C., 
addressed  the  Presbytery  in  the 
interest  of  TRAV. 

Commissioners  were  elected  to 
attend  the  General  Assembly, 
which  will  convene  in  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church,  Memphis, 
Tennessee,  June  14,  1970. 

A     Resolution    relative  to 
"Concerned  Presbyterians"  was 
presented  by  Rev.  Curtis  P. 
Harper,  Jr.  and  was  adopted. 
ORANGE 

Orange  Presbytery  convened  in 
the  Sanford  First  Church  for  its 
416th  Stated  Session  October  23. 

The  Rev.  Donald  A.  Campbell, 
Minister  of  the  Hawfields  Church, 
Mebane,  was  elected  Moderator; 
and  the  Rev.  J.  Earl  Adkins, 
Minister  of  the  Edgewood  Church, 
Sanford,  was  elected  Moderator- 
nominee. 

Among  actions  taken  by  the 
Presbytery  was  approval  of  the 
organization  of  a  Church  at 
Jamestown. 

Presbytery  installed  the  Rev. 
Angus  McGregor  as  Church 
Extension  Worker  of  the  Southeast 
area  of  Guilford  County. 

Announcement  was  made,  in 
reference  to  calling  the  Rev. 
James  Sample  as  a  teaching 
Minister  in  the  Presbytery,  of  a 
new  technique  in  team  ministry 
whereby  Mr.  Sample,  the  Rev. 
Galen  Elliott,  and  Miss  Frances 
Pritchett,  DCE,  will  form  a  team  to 
work  with  four  small  rural 
churches,  to  wit,  Eno,  Fairfield, 
Bethlehem,  and  Efland, 
representing  a  total  congregation 
of  some  250  to  300  members. 

Some  200  ministers  and  lay 
representatives  of  churches  were 
in  attendance.  Mr.  Ralph  Monger, 
Jr.,  Clerk  of  the  local  Church 
Session,  extended  grettings  to 
Presbytery. 


OBSERVER,  known  as  a 
"Declaration",  and  reported  to 
have  been  signed  by  500 
Presbyterian  ministers. 

Granville  Presbytery  ordered 
the  Moderator,  Ruling  Elder 
George  M.  Cooper,  a  member  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Raleigh,  to  appoint  represen- 
tatives to  implement  the. 
document  by  waiting  on  Mr. 
Kenneth  S.  Keyes,  President,  of 
"Concerned  Presbyterians,  Inc." 
and  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the 
Shenandoah  Presbyterian  Church, 
Miami,  Florida,  who  was  at  the 
time  delivering  a  series  of 
addresses  in  some  of  the 
presbyteries  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina. 

The  Committee  which  waited  on 
Mr.  Keyes  was  composed  of  the 
Rev.  Wm.  M.  McCorkle,  former 
Moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly;  the  Rev.  Albert  E. 
Dimmock,  former  Secretary  of 
Evangelism  for  the  General 
Assembly;  and  Mr.  Harper. 

The  resolution  approved  by  the 
presbytery,  stated  as  its  judgment, 
"that  the  programs  and  activities 
of  'Concerned  Presbyterians'  do 
not  constitute  a  valid  pattern  of 
Christian  faithfulness  for  our 
people  and  the  techniques  and 
philosophies  of  'Concerned 
Presbyterians'  do  not  promote  the 
peace,  unity,  edification  and  purity 
of  Christ's  church'  and  'lovingly 
and  earnestly  (entreating)  all  its 
constituency  to  seek  more 
constructive  and  loving  avenues  of 
obedience  to  Christ  and  the  cause 
of  his  Kingdom  than  those  afforded 
by    'Concerned  Presbyterians'." 

The  resolution  called  on  Mr. 
Keyes  "to  abide  by  his  ordination 
vows  as  a  Ruling  Elder  to  subject 
himself  to  his  brethren  in  the  Lord 
and  to  study  the  peace,  unity, 
edification,  and  purity  of  the 
Church  and,  in  conformation  of 
these  vows,  to  cease  such  activity 
within  the  bounds  of  Granville 
Presbytery  as  has  been  publicly 
advertised  in  the  Raleigh  area." 
(The  reference  was  to  an 
announcement  of  Mr.  Keyes' 
appearance  in  Raleigh.)

Dr.  Charles  Lyons,  Jr., 
President  of  Fayetteville  State 
University,  Fayetteville,  N.  C, 
brought  the  message  to  a  full 
congregation  on  the  topic,  "Man  - 
Purposeful  Creature  or  Cosmic 
Accident". 

Dr.  Lyons  is  a  prominent  layman 
and  educator,  who  has  served  both 
in  the  United  States  and  abroad  in 
the  areas  of  education,  religion, 
and  civic  matters.

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Protestant  Radio  And  TV  Center  Celebrates  Twentieth  Anniversary 


On  November  3,  1969,  the 
Protestant  Radio  and  Television 
Center  marked  the  twentieth 
anniversary  of  the  beginning  of  its 
million  dollar  production, 
duplication,  and  distribution 
facilities. 

Looking  to  the  future,  Dr.  Ernest 
J.  Arnold,  President,  said  that  the 
expansion  of  the  center's  Cassette 
production  is  one  of  the  most 
important  developments  in  the 
work  of  the  center.  Through  the 
Center's  chaplain's  tape  library, 
hundreds  of  Cassettes  of 
inspirational  music  and  messages 
and  more  than  300  of  its  special 
Cassette  recorder  kits  have  been 
supplied  to  chaplains  and 
ministers  for  use  with  groups  and 
individuals  in  Viet  Nam,  on 
submarines  and  ships,  and  in 
hospitals  at  homes. 

Roots  in  North  Carolina 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  has 
more  than  a  passing  interest  in  the 
progress  of  the  Protestant  Radio 
and  Television  Center.  The  first 
director  of  the  center  was  the  Rev. 
John  M.  Alexander.  Dr.  Alexander 
was  the  minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in 
Fayetteville,  N.  C,  from  1939-1946. 
In  September  of  1946,  he  was  called 
to  the  new  Department  of  Radio  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States.  He  pioneered  in  the 
work  of  radio  and  television  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  from  1946  to 
1957.  He  was  a  prime  mover  in  the 
formation  of  the  Protestant  Radio 
and  Television  Center  and  became 
its  first  director. 

Dedicated  Layman 

Thomas  M.  Hunter,  an  elder  in 
the  First  Church  in  Fayetteville, 
was  very  interested  in  the  work  of 
the  Protestant  Center.  He  gave  the 
first  check  toward  its  establish- 
ment and  contributed  a  vast 
amount  of  radio  equipment.  Mr. 
Hunter  supported  the  work  of  the 
Center  until  his  death,  June  3,  1967. 
Radio  Ministry 

In  1949,  the  Center  undertook  the 
production  of  the  PROTESTANT 
HOUR.  The  PROTESTANT  HOUR 
presents  outstanding  ministers  of 
five  leading  denominations  in  a 
weekly  radio  worship  service.  The 
denominations  divide  the  calendar 
and  each  presents  a  series  of 
programs  using  its  own  speakers 
and  musicians,  but  the  whole  is 
presented  as  a  package,  free  to 
radio  stations.  The  stations,  in 
turn,  present  "The  Protestant 
Hour"  to  their  listeners  on  free, 
public  service  time.  The  Armed 
Forces  Network,  also,  presents  the 
same  program  throughout  the 
world. 

Dr.  Arnold  says  the 
Center's  accomplishments,  also, 
include  pioneering  in  training  for 

Center  Serves 

The  Protestant  Radio  and 
Television  Center  has  served  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina 
effectively. 

The  greatest  single  effort  of  the 
Center  was  made  during  the 
Sesquicentennial  Celebration  in 
1963.  The  Center  worked  with  the 
Synod's  TRAV  Director,  Mr.  Ted 
L.  Daniel,  in  the  production  of  a 
thirty-minute  TV  program  entitled 
"Project  150".  Also,  the  Center 
helped  with  the  production  of 
promotion  spots  and  the  entire 
radio  -  TV  program  for  the 
Sesquicentennial. 

The  Center's  mobile  unit  was  a 
familiar  site  to  the  historic 
churches  of  the  Synod,  as  it  went 
from  place  to  place  filming  for  the 
documentary. 

Hundreds  of  radio  stations  carry 
the  "Protestant  Hour"  across  the 
state,  and  a  North  Carolinian,  Dr. 
John  A.  Redhead,  pastor,  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of 
Greensboro,  N.  C,  has  been  one  of 
the  principle  speakers  for  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.  on 
the  "Protestant  Hour..' 


religious  radio  and  TV 
appearances,  and  the  use  of  the 
newest  communication  tools-from 
discs  to  magnetic  tape  to  videotape 
and  high  speed  duplication 
equipment. 

During  its  history,  the  Center  has 
established  a  reputation  for 
excellence.  It  has  accumulated  a 
tremendous  collection  of  religious 
music  and  messages.  It  has 
inspired  educational  institutions  to 
build  tape  and  film  libraries.  It  has 
inspired  denominations  to  expand 
their  own  radio  and  TV  agencies. 
And,  judging  from  its  mail,  the 
Center  has  inspired  individuals  to 
live  better  hves. 

Five  denominations  and  four 
educational  institutions  cooperate 
in  the  work  of  the  Center.  These 
are  United  Methodist, 
Presbyterian  U.  S.  and  U.S.A., 
Lutheran  Church  in  America,  and 
Episcopal;  Agnes  Scott  College, 
Emory  University,  Candler  School 
of  Theology,  and  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary. 

Backbone  of  the  Center's 
operation  continues  to  be  "The 
Protestant  Hour"  which  currently 
is  broadcast  over  561  radio  stations 
across  the  nation  and  world-wide 

over  the  Armed  Forces  Network. 

  » 

Wide  Range  of  Programs. 

Two  other  major  programs  are 
"Be  Still,  And  Know",  a  brief  daily 
meditation  distributed  weekly  to 
1,330  stations  and  the  Armed 
Forces  Network,  and  "Banners  of 
Faith",  a  half -hour  inspirational 
service  processed  weekly  for 
twenty-eight  participating 
denominations  for  the  Armed 
Forces. 

The  Center  also  trains  ministers, 
chaplains,  students,  and  Salvation 
Army  cadets  in  communication 
arts.  It  produces  films  and 
filmstrips  for  educational 
institutions  and  church  groups;  it 
provides  Cassette  recorder  kits 
and  Cassettes  of  worshipful  music 
and  messages  to  chaplains  around 
the  world. 

Dr.  John  M.  Alexander  early 
stated  as  the  purpose  of  the  Center, 
"To  bring  together  the  resources  of 
religion  and  education,  combined 
with  artistry  and  technical  skill  in 
the  use  of  those  developing  media 
of  radio,  television,  and  audio- 
visual materials,  so  that,  amid  the 
clamant  voices  of  today,  the 
Protestant  interpretation  of 
Christian  faith  in  life  may  be 
brought  into  the  homes  of  America 
and  of  other  lands  to  help  people 
renew  their  faith  in  the  sovereign 
God,  and  the  infinite  worth  of  man 
as  a  chUd  of  God."

The  Presbyterian  Synod  of  NortI 
Carolina  was  the  first  of  thi 
General  Assembly  to  call  a  full 
time  Executive  Secretary  o 
Television,  Radio,  and  Audi 
Visuals.  The  experimenta 
orogram  was  funded  jointly  by  thi 
General  Assembly  TRA\ 
Committee  and  the  Synod  of  Nortl 
Carolina.  The  program  was  begui 
in  1962. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Ted  L 
Daniel,  Synod's  TRAV  Committe( 
produced  a  vast  amount  of  radi( 
and  television  materials  for  th< 
sesquicentennial  celebration 
produced  radio  spots  entitled  "The 
Church  Speaks";  and  televisioi 
devotionals  entitled  "Take  Two" 
The  Synod's  TRAV  director  alsi 
began  a  television  program  callet 
the  "News  of  the  Church"  whicl 
was  carried  on  educationa 
television  and  in  every  majo) 
market  in  the  state  of  Nortl 
Carolina. 

When  the  General  Assemblj 
dropped  the  "Sunday  School  of  th< 
Air",  the  Synod  continued  t< 
produce  it.  Currently,  almost  5( 
radio  stations  across  the  state,  plii! 
half  a  dozen  in  Virginia  carry  thi 
program. 

The  North  Carolina  experimen 
proved  so  successful  that  the  Synot 
of  Virginia  has  called  a  full-tim< 
Director.  Other  synods  are  in  th« 
process  of  estabhshing  a  similai 
office.

TUTOR  PROGRAM: 

Each  of  the  four  dormitories  at  MAC  has  a  recent  college  graduate  who  spends  his 
or  her  entire  time  tutoring  students.  Each  of  these  tutors  works  closely  with 
students  and  faculty  in  an  attempt  to  bridge  the  academic  gap.  This 
program  began  in  1968  through  a  Developing  Institution  Grant  from 
the  Federal  Government.  It  has  proven  its  worth  to  both  student  and 
faculty.  Tutors  for  the  past  two  years  have  been  students  of  King 
College,  Saint  Andrews  College,  and  Erskine  College. 

ADMISSIONS: 

Montreat-Anderson  College  does  not  have  a  cut-off  on  the  SAT.  The  committee  on  admissions 
consider  each  student  as  an  individual  and  seeks  to  evaluate  SAT  scores;  grades  from  high  school; 
and  information  from  teachers,  high  school  counselors,  ministers,  and  friends. 

Students  scoring  below  700  on  SAT  have  an  opportunity  through  special  programs,  individual 
attention,  and  small  classes  to  improve  their  basic  skills. 

A  high  percentage  of  students  who  come  to  MAC  with  low  college  board  scores  do  well  and  are 
able  to  continue  their  education  in  a  senior  college  or  university. 
TRANSFERS: 

Many  students  transfer  to  MAC  from  other  colleges  and  universities  after  one  or  two  semesters. 
MAC  welcomes  all  of  these  students  who  are  willing  to  accept  the  atmosphere  and  discipline  of 
the  MAC  campus  life.  Academic  deans,  at  larger  institutions,  have  referred  students  to  MAC 
when  they  have  been  persuaded  that  a  change  to  this  campus  would  benefit  their  students. 

Many  of  these  students  who  have,  found  MAC  to  be  academically  stimulating  and  in  many  ways 
better  suited  to  their  needs  as  freshmen  and  sophomores  than  the  campus  where  they  began 
their  studies.

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Historical  Tour  Includes  Famous  Old  Churches 


Revivals 


Nearly  100  members  and  friends 
of  the  North  Carohna  Presbyterian 
Historical  Society  participated  in 
the  third  annual  fall  meeting  and 
tour,  October  21-22,  held  in 
Fayetteville  and  at  nearby  old 
churches. 

The  meeting  began  the  afternoon 
of  October  21,  with  a  walking  tour 
which  included  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Liberty 
Point,  where  patriots  signed 
Revolutionary  Resolves  on  June 
30,  1775,  under  the  leadership  of 
Robert  Rowan;  the  Flora 
Macdonald  Marker, 
commemorating  the  event  of  the 
Scottish  Heroine  bidding  farewell 
to  her  husband,  Allan  Macdonald 
of  Kingsburg  and  his  troops  during 
the  "Marchout  of  the  Highlanders" 
to  the  Battle  of  Moore's  Creek 
Bridge,  February,  1776;  the  graves 
of  Isaac  Hammond  and  the  Rev. 
Henry  Evans,  the  latter  a 
prominent  negro  Methodist 
minister;  Old  Cross  Creek 
Cemetery;  and  Cool  Springs 
Tavern,  the  oldest  house  in 
Fayetteville,  now  the  home  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Crawford  MacKethan. 

Afternoon-Evening  Program 
Afternoon  guides  for  the  Tour 
were  Peter  Cromartie,  Ruling 
Elder  in  First  Presbyterian 
Church:  Jack  Crane,  a  member  of 
the  Highland  Presbyterian  Church 
and  former  President  of  the 
Cumberland  County  Historical 
Society;  and  Crawford  MacKethan, 
Ruling  Elder  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Dinner  was  served  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
evening,  and  was  followed  first  by 
a  magician  show,  presented  by  Dr. 
Raymond  A.  Horn,  Raleigh, 
Director  of  Synod's  TRAV,  and  the 
presentation  of  slides  and  a  lecture 
on  a  tour  of  the  British  Isles, 
sponsored  by  the  Society,  the  past 
summer,  under  the  leadership  of 
Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  General 
Secretary  of  Synod. 

The  following  morning  the 
touring  party  traveled  by  bus  to 
visit  Old  Longstreet  Church  on  the 
Ft.  Bragg  Reservation,  organized 
in  1758,  and  dissolved  about  1924, 
when  the  Federal  Government 
purchased  the  land  as  a  part  of  the 
military  reservation;  Barbecue 
Presbyterian  Church,  also 
organized  in  1758;  Averasboro 
Battlefield  in  Harnett  County;  and 
Old  Bluff  Church,  organized  in 
1758. 

Guides  for  the  morning  tour 
included  Mr.  Crane,  Scott 
McFayden,  former  Mayor  of 
Fayetteville,  who  lectured  on 
Longstreet;  Malcolm  Fowler  of 
Lillington,  authority  on  the  Upper 
Cape  Fear,  who  lectured  on  the 
Battle  of  Averasboro;  and  the  Rev.

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Crucial  Church  Property  Issues 
Before  Supreme  Court 


"God  save  the  United  States  and 
this  honorable  court  ..." 

With  these  words,  the  1969-70 
term  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  opened  in 
Washington  on  October  6  for  its 
179th  year. 

Among  about  700  cases  on  the 
court's  appellate  docket  are 
several  of  vital  importance  to  the 
church. 

The  issue  of  property  tax 
exemptions  for  religious  groups  is 
one  of  the  most  important  to  come 
before  the  high  court. 

Religious  groups  are  believed  to 
have  real  estate  holdings 
estimated  at  $80  to  $100  billion  or 
more.  $1.5  billion  in  revenue  could 
be  extracted  from  these  properties 
if  fully  taxed. 

The  court  will  rule  on  whether 
the  New  York  Court  of  Appeals 
erred  in  holding  that  the  real 
property  tax  value  of  religious 
organizations  in  New  York  City  is 
not  in  violation  of  the  first  and 
fourteenth  amendments  of  the  U. 
S.  Constitution. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  is  likely  to  affect  state  and 
local  taxes  as  well. 

Presbyterian  Church  Case 

The  court  is  also  expected  to  rule 
on  church  property  ownership 
involving  local  congregations 
which  withdraw  from  their  parent 
denomination. 

A  Presbyterian  congregation  is 
involved  in  one  of  these  decisions. 

A  controversy  arose  in  1966  when 
two  local  churches  in  Savannah, 
Georgia,  became  dissatisfied  with 
certain  statements  made  in  actions 
taken  by  the  governing  body  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 

As  a  result  of  these  statements 
and  actions,  the  two  congregations 
attempted  by  majority  vote  to 
withdraw  from  the  parent 
denomination  and  retain  use  of  the 
local  church  property. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  did  not 
recognize  this  move,  and  the  case 
eventually  went  to  the  Georgia

Productions  could 
be  sound  or  silent.

issues.  The  plan  is  the  result  of 
nearly  two  years  of  study  on 
restructure.  It  calls  for  fifteen 
committees  and  two  full-time 
associate  presbyters,  all  under  the 
coordination  of  the  General 
Presbyter,  the  new  title  for  the 
Executive  Secretary. 

Dr.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence,  former 
Executive  Secretary,  was  elected 
to  the  new  office. 

The  new  organization  will 
involve  fewer  members  but  will 
include  approximately  75  laymen 
and  65  ministers. 

Rev.  A.  Rudolph  Hendricks, 
minister  of  the  South  Tryon 
Presbyterian  Church,  Moderator, 
presided  over  the  sessions  of 
Presbytery.

Supreme  Court,  which  ruled  in 
favor  of  the  break  away 
congregations. 

Seven  briefs  were  filed  in 
connection  with  this  case  seeking 
to  have  the  Georgia  Supreme  Court 
decision  reversed. 

The  question  presented  is:  Did 
the  Georgia  Supreme  Court 
abridge  freedom  of  religion  in 
violation  of  the  first  amendment, 
and  violate  the  fourteenth 
amendment's  due  process  of  law 
clause  by  eliminating  the  implied 
trust  doctrine  that  imposes  trusts 
upon  local  church  property  in  favor 
of  the  parent  denomination,  thus 
overruling  the  decision  of  the  duly 
constituted  church  tribunal  and 
transferring  control  of  local  church 
property  from  the  denomination  to 
dissident  members  of  the  local 
congregation  who  failed  to  seek 
any  redress  of  their  grievances 
through  procedures  established  by 
church  government? 

Other  Issues 

Other  religious  issues  to  come 
before  the  court  include: 

Non-religious  conscientious 
objection  to  the  war  in  Vietnam. 

The  use  of  the  founding  Church  of 
Scientology  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
of  a  crude  skin  galvonometer  to 
"audit"  human  ills,  and  whose 
machinery  and  literature  were 
seized  by  government  officials. 

Militant  civil  rights  leader 
Father  James  I.  Groppi  requests 
that  the  court  rule  on  whether  the 
due  process  and  equal  protection 
clauses  are  violated  by  a  Wisconsin 
statute  that  prohibits  a  change  of 
venue  in  his  misdemeanor 
prosecution  for  resisting  a 
Milwaukee  policeman  in  1967.

An  act  to  provide  for  the 
licensing  of  Nursing  Home 
administrators  was  passed  in  the 
1969  session  of  the  North  Carolina 
General  Assembly.  Five  men,  all 
experienced  in  the  field  of 
geriatrics  will  make  up  the  State 
Board  which  will  prescribe 
membership,  powers,  duties,  and 
functions  as  well  as  requirements 
for  licensure  of  Nursing  Home 
Administrators. 

Mr.  Short  (better  known  as  Dick) 
has  become  nationally  recognized 
in  the  field  of  care  for  older  people 
in  nursing  and  retirement  homes. 
He  is  frequently  called  for 
consultation  by  various  national, 
state,  and  local  boards  as  well  as 
Presbyterian  agencies. 

The  Presbyterian  Home  is  the 
only  home  for  the  aging  partially 
supported  by  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.  Funds  from  the  local 
churches  help  in  making  up  the 
difference  between  the  charges 
and    cost    of  care..

Sugow  Creek  Church 
Begins  New  Era 

Sugaw  Creek  Presbyterian 
Church,  oldest  Church  in  Charlotte 
and  Mecklenburg  County, 
established  in  1756,  began  a  new 
chapter  in  her  long  history  Sunday, 
September  28,  1969. 

On  that  occasion  a  worship 
service  was  conducted  in  a  newly- 
remodeled  100-year  old  sanctuary. 
Renovation  began  in  June,  1968. 

Completion  of  the  renovation 
program  includes  a  long-range 
plan  established  several  years  ago 
to  include  the  renovation  of  the 
fellowship  hall,  the  addition  of  a 
new  wing  to  the  education  building, 
paving  of  the  parking  lot,  and 
remodeling  of  the  sanctuary  at  an 
approximate  cost  of  $200,000. 

It  was  the  desire  of  the  architect 
of  the  project,  Mr.  Charles  W. 
Connelly,  now  deceased,  and  other 
members  of  his  staff,  to  retain  as 
much  as  possible  of  the  simplicity, 
dignity,  and  historical  setting. 

The  interior  of  the  sanctuary  has 
been  designed  to  perpetuate  the 
rural  colonial  church  of  the  period 
during  which  the  original  church 
was  built,  Six  large  Colonial 
chandeliers  of  antique  brass  hang 
in  the  nave,  and  four  smaller  ones 
in  the  narthex.  The  antique

Dr.  I.  M.  Bagnal,  Executive 
Secretary  of  Granville  Presbytery, 
presided  over  the  dinner  meeting 
which  was  held  at  the  Velvet  Cloak.

Dan  K.  Moore,  and  Robert  Scott). 
Mrs.  Aycock  pointed  out  the 
impact  of  the  Research  Triangle  on 
North  Carolina  and  the 
southeastern  part  of  the  United 
States  and  outlined  the  pattern 
planned  for  the  continued  growth 
of  the  area.

Carolina  COCU  Conference 
Entertains  Opposing  Views

Point,  N.  C.) 

Of  approximately  80  in  attendance,  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  was 
represented  by  the  following:  the  Rev.  Larry  G.  Parker,  St.  Pauls 
Church,  Rev.  R.  Zachariah  Thomas,  III,  Falkland  and  Fountain 
Churches,  both  members  of  Synod's  Committee;  the  Rev.  George  M. 
Webb,  Minister  of  the  Shelby  First  Church;  the  Rev.  W.  Kirk  Allen, 
Minister  of  the  High  Point  First  Church,  where  the  sessions  were  held; 
the  Rev.  J.  P.  G.  Moffett,  Associate  Minister  of  the  White  Memorial 
Church,  Raleigh;  Dr.  Samuel  S.  Wiley,  Executive  Director  of  the  N.  C. 
Council  of  Churches,  Durham;  and  myself.  In  all,  ten  denominations 
were  represented. 

Secretary  Crows  Interprets 

Dr.  Paul  A.  Crowe,  General 
Secretary  of  the  Consultation  on 
Church  Union,  Princeton,  New 
Jersey,  addressed  the  Conference 
and  served  as  principal  resource 
leader.  He  pointed  out  that  Church 
Union  is  a  world-wide 
phenomenon,  with  46  negotiations 
and  dialogues  currently  underway, 
involving  the  vast  majority  of  the 
communicants  of  the  major 
denominations.  The  Consultation 
on  Church  Union  itself  involves  the 
major  segment  of  Protestantism  in 
America,  with  20  other  churches 
sending  observer-consultants.  He 
stated  that  the  goal  is  a  Catholic 
(ecumenical),  evangelical,  and- 
Reformed  Church.  This  concept] 
creates  challenging  demands  for' 
us  all. 

COCU  planners  at  the  National 
level  have  reached  a  certain 
consensus  on  theological  issues, 
with  the  following  developments: 
(1)  A  tentative  liturgy;  (2) 
"Guidelines"  for  suggested 
actions;  and  (3)  A  program  to 
guide  denominational 
leaders.  Under  "Structures  for 
Mission",  Dr.  Crowe  outlined 
possible  forms  of  ministry  and 
mission  for  the  remainder  of  this 
century,  and  stated  that  "renewal" 
calls  for  (1)  Greater  involvement 
of  black  churchmen  and  (2)  A 
ministry  of  reconciliation,  the 
people  of  God  finding  a  common 
life  amid  diversities. 

In  a  third  session.  Dr.  Crowe 
discussed  "fears",  and 
enumerated  the  following:  (1)  The 
super  Church;  and  (2)  Loss  of 
denominational  identity.  He  stated 
that  "disunity  is  a  scandal  to  the 
Gospel"  and  added  that  he  is 
convinced  that  God  is  seeking  to 
renew  His  Church. 

Future  of  Ecumenism 

The  final  session  under  Dr. 
Crowe  dealt  with  the  "future  of  the 
ecumenical  world".  He  reported 
that  aroiind  the  world  the  mood  of 
the  church  is  reassessment  and 
change  -  that  even  conciliary 
movements  are  in  the  process  of 
transition.  Also,  sort-of  "secular 
ecumenism  which  is  emerging 
from  sources  outside  official 
channels." 

Dr.  Crowe  announced  that  the 
proposed  "Plan  of  Union"  will  be 
ready  by  March,  1970,  but  the 
question  being  raised  is  whether  or 
not  it  should  be  postponed  for  a 
year.  He  stated  that  the  union 
would  take  place  with  as  many  as 
three  or  more  churches  approving 
of  it  and  entering  it.

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Letter  From  Moderator  Of  Synod 

To.  My  Fellow  Presbyterians : 

As  we  approach  the  Christmas  Season  and  the  New  Year,  let  me 
express  to  you  my  warmest  greetings  and  best  wishes.  Certainly  for 
every  Christian  the  Christmas  celebration  has  deep  meaning  far 
beyond  the  superficial  activities  which  so  often  accompany  the 
season. 

The  message  of  Christmas  is  essentially  a  call  to  reconciliation.  As 
Paul  has  written  in  II  Corinthians,  "God  was  in  Christ  reconciling  the 

world  to  Himself.  "The  New  Testament  makes  it  clear  that  this 
reconciliation  includes  the  relationship  not  only  of  man  to  God  but 
also  of  man  to  his  fellowman  and  to  the  world.  This  is  the  theme  of 
our  Church  for  1969-70. 

Differences  of  viewpoint  have  been  a  constructive  part  of  the 
history  of  our  Church  since  its  founding  and  in  the  more  distant  past 
the  tensions  which  these  have  generated  have  largely  resulted  in 
progress  andin  pertinence  to  the  times.  They  have  existed  usually  in 
an  atmosphere  of  good  will,  mutual  respect  and  love.  In  recent  years 
these  differences  of  views  have  tended  to  produce  estrangement, 
even  bitterness,  and  often  intolerance  of  the  positions  of  others. 

"Hiat  our  Church  has  been  weakened  thereby  is  certain,  as 
evidenced  by  the  decline  in  gifts  to  benevolences.  Through 
September  of  1969  benevolent  gifts  to  Synod  causes  are  about  5 
percent  below  those  of  1968.  Such  a  decrease  in  stewardship  seriously 
impairs  the  ability  of  our  Church  to  effectively  vidtness.  It  signifies 
not  only  a  decline  in  financial  resources,  but  more  significantly  a 
deterioration  of  the  spiritual  vigor  and  commitment  of  the  members 
of  our  Church. 

As  we  approach  Christmas  let  me  urge  you  to  celebrate  in  at  least 
the  following  ways: 
1.  Rededicate  daily  all  that  you  have  and  are  to  the  service  of  our 
Lord. 

2  Engage  in  a  regular  daily  program  of  prayer  for  the 
reconciliation  of  our  people  and  for  the  healing  of  the  divisions  in 
our  Church  so  that  as  Presbyterians,  with  diversity  but  within  a 
fellowship  marked  by  love,  good  will  and  mutual  respect,  we  may 
make  more  effective  our  witness  to  our  world  which  so 
desperately  needs  the  Christ  Whom  we  profess. 
.5.  Give  as  generously  as  you  can  to  your  church  through  the 
remainder  of  this  month  and  throughout  1970  so  that  our  Church 
can  have  the  resources  to  again  move  forward  to  an  enlarged  and 
more  constructive  witness  for  our  Master. 
4.  Resolve  to  take  positive  personal  action  to  reduce  the  tensions 
within  our  Church  and  to  contribute  to  a  reconciliation  of  our 
people. 

May  the  Christmas  Season  be  rich  in  blessings  for  you  and  yours!

Directors  of  the  Presbyterian  Home  at  High  Point  and  the  Children's 
Home  at  Barium  Springs,  N.  C,  summarizing  the  acute  situations  in 
these  institutions,  and  pleading  for  immediate  support  from  Synod.  (See 
letter  from  Moderator  of  Synod  on  page  one  and  the  editorial,  "A  Bridge 
of  Reconciliation",  on  page  two.)

Davidson  College 

students  are  enrolled  from  38 
states  and  10  foreign  countries, 
total  of  1,033,  of  whom  362  are 
from  North  Carolina.  Other  states 
with  high  enrollments  include 
Alabama,  25;  Florida,  64;  Georgia, 
104;  New  Jersey,  28; 
Pennsylvania,  29;  South  Carolina, 
91 ;  Tennessee,  38;  and  Virginia,  85. 
There  are  twelve  foreign  students. 

By  denominations, 
Presbyterians  lead,  370.  Then  in 
order  are  Methodists,  207; 
Baptists,  125;  Episcopalians,  97; 
Lutherans,  42;  Catholics,  40; 
Disciples,  8;  "not  specified,"  82; 
Protestant  (undesignated),  20;  and 
others,  42. 

Barium  Springs 

Barium  Springs  Home  for 
Children  closed  its  fiscal  year 
September  30,  1969  with  a  deficit 
for  the  year's  operation  of 
approximately  $17,000.  Children 
and  families  served  during  the 
year  were  the  largest  number  in 
any  recent  times.  In  addition,  it 
should  be  said  that  calls  for  help 
from  families  who  are  having 
trouble  and  difficulty  continue  to 
increase.  We  are  able  to  meet  only 
a  small  percentage  of  the  real 
need.  Contributions  from  the 
budget  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  during  the  year  just 
closed  was  some  $15,000  less  than 
the  fiscal  year  closing  September 
30,  1968,  and  this  in  the  face  of 
greatly  increased  cost  due  to 
inflation  and  necessity  to  improve 
the  quality  of  our  services.  Only 
because  of  the  income  from 
endowment  and  trust  income  were 
we  able  to  have  funds  to  provide 
the  services  which  were  rendered. 
In  these  days  of  higher  income  to 
most  Presbyterians,  we  would 
certainly  hope  that  all  of  us  would 
take  a  close  look  at  our  giving  to 
benevolences  before  the  close  of 
this  calendar  year." 


Union  Theological 
Seminary 

"With  the  largest  enrollment 
(352)  in  its  158  years,  Union 
Theological  Seminary  is  currently 
operating  at  a  financial  deficit. 
Inflation  is  one  of  the  causes.  The 
fact  that  student  tuition  and  fees 
pay  only  10  percent  of  the  cost  is  a 
second  cause.  A  third  cause  is  the 
drop  in  the  past  five  years  from  29 
percent  to  18  percent  of  the 
operating  budget  received  as  gifts 
from  individuals.  This  is  due  in 
part  to  persons'  contributing  to  the 
Seminary  ADVANCE.  (The 
Seminary  is  not  in  debt.  It  pays  as 
il  goes.)  I  request  year-end 
contributions  to  help  us  balance 
our  budget.  It  costs  $1,750  per 
student  per  year  here  now;  as  little 
as  $47.00  will  pay  for  one  week  of 
his  training  for  the  Gospel 
Ministry."

Queens  College 

During  the  1960's,  Queens 
commitment  to  academic  quality 
has  produced  new  programs, 
facilities  and  an  outstanding 
faculty  to  serve  its  700  students. 
However,  inflation  and  some  loss 
in  enrollment  as  a  result  of  keener 
competition  for  students  have 
produced  operating  deficits  each 
year  since  1967. 

The  effect  is  serious  finai:cial 
need,  a  need  shared  by  many 
private  colleges  in  spite  of 
apparent  affluence.  In  1969-70 
Queens  must  raise,  in  addition  to 
fees  and  other  predictable  income, 
$340  per  student  just  to  balance  its 
budget . 

To  solve  this  problem  Queens  is 
strengthening  its  program  to 
attract  and  retain  students.  A  hew 
Development  Office  is  seeking 
immediate  financial  aid  from 
alumnae,  parents,  foundations, 
businesses  and  churches.  The 
college  is  grateful  that  North 
Carolina  Presbyterians  have 
increased  their  support  for  higher 
education  dramatically  in  recent 
years. 

St.  Andrews  College 

The  cumulative  impact  of 
inflation  is  particularly  harsh  on 
college  budgets,  because  annual 
salary  commitments  must  be 
made  from  six  to  eight  months  in 
advance  of  the  opening  of  the 
academic  year.  As  a  consequence, 
St.  .Andrews  faces  an  operating 
deficit  for  1969-70.  With  a  small 
endowment,  St.  Andrews  has  little 
flexibility  in  allocating  resources, 
and  therefore  would  be  aided 
materially  by  expanded  giving 
which  would  help  sustain  the  high 
quality  of  its  academic  program. 


Assembly  News 

SOME  OF  THE  SIGNERS  of  a 
"conservative  declaration  of 
principles"  have  told  the 
moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly,  Dr.  R.  Matthew  Lynn, 
that  they  thought  they  were  signing 
a  commitment  of  loyalty  and  not 
joining  a  separationist  movement. 
A  statement  signed  by  500 
ministers  appeared  recently  in 
more  than  30  metropolitan 
newspapers  in  the  South.  The 
statement  expressed  opposition  to 
what  it  called  "efforts  to  change.  . 
.our  historic  doctrinal 
commitment."  Lynn,  in  an 
interview  with  an  Atlanta  reporter, 
said  that  many  of  the  signers  he 
had  talked  with  did  not  know  that 
their  names  would  be  used  in  the 
advertisements  or  that  they  would 
be  associated  with  a  possible 
breakaway  effort.  The  moderator 
asserted  that  because  these  people 
signed  the  declaration  "doesn't 
mean  they  are  against  the 
program  of  the  church  or  that  they 
are  for  separation." 

AN  OVER-ALL  BUDGET  of 
more  than  $4.6  million  for  1970  has 
been  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
World  Missions.  It  includes 
$3,619,000  for  missionary  and 
overseas  work  program;  $216,000 
for  cooperative  work  and 
interchurch  aid;  and  $90,000  for 
international  scholarships.  Board 
members  urged  Presbyterians  to 
"greater  diligence"  in  keeping 
needs  and  challenges  of  the  whole 
world  before  them.  Letters  will  be 
sent  to  presbytery  executives 
urging  them  to  counter  growing 
provincialism  by  re-emphasizing 
the  six-continent  approach  to 
mission.  The  board  authorized  its 
executive  committee  to  meet  for 
an  "intensification  of  dicussion" 
with  a  comparable  committee  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.S.A.  The  action  is  in  keeping 
with  the  General  Assembly's 
request  that  the  Joint  Committee 
of  the  two  Churches  encourage  an 
intensification  of  discussions 
between  comparable  boards  and 
agencies. 

ASHEVILLE  PRESBYTERY, 
changing  an  action  of  last  year, 
voted  that  benevolence 
contributions  from  its  churches 
will  be  distributed  according  to  a 
formula  agreed  upon  by  the 
presbytery.  Last  year's  action 
specified  that  all  undersignated 
financial  gifts  would  be  distributed 
only  to  synod  and  presbytery 
causes;  that  presbytery's 
commitment  to  the  General 
Assembly  agencies  would  be  only 
those  funds  designated  by 
churches  and  individuals.  The  new 
policy  becomes  effective  on  Jan.  1. 
Dr.  Henry  B.  Dendy,  retired 
Weaverville  minister  and 
managing  editor  of  the  privately- 
owned  Presbyterian  Journal, 
made  the  recommendation 
reversing  last  year's  step.  A 
majority  of  the  presbytery's 
churches,  ministers  and  elders, 
continued  to  support  General 
Assembly  agencies  during  the  past 
year  and  seven  of  the  37  churches 
in  the  presbytery  designated  all  of 
their  gifts  for  Assembly  agencies. 
Assembly's  causes  received  a  total 
of  110  per  cent  from  Asheville 
Presbytery  while  contributions  to 
presbytery  and  synod  did  not  come 
up  to  budgeted  amounts.

Some  of 
them  are  really  hurting 
financially,  including  at  least  three 
educational  institutions  supported 
by  Synod. 

Whatever  one's  feelings  may  be 
about  agencies  and  institutions,  we 
cannot  overlook  the  fact  that  Jesus 
.  said,  "If  thine  enemy  hunger,  feed 
him";  and  again,  "Let  not  thy  left 
hand  know  what  thy  right  hand 
doeth  "  Once  again  we  should 
remember  that  he  said, 
"Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  one  of 
the  least  of  these,  my  brethren,  ye 
did  il  unto  me."

Presidents  Recommend 
Joint  Campaign 


The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  the 
Study  of  Higher  Education  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  met  in 
Synod's  Office  November  20,  with 
Presidents  of  the  Synod's 
Educational  Institutions  present. 

The  College  Presidents  adopted 
a  "three  part  support  program  for 
1970-1975"  which  (1)  endorsed  the 
promotion  and  support  of  the 
Synod's  Foundation;  (2)  The 
equalizing  of  benevolence  gifts  to 
the  three  colleges  of  Synod,  to  wit, 
Davidson,  Queens,  and  St. 
Andrews;  and  (3)  Endorsement  of 
"the  principle  of  joint  campaigns" 
and  recommended  a  joint  capital 
funds  campaign  in  the  Synod  for 
the  four  educational  institutions,  to 
be  launched  in  1972. 

The  Study  Committee  was 
appointed  in  1968  to  update  the 
Synod's  Educational  program. 
There  have  been  several  meetings 
of  the  Committee  with  the  College 
Presidents  and  other  persons 


knowledgeable  in  the  field  of 
Higher  Education. 

The  study  thus  far  has  boiled 
down  to  consideration  of  the 
meaning  of  a  Christain  College  and 
the  interpretation  of  "Church- 
related  Institutions"  and  the  whole 
field  of  fiscal  matters. 

The  Committee  heard  from  the 
Presidents  to  the  effect  that 
currently  Queens,  St.  Andrews, 
and  Union  Seminary  are  operating 
with  deficits.

General  Financial  Facts  In 
Brief  as  of  Nov.  1,  1969 

Queens  College 

The  student  body  for  the  1969-70 
session  is  composed  of  705  students 
representing  30  states  and  one 
foreign  country  plus  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

The  largest  number  of  students 
161,  are  from  North  Carolina.  Next 
in  order  are  South  Carolina,  105 
Georgia,  96;  Virginia,  84;  and 
Florida,  75;  ranging  on  down  to 
one. 

There  are  131  freshmen. 
Denominations  are  reflected  as 
follows:  Presbyterian,  278  (39.4 
percent);  Methodist,  148  (20.':) 
percent);  Episcopal,  112  (15.8 
percent);  Baptist,  89  (12.6 
percent);  and  Roman  Catholic,  3: 
(4.5  percent);  with  others  on  a' 
lesser  percentage  of 
representation. 

Presbyterian  Home 

General  Policy 
Members  of  the  Home,  largely 
Presbyterians,  come  from  all 
walks  of  life  and  all  economic 
levels.  Entering  members  must  be 
65  years  of  age,  ambulatory,  ol 
sound  mind  and  character,  and  in 
reasonably  good  health. 
Admittance  is  in  the  order  ol 
application  and  approval. 
Applicants  For  Entrance 
There  are  245  approveo 
applications  in  our  files  at  tht 
present  time.  With  an  average  of  25 
vacancies  occuring  each  year, 
there  is  a  tremendous  need  foi 
additional  facilities. 

Cost  of  Care 
The  present  living  charge  for  all 
members  is  $240  per  month.  ($25( 
effective  January  1,  1970) 

The  average  cost  to  the  Home  is 
$277  per  month. 

The  average  income  from 
members  is  $204  per  month. 

The  average  subsidy  per 
member  is  $73  per  month. 

Approximately  $190,000  is 
required  annually  to  make  up  this 
difference  for  all  members. 

Approximately  90  members 
cannot  pay  the  basic  living  charge. 

During  the  first  ten  months,  the 
deficit  was  $30,539. 

The  present  indebtedness  (Nov. 
1969)  is  $688,961  including  a  long 
term  mortgage. 

Debt  service  paid  ten  month! 
(1969)  totalled  $37,565.48, 

Medical  expenses  will  cost  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars 
in  1969. 

A  limited  part  of  this  is  returned 
through  Medicare. 

No  applicant  has  ever  been 
rejected  for  lack  of  funds. 

Synod  Support 
Funds  allocated  by  Synod  are 
received  by  the  Home  only  to  the

Union  Theological 
Seminary 

Of  the  347  students  at  the 
Seminary  this  year,  178  are 
undergraduate  students,  and  169 
graduate  students.  The  Junior 
Class  is  the  largest,  64;  followed  by 
the  Middle  Class,  55;  and  the 
Senior  Class,  30.  There  are  29  other 
undergraduate  students. 

There  are  111  enroUees  in  the 
SEM  program;  19  candidates  for 
the  Th.M.;  16  for  the  STM;  and  8 
for  the  Th.

Commission  on  Co-Education 

The  Commission  on  Coeducation 
•ecommends  "that  Davidson 
)ecome  coeducational  at  the 
iarliest  appropriate  time 
:onsistent  with  the  continued 
levelopment"  of  present  and 
)lanned  educational  programs  at 
he  college. 

The  group,  including  trustees  Dr. 
iVarner  R.  Hall  of  Charlotte,  Rev. 
Meill  R.  McGeachy  of  Statesville, 
md  Fred  L.  Smyre,  Jr.,  of 
iastonia,  calls  for  a  student  body 
)f  900  men  and  600  women  instead 
of  the  present  1,000  men.  The 
;xisting  physical  plant  would  be 
nodified  to  accommodate  women. 

The  commission  listed  these 
najor  reasons  for  recommending 
;oeducation : 

--First,  "the  need  to  share  lives, 
0  know  one  another  as  people 
•ather  than  as  dates.  .  .  .is  an 
mmediate  need  apparently 
•elated  (closely)  to  the  educational 
process.  ..." 

Second,  the  college  should  accept 
its  "social  responsibility"  by 
preparing  men  and  women  "for  the 
heterosexual  vocational  and 
orofessional  worlds  in  which  they 
ive  "  AFTER  COLLEGE. 

-Third,  "The  Commission 
believes  that  given  the  present 
trends  towards  public  institutions 
and  towards  coeducational 
institutions,  the  single-sex  college 
is  unlikely  to  continue  to  attract  the 
most  able  students." 

-Fourth,  "That  women  offer 
distinctive  and  necessary  points  of 
view,. .  .  that  they  contribute  to  the 
intellectual  life  of  the  campus.  .  .  ." 

"It  appears  that  about  $5  million 
would  be  needed  to  provide  the 
minimum  of  housing,  physical 
education,  health  service  and 
(college)  union  facilities  needed," 
the  commission  states. 

But  it  points  out  that  the  college 
would  save  money  by  more 
"extensive"  use  of  its  present 
facilities,  especially  classrooms, 
and  of  a  new  library  soon  to  be 
constructed  on  the  campus. 

In  order  to  make  the  transition  to 
coeducation,  women  transfer 
students  would  be  admitted,  but 
admission  standards  would  not  be 
lowered,  the  commission  advises. 

Commission  on  Church-Relation 
The  Commission  on  Church 
Relationship  recommends  that 
"Davidson  should  move  into  the

college,"  which  it  is  now. 

"We  have  concluded  that  the 
church  and  college  can  work 
together,"  the  report  states,  "and 
that  the  fruitfulness  of  such  a  union 
is  dependent  upon  the  quality  of  the 
relationship.  Therefore,  we  have 
assumed  the  responsibility  of 
recommending  some  changes  in 
Davidson's  relationship  with  the 
church  to  the  end  that  her 
academic  effectiveness  and  her 
faith  commitment  may  be 
enhanced." 

Commission  members  included 
Dr.  Albert  McClure  of  Statesville, 
and  Rev.  Will  Terry,  Rev.  Scott 
Woodmansee,  and  Dr.  Daniel 
Rhodes  of  Davidson,  as  well  as 
trustees  William  A.  White,  Jr.,  oi 
Charlotte  and  J.  Dickson  Phillips, 
Dean  of  the  Law  School  of  UNC 
Chapel  Hill. 

The  commission  recommends 
that  the  board  of  trustees  keep  its 
strong  Presbyterian  Church 
representation,  but  that  it  be 
reduced  in  size  from  51  to  42 
members  and  have  a  broader  base 
of  representation.  Specifically  it 
would  include: 

-Two  members  from  each  of  the 
12  presbyteries  supporting 
Davidson. 

-Eight  trustees  elected  by  the 
Alumni  Association  (two  each 
year). 

-One  elected  by  each  graduating 
class  at  Davidson  (for  four-year 
terms). 

-A  total  of  two  elected  by  the 
faculty  from  outside  its  ranks. 

-Four  elected  at  large  by  the 
board  of  trustees. 

Currently  trustees  are  elected 
only  by  the  supporting 
presbyteries  and  by  the  Alumni 
Association. 

Another  major  recommendation 
of  the  Commission  on  Church 
Relationship  is  that  the  college 
should  "maintain  its  Christian 
commitment"  without  having 
formal  requirements  as  to  the 
religion  of  its  faculty  members. 

Currently  the  by-laws  of  the 
college  require  that  a  faculty 
member,  in  order  to  obtain  tenure, 
be  "committed  to  the  Christian 
faith"  and  "  a  member  of  a 
Christian  church." 

Instead  the  commission 
recommends  "informal  methods," 
specifically: 

". .  .That  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
inform  every  prospective  (faculty) 
member  of  the  Christian  aims  of 
the  college,  .  .  .and  that  he  satisfy 
himself  that  the  prospective 
faculty  member  is  willing, 
c  0  n  s  cj  e  n  t  i  o  u  s  1  y  and 
wholeheartedly,  to  teach  in  a 
community  having  these  aims." 

A  survey  by  the  commission  of 
"church  related  colleges  which 
offer  academic  programs  of 
recognized  quality"  indicated  that 
few  if  any  have  "formal  religious

requirements  for  their  faculties," 
and  that  "Davidson  is  now 
encountering  difficulties  in 
recruiting  the  best  qualified 
persons  for  its  faculty  because  of 
these  requirements." 

Commission  on  Athletics 

The  Commission  on 
Intercollegiate  Athletics,  chaired 
by  trustee  John  Belk,  mayor  of 
Charlotte,  recommends  that  "the 
college  should  attempt  to  maintain 
basketball  at  its  current  level  of 
excellence.  .  .with  (basketball) 
scholarships  not  to  exceed  20." 

But  it  suggests  that  "Davidson 
should  move  toward  non- 
subsidized  football,"  meaning  that 
"the  amount  of  scholarship  money 
awarded  to  a  football  player  will  be 
determined  by  his  financial  need, 
as  it  is  for  holders  of  non-athletic 
scholarships." 

The  commission,  which  also 
includes  trustees  Charles  F. 
Myers,  Jr.,  of  Greensboro  and 
Lawson  Withers  of  Goldsboro, 
concluded  that  if  these  two  major 
recommendations  were  approved, 
"the  savings  would  be  somewhere 
between  $75,000  and  $80,000-  a 
year. 

It  recommends  that  the  football 
team  play  a  group  of  teams  "inside 
or  outside  the  Southern  Conference 
with  whom  we  can  compete 
successfully.  .  ."  But  it  adds  that 
"until  such  time  as  the  Board  of 
Trustees  approves  a  group  of  the 
kind  just  described,  the  present 
dollar  level  of  football  scholarships 
should  be  maintained." 

Their  report  advises  "that 
financial  support  of  other  sports 
(which  are  not  subsidized)  be 
maintained  at  about  the  present 
level  (in  1969  dollars),  without 
subsidization." 

Other  suggestions  include: 

-A  study  of  "the  status  and 
security  of  athletic  personnel," 
including  the  possibilities  of 
tenure,  faculty  status  and  long- 
term  contracts. 

-A  study  of  the  physical 
education  program  "in  an  effort  to 
make  participation  in  the  program 
more  meaningful  for  all  of  the 
student  body." 

Commission  on  Social  Patterns 

The  Commission  on  Social 
Patterns  advises  that  Davidson 
continue  to  operate  as  a  residential 
college,  but  that  residence  halls  be 
modified  into  "residential  units" 
for  80  to  100  students  each, 
equipped  with  a  lounge  and 
kitchenette,  and  perhaps  assigned 
a  group  dining  area. 

The  students  in  each  unit  would 
include  about  equal  numbers  from 
all  four  classes,  assigned  randomly 


Necrology 

Word  has  been  received  of  the 
death  of  the  Rev.  Walter  L.  Baker 
on  Saturday,  November  15  at  Hot 
Springs,  Arkansas.  Funeral 
services  were  held  November  17  at 
the  Union  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Gastonia,  with  the  Rev.  Flay 
Riddle  presiding.  Burial  was  in  the 
Church  cemetery. 

Mr.  Baker  was  born  at  Paw 
Creek,  N.  C.  May  10,  1889,  the  son 
of  Thomas  P.  Baker  and  Lenora 
Roberta  Henderson.  He  was 
married  to  Miss  Luma  Lucile 
Tevepaugh  of  Charlotte  on  Dec.  24, 
1912.  To  them  were  born  two  sons, 
Walter  Jr.,  and  Glen  Clark. 

Mr.  Baker  was  a  graduate  of 
Davidson  College  and  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary.

Governor  Busy 

Governor  Robert  W.  Scott, 
Ruling  Elder  in  the  Alamance 
Presbyterian  Church,  has  been 
filling  engagements  in  several 
churches  in  recent  weeks  including 
the  Ahoskie  Church  and  the 
Covenant  Church,  Charlotte. 

During  a  Layman's  Day  Sunday 
morning  service,  Governor  Scott 
referred  to  America  as  a  great 
Nation,  built  by  the  labors  of  our 
forefathers.  He  challenged  his 
hearers  by  asking,  '  What  can  we, 
as  individuals,  do?",  and  answered 
the  question  by  suggesting  that  we 
contribute  something  to  the 
welfare  of  others. 

The  Rev.  William  0.  Moore, 
Pastor  of  the  Church,  welcomed 
visitors  and  presented  Governor 
Scott.  Robert  E.  Lytch,  President 
of  the  Men  of  the  Church,  presided 
over  the  service. 

In  Charlotte  Governor  Scott 
urged  that  the  church  "needs  to 
weave  itself  more  thoroughly  into 
the  other  six  days  of  the  week". 

He  asked  his  hearers,  the 
members  of  the  Men's  Club  of  the 
Covenant  Church,  did  it  not 
surprise  them  to  hear  "a  leader  in 
government  profess  his  love  for 
God?".

"The  majority  of  the  commission 
holds  that  the  disadvantages  for 
the  rejected  students  (those  not 
Invited  by  the  fraternities  to  be 
members)  on  a  campus  whose 
social  life  is  dominated  by  the 
organized,  and  institutionally 
chartered,  selective  (exclusive) 
groups,  .  .  .call  for  a  restructuring 
of  social  organizations  to 
counteract  and  eliminate  these 
disadvantages,"  the  reports  slates. 

It  also  calls  for  the  construction 
of  a  new  college  union  building, 
with  ample  space  for  student 
organization  offices,  recreations 
rooms,  a  "quality  restaurant  and 
snack-bar,"  and  an  area  with 
rooms  for  overnight  guests. 

Commission  on  Extra-Campus 
Activities 

The  Commission  on  Extra- 
Campus  Responsibilities,  which 
includes  trustees  Dr.  Edward  W. 
Phifer,  Jr.,  of  Morganton,  the  Hon. 
Jack  P.  Etheridge  of  Atlanta,  and 
Rev.  J.  Whitner  Kennedy  of 
Hickory,  makes  these  recom- 
mendations: 

(1)  That  the  college  seek  more 
whites  and  blacks  of  farm  and 
working  class  backgrounds."  The 
commission  feels  that  the  college 
should  aim  for  "at  least  a  hundred 
black  students,"  through  such 
means  as  an  active  recruiting 
program,  a  black  counselor  on  the 
admissions  staff,  and  as  much 
personal  contact  with  applicants 
and  their  high  schools  as  possible. 

It  suggests  a  "flexible  policy  of

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Brief  History:  Presbyterian  Guidance  Program 
Synod  Of  North  Carolina 


Wm.  Black 
Home  Praised 


(By  Harold  J.  Dudley,  Delivered 
at  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College,  Laurinburg,  North 
Carolina,  November  4,  1969). 

Whose  brain-child  the  Vocational 
Guidance  Program  was,  I  do  not 
know  -  possibly  Dr.  Hunter  B. 
Blakeley's,  or  Dallas  Smith's.  We 
are  quite  certain  the  idea  for  the 
Program  in  the  Synod  of  N.  C. 
belonged  to  Dr.  Price  H.  Gwynn. 
late  Dean  of  Flora  MacDonald 
College. 

The  Program  had  a  modest 
beginning.  Dr.  Gwynn  received  the 
endorsement  of  the  then  President 
of  the  College,  Dr.  Marshall  S. 
Woodson,  and  enlisted  Professor 
Rodger  Decker  as  assistant  in  the 
project.  I  recall  that  Dr.  Gwynn 
and  Professor  Decker  came  to  my 
office  in  Raleigh  sometime  during 
1952  to  solicit  funds  to  assist  them 
in  getting  the  project  under  way.  I 
was  able  to  find  for  the  project 
appro.ximately  $500.  With  that  and 
some  funds  provided  by  the  College 
I  hey  launched  the  program. 

They  had  no  facilities,  except 
temporary  rooms  provided  by  the 
College,  no  tools  except  such  as 
they  could  adapt  from  College 
equipment;  and  no  staff,  except  a 
dozen  persons,  town  and  gown,  who 
volunteered  their  services.  But 
they  had  vision  and  determination. 

.Second  Guidance  Program 

The  N.  C.  program  was  the 
second,  I  believe,  begun  within  our 
denomination.  The  first  was  in  the 
Synod  of  Virginia. 

As  one  reads  the  story  of  the 
Vocational  Guidance  Program  in 
this  Synod,  he  is  impressed  by 
several  things:  the  Purpose  for  the 
Young  People;  the  Goal  to  attain  to 
excellence;  and  the  determination 
to  receive  accreditation.  It  is  clear 
that  these  things  are 
complementary. 

PURPOSE:  The  Purpose  for 
Young  People  was  stated  to  be,  "to 
help  Christian  youth  plan  their 
careers  intelligently  and  with  a 
sense  of  Christian  mission".  This 
was  said  to  be  based  on  the  belief 
that  each  individual  has  the 
potential  within  himself  to  direct 
his  own  life,  with  God's  help;  that 
"each  person  needs  to  learn  what 
he  can  do  best,  what  training  would 
help  him  most,  and  where  and  how 
his  talents  may  be  used  most 
effectively  in  harmony  with  God's 
will."  (Min.  1961,  p.  173). 

THE  GOAL  TO  ATTAIN 
EXCELLENCE  is  demonstrated 
constantly  throughout  the  life  of 
the  Movement  by  efforts  to  enlarge 
and  improve  the  staff,  by 
constantly  refining  the 
requirements,  by  perennial 
evaluation  and  re-evaluation  of  the 
program,  by  planning  and 
carrying  out  plans  for  obtaining  an 
adequate  facility,  including 
equipment,  and  by  determined 
efforts  to  provide  adequate 
financial  support. 

ACCREDITATION.  The  dream 
for  accreditation  was  realized,  as 
other  things  were  fulfilled,  in 
December,  1967,  when  the 
American  Board  of  Counseling 
Services  approved  the  Center, 
which  is  one  of  four  in  N.  C,  the 
others  being  on  campuses  of  state 
institutions. 

Healthy  Growth 

Sufficient  has  been  said  to 
indicate  that  what  we  do  today 
represents  worthy  accomplish- 
ments. The  Staff  has  grown,  and, 
dare  I  say,  has  also  been 
"upgraded".  The  facilities  have 
been  completed,  the  budget  now 
approximately  $55,000,  and 
accreditation  is  a  reality.  Best  of 
ail.  however,  is  the  fact  that 
thousands  of  young  people  have 
passed  through  the  Center  during 
these  17  years,  whose  lives  are 
bound  to  be  something  better  than 
Ihey  otherwise  might  have  been. 

The  first  reference  I  find  in 


Synod's  -Minutes  to  the  Guidance 
Program  is  for  1956  when  the 
Synod's  Council  recommended 
that  $5,000  be  appropriated  by 
Synod  for  this  work,  which,  said 
tiie  Report,  was  being 
cooperatively  sponsored  by  the 
Council  and  the  Executive 
Committees  on  Christian 
Education,  where  it  remained  until 
1963  when  it  was  transferred  to 
Christian  Education.  Prior  to  that 
time,  however,  the  latter 
Committee  had  assisted  in  the 
program  by  making  the  Area 
Directors  of  Christian  Education 
available  for  instructing  adult 
leaders  in  local  churches  on  how  to 
prepare  youth  for  visiting  the 
Center. 

Accreditation  Sought 
The  first  full  Report  of  a 
Committee  on  Guidance  was 
presented  to  Synod  in  1958.  The 
report  was  presented  by  the  Rev. 
Samuel  W.  Newell,  Jr.,  then  pastor 
of  Davidson,  who  remained 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  until 
1962  when  Dr.  Julian  Lake  became 
Chairman.  In  1959  Professor 
Rodger  Decker  addressed  Synod 
on  the  subject  of  the  Program  at 
the  meeting  in  the  Myers  Park 
Church,  Charlotte,  the  first 
instance  of  an  address  on  this 
subject  being  made  to  Synod.  In 
1961  Mr.  Decker  and  the  Rev. 
Robert  Turner  were  made 
members  of  the  Guidance 
Committee.  It  was  in  the  Report 
for  this  year  that  a  re-occuring 
phrase  first  appears,  namely,  "If 
the  Center  is  to  be  accredited  ..." 
and  "the  Center  is  accelerating  its 
efforts  to  obtain  National 
accreditation."  It  was  also 
reported  that  Dr.  Decker  was  the 
Director  of  the  Center.  It  was 
further  reported  that  plans  were 
being  made  for  an  orderly  transfer 
of  the  Center  to  the  Campus  of  St. 
Andrews  College,  and  that  the 
College  promised  to  provide 
facilities.  For  the  first  time  it  was 
reported  that  Workshops,  ten  of 
them,  on  the  Guidance  Program, 
had  been  held. 

Moved  to  St.  Andrews 
In  1962  the  Committee  reported 
that  the  transfer  of  the  Center  to 
the  St.  Andrews  Campus  had  been 
effected.  It  was  also  reported  that 
both  the  men  and  women  of  the 
Synod  were  engaged  in  developing 
the  program  across  the  Synod. 
This  was  the  result  of  actions  of  the 
Executive  Committee  on  Christian 
Education,  whose  Chairman  was 
Dr.  Allen  C.  McSween,  and  under 
the  Leadership  of  the  Rev.  Robert 
Turner,  who  became  Synod's 
Director  of  Christian  Education  in 
1957. 

1963  was  a  significant  year.  The 
Report  called  for  emphasis  on 
training  leaders  in  local  churches 
and  recommended  that  beginning 
that  fall  young  people  be  required 
to  complete  preparatory  work 
prior  to  visiting  the  Center.  As  has 
been  previously  indicated  the 
responsibility  for  the  program  was 
shifted  to  the  Executive 
Committee  on  Christian 
Education.  For  the  first  time  it  was 
recommended  that  as  soon  as 
possible  a  second  Center  be  opened 
in  the  western  part  of  the  state.  The 
purpose  of  the  program  was 
enunciated  as  "helping  youth  to 
practice  Christian  vocations."  Dr. 
Gwynn,  who  was  retiring  as  Dean 
of  St.  Andrews  College,  was 
announced  as  the  Director  of  the 
Center,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  M. 
Urie  was  named  the  Assistant 
Director.  It  was  reported  that  of 
twelve  Presbyterian  Centers  in  the 
General  Assembly,  only  three  had 
been  accredited,  and  that  two  of 
these  were  in  Virginia  and  none  in 
North  Carolina.  It  was  also 
reported  that  the  Committee  and 
Staff  were  "making  careful 
preparations  for  accreditation", 
and  mention  was  made  of  the 


Birthday  Offering  by  the  Women  of 
the  General  Assembly,  designated 
for  the  Guidance  Program. 

Cilation  to  Gwynn 

The  1964  report  was  presented  by 
the  new  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  the  Rev.  Tom 
Anderson  of  Burlington.  The  report 
announced  the  employment  as 
Director  of  the  Center,  Col.  Henry 
F.  Murray.  A  citation  was 
presented  to  Dr.  Price  H.  Gwynn, 
on  his  retirement,  commending 
him  graciously  for  his  "leadership 
and  wisdom"  in  reference  to  the 
entire  program.  It  was  reported 
that  1,400  youth  had  passed 
through  the  Center  during  the 
previous  year.  Synod  approved  a 
recommendation  for  "a  quiet 
campaign"  to  raise  $100,000  for  the 
construction  of  a  facility.  A 
proposed  budget  for  the  ensuing 
year  in  the  amount  of  $54,000,  was 
adopted. 

In  1966  Col.  Murray  resigned  and 
during  the  same  year  Dr.  Logan  V. 
Cockrum  was  employed,  and  with 
him  Mr.  E.  R.  Patton  as  assistant, 
and  Mr.  Rowland  I.  C.  New,  as 
Counselor.  Since  then  the  entire 
program  has  been  vigorously 
prosecuted  by  Dr.  Anderson,  Dr. 
McSween,  Mr.  Turner,  Dr. 
Cockrum,  Dean  Robert  F. 
Davidson,  and  others,  including  a 
conference  with  distinguished 
consultants  to  evaluate  the 
program,  and  the  completion  of 
this  facility  which  we  dedicate 
today. 

Perhaps,  a  highlight  of  the  whole 
project  was  the  announcement  in 
the  1968  Minutes  that  on 
December,  1967  the  application  for 
accreditation  had  been  approved 
by  the  American  Board  on 
Counseling  Services. 

Coinineiidation 

All  histories  are  incomplete,  and 
most  are  conspicuous  by  what  is 
not  said  or  written,  whether  by 
design  or  oversight.  This  one  is  no 
exception.  To  those  who  have  made 
a  contribution  here  and  who  have 
nol  been  mentioned,  I  assure  you 
that  your  love,  devotion,  work  and 
prayers  are  known  to  God;  also 
that  you  deserve  better,  and  in  an 
expanded  work,  should  be 
mentioned.  We  who  stand  here  do 
praise  you,  together  with  those 
whose  names  appear.  Of  those 
incidents,  events,  actions,  and 
reports  which  are  omitted,  they, 
too,  should  receive  better  dessert 
by  the  historian  who  does  a 
definitive  work  on  this  important 
subject.  I  commend  it  to  someone 
who  follows  in  my  train. 

Today  we  stand  at  a  new 
threshhold.  Others  with  vision, 
equal  to  that  of  Dr.  Gwynn,  and 
wisdom  and  leadership,  such  as  he 
possessed,  may  wish  to  prophesy. 
What  they  predict  the  rest  of  us  will 
endeavor  to  support  and  pray  for 
realization. 

Hurricane

In  1969,  less  than  half  of  the 
churches  participated  in  the 
special  Mother's  Day  offering. 
Group  and  Individual  Support 
The  Home  must  rely  on  gifts, 
memorials,  and  bequests  for  its 
continued  existence.  By  reason  of 
its  Christian  mission,  the  Home 
must  serve  people  of  all  economic 
levels. 

Similar  to  a  college  or 
university,  the  tuition  charge  does 
not  reflect  the  cost  of  operation. 
Distinctly  different  is  the  fact  that 
the  Home  does  not  have  an 
"Alumni  Association"  to 
supplement  income. 

The  honoring  of  a  loved  one  by  a 
memorial  gift  to  the  Home  helps  to 
extend  the  care  and  life  of  older 
people  in  need. 

Financial 

The  Presbyterian  Home  has  no 
endowment  fund,  no  operating 
reserve,  or  benevolent  assistance 
fund.  It  operates  on  a  day  to  day, 
month  to  month  basis.

How  Church  Might  Be 
Restructured 

ATLANTA  —  (PN)  —  The 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
would  be  divided  into  8  synods  and 
48  presbyteries  under  the  plan  now 
bemg  studied  by  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee  on  Restructuring 
Synods  and  Presbyteries. 

There  are  presently  15  synods 
and  74  presbyteries. 

Dr.  Harvard  Anderson  of 
Orlando,  executive  secretary  of  the 
Synod  of  Florida  and  chairman  of 
the  committee,  emphasized  that 
the  proposed  realignment  is  still 
tentative. 

Meantime,  a  constitutional 
amendment  giving  the  General 
Assembly  power  to  unite  or  divide 
existing  synods  has  received  the 
necessary  majority  vote  by 
presbyteries.  Latest  tally  is  42-11, 
with  38  needed  for  approval. 

A  favorable  vote  at  the  1970 
meeting  of  the  top  governing  body 
is  still  needed. 

At  its  meeting  Nov.  13-14,  the 
committee  heard  various 
members  give  reports  on 
discussions  with  heads  of 
institutions,  from  area  meetings 
and  responses  from  individuals.  By 
and  large,  all  reacted  favorably  to 
the  proposed  realignment  of 
boundaries.

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THE  DOMINIE 
A  Sketch  On  Rev.  Colin  Mclver

his  death.  James  Banks  in  an 
historical  address  in  1858  said 
"Oftentimes,  on  returning  from 
court,  I  have  met  this  good  old 


The  old  and  familiar  term  the 
Highland  Scots  used  for  their 
preachers  was  one  not  only  of  great 
respect,  but  one  of  abiding  love. 
The  early  settlers  here  in  the  Cape 
Fear  Valley  used  the  term  when 
addressing  James  Campbell  and 
John  McLeod.  Old  Archie 
McGregor,  for  one,  would  stand 
hatless  in  the  rain  while  speaking 
to  Dominie  McLeod.  This 
embarrassed  the  young  preacher 
who  took  great  care  later  to  meet 
old  Archie  either  on  a  fine  day  or 
under  cover. 

The  Rev.  Colin  Mclver  must 
have  been  one  to  inspire  the  term 
"Dominie".  Born  in  Stornaway, 
Island  of  Lewis,  Hebrides, 
Scotland  the  burr  in  his  speech  and 
the  unconscious  lapse  into  Gaelic 
must  have  delighted  the  hearts  of 
the  Scots  in  the  Valley. 

Colin  Mclver  was  born  March  9, 
1784,  and  little  is  known  of  him  until 
he  appeared  in  North  Carolina  as  a 
teacher  with  Rev.  W.  L.  Turner  at 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Fayetteville.  This  was  in  1809.  He 
apparently  became  attached  to 
Orange  Presbytery  after  that,  for 
our  next  word  of  the  young 
preacher  was  on  the  occasion  of  his 
ordination  into  the  membership  of 
the  Presbytery  of  Harmony,  South 
Carolina  April  29, 1812.  The  session 
record  said  he  had  been  a  licentiate 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Orange  and 
produced  a  dismission  from  that 
Presbytery  to  put  himself  under 
the  care  of  Harmony. 

Saltcatcher  Church 

Presbytery  was  at  Saltcatcher 
Church  (Saltkehatchee)  in  Prince 
William  Parish,  S.  Carolina.  This 
Presbyterian  Church  was 
incorporated  in  1808  and  the  house 
of  worship  opened  by  the  Rev. 
George  Buist  of  Charleston  who 
was  pastor  of  the  Scots  Church 
there. 

This  Presbytery  was  appointed 
to  meet  for  the  purpose  of 
attending  to  the  trials  and 
examination  of  Mr.  Mclver 
preparatory  to  ordination.  Dr. 
Andrew  Flinn  presided  at  the 
ordination  and  gave  the  charge. 
Mr.  Mclver  was  not  examined  on 
the  Hebrew  as  was  required,  but 
engaged  hereafter  to  attend  to  its 
study.  The  Session  records  say  that 
the  Rev.  Mclver,  being  present, 
was  recognized  as  a  member. 

About  a  year  later  Mr.  Mclver 
was  released  from  his  charge  and 
dismissed  to  the  Presbytery  of 
Fayetteville  where  he  was  sent  to 
preach  as  supply  to  churches  in  the 
Chesterfield  and  Darlington 
Districts  of  South  Carolina.  This 
part  of  South  Carolina  was  at  that 
time  under  the  care  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Fayetteville.  Mclver 
was  replaced  there  by  Rev.  John 
McFarland. 

Gaelic  Preacher 

Colin  Mclver  spoke  the  Gaelic 
fluently  and  so  served  the  Church 
well  in  these  areas  of  North  and 
South  Carolina  where  so  many  of 
the  oldsters  understood  only  that 
language.  In  1812  while  he  was 
under  the  care  of  Harmony  ne 
preached  in  that  part  of  South 
Carolina  between  Camden  and  Big 
Lynch's  River,  a  section  as  heavily 
populated  with  Scots  as  was 
Cumberland  and  it's  surrounding 
counties.  He  preached  mostly  at 
that  time  in  homes  and  during  the 
year  organized  these 
communicants  into  a  church  (Pine 
Tree  Church). 

Thorough-Going 
Presbyterian 
The  Rev  Mr.  Mclver  was  an 
orthodox  Presbyterian  of  the 
Calvinistic  John  Knox  School. 
Deeply  versed  in  the  Bible,  his 
mind  was  ever  imbued  with  its 
heavenly  spirit.  His  missionary 
zeal  was  undiminished  to  the  day  of 


man,  in  his  stick  gig,  plodding  over 
the  dreary  sandhills  of 
Cumberland,  but  a  happy  mile 
ever  beamed  on  his  face;  he  felt 
that  he  was  in  his  Master's  service, 
traveling  toward  one  of  His  holy 
temples,  bearing  with  him  the  glad 
tidings  of  salvation  to  be  delivered 
on  the  coming  Sabbath  day". 
Marriage 
Colin  Mclver  married  Sarah 
Barge,  the  daughter  of  Lewis 
Barge,  a  prominent  citizen  of  Cross 
Creek,  later  Fayetteville.  Mr. 
Barge  was  second  after  Robert 


COLIN  McIVER 
Rowan  to  sign  the  Liberty  Point 
Resolves  June  20,  1776.  Mr.  Mclver 
and  his  wife  Sally  Barge  had  no 
children  of  their  own,  but  adopted 
three  of  the  children  of  Sally's 
brother,  Abel  Barge.  One  of  these 
children,  Malinda,  took  the  name 
of  Mclver. 

Although  never  pastor  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Fayetteville,  Colin  Mclver  was  a 
man  of  power  for  the  church  in 
Cumberland  County.  He  was  of 
great  sincerity  of  purpose,  and  as 
one  said  of  him,  "an  intelligent, 
clear-headed,  warm-hearted, 
thorough-going  Presbyterian  of  the 
old  style".  He  had  little  patience 
with  new  ideas  about  church  order. 

A  staunch  Mason,  Mr.  Mclver 
was  chaplain  of  old  Phoenix  Lodge 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  Phoenix 
Lodge  was,  and  still  is,  located  on 
Mason  Street  in  Fayetteville,  N.  C. 

At  the  time  of  death  Colin  Mclver 
reverted  to  the  Gaelic  of  his 
childhood  in  far  off  Stornaway,  his 
burring  highland  accents  asked 
that  he  be  dressed  in  the  time- 
honored  silken  gown  and  Geneva 
band.  The  old  Scottish  divine  died 
with  his  armor  on. 

The  character,  intellect  and 
uniform  consistency  of  Colin 
Mclver  is  so  very  evident  in  his  last 
Will  and  Testament  which  is  on 
record  in  Cumberland  County 
Courthouse  at  Fayetteville.  Below 
are  some  of  the  bequests  he  made 
to  loved  ones.  The  language  as  well 
as  the  intent  is  indeed  beautiful. 
"In  the  Name  of  God" 

The  Will  is  dated  Nov.  30,  1812, 
and  reads  in  part:  "In  the  name  of 
God,  Amen,  I,  Colin  Mclver, 
preacher  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  Officiating  in  the 
Piesbyterian  Congregation  of 
Saltcatchers  Church  in  the  District 
of  Colleton,  State  of  South 
Carolina. 

"FIRST:  to  Almighty  God  I 
bequeath  a  soul  polluted  with  many 
sins,  but  purified,  I  hope,  by 
repentance;  and  redeemed,  I  trust, 
by  the  all  sufficient  atoning  blood 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

"Thou  whom  avenging  powr's  obey 
Cancel  my  debt  too  great  to  pay 
Before  that  great,  that  dreadful 
day. 

"That  the  death  of  a  man  whose 
life  was  unprofitable  may  be,  in

some  degree,  useful  to  his 
survivors,  I  desire  that  on  the 
Sabbath  subsequent  to  my  death, 
or  on  the  next  most  convenient 
Sabbath,  a  funeral  sermon  be 
preached  on  the  occasion  to  be 
particularly  addressed  to  the 
people  of  my  charge  from  these 
words:  Matthew  XXV  13,  "Watch 
therefore  for  ye  know  neither  the 
day  nor  the  hour  when  the  Son  of 
Man  Cometh. 

No  Pomp  Or  Parade 

"It  is  my  further  wish  that  no 
kind  of  pomp  or  unnecessary 
parade  of  woe  be  observed  at  my 
funeral  and  that  it  be  conducted  in 
such  a  manner  calculated  to  leave 
suitable  impression  on  the  minds  of 
my  surviving  friends  and 
acquaintances  and  to  persuade  all 
those  who  witness  my  interment  to 
keep  themselves  in  a  constant  state 
of  preparation  for  death. 

"SECOND;  To  my  creditors, 
should  I  have  any  at  the  time  of  my 
decease,  I  bequeath  the  full 
amount  of  whatever  I  may  justly 
owe  them,  to  be  paid  them  either  in 
money  or  other  effects  as  the  state 
of  my  affairs  at  the  time  of  my 
decease  may  admit  of.  (He  also 
offered  grateful  thanks  to  his 
creditors  for  their  generous 
forbearance.)

Edward  Barge  of  Fayetteville  I 
bequeath  all  my  shaving 
implements,  and,  as  he  will  have 
occasion  to  use  them  frequently, 
call  to  his  recollection  one  who 
wishes  him  eternal  haooiness. 

"FOURTH:  To  my  much 
esteemed  friend  and  brother-in- 
law,  Mr.  John  Barge  of 
Fayetteville,  I  bequeath  my  saddle 
and  bridle  and  my  dressing  brush 
and  accompanied  with  an  earnest 
wish  that  temporal  and  spiritual 
felicity  may  be  his  portion.

(Continued  From  Page  Three) 
admissions"  without  lowering 
standards,  and  a  summer  program 
of  remedial  work,  open  to  all 
students  who  need  or  desire  it. 

The  report  states  that  the  college 
should  consider  "the  hiring  of 
black  administrators  and  faculty 
to  be  an  absolute  necessity.  .  .  ." 

(2)  "That  Davidson  College 
develop  and  offer  a  greatly 
expanded  program  of  continuing 
education  for  its  alumni  and  for  the 
general  public." 

Such  a  program  might  include, 
the  report  suggests,  special 
seminars  for  a  period  of  a  few 
weeks  each,  a  large-scale 
symposium  each  year  in  an  area  of 
social  concern,  and  special  alumni 
meetings. 

(3)  That  the  college  strive  for 
"more  relevant  and  realistic 
relations  with  our  local 
community"  through  such  means 
as: 

-The  appointment  of  a  member 
of  the  college  staff  to  be 
responsible  for  community 
relations. 

-A  special  program  of  education 
for  the  college's  non-academic 
employees,  some  of  whom  are 
"functionally  illiterate,"  including 
family  counseling  in  several  areas. 

-Greater  educational  use  of,  and 
greater  service  to,  the  city  of 
Charlotte  and  surrounding 
counties— their  government,  social 
agencies,  schools,  churches, 
cultural  organizations,  etc.

Restructuring 
Committee 

The  Rev.  H.  Edwin  Pickard, 
pastor.  White  Memorial  Church, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  was  elected 
Secretary  of  the  Ad-Interim 
Committee  on  Restructuring  of 
General  Assembly's  Boards  and 
Agencies,  authorized  by  the  109th 
General  Assembly. 

The  committee,  with  the  Rev. 
William  J.  Fogleman  of  Houston  as 
Chairman,  held  its  first  meeting 
September  18-19  in  Atlanta. 

Another  North  Carolinian, 
Robert  Phillips,  a  psychiatrist  of 
Chapel  Hill,  N.  C,  is  also  a 
member  of  the  committee. 

At  its  first  meeting  the  twelve 
man  committee  addressed  itself  to 
finding  an  organic  structure  which 
accommodates  to  three  basic 
requirements :  First  and  foremost, 
that  the  structure  be  the  most 
effective  instrument  through 
which  the  church  can  fulfill  its 
unchanging  mission;  Secondly, 
that  the  structure  be  responsive  to 
the  rapidly  changing 
contemporary  world;  and  Thirdly, 
that  the  structure  be  in  harmony 
with  Presbyterian  policy. 

A  statement  issued  after  the  first 
meeting  said,  "This  committee 
will  at  the  outset  address  itself  to 
the  single  question:  How  can  the 
Christian  gospel  be  optimally 
presented  and  its  mandate  be 
responsibly  effective  in  late  20th 
century,  the  present  time  of 
revolution  in  politics,  race, 
communications,   and  culture?" 

Pastors,  laymen,  agency 
members  and  executives, 
seminary  proessors,  journalists, 
and  others  will  be  heard  by  the 
committee.  Chairman  Fogleman 
said,  "We  are  eager  to  get  input 
from  all  segments  of  church  life, 
representing  the  widest  spectrum 
of  viewpoints."

Little,  former  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Colgate-Palmolive. 

The  College  has  raised  the 
necessary  $1,500,000  to  qualify  for 
the  challenge  gift,  according  to 
Davidson's  President  Samuel  R. 
Spencer,  Jr. 

The  farm  where  Little  and  his 
five  brothers  and  four  sisters  were 
reared  is  about  seven  miles  north 
of  Charlotte. 

The  deed  was  presented  at  a 
special  dinner  meeting  of  the 
College's  Board  of  Visitors  on 
December  6. 

According  to  President  Spencer, 
plans  for  the  library  will  be 
undertaken  soon. 

E.  H.  Little's  rise  from  the 
family  farm  in  Mecklenburg  to  one 
of  the  nation's  foremost  business 
leaders  is  a  legendary  American 
success  story.  Mr.  Little  himself 
was  not  able  to  attend  college,  but 
his  success  in  the  Colgate 
Palmolive  Peet  Company,  which 
he  joined  as  a  salesman  in  1902, 
was  meteoric.  Ill  health  between 
1910-1914  temporarily  halted  him, 
but  he  was  nursed  back  to  health 
by  his  wife,  Suzanne  Trezevant 
Little,  in  whose  memory  he  made 
the  Library  gift. 

In  1953,  Davidson  College,  in 
honoring  him  with  an  honorary 
degree,  praised  him  for 
"administering  the  stewardship  of 
money,  not  for  personal  prestige  or 
power,  but  for  'the  glory  of  God  and 


the  relief  of  man's  estate'." 

Little  and  his  late  wife  have 
given  Davidson  more  than  $1 
million  in  their  lifetime.  The  E.  H. 
Little  Dormitory  on  the  campus 
bears  his  name,  as  will  the  new 
library. 

Three  of  Mr.  Little's  brothers 
still  live  in  Charlotte:  John  M., 
Sam  A.,  and  Harold  E.  Little. 
Ernest  L.  Little  lives  in  St. 
Augustine,  Florida.  All  were 
present  at  the  meeting  announcing 
the  gift.  A  brother,  the  Rev. 
Charles  H.  Little,  deceased,  was  a 
former  pastor  of  the  Sharon 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte. 


Dana  Foundation 
Gifts  Announced 

Davidson  and  Queens  College 
received  a  Christmas  gift  of 
$100,000  from  the  Charles  A.  Dana 
Foundation.  Dr.  Samuel  R. 
Spencer,  Jr.  and  Dr.  John  E. 
Smylie,  respective  Presidents  of 
the  two  institutions,  each  have 
received  a  letter  from  the 
Foundation  informing  them  of  the 
gift  for  the  "continuation  of  the 
Dana  Scholarship  programs 
established  10  years  ago  at  both 
colieges". 

Since  1960-61  the  Foundation  has 
provided  financial  aid  and 
recognition  for  as  many  as  20 
students  each  year  in  each  of  the 
three  upper  classes  at  Davidson 
and  Queens.  The  Presidents 
estimated  that  the  Foundation  has 
given  Davidson  some  $3  million 
and  Queens  some  $2  million  in  the 
last  15  years.  The  Foundation  has 
also  provided  an  endowment  at 
both  colleges  for  supplements  to 
salaries  of  several  outstanding 
professors. 


National  Council  Challenged 


The  Detroit  convention  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  will 
be  remembered  as  the  most 
unusual  in  its  19-year  history.  The 
Council,  traditionally  known  for  its 
liberal  pronouncements,  found 
itself  challenged  by  radical  groups 
that  accused  it  of  being 
conservative,  slow,  and 
prejudiced. 

The  five-day  conference's 
agenda  began  on  November  30  in 
routine  fashion,  but  took  on  some 
of  the  atmosphere  of  a  three  ring 
circus  the  next  day  after  an 
address  by  the  Rev.  William  P. 
Thompson,  Stated  Clerk  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  who 
defined  the  mission  of  the  church  m 


the  '70s  as  "not  simply  to  change 
what  must  be  changed,  but  to 
preserve  what  must  be 
preserved.".  Little  more  was 
heard  about  preserving  what  must 
be  preserved,  but,  in  emotional 
confrontations  between  the  church 
establishment  and  minority 
interests,  pleas  for  change  rang 
through  the  Assembly. 

Minority  Groups  Take  Over 
In  an  unprecedented  action,  the 
General  Assembly  disregarded  its 
printed  agenda  to  hear  from 
spokesmen  from  welfare 
recipients,  blacks,  American 
Indians,  Palestinian  Arabs,  anti-

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Missionary 
Expresses  Concern 

Mr.  Robert  Shane,  a  veteran 
Presbyterian  U.  S.  Missionary  in 
Brazil  who  is  on  temporary 
assignment  at  the  World  Missions 
Board's  headquarters  in  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  has  expressed  his 
disappointment  over  the  financial 
crisis  facing  the  Church. 

"What  seems  to  be  a  mild 
reduction  in  allocations  from  the 
States  becomes  a  major  reduction 
in  Brazil",  he  said,  "because  of 
inflation  and  a  lagging  exchange 
rate.  The  15  percent  cut  in  our 
budget  for  1970  will,  in  all 
likelihood,  turn  out  to  be  closer  to  a 
30  percent  cut  on  the  field.  And 
such  a  cut  is  bound  to  have  serious 
effect  on  the  work". 
'  Mr.  Shane  noted  that  word  has 
j  already  come  from  Patrocinio 
reporting  the  closing  of  four 
primary  schools  and  the  dismissal 
of  8  lay  evangelists. 

The  Shane  Family  went  to  Brazil 
as  missionaries  in  1949.

During  the  triennial  assembly  of 
the  National  Council  of  Churches  in 
Detroit,  Michigan  in  early 
December,  Mr.  J.  Harold 
McKeithen,  of  Winston-Salem,  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  General 
Board  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  McKeithen,  an  attorney,  is  a 
past  Moderator  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina.  He  is  also  a  Ruling 
Elder  in  the  First  Church  of 
Winston-Salem. 

The  General  Board  is  the 
executive  Committee  of  the 
Council  and  conducts  the  work  of 
the  Council  since  the  National 
Body  only  meets  once  every  three 
years.  It  meets  at  least  three  or 
four  times  annually. 

Other  Winston-Salem  Church- 
men elected  were  Brooks  Hays, 
Director  of  the  Ecumenical 
Institute  at  Wake  Forest 
University,  and  Rev.  Clayton  H.

Editorial — 
The  Prayer  Stance 

History  shows  that  for  every 
man  therfr-comes  a  time  when  he 
must  "choose  sides".  Sometimes 
we  may  be  altogether  for 
something  altogether  against  it,  or 
temporarily,  at  least,  neutral.  In 
most  areas  of  life  this  is  not 
sufficiently  important  to  cause 
more  than  a  shrug  of  the 
shoulders;  for  instance,  whether  or 
not  one  favors  sugar  in  his  coffee. 
Then,  too,  in  respect  to  some 
crucial  issues  at  the  national  level, 
where  Congress  or  the  President 
has  the  authority  to  make  the 
decisions,  one  may  be  for,  against, 
or.  indifferent  to  the  particular 
issue.  In  the  Church  issues  usually 
are  sharpened  by  persons  at 
opposite  poles,  and  the  majority 
are  either  unaware  of  the  debate 
going  on,  uncertain  as  to4he  truth 
and  logic  involved,  or  more  or  less 
indifferent  to  it,  except  a  relatively 
few  who  are  more  or  less 
articulate. 

Times  come  on  important 
issues  when  those  with  voting 
power  must  be  for  or  against,  and 
so  exercise  their  suffrage.  It  may 
be  the  voter  is  not  absolutely  for  or 
against,  but  he  must  take  a  stand, 
anyway.  This  is  compromise,  so 
essential  in  the  Democratic 
process.  On  many,  perhaps  most 
issues,  this  is  not  serious  or 
damaging;  however,  sometimes 
ihe  issue  is  a  major  one,  the 
decision  on  which  affects  life  and 
death,  such  as  the  decision  to  go  to 
war. 

In  the  Church  a  major  issue  is 
Union.  Currently  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  is  polarizing 
over  this  issue.  Perhaps,  it  would 
be  agreed  by  all  that  at  some  point 
m  history,  in  "heaven"  or  on  earth, 
or  both.  Union  is  inevitable.  It  is 
djfficult  to  see  how  any  Christian 
could  deny  also  that  the  New 
Testament  teaches  and  urges 
Union.  The  question,  then,  boils 
down  to  "with  whom"  and  "when". 
Of  course,  the  "with  whom" 
involves  "belief"  and  "the  when" 
will  occur  once  the  former  issue  is 
resolved. 

Unfortunately,  human  natuie 
being  what  it  ^is,  our  prejudice*; 
sometimes  stand  in  the  way  of 
ix'solving  "belief".  Since,  however, 
this  is  the  crux  of  the  matter,  let 
every  Presbyterian  pray 
earnestly,  not  for  the  preservation 
(ft  the  status  quo,  but  for  the 
presence  and  the  guidance  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  all  of  our  lives,  and 
especially  for  those  who  will  have 
the  responsibility  of  leading, 
guiding,  and  voting  in  making 
decisions.- 

Surely,  this  is  one  stand  we  can 
all  take;  the  Prayer  Stance.  Asking 
(iod  for  wisdom,  for  patience,  for 
understanding,  for  love  between 
llic  brethren,  and  above  all  for 
light  to  guide  our  Church  in  making 
(ho  decision  which  it  is  His  will  for 
it  to  make.  In  this  way,  hopefully, 
wc  might  remain  One  Body,

Gentlemen: 

The  letter  from  the  Moderator  as 
printed  in  the  December  issue  of 
the  Presbyterian  News  left  me 
with  a  deep  sense  of  anguish  and 
depression.

Alas,  sooner  or  later  the  plush 
instincts  for  creature  benefits, 
benevolences,  pensions,  salaries 
and  annuities,  all  under  the  nice 
warm  blanket  of  "peace  and  piety" 
will  have  to  face  themselves  for 
what  they  are.  A  creature  church 
cannot  be  validly  involved  with  the

spiritual  values  demanded  by  the 
Cross.  Polite  procrastination,  and 
apathy  and  apology,  cannot 
forever  be  covered  over  by  the 
"peace  and  piety"  routine.  Our 
need  for  benevolence  is  not  nearly 
as  acute  as  our  need  for  Christian 
honesty.  No  amount  of  bad 
Presbyterian  conscience  is  going 
to  rescue  the  Ethiopian  from 
Caesar.  It  is  going  to  take  Philip  to 
do  that.  Just  under  the  reprint  of 
the  Moderator's  timid  and 
thoroughly  plastic  letter  is  a 
portion  of  a  Davidson  College 
resolution,  to  wit: 
".  .  .and  vigorous  recruitment  of 
more  black  students.  .  ." 

For  what?  How  does  it  happen  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church  that  any 
kind  of  recruitment  has  color? 
Suppose  the  "vigorously" 
recruited  negro  cannot  qualify 
during  a  four  year  exposure  to 
Davidson  College  standards.  Are 
we  going  to  waive  the  standards? 

Christ  did  not  save  men  from  the 
top  of  things.  He  went  to  the  bottom 
of  things.  How  about  the  negroe 
presence  at  our  Communion 
Table?  Will  the  art  of  getting  him 
into  Davidson  College  somehow 
compensate  for  the  lack  of  his 
basic  presence? 

I  can  assure  you  that  the 
perceptive  Presbyterian  layman 
(and  those  with  benevolent  money 
are  usually  in  that  condition)  is  not 
at  all  concerned  with  the  rise  and 
fall  of  "benevolences".  Your 
Christian  layman  understands 
these  things  as  simple  by-products 
of  something  vastly  more 
important  to  him,  and  to  his 
Presbyterian  Church.  He  does  not 
confuse  commitment  with  secular 
constituency.  The  disturbed 
layman  is  concerned  about  the 
kind  of  calling  his  clergyman  is 
receiving.  His  pastor  is  not  in  a 
profession,  and  his  pastor  does  not 
measure  his  income  on  the  basis  of 
income  from  the  practice  of  Law  or 
the  practice  of  Medicine.  There  is  a 
wee  thing  about  the  Christ  who 
bathed  his  followers'  feet.  Men  who 
become  utterly  fatigued  at  the  idea 
of  more  than  one  sermon  per  week, 
and  the  economy  of  lighting  up  the 
church  for  the  presence  of  ten  on 
Wednesday  night,  are  hardly 
qualified  to  'rouse  enthusiastic 
response  from  the  layman  who 
finances  all  of  this. 

In  my  God's  Kingdom,  first 
things  come  first.  Find  me  a 
church  with  an  enthusiasm  for 
Jesus  Christ  and  I  can  assure  you 
that  benevolences  will  take  care  of 
themselves.  As  the  teacher  for  the 
Senior  Men's  Bible  Class  at 
Highland  Presbyterian  Church,  I 
speak  with  the  sure  knowledge  of 
result.  Enthusiasm  for  Christ  and 
the  sure  understanding  that  the 
Church  is  indeed  man  himself,  has 
proven  that  benevolences  take 
care  of  themselves.  So  be  it.

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GREATNEEDFOR 
NEW  BUILDING 

Even  though  the  present  Little 
Joe's  Church  building  was  erected 
as  late  as  1955,  no  provision  has  yet 
been  made  for  an  adequate 
religious  training  program  for  the 
life  of  the  institution  and  the 
community.  The  current  structure 
consists  of  a  very  beautiful  and 
commodious  sanctuary  along  with 
pastor's  study,  choir  room,  and  a 
very  small  kitchen  and  fellowship 
room. 

Over  the  last  fifteen  years  the 
Christian  education  program  has 
been  carried  on  in  an  old 
elementary  school  building, 
somewhat  physically  removed 
from  the  church.  It  is  inadequate, 
uncomfortable,  and  not  suitable  for 
repair. 

Plans  are  to  build  ample 
classroom  facilities  for  both 
children  and  adults.  Also  to  be 
provided  will  be  a  church  parlor, 
library,  and  church  school  office. 

The  real  plus,  however,  is  that 
the  building  will  be  designed  for 
seven  day  a  week  usage.  It  is 
intended  to  be  a  model  church 
school  educational  building 
incorporating  full  modern  facilities 
for  weekday  activities  such  as 
kindergarten,  nursery  school,  and 
day  care  center.  Special  provisions 
will  be  made  for  these  and  other 
multiple  uses.

Churches  Of  Synod 
To  Benefit 

If  all  the  plans  as  now  envisioned 
can  be  finalized,  Presbyterian 
Churches  of  the  Synod  should 
benefit  greatly  from  the  new 
educational  building  to  be  built  at 
Barium  Springs  in  connection  with 
Little  Joe's  Church. 

A  vital  part  of  the  consideration 
is  that  it  can  be  used  by  the 
churches  of  Synod,  and  elsewhere, 
as  a  model  to  examine  when 
considering  a  new  building  or 
remodeling  program.  There  is 
great  need  today  for  the  church  to 
consider  new  activities  that  will 
benefit  the  people  of  the 
community  and  most  have  idle 
facilities  during  six  days  of  the 
week. 

The  Family  and  Child 
Development  Center  now  operated 
as  a  program  of  the  Home  will  be 
housed  in  the  new  building  as  a 
pilot  or  demonstration  program. 

In  addition,  the  Home  proposes 
to  offer  consultation  to  the  local 
church  and  to  communities,  both 
as  to  the  physical  building  itself  as 
well  as  the  pilot  programs.  Much 
benefit  in  the  way  of  helping  boys 
and  girls  in  need  in  every 
community  could  result. 

Turner 
Makes  Appeal 

The  Rev. 
Robert  Turner, 
Regional  Di- 
rector of 
Christian  Edu- 
cation, Synod 
of  North  Caro- 
lina, recently 
made  a  public 
declar  a  t  i  o  n, 
appealing  for 
support  of  the 
proposed  Chr- 
istian Educa- 
tion facilities 

at  Barium  Springs,  speci- 
fically in  favor  of  an  adjunct 
building  and  facilities  for  Christian 
Education  connected  with  the 
present  "Little  Joe's" 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Mr.  Turner  pointed  out  that  the 
present  school  building  being  used 
for  Christian  education  "is— 
unattractive,  inadequate, 
uncomfortable,  and  in  sad  need  of 
repair  ".  He  added  that  renovation 
of  this  building  is  inadvisable,  and 
appeals  to  Presbyterians  to  give 
hearty  support  to  the  project. 


LITTLE  JOE'S  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 


Little  Joe's  Church  Worthy  Memorial  To  Youngster 


On  September  1,  1901,  two 
children  were  brought  to  Barium 
Springs  Home  for  Children,  Janie 
Gilliland,  age  seven,  and  Little 
Joe,  her  brother,  then  about  six 
years  of  age. 

Little  Joe  was  a  frail  boy  with  a 
warm  heart  and  a  very  tender  way 
of  saying  and  doing  things.  His 
whole  personality  was  so  unique, 
he  would  have  attracted  attention 
anywhere.  At  Barium  he  was 
beloved  of  all  the  household,  from 
the  superintendent  down  to  the 
smallest  cottage  boy  no  bigger 
than  himself.  Joe  was  naturally 
shrinking  and  timid,  but  he  was  a 
favorite  on  the  campus.  He  was  no 
athlete,  but  enjoyed  the  innocent 
play  that  seems  most  attractive  to 
small  boys.  His  affectionate  heart 
just  loved  everybody  about  him. 

Little  Joe  had  a  very  keen 
perception  of  "goodness  and  good 
things"  and  "badness  and  bad 
things."  The  story  is  told  that  on 
one  occasion  one  of  the  "big 
sisters"  was  teaching  him  the 
Catechism  and  told  him  to  say, 
"The  Devil  tempted  Eve  and  she 
gave  the  fruit  to  Adam."  Little  Joe 
refused.  When  asked  why,  he 
answered,  "Because  it  is  a  bad 
word."  Joe  compromised  on 
calling  the  arch  enemy,  "Satan", 
instead  of  "Devil". 

Mystery  of  Stars 

We  wish  we  could  have  talked 
with  Little  Joe  sbout  the  stars,  for 
as  he  went  back  to  his  cottage  after 
supper,  he  loved  to  look  up  into  the 
heavens  and  talk  about  them.  He 
never  could  quite  visualize  "where 
the  stars  went  in  the  daytime."  He 
could  not  understand  that  the  sun 
was  brighter  than  all  the  stars,  and 
that  if  he  could  have  looked  up  out 
of  a  deep  well,  he  could  have  seen 
some  of  those  very  stars  in  the 
heavens.  One  night  as  he  gazed 
upward  he  said,  with  tender  pathos 
in  his  voice,  "When  us  gets  dead, 
us'll  go  up  there." 

Music  was  Little  Joe's  delight, 
and  he  had  a  most  sensitive  ear  to 
all  good  harmony.  Not  only  would 
he  catch  the  bright  popular  airs  in 
the  church  school  books,  but  even 
rtiuSlrrthat  bordered  on  the  classic, 
appealed  to  him.  He  was  not  long  in 
learning  even  difficult  tunes.  On 
one  occasion  the  piano  in  Rumple 
Hall  was  tuned  just  before 
Christmas.  The  first  time  Joe 
heard  it,  he  listened  most  intently 


CHALLENGE 
GIFT  REVEALED 

A  challenge  gift  of  $50,000  toward 
the  construction  cost  of  an 
educational  building  for  Little 
Joe's  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Barium  Springs  has  been  made 
available  to  the  Barium  Springs 
Home  for  Children  by  Mrs.  Charles 
E.  Earnhardt  of  Charlotte  as  a 
memorial  to  her  late  husband,  a 
prominent  Charlotte  cottonbroker. 

The  gift  is  conditioned  on  Barium 
Springs  securing  an  additional 
$100,000  from  other  friends  of 
Barium,  and  the  funds  must  be 
raised  by  December  1,  1970  with 
building  construction  completed  by

for  a  while  and  said:  Is  that  the 
same  piano?"  When  told 
something  had  been  done  to  it,  his 
quick  ear  caught  the  improvement, 
and  he  was  looking  into  "the  why" 
of  it. 

Little  Joe's  Death 
Because  the  children  often 
walked  to  church  in  Troutman, 
Little  Joe  had  one  dominant  idea 
which  he  often  expressed  in  his 
own  words,  "When  I  get  a  big  man 
I'm  going  to  build  a  church  with  a 


porch  to  it."  Many  times  he  said 
this,  but  it  was  only  through  his 
early  death  that  the  fondest  hope  of 
his  little  heart  was  ever  fulfilled. 

Among  The  Stars 

On  Sunday  morning,  February  1, 
1904,  Little  Joe,  most 
unexpectedly,  was  called  "to  go 
among  the  stars",  and  find  his 
place  in  the  heavenly  choir.  He 
had  not  been  well,  but  on  Saturday 
seemed  better,  and  sat  up  all  day. 
When  the  other  boys  got  up  on 
Sunday,  he  begged  to  get  up,  too.  It 
was  thought  best  for  him  to  lie 
quiet ,  yet  he  was  told  a  place 
would  be  fixed  for  him.  A  big 
brother  stood  ready  to  carry  him 
down.  He  noticed  that  Joe  closed 
liis  eyes  and  seemed  to  be  going  to 
.sleep.  He  took  him  up  and  carried 
him  down,  it  was  the  dear  little 
boy's  last  sleep.  In  less  than  three 
minutes,  his  little  heart  was  still 
and  his  breathing  hushed.  A  great 
sorrow  settled  down  upon  the 
home,  for  one  had  parted  who  had 
filled  a  large  place  in  every  heart. 

In  Little  Joe's  purse  was  found  45 
cents  he  had  saved  up  toward  the 
building  of  a  church.  The  story  of 
his  life  was  an  inspiration  and 
money  began  to  flow  in,  in  large 
and  small  streams.  In  1906  the 
.sanctuary  was  begun.  In  1907  the 
church  was  completed,  a  worthy 
monument  to  the  memory  of  this 
remarkable  child.  While  in  the 
Synod's  Minutes  the  congregation 
is  put  down  as  "Barium  Springs 
Church",  it  is  best  known 
throughout  the  state  as  "Little 
Joe  s  Church,"  and  will  doubtless 
be  thus  known  for  all  time. 

Church  Dedication 

In  1955  the  present  sanctuary 
was  erected  and  dedicated.  It- 
stands  as  a  memorial  to  1,324 
persons  through  gifts  from  people 
all  over  the  United  States.  It 
continues  to  carry  the  name  of 
Little  Joe's  Presbyterian  Church 
which  has  been  associated  with  the 
worship  of  this  community  for  over 
.')()  years. 

In  the  cemetery.  Little  Joe  was 
the  first  to  find  a  resting  place, 
although  two  other  children  were 
buried  elsewhere.  As  the  cross  high 
on  the  church  steeple  is  caught  in 
the  western  sun,  its  shadow  falls 
toward  the  grave  of  Little  Joe 
whose  life  has  been  an  inspiration 
for    Christian    devotion  and 


stewardship. 

Little  Joe  expresses  the  true 
spirit  of  Christmas  which  is  God 
giving  Himself  to  man  and  man  to 
one  another. 

Little  Joe's  favorite  song  was, 
•When  the  Roll  Is  Called  Up 
Yonder",  and  how  he  delighted  to 
sing  it.  We  are  quite  sure  he  sings  it 
now  in  heaven,  having  answered 
the  call  in  his  own  dear  little  voice 
that  was  so  ready  here  to  testify 
to  his  love  for  Jesus. 


Foreign  Students 

During  the  Christmas  season 
several  Presbyterian  Churches  in 
the  Synod  were  hosts  to  groups  of 
international  youth  students 
attending  educational  institutions 
in  North  Carolina.  Among  the 
Churches  were  the  Winter  Park 
Presbyterian  Church,  Wilmington, 
which  was  host  to  approximately 
25  students  ffom  nearly  a  dozen 
different  countries.  While  in 
Wilmington  the  group  was  taken  to 
Southport  where  they  were 
entertained  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Charlotte,  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  Christmas,  was  host  to 
a  group  of  students.  The  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Winston- 
Salem  was  host  to  approximately 
40  students  from  foreign  countries. 


MUSIC  DIRECTOR

THE  SUMMER  INSTITUTE  ON  AMERICAN  CULTURE 

Afro-American  Emphasis  —  Offered  Both  Sessions 

The  Summer  Institute  on  American  Culture  has  been  established 
as  a  means  of  focusing  proper  attention  upon  the  many  influences  on 
American  culture,  this  summer  focusing  upon  the  Afro-Americari. 

An  interdisciplinary,  faculty  team  approach  will  be  used  to  investi- 
gate the  African  and  American  heritage  of  the  Negro  and  significance 
of  this  culture  and  of  black  identity  in  contemporary  America. 

Students  may  earn  credit  in  each  session  for  either  or  both  of  the 
two  courses,  English  and  History,  through  which  the  Institute  material 
will  be  presented.  During  the  first  five-week  session,  the  historical 
approach  will  move  from  the  days  of  slavery  through  the  current  civil 
rights  movement.  The  second  session  will  include  studies  in  anthro- 
pology, sociology,  and  psychology  of  Black  Americans  in  the  context 
of  contemporary  times. 

The  first  five  weeks  in  Literature  will  cover  material  through  the 
1930's  and  the  Harlem  Renaissance,  including  the  growth  of  jazz.  In 
the  second  session,  literature  from  the  1940's  to  the  present  will  be 


studied. 

Students  are  encouraged  to  enroll  in  both  courses  for  the  sessio 
Credit  earned  for  each  course  will  be  three  and  one-half  semesti 
hours  p6r  five-week  session.

war  youth,  women's  liberation 
leaders,  and  the  free  church 
movement. 

The  Assembly  was  urged,  by  the 
minority  groups  and  committee 
reports,  to: 

END  "male  dominated"  church 
leadership.  Miss  Peggy  BiUings 
of  the  United  Methodist  Board  of 
Missions  charged  that  the 
National  Council  of  Churches 
structure  makes  it  appear  that 
the  church  is  nothing  but  "white 
skinned,  male  clergy  over  40." 

ELECT  Black  leadership 
nominated  by  the  National 
Conference  of  Black  Churchmen. 
In  another  historic  first,  the  entire 
nominating  committee's  slate  was 
challenged  by  blacks. 

RETURN  Arab  refugees  to  their 
homes  in  Israeli-held  territory. 

GIVE  $750  million  for  Indian 
improvement  programs. 

DENOUNCE  Nixon's  welfare 
reform  program  as  inadequate. 

AID  efforts  to  end  the  Vietnam 
war.  James  D.  Reubens,  21,  a 
youth  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America,  sought  the  guidance  of 
the  "ciders  of  the  church"  and 
asked  them  to  hold  his  selective 
service  card  in  trust.

Accomplishments  recorded 

In  its  regularly  scheduled 
business  sessions,  the  General 
Assembly: 

ELECTED  A  WOMAN,  Mrs. 
Theodore  Wedel,  President.  Mrs. 
Wedel.  the  first  woman  ever 
elected  to  the  Council's  highest 
office,  defeated  the  Rev.  Albert 
Cleage.  the  candidate  of  the 
National  Conference  of  Black 
Churchmen. 

HEARD  Dr.  Joseph  A.  Sittler,  Jr., 
call  for  the  church  to  choose  life  in 
a  world  filled  with  facts  leading 
toward  death. 

MARCHED  behind  colorful, 
liturgical  banners  celebrating  the 
first  Sunday  of  Advent. 

ASKED  members  of  National 
Council  of  Churches 
denominations  to  underscore 
efforts  to  end  the  war  in  Vietnam 
by  not  celebrating  Christmas  in 


MRS.  WEDEL 
1969  "as  usual  with  often  times 
lavish  expenditures". 
POSTPONED  a  resolution 
supporting  all  voluntary  U.  S. 
Armed  Forces  until  the  first 
meeting  of  the  new  General 
Board,  to  convene  in  January. 
HEARD  the  NCC's  Board  reaffirm 
its  suport  for  North  American 
Conference  on  Faith  and  Order  set 
for  August  or  September  of  1972. 
CREATED  a  central  division  of 
communication  to  serve  the 
Council  in  communication  links 
with  member  denominations  as 
well  as  the  public  media. 
URGED  member  churches  to 
name  one-third  of  their 
representatives  to  the  NCC  policy 
units  from  the  under-thirty  age 
group  in  the  1972-75  trienniam. 
CONSIDERED  the  proposal  of  Dr. 
R.  H.  Edwin  Espy,  NCC  General 
Secretary,  to  create  a  "general 
ecumenical  council"  in  the  U.  S., 
which  would  include  Roman 
Catholics,  Pentecostals,  and 
others  not  now  in  the  National 
Council  of  Churches,  calling  his 
concept  a  "radical  conciliar 
theory".  The  NCC  General 
Secretary  told  the  800  voting 
delegates,  plus  fraternal 
representatives  and  church  staff 
members,  that  the  new 
framework  was  needed  to  reflect 
adquately  the  line  of  power  in 
America's  present  religious 
life. 

REAFFIRMED  positions  taken 
earlier  on  peaceful  dissent. 
C,'!,LED  FOR  a  full  inquiry  by  a 
disinterested  international 
agency  into  the  alleged  Song  My 
massacre  in  Vietnam. 
ENDORSED  A  pastoral  ministry 
to  young  men  who  have  fled  to 
•Canada  to-escape  the  draft. 

Another  first  for  the  eighth 
triennial  Assembly  was  the  failure 
to  issue  a  "message  to  the 
churches".  After  much  debate  the 
vote  on  a  proposed  message  was 
postponed  indefinitely.  Said  Dr. 


Once  secluded  Centre  church, 
with  its  colonial  rock-walled 
burying-ground  and  quaint  ante- 
bellum meetinghouse,  is  now 
within  sight  and  sound  of  the 
roaring  traffic  of  Highway  21.  It 
manages,  nevertheless,  to 
maintain  an  air  of  serenity  apart 
from  the  impertinencies  of  the 
twentieth  century.  Necessary,  but 
unfortunate,  additions  have  been 
made  to  its  mellowed  brick 
building  and  much  of  the  grove  has 
been  cut  below  the  hill.  For  Centre 
is  still  an  active  Presbyterian 
congregation,  reduced  in  numbers 
by  the  movement  of  the  younger 
generation  to  the  industry  of  the 
towns  but  retaining  the  loyalty  of 
many  whose  Revolutionary 
forebears  rest  within  its  walled 
enclosure. 

No  congregation  in  the  Catawba 
piedmont  can  lay  claim  to  more 
"firsts"  than  Centre.  The  first 
preaching  by  a  resident  minister 
was  within  its  bounds.  The 
Reverend  John  Thomson  probably 
preached  as  an  itinerant  in  this 
area  as  early  as  the  1740's  and  by 
the  summer  of  1751  he  had  made  it 
his  permanent  home.  Fleeing  from 
uncongenial  innovators  amongst 
the  Pennsylvania  Presbyterians, 
he  sought  the  freedom  of  the 
frontier  of  Carolina.  He  was  an 
"Old-sider"  in  theology  and  polity, 
opposed  to  the  "enthusiasms" 
evoked  by  the  revivalists,  and  a 
theologian  and  author  of  scholarly 
attainments.  Intolerant  he 
certainly  was,  but  hardly  more  so 
than  those  who  opposed  him.  He 
preached  and  baptized  from  many 
a  "stand'.'  in  the  piedmont 
wilderness  and  doubtless  buried 
others  in  unmarked  and  now 
forgotten  graves.  His  daughter 
Elizabeth,  with  whom  he  lived,  had 
married  Samuel  Baker  so  the  place 
where  he  himself  was  buried  in 
1753,  with  others  later,  became 
known  as  Baker's  graveyard. 
When  the  Cowan's  Ford  Dam  was 
built  during  the  early  1960's  and 
this  area  flooded,  the  stones  from 
Baker's  were  moved  to  Centre 
churchyard. 

First  Academy 

It  may  well  be  that  it  was  owing 
to  the  scholarly  precepts  of  the 
Reverend  John  Thomson,  that 
Centre  established  the  first 
classical  academy  in  the  back- 
woods of  Carolina,  tho'  most  of  the 
early  teachers  were  educated  at 
the  "New-Side"  Presbyterian 
college  at  Princeton.  Tradition 
dates  the  beginning  of  this  school 
around  1760.  A  manuscript  of 
Adam  Brevard  (born  1753)  states 
that  this  was  "a  Latin  school,  close 
by  Uncle  Robert  Brevard's."  It 
was  known  as  Crowfield  Academy 
and  attracted  students  from 
considerable  distances.  Local 
Brevards,  Osbornes,  McRees,  and 
others  were  here  prepared  for 
"Nassau  Hall"  as  Princeton  was 
then  popularly  called. 

This  brings  us  to  a  third 
distinction  for  Centre,  the 
establishment  of  several  first 
families"  of  North  Carolina  whose 
descendants  have  achieved 
national  renown.  The  most 
conspicious  of  these  during  the 
colonial  period  was  perhaps  the 
Osbornes.  Colonel  Alexander 
Osborne  of  "Belmont"  (two  miles 
northeast  of  the  present  Davidson 
College)  commanded  a  "Regiment 
of  Foot,"  fought  the  Indians,  awed 
the  Regulators,  served  as  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  a  member  of  the 
General  Assembly  and  vestryman 
for  St.  Luke's  Parish  (tho'  himself 
evidently  a  Presbyterian).  His 
brotherin-law  Squire  John  Brevard 
(they  married  MacWhorter 
sisters)  was  equally  distinguished, 
except  in  the  military.  Tradition 
says  he  called  his  plantation 
"Purgatory."  From  these  families

came  such  notable  twentieth 
century  public  figures  as  the 
Honorable  Adlai  Stevenson  of 
Illinois  and  Senator  Richard 
Brevard  Russell  of  Georgia. 
General  William  Lee  Davidson,  for 
whom  Davidson  College  and  the 
counties  in  Tennessee  and  North 
Carolina  are  named,  was  reared 
and  resided  in  Centre 
congregation.  If  his  father's 
plantation  had  a  name,  it  has  been 
lost  to  history. 

Meetinghouses  and  Churches 

There  were  evidently  several 
early  meetinghouses  in  the 
congregation  which  became 
Centre.  In  writings  of  the  1740's  are 
found  references  to  "the  new 
meetinghouse  near  Colonel 
Osborne's,  "so  there  must  have 
been  an  earlier  one.  There  was  also 
a  contemporary  one  at  Baker's, 
nearer  the  river.  The  name  Centre 
seems  to  have  resulted  from  a  vis- 
it in  1764  by  the  missionaries 
Elihu  Spencer  and  Alexander 
MacWhorter  (brother-in-law  of 
Mrs.  Osborne  and  Mrs.  Brevard) 
from  the  Synod  of  New  York  and 
Philadelphia  to  organize  the 
piedmont  congregations.  Whether 
or  not  a  new  building  was  erected 
at  that  time  is  not  known.  The 
congregation  worshipped  in  a  log 
house  located  on  the  southern 
border  of  the  present  Mt.  Mourne 
(near  the  old  Houston  house  on 
Highway  115)  until  it  was  burned 
by  a  crazy  woman  named 
Hamilton  in  1774. 

The  first  church  on  the  present 
site  of  Centre  was  built  in  1774-75.  It 
was  a  log  house.eighty  feet  long 
and  fifty  feet  wide,  and  thus  a  good 
deal  larger  than  the  one  that 
replaced  it.  The  log  house  lasted 
for  eighty  years  and  was  taken 
down  when  the  brick  structure  now 
in  its  place  was  built  in  1854. 
Preachers 

The  first  resident  minister  for 
the  congregation  with  the  name 
"Centre"  was  the  Reverend 
Thomas  Harris  McCaule,  a 
Princeron  graduate,  who  accepted 
the  call  in  1777  in  the  midst  of  the 
War  for  Independence.  He  was  an 
ardent  patriot  and  was  frequently 
in  the  camp  of  his  congregation's 
ranking  military  officer.  General 
William  Lee  Davidson,  at  whose 
torchlight  funeral  in  Hopewell 
churchyard  he  officiated.  Mr. 
McCaule  was  primarily  a  scholar 
and  left  his  North  Carolina 
pastorate  in  1785  to  become 
principal  of  Mr.  Zion  Academy  in 
Winnsboro,  South  Carolina. 

The  pulpit  was  filled  by  supplies 
for  a  decade  and  Dr.  James  McRee 
came  as  resident  minister  in  1798. 
Dr.  McRee  was  born  and  reared  in 
Centre.  He  graduated  from  the 
college  at  Princeton  in  1776  and 
was  pastor  for  Steele  Creek, 
Mecklenburg  County,  for  twenty 
years.  The  Reverend  William 
Henry  Foote  describes  him  as  "of 
middling  stature,  handsomely 
proportioned,  agreeable  in 
manners,  winning  in  conversation, 
neat  in  dress,  dignified  in  the  pulpit 
and  fluent  in  delivery."  He 
removed  to  Centre  from  Steele 
Creek  in  1798  and  remained  until 


his  retirement  in  1828,  a  ministry  of 
thirty  years. 

The  third  of  the  notable 
ministers  of  Centre  who  left  their 
mark  on  its  early  history  was  the 
Reverend  William  Walter  Pharr 
who  came  in  1858,  just  before  the 
Confederate  War,  and  who 
remained  for  fifty  years.  He  was  a 
Davidson  graduate,  1853,  and  for 
over  thirty  years  a  member  of  its 
Board  of  Trustees.  The  only  wall 
plaque  in  Centre  church  is  to  the 
memory  of  Dr.  William  Walter 
Pharr. 

Noted  For  "Firsts" 
As  early  as  1846  when  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Foote  published  his 
"Sketches  of  North  Carolina", 
Centre  was  alreadv  "historic"  and 
noted  for  its  "firsts".  According  to 
Mr.  Foote,  "The  first  Presbytery 
that  met  between  the  two  rivers 
held  its  sessions  in  Centre;  the  first 
meeting  of  Concord  Presbytery 
was  in  Centre;  and  there  too  the 
Synod  of  the  Carolinas  was 
organized  in  1788.  The  tradition  is, 
that  the  first  white  child  born| 
between  the  two  rivers  was  in|! 
Centre,  in  a  tent  pitched  upon  a 
broad  flat  rock;  the  name  of  the 
child  is  not  certain,  supposed 
however  to  be  Mary  Barnet,  grand- 
daughter of  Thomas  Spratt..." 

The  Centre  Benevolent  Society  of 
Mecklenburg  and  Rowan  counties 
was  chartered  by  the  North 
Carolina  Legislature  in  1789.  Its 
threefold  object  was  (1)  to 
encourage  literature  (2)  to 
alleviate  the  distress  of  the 
unfortunate  and  (3)  to  supply  the 
wants  of  the  poor  and  indigent.  It 
was  probably  from  this 
organization  that  the  Centre 
Society  for  the  Diffusion  of 
Knowledge  and  the  Centre  Library 
Society  evolved.  The  latter  lasted 
until  the  year  1829,  the  books  being 
housed  in  the  home  of  James  P. 
McRee,  when  they  were  sold. 
Occasionally  the  bookplates  from 
this  old  library  show  up  in  early  jjj 
leatherbound  volumes  which  have  " 
survived  until  today.  By  1829, 
many  of  the  planters  had  good 
libraries  of  their  own,  an  especially 
notable  one  belonging  to  George 
Franklin  Davidson,  the  bachelor 
son  of  General  Ephraim  Davidson, 
who  lived  in  his  father's  house  still 
standing,  tho'  tragically  "mod- 
ernized", on  Davidson's  Creek. 

In  the  main,  altho'  there  are 
exceptions,  ante-bellum  Centre  did 
not  have  the  impressive  "big- 
houses"characteristic  of  the 
plantation  owners  who  attended 
Hopewell  and  Unity  on  the 
Catawba  River.  Nor  are  there 
many  of  the  costly  raised  marble 
slabs  over  the  graves  of  the 
members  of  the  congregation. 
Each  of  the  historic  "seven 
colonial  congregations  of 
Mecklenburg"  developed  its  own 
distinctive  personality.  That  of 
Centre  might  be  said  to  be  "plain 
living  and  high  (orthodox) 
thinking." 

Centre  is  well  worth  a  visit,  with 
its  quaint  ante-bellum 
meetinghouse  of  Quaker-like 
simplicity  (altho'  it  was  built  with 
a  gallery  for  the  worship  of  the 
slaves)  and  its  peaceful  rock- 
enclosed  cemetery  with  soapstone  i| 
markers  dating  back  to  Alexander 
and  "Agne"  Osborn  who  died  in 
1776.

Hromadka  Dies 

Dr.  Joseph  L.  Hromadka, 
founder  of  the  Christian  Peace 
Conference  and  one  of  the  most 
controversial  Protestant 
ineologlans  of  the  century,  died  in 
Prague  on  December  26. 

The  Evangelical  Church  of  the 
Czech  Brethren  clergyman  was  80 
years  old. 

He  resigned  in  mid-November  as 
President  of  the  Prague-based 
Christian  Peace  Conference  in 
protest  of  attitudes  of  a  Soviet -led 
lad  ion  in  the  organization. 

Dr.  Hromadka  became 
prominent  in  1948  when  he  and  the 
late  John  Foster  Dulles  entered 
inti)  sharp  debate  on  world 
problems  at  the  founding  assembly 
ol  the  World  Council  of  Churches. 

His  presence  for  two  terms  on 
the  executive  committee  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches  policy 
making  central  committee  brought 
criiicisms  of  the  Council  for  being 
"soft"  on  communism. 

However,  throughout  his  long 
career,  the  Czech  theologian 
scored  both  eastern  and  western 
nations  when  he  felt  they  were 
harming  the  chances  of 
international  peace.

Dr.  George  A.  Buttrick, 
internationally-known  theologian. 
Biblical  scholar,  pastor  and 
teacher,  will  be  a  visiting  professor 
religion  at  Davidson  College 
during  the  winter  term,  January  5  - 
March  20.

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The  Year  In  Religion 


The  war  in  Vietnam,  a  hotly 
debated  Black  Manifesto 
demanding  reparations  of  $500 
million  for  blacks,  spreading 
student  unrest,  and  a  so-called 
"new  morality"  were  major 
causes  for  religious  concern  in  the 
United  States  during  1969. 

For  Protestants,  challenges  in 
the  social  and  economic  order  and 
intensified  ecumenical 
commitment  topped  the  agenda  of 
the  church. 

In  the  Roman  Catholic  church,  a 
burgeoning  post-Vatican  II 
ferment  brought  increasing  dissent 
from  cleric  and  lay  quarters 
against  the  church's  traditional 
teachings  and  system  of 
government. 

The  year  was  made  memorable 
for  Eastern  Orthodixy  by  a  new 
government-approved  charter  that 
gave  the  Orthodox  Church  in 
Greece  control  over  most  of  its 
internal  affairs.  However,  the 
nriilitary  regime  barred 
implementation  of  the  charter  by 
suspending  the  church's  policy- 
making Holy  Synod  for  three 
years. 

The  year  saw  impressive  new 
ecumenical  ties  between  the 
Roman  Cathloic  Church  and  the 
Protestant  and  Orthodox  churches, 
symbolized  by  Pope  Paul's  visit  to 
the  Geneva  headquarters  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches  in 
August.  The  exception  to  the 
ecumenical  spirit  was  in  Ireland 
where  a  bitter  Protestant-Catholic 
conflict  raged  in  the  north  over 
demands  for  civil  rights  by  the 
Catholic  minority. 

The  plight  of  needy  and 
displaced  persons  in  such  widely 
scattered  places  as  Eastern 
Europe  and  Hong  Kong  remained  a 
prime  concern  for  religion.  Pope 
Paul  called  for  a  world  fund  for  the

Rev.  Charles  R.  Carter, 
Minister,  said  present  plans  call 
for  the  sanctuary's  completion 
early  in  the  spring. 

The  single-story  building, 
architecturally  in  keeping  with  the 
present  education  building,  will 
contain  approximately  5,500 
square  feet.  The  auditorium  will 
have  a  seating  capacity  of  300.  The 
estimated  construction  cost  is 
$204,000.

poor  financed  by  a  small  part  of 
each  country's  military  spending. 
"Halt  Hunger"  campaigns  were 
implemented  by  many  Protestant 
churches. 

During  the  year,  a  number  of 
church  bodies,  spurred  by  the 
Black  Manifesto,  announced 
increased  allotments  for  programs 
designed  to  promote  racial  justice. 
The  World  Council  of  Churches 
sponsored  an  international 
consultation  on  racism  in  London, 
England,  in  May. 

The  Consultation  on  Church 
Union  continued  to  move  snail-like 
towards  uniting  nine  Protestant 
denominations. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 
and  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  sent  delegates  to  Atlanta  in 
September  to  try  to  heal  the  100- 
year-old  breech  in  the  reformed 
family. 

Death  claimed  two  well-known 
Protestant  clergymen.  In 
September,  Dr.  James  Pike  was 
found  dead  of  exhaustion  and  heat 
prostration  in  the  Judean 
wilderness.  Dr.  Harry  Emerson 
Fosdick,  liberal  theologian  who 
served  as  pastor  of  the  historic 
Riverside  Church  in  New  York, 
died  at  the  age  of  91. 

The  U.  S.  Supreme  Court,  in 
June,  agreed  to  rule  on  the 
constitutionality  of  state  laws  that 
exempt  church  property  from  real 
estate  taxes,  which  was  but  one  of 
a  series  of  impending  tax  reforms 
that  would  affect  the  church. 

The  issue  of  prayer  in  public 
schools  continued  to  be  a  lively 
topic  as  some  school  authorities 
ignored  the  Supreme  Court  ruling 
barring  such  practices  as 
unconstitutional. 

One  of  the  year's  "firsts"  was 
President  Nixon's  initiation  in  the 
White  House  of  a  series  of  Sunday 
non-denominational  religious 
services.

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Trustees  Act  On  Coeducation, 
Library  Location,  Football 


DAVIDSON,  N.C.--The  Trustees 
of  Davidson  College  this  week 
(Feb.  3-4)  indicated  "a  willingness 
to  consider"  coeducation  and 
approved  in  theory  a  plan  for  the 
development  of  a  North  Campus, 
beginning  with  a  new  library- 
learning  center. 

In  other  action  the  board 
encouraged  the  college 
administration  to  increase  its 
efforts  to  enroll  students  from  a 
wider  variety  of  backgrounds, 
especially  more  blacks,  but 
refused  to  set  "arbitrary  quotas  for 
ethnic  groups"  or  to  lower 
admission  standards. 

It  adopted  a  new  plan  for 
financing  the  subsidization  of 
football  beginning  in  1971-72,  with 
less  money  coming  from  the 
college's  general  fund  and  new 
income  from  an  annual  football 
fund  drive. 

Under  the  new  plan  the  college 
would  continue  to  pay  coaches' 
salaries,  equipment  costs,  travel 
expenses,  etc.,  from  its  general 
fund.  But  money  from  the  general 
fund  available  for  grants  to 
football  players  would  be  limited  to 
an  amount  equal  to  52  times  the 
average  non-athletic  scholarship. 
(The  average  this  year  is  $785.) 

Additional  funds  for  football 
grants  would  be  raised  in  an 
annual  football  fund  drive 
sponsored  by  The  Wildcat  Club,  an 
srganization  of  fans  of  the  college 
athletic  teams,  with  staff  work  by 
the  college  public  relations 
leoartment.

'Moderates'  Organize 

A  call  for  "the  silent  majority" 
to  bridge  the  gap  between  liberals 
and  conservaties  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  was 
issued  in  Atlanta  by  a  new 
Covenant  Fellowship. 

One  hundred  ministers  and 
laymen  gathered  to  form  the 
Fellowship,  designed  to  narrow 
what  they  see  as  a  widening  gulf 
between  liberal  and  conservative 
factions  in  the  1-million-member 
denomination. 

The  group  asked  for  prayers  for 
unity,  exchanges  of  ideas, 
sxpressions  of  dissent  through 
Church  channels  and  positive 
action  in  areas  where  the  Church  is 
Failing. 

Dr.  William  M.  Elliott  of  Dallas 
was  elected  Covenant  Fellowship 
president. 


for  football  grants  would  be  the 
combination  of  the  limited  amount 
from  the  general  fund  and  the 
additional  money  raised  by  the 
football  fund  drive. 

The  current  basketball  program 
would  be  continued  at  its  present 
level  of  support. 

The  trustees  decided  that  for  its 
long-range  planning  the  college 
should  assume  an  enrollment 
increase  from  1,000  to  1,500  or  1,600 
students.  They  recommended  an 
area  north  of  the  present  campus 
as  the  most  desirable  location  for 
future  expansion,  but  they  did  not 
set  any  timetable. 

As  the  location  of  a  new  library- 
learning  center,  for  which  $2 
million  has  already  been  raised, 
the  trustees  approved  a  site 
between  the  present  campus  and 
the  proposed  North  Campus 
development  area.

Supreme  Court  Rules 
In  Favor  Of 
Congregations 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  (RNS)-The 
U.S.  Supreme  Court  has  refused  to 
hear  an  appeal  from  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  in  its 
effort  to  reverse  a  Georgia 
Supreme  Court  Ruling  allowing 
seceding  congregations  to  retain 
church  property  normally  vested 
in  the  denomination. 

In  1966  two  congregations,  Hull 
Memorial  and  Eastern  Heights, 
withdrew  from  the  national  church 
protesting  an  alleged  departure  of 
the  parent  church  from  original 
denominational  doctrine. 

Georgia's  Supreme  Court 
awarded  Southern  Presbyterian 
Church  properties  to  the 
congregations,  but  in  1969  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  overruled  that 
decision  holding  that  civil  courts 
may  not  base  their  decisions  on 
religious  doctrine. 

Since  that  ruling  the  Georgia 
court  has  reheard  the  case  and 
ruled  a  second  time  that  the 
property  should  be  awarded  to  the 
seceding  congregations.  The  court 
held  that  if  state's  justices  could 
not  examine  doctrine,  it  could  not 
enforce  the  "implied  trust"  under 
which  the  parent  denomination 
laid  claim  to  the  property.

The  so-called  "Generation  Gap' 
is  insignificant.  What  a  pity  that 
this  expression,  invented  by  a 
drop-out  at  a  California  University, 
should  have  gained  such  credence. 
The  tragedy  is  that  anyone  should 
have  fallen  for  it. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  the 
so-called  "Generation  Gap"  is  only 
a  symptom  of  the  true  gulf  which 
separates  man  from  God. 

Unfortunately,  many  church- 
men, often  those  in  positions  of 
leadership  and  responsibility,  have 
been  swept  off  their  feet  by  this 
superficial  assumption. 

Many  of  the  popular  slogans 
today  stem  from  false  premises: 
"The  Church  is  Irrelevant";  "The 
Church  Today  Exists  Only  to  Save 
Itself";  "The  Church  Must 
Change";  "Memorizing  the 
Catechism  Is  Meaningless";  "The 
Sunday  School  has  been  a  waste  of 
time";  "Church  Buildings  Are  a 
Waste  of  Stewardship"; 
"Obscenity  is  not  profanity  and 
filthy  speech,  but  war,  neglect  of 
the  poor,  and  'white  racism'  ";  et 
al. 

The  point  is  that  while  there  may 
be  an  element  of  truth  in  some  of 
these  assertions,  they  are  not 
appropos  of  the  whole  Church.  It  is 
true  that  at  least  a  third  of  the 
Church  at  any  given  time  is 
upathetic.  but  at  least  a  third  has 
been  and  is  concerned  to  the  point 
of  action. 

In  most  churches  there  has  been, 
and  is,  life,  and  love  (one  of  the 
cliches  of  the  'mod'  generation), 
and  sacrifice,  and  service,  too. 
That  there  should  ever  be  more  of 
these  virtues,  no  true  Christian  will 
deny. 

There  are  genuine  Christians  of 
all  ages  in  the  Church  who  "have 
not  let  their  left  hand  know  what 
their  right  hand"  was  doing,  in 
obedience  to  Christ.  There  are 
multitudes  who  have,  and  still  do, 
feed  the  hungry,  clothe  the  naked, 
visit  the  sick  and  those  in  prison, 
and  even  make  it  possible  for  glad 
tidings  to  be  preached  to  the  poor. 
There  are  also  those  who  can 
testify  that  the  Catechism  is  a 
discipline  to  bring  men  to  Christ 
and  that  it  was  through  the  Sunday 
School  that  they  learned  the 
r  idiments  of  Christianity. 

As  for  church  buildings,  not  only 
is  there  Scripture  for  them,  but 
their  necessity  is  self-evident,  not 
to  mention  the  fact  that  multitudes 
who  helped  to  build  and  maintain 
them  have  been  sustained  by  their 
construction  and  maintenance. 

As  for  obscenity,  the  Scriptures 
have  much  to  say  on  this,  but 
John's  admonition  in  Revelations 
22:11,  sufficeth,  "Let  the  evildoer 
still  do  evil,  and  the  filthy  still  be 
filthy,  and  the  righteous  still  do 
right,  and  the  holy,  still  be  holy". 

As  for  peace,  even  the  best  of 
men  confess  failure.  As  for 
racism,  this  is  a  two-way  street

Duke  Grant 
To  Davidson 

Davidson,  N.  C— A  grant  of 
$305,000  from  the  Duke 
Endowment  Fund  for 
improvements  in  Davidson 
College's  educational  programs 
and  physical  plant  was  reported  by 
President  Samuel  R.  Spencer,  Jr. 
early  this  month. 

In  reporting  to  the  Trustees  who 
met  on  the  campus  February  3-4, 
Spencer  said  the  funds  were  to  be 
used  as  follows: 

(1)  $125,000  for  faculty  and  staff 
compensation 

(2)  $62,000  for  library  operations 

(3)  $45,000  for  a  new  computer 
system 

(4)  $10,000  to  help  finance  faculty 
research  abroad 

(6)  $40,000  toward  renovation  of 
dormitories. 

Dr.  Spencer  expressed 
appreciation  for  the  continued 
support  the  college  receives  from 
the  Duke  Endowment. 

Since  1924  the  Duke  Endowment 
has  provided  financial  assistance 
to  Davidson,  Duke,  Furman  and 
Johnson  C.  Smith  Universities.  It 
also  supports  non-profit  hospitals, 
as  well  as  retired  ministers  and 
rural  churches  in  North  Carolina.

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Church  Reverses 
Race  Policy 

SUMTER,  S.C.—  (PN)—  Two 
Negro  college  students,  arrested 
Jan.  11  when  they  attempted  to 
worship  at  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  were  admitted  to  Sunday 
services  Feb.  1  without  incident. 

Reuben  0.  Levy  and  William  0. 
Vance  were  greeted  by  ushers  and 
escorted  to  the  front  section  of  the 
sanctuary. 

The  Rev.  Cliff  H.  McLeod, 
pastor,  said  later  the  admittance 
was  "in  keeping  with  the  policy  of 
the  denomination  (Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.)... There  was  no 
incident  and  everything  went  off 
satisfactorily." 

He  termed  the  earlier  incident 
"unfortunate",  adding  that  he 
personally  had  always  believed  in 
an  open-door  policy.  He  pointed  out 
he  was  in  the  pulpit  when  the 
students  first  sought  entrance  and 
didn't  know  about  it  until  after  the 
service. 

The  two  students,  from  nearby 
Morris  College,  were  convicted  of 
disorderly  conduct  after  they  were 
arrested  Jan.  11  when  they  were 
blocked  on  the  church  steps  by 
members  of  the  congregation. 

They  were  sentenced  to  30  days 
in  jail  and  fined  $100  each,  but  were 
released  on  appeal  bond. 

At  the  trial,  a  church  elder  siaid 
the  students  were  refused 
admittance  and  asked  to  leave 
because  it  was  feared  "their 
participation  would  have  created 
an  emotional  disturbance."

Seminary 
Enrollment  Up 

Continuing  a  trend  toward 
increasing  enrollment  in 
seminaries  which  began  in  1964, 
U.S.  and  Canadian  Theological 
Schools  reported  an  increase  of  one 
half  of  one  per  cent  in  1969.  Tfce 
schools,  members  of  the  American 
Association  of  Theological  Schools; 
reported  a  total  enrollment  of 
29,690  students. 

Percentages  of  increases  in 
AATS  schools  is  based  on  an  index 
year  (1956).  Enrollment  for  1969 
was  3.6  percent  higher  than  the 
index  year. 

The  AATS  report  noted  the 
closing  of  Johnson  C.  Smith 
University  Theological  Seminary 
in  Charlotte,  N.  C,  the  withdrawal 
of  Scarritt  College  of  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  and  the  addition  of  19 
new  AATS  member  schools.

Episcopalian  Or 
Presbyterian? 

Before  the  1970  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.S.  will  be  the  question  of 
the  status  of  Dr.  A.  J.  Ross 
Mackenzie,  Professor  of  Church 
History  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia. 

Dr.  Mackenzie  is  an  ordained 
minister  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church;  however,  in  the  summer 
of  1969,  he  became  an  Episcopalian 
layman  and  a  licesned  lay  reader 
in  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Dr.  Mackenzie  claims  to  be  both 
an  Episcopalian  and  a 
Presbyterian,  and  assumes  the 
stance  as  a  step  toward  effecting 
true  ecumenicity. 

Hanover  Presbytery  of  the  Synod 
of  Virginia  has  asked  the  General 
Assembly  to  rule  on  whether  or  not 
Dr.  Mackenzie's  dual  membership 
is  permissible.  The  question  will  be 
referred  to  the  Permanent 
Theological  Committee  for 
resolution. 

Dr.  Mackenzie,  a  native  of 
Scotland,  was  ordained  in 
Edinburgh  by  the  Church  of 
Scotland  in  1953.  He  came  to  Rich- 
mond in  1959,  and  for  five  years 
served  as  Pastor  of  the 
Westminster  Presbyterian  Church. 

In  defense  of  his  action.  Dr. 
Mackenzie  argues  that  "there  are 
two  elements  in  a  matter  like 
ordination  or  confirmation:  the 
juridical  (legal)  element  and  the 
spiritual  element,  the  act  of  Jesus 
Christ".  He  adds  that  hundreds  of 
years  of  history  have  allowed  us  to 
build  up  legal  barriers  that  obscure 
the  unity  we  have  with  other 
Christians  and  that  there  is  no 
reason  why  "we  shouldn't  have  full 
relationships  in  more  than  one 
Church".  He  avers  that  "the  issue 
of  Presbyterian-Episcopal 
relations  is  rather  unimportant" 
and  adds,  "it's  human  unity,  the 
renewal  of  the  world  that  we  should 
be  concerned  about". 

He  is  hopeful  that  the 
Presbyterian  Church  will  "keep 
me  and  tolerate  me;  I'm  prepared 
to  stay." 

Purchases  Land 

Queens  College  has  purchased  84 
acres  of  prime  land  on  the  eastern 
shores  of  Lake  Norman  in  Iredell 
County  for  future  recreational  use. 
The  tract  of  land,  which  faces  the 
Davidson  College  Lake  Campus, 
includes  waterfront  and  woodland 
acreage  and  is  about  25  miles  from 
the  Queens  campus. 

Funds  for  the  purchase  of  the 
land  were  obtained  from 
contributions  made  by  Mr.  Irwin 
Belk,  Charlotte,  President  of  Belk 
Enterprises,  Inc.,  and  a  Queens 
College  Trustee.  In  1957,  Mr.  Belk 
gave  Queens  a  residence  on  Queens 
Road;  and  in  1950,  the  families  and 
associates  of  the  late  William 
,  Henry  Belk  and  the  late  Dr.  John 
M.  Belk  gave  Queens  the  Belk 
Chapel.  The  children  of  the  late, 
Mrs.  William  H.  Belk  gave  the 
Belk  Residence  Hall  to  the  college 
in  1954. 

President  John  E.  Smylie  said, 
'  "Queens  has  been  searching  for  an 
opportunity  to  obtain  recreational 
.  property  within  a  short  driving 
distance  of  our  campus,  and  we 
plan  to  begin  studies  of  how  we  can 
bust  utilize  this  land  for  maximum 
■  benefit  to  our  students,  faculty  and 
staff".

The  Rev.  Bob  E.  Murdock, 
pastor  of  the  Ridgecrest 
Presbyterian  Church,  Stanly,  N. 
C:,  flew  to  Hawaii  the  latter  part  of 
January  to  perform  the  marriage 
ceremony  for  his  mother,  who  was 
united  to  Richard  Williams,  a 
retired  businessman  of  Hartford, 
Conn. 

,  The  couple  will  make  their  home 
in  Hawaii. 
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Leaders  across  the  church 
convened  at  Montreal  in  mid- 
January  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  "goals  for  the  70's". 
Approximately  forty  persons  were 
present  under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Lawrence  I.  Stell,  Atlanta, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the 
General  Council  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

Dr.  Albert  C.  Winn,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  drafting  "a  new 
Confession  of  Faith  for  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S." 
reports  that  "confessions  cannot 
be  written  in  haste"  and  suggested 
that  it  may  be  five  years  before  the 
work  is  completed." 

A  fifteen-member  taskforce  on 
world  hunger,  headed  by  the  Rev. 
David  W.  A.  Taylor  of 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  has  set  plans 
for  a  conference  at  Montreal, 
August  6-8,  to  plan  a  long-range 
program. 

Executives  of  the  Boaras  of 
General  Assembly  recently  voted 
5-1  in  favor  of  locating  all  agencies 
of  the  General  Assembly  in  the 
same  city.  Opposition  cannie  from 
the  Board  of  World  Missions, 
located  in  Nashville,  Tenn. 

The  Rev.  Charles  E.  Swann, 
former  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Bainbridge, 
Georgia,  has  joined  the  staff  of 
TRAV  -  television,  radio,  and 
audio-visuals,  an  agency  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S. 

The  Board  of  World  Missions, 
meeting  January  19-21,  continued 
to  align  the  Presbyterian  Church 
with  "the  black  struggle  around 
the  globe  as  a  part  of  its  Christian 
outreach". 

Dr.  John  F.  Anderson,  Jr., 
Atlanta,  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S., 
Board  of  National  Ministries,  has 
been  elected  a  Vice  President  of 
the  National  Council  of  Churches. 

The  Board  of  Christian 
Education,  Richmond,  Virginia, 
has  installed  a  system  known  as 
"Presbyterian  National  Sample", 
by  which  public  opinion  polls, 
similar  to  the  Gallup  and  Harris 
polls,  will  be  conducted  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Margaret 
Thomas,  research  specialist  on  the 
staff. 

Miss  Betty  Currie  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  has  been  named  Director 
of  Planning,  Program,  and  Work 
jointly  for  the  Presbyterian  Board 
and  the  Division  of  Christian 
Education  of  the  United  Church  of 
Christ. 

Receipts  totaling  $12,209,416 
have  been  collected  for  the 
Presbyterian  Development  Fund, 
thus  exceeding  the  $12  million  goal. 
Eight  agencies  of  the  Church  have 
received  $11,245,500  since  the 
campaign  began  in  1963. 

An  invitation  to  hold  the  1972 
meeting  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.  S.  in  Towson,  Md.  has  been 
accepted  by  the  denomination's 
Permanent  Committee  on 
Assembly  Operations. 

The  Board  of  National  Ministries 
has  appointed  a  five-member  task 
force  on  cooperation  between  the 
Board  the  the  Black  Presbyterian 
Leadership  Conference.  The 
appointment  of  the  Committee  is  in 
response  to  a  request  of  the  Black 
Presbyterian  Leadership 
Conference  held  in  Atlanta  last 
fall.  Serving  on  the  five-member 
Board  is  the  Rev.  Robert  L. 
Stamper,  now  of  Stone  Mountain, 
Georgia,  but  formerly  of  Ashe 
County,  North  Carolina. 

The  Committee  charged  with  re- 
organizing Presbyterian  U.  S. 
agencies  has  co-opted  Dr.  Robert 
Worley  of  Chicago,  Professor  at 
McCormick  Theological  Seminary, 
to  serve  as  consultant. 

Board  of  National  Ministries  re- 
organized its  staff  December  1 
along  four  lines  of  responsibility. 

Among  4,000  delegates  to  the 
White  House  Conference  on  Food, 
Nutrition  and  Health,  last  fall  were 
representatives        of  the 


Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S., 
including  the  Rev.  Malcolm 
Calhoun  of  Richmond,  and  Thad 
Godwin  of  Atlanta. 

Conservative  Presbyterians 
convened  in  Atlanta  early  in 
December  to  discover  ways  and. 
means  of  thwarting  liberal! 
tendencies  in  the  Church. 

Dr.  Matthew  Lynn,  Moderator  of 
the  General  Assembly,  addressing: 
a  joint  session  of  the  Stated  Clerks 
Association  and  the  Home  Mission 
Association  in  December,  declared 
that  the  Session  of  the  local  church 
bears  the  greatest  responsiblity  for 
reconciling  turmoil  prevalent 
among  many  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
members  today. 

Dr.  Harvard  A.  Anderson, 
Orlando,  Fla.,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  for  Restructuring 
Synods  and  Presbyteries  reported 
in  December  that  criteria  for  any 
changes  will  be  based  on  (1) 
Presbyterian  membership  up  from 
15  to 30  thousand;  (2)  from  60  to  100 
congregations  with  at  least  ten 
churches  of  400  or  more 
members;  (3)  a  total  of  eight 
synods  and  48  presbyteries;  (4)  the 
provision  that  generally  no  church 
member  would  t)e  more  than  2V2 
hours  drive  to  the  center  of  the 
Presbytery;  and  (5)  a  presbytery 
staff  of  from  two  to  six  persons. 

A  committee  appointed  by  the 
General  Assembly  to  study  the 
state  of  the  Church,  and  headed  by 
Dr.  Lynn  T.  Jones  of  Huntington, 
West  Virginia,  reported  having 
considered  all  suggestions  which 
had  been  sent  to  aid  in  promoting 
the  "peace,  purity,  and  unity"  of 
the  denomination. 

The  joint  Committee  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  US-USA, 
meeting  in  Alexandria,  Virginia, 
late  in  January  heard 
representatives  of  various 
viewpoints  on  the  question  of 
reunion.  Among  those  present  was 
millionaire  Realtor,  Kenneth  S. 
Keyes  of  Miami,  President  of 
Concerned  Presbyterians,  Inc., 
who  suggested  the  two 
denominations  provide  for  two 
main  Presbyterian  bodies, 
respecitvely  along  conservative 
and  liberal  lines.  Women,  blacks, 
and  youth  were  also  given  an 
opportunity  to  express  themselves. 
Miss  Evelyn  Green  of  Atlanta, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  Board  of 
Women's  Work,  called  for  greater 
representation  of  women.  Youth 
declared  that  "church  forms  are 
meaningless'  and  questioned 
whether  one  bie  heirarchv  is  better 
than  two  smaller  ones?"  They  also 

charged  that  churches  are  not 
speaking  to  important  issues,  that 
money  spent  for  buildings  could  be 
put  to  better  use,  that  worship  in 
sanctuaries  is  secondary,  etc. 


Finds  "Honesty" 
Abroad 

The  Rev.  Capt.  David  C. 
Hambrick,  Jr.,  who  served  the 
Mallard  Creek  Presbyterian 
Church,  Charlotte  until  1966,  when' 
he  joined  the  Army  as  a  chaplain, 
in  comparing  the  local  church  with 
his  ministry  in  Vietnam  pointed  out 
that  the  first  diffe-ence  was 
"honesty". 

"As  a  Chaplain  out  of  the 
command  chain,  he  was  someone 
the  soldiers  could  talk  with  when 
they  couldn't  talk  to  their  superior 
officers",  Hambrick  said.  "They 
knew  they  had  nothing  to  loose  by 
being  honest,  and  that's  something 
that's  not  often  true  in  the  Church 
situation.  People  are  so  afraid  to  be 
honest". 

Within  a  year  following  his 
induction  in  the  army,  Capt. 
Hambrick  was  in  Vietnam  with  the 
101st  Airborne  Division.  He  spent 
12  months  with  the  soldiers,  much 
of  the  time  in  combat  zones; 
however,  he's  now  back  home  with 
his  wife  and  four  children,  serving 
as  a  chaplain  to  basic  trainees  at 
Ft.  Bliss,  Texas.

To  Teach  At  Duke 

Dr.  Thomas  McNeill, 
distinguished  Presbyteriar 
historian,  will  be  a  visiting 
Professor  of  Church  History  at 
Duke  University  next  spring.  His 
courses  in  Calvinism  and 
Puritanism  will  be  directed  to 
graduate  students  in  both  the  Duke 
Divinity  School  and  the 
Department  of  Religion. 

Dr.  McNeill  was  until  1953, 
Auburn  Professor  Church  History 
at  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
New  York. 

He  is  internationally  known  for 
his  pioneering  research,  editing, 
and  translation  of  critical  texts, 
and  direction  of  the  work  of 
hundreds  of  graduate  students.  He 
is  past  president  of  the  American 
Society  of  Church  History  and  the 
Society  for  Reformation  Research. 
He  is  also  author  of  more  than  100 
books  and  articles. 


Church  Surpasses 
Goal 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Winston-Salem  has  surpassed  its 
goal  to  raise  $1,750,000  for  a  new 
sanctuary  and  to  renovate  the 
Education  Building.  Mr.  John  F. 
Watlihgton,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
Funds  Drive,  reported  that  72 
percent  of  the  congregation 
responded  to  the  campaign  and 
that  to  date  $1,273,000  has  been 
pledged  in  commitments  and 
payments  for  a  total  of  $1,773,000. 
The  Church  had  $500,000  toward 
the  new  sanctuary  at  the  start  of 
the  drive  from  the  legacy  of  the 
late  Mrs.  F.  J.  DeTamble  and 
advance  gifts. 

Demolition  of  the  present 
sanctuary,  built  in  1888  and 
declared  in  a  state  of  obsolescence, 
is  expected  to  begin  in  February. 
The  new  structure  of  Tennessee 
fieldstone  and  glass  will  be  built  on 
the  same  site.  It  is  expected  to  take 
18  months  to  complete 
construction,  and  the  education 
building,  built  in  1932,  will  be 
renovated. 

James  K.  Glenn  is  Chairman  of 
the  Building  Committee,  and  the 
Rev.  David  H.  Burr  and  the  Rev.

Gifts  by  Churches  and 
Presbyteries  of  the  Synod  of  North 
"Carolina  to  Synod's  Agencies  and 
Institutions  in  1969  rose  from 
$951,108  in  1968  to  $975,259- in.  1969. 

The  gifts  reported  include  only 
those  funds  which  are  cleared 
through  Synod's  Office  and  gifts 
sent  directly  to  the  Children's 
Home  at  Barium  Springs  and  the 
Presbyterian  Home  at  High  Point. 

The  gifts  reported  are 
approximately  the  same  as 
budgeted  gifts  of  churches,  though 
usually  the  statistical  reports  of 
churches  and  Presbyteries  to  the 
General  Assembly  show  budgeted 
gifts  in  excess  of  those  which  pass 
through  Synod's  Office. 

Information  on  non-budgeted 
gifts  for  1969  for  Synod's 
benevolent  causes  will  not  be 
available  until  the  statistical 


reports  have  been  completed  by 
Stated  Clerks  of  Presbyteries. 

The  total  budget-askings  of 
Synod  of  churches  and 
Presbyteries  for  1969  was 
$1,045,467;  therefore,  gifts  by 
churches  and  Presbyteries  were 
93.2  percent  of  the  askings. 

Each  of  the  Agencies  of  Synod 
received  their  proportionate  parts 
of  the  income,  or  93.2  percent  of  the 
budgets  for  1969. 

Kings  Mountain  Presbytery  had 
the  best  record  of  the  nine 
Presbyteries,  contributing  104 
percent  of  the  askings.  Next  in 
order  was  Fayetteville  Pres- 
bytery, 99  percent,  followed  by 
Winston  Salem,  97  percent; 
Orange,  96  percent;  Mecklenburg, 
92  percent.  Concord,  91  percent; 
Albemarle,  90  percent;  Granville, 
87  percent;  and  Wilmington,  77 
percent. 


Foundation 

The  Westminster  Presbyterian 
Church,  Raleigh  has  set  up  "The 
Westminster  Foundation,  Inc.",  a 
"non-stock,  non-profit  corporation 
established  by,  and  existing  under, 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  and  acting  in  accordance 
with  the  Internal  Revenue  Code", 
the  purpose  of  which  Foundation  is 
"to  encourage  gifts  and  bequests 
for  Christian  causes  at  home  and 
abroad  which  are  not  ojects  of 
Westminster's  regularly  budgeted 
benevolence  and  current  expense, 
or  capital  funds;  to  receive,  invest, 
and  allocate  these  gifts  and 
bequests  according  to  the 
Drovisions  of  the  donors  and  the 
Foundation  By-laws". 

The  objectives  of  the  Foundation 
are  to  include  sponsorship  of 
missionaries;  scholarships  for 
students  preparing  for  church 
vocations;  ^support  for 
Presbyterian  colleges,  seminaries, 
homes  for  children  and  the  aging, 
and  other  church-affiliated 
institutions;  and  other  causes 
which  are  compatible  with  the 
Church's  mission. 

The  Foundation  is  administered , 
by  a  Board  of  Directors  numbering 
no  less  than  five. 

Tlie  Minister  of  the  Westminster 
Church  is  the  Rev.  Curtis  P. 
Harper. 


Inventor  Addresses 
Church  Meeting 

Dr.  Igor  B.  Benson  of  Raleigh, 
inventor,  businessman  and 
minister,  addressed  the  Men 
Women  and  Youth  organizations  of 
the  Graves  Memorial  Church, 
Clinton,  Jan.  27,  at  a  covered  dish 
supper. 

Benson,  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Indiana  Divinity 
School,  was  ordained  into  the 
ministry  by  the  Metropolitan  of  the 
Russian  Orthodox  Greek  Catholic 
Church  of  America  and  Canada. 

President  of  Benson  Aircraft 
Corp.  of  Raleigh,  Benson  is 
inventor  of  the  Gyroglider  and  the 
Gyrocopters,  both  small  one-man 
airplanes.  He  was  with  General 
Electric  for  eleven  years  as  a 
research  engineer. 


The  Queens  College  Choir,  now  in 
its  fifty-second  performing  year, 
left  the  campus  on  January  3  for  a 
nine-day  winter  tour  through  the 
southeastern  states.

Distinguished 
'Minister  Deceased 

Dr.  James  Gray  McAUister,  Sr., 
Emeritus  Professor  of  English 
Bible  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia, 
died  in  Richmond  January  22.  He 
was  97. 

Dr.  McAllister  served  as 
President  of  Hampden  Sydney 
College  in  Virginia  from  1905  to 
1908. 

He  was  for  many  years  manager 
of  conferences  at  Montreal,  N.  C. 

Dr.  McAllister  was  born  in 
Covington,  Virginia  November  27, 
1872.  He  was  married  to  Meta 
Eggleston  Russell  of  Winchester, 
Virginia  in  1904. 

Dr.  McAllister  was  distinguished 
in  the  field  of  literature.  He  was 
author  of  several  books,  including 
"Life  and  Letters  of  Walter  W. 
Moore"  and  "Border  Lands  of  the 
Mediterranean."  He  was  editor  in 
chief  of  the  "Union  Seminary 
Review"  from  1930  to  1946,  and  was 
Historical  Research  Librarian  for 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia  from  1943  to  his 
retirement  in  1957. 

Dr.  McAllister  was  Professor  in 
Louisville  Theological  Seminary 
from  1909  to  1925,  and  in  Union 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia 
from  1925  until  his  retirement. 

Honorary  degrees  were 
conferred  on  him  by  Centre 
College,  Washington  and  Jefferson 
College,  Southwestern

REMARKABLE 
RECORD 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Kings  Mountain,  under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.  Paul  K.  Ausley, 
Minister,  continues  to  give 
outstanding  leadership  in  the  field 
of  stewardship  and  other  areas. 

In  1969,  the  per  capita  total 
giving  of  the  Church  was  $212.25,  in 
comparison  with  $133.57  for  the 
entire  Presbyterian  denomination. 
While  this  was  a  decline  of 
approximately  $8.00  below  1968,  it 
was  one  of  the  best  records  in  the 
General  Assembly,  and  is  one  of 
the  explanations  for  the  excellent 
benevolent  program  in  Kings 
Mountain  Presbytery,  which  for 
two  straight  years  has  led  the  nine 
Presbyteries  of  Synod  in 
benevolent  giving,  percentage- 
wise. Both  years  the  Presbytery 
exceeded  Synod's  askings,  by  3 
percent  in  1968  and  by  4  percent  in 
1969. 

The  remarkable  thing  about  the 
Kings  Mountain  First 
Presbyterian  Church  is  that  its 
benevolence  per  capita  gift  in  1969 
was  $119.56,  while  its  current 
expense  per  capita  gift  was  $92.69. 
In  1968,  the  figures  respectively 
were  $127.27  and  $93.07. 

The  benevolence  per  capita  gift 
for  the  General  Assembly  for  the 
two  years  was  $30.81  in  1968,  and 
$30.57  in  1969.

Report  was  made  of  the 
organization  of  the  Church  at 
Jamestown  on  December  7,  with 
140  charter  members. 

Presbytery  turned  down  a 
proposal  to  change  the  name  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  Church 
Extension  to  "National  Ministries 
Committee". 

The  Rev.  Lee  Adkins, 
Burlington,  and  James  S.  Burch, 
Ruling  Elder  of  Raleigh,  presented 
the  Report  on  Restructuring 
Presbyteries. 

The  Rev.  T.  A.  Guiton  was 
honorably  retired. 

The  Report  of  the  Bi-centennial 
Committee  of  Orange  Presbytery 
was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Donald 
A.  Campbell,  Chairman.  He 
indicated  that  Dr.  E.  T.  Thompson, 
Professor  Emeritus,  Union 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia, 
will  be  one  of  the  speakers  at  the 
October  meeting  of  Presbytery, 
and  that  the  manuscript  for  the 
History  of  Orange  Presbytery  is 
with  the  printer.

Adopted  a  total  budget  of 
$203,500.00;  General  Assembly  - 
$65,120;  Synod  -  $46,805;  and 
Presbytery  -  $91,575. 

Received  information  from  the 
Central  Treasurer  that  $171,154 
was  given  to  Budgeted 
Benevolences  in  1969,  a  total  of 
$194,718  to  all  causes. 

Received  a  report  from  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  through 
the  Rev.  Jerome  C.  Jones,  member 
of  the  Board,  pointing  out  the 
Board  operated  in  1969  with  a 
deficit  of  $750,000;  that  the  Board  is 
appointing  the  smallest  class  of 
new  missionaries  since  World  War 
II;  and  that  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  South  America  is  divided 
between  Fundamentalists  and 
liberals. 

Presbytery  adjourned  to  meet 
March  21  at  Camp  Kirkwood.

Presbytery  called  for  a  study  of 
the  experimental  ministry  being 
conducted  by  the  Rev.  James  0. 
Chatham. 

Adopted  1970  benevolent  budget 
of  $250,000;  divisted  of  the  office  of 
minister  without  censure  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Murrow  in  order  that  he 
might  return  to  the  field  of 
architecture;  and  approved  the 
retirement  of  the  Rev.  Hardin  A. 
King  as  pastor  of  the  Fairmont 
Church,  Lexington;  approved  sale 
of  the  Grace  Church  property  for 
$20,000  and  ordered  proceeds  be 
used  to  help  with  Negro  work; 
heard  the  Rev.  David  H.  Burr, 
minister  of  the  First  Church, 
Winston-Salem,  in  the  retiring 
Moderator's  sermon  plead  for  use 
of  the  proper  channels  of  the 
Church  for  working  out  differences 
and  calling  for  reconciliation; 
heard  Miss  Estelle  Rountree  of  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education  at 
Richmond,  Virginia,  on 
curriculum. 

Ralph  Huston  of  Old  Town  was 
elected  Moderator-Nominee  for  the 
next  meeting  to  be  held  May  26  at 
the  Flat  Rock  Church,  Mt.  Airy. 


Merger  of  Churches 

Washington,  D.C.  -  (RNS)  -  The 
New  York  Avenue  (United) 
Presbyterian  Church,  dating  back 
to  1807,  and  the  First 
Congregational  United  Church  of 
Christ,  founded  in  1865,  are 
considering  merging. 

The  former  Church  has  lost  2,000 
members  during  the  past  ten 
years,  and  the  Congregational 
Church  more  than  600. 

Dr.  George  M.  Docherty,  Pastor 
of  the  New  York  Avenue  Church, 
and  Dr.  Howard  S.  Anderson, 
Pastor  of  the  Congregational 
Church,  have  agreed  that  union 
would  be  best  while  the  churches 
are  relatively  strong.  Dr.  Anderson 
will  retire  this  year.

Calls  for  a  liberalized  stand  on 
drinking  and  speedup  withdrawal 
of  U.  S.  troops  in  Vietnam, 
approval  of  abortion,  an  appeal  for 
abolishment  of  preferential  tax 
benefits  to  churches  and  ministers, 
and  a  push  for  world  economic 
development  resulted  from 
approval  of  five  papers  drawn  up 
at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Council 
on  Church  and  Society, 
Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.  in 
Nashville,  Tennessee. 

Before  the  recommendations  can 
become  official  "positions"  of  the 
Church,  they  must  be  adopted  by 
the  General  Assembly,  which  will 
meet  in  June  at  Memphis, 
Tennessee. 

The  Council  on  Church  and 
Society  is  concerned  with  social, 
economic,  and  political  issues.  It  is 
comprised  of  13  members, 
representing  the  Church-at-large, 
plus  eight  members  representing 
the  four  "program"  boards  of  the 
denomination.

Important  Events  Scheduled  At  St.  Andrews  College 


Seminary  Head  Accepts  Pastorate 


Two  significant  events  in  the  life 
of  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian 
College  now  are  scheduled  for  late 
April  and  early  May.

"While  the  ceremonies  of  the  day 
will  not  follow  the  extensive  and 
elaborate  pattern  often  associated 
with  such  events,  we  hope  to  make 
the  inauguration  an  impressive 
one,"  commented  J.  Bruce  Frye, 
chairman  of  the  inauguration 
committee. 

"We  hope  that  many  alumni  and 
other  friends  of  the  College  will 
find  it  possible  to  attend,"  Frye 
noted,  adding  that  formal 
invitations  will  be  sent  only  to 
institutional  representatives  in 
North  Carolina.

College  Cleared

Robinson  contended  that  armed 
officers  of  the  Town  of  Montreal 
Police  Department  abridged  his 
constitutional  rights.

Synod  Of  North  Carolina  To  Share 
Orange  Presbytery  Bicentennial 


The  157th  Sessions  of  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  will  be  held  June 
23-24  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  Burlington  and  the 
Hawfields  Presbyterian  Church. 

Synod  will  be  meeting  within  the 
bounds  of  Orange  Presbytery  as  a 
part  of  the  Celebration  of  the  Bi- 
centennial of  that  Presbytery.  The 
Presbytery  was  organized  in  the 
Hawfields  Church  September  5, 
1770. 

The  official  celebration  of  the  Bi- 
centennial by  the  Presbytery  will 
be  observed  in  connection  with  the 
fall  meeting  of  the  Presbytery. 

A  feature  of  the  Synod  meeting 
will  be  the  Tuesday  evening 
worship  service,  during  which  Dr. 
George  M.  Docherty,  Minister  of 
the  New  York  Avenue 
Presbyterian  Church,  Washington, 
D.  C,  will  bring  an  address 
appropriate  to  the  occasion. 

Fraternal  delegates  from  the 
Presbyterian  Churches  in 
England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland 
have  been  invited  to  be  present  for 
the  important  meeting  of  Synod, 
and  they  will  bring  greetings 
during  the  Tuesday  evening 
program. 

Important  Issues 

Several  important  matters  will 
be  before  Synod  for  debate. 
Perhaps,  the  most  controversial 
will  be  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  to  Study  Boundaries  of 
Presbyteries.  The  report  will  be 
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presented  to  Synod  at  3  p.m.  of  the 
opening  day.  The  most  significant 
part  of  the  report  is  a 
recommendation  to  reduce  the 
number  of  Presbyteries  from  nine 
to  six,  which  means  the  changing 
of  the  sizes  of  the  Presbyteries  by 
realigning  them. 

Another  report  which  will  - 
provoke  discussion  is  that  on  Edu- 
cational Institutions  which  will 
also  be  presented  Tuesday 
afternoon.  The  Report  will  include 
recommendations  of  an  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  which  for  more  than  a 
year  has  made  a  restudy  of  the 
Higher  Education  program  of 
Synod.  It  is  anticipated  that  th(; 
Report  will  include  some  radical 
changes  in  the  financial  support  of 
the  Educational  Institutions  of 
Synod. 

Report  On  Homes 
StiU  a  third  report  which  will 
probably  provoke  serious 
discussion  is  that  of  the  Executive 
Committee  on  Homes,  to  be 
presented  Wednesday  morning. 
The  Committee  expects  to  be  able 
to  report  on  findings  of  a  study 
currently  being  made  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Alan  Keith  Lucas, 
noted  authority  in  the  field  of 
Social  Studies  and  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  Chapel  Hill. 

One  other  report,  at  least,  has 
potential  for  live  discussion,  and 
that  is  the  report  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  Church  and  Society. 
The  Committee  will  present  some 
findings  of  a  Study  made  on 
Poverty  in  the  Western  Part  of 
North  Carolina  by  the  Rev.  Robert 
L.  Combs,  Minister  of  the 
Sweetwater  Church,  Hickory.

THE  PRESBYTERIAN  NEWS 


The  Council  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  convened  in  Synod's 
Office,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  February  26, 
with  the  Reverend  David  H.  Burr, 
Chairman,  presiding. 

Mr.  Burr,  a  member  of  the 
General  Council  of  the  General 
Assembly,  reported  that  contrary 
to  general  opinion,  the  total  giving 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.  S.  last  year  was  actually  up  $4 
million  over  the  previous  year,  in 
SDite  of  the  fact  that  the  Boards 
and  Agencies  of  the  General 
Assembly  received  only  82  percent 
of  budget  askings.  He  stated  that 
giving  is  greater  to  local  and 
Presbytery  causes  and  slightly 
higher  at  the  Synod  level. 

He  also  reported  that  there  is 
definitely  a  turn  in  the  attitude  of 
Boards  and  Agencies  of  the 
Church,  "listening  to  the  pew". 

The  General  Secretary  of  Synod, 
Dr.  Harold  J.  Dudley,  reported 
that  the  churches  and  Presbyteries 
of  Synod  increased  their  giving  in 
1969  to  Synod's  agencies  and 
institutions  over  1968  by  a  total  of 
$24,151. 

Campaign  Gifts 

The  Secretary's  report  also 
revealed  that  the  Higher 
Education  Campaign  for  Capital 
Gifts,  inaugurated  in  1956,  has 
produced  a  total  of  $1,617,197  of 
which  $2,470  was  received  during 
1969.  Of  this  income,  $186,250.95 
went  for  the  Campus  Christian  Life 
program  and  $1,253,303.86  to  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer 
reported  that  more  than  twenty 
different  accounts  are  handled  in 
Synod's  Office,  totalling  in  excess 
of  $2  million  per  annum,  and  that 
the  Synod  has  approximately 
$350,000  in  the  Church  Extension 
Fund  which  is  available  for  loans 
to  churches. 

The  Presbyterian  News  is 
mailed  monthly  into 
approximately  60,000  Presbyterian 
homes  in  North  Carolina. 

Staff  changes  during  the  year 
included  the  employment  of  Mrs. 
Harriett  Stoneham  as  bookkeeper, 
to  succeed  Miss  Kathleen  Mullen; 
the  employment  of  Mrs.  Eloise 
Betts  in  the  Department  of 
Publicity  and  Mailing  and  the 
employment  of  Miss  Sandra  Hardy 
as  Secretary  to  the  Rev.  Raymond 
A.  Horn,  Director  of  TRAV, 
succeeding  Mrs.  Sue  Clary,  who 
resigned  on  moving  to  Greensboro. 

The  Rev.  Eugene  L.  Daniel, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Publicity,  presented  the  Report  for 
this  Committee,  together  with  a 
budget  for  1971.  The  report  urged 
churches  to  furnish  rolls  of 
families  to  Synod's  Office  and  also 
urged  that  these  be  constantly  kept 
updated.

President's  Report 

Mrs.  A.  R.  Craig,  President  of 
the  Synodical,  expressed 
appreciation  for  the  service  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Women's  Work,  Rev.  Graham 
McChesney.  She  reported  that  the 
Birthday  Offering  from  the  Synod 
was  the  largest  in  the  history  of 
this  project,  and  amounted  to 
$65,176.  She  appealed  for  more 
consideration  for  the  use  of  Women 
on  Boards,  Committees,  and 
Agencies. 

The  Rev.  Allen  C.  McSween, 
Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  on  Christian 
Education,  reported  that  the 
Committee  is  studying  "the  role  of 
Christian  Education  in  the  Synod". 

The  Rev.  J.  V.  C.  Summerell, 
Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  on  Homes,  reported 
that  a  study  is  currently  being 
made  on  the  Homes  of  Synod  arid  a 
projection  for  the  future  of  this 
work  of  Synod. 

The  Council  adjourned  to  meet 
again  May  20-21.

Presbytery 

Mrs.  Ray  L.  Gardner,  a  Ruling 
Elder  in  the  Seigle  Avenue 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte, 
was  elected  the  first  woman  to 
serve  as  Moderator  of  the 
Presbytery  at  its  265th  Stated 
Meeting  February  24. 

Mrs.  Gardner,  a  member  of  the 
staff  of  the  Forest  Hills 
Prebyterian  Church,  is  reported  to 
have  wielded  the  gavel 
"beautifully'.. 

Among  the  actions  taken  by  the 
Presbytery  were  the  following: 
Dissolution  of  the  relationship  of 
the  Rev.  Robert  F.  Henry,  Jr.  as 
Chaplain  and  as  Stated  Supply  of 
the  Banks  Church,  effective 
February  28;  asked  the  Charlotte 
Book  Store  Committee  to  explore 
alternate  possibilities  of  providing 
Presbyterian  literature  and 
materials;  Appropriated  $1,500  for 
the  South  Park  Shopping  Center 
Ministry ;  Appointed  six  persons  to 
prepare  guidelines  on  the  Charlotte 
school  crisis;  Dismissed  the 
Hamlet  Presbyterian  Church 
Commission;  Cautioned  churches 
against  using  buildings  for 
conducting  private  schools  "as  a 
wav  of  dealing  with  the  present 
crisis";  Nominated  the  Rev.  J.  S. 
Russell,  Jr.  as  Moderator  of  the 
next  stated  meeting  of  the 
Presbytery. 

Said  Mrs.  Gardner,  in  referring 
to  her  new  role:  "Presiding  over 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  was  a 
truly  rewarding  experience,  and  it 
is  my  hope  that  other  women  will 
follow  here  and  elsewhere." 


Minister's  Wife  Dies 
In  Fire 

Mrs.  W.E.  Thompson,  82-year- 
old  wife  of  Rev.  Willis  E.

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COCU  Plan  Of  Union  Announced 


Princeton,  N.  J.  (RNS)—  The 
proposed  organizational  structure 
of  a  25  million-member  protestant 
Church  arising  from  the 
Consultation  on  Church  Union 
(COCU)  is  a  blend  of  ingredients 
from  Episcopal,  Presbyterian,  Me- 
thodist, and  Free  Church  traditio- 
ns. 

The  plan,  released  in  Princeton, 
New  Jersey  on  February  16,  will  be 
considered  at  the  March  Plenary 
meeting  of  the  Consultation. 

The  name  proposed  for  the 
United  body  is  Church  of  Christ 
Uniting. 

Elements  from  the  positions  and 
governments  of  each  of  the  nine 
denominations  are  included  in  the 
draft  plan  of  union.  The  new 
government  is  intended  to  be  more 

flexible,  more  effective  in  the 
concentration  of  resources,  and 
provide  more  specialized  use  of  ex- 
isting facilities  than  now  exist  in 
any  of  the  nine  churches. 

Power  Given  Laymen 

The  ministerial  offices  outlined 
in  the  document  are  three-fold: 
Deacon,  Presbytery,  and  Bishop. 
The  laymen  would  have  major 
decision  making  powers  on  all 
levels. 

Five  of  the  COCU  churches 
already  have  Bishops  who  would 
continue  in  the  new  church. 
Presbyterians  and  the  three  other 
denominations  without  Bishops 
would  elect  them. 

The  head  of  the  "Church  of 
Christ  Uniting"  would  be  a 
presiding  Bishop  and  he  would 
serve  a  four-year  term  with 
eligibility  for  re-election.  The  plan 
calls  for  the  first  presiding  Bishop 
to  be  black. 

Annual  Assembly 
An  Assembly  of  the  church  would 
be  headed  by  a  moderator  who 
would  be  elected  each  year.  This  is 
the  same  kind  of  government  with 
which  Presbyterians  are  familiar. 

A  national-level  general  council 
such  as  is  found  in  the  Episcopal 
and  United  Churches  would  be  a 
feature  of  the  new  church. 

Parishes,  Districts,  Regions 
The  Parish  is  projected  as  the 
basic  organization  unit  in  the 
"Church  of  Christ  Uniting."  The 
75,000  congregations  in  the  nine 
churches  would  be  grouped  in 
districts  of  about  75  congregations 
each.  Districts  would  then  be 
organized  in  regions  over  which 
Bishops  would  function  pastoraUy. 

The  Districts  bear  similarities 
to  Presbyterians  and  Regions  to 
Synods. 

Regions  would  have  major 
responsibility  in  communication, 
training,    providing  program

resources,  developing  mission 
strategy,  and  serving  as  links 
between  National,  District,  and 
Parish  structures. 

On  all  levels,  laymen  would  have 
a  two-to-one  voting  edge  over 
clergymen. 

Deacons,  the  third  order  of 
clergy,  would  fulfill  a  variety  of 
roles  and  frequently  be  employed 
outside  the  church. 

Pastors  To  Be  Called 
As  in  the  present  Presbyterian 
system  local  congregations  would 
call  pastors.  In  the  present 
Presbyterian  government,  the 
local  congregation  calls  pastors 
through  the  Presbytery,  but  in  the 
new  organization  the  call  would  be 
issued  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
members,  a  district  ministerial 
relations  committee,  and  the 
district  Bishop. 

The  plan  of  union  will  go  before 
the  COCU  Plenary  session,  March 
9-13,  in  St.  Louis,  then  to  the  d- 
enominations  for  study,  possible 
suggested  changes,  and  action.  It 
will  then  be  returned  to  COCU  for 
final  action  and  implementation. 

When  two  of  the  nine  churches 
have  approved  the  plan,  the 
process  of  merger  could  begin. 

Lordship  of  Christ 
Other  features  of  the  draft  plan 
union  include  the  affirmation  of  the 
Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the 
authority  of  the  Bible.  It  affirms 
that  the  work  and  witness  of 
laymen  and  women  is  crucial  and 
provides  for  their  inclusion  at  all 
policy-making  levels,  stresses  re- 
peatedly that  the  church  at  every 
level  must  be  opened  without 
discrimination,  asserts  that 
worship  is  a  key  factor  in  renewal 
of  the  church,  and  provides  for  a 
wide  variety  of  forms  of  worship.

Christian  Concern 
The  Literacy  Movement  consists 
of  Christians  who  are  concerned  a- 
bout  the  plight  of  their  deprived 
neighbors  and  are  "determined  to 
do  something  about  it."  At  present, 
between  30  and  40  persons  are 
learning  to  read  through  the  efforts 
of  volunteer  tutors. 

The  Council  uses  the  Dr.  Frank 
C.  Laubach  Method  of  Teaching 
and  under  this  method  persons 
become  certified  reading  tutors 
after  having  had  at  least  nine  hours 


of  training  under  a  certified  tutor- 
trainer.  Certification  standards 
are  set  up  by  the  National 
Affiliation  for  Literacy  Advance, 
while  teaching  materials  are 
provided  by  the  Laubach  Press. 

Results  of  a  recently-held  tutor- 
training  workshop  were  47  persons 
becoming  certified  tutors, 
representing  8  denominations  and 
8  Presbyterian  Churches. 

Several  Workshops 
There  is  also  a  Literacy  Council 
functioning  in  Beaufort  County, 
where  65  persons  were  trained  in 
late  February.  Recently  fifty-five 
persons  were  trained  in  a  Laubach 
workshop  at  the  First  Church, 
Wilson. 

Greenville  has  from  twenty  to 
twenty-five  tutors  at  work  with 
adult  illiterates  and  aiding  a  few 
children.  A  Workshop  will  be  held 
in  Greenville  April  14-16. 
Interested  persons  should  register 
in  advance  by  calling  Mrs.  Carl 
Moore  (758-1794) .  There  is  a  charge 
of  $4.00  for  the  textbook.

modernize  them  with  drapes, 
carpeted  floor  and  new  lighting, 
and  use  them  to  visually  present 
Christian  themes. 

Keeping  the  windows  trimmed 
properly  was  a  major  task,  since 
churches  do  not  maintain  a  display 
department,  own  the  necessary 
props,  or  employ  personnel  trained 
in  visual  display.

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Presbyterian 
Home  Plans 
New  Facility 

Work  is  going  forward  toward 
the  installation  of  an  assistance 
care  section  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
Presbyterian  Home  in  High  Point. 
In  vernacular,  it  is  known  as 
an  Intermediate  Care  Facility 
(ICF).  When  completed  near  the 
middle  of  the  year,  greater  service 
will  be  rendered  to  those  older 
residents  who  are  not  physically 
able  to  totally  care  for  themselves. 
To  accomplish  this,  several  moves 
and  changes  have  been  necessary. 

Two  staff  residents  have  moved 
from  the  Staff  House  to  an 
apartment  on  campus.  The 
vacated  building  will 
accommodate  eight  active 
members  living  somewhat  apart 
from  the  residents  of  the  main 
building.  The  Staff  House  has  been 
refurnished  and  some  moves  have 
already  been  accomplished. 
New  Type  of  Care  Added 

The  new  Intermediate  Care 
Facility  will  be  located  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  main  building  and  will 
accommodate  31  residents.  The 
rooms  will  be  redecorated  and  a 
new  nurse's  call  system  is  being 
installed.  A  considerable  amount 
of  hospital  furniture  will  be  used  in 
the  new  area.  Nursing  personnel 
are  being  added  to  serve  these 
patients  in  accordance  with 
staffing  requirements  under  state 
regulations.  The  ICF  will  make  it 
possible  for  the  Home  to  better 
utilize  the  beds  in  the  skilled 
nursing  section  and  to  better  meet 
the  needs  for  patient  care. 

The  section  known  as  the 
Infirmary  is  now  designated  the 
Extended  Care  Facility  (ECF)  - 
skilled  nursing  and  is  licensed  to 
serve  47  patients. 

Former  Staff  House  Re-named 
Executive  Committee  approval 
was~  recently  given  to  re-name  the 
staff  building,  "The  Patterson 
House"  in  memory  of  the  late  Rev. 
William  S.  Patterson,  a  resident  of 
the  Home  who  died  January  28, 
1968  at  the  age  of  85.  Mr.  Patterson 
gave  a  substantial,  unrestricted 
gift  to  the  Home  several  yeas  ago 
which  was  partially  used  ($35,000) 
in  the  construction  of  a  Staff 
House. 

New  Dining  Room  Addition 
Another  much  needed 
improvement  has  been  the  addition 
to  the  dining  room  and  the 
carpeting  of  the  entire  area.  The 
Home  residents  used  an  auxiliary 
room  as  an  overflow  to  the  regular 
dining  facility  up  until  several 
months  ago.  The  addition  allows 
ample  room  to  move  around  and 
has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  all 
residents.  The  capital  funds  for  the 
construction  of  this  addition  were 
derived  from  Wills  and  Bequests 
left  to  the  Presbyterian  Home  over 
the  past  few  years. 


Waldians  Hold 
Observance 

The  annual  Church  observance 
of  the  Emancipation  of  the 
Waldensian  people  was  held  in 
mid-February  in  the  Pioneer  Hall 
of  the  Waldensian  Presbyterian 
Church,  Valdese.

Court  Upholds  Methodist   Property  System 

In  a  unanimous  decision 
Alabama's  Supreme  Court 
reversed  a  1966  Circuit  Court 
Decision  and  declared 
unconstitutional  the  Duihas  Act,  a 
law  which  provided  that 
congregations  displeased  with  a 
parent  denomination  could  leave 
that  church  and  retain  its  property 
if  65  percent  of  the  local  members 
voted  in  favor  of  the  action. 

The  law  was  passed  by  the 
Alabama  Legislature  in  1959.  It 
renounced  the  concept  that  all 
property  ownership  is  ultimately 
vested  in  the  denomination. 

The  specific  case  in  which  the 
Alabama  Supreme  Court  acted 
involved  a  congregation  in  Union 
Springs  near  Montgomery.  The 
congregation,  after  a  vote  of  97  to 
12  in  favor  of  disassociating  with 
the  United  Methodist  Church, 
affiliated   with   the  Southern

Nashville,  Tennessee  -  Miss 
Elizabeth  J.  Shepping,  former 
missionary  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.,  was  honored 
posthumously  by  the  Korean 
Government  on  December  16.  She 
was  awarded  the  Dongbaeg 
(Camelia)  Medal,  constituting  the 
Order  of  Civil  Merit. 

The  award  was  given  Miss 
Shepping  "in  recognition  of  her 
outstan(Sng  contribution  to  the 
Korean  people  in  the  1920's".  She 
founded  a  nursing  school  at 
Severance  Union  Hospital,  Seoul. 
She  was  leader  of  the  Korea 
Nurses'  Association  up  to  the  time 
that  it  gained  recognition  of  the 
International  Association  and 
became  a  member  of  that  body.  In 
addition  to  her  nursing  endeavors, 
she  was  active  in  evangelism, 
teaching,  and  translation  work. 

A  native  of  Germany,  Miss 
Shepping  was  appointed  a 
missionary  in  1912.  She  died  in 
Kwangju  in  1934. 

Miss  Shepping's  nephew,  Wesley 
J.  Hennessy,  Dean  of  Columbia 
University's  School  of  Engineering 
and  Applied  Science  in  New  York, 
notified  the  Board  of  World 
Missions  of  the  action  of  the 
Korean  Government.

Dissolved

On  January  4,  1970, 
18  members  of  the  Oakdale  Church 
were  received  into  membership  of 
the  Beth  Car  Church,  Tar  Heel. 

The  Oakdale  Church  building 
will,  however,  remain  in  the 
custody  of  the  Trustees  and  will  be 
available  for  funerals  and  for 
annual  homecoming  celebrations. 

The  Church  was  organized  in 
1925  by  several  Presbyterian 
families  in  the  community  wjth  the 
help  of  the  Rev.  C.B.  Heller. 
During  the  intervening  years 
several  families  moved  away, 
some  of  the  older  members  died, 
the  young  ones  left  the  community 
for  school  and  work,  and  the 
church  membership  was  greatly 
reduced. 

Pastors  who  have  served  the 
Church  included  Rev.  R.  H.  Poole, 
Rev.  Neil  G.  Stevens,  Rev. 
Fitzhugh  Clark,  and  Rev.  John  L. 
Alexander.  Students  from  the 
Seminary  in  Richmond  have 
supplied  the  pulpit  when  no 
minister  was  available.

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General  Assembly 
News 

A  recommendation  by  the 
General  Council  to  the  1970 
General  Assembly  will  be  the 
inclusion  of  more  women  on 
Presbyterian  Committees,  Boards, 
and  Agencies. 

A  proposed  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
agency  for  black  affairs  cleared  a 
major  hurdle  when  the  General 
Council  voted  to  ask  the  110th 
General  Assembly  to  approve  a 
manual  of  operations  for  the  Black 
Presbyterian  Leadership  Confere- 
nce. The  Council  deliberated  3V2 
hours  before  voting  15-8  in  favor  of 
establishing  the  agency. 

One  of  the  nation's  leading 
educators  and  churchmen,  Dr. 
Benjamin  E.  Mays,  President 
Emeritus  of  Morehouse  College, 
Atlanta,  will  deliver  the  major 
address  at  a  memorial  service  for 
the  late  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King, 
Jr.  at  the  General  Assembly 
meeting  in  Memphis  in  June. 

The  Board  of  Annuities  and 
Relief  has  voted  to  ask  the  General 
Assembly  to  approve  a 
recommendation  which  will 
further  liberalize  the  vesting 
provision  of  the  Ministers'  Annuity 
Fund.  If  approved  by  the 
Assembly,  the  proposal  will 
provide  a  minister  with  100  percent 
vested  interest  in  his  and  his 
church's  contributions  to  the  MAF 
after  five  years  of  participation. 
Dr.  George  H.  Vick  is  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  of  National 
Ministries,  in  a  step  to  seek  "more 
viable"  channels  for  community 
organization  and  economic 
development,  has  voted  to  cease 
funding  the  Inter-religious 
Foundation  for  Community  Action 
(IFCO);  however,  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  in  Richmond 
has  voted  to  continue  its 
membership  m  and  support  of 
IFCO. 

Recommendations  to  be 
considered  by  the  General 
Assembly  from  the  denomination's 
Task  Force  on  World  Hunger  are: 
that  ministers  be  asked  to  counsel 
couples  to  limit  the  size  of  their 
families  "as  a  Christian  response 
to  the  growing  problem  of 
overpopulation";  and  that  couples 
be  urged  to  study  the  serious 
implications  of  the  population 
explosion  as  they  plan  their  own 
families.  (The  group  has  asked  the 
Church's  Boards  involved  in 
general  mission  to  set  aside  1 
percent  of  their  budget  receipts  to 
help  finance  the  effort.) 

As  an  "agent  of  resources  and 
mission"  of  the  Church,  the  Board 
of  National  Ministries  has  adopted 
goals  toward  which  it  will  work  in 
serving  congregations,  Presbyt- 
eries, and  Synods  and  as  a  General 
Assembly  agent:  (1)  Enabling 
"congregations  to  discover  and 
implement  the  mission  of  the 
Church  as  they  are  an  agent  of 
mission";  (2)  To  work  with 
Presbyteries  and  Synods  in 
assistmg  them  in  such  serivces  as 
developing  forms  of  evangelism, 
facilitating  collaboration  among 
judicatories  in  mission  strategy 
and  action,  and  developing 
strategies  for  ministries  to  people 
of  special  needs;  (3)  and 
Developing  programs  in 
coordination  with  secular  agencies 
and  other  church  boards  and 
agencies  to  relieve  specific  human 
needs.

Christianity-Health 
Committee  Meets 

The  Permanent  Committee  on 
Christianity  and  Health  convened 
in  Synod's  Office  February  10,  with 
Dr.  H.  B.  Kornegay,  Mt.  Olive, 
presiding. 

The  Committee  reviewed 
activities  of  the  several 
Presbyteries  which  included 
doctor-minister  relationship  in 
ministering  to  patients  and 
emphasis  on  preventive  medicine 
and  teating  of  the  whole  person. 

The  Committee  took  an  action 
urging  that  presbyteries  require 
ministers  to  have  physical 
examinations  every  two  years 
prior  to  age  40,  and  annually 
thereafter;  and  urging  that 
Presbyteries'  Committees  on 
Candidates  require  psychiatric 
and  physical  examinations  of  all 
candidates. 

It  was  suggested  that 
Presbyteries  include  on  their 
agendas  speakers  on  Christianity 
and  Health  and  that  contacts  be 
made  with  Dr.  Kornegay. 

The  Committee  will  endeavor  to 
secure  Dr.  Paul  McCleave  of 
Chicago,  who  is  related  to  the 
Division  of  Mental  Helath  for  the 
American  Medical  Association. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to 
prepare  a  display  on  drug  abuse  at 
he  meeting  of  Synod  in  June. 

New  Director  Of 
Survey  Elected 

The  Executive  Secretary  and 
Stated  Clerk  of  the  Synod  of  Texas, 
Eugene  A.  Dean,  has  resigned  in 
order  to  become  Executive 
Director  of  the  Presbyterian 
Survey,  the  Official  magazine  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 

Dean  succeeds  Ted  Pratt,  who 
resigned  in  November  to  become 
Associate  Professor  in  the 
Editorial  Department,  University 
of  Florida  Institute  of  Food  and 
Agricultural  Sciences. 

Dean,  who  is  66  years  of  age,  has 
been  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Synod  oi  Texas  since  1947,  and 
Stated  Clerk  since  1952.  He  will 
assume  his  new  duties  June.  1. 


Split  Unlikely 

Miami  (RNS)— Dr.  R.  Matthew 
Lynn  of  Midland,  Tex.,  moderator 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.,  voiced  it  as  his  opinion,  that 
major  splits  between 
conservatives  and  liberals  in  his 
own  or  other  denominations  are  not 
likely  to  occur.  He  predicted  to  the 
contrary  that  mergers  rather  than 
splits  within  Protestantism  will 
occur  during  the  1970's.  He  said  he 
expected  his  own  Church  to  merge 
with  United  Presbyterian, 
Cumberland  Presbyterian, 
Reformed,  and  Hungarian 
Reformed  denominations  in  the 
near  future. 

He  also  expressed  it  as  his 
opinion  that  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  will  go  along 
with  the  nine-denomination 
merger  being  proposed  by  the 
Consultation  on  Church  Union 
(COCU). 

Dr.  Lynn  declared  that  "From 
the  standpoint  of  our  doctrine  of 
the  Church,  we  have  to  be 
ecumenical  in  our  approach.  Our 
doctrine  is  that  all  believers  are 
members  of  the  Body  of  Christ." 
He  added  that  church  mergers 
loomed  whether  they  take  place 
under  COCU  or  not.  He  said  that 
every  denomination  needs  a  "loyal 
opposition",  adding  that  when  "it 
becomes  a  dissenting  opposition  it 
is  not  fulfilling  its  mission". 


Construction 
Figures  Revealed 

Washington,  D.C.  (RNS)-The 
Department  of  Commerce,  in  a 
preliminary  estimate,  said  that 
church  construction  in  the  U.S. 
during  1969  amounted  to  $951 
million.  Final  figures,  however, 
will  be  available  in  mid-March. 

According  to  the  Director  of  the 
Construction  and  Building 
Materials  Division,  Aaron 
Sabghier,  church  construction  in 
1968  totaled  $1,380,000,000, 
indicating  a  major  drop  in  church 
building  within  a  year,  no  matter 
what  the  final  figure  is  for  1969.

The  new  science  center  and 
adjacent  auditorium  are  the  first 
buildings  constructed  with  funds 
realized  in  the  successful  $5  million 
St.  Andrews  Forward  campaign 
and  supplemented  by  Federal 
grants.

Church  cemetery  is  said  to  have 
started  as  a  result  of  the  death  of 
the  first  settler  who  lived  on  the 
ground  now  occupied  by  the 
cemetery. 

"A  brush  arbor,  built  near  the 
cemetery  was  first  used  as  a  place 
of  worship,  according  to  Mrs.  R. 
H.  Ratchford,  wife  of  the  late  Mr. 
Ratchford,  who  was  Pastor  of  the 
Church  from  1946  until  his  death  in 
1959.  Mrs.  Ratchford  is  Director  of 
the  Choir  of  the  Church. 

During  its  long  history  there 
have  been  five  ^ferent  church 
buildings.

and  Anne  Croom  of  High  Point. 

Carolyn's  grandfather  and 
Anne's  great-grandfather  were 
Peace  College  presidents.  And 
many  women  in  the  two  girls' 
families  attended  the  Raleigh 
woman's  college.  Peace  is  like  a 
second  home  for  both. 

Pressly  Family 

Carolyn  is  the  oldest  grandchild 
of  Dr.  William  C.  Pressly, 
president  for  39  years  until  his 
retirement  in  1965.  Her  parents  are 
the  former  Harriet  Byrne  Pressly, 
a  Peace  alumna  who  holds  a 
master's  degree  in  chemistry  from 
North  Carolina  State,  and  Charles 
L.  Tucker  Jr. ,  head  of  research  and 
development  with  P.  Lorillard. 

"I  knew  enough  about  Peace  not 
to  wonder  what  it  was  like," 
Carolyn  recalled  recently.  "When  I 
arrived  I  found  out  I  didn't  know 
that  much  about  it!"  She  is  a  1969 
graduate  of  Grimsley  High  School. 

Many  around  campus  recall  the 
quiet,  sincere  Dr.  Pressly  who 
arrived  at  Peace,  by  his  own 
admission,  "single,  26  years  of  age, 
inexperienced,  timid,  reserved." 
That  was  on  May  1,  1920.  He  was 
Peace  business  manger.  On  Dec. 
10,  1921,  he  married  Harriet  Byrne 
of  Baltimore,  who  taught  science 
at  Peace  from  1919  to  1921.  It  was  in 
1926  when  he  was  named  Peace's 
seventh  president. 

■  The  Presslys  lived  on  campus 
or  adjoining  it  for  43  years.  Two  of 
their  children  were  born  while  they 
were  living  on  campus.  Daughters 
Harriet,  Mary  Lou,  and  Dorothy 
were  all  graduated  from  Peace  and 
were  in  school  there  over  a  period 
of  13  years,  none  overlapping.  Two 
of  the  daughters  were  honor 
graduates.  One  was  voted  the 
outstanding  senior  and  another 
was  elected  "Miss  Peace." 

The  Presslys  have  two  sons, 
George  and  Jim,  both  career  Navy 
men.  A  third  son  Billy,  named  for 
his  father,  died  of  pneumonia  as  a 
teenager. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Pressly  now  reside 
in  Raleigh  where  he  is  busy  with 
work  at  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  his  constant  letter-writing, 
and  his  "job"  as  chauffeur  for  his 
wife. 

Childhood  Memories 
Eighteen-year-old  Carolyn  has 
memories  of  Peace  which  stem 
from 'the  time  she  was  flower  girl 
in  Peace's  May  Day  program  when 
she  was  four  or  five  years  old.  She 
remembers  walking  up  the  brick 
sidewalk  in  front  of  the 
school . . .  visiting  her  grandparents 
in  Wynne  Hall... going  up  to  talk

"I  can  remember  sitting  on  lapl 
at  Wynne  Hall,"  Carolyn  sai^ 
"and  Granddaddy  telling  us  Unci 
Remus  stories."  Maybe  the  sam' 
stories  he  had  told  Carolyn' 
mother  who,  as  a  child,  waded  H 
the  fountain  when  it  was  beini 
cleaned.,  or  played  tag  on  fron 
campus  in  the  twilight  of  a  summe' 
day. 

Soon  the  playground  for  th' 
mother  and  later  for  the  daughter 
became  a  school... a  school  whicf 
would  give  new  memories  of  happ; 
days.  * 

"When  I  first  came",  Carolyi 
recalled,  "I  was  introduced  as  Dr 
Pressly's  granddaughter  and 
didn't  want  it  to  be  that  way.

latest  in  a  series  of  Dinwiddi 
descendants  to  attend  the  junio| 
college.  Peace  alumnae  in  he

He 
is  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the  Greensboro 
First  Church.

Bird  is  also  a  graduate  of 
Davidson  College  and  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond. He  is  the  son  of  the  late  Dr. 
An(kew  R.  Bird,  Sr.,  who  founded 
the  Church  of  the  Pilgrims  in 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Dr.  Fowle  is  a  native  of 
Washington,  N.  C.  and  a  graduate 
of  Davidson  and  Union  Theological 
Seminary.  He  holds  the  Th.  M. 
degree  from  Princeton  Theological 
Seminary,  as  well  as  several 
honorary  degrees.  He  has  been  one 
of  the  most  distinguished 
Presbyterian  ministers  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.  and  has 
probably  influenced  as  many 
persons  as  any  living  minister  to 
become  large  and  effective 
stewards  of  their  time  and 
possessions. 

Scholarships 
The  recipient  of  the  Myers 
Scholarship  will  be  selected  by  the 
faculty  on  the  basis  of  merit  and 
promise  for  useful  ministry  and 
will  provide  graduate  study 
overseas  or  at  Union  Seminary. 

The  Bird  Scholarship  will  be 
awarded  annually  to  a  Board  of 
World  Missions  trainee,  an 
approved  overseas  theological 
student,  or  a  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia  student.  He 
will  be  selected  on  the  basis  of 
merit  and  promise  for  a  useful 
ministry. 

The  Fowle  Evangelistic  Fund 
will  provide  scholarships  for 
Seminary  students  serving  on 
evangelistic  teams  as  well  as  funds 
for  other  efforts  in  the  evangelism 
program  of  the  Synod. 

Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia  is  the  oldest  and  largest 
Seminary  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.S.  and  has  educated 
more  than  half  the  ministers  of  the 
denomination. 

Board  Fights  Hunger 

Responding  to  a  "five-year 
priority"  program  in 
denominational  efforts  to  fight 
world  hunger,  the  Board  of 
Women's  Work  has  voted  to 
designate  one  percent  of  its 
monthly  receipts  from  the  General 
Assembly's  Central  Treasurer  to 
support  the  assault.  One  per  cent  of 
the  1970  budget  would  amount  to 
$1,700  with  the  five-year 
contribution  beginning  this  year. 
This  is  the  first  such  step  by  a 
particular  Board  of  the  Church.

Churchman 
And  Lawmaker  Dies 

Zebulon  Vance  Turlington,  92- 
year-old  Mooresville  leader  and 
former  Legislator  and  Dean  of  the 
Iredell  County  Bar  Association, 
died  November  16,  1969.  The 
Session  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  which  he  was  a  member, 
adopted  an  appropriate  Resolution 
to  him. 

A  native  of  Johnston  County,  Mr. 
Turlington,  who  was  named  for  N. 
C.  Civil  War  Governor,  Zebulon 
Vance,  was  the  youngest  of  ten 
children.  He  grew  up  in  his  native 
county  and  attended  a  preparatory 
school  operated  by  his  brother  and 
taught  school  two  years  before 
entering  the  University  of  N.  C.'s 
Law  School.  He  was  licensed  in 
September,  1899.  In  1900,  he  began 
his  practice  in  Mooresville  and  his 
first  honor  of  real  importance  was 
in  1904,  when  he  was  elected  as  the 
Representative  from  Iredell 
County  to  the  State  Legislature.  He 
served  a  total  of  eight  terms,  and 
instigated  "The  Turlington  Act" 
which  bears  his  name. 

He  served  as  Town  attorney  for 
60  years;  county  attorn 
ey  for  ten  years;  and  as  attorney 
for  the  Mooresville  Graded  Schools 
from  1906  until  1961.  He  also  served 
"gratis"  for  the  entire  time  he 
practiced  law  as  attorney  for  the 
Barium  Springs  Home  for 
Children. 

Aside  from  his  civic 
responsibilities  which  included 
several  terms  as  President  of  the 
Rotary  Club  (which  he  helped  to 
organize).  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Public  Library, 
attorney  for  the  Mooresville 
Federal  Savings  and  Loan 
Association,  he  was  very  active  in 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Mooresville.  In  1908,  he  was 
ordained  a  Ruling  Elder  and  he 
served  as  superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School  for  19  years.  He  also 
served  as  Clerk  oi  Session  for 
twenty -three  years. 

His  survivors  include  two 
daughters:  Mrs.  Donald  H. 
Stewart  and  Miss  Sarah  Woodall 
Turlington.

Wanted! 


COLORFUL  HERITAGE  by 
James  Donald  MacKenzie.  This  is 
what  the  author  refers  to  as  "ac 
informal  history  of  Barbecue 
Presbyterian  Church  and  Bluff 
Presbyterian  Church":  147  pages; 
published  privately  by  the  author 
who  resides  at  Olivia,  N.C.;  price, 
$6.00. 

The  Churches  are  two  of  the 
oldest  in  the  Synod,  having  been 
organized  respectively  in  1758  and 
1764. 

Both  of  the  Churches  have 
interesting  and  "colorful" 
histories,  and  Mr.  MacKenzie,  who 
has  served  as  Pastor  of  the 
Barbecue  Church  since  1964,  tells 
the  story  in  his  inimitable  way, 
drawing  on  the  available  sources, 
especially  in  the  case  of  Barbecue, 
the  collection  of  information  by  the 
late  Leon  M.  McDonald,  who  met  a 
tragic  death  several  years  ago  by 
being  gored  to  death  by  a  bull. 

Mr.  MacKenzie  includes  a  part  of 
the  story  of  the  renowned  Flora 
MacDonald,  who  resided  in  North 
Carolina  for  approximately  six 
years,  1774-1781  and  for  part  of  that 
time,  at  least,  worshipped  in  the 
Barbecue  Church. 

Both  churches,  together  with 
Longstreet  Church,  now  dissolved, 
were  served  by  the  first 
Presbyterian  Minister  who  settled 
in  the  Eastern  part  of  North 
Carolina,  to  wit,  the  Rev.  James 
Campbell. 

The  book  is  intriguing  and  will 
hold  the  interest  of  the  reader 
throughout.

Despite  Low  Pay 

Ministers  in  twenty  Protestant 
denominations  have  incomes  far 
below  the  averages  of  most  other 
professionals  -  even  many 
craftsmen  and  laborers  -  yet  a  NCC 
Department  of  Ministry  survey 
shows  that  nineteen  out  of  twenty 
plan  to  stay  in  their  chosen 
profession. 

Taking  chemists  with  an  MA 
degree  as  a  professional  group  of 
comparable  education,  the  survey 
discloses  that  ministers  start  at  a 
much  lower  income  level,  have  an 
income  of  only  a  little  more  than 
half  that  of  chemists  after  twenty- 
five  years  experience,  and  at  the 
end  of  their  working  life  make  less 
than  half  the  income  of  chemists. 

The  surveyers  conclude,  "The 
willingness  of  dedicated  men  to 
live  with  an  unsatisfactory 
situation  appears  in  these  data. 
This  commitment-in-spite-of  may 
not  last  indefinitely,  however, 
when  one-fourth  of  a  nation's 
clergy  regard  inadequate  income 
as  a  serious  problem."

This  book,  scheduled  for 
publication  early  in  June,  has  been 
written  by  Dr.  Stone  in  connection 
with  the  Bi-Centennial  Celebration 
of  Orange  Presbytery  of  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  North 
Carolina. 

It  tells  the  story  of  the  first' 
Presbytery  organized  south  of 
Virginia,  whose  boundaries 
extended  as  far  as  the  Mississippi 
River  and  included  all  territory  as 
far  as  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 

The  book  is  said  to  be 
comprehensive  and 
documentative. 

Dr.  Stone  is  well  qualified  to 
bring  out  this  book  since  he  has 
served  in  the  Synod  of  North  Ca- 
rolina for  approximately  50  years. 
He  was  the  Executive  Secretary  of 
Orange  Presbytery  from  1957  until 
1962. 

Chapters  of  the  book  are  devoted 
to  the  Presbytery's  "Family 
Tree",  monographs  of  the  founding 
fathers,  role  of  the  Presbytery  in 
education,  recruiting  of  ministers. 
Home  and  Foreign  missions, 
reconstruction  following  the  War 
Between  the  States,  and  many 
other  important  topics. 

The  book  includes  an  Index  and 
appendics,  as  well  as  maps  and 
illustrations. 

Dr.  Stone  has  been  in  retirement 
for  several  years,  and  has  worked 
untiringly  to  have  the  book  ready 
for  publication  in  1970.

More  than  one  hundred 
Presbyterian  ministers,  members 
of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S., 
were  approved  for  participation  in 
the  semi-annual  distribution  of  the 
Kate  Bitting^ Reynolds  Trust  Fund 
to  retired  Presbyterian  ministers 
by  the  Permanent  Committee  on 
Annuities  and  Relief,  meeting  in 
Raleigh,  March  10. 

Actually  110  ministers  were 
approved  to  receive  $381.06  each 
when  the  distribution  is  made  on 
March  23.  The  total  available  for 
distribution  at  this  time  is 
$41,916.77. 

The  fund  was  established  in  1947 
by  the  late  Mrs.  Kate  Bitting 
Reynolds  of  Winston-Salem. 
Valued  at  that  time  at 
approximately  $400,000,  today  the 
fund  is  approaching  $2  million  in 
the  corpus.  The  fund  is 
administered  by  <^^the  Wachovia 
Bank  and  Trust  Company, 
Winston-Salem,  with  the  Board  of  - 
Trustees,  whose  responsibility 
relates  primarily  to  investments. 

Holdings  of  the  fund  represent 
investments  in  R.  J.  Reynolds 
Company    stock    and    U.  S. 
Government  Bonds. 

The  item  in  Mrs.  Reynold's  will, 
designating  the  fund  reads:  "To 
my  trustees  Four  Hundred 
Thousand  Dollars  ($400,000)  in 
trust  to  pay  the  net  income 
therefrom  for  the  maintenance  and 
support  of  aged  Presbyterian 
ministers  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  as  now  constituted,  the 
said  income  to  be  disbursed  semi- 
annually to  such  of  said  ministers 
as  shall  be  certified  by  the 
authorities  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carohna,  or  its  successors,  to  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  same  and  in 
such  respective  amounts  as  said 
authorities  shall  designate."

Total  driving 
On  Increase 

ATLANTA— (PN)— Members  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  contributed  an  all-time  high 
total  of  $133,730,777  during  1969. 

The  average  gift  per  member 
increased  4.6  per  cent,  from  $133.56 
in  1968  to  $139.66,  according  to 
figures  released  today  by  the 
Stewardship  Department  of  the 
General  council. 

The  percentage  of  gain  in  total 
giving  to  all  causes  was  the  second 
highest  in  the  last  five  years, 
topped  by  the  1967  figure  of  5.68 
percent.  Others  were  3.33  per  cent 
in  1968;  4.41  in  1966  and  3.13  in  1965. 

The  denomination  has  3,926 
churches  and  957,569  members  in

Prime  Time  For  Documentary: 

"A  Century  At  Central  Prison 


"A  Century  at  Central  Prison,"  a 
one-hour,  color  T.  V.  program 
revealing  conditions  at  Central 
Prison,  will  be  shown  on  statewide 
networks  of  North  Carolina  this 
spring. 

Produced  by  the  Presbyterian 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches,  in  co-operation  with 
WTVD-TV,  Durham,  the  show 
premiered  on  WTVD  on  April  9,  in 
prime  time.  It  is  scheduled  for 
statewide  viewing  on  Educational 
TV  on  May  3,  at  7  p.m.  and  on  May 
4  at  10:00  p.m.  on  WFMY-TV 
Greensboro,  N.  C. 

Prison  Life 

The  program  uses  touches  of 
humor,  unusual  photographic 
effects,  exciting  music  and  hard, 
cold  facts  to  probe  the  conditions  of 
the  state's  oldest  penal  institution. 

The  emotional  impact  of  the 
production  is  heightened  by  the 
sound  track  which  includes  actual 
interviews  with  prisoners,  music 
from  Simon  and  Garfunkel,  and 
words  and  music  from  a  man  who 
pre-eminently  speaks  the  language 
of  prisoners,  Johnny  Cash. 

The  hard  facts  of  prison  life  such 
as  murder,  rape,  brutality  are 
dealt  with  honestly  and  the 
conditions  at  Central  Prison  which 
allow  such  things  to  happen  are 
shown  in  living  color.  The  need  for 
change  is  interestingly 
documented. 

Churches  Concerned 

Director  John  Dawson  has  used 
interesting  visual  effects  to 
heighten  the  impact  of  the  video- 
taped production.  Clyde  Knight 
photographed  the  production 
inside  Central  Prison. 

Church  groups  have  expressed 
an  interest  in  the  film  and  they 
hope  to  get  a  response  from  the 
program  that  will  bring  about 
needed  changes  at  Central  Prison. 

The  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches'  committee  on 
legislation  and  public  morals  has 
launched  a  prison  reform 
program. 


The  Rev.  Collins  Kilburn  of 
Raleigh,  Director  of  Social 
Ministries,  said  the  committee 
'  'has  chosen  as  an  area  for  ".pecial 
concern  the  North  Carolina  prison 
system." 

"We  want,"  he  said,  "to  sensitize 
ourselves  and  others  to  the  needs 
and  hurts  of  persons  in  that  system 
and  to  become  informed  as  to  the 
nature  of  the  system.  Eventually, 
we  probably  will  want  to  work  for 
certain  reforms." 

Dr.  Raymond  A.  Horn,  Director 
of  TRAV  for  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  directed  the  entire 
project,  and  was  author  of  the 
script.  He  also  serves  as  emcee  of 
the  documentary.

Editorial 
Christianity  Is 
Positive 

The  recent  comment  by  Louis 
Cassels,  UPl  religion  writer,  is  a 
sad  commentary: 
"The  moral  for  all  denominations 
seems  to  be  clear:  In  a  cold  war 
among  Christians,  the  first 
casualty  is  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ". 

Apparently,  some  of  the  people 
most  confused  today  are  some  of 
the  "prominent"  theologians  and 
their  "captive"  audience  of  a 
sizeable  number  of  ministers. 

It  is  encouraging,  however,  that 
not  all  theologians  hold  a  dim  and 
pessimistic  view.  A  year  ago  one  of 
them  wrote,  "I  am  increasingly 
convinced  that  one  of  the  most 
serious  issues  we  face  today  is  the 
question  of  faithful  participation  in 
the  life  of  the  organized  church.  I 
do  not  believe  it  is  a  sign  of  super- 
ior piety  to  ignore  the  demands  of 
organized  life,  particularly  when 
the  organized  life  of  the  Church  is 
paying  your  salary.  On  a  more 
basic  level,  1  think  theologically  it 
is  very  wrong  to  opt  out  of 
organized  life  because  of  the 
imperfections  of  the  Church.  This, 
I  think,  will  become  increasingly  a 
serious  issue". 

It  is,  indeed,  an  anomaly  of  the 
times  that  some  churchmen 
delight  in  downgrading  the  church, 
being  even  obsessed,  it  seems,  to 
destroy  what  generations  have 
regarded  as  sacred,  upright,  and 
decent.  At  the  same  time,  some  of 
these  same  people  seem  to  do 
everything  in  their  power  to 
upgrade  and  make  noble  what  the 
ages  have  regarded  as  obscene, 
common,  and  indecent. 

No  wonder  there  is  rudeness  and 
lewdness,  vileness  and  violence. 

We  prefer  the  Apostle  Paul's 
optimism: 

"Whatever  is  true,  whatever  is 
honorable,  whatever  is  just, 
whatever  is  pure,  whatever  is 
lovely,  whatever  is  gracious,  if 
there  is  any  excellence,  if  there  is 
anything  worthy  of  praise,  think 
about  these  things.  What  you  have 
learned  and  received  and  heard 
and  seen  in  me,  do;  and  the  God  of 
Peace  will  be  with  you".

Dorms  Rejected 

Davidson,  N.  C—  The  faculty  of 
Davidson  College  has  rejected  by  a 
vote  a  proposal  which  would 
have  paved  the  way  for  women  to 
visit  in  all-male  dormitories  at  any 
time  of  night  or  day. 

The  proposal  would  have  allowed 
"open  house"  on  a  24-hour  a  day 
basis  for  any  dormitory  on  campus 
if  desired  by  two-thirds  of  the 
residents  of  the  dormitory. 

The  plan  was  approved  by  the 
Student  Senate  and  by  the  joint 
Student-Faculty  Committee  on 
Student  Life  which  recommended 
it  to  the  faculty  by  6-4  vote. 

Current  regulations,  which  will 
remain  in  effect,  allows  open  house 
from  twelve  noon  to  twelve 
midnight  during  the  week  and  until 
2:00  A.M.  on  weekends,  in  dorms 
where  students  voted  for  such  a 
schedule.

Thirty-seven  ministers  and 
sixty-five  ruling  elders  met  March 
21,  at  Camp  Kirkwood,  Watha,  N. 
C.  for  the  246th  meeting  of 
Wilmington  Presbytery.  Mr. 
Ashley  Murphy,  of  the  Caswell 
Church,  was  elected  Moderator, 
and  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Parks, 
Moderator-nominee. 

The  Presbytery  heard  Mr.  W.  R.

causes  and  an  increase  of  $8,801 
(11.3  percent)  to  Presbytery 
causes;  Received  Central 
Treasurer's  report  of  gifts  from 
January  1,  1970  to  Feb.  28, 
$.35,095.35  against  $26,494.42  for 
same  period  last  year;  Appointed  a 
Commission  to  install  Rev. 
Graham  C.  McChesney  as  Pastor 
of  Windemere  Church;  Heard 
reports  of  the  various  Presbytery

Dr.  James  Hervey  Ross  was 
appointed  Medical  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.  in 
1967,  after  twenty  years  of  service 
as  a  medical  missionary  in  Mexico, 
where  he  directed  the  work  of 
Sanatorio  La  Luz,  a  120  bed 
missionary  hospital  and  gained  a 
high  reputation  for  his  work.

He  received  his 
education  at  Davidson  College 
where  he  graduated  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  and  the  National  University 
of  Mexico.  He  married  the  former 
Pauline  Ribelin  of  High  Point  and 
they  have  three  children  and  make 
their  home  in  Nashville,  where  the 
Board  of  World  Missions  is  located. 

Peace  Board  Of 
Trustees  Meets 

The  Peace  College  Board  of 
Trustees,  meeting  March  19, 
approved  a  budget  of  $1,081,000  for 
the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1, 
the  largest  approved  budget  in  the 
98-year  history  of  the  junior 
college. 

Other  business  brought  before 
the  Trustees  during  the  annual 
session  included:  (DA  report  from 
the  Wills  and  Bequests  Committee 
indicating  that  Peace  has  secured 
18  definite  commitments  in  estate 
planning  during  the  last  nine 
months;  (2)  Approval  of  an 
accelerated  program  of  renovation 
in  the  main  building;  (3) 
Acceptance  of  a  provision  for  a  life 
insurance  program  and  retirement 
for  additional  full-time  people  on 
the  staff;  (4)  A  resolution  of 
appreciation  to  Mr.  William  G. 
Enloe  of  Raleigh,  a  member  of  the 
Board  since  1962  and  whose  term 
expired  this  year. 

In  the  President's  annual  report 
to  the  Board,  Dr.  David  S.  Frazier 
reported  that  the  total  enrollment 
had  increased  over  150  percent 
since  1961-62;  that  Peace  has  the 
highest  percentage  of  in-state 
students  of  any  private  college  in 
North  Carolina;  pointed  to  the 
increased  value  of  the  physical 
plant  by  600  percent  since  1962  to 
well  over  $3  million  today,  major 
additions  totaling  $2.5  million  in 
the  decade;  the  loyalty  fund 
contributions  increasing  400 
percent  in  four  years.

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An  Alternate  Plan  Of  Presbytery  Realignment 


The  Alternate  Plan  of 
Presbytery  realignment  which  will 
be  proposed  by  Wilmington 
(Presbytery  on  the  floor  of  the 
Synod  in  June,  grew  out  of  concern 
about  changes  suggested  by  the 
Synod's  Committee  on  Presbytery 
Realignment  for  the  Eastern  half 
of  the  Synod. 

It  was  the  feeling  of  Wilmington 
Presbytery  that  there  were  two 
weaknesses  in  the  Committee's 
plan  as  this  plan  effected  the 
Eastern  Presbyteries. 

The  first  weakness  was  in  the 
tremendous  size  of  proposed 
Presbyteries  V  and  VI.  Presbytery 
V  would  take  in  all  of  Granville  and 
Albemarle  Presbyteries  making 
over  14,166  square  miles  in  one  new 
Presbytery.  In  Area  VI,  all  of 
Wilmington  and  %  of  Fayetteville 
ivould  be  placed  together  to  form  a 
Presbytery  making  up  11,457 
square  miles. 

The  second  weakness  was  in  the 
tremendous  number  of  churches  to 
5e  found  in  some  of  the  new 
Presbyteries  such  as  144  in  area  VI 
rhis  is  more  churches  than  6 
Synods  now  have  or  130  in  area  IV. 

This  plan  proposed  by 
Wilmington  Presbytery  attempts 
to  eliminate  these  two  weaknesses 
and  also  aims  at  a  more  natural 
grouping  than  that  found  in  Area 
[V  of  the  Committee's  plan.  (Area 
[V  is  a  Presbytery  made  of  Orange 
and  part  of  Mecklenburg  and  part 
}f  Fayetteville  which  stretches 
From  the  Virginia  line  to  the  South 
Carolina  line.) 

Purpose 
To  present  a  plan  of  Presbytery 
ealignment  which  makes  use  of 
he  work  done  by  the  Synod's 
.ommittee  on  Boundaries  where 
)ractical,  but  which  also  would  cut 
iown  on  the  tremendous  size  in 
jrea  and  number  of  churches  that 
vill  exist  in  the  Eastern  half  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  under  the 
)lan  proposed  by  the  Synod's 
Committee.  This  alternate  plan 
)roposes  to  strengthen  the 
jresbyteries  in  the  eastern  half  of 
lie  Synod  which  will  be  hampered 
n  .  their  effectiveness  by  a 
remendous  geographical  size 
;oupled  with  a  large  increase  in  the 
lumber  of  churches. 

Summary 
Reduce  the  number  of 
presbyteries  in  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  from  9  to  7  on  the  basis  of 
membership  and  benevolences  and 
geographical  size  and  number  of

educational  functions  within  the 
work  of  the  Presbytery  and  thus 
encouraging  better  attendance 
and  broader  participation  in  the 
affairs  of  Presbytery. 

2.  Reduction  in  the  geographical 
size  means  better  pastoral 
oversights  and  easier 
administration  by  the  Office  of 
Presbytery.  This  is  especially 
true  when  the  number  of 
churches  in  a  presbytery  are 
reduced  along  with  its  size. 

3.  Reduction  in  the  number  of 
representatives  at  Prebytery 
makes  the  Presbytery  a 
deliberative  body  in  that  the 
court  is  small  enough  for  a 
higher  percentage  of  men  to 
speak  on  the  floor  on  issues  of 
importance,  to  serve  on 
committees,  and  thus  for  a  real 
part  of  this  important  church 
court. 

4.  This  alternate  plan,  while  adding 

the  criteria  of  geographical  size 
and  number  of  churches,  has 
not  been  so  bound  by  this  as  to 
propose  a  plan  which  would 
mean  7  presbyteries  with  the 
same  area  and  same  number  of 
churches.  This  plan  also 
considers  membership, 
benevolences,  natural 
geographical  groupings,  high- 
way connections,  and  the  past 
records  of  existing 
presbyteries,  as  well  as  the 
economic  conditions  of  the 
different  areas. The  changes 
made  by  this  alternate  plan  deal 
mainly  with  the  Eastern  half  of 
the  Synod. 

5.  The  major  weakness  in  the  plan 
presented  by  the  Synod's 
Committee  is  in  their 
assumption  that  a  certain  base 
of  financial  potential  and  a 
certain  base  membership  are 
the  most  valid  criteria  in 
judging  or  planning  an  effective 
Presbytery  and  that  any 
hardships  caused  by  the 
application  of  these  criteria, 
such  as  a  presbytery  with  144 
churches  or  one  making  up 
nearly  one-fourth  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  do  not  carry 
enough  weight  to  modify  the 
rigid  application  of  these 
criteria.  The  alternate  plan 
proposed  by  Wilmington 
Presbytery  is  more  flexible, 
allowing  for  problems  faced  by 
individual  areas  to  be  taken  into 
account.  It  is  a  plan  which 
presents  a  realignment  of

Figures  Released 

According  to  figures  released 
recently  by  the  Stewardship 
Department  of  the  General 
Council,  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.,  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.  contributed 
during  1969  an  all-time  high  total  of 
$133,730,777.  The  average  gift  per

The  percentage  of  gain  in  total 
giving  to  all  causes  was  the  second 
highest  in  the  last  five  years, 
topped  by  the  1967  figure  of  5.68.

Eighty -two 
now.  I  have  been  called  to  recite 
it  many  times  -  always  to  my 
delight.

Catechism". 

The  ceremony  took  place  in  the 
headquarters  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  S.,  located  on  Wade  Avenue. 
The  catechisms  had  their  origin  in 
connection  with  the  famous 
Westminster  Assembly  which  was 
called  by  the  English  Parliament 
on  June  12,  1643,  "an  ordinance  of 
the  Lords  and  Commons  in 
Parliament  for  the  calling  of  an 
Assembly  of  learned  and  godly 
divines  and  others,  to  be  consulted 
with  by  the  Parliament,  for  the 
settlement  of  the  government  and 
liturgy  of  the  Church  of  England 
and  for  the  indicating  and  clearing 
of  the  doctrine  of  the  said  church 
from  false  aspersions  and 
interpretations." 

The  Assembly  was  made  up  of  a 
fair  proportion  of  moderate 
Episcopalians.  Presbyterians, 
Independents  and  Erastians.  It  did 
not  conclude  its  work  until  1648. 

"The  Shorter  Catechism"  was 
completed  and  reported  to 
Parliament,  November  4,  1647  and 
the  "Larger  Catechism"  on  April 
14,  1648.  These  were  related  to  the 
famous  "Confession  of  Faith" 
which  became  the  constitution  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
England  and  of  Scotland  and  later 
of  America. 

In  the  fall  of  1969  North  Carolina 
Governor  and  Mrs.  Robert  W.  Scott 
were  entertaining  Executives  of 
the  Presbyteries  and  Synods  of 
Appalachia,    North  Carolina, 


elder  in  the  West  End  Presbyterian 
Church  related  the  following  story 
to  me: 

He  was  an  officer  during  the 
First  World  War,  attached  to 
Headquarters  Staff  where  he  was 
constantly  in  touch  with  the 
Commanding  General,  who  was 
unashamedly  profane,  especially 
taking  the  name  of  God  in  vain. 

The  ruling  elder  was  often 
offended  by  the  language  of  his 
Commanding  General,  and  though 
he  shrunk  from  reprimanding  him, 
his  conscience  would  not  suffer 
him  to  remain  silent  on  the 
subject;  therefore,  one  day,  in 
trepidation,  he  asked  the  General  if 
he  would  refrain  from  taking  God's 
name  in  vain. 

Instead  of  the  General  rebuking 
him,  as  he  expected,  he  after 
pausing  to  reflect,  said  to  him, 
"Who  is  God"? 

Immediately  the  elder  gave  the 
same  Catechism  answer  that  the 
little  Negro  boy  had  given  to  Judge 
Ricks  years  before. 

The  General  asked  the  source  of 
the  definition,  and  on  learning  that 
it  was  from  the  Westminster 
Shorter  Catechism,  he  requested 
the  young  officer  to  give  it  to  him  in 
writing  with  a  reference  to  where  it 
might  be  found. 

The  War  ended,  the  men 
separated,  and  a  number  of  years 
passed,  and  the  ruling  elder 
engaged  in  business  in 
Birmingham.  One  day  he  was  paid 
a  surprise  visit  by  his  former 
Commanding  Officer,  the  General, 
who  told  him  that  he  had  made  a 
trip  all  the  way  from  the  state  of 
Washington  to  make  known  to  him 
personally  that  he  had  become  a 
Christian,  and  that  it  was  the  result 
of  his  having  reprimanded  him  for 
taking  God's  name  in  vain.  He  had 
studied  the  Catechism  which  in 
turn  led  him  to  the  Bible,  the 
Church,  and  to  Christ.

questions  of  the  "Catechism"  to  his 
minister  on  his  wedding  night,  but 
that  it  was  true  that  he  did  so  the 
night  of  the  rehearsal  for  the 
wedding. 

He  stated  that  when  he  was  a 
boy,  his  father,  the  late  Sen.  W. 
Kerr  Scott,  former  Governor  of 
North  Carolina,  of  Scotch-Irish 
Presbyterian  descent,  had 
endeavored  without  success  to 
persuade  him  to  learn  the  "Shorter 
Catechism"  and  later  offered  him 
$100  if  he  would  recite  it  from 
memory,  predicting  that  if  he  did 
not  learn  it  before  he  was  married 
he  never  would  learn  it. 

Young  Bob  in  fine  Scot  fettle, 
avowed  how  he  just  couldn't  afford 
to  take  the  chance  of  never 
learning  the  "Catechisms"  and 
collecting  that  $100,  which  he 
needed  for  his  honeymoon,  so  on 
the  night  of  the  rehearsal  he  went 
to  the  manse  of  his  minister,  and 
perfectly  recited  the  "Catechism" 
though  it  resulted  in  his  arriving 
late  for  the  rehearsal. 

He  said  he  told  his  finance  that 
his  lateness  was  occasioned  by  his 
making  the  rounds  of  his  former 
sweethearts  for  a  farewell  kiss; 
nor  did  he  tell  her  differently  for 
several  years. 


SOth  Anniversary 
Celebrated 

Early  in  March  the  Westminster 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Whiteville 
celebrated  its"  50th  anniversary. 

The  Church  was  organized  on 
March  16,  1920  bv  a  commission  of 
Wilmington  Presbytery.  Twenty- 
seven  persons  presented 
certificates  of  dismission  from 
other  churches  to  form  the  new 
Church,  and  at  the  same  time  five 
persons  ,  were  received  on 
Profession  of  Faith,  a  total  of  32 
charter  members  who  chose  the 
name  of  "Vineland  Presbyterian 
Church". 

John  F.  Dunn  and  Frank  A. 
Newman  were  elected  Ruling 
Elders,  and  Richard  C.  Carson  and 
Dr.  Ralph  C.  Sadler,  deacons. 

The  congregation  called  the  Rev. 
Andrew  J.  Howell,  native  of 
Wilmington,  who  at  the  time  was 
pastor  of  the  Latta  Presbyterian 
Church  in  South  Carolina,  to 
become  Pastor.  He  accepted  the 
call  and  moved  with  his  family  to 
the  community  on  April  1,  1920. 

That  same  year  a  church  was 
erected,  the  first  services  being 
held  in  the  new  building  December 
19.  The  Church  was  built  at  a  cost 
of  $17,950  and  equipped  with 
furniture  and  furnishings  costing 
$5,950.  It  was  dedicated  on  January 
9,  1921,  at  which  time  the  name 
was  changed  to  "Westminster 
Presbyterian  Church". 

Of  the  eight  ministers  who  have 
served  the  Church,  six  are  living. 
The  deceased  are  the  Rev.  Andrew 
J.  Howell,  Rev.  William  L.  Foley. 

Three  former  ministers  were 
present  for  the  celebration,  to  wit, 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  James  R.  Phipps, 
John  S.  Walkup,  and  Fred  W. 
McDaniel.  The  Rev.  Charlton  D. 
Hutton  served  as  Supply  Pastor 
during  World  War  II. 

The  Church  has  given  three  sons 
to  the  ministry  in  the  persons  of 
Arnold  W.  Pate,  Wilbur  M.  Boice, 
and  Robert  E.  Love,  now  a 
"Middler"  in  Louisville  Seminary. 

Eight  of  the  original  charter 
members  are  living,  and  five  are 
still  members  of  the  Church. 

The  present  Minister  is  the  Rev. 
Murray  E.  Love.

Windemere  Church  Organized 


The  Windemere  Presbyterian 
Church,  .  Wilmington,  was 
organized  March  15  by  a 
Commission  of  Wilmington 
Presbytery.  There  were  215 
charter  members. 

After  having  met  in  Kenan  Hall, 
Campus  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Wilmington,  since 
September,  1967,  the  congregation 
moved  into  its  new  building  on 
Highway  74  in  the  Windemere  sub- 
division, four  miles  from 
Wrightsville  Beach  on  March  1.

of  floor  space.  It  is  of 
contemporary  design,  and  features 
tan  brick  with  white  stone  facia 
and  bronze  trim.  There  are  eleven 
classrooms,  an  administrative 
wing,  a  kitchen,  and  a  fellowship 


hall,  currently  used  as  sanctuary. 

The  original  nucleus- 
congregation  were  members  of  the 
former  Immanuel  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Dr.  Graham  C.  McChesney,  who 
has  served  as  Presbytery 
Evangelist  with  responsibility  for 
developing  the  congregation  since 
June,  1967,  was  called  by  the  new 
congregation  and  was  installed  as 
first  pastor  of  the  church  on  April 
12.  On  this  occasion,  his  brother. 
Dr.  James  M.  McChesney,  Jr., 
Minister  of  the  Rocky  Mount  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  preached 
the  installation  sermon. 

Sunday  afternoon.  May  17,  the 
church  will  observe  "Open  House" 
for  all  Presbyterians  and  friends  in 
Wilmington  Presbytery.  That 
evening  a  consecration-dedication 
service  will  be  conducted  by  Dr. 
Ben  Lacy  Rose,  Professor  in  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  and  former  pastor  of 
Wilmington's  First  Presbyterian 
Church. 
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Historical  Matters 
Committee  Convenes 

The  Permanent  Committee  on 
Historical  Matters,  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  convened  in  Synod's 
Office,  Raleigh  April  3,  with  Dr. 
Durward  T.  Stokes,  Chairman, 
presiding.  Dr.  Stokes  is  a  ruling 
elder  in  the  Graham  Presbyterian 
Church  and  is  head  of  the 
Department  of  History  at  Elon 
College. 

The  Committee  took  actions 
preparatory  to  drawing  up  papers 
"Giving  A  Procedure  for  the  Care 
and  Preservation  of  Cemeteries" 
and  on  "Suggestions  for 
Establishing   Heritage  Rooms". 

The  Committee  took  congnizance 
of      the      celebrations  of 
anniversaries  of  more  than  twenty 
churches,  ranging  from  the  25th  to 
200th,  and  also  of  the  fact  that 
Orange  Presbytery  is  celebrating 
its   Bi-Centennial   in   1970.  The 
Committee    underscored  the 
importance  of  publishing  the 
recommendations   adopted  by 
Synod  last  year  in  the  Presbyterian 
News,  with  special  emphasis  on  the 
fact  that  these  resolutions  should 
be  implemented  by  lay  people. 
Annual  Meeting 
The  General  Secretary  of  Synod, 
the   Rev.   Harold   J.  Dudley, 
reported  that  since   the  action 
taken  a  year  ago  in  reference  to 
joint  memberships  in  the  North 
Carolina  Presbyterian  Historical 
Society  and  the  Presbyterian 
Historical  Society  of  Philadelphia 
that    approximately    25  joint 
memberships  had  been  obtained. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  fact 
that  the  North  Carolina 
Presbyterian  Historical  Society 
was  scheduled  to  meet  in  Raleigh 
on  April  17  with  the  Rev.  William 
E.  Thompson,  Alexandria, 
Virginia,  as  the  speaker. 

It  was  also  announced  that  the 
Annual  Fall  Tour  of  the  North 
Carolina  Presbyterian  Historical 
Society  will  be  held  in  Salisbury, 
October  •  7-8,  with  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  serving  as 
hbst. 

The  Committee  heard  that  in 
1969,  18,000  church  bulletins  were 
distributed  for  use  by  churches 
observing  N.  C.  Presbyterian 
Synod  Day  on  October  12.  The 
Committee  decided,  if  agreeable  to 
Orange  Presbytery,  to  join  in  the 
Bi-Centennial  celebration  by 
observing  N.C.  Presbyterian 
Synod  Day  on  September  6,  1970, 
the  date  of  the  observance  of  the 
2)0th  anniversary  of  the 
organization  of  Orange 
Presbytery.  Synod  was  organized 
on  October  7,  1813.

TRAV  Report 

The  Report  on  TRAV  was 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  R. 
Smith,  III,  Chairman.  The  report 
summarized  the  following  things: 
Airing  of  "The  Sunday  School  of 
the  Air"  over  more  than  40  radio 
stations  in  North  Carolina  and  six 
in  Virginia,  weekly  presentation  of 
"News  of  the  Church"  on 
television;  production  of 
"Encounter",  a  thirty-minutes 
talk-show  produced  on  WTVD-TV 
Durham,  N.C,  appearing  over 
several  TV  stations;  several 
documentaries,  including  "The 
Now  Generation  at  Chapel  Hill 
High"  and  "A  Century  at  Central 
Prison".  Eight  hundred 
placements  of  radio  programs 
were  made  and  93  television 
programs.  The  TRAV  Committee 
also  participated  in  the  Sixth 
Annual  Audio-Visual  Previews, 
held  in  Charlotte  and  Raleigh. 

The  Director  of  TRAV,  Dr. 
Raymond  Horn,  has  assisted  local 
churches  with  radio  and  television 
productions,  established  TRAV 
sub-committees  in  all  presbyteries 
in  the  Synod,  served  on  the 
Presbyterian  Appalachian 
Broadcasting  Council,  and  served 
as  Chairman  of  the  Radio-TV 
Committee  of  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches.  In  addition  he 
has  been  related  to  the  Board  of 
World  Missions,  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  College  and  General 
Assembly's  TRAV  in  Atlanta.  He 
has  also  assisted  Orange 
Prebytery  in  its  plans. 

Butner 

George  Elliott,  chairman, 
reported  on  the  Butner  ministry, 
headed  by  the  Rev.  James  Grubb. 
Mr.  Grubb  has  served  as  Chaplain 
since  1966. 

The  Chaplain  calls  on  individual 
patients,  conducts  worship 
services,  leads  discussion  groups, 
and  visits  churches  and 
Presbyteries.  He  also  arranges  for 
tours  for  visiting  ministers  and 
church  leaders. 

Report  on  Witness 

The  Rev.  Everett  K.  Brown, 
Chairman  of  the  Witness 
Committee,  presented  a  summary 
on  the  growth  of  the  Synod  in  1969, 
which  actually  revealed  a  net  loss 
of  286,  the  second  year  in  the 
history  of  the  Synod  that  losses 
have  been  greater  than  gains. 


Synod  shows  153,386i 
communicants  as  of  December  31. 
1969,  in  contrast  to  153,672  for  the 
same  period  in  1968. 
•There  were  3,403  persons  added j 
to  the  roll  of  the  churches  in  the] 
nine  Presbyteries  on  profession  of 
faith.  For  the  year  before  there 
were  3,780. 

Other  additions  for  1969  total 
7,656  (6354  for  1968).  Losses, 
however,  were  greater  in  1969  than 
1968  ~  11,345  in  contrast  to  10,407. 

Only  Granville  and  Mecklenburg 
Presbyteries  reoorted  sains.  All 
others  reported  losses.  Meck- 
lenburg reported  444  additions 
and  Granville,  175.  Concord 
reported  the  greatest  number  of 
losses,  268.  Orange  followed  with 
190,  and  Albemarle  with  163. 

The  Rev.  Kay  Misenheimer, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Home  Missions,  and  the  Rev. 
Leighton  B.  McKeithen,  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Nominations, 
reported.

Dr.  Donald  J.  Hart  Cites  Hazards 
Of  Educational  Pollution 


Dr.  Donald  J.  Hart  was  officially 
ducted  as  the  second  president  of 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College 
simple  but  colorful  ceremonies 
)ril  24.  In  his  inaugural  address 
•esident  Hart  stated  that  the 
untry's  growing  concern  with 
ivironmental  pollution  should  be 
trailed  by  attention  to  the  equally 
izardous  pollution  and 
ntamination  in  the  structures 
id  methods  of  higher  education, 
e  pledged  his  abilities  to  St. 
ndrews'  efforts  to  generate  a 
gnificant  impact  upon  the  quality 
id  diredction  of  higher  education 
I  combat  such  pollution. 

Church  College  Unique 
In  seeking  a  balance  between 
)ecialization  and  generalization, 
art  called  for  emphasis  on  what 
jigher  education  does  to  a  student 
3  the  true  measure  of  equality  in 
lucation.  He  also  stressed  that 
le  Christian,  Church-related 
jllege  has  a  unique  responsibility 
D  maintain  a  value-base  for 
uman  growth  and  human 
plationships  while  seeking  new 
irections  and  new  methods. 
St.  Andrews'  new  president, 
^•eviously  a  dean  of  business 
dministration  at  the  University  of 
llaho  and  University  of  Florida, 
/as  officially  inducted  by  Trustee 
hairman  Thomas  M.  Belk  of 
Jiarlotte.  In  keeping  with  the 
rend  to  less  elaborate  inaugural 
eremonies,  only  North  Carolina  or 
'resbyterian-related  institutions 
/ere  represented.  Forty-four  such 


delegates  joined  the  St.  Andrews 
faculty  and  trustees  for  the  colorful 
academic  procession  to  the 
DeTamble  Library  Terrace  where 
the  inauguration  was  held. 

Successor  to  Moore 
Hart,  52,  took  office  last  summer 
as  successor  to  the  retired  Dr. 
Ansley  C.  Moore  who  had  headed 
the  liberal  arts  college  from  1960 
prior  to  its  opening  in  1961.  A  native 
of  Milwaukee,  the  new  St.  Andrews 
president  earned  his  A.B.  degree  at 
Lake  Forest  College, 
Presbyterian-related  college  in 
Illinois,  and  his  graduate  degrees 
at  the  University  of  Wisconsin 
after  service  as  a  naval  officer  in 
World  War  II. 

Overspecialization  and  a 
proliferation  of  courses  offered  is 
one  cause  of  the  pollution  that 
clouds  our  understanding  of  the 
role  of  higher  education,  Hart 
asserted.  Needed  is  a  tension  or 
balance  between  generalization 
and  specialization.  Colleges,  Hart 
continued,  need  to  measure  quality 
of  education  more  by  what  happens 
'  to  the  student  -  by  the  process  to 
which  he  is  exposed.  Too  often  the 
quality  of  education  has  been 
measured  simply  by  what  has  been 
put  into  the  educational  process: 
the  degrees  held  by  faculty,  the 
number  of  books  in  the  library, 
entrance  scores,  and  hours  of  class 
meetings. 

In  his  address  Hart  also 
emphasized  the  role  of  the  church-

Synod 

The  Rev.  J.  Ernest  Somerville, 
D.D.,  native  of  Glasgow,  Scotland,, 
and  currently  Minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  of  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
will  bring  a  major  address  at  the 
157th  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  Hawfields  Church  in 
Orange  Presbytery,  Tuesday 
evening,  June  23. 

Dr.  Somerville  is  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Glasgow,  holding 
the  M.A.  and  B.D.  degrees,  in 
which  Institution  he  was  the 
winner  of  the  Sir  Walter  Scott 
prize.  He  was  also  awarded  prizes 
in  Dogmatics  and  Homiletic 
Theology  and  was  a  "first  prize 
winner  in  Bible  knowledge  for  all 
Scottish  Universities". 

He  was  licensed  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Glasgow  in  April, 
1945  and  ordained  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Dumbarton  in  June, 
1945  in  the  Church  of  Scotland. 

In  1959,  he  was  called  to  be  the 
Pastor  of  the  Central  Park 
Presbyterian  Church, 
Birmingham,  Alabama,  where  he 
remained  until  called  in  1956,  to  his 
present  pastorate,  the  church 
known  as  "The  Mother  Church  of 
American  Presbyterianism". 

Dr.  Somerville  has  distinguished 
himself  in  many  ways  and  has 
received  numerous  honors. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Nan 
Telfer  of  Balfron,  Scotland,  and 
they  have  one  son  and  one 
daughter. 


Appeal  For  Funds 

The  Presbyterian  U.  S.  Board  of 
World  Missions  has  contributed 
$5,000  to  an  emergency  appeal  for 
funds  to  provide  Bibles  and 
Scripture  selections  for  Nigerians. 
The  American  Bible  Society  is 
asking  denominations  for  $200,000 
"to  meet  unprecedented  request" 
from  the  Bible  Society  of  Nigeria. 
The  funds  would  make  available 
25,000  Bibles,  55,000  New 
Testaments,  360,000  Gospel 
portions  and  1  million  Scripture 
selections. 

As  a  result  of  the  Nigeria-Biafra 
War,  the  Bible  Society  said,  "the 
hungry  and  homeless  are  not  only 
desperate  for  food  and  shelter,  but 
for  spiritual  and  moral 
reassurance  as  well". 


Fraternal  Delegates  To  Synod 


The  Reverend  David  Steel,  M.A., 
B.D.,  D.D.,  Minister  of  St. 
Michael's  Manse,  Linlithgow,  W. 
Lothian,  Scotland,  has  been 
selected  as  the  Fraternal  Delegate 
from  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Scotland  to  the  157th  meeting  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  which 
will  be  held  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Burlington 
and  the  Hawfields  Presbyterian 
Church,  June  23-24. 

Dr.  Steel  will  join  Synod  in 
honoring  Orange  Presbytery  which 
is  celebrating  its  200th  anniversary 
in  1970. 

Dr.  Steel  was  educated  at 
Aberdeen  University  with  honors. 
His  early  ministries  were  spent  in 
church  extension  in  the  mining 
parish  in  Fife  and  in  the  ship- 
building parish  on  Clyde,  1936-46. 

During  the  War  he  served  m 
Belgium,  Holland,  and  Germany. 

From  1946  to  1949,  he  was  on  the 
Headquarters  Staff  of  the  Church 
of  Scotland  with  responsibility  for 
missionary  education  and 
recruitment  for  the  Home  Church. 
From  1949  to  1957,  he  was  head  of 
the  Church  of  Scotland  in  East 
Africa  and  was  one  of  the 
architects  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  East  Africa,  of  which  he 
was  the  first  clerk  to  the  General 
Assembly.  He  led  in  the  building 
of  a  new  stone  church,  seating  1,000 
persons,  St.  Andrews,  Neirobi. 

Of  particular  interest  is  the  fact 
that  he  was  the  spokesman  for  the 
Church  of  Scotland  in  relation  to 
the  Colonial  Government  during 
the  Mau  Mau  troubles.  He  served 
as  Chairman  of  the  Christian 
Council  of  Kenya,  representing  the 
Protestant  churches  and  missions 
in  Kenya. 

From  1957  to  1959,  he  was 
Associate     Minister     at  St. 

Cuthbert's  in  Edinburgh.  His 
present  church,  St.  Michael's 
Linlithgow,  located  near 
Edinburgh,  is  said  to  be  the  finest 
example  of  a  large  medieval 
parish  Church  in  Scotland,  and 
dates  from  1242. 

Dr.  Steel  has  served  on  a 
number  of  Boards  at  the  General 
Assembly  level,  including  the 
advisory  board  and  the  Committee 
on  Education  for  the  Ministry. 

He  will  be  making  his  third  visit 
to  America,  the  second  on  being 
chosen  to  represent  the  church  of 
Scotland  as  a  visiting  preacher.

V.C.  Summerell,  presiding. 

The  Committee  heard  a  brief 
report  on  the  study  of  the  Homes, 
made  by  Dr.  Alan  Keith-Lucas, 
Professor  in  the  Department  of 
Sociology,  UNC,  Chapel  Hill.  Dr. 
Keith-Lucas  is  a  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  and  serves  on 
the  Board  of  Barium  Springs 
Children's  Home.  He  is  an 
international  authority  in  the  field 
of  social  matters,  specifically 
children  and  the  aging. 

The  Committee  voted  to  meet 
again  on  June  2,  to  hear  the  full 
report,  to  be  presented  by  Dr. 
Keith-Lucas. 

Executive  Directors  Heard 

During  the  meeting  Dr.  Nat  K. 
Reiney,  Executive  Diractor  of  the 
::hildren's  Home,  Barium  Springs, 
and  Richard  A.  Short,  Executive 
Director  of  the  Presbyterian 
Home,  High  Point,  addressed  the 
Committee,  stressing  pertinent 
matters. 

Dr.  Reiney  urged  that  the 
Church  be  educated  on  special 
ninistries  such  as  those  related  tO' 
the  two  homes,  as  to  costs  and  that 
the  Church  be  reminded  that  the 
services  rendered  are  Christian 
and  need  the  support  of  the  Church. 

Mr.  Short  called  attention  of  the 
Committee  to  the  fact  that  during 
the  eighteen  year's  existence  of  the 
Home,  there  have  been  443  persons

served;  211  deaths;  and  23  with- 
drawls.  He  further  related  that 
there  are  currently  211  persons 
resident  at  the  Home,  and  that 
there  are  275  applications  for 
admittance.  Discouragingly  he 
said  that  it  will  be  approximately 
six  years  before  persons  may  be 
admitted  to  the  main  building  and 
four  years  to  apartments. 

Plead  for  Support 

The  Rev.  A.  E.  Dimmock,  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
reported  on  attendance  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Barium  Springs 
Board  of  Trustees.  He  urged  the 
greater  use  of  consultants  to 
churches,  available  from  the 
Home;  that  the  Synod's 
Foundation  be  encouraged  as  a 
channel  for  establishing  bequests; 
and  that  there  be  Synod-wide 
dissemination  of  the  "full  scope  of 
the  program  at  Barium  Springs". 

Mr.  Summerell,  in  reporting  on 
attendance  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and  full  Board  meeting 
of  the  Home  at  High  Point,  stated 
that  he  was  "both  proud  and 
ashamed  of  what  the  Church  was 
doing  at  this  Home".  He  called  on 
the  Church  "to  support  the  Home 
in  a  much  greater  way". 

Dr.  R.  H.  Stone,  President  of  the 
William  Black  Home,  requested 
the  Committee  to  promote  the 
Home  in  local  churches,  and 
announced  that  the  Home  would  be 
available  for  lodging  and  meals  for 
the  summer  conferences.

Ruling  Favors  Church 

'The  U.  S.  Supreme  Court 
decided  (seven-one)  that  tax 
exemption  of  property  used 
exclusively  for  religious  purposes 
is  constitutional. 

The  ruling  states  that  a  complete 
separation  of  Church  and  State  is 
impossible  and  that  "no  real 
connection"  exists  between  tax 
exemption  and  the  establishment 
of  religion. 

The  decision  centered  on  appeal 
by  Frederick  Walz,  a  New  York 
attorney,  who  claimed  that  his 
property  carried  an  unfair  tax 
burden  because  of  tax  exemptions 
granted  to  religious  bodies.

Representatives  of  Yadkin 
Presbytery  (the  predominantly 
black  United  Presbyterian  Court 
whose  twelve  counties  overlap 
those  served  by  Orange)  brought 
fraternal  greetings  and  expressed 
a  desire  for  organic  union.

George  F.  Avinger,  in  whose 
memory  the  400-seat  teaching 
auditorium  is  being  dedicated,  was 
born  in  Orangeburg  County,  South 
Carolina  in  187":.  Graduating  from 
Eastman  Business  School  in 
Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.,  he  was 
associated  with  Sternberg  & 
Company  of  Clio,  S.  C,  until  1905. 
He  came  to  Laurinburg  that  year 
as  bookeeper  for  John  F.  McNair  to 
begin  a  business  career  that  was  to 
see  him  become  secretary, 
treasurer,  and  then  general 
manager  of  the  Dickson,  Scotland, 
Waverly,  and  Prince  Cotton  Mills. 
The  Prince  mill  was  under 
construction  when  he  died  in 
February,  1920  at  age  42. 

Four  years  earlier  he  had 
married  Miss  Ina  McNair. 

Mr.  Avinger  was  a  member  of 
the  Methodist  Church  and  also  of 
the  Oasis  Temple,  Shriners, 
Charlotte,  Fayetteville 
Commandery,  and  a  headmaster 
of  the  local  Masonic  lodge.  Those 
who  knew  Mr.  Avinger  intimately 
and  were  associated  with  him  in 
his  work  spoke  of  him  as  a  quiet, 
modest  man  of  real  worth, 
sobriety,  and  calm  judgment.

For  more  than  30  years 
she  was  a  trustee  of  Mission  Court, 
a  Richmond,  Virginia  home  for 
Presbyterian  missionaries. 

Mrs.  Avinger  for  more  than  25 
years  headed  the  Scotland  County 
Christmas  Seal  Fund  and  long  was 
chairman  and  treasurer  of  The 
Bible  in  the  Public  Schools 
Committee  in  Laurinburg. 

Mrs.  Avinger  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  St.  Andrews  Board 
of  Trustees,  serving  on  the 
committee  that  selected  its  name.

Thorny  Issues  Handled 
By  Council  Of  Churches 


The  33rd  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  faced  the  issues  of  unions 
abortions,  draft  evaders,  and  the 
need  for  prison  reform  at  its  two- 
day  Assembly  held  in  Greensboro, 
North  Carolina,  on  April  26  and  27. 

The  resolution  on  therapeutic 
abortion  endorsed  the  "intent  of 
the  1967  state  law"  which 
liberalized  abortion  in  North 
Carolina,  and  called  upon  Church 
members,  clergy,  physicians,  and 
hospital  administrators  to 
"counsel  and  enable"  women 
seeking  to  end  problem 
pregnancies  by  abortion  to  do  so 
without  embarrassment,  excessive 
cost,  or  unwarranted  delay. 

Suspending  its  rules,  the 
Assembly  approved  a  surprise 
resolution  which  was  offered  as 
encouragement  to  Greensboro 
Sanitation  Workers  seeking  union 
recognition  and  higher  wages  from 
the  city.  The  resolution  was 
introduced  by  the  Rev.  Cecil 
Bishop,  Pastor  of  the  Trinity 
African  Methodist  Episcopal  Zion 
Church  in  Greensboro. 

Prison  Reform  Approved 
In  other  actions  the  Council 
approved  resolutions  backing 
prison  reform,  endorsed  January 
15  as  a  National  Holiday  in  honor  of 
the  birthdate  of  the  late  Martin 
Luther  King,  Jr.,  and  called  for  the 
abolition  of  capital  punishment. 

The  highlight  of  the  Assembly 
was  the  presentation  of  the 
Distinguished  Service  Award  and 
the  Richard  Shelton  Com- 
munication Awards  at 
Tuesday's  Award  luncheon." 
Awards  Presented 
Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar, 
President  of  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of 
America  and  a  past  President  of 
the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches  (1963-1965),  received  the 
Distinguished  Service  Award  from 
Council  President  Thomas  A 
Collins. 

The  Richard  Shelton 
Communication  Award  for 
outstanding  service  by  a  television 
station  in  the  state  was 
granted  to  WTVD-TV,  Durham, 
North  Carolina.  Mr.  Ernie  Greup, 
Public  Affairs  Director  for  the 
station,  received  the  award. 

Carl  Ghcken,  Station  Manager, 
accepted  the  Communications 
Award  for  radio  station  WKIX, 
Raleigh,  cited  because  of  its 
outstanding  drug  abuse 
information  program  and  "The 
Place,"  produced  by  Impact- 
Raleigh. 

Newspapers  cited  were  The  High 
Point  Enterprise,  for  outstanding 
coverage  of  religious  news  by  a 
daily  paper,  and  The  Carolina 
Times,  cited  as  the  outstanding 
weekly  paper  in  covering  religious 
events. 

Students  On  Panel 

Several  college  students 
appearing  on  a  panel  discussion 
criticized  what  they  see  as 
hypocrisy  in  the  Church.  The 
panel,  moderated  by  the  Rev. 
James  H.  Allen,  indicated  that 
clergymen  should  play  the  role  of 
asking  the  right  questions  rather 
than  simply  dishing  out  answers. 
Several  of  the  students  said  they 
were  eager  not  to  be  sterotyped 
and  were  eager  to  have  honest  and 
open  communication  with  adults  in 
the  Church.

In  the  closing  hours  of  the 
Assembly,  the  Rev.  James  H. 
Lightbourne,  Conference  Minister 
for  the  United  Church  of  Christ, 
was  elected  President  of  the 
Council. 

The  annual  Assembly  of  Church

conjunction  with  the  Assembly. 

Dr.  Margaret  Shannon, 
Executive  Director,  CWU 
Fellowship  Hour,  was  a  keynote 
speaker  for  the  Church  Women

Testament  scholars  in  the  English 
speaking  world.  He  has  requested  | 
that  his  resignation  be  effected  I 
July  15,  1970. 

Mr.  Dudley  stated  that  Dr. 
Barclay  takes  only  a  limited 
number  of  students  and  this  group 
will  be  the  last  he  will  take  prior  to 
his  retirement.

related  college  in  mamtaining  the 
balance  between  intellectual 
growth  and  value  commitments. 
The  church-related  college  by  its 
nature  has  a  unique  responsibility 
to  maintain  a  value-base  for 
human  growth  and  human 
relationships.  The  acknowledged 
permanence  and  pre-eminence  of 
God  provides  the  stability  for  the 
Judeo-Christian  values,  affirmed 
Dr.  Hart,  noting  that  such  stability 
enables  man  to  increase  in  moral 
and  spiritual  wisdom  while  at  the 
same  time  expanding  his 
knowledge  of  his  physical  and 
social  surroundings. 

While  freedom  is  a  conditon  for 
attaining  both  Christian  wisdom 
and  scholarly  understanding,  the 
committed  college.  Dr.  Hart 
concluded,  must  be  concerned 
about  moral  conduct.  Moral 
pollution  obscures  a  needed  sharp 
focus  on  value  standards.  The 
uncommitted  college  by  its  very 
neutrality  denies  the  framework 
needed  in  judging  the  results  of 
learning  experimentation.

Atlanta  -  (PN)  -  The  15-member 
ad  interim  committee  on 
Restructuring  Synod  boundaries 
will  be  presented  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  General  Assembly 
in  June.  The  report  will  be  made  by 
Dr.  Harvard  A.  Anderson  of 
Orlando,  Florida,  Chairman. 

The  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  will  be  that  the  present 
fifteen  Synods  be  reduced  to  eight 


Synod  Of 
North  Carolina 

Currently  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  might  be  as  large  as 
the  combination  of  its  ministers 
and  the  representatives  of  its 
churches, -677  ministers  and  643 
churches,  in  excess  of  1300. 
Actually  Synod  usually  consists 
of  approximately  from  650  to  700 
representatives. 


Synod  boundaries  may  be  changed 
only  by  the  General  Assembly 
while  Presbyteries'  borders  are 
changed  only  by  Synods. 

Most  of  the  present  boundaries 
were  drawn  more  than  fifty  years 
ago. 

Factors  considered  in  the 
proposed  changes  are  location  of 
populations,  influences  causing 
population  patterns, 
transportation,  topographical 
features,  cultural  and  economic 
interests,  membership 
distribution,  and  the  best  way  to 
organize  Presbyterians  for 
mission. 

The  new  Synods  will  stress 
"nearly  equal  strength"  per 
Synod. 

One  of  the  recommendations 
regarding  new  Synods  will  be  a 
proposal  for  smaller 
representation,  representatives 
being  elected  by  Presbyteries. 

If  approved  by  the  General 
Assembly,  a  commission  will  be 
established  to  effect  the  changes 
during  a  period  of  approximately 
three  years.

The  $1,963,817 
received  through  April  10 
represents  21.  6842  percent  of  the 
total  budget,  compared  with 
$1,594,109  and  17.6019  percent  in 
1969. 

MERGE  WORSHIP  AND 
MUSIC  UNITS—  A  joint 
department  of  Worship  and  Music 
has  been  set  up  by  the  Christian 
Education  Boards  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.A. 
and  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 

The  Rev.  Horace  D.  Allen,  Jr.,  a 
PCUS  pastor,  has  been  named 
Director  of  the  Worship  and  Music 
Unit.  He  is  currently  completing  a 
Doctoral  Degree  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  New 
York. 

The  joint  department  will 
introduce  churches  to  new 
liturgical  sources,  serve  as  a 
materials  depository,  and  will 
establish  ties  with  professional 
music,  art  and  architectural 
agencies.

Dr.  Albert  C.  Winn,  President  of 
Louisville  Theological  Seminary 
and  Chairman  of  the  10-member 
committee  named  by  the  1969 
Assembly  to  prepare  a  new 
Confession  of  Faith  will  ask  the 
1970  G.  A.  for  permission  to 
continue  at  least  another  year.  Dr. 
Winn  said  that  at  the  committee's 
fourth  meeting,  held  in  Atlanta 
March  13-15,  that  additional  papers 
and  reports  on  consultations  came 
before  the  group  for  discussion  and 
reiterated  that  "confessions 
cannot  be  written  in  haste." 

A  budget  amounting  to  $8V2 
million  for  support  of  18 
denominational  causes  in  1971  will 
be  presented  to  the  G.  A.  for  its 
approval.  The  figure,  already 
adopted  by  the  General  Council, 
represents  an  increase  of  14.95 
percent  over  actual  receipts  for 
1969,  and  a  decrease  of  6.14  percent 
of  the  1969  asking  budget.  An 
additional  $100,000  was  proposed 
for  the  budget  contingent  upon 
Assembly  approval  of  a 
recommendation  that  the  Black 
Presbyterian  Leadership 
Conference  become  an  official 
agency  of  the  Church. 

Major  speakers  for  the  1970  Pre- 
Assembly  Conference  on  the 
Mission  &  Evangelism,  Dr.  Ben 
will  be  Dr.  Philip  A.  Potter, 
Director  of  the  World  Council  of 
Churches'  Division  of  World 
Mission  &  Evangelism,  Dr.  Ben 
Lacy  Rose,  Professor,  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
Virginia;  and  Dr.  David  L.  Stitt, 
President  of  Austin  Theological 
Seminary.  The  Conference, 
sponsored  jointly  by  the  Boards  of 
World  Missions  and  National 
Ministries,  will  be  held  at  the 
Evergreen  Presbyterian  Church, 
Memphis. 

The  General  Council,  acting  on  a 
directive  of  the  1960  G.A.,  devised  a 
plan  for  placing  the 
Presbyterian  Survey  in  every 
home;  however,  the  Council  did  not 
recommend  an  increase  in  the 
benevolence  budget  to  implement 
cost  of  the  plan  in  1971.  If  the  G.  A. 
approves  the  plan,  no  action  will  be 
taken  until  1972.

"Tar  Heel  Of 
The  Week  ' 

Dr.  William  M.  Roberts,  Head  of 
the  Department  of  Food  Science  of 
North  Carolina  State  University, 
Raleigh  was  named  "Tar  Heel  of 
the  Week"  by  the  News  and 
Observer  Sunday,  April  12,  1970. 

Dr.  Roberts,  55,  a  native  of 
Sharon,  Tennessee,  directs  the 
Department  which  had  its 
beginning  in  1961.  Today  the  full- 
time  faculty  includes  27 
professional  people  on  the 
University's  payroll  staff,  plus  five 
staff  members  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

Dr.  Roberts,  a  ruling  elder  in  the 
West  Raleigh  Presbyterian 
Church,  is  a  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Tennessee  and  also 
holds  the  M.S.  and  Ph.D.  degrees 
from  the  University  of  Minnesota. 

In  1943,  after  two  years  as  a 
dairy  instructor  at  the  University 
of  Tennessee,  he  came  to  North 
Carolina  State  as  a  Research 
Associate  Professor  of  Dairy 
Manufacturing.  He  served  as 
Professor  and  head  of  the  Dairy 
Manufacturing  Section  in  the 
Department  of  Animal  Science 
from  1947  until  he  was  appointed  to 
his  present  position. 

Dr.  Roberts  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College 
since  1961.  He  is  currently 
Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Educational 
Institutions  of  Synod. 

He  is  married  to  the  former

Reports  Loss  In 
Membership 

ATLANTA— { PN )  —Membership 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  declined  last  year  for  the  first 
time  since  its  origin  as  a 
communion  in  1861. 

A  net  loss  of  4,256  was  reported 
today  by  the  stated  clerk's  office. 
There  were  953,174  communicants 
on  church  rolls  at  the  end  of  1969, 
compared  with  957,430  in  1968. 

Including  ministers,  the  number 
of  Presbyterians  adds  up  to  957,569 
for  1969,  compared  with  961,767  in 
1968. 

There  were  34  fewer  churches 
at  the  end  of  1969  than  in  1968.  The 
decrease  from  3960  to  .3926  was  due 
in  large  part  to  mergers  of  smaller 
churches. 

While  news  of  the  decline  was  not 
entirely  unexpected,  the 
denomination's  evangelism  officer 
said  "to  see  the  figures  in  black 
and  white  still  comes  as  a  shock." 

"This  is  the  first  year  in  our 
memory  when  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.  has  failed  to  show 
some  gain  in  membership.  Many 
other  large  denominations  in  this 
country  came  to  the  'decrease' 
point  a  year  or  two  ahead  of  us," 
said  Dr.  J.  Sherrard  Rice, 
Secretary  of  Christian  Witness  of 
the  Board  of  National  Ministries. 

"Knowledgable  observers  have 
been  predicting  that  we  would  soon 
join  them,  but  to  see  the  figures  in 
black  and  white  still  comes  as  a 
shock.  Only  the  Synods  of  Florida, 
Georgia,  and  South  Carolina  were 
in  the  'plus'  side. 

"An  analysis  of  this  trend  would 
touch  on  many  factors,  sociological 
and  otherwise.  But  obviousl>  mere 
analysis  is  not  enough.  These  hard 
facts  call  for  a  deepening  concern 
on  the  part  of  all  of  us,  pastors  and 
people  alike,  for  men  without 
Christ.  The  Great  Commission  is 
never  out  of  date.  Our  marching 
orders  are  still,  'Go  therefore  and 
make  disciples  of  all  nations.'  " 

Of  the  three  synods  reporting 
mcreases  the  Synod  of  Florida  had 
a  net  gain  of  698  members; 
Georgia  595;,  and  South  Carolina, 
184. 

Largest  loss  was  1,291  reported 
by  Texas.  Other  synod  losses  were 
Arkansas-Oklahoma,  850;  West 
Virginia,  831;  Kentucky,  772; 
Virginia,  620;  Louisiana,  490; 
Alabama,  370;  North  Carolina,  243; 
Appalachia,  203;  Tennessee,  44; 
Mississippi,  11;  Missouri,  8. 


Giving  Increases 

Individual  giving  has  increased 
significantly  in  recent  years 
according  to  the  American 
Association  of  Fund  Raising 
Councils  Incorporated. 

Average  increase  of 
contributions  from  individuals 
between  1966  and  1969  was  $750 
million  according  to  the 
association's  April  bulletin.  The 
average  increase  during  the  first 
seven  years  in  the  1960's  was  $500 
million  a  year  and  $200  million  over 
the  same  period  in  the  1950's.

Lettering  on  the  imprint  includes 
the  following:  "Go  ye  therefore 
and  teach  all  nations"  and  "Where 
our  'seed  corn'  grows".

Synod  will  be  that  communicants 
and  churches  of  Synod  "be  urged  to 
follow  the  principal  of  contributing 
through  regular  budget  channels  to 
Synod's  budgeted  benevolent 
causes,  and  that  over-and-above 
gifts  be  reserved  until  individual 
church  benevolent  budgets  have 
been  met  in  full". 

Still  another  recommendation 
will  ask  Synod  to  approve  of  the 
creation  of  a  Salary  Committee  by 
Synod's  Council  "whose 
responsibility  shall  be  to  approve 
all  Synod's  Staff's  salaries".

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Statistics  On  Synod 
1969 

RALEIGH— A  report  on 
Stewardship  and  Vital  Statistics 
for  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S., 
was  released  today  by  Dr.  Harold 
J.  Dudley,  General  Secretary  of 
the  Synod. 

The  report  was  prepared  in 
anticipation  of  the  157th  meeting  of 
the  Synod  which  will  occur  June  23- 
24  at  Burlington,  N.  C. 

Dr.  Dudley's  report  showed  that 
a  record  of  $21,115,031  was  given 
for  all  causes  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  from  the  643  churches  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  during 
1969.  This  compared  with 
$20,120,147  contributed  in  1968.  The 
total  gifts  include:  Benevolences, 
$4,916,685;  Current  Expenses, 
$12,624,026;  and  Building 
Expenses,  $3,574,320. 

The  per  capita  total  for  1969  was 
$136.98  in  comparison  with  $130.35 
in  1968,  and  $98.09  in  1960. 

The  Synod,  comprising  nine 
Presbyteries,  is  composed  of  643 
churches  and  154,146 
communicants.  It  has  shown  a 
slight  loss  in  membership  during 
the  past  two  years,  the  net  loss 
during  1969  was  209,  bringing  the 
total  membership  to  154,146. 

During  the  year  Professions  of 
Faith  totalled  3,405,  and  other 
gains  totalled  8,200.  There  were 
1,312  adult  baptisms  and  1,954 
infant  baptisms. 

The  Sunday  School  enrollment 
for  the  year  was  reported  at 
106,955,  representing  a  loss  of  8,047. 

"The  largest  Presbytery  in  the 
Synod  is  Mecklenburg,  which 
includes  the  area  around 
Charlotte.  The  membership  of  this 
Presbytery  is  37,332.  The  second 
largest  is  Orange,  with  Greensboro 
as  the  Center,  with  a  membership 
of  25,674;  and  the  third  largest  is

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Editorial- 
Should  Churches 
Pay  Taxes? 

Recently  the  U.  S.  Supreme 
Court  ruled  that  it  is  Constitutional 
for  Churches  to  be  exempted  from 
paying  taxes  on  non  profit-earning 
income  and  property.  Even  so 
some  Churchmen  maintain  that 
Churches  are  obligated  to  "render 
tribute  unto  Caesar." 

As  far  back  as  1875  President  U. 
S.  Grant  predicted  that 
"expanding  church  wealth  would 
result  in  'great  trouble  in  our  land 
before  the  close  of  the  19th 
century'." 

In  1966  it  was  estimated  that  tax- 
exempt  church  property  in  the 
United  States  was  valued  at  $80 
billion  dollars.  At  20  percent 
taxation  the  government  could 
have  received  $16  billion  in  tax 
revenue. 

There  seems  to  be  no 
constitutional,  that  is  legal, 
grounds  for  the  state  to  tax  the 
Church,  nor  for  that  matter, 
prohibiting  the  state  to  tax  the 
Church.  The  question  seems  to  boil 
down  to  a  moral  one.  Matthew 
Henry,  in  his  commentary  on  the 
passage  (in  Matthew  12:17  and 
Luke  20:25),  dealing  with  the 
question  of  whether  or  not  it  was 
right  to  pay  tribute  to  Caesar,  says 
that  even  in  that  day  it  was  "a  case 
of  conscience." 

In  that  passage  the  question  is 
whether  or  not  Christ  was  speaking 
of  income  tax  or  property  tax,  or 
both,  and  if  the  latter,  whether  or 
not  those  tempting  him  had 
reference  to  church  property.  We 
do  not  know,  but  it  would  seem  that 
what  was  true  in  reference  to 
individuals  would  also  apply  for 
the  group,  the  exception  being 
whether  or  not  the  law  provided, 
and  still  today  provides 
exemptions  for  all  nonprofit 
r-haritable  institutions  and 
jrganizations.  If  so,  then  the 
Church  should,  it  seems,  be 
exempt  for  property  used 
exclusively  for  religious 
instruction  and  worship,  and 
except  where  the  Church  engages 
in  business  for  profit. 

The  matter,  however,  should  be 
looked  at  practically.  For  instance, 
before  the  Mexican  Revolution  in 
1916  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
owned  80  percent  of  the  arable 
land,  and  it  is  said  that  "today  in 
Mexico  anit-clericalism  is  still  a 
fact  of  life,"  the  aftermath  of 
Church  ownership  and  control. 

There  is  little  doubt  about  the 
relationship  between  property  and 
power,  so  that  as  the  church  grows 
wealthier,  her  grasp  for  power 
increases.  This  has  been  especially 
true  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  in  which  the  Bishop  holds 
title  to  all  Roman  Catholic  Church 
property  within  his  ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction.

The  266th  Stated  meeting  of 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery  was  held 
at  the  Third  Church  Charlotte  May 
26.  The  Minister  of  the  Church 
Rev.  Edwin  0.  Byrd  Jr.,  extended 
greeting,  and  the  worship  was  led 
by  the  Rev.  Richard  Brand, Jr.  and 
the   Rev.   John  C.  Laughlin. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Council 
came  several  recommendations: 
(1)  That  the  approximately  forty- 
four  churches  of  the  Presbytery 
which  have  made  no  acceptances 
for  1970  be  sent  a  letter  of 
concern;  (2)  That  because  of  the 
closing  of  Camp  Stewart  as  of  May 
8,  the  present  job  responsibilities  of 
Camp  Director  be  terminated,  and 
that  his  responsibilities  be 
redirected  by  the  Commission  on 
the  Minister  and  His  Work;  (3) 
That  $1,000  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
NCNB  stock  sale  of  1969  be 
allocated  to  the  Strategy  and 
Research  Committee  so  that  they 
may  pursue  actively  the 
develoment  of  mission  strategy  for 
the  Presbytery. 

Vacancies  occurring  on  the 
various  Presbytery  Committees 
were  filled,  and  Presbytery  appro- 
ved, effective  January  1,  1971, 
a  minimum  schedule  for  ministers' 
salaries  -  Salarv  $6,000:  car 
allowance  $1,000;  full  10  per  cent  of 
the  Ministers'  Annuity  Fund; 
hospitilization  insurance,  basic  ut- 
ilities housing  allowance;  and 
or  suitable  housing  allowance;  and 
that  after  1971,  there  be  an  annual 
increase  of  $300.00  to  the  salary 
each  year  for  the  next  three  years. 

Presbytery  granted  permission 
to  the  Pineville  Church  to  change 
its  name  to  Quail  Hollow 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Rev.  J.  Shepherd  Russell  Jr.  was 
Moderator  for  this  meeting  of 
Presbytery  and  the  Rev.  J.Cecil 
Lawrence  is  Stated  Clerk. 

Wilmington 

.  The  247th  meeting  of  Wilmington 
Presbytery  was  held  on  May  28,  at 
the  Chadbourn  Church,  with  the 
Rev.  Jesse  M.  Parks  serving  as 
Moderator.  There  were  in 
attendance  thirty-seven  ministers 
and  fifty-two  church 
representatives. 

The  Presbytery  heard  the  annual 
report  of  the  Women-of-the-Church 
by  Mrs.  Mac  F.  Jones,  President; 
and  received  the  Report  of  the 
Church  Extension  Committee, 
indicating  a  new  Ministry  to 
Seamen  in  Wilmington  and 
Morehead  City,  and  urging  World 

divestiture  such  as  is  normally 
provided  by  the  death  of  a  business 
owner  or  the  dissolution  of  the 
corporation,  churches  are  likely  to 
be  caught  in  a  net  of  historical 
contridictions  which  their  own 
affluence  and  privileged  position 
have  helped  to  weave. 

Since  from  25  to  50  percent  of  the 
population  neither  attends  church 
nor  affiliates  with  a  religious 
denomination,  the  tax  burden  for 
providing  various  services  to  the 
Church,  such  as  police  and  fire 
protection,  et  al,  rests  heavily  on 
non-church  members  who  are 
forced  "to  subsidize  doctrines 
which  they  do  not  believe,  a  fact 
which  could  generate  anti- 
clericalism  in  the  United  States. 

During  the  past  decade  Dr. 
Eugene  Carson  Blake  and  others 
began  advocating  voluntary 
contributions  by  churches  as  a 
means  of  providing  support  for 
services  which  are  rendered  the 
Church. 

A  number  of  individual  churches 
are  now  following  this  practice. 

This  is  possibly  the  answer  to  the 
question,  "Should  Churches  Pay 
Taxes?"

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Report  of  the  Ad  Interim  Committee  To 
Study  Presbyteries'  Boundaries 

Reverend  John  Mack  Walker,  Chairman 

A  year  ago  this  Committee's  report  concluded  with  two  promises.  Synod 
ouid  be  asked  to  make  a  decision  on  the  realignment  of  presbyteries' 
sundaries  at  this  meeting,  and  each  presbytery  would  have  the  opportunity 
f  a  thorough  discussion  of  the  proposed  plan  with  members  of  our 
ommittee.  Both  promises  have  been  kept.  This  report  will  recommend 
plan  for  adoption  which  will  reduce  the  present  nine  presbyteries  to  six. 
epresentatives  of  our  Committee  have  appeared  on  the  docket  of  each 
resbytery  in  the  rough-and-tumble  of  informal  debate. 

At  the  1966  meeting  of  Synod,  through  the  instrumentality  of  referring 
I  committee  the  request  of  Mecklenburg  Presbytery  that  it  be  allowed  "to 
vide  itself  into  two  parts,"  Synod  gave  us  the  instruction,  "to  make  a 
lorough  study  of  all  the  boundaries  of  all  the  presbyteries  within  the  Synod 
:  North  Carolina."  Throughout  the  four  years  of  our  study  we  have 
tempted  to  keep  Synod  informed,  not  only  through  our  annual  report. 
It  also  through  many  contacts  with  presbyteries,  sessions,  and  individuals, 
(le  plan  we  are  presenting  has  been  before  the  Synod  in  its  present  form 
ir  two  years  for  study  and  discussion.  The  only  significant  change  is  the 
oving  of  Chapel  Hill  Township  of  Orange  County  from  Presbytery  IV  to 
■esbytery  V.  This  was  done  to  put  the  Research  Triangle  in  one  presbytery, 
lie  map  inclosed  with  our  report  carries  our  recommendation  for  pres- 
("teries'  boundaries.  The  size  of  the  new  presbyteries  would  be  as  follows, 
lie  figures  are  taken  from  the  1969  Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly.

In  order  to  emphasize  certain  population  and  potential  growth  factors 
e  want  to  show  you  slides  prepared  by  our  Committee.  A  good  many 
uling  Elders  at  Synod  will  not  have  had  the  opportunity  to  see  these  at 
■esbytery  or  at  last  year's  meeting  of  Synod. 

In  1964  the  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly  on  Institutional  Forms 
;gan  the  work  which  produced  the  significant  "Wineskins"  study  for  the 
lurch.  When  its  report  was  adopted  by  the  1967  Assembly  an  important 
commendation  called  for  an  Assembly-wide  Conference  on  Restructuring 
mods  and  Presbyteries,  which  took  place  in  April  of  1968.  The  1968 
ssembly,  acting  on  the  advice  of  this  Conference,  set  up  the  present 
ssembly  Committee  on  Restructuring  Presbyteries  and  Synods.  Our  own 
mod's  Committee  has  kept  in  close  touch  with  this  study  and  we  have 
und  ourselves  in  agreement  with  the  principles  which  have  been  highlighted 

each  of  the  studies  mentioned  above.  On  the  Assembly  level  the  result  is 
recommendation  to  the  Assembly,  which  will  meet  just  prior  to  our  Synod, 
ur  Presbyterian  Church  will  be  asked  to  reduce  the  number  of  its  synods 
om  fifteen  to  eight  and  the  number  of  its  presbyteries  from  seventy-four 
I  forty-eight.  Quite  plainly  the  result  of  serious  and  responsible  studies 
ys  that  we  should  have  fewer  and  larger  synods  and  fewer  and  larger 
esbyteries.  Whether  this  tendency  or  its  opposite  is  for  the  best  interest 
'  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  North  Carolina  is  for  this  court  to  decide. 

However  tempting  it  might  be  to  interpret  this  as  a  desire  for  bigness 
ir  the  mere  sake  of  bigness,  the  facts  are  that  the  realities  of  modem 
:onomic,  political,  and  social  grouping,  combined  with  the  new  ease  of 
pid  transportation,  point  in  this  direction  whenever  people  have  to  get 
igether  for  joint  action.   There  are  reasons  of  efficiency  of  administration 


Hampden-Sydney,  Va.-Dr. 
Charles  F.  McRae,  Memorial 
Professor  of  Bible  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  and  a  member  of 
the  faculty  for  28  years,  was 
honored  for  outstanding  teaching 
yesterday  at  commencement 
ceremonies  concluding  the  194th 
session  of  the  Presbyterian-related 
instituion. 

Dr.  McRae,  was  presented  the 
second  annual  Governor  Cabell 
Distinguished  Teacher  Award,  a 
memorial  to  William  H.  Cabell, 
governor  of  Virginia,  1805-08.  He 
had  been  selected  for  the  honor 
by  a  committee  of  faculty  and 
students.  It  recognizes  excellence 
in  teaching,  as  opposed  to 
proficiency  in  research  and 
publishing  effort. 

Dr.  McRae,  who  joined  the 
faculty  in  1942  from  the  King 
College  faculty,  is  a  graduate  of 


which  should  not  be  overlooked,  but  the  dominant  reason  is  to  be  found 
in  the  need  to  have  the  presbytery  of  sufficient  size  to  carry  out  the  increasing 
demands  which  will  be  made  on  the  mission  of  the  Church  in  its  area.  It 
is  easy  to  use  vague  and  impressive  words  just  here,  but  this  is  the  area  where 
the  whole  Church  needs  to  do  its  hardest  and  most  concrete  thinking.  To 
provide  the  essential  base  for  this  kind  of  ministry  there  must  be  a  strong 
presbytery,  which  is  not  blocked  out  by  past  geography  from  areas  of 
potential  growth.  At  the  same  time  the  presbytery  must  not  be  too  large 
to  give  effective  pastoral  care  to  its  individual  congregations.  It  is  also 
important  to  stress  the  opportunity  for  variety  in  the  kind  of  claims  an 
area  will  make  on  its  presbytery.  It  would  seem  to  be  a  mistake  to  try  to 
organize  a  presbytery  around  one  dominant  economic,  social,  or  cultural 
situation.  As  one  lay  member  of  our  Committee  remarked,  "No  longer  is 
homogeneousness  a  virtue  in  Church  work."  The  plan  we  present  to  Synod 
comes  as  near  meeting  these  requirements  for  the  whole  Synod  as  we  can 
make  it. 

As  a  result  of  our  consultation  with  presbyteries,  two  alternate  plans 
were  presented  to  the  Committee.  One,  officially  adopted  by  Wilmington 
Presbytery,  calls  for  the  reduction  of  the  nine  present  presbyteries  to  seven. 
The  other  suggested  by  individuals  would  have  the  Synod  composed  of  only 
three  presbyteries  centering  around  Charlotte:  the  Greensboro,  High  Point, 
Winston-Salem  triangle;  and  the  Raleigh -Durham  area.  Both  were  considered 
by  our  Committee  and  were  not  accepted  because  they  did  not  conform 
to  the  principles  which  have  guided  our  study. 

In  fulfilling  the  task  given  to  this  Committee  by  Synod  we  are  aware 
that  of  no  possible  redrawing  of  presbytery  lines  can  one  say  with  absolute 
assurance  that  this  or  that  restructuring  will  produce  the  best  opportunity 
for  Christ's  Church.  As  with  so  many  matters  of  organization  the  heart 
of  the  Church  lies  elsewhere.  The  cure  that  can  come  from  redrawn  maps 
is  not  radical  but  palliative.  Nevertheless,  badly  drawn  boundaries,  or 
boundaries  well  drawn  in  the  past  but  becoming  unreal  in  the  light  of 
today's  Church,  can  make  the  work  of  the  Church  more  difficult.  With 
these  necessary  disclaimers  our  Committee  is  now  asking  Synod,  in  the  light 
of  previous  considerations  and  subsequent  debate,  to  render  its  verdict 
on  this  proposal  for  the  realignment  of  its  presbyteries. 

Recommendations: 

1.  That  Synod  adopt  a  realignment  of  its  presbyteries  according  to  the 
inclosed  map. 

2.  That  the  plan  be  implemented  as  soon  as  possible,  but  not  later  than 
December  31,  1971. 

3.  That  the  Moderator  of  Synod  nominate  to  Synod  a  commission  to 
work  out  all  related  problems  concerning  property,  presbytery  in- 
stitutions, and  presbytery  boundaries. 

4.  That  this  commission  appoint  a  moderator  and  clerk  pro  tem  of 
each  new  presbytery  and  empower  them  to  call  a  meeting  to 
organize  the  presbytery. 

5.  That  each  existing  presbytery  appoint  a  commission  to  work  out 
the  problems  of  organization  and  implementation  of  these  recom- 
mendations.

Religious  services  sponsored  by 
Presbyterians  in  Burlington  were 
held  when  the  shops  of  the  North 
Carolina  Railroad  were  being 
erected  in  what  was  then  called  the 
Company  Shops  Community. 

Reverend  Archibald  Currie, 
Pastor  of  the  Graham 
Presbyterian  Church,  began 
preaching  in  1857  in  the  open  wood 
shed  of  the  Company  Shops  on 
Sunday  afternoons  to  those  who 
were  employed  in  the  erection  of 
the  buildings. 

As  more  families  moved  into  the 
community,  a  new  school  building 
was  constructed  on  Maple  Avenue 
and  here  Presbyterians  joined 
various  other  denominational 
groups  for  religious  services. 
Later,  combined  services  were 
held  in  the  Masonic  Lodge  room 
over  the  supply  store,  and  in  the 
dining  room  and  parlor  of  the  hotel. 

During  this  period,  the  Reverend 
Mr.  Currie  preached  on  two 
Sunday  nights  in  each  month  to 
congregations  composed  mainly  of 
the  employees  of  the  shops. 
Methodists,  Baptists  and 
Lutherans  joined  the 
Presbyterians  in  these  services,  as 
ministers  from  the  various 
denominations  preached  to  the 
group. 

On  June  15,  1879,  the 
Presbyterians  were  organized  as  a 
church  by  a  committee  of  the 
Orange  Presbytery,  composed  of 
Reverend  J.  H.  Fitzgerald, 
Reverend  B.  W.  Mebane  and 
Ruling  Elder  W.  C.  Donnell. 

Reverend  B.  W.  Mebane,  Pastor 
of  the  Graham  Presbyterian 
Church,  served,  the  new  church  as 
stated  supply  in  the  old  Union 
Church  building  on  two  Sunday 
nights  each  month  from  its 
organization  in  1879  to  July  4,  1880. 
Reverend  Mr.  Mebane  was 
employed  at  a  salary  of  $50  a  year. 

There  were  18  charter  members 
of  the  Company  Shops 
Presbyterian  Church,  with  15 
having  removed  their  church 
letters  from  the  Graham 
Presbyterian  Church. 

On  March  27,  1887  the  name  of 
the  Church  was  changed  from 
Company  Shops  Presbyterian 
Church  to  the  Burlington 
Presbyterian  Church.  During  these 
same  years,  the  church  continued 
to  grow  and  a  Sunday  School  was 
organized  apart  from  the  Union 
Sunday  School. 

Era  of  Expansion 
(1889-1906) 

The  Presbyterians  separated 
from  the  Union  Church,  which  was 
the  community  meeting  house  and 
purchased  from  the  North  Carolina 
Railroad  Company  35-100  of  an 
acre  of  land  at  the  corner  of  Front 
and  Church  Streets  for  the  sum  of 
$25.  On  the  fourth  Sunday  in  June 
1891,  the  congregation  entered  the 
completed  structure  for  their  own 
church  building  and  publicly 
dedicated  it  to  the  worship  of  God. 

Reverend  M.  M.  Shields  became 
the  church's  first  full-time  pastor 
on  March  31,  1895.  During  Mr. 
Shields'  ministry  a  mission  chapel 
was  built  in  the  Elmira  Mills 
community  and  later  named  the 
Second  Presbyterian  Church.  This 
church  was  formerly  organized  in 
1913,  and  its  name  was  later 
changed  to  Park  Avenue 
Presbyterian  Church.  In  recent 
years  the  name  was  again  changed 
to  Westview  Presbyterian  Church. 

Missionary  Years 
(1906-1921) 

The  15  years  during  which 
Reverend  Donald  Mclver  served  in 
Burlington  might  well  be  termed 
the  "missionary  years"  because 
the  church  continued  to  expand, 
the  Presbyterianism  was  spread 
throughout  the  area  with  four 
mission  chapels  organized  into 
churches. 

On  January  15,  1917,  the 
Piedmont  Presbyterian  Church 
was  organized.  Less  than  a  month 
later  on  February  11,  1917,  the 


Eldermont  Presbyterian  CHiurch 
was-organized.  Four  years  later  on 
August  22,  1921,  the  East 
Burlington  Presbyterian  Xhurch 
was  organized  on  the  open  site  of 
the  present  building. 

During  this  period  the  first 
Presbyterian  Church  was  growing 
and  enlarging  her  facilities. 

Growing  With  Burlington 
(1921-1942) 

Dr.  W.  R.  Potter  was  pastor  of 
the  church  during  the  first  12  years 
of  its  new  era  of  growth. 

On  November  12,  1922,  the  chur- 
ch was  remodeled  and  additional 
Sunday  School  rooms  added  and 
the  purchase  of  additional  land 
adjoining  the  Church  property  with 
the  building  of  a  lot  hut  which  for 
many  years  was  a  familiar  site  to 
Burlington  Presbyterians. 

Dr.  J.  R.  McGregor  was  called  to 
serve  the  church  in  May,  1934  and 
he  served  until  June,  1942.  It  was 
during  his  ministry  that  plans  were 
initiated  for  the  construction  of  a 
new  church  building.  The  building 
fund  campaign  was  begun  in  1940. 

On  September  27,  1942,  Dr. 
Chester  ^exander  was  called  to  be 
Pastor  of  the  Church  and  was 
installed  on  November  1,  1942. 

As  a  result  of  the  construction  of 
a  defense  plant  and  housing  project 
on  the  west  side  of  the  city,  in  1943, 
Dr.  Alexander  pointed  out  the  need 
for  a  new  church  in  the  area. 

A  small  Sunday  School  was 
established  in  the  community 
building  of  an  apartment 
development  serving  the  defense 
plant.  In  approximately  two  years. 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  W.  C.  McLauchlin, 
then  serving  the  Piedmont  Church 
took  over  the  work. 

Through  the  assistance  of  the  H- 
ome  Mission  Committee,  a  small 
chapel  was  completed  in  1947,  and 
Reverend  C.  Linwood  Cheshire, 
pastor  of  the  Park  Avenue  Church, 
began  conducting  services  on 
Sunday  evenings.  In  October  of 
1948,  the  church,  formerly  known 
as  Kirkpatrick  Heights,  was 
organized  as  Northside 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Meanwhile,  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Burlington 
decided  to  relocate  and  land  was 
acquired  which  serves  the  present 
church  location.  On  April  15,  1951, 
the  congregation  authorized  the 
building  committee  to  enter  into  a 
contract  for  the  construction  of  a 
new  church  building.  Harold  E. 
Wagoner  of  Philadelphia  was 
employed  as  architect. 

On  June  7,  1953,  a  Service  of 
Consecration  was  held  in  the  newly 
erected  Sanctuary. 

The  present  Pastor,  Dr.  Tom  B. 
Anderson,  came  to  the  Church  in 
April,  1962.  Prior  to  his  coming 
plans  were  underway  for  the 
completion  of  the  Educational  Plan 
of  the  church.  Under  his  leadership 
the  new  Educational  Building  was 
completed  and  dedication  services 
held  on  October  31, 1965,  and  a  new 
pipe  organ  was  purchased  for  the 
Sanctuary. 


Youth  Actlvrties 

Forty  members  of  the  Senior 
High  Fellowship  of  the  Howard 
Memorial  Church,  Tarboro,  of 
which  the  Rev.  Robert  E.  Bums, 
III  is  Minister,  spent  April  2-6  on  a 
study  trip  to  New  York  City.  The 
prupose  of  the  venture  was  to 
highlight  the  year's  study  of  "The 
World's  Great  Religions"  and 
"The  Isms  of  the  Modern  World." 


At  the  annual  observance  of 
Youth  Sunday  at  the  Sanford  First 
Church  April  12,  a  large 
representation  of  the  youth  of  the 
church  addressed  themselves  to 
the  premise,  "We  care."

HAWFIELDS  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCH 


Brief  History  Of  Hawfields  Presbyterian  Church 


On  Wednesday,  September  5th, 
1770,  acting  under  the  authority 
granted  to  them  by  the  Synod  of 
New  York,  six  Presbyterian 
ministers  gathered  at  the 
Hawfields  Church  to  organize 
themselves  into  Orange 
Presbytery.  Henry  Pattillo,  pastor 
of  the  Hawfields  Church,  was 
elected  Moderator  and  David 
Caldwell  served  as  clerk.  Thus 
reads  part  of  the  early  history  of 
the  Hawfields  Church. 

The  church  was  organized  in 
1755,  becoming  one  of  the  earliest 
Presbyterian  churches  in  the  area 
of  the  Carolinas.  In  the  beginning 
the  people  gathered  for  worship 
under  a  bush  arbor,  later  replaced 
by  a  crude  house  of  worship  made 
of  logs.  The  original  church  site 
and  cemetery  are  located 
approximately  four  miles  east  of 
the  present  church  site  and  are  still 
owned  and  maintained  by  the 
present  congregation.  In  1800  the 
church  was  moved  to  its  present 
site. 

Present  Building 

In  1801  a  second  important 
historic  event  took  place  at 
Hawfields  when  the  first  camp 
meeting  to  take  place  in  the  South 
was  held.  Camp  meetings,  under 
the  leadership  of  Presbyterians 
and  Methodists  -  and  others,  soon 
ignited  a  wave  of  revival  which 
would  leave  its  mark  on  the  life  of 
the  newly  formed  nation. 

The  present  sanctuary  was 
constructed  in  1854  of  handmade 
brick  with  the  interior  woodwork 
hand-dressed  by  the  members  of 
the  congregation.  The  structure,  as 
it  stands  today,  is  essentially  the 


same  as  it  was  designed  and  the 
present  pews  and  side  lights  were 
among  the  original  furnishings. 

Presbyterian  Leaders 
The  people  of  Hawfields  have  had 
a  long  history  of  involvement  in  the 
area  of  political  leadership.  Among 
those  who  have  served  beyond  the 
congregation  have  been  sheriffs, 
representatives  to  the  Provincial 
Congress,  representatives  to  the 
State  Legislatures,  leaders  in  the 
State  Department  of  Agriculture 
(the  first  two  county  agents  to 
serve  in  North  Carolina  were 
elders  of  the  Hawfields  Church), 
two  state  governors,  and  a  United 
States  senator.  Today  the  present 
Grovernor  of  North  Carolina,  the 
Honorable  Robert  W.  Scott,  is  an 
Elder,  and  many  members  of  the 
congregation  serve  on 
commissions,  boards  of  directors, 
and  positions  of  leadership  which 
reach  far  beyond  the  little 
community.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  in  the  last  general  election  the 
governor,  a  state  senator,  and  a 
county  commissioner  were  elected 
from  the  membership  of  this 
church.  Among  the  dignitaries  who 
have  spoken  from  the  pulpit  at 
Hawfields  have  been  five 
governors  of  North  Carolina: 
Governors  Charles  B.  Aycock, 
R.B.  Glenn,  J.  Melville  Broughton, 
W.  Kerr  Scott,  and  Robert  W. 
Scott. 

The  passing  of  the  years  has 
witnessed  the  construction  of 
additional  facilities.  The 
congregation  stands  indebted  to 
the  Stephen  Alexander  White 
family  of  Mebane  who,  through 


their  generous  gift  in  1923,  enabled 
the  church  to  add  rooms  for 
Sunday  School  classes.  In  1949  the 
Fellowship  Building  was  added, 
and  in  1956  a  lovely  new  manse  was 
erected  by  the  members  of  the 
Scott  famUy  in  memory  of  Robert 
Walter  Scott  and  Elizabeth  Hughes 
Scott.  Finally,  in  1965,  a  new 
educational  building  completed  the 
facilities  at  Hawfields. 

Ten  men  have  entered  the 
ministry  from  this  congregation  - 
including  Russell  Fleming,  Arthur 
Van  Gibson,  Lacy  McPherson,  and 
James  Watkins.  The  old  church 
also  has  shared  in  the  organization 
of  eight  of  her  neighboring 
Presbyterian  churches. 

Changes  continue  to  come  to 
Hawfields  as  ways  open  for  the 
church  to  serve  and  to  witness  to 
the  love  of  Christ.  A  weekday 
kindergarten,  a  day  care  nursery, 
a  used-clothing  closet,  a  supply  of 
sick-room  equipment  available  for 
loan,  a  library,  boy  and  girl  scout 
troop,  and  a  community 
recreational  program  are  among 
the  ways  in  which  the  church 
serves  today. 

A  history  of  the  Hawfields 
Church  has  been  written  by  Dr. 
Herbert  S.  Turner  and  published 
by  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
Press  in  1962.  Copies  of  this 
history,  "Church  in  the  Old 
Fields",  may  be  purchased  at  the 
church.

Governor  Scott 
On  Decisions 

Greensboro  N.C.— RNS  — 
Governor  Robert  L.  Scott  told  the 
annual  Baptist  State  Youth 
Convention  here,  early  in  May, 
that  most  decisions  public  officials 
make  are  moral  ones,  and  are 
usually  decided  within  the 
framework  of  Christian  principles. 
He  said,  "Regardless  of  who  you 
are,  you  have  to  make  moral 
decisions  which  shape  and  touch 
other  people's  lives,  shaping  the 
future  of  the  world... I  think  Uiat  rf 
we  at  the  decision-making  level  are 
Christians,  and  if  we  believe  in  the 
teachings  and  principles  of  Jesus 
Christ,  then  we  act  within  the 
moral  framework  of  Christianity." 

Scott  declared  that  public 
officials  are  not  ashamed  to 
profess  a  belief  in  God  and 
acknowledged  that  "he  depends  on 
God." 


25th  Anniversary 

Dr.  John  A.  Redhead,  pastor  of 
the  3,400  member  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of 
Greensboro,  observed  the  25th 
anniversary  of  his  ministry  in  that 
church  on  June  14. 

Dr.  Redhead,  who  is  slated  to 
retire  at  the  end  of  1970,  preached 
his  first  sermon  in  the  church  on 
June  10,  1945. 

On  June  14  the  church  joined  in 
the  celebration  in  a  service  which 
was  a  replica  of  the  first  service 
conducted  by  Dr.  Redhead, 
including  the  sermon. 


Reverend  Norman  Player 
Farrior,  an  honorably  retired 
member  of  Wilmington 
Presbytery,  died  of  a  stroke  in  the 
Veteran's  Hospital,  Fayetteville, 
May  23,  1970.  Born  in  Rose  Hill, 
N.  C.  December  6,  1890,  Mr. 
Farrior  was  a  graduate  of 
Davidson  College  and  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
Virginia.  He  was  licensed  by 
Wilmington  Presbytery  and 
ordained  by  Orange  Presbytery  in 
1921.  He  served  as  a  missionary  to 
Mexico  for  four  years  and  held 
pastorates  in  the  Glenville, 
Philippi,  and  Bellington  Churches, 
West  Virginia  for  seven  years; 
Frostproof,  Florida  for  eleven 
years;  and  as  pastor  to  the  Pink 
Hill,  Smiths,  Pleasant  View, 
Hebron,  and  Harper-Southerland 
Churches  from  1943-1960.  He  was 
retired  in  1960. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  the 
Mt.  Zion  Church,  Rose  Hill,  and 
burial  followed  in  the  Grove 
Church  cemetery,  Kenansville. 

Mr.  Farrior  is  survived  by  two 
daughters,  Mrs.  M.  L.  Friedman 
and  Mrs.  K.  L.  Stapleton. 

James  Edward  Williams,  Sr., 
who  served  as  an  executive  of  the 
Covenant  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Charlotte  for  twenty-two  years, 
died  May  20,  following  a  heart 
attack,  in  a  Burlington  hospital.  He 
was  74  years  of  age. 

Born  in  Virginia  and  reared  in 
Bristol,  Tennessee,  Mr.  Williams 
first  went  to  Burlington  in  1936,  as 
a  partner  in  the  Russell  Gant 
Company,  remaining  until  1944 
when  he  accepted  the  position  with 
the  Charlotte  Church.  Upon  his 
retirement  he  and  Mrs.  Williams 
returned  to  Burlington. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  at 
the  first  Church  Burlington,  being 
conducted  by  Dr.  Tom  Anderson, 
Minister,  assisted  by  Dr.  Warner 
L.  Hall,  Minister  of  the  Covenant 
Church,  Charlotte,  where  Mr. 
Williams  was  a  member. 

Interment  was  in  Lexington.

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Inter-Church  Relations 
Committee  Meets 


The  Permanent  Committee  on 
Inter-Church  Relations  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  convened 
in  Synod's  Office  May  12  with  the 
Rev.  Charles  L.  Kirby,  Chairman, 
presiding. 

The  Committee  received  a  report 
from  the  (Jeneral  Secretary  of 
Synod,  the  Rev.  Harold  J.  Dudley, 
which  summarized  the  activities  of 
the  Inter-Church  Relations 
program  for  the  year. 

Dr.  Samuel  S.  Wiley, 
Executive  Director  of  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  was 
present  for  the  meeting  and 
presented  a  summary  of  the 
activities  of  the  Council.  He 
pointed  out  that  Church  Women 
United  had  raised  $50,000  for  the 
building  of  a  Chapel  at  Samarkand 
Manor,  to  be  matched  by  $50,000 
voted  by  the  North  Carolina 
General  Assembly.  He  also 
indicated  that  GEO  has 
appropriated  $300,000  for  the 
Migrant  Ministry  for  1970  in  North 
Carolina.  He  pointed  out  that  the 
Council's  Committees  on  Christian 
Social  Action  and  Christian  Social 
Ministry  have  been  combined  and 
that  the  new  Committee  is  known 
as  Christian  Social  Ministries. 

Reference  was  made  to  the 
pending  purchase  of  a  six-acre  site 
in  the  Nelson  area  of  the  Triangle 
for  $15,000,  and  that  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  has  been  requested 
to  contribute  $7,975  towards  the 
purchase  price  of  the  site. 

The  Rev.  Charles  L.  Kirby, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  will 
present  the  report  of  the 
Committee  to  Synod  on  June  24. 
Among  the  recommendations  to  be 
made  to  Synod  are  the  following: 

(1)  That  presbyteries  through 
Councils  and  Nominating 
Committees  activate  Inter-Church 
relations  Committees  in 
taking  the  lead  at  the  local  level  in 
developing  ecumenicity;"  (2)  That 
synod  appoint  a  Committee  to 
implement  area  conferences  for 
the  purpose  of  presenting  the  Plan 
of  Union  of  COCU;  and  (3)  that 
Synod  encourage  presbyteries  to 
invite  Fraternal  Delegates,  both 
ministers  and  laymen,  from  other

Synod  support  of  the  Homes  is 
"what  makes  a  difference  between 
custodial  care  and  a  witnessing, 
quality  service." 

The  report  in  considering  the 
future  role  of  the  Church,  lays 
stress  on  counselling  and  personal 
service  as  the  emphases  of  the 
Church.  These  services  should  be 
comprehensive,  including  all  ages 
and  all  areas  of  life. 

The  report  denies  that  Barium 
"is  well  off"  or  that  the 
Presbyterian  Home  is  "poor." 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
churches  are  more  and  more 
turning  to  local  community  service 
programs  and  that  technical 
consultation  on  counselling  will  be 
needed  for  program  planning. 
Barium  Springs  is  already  moving 
in  this  direction. 

There  is  current  need  for  more 
local  facilities  for  the  elderly  for 
which  federal,  state,  and  local 
governments  should  provide 
capital  funds. 

The  report  concludes  by 
asserting  that  both  Homes, 
particularly  Barium,  need  to 
become  more  visible  to  the  local 
congregations,  and  to  have  their 
roles  better  understood. 

The  report  will  be  presented  to 
Synod  on  June  23  by  the  Rev. 
J.V.C.  Summerell,  Fayetteville, 
Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  on  Homes.

75th  Anniversary 
Observed 

The  Smiths  Presbyterian  Church 
near  Kenansville  celebrated  its 
75th  anniversary  Sunday,  June  8, 
on  which  occasion  a  large 
congregation  of  members  and 
former  members  and  friends  were 
present  for  the  service  presided 
over  by  the  pastor  of  the  church, 
the  Rev.  Troy  D.  Mullis. 

The  church  was  organized  on 
June  17,  1895  by  a  Commission 
from  Wilmington  Presbytery  with 
twelve  members.  The  first  ruling 
elders  were  LaFayette  and  Charles 
Smith  and  the  first  deacons 
Herbert  and  Frank  Smith. 

The  property  on  which  the 
church  is  built  was  deeded  by 
members  of  the  Smith  family  in 
1892  "for  the  purpose  of  building  a 
Presbyterian  and  Methodist 
Church."  For  many  years  the 
church  was  used  alternately  by  the 
two  denominations. 

Members  of  the  Smith  family 
settled  in  Duplin  County  in  the  18th 
century.  Their  descendants  still 
reside  in  the  community  and  are 
members  of  the  church.  Timber  for 
the  original  church  was  given  by 
Mr.  David  Williams,  ruling  elder  in 
the  Chinquapin  Church. 

The  old  church  bore  the  name  of 
"Flaggy  Bottom"  and  was  without 
lights  or  heat.  The  first  minister  to 
serve  the  church  was  the  Rev.  J.  D. 
Stanford  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  and  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Betts  of 
the  Methodist  Church.  Methodists 
were  in  the  minority  which 
explains  the  fact  that  the  church 
ultimately  became  Presbyterian. 

In  recent  years  the  new 
sanctuary  was  built  and  the  earlier 
buildings  converted  into  Sunday 
School  rooms  and  a  fellowship  hall. 
The  church  has  a  library  and  is  air- 
conditioned.  Currently  there  are 
130  members. 

The  Rev.  Norman  P.  Farrior, 
who  died  May  23,  1970  served  the 
church  from  1943  to  1960,  the 
longest  pastorate  of  any  minister 
who  has  served  the  church.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Mullis  has  been  pastor 
since  1964. 

The  visiting  minister  for  the 
anniversary  service  was  the  Rev. 
Harold  J.  Dudley,  General 
Secretary  of  the  Synod.  A 
communication  was  read  from  a 
former  pastor,  the  Rev.  Lawrence 
W.  Kessler,  minister  of  the 
Broadway  Presbyterian  Church, 
Broadway,  N.  C. 

Miss  Dianne  Rogers,  soprano, 
rendered  a  solo,  accompanied  on 
the  piano  by  her  mother.  Mr. 
Edgar  Wells,  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the 
Teachey  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
a  member  of  the  East  Duplin  High 
School  faculty,  was  visiting  pianist 
for  the  service.

A  group  attending  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  heard  the  U. 
S.  Secretary  of  Defense  Melvin 
Laird  say  that  man  violates  nature 
when  he  forgets  his  dependence  on 
God  and  "violated  na^ture  can 
produce  neither  the  good  life  nor 
the  good  society." 

Mr.  Laird,  the  son  of  a

WDAV  Begins 
Broadcasting 

After  three  years  of  preparation, 
on  May  22  the  Davidson  CoUege 
Radio  Station,  WDAV,  began 
broadcasting. 

The  broadcasting  system  is 
known  as  a  "carrier  current" 
system,  which  means  that  each 
building  where  the  signal  is  to  be

Church  Celebrates  75th  Anniversary 


The  congregation  of  the 
Cameronian  Church,  Rockingham, 
observed  its  75th  anniversary  June

The  pastor  of  the  church  is  the 
Rev.  W.  W.  Thrower  who  has 
served  the  church  since 
September,  1969.

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SYNOD  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  VOTES 
TO  RESTRUCTURE  PRESBYTERIES 


The  157th  annual  sessions  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
iPresbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S., 
convened  June  23-24,  1970  in  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Burlington  and  Hawfields 
Presbyterian  Church  near 
Mebane. 

A  record  attendance  was 
recorded:  381  ministers  and  335 
ruling  elders,  or  a  total  of  716 
commissioners. 

Synod  voted  334-236  for 
restructuring  the  Presbyteries. 
The  Wilmington  "Alternate  Plan" 
was  adopted  in  favor  of  the  plan 
presented  by  the  Boundaries 
Committee. 

Synod  met  within  the  bounds  of 
Orange  Presbytery  in  deference  to 
the  bicentennial  celebration  of  that 
Presbytery  which  was  organized 
September  5,  1770  in  the  Hawfields 
Presbyterian  Church. 

A  highlight  of  the  meeting  of 
Synod  was  the  worship  service 
Tuesday  evening  which  featured 
fraternal  delegates  from  the 
Presbyterian  Churches  of 
England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland.  In 
addition,  Dr.  J.  Ernest  Somerville, 
a  native  of  Scotland  and  pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Philadelphia,  delivered,  on  behalf 
of  the  retiring  moderator,  the

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Necrology 

Dr.  Llewellyn  J.  Coppedge, 
native  North  Carolinian  and 
pioneer  Presbyterian  missionary 
to  the  Congo  and  to  Mexico,  died  on 
June  22,  1970,  at  the  age  of  87,  in 
Sparta,  Georgia,  where  he  had 
been  living  with  his  daughter 
(Elisa)  and  son-in-law,  the  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Harold  L.  Thomas. 
Memorial  services  were  held  in 
Sparta  on  June  24,  and  burial  took 
place  in  Rosedale,  Mississippi 
June  25. 

Dr.  Coppedge  was  the  first 
Presbyterian  Medical  Missionary 
to  the  Congo,  founding  the  hospital 
at  Luebo.  He  began  work  there  in 
1906,  and  served  until  1919.  After  a 
brief  stint  as  Director  of  an  Army 
Hospital  in  Texas  during  World 
War  I,  he  went  as  the  first 
Presbyterian  Medical  Missionary 
to  Mexico,  where  he  founded  the 
hospital  "Sanatorio  la  Luz"  in 
Morelia  in  1921.  He  served  as 
Director  of  this  hospital  for  twenty 
six  years. 

Dr.  Coppedge  was  retired  from 
active  missionary  service  in  1948, 
and  made  his  home  at  Montreal  for 
a  number  of  years.  He  was 
married  tc  the  former  Miss  Coralie 
Lobdell  of  Rosedale,  Mississippi, 
who  died  in  1960.  They  had  five 
children  of  whom  four  survive. 

In  1961,  Dr.  Coppedge  was 
married  to  Mrs.  Motte  (Bessie) 
Martin  of  Decatur,  Georgia,  a 
widow  of  a  former  missionary  to 
Congo.  His  second  wife  died  in  1967. 

The  family  has  requested  that  in 
lieu  of  flowers,  memorial  gifts  be 
sent  to  the  Historical  Foundation, 
Montreal. 


Pleasant  Linwood  Clark 

The  Reverend  Pleasant  Linwood 
Clark,  a  long-time  member  of 
Wilmington  Presbytery,  died  at  his 
home  in  Burgaw  Tuesday,  June  16, 
1970.

Longstreet  Reunion 

On  June  28,  descendants  of 
members  of  Old  Longstreet 
Presbyterian  Church  assembled 
for  a  reunion  at  the  famous  old 
Church,  located  on  the  Ft.  Bragg 
Reservation. 

The  Minister  for  the  occasion 
was  the  Rev.  James  D.  MacKenzie, 
Olivia,  Pastor  of  the  Barbecue  and 
Olivia  Churches,  who  delivered  a 
sermon  in  Gaelic.  The  sermon  was 
translated  by  the  Rev.  Arnold 
Pope,  Dean  of  Methodist  College, 
Fayetteville. 

Longstreet  Church  was 
established  in  1756,  with  the  Rev. 
Hugh  McAden,  the  second 
Presbyterian  Minister  to  locate 
permanently  in  North  Carolina,  as 
pastor. 

The  Church  had  a  long  and 
distinguished  career  until  it  was 
dissolved  in  1924,  in  order  to  make 
way  for  the  U.S.  Military 
Reservation,  which  extends  for 
miles  in  all  directions  from  the 
Church. 

The  congregation  of  the  Church 
agreed  to  dispose  of  the  property 
on  the  condition  that  the  Federal 
Government  would  keep  the 
property  under  perpetual  care. 

The  first  elders  of  the  Church 
were  Malcolm  Smith,  Archibald 
Ray,  and  Archibald  McKay. 

Ministers  who  served  after 
McAden,  are  Rev.  James 
Campbell,  1757-1776;  Rev.  John 
MacLeod,  1770-1777;  Rev.  Dougald 
Crawford,  1783-1791;  Rev.  Angus 
McDiarmid,  1793-1803  (the  only 
minister  buried  at  Long  Street); 
Rev.  Colin  Lindsay;  Rev.  Colin 
Mclver;  Rev.  Evander  McNair, 
1832;  Rev.  Neill  McKay;  Rev.  D.D. 
McBryde,  1853-1854;  Rev.  James 
McQueen,  1856;  Rev.  David 
Fairley;  and  Rev.  R.A.  McLeod, 
1913.

ASSEMBLY  IN  BRIEF 

REPORT  FROM  MEMPHIS 


The  1 1 0th  General  Assembly  was  marked  with  spirited  and 
sometimes  heated  debate  on  a  variety  of  significant  issues  at  its 
annual  meeting  June  14-19  at  Second  Church,  Memphis. 

It  began  Sunday  with  one  of  the  closest  moderator's  races 
in  years.  Dr.  William  A.  Benfield  Jr.,  pastor  of  First  Church, 
Charleston,  W.Va.,  defeated  Dr.  Harry  A.  Fifield  of  Atlanta's 
First  Church,  217-212. 

The  new  moderator  will  be  55  next  month,  is  a  native  of 
Greenville,  W.Va.,  and  a  graduate  of  Davidson  College  and 
Louisville  Presbyterian  Seminary.  He  holds  the  Th.M.  and 
Th.D.  degrees  and  did  further  graduate  study  at  the  University 
of  Chicago. 

Immediately  prior  to  the  first  order  of  business.  Dr. 
Benjamin  Mays  of  Atlanta  gave  the  principal  address  in  a 
memorial  service  for  Martin  Luther  King  Jr. 

By  action  of  last  year's  Assembly,  a  committee  was 
established  to  plan  "an  appropriate  memorial  service"  in 
recognition  of  the  slain  civil  rights  leader's  "martyrdom  and  as 
a  positive  expression  of  love  for  all  members  of  the  body  of 
Christ." 

Dr  Mays  told  of  offering  Dr.  King  a  position  on  the 
Morehouse  College  faculty  when  he  was  president  there,  which 
Dr.  King  declined. 

"Had  he  accepted  my  offer  to  teach  at  Morehouse,  no 
doubt  he  would  be  alive  today,  but  his  name  would  not  be 
among  the  immortal  few  who  have  achieved  real  greatness." 

The  new  moderator  met  the  press  Monday  morning.  He 
stressed  the  need  for  church  unity:  "We  can  have  unity 
without  conformity."  He  strongly  opposes  unofficial  indepen- 
dent organizations  working  outside  church  structures  and 
tabbed  them  a  contributor  to  growing  tensions. 

He  favors  structured  representation  of  minorities  in  all 
church  courts.  By  minorities,  he  meant  blacks,  women  and 
youth. 

Support  For  Broadcast  Ministries 

On  Sunday  night,  commissioners  were  given  a  treat  to  some 
of  the  fine  productions  of  TRAY.  Afterward,  the  447 
commissioners  called  for  greater  local  support  of  broadcast 
ministries  and  recognition  of  mass  media  opportunities  for 
evangelism. 

An  overture  from  the  Presbytery  of  John  Knox  (Texas), 
seeking  liberahzation  of  the  annuity  program  for  retired 
ministers,  was  voted  down.  The  Standing  Committee  on 
Annuities  and  Relief  advised  that  such  liberahzation  was 
beyond  the  point  which  is  actuarially  sound. 

Monday  morning,  the  subject  of  evolution  and  the  Bible  hit 
the  floor  for  the  second  time  in  two  years.  Last  year's 
statement  "that  the  true  relation  between  the  evolutionary 
theory  and  the  Bible  is  that  of  non-contradiction"  was  upheld 
by  a  wide  margin  as  an  attempt  to  reverse  that  position  was 
knocked  down. 

An  overture  from  Central  Mississippi  Presbytery  asked  the 
Assembly  to  affirm  a  new,  eight-point  declaration  as  the 
Assembly's  "understanding  of  the  Bible"  on  evolution 


Moderator  Responds  to  Question  From  Floor 

Dr.  Robert  Strong  of  Montgomery,  Ala.,  made  a  plea  to 
return  the  Church's  position  that  the  doctrine  of  evolution  and 
biblical  statements  are  incompatible. 

An  effort  to  add  five  more  members  to  the  ad  interim 
committee  working  on  a  new  Confession  of  Faith  ako  wasl 
defeated. 

The  Assembly,  in  approving  a  statement  on  organ  trans- 
plants recorded  its  "thanks  that  life  may  be  preserved  through 
transplantation  of  organs"  but  recorded  its  "concern  that  the 
value  of  the  life  of  an  organ  donor  continue  to  be  acknowl- 
edged and  protected." 

A  World  Missions  report  called  attention  to  reduction  of 
Presbyterian  U.S.  missionary  force  during  1969  by  38  persons 
and  an  anticipated  further  reduction  this  year  by  40  more 
missionaries  because  of  shortage  of  funds. 

The  Permanent  Theological  Committee  will  study  the 
meaning  of  confirmation  in  Reformed  Churches  and  report  to 
the  1971  Assembly. 

The  Assembly  approved  a  recommendation  from*  th( 
Standing  Committee  on  Women's  Work  calling  upoi 
"ministers  and  laymen  to  learn  of  the  growing  insistenct 
among  women,  outside  and  inside  the  church,  for  thi 
recognition  of  women  as  persons  and  as  responsible  member; 
of  the  church."  The  word  "insistence"  replaced  "niovement  oi 
revolt." 

An  approved  change  in  Stillman  College's  charter  places  th( 
Presbyterian  college  in  the  same  lelationship  with  the  Churcl 
as  its  other  educational  institutions;  it  no  longer  to  exist  as  ai 
agency. 

The  Assembly  approved  election  of  E.  A.  Dean  as  executivi 
secretary  of  Presbyterian  Survey. 

In  a  spirited  debate  Tuesday  with  time  extended  twicSi 
Assembly  gave  approval  to  two  major  union  proposals  an 
endorsement  of  the  controversial  COLLOQUY  magazine.

Youth  Receives  National  Award 


Reid  Smith,  Jr.,  15-year-old  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  R.  Smith  of 
R-2,  Rockingham,  has  been  named 
the  National  Winner  of  the  1970 
Stillman-Kelley  Scholarship  of  the 
National  Federation  of  Music 
Clubs. 

The  scholarship  is  open  to 
instrumentalists  only,  and  it 
rotates  to  each  region  of  the  United 
States  once  every  four  years.  The 
national  winner  received  $1,000  for 
four  years  of  continued  musical 
study. 

This  is  the  first  time  in  the  thirty- 
one  years  of  the  scholarship 
auditions  that  a  North  Carolina 
student  has  won  first  place.  To  be 
eligible  for  the  national  contest, 
Reid  had  to  first  win  the  state 
audition,  which  was  held 
at  Meredith  College,  Raleigh  on 
March  1,  with  fifteen  entrants. 
Fourteen  states  participated  in  the 
audition. 

By  Acclamation 

Reid  was  the  unanimous  choice 
of  the  judges.  He  has  won  many 
honors  previously  and  has 
appeared  on  many  programs  in 
schools,  clubs,  churches,  piano 
clinics,  and  on  TV. 

Recently  he  was  selected  as  one 
of  only  six  North  Carolina  pianists 
to  attend  the  Governor's  School  of 
North  Carolina,  Winston-Salem, 
for  the  1970  summer  session.

ASSEMBLY  IN  BRIEF 
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Outline  Plan  Of  Union  Next  Year 

The  commissioners  transmitted  the  draft  Plan  of  Union  for 
a  "Church  of  Christ  Uniting"  to  lower  courts  and  churches  for 
their  study  and  response. 

The  action  came  without  contest,  and  with  commendation 
to  the  ad  interim  committee  which  has  worked  to  make  the 
draft  plan  possible. 

Dr.  Strong  joined  the  commendation,  but  insisted  that  it  in 
no  way  implied  support  of  commissioners  for  the  COCU  plan 
or  for  the  proposals  being  framed  for  union  with  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Lengthy  debate  foUowed  the  introduction  of  a  resolution 
to  provide  a  structure  and  orderly  method  by  which  ministers 
and  churches  who  so  desire  might  transfer  to  the  "Church  of 
Christ  Uniting."  The  resolution  was  defeated. 

Dr.  J.  Randolph  Taylor  (Presbyterian  U.S.)  and  Dr.  Robert 
C.  Lamar  (United  Presbyterian),  co-chairmen  of  the  joint 
committee  on  union,  reported  that  it  is  their  hope  to  bring  an 
outline  plan  of  union  to  their  two  assemblies  for  study  next 
year. 

The  Assembly  approved  an  invitation  to  six  other  denomi- 
nations to  send  observers,  and  to  receive  any  as  full  partici- 
pants who  "wish  to  become  partners  in  the  conversations." 

The  six  are  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian,  Cumberland, 
Hungarian  Reformed,  Second  Cumberland,  Reformed  Church 
in  America  and  United  Church  of  Christ. 

The  most  spirited  debate  of  the  day  came  when  the 
Assembly  considered  the  controversial  resource  magazine, 
COLLOQUY.  By  a  vote  of  189  to  179 
the  Assembly  gave  its  blessing  to  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education's  con- 
tinued participation  with  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  and  the  United 
Church  of  Christ  in  publication  of  the 
magazine. 

A  lengthy  resolution  argued  that  the 
magazine  contains  stories  and  articles 
of  a  very  "profane,  blasphemous,  and 
immoral  nature."  It  cited  quotations  to 
support  the  criticism. 

The  Rev.  Richard  B.  Hardie  of 
Washburn  (Ark.)  Presbytery  argued 
that  the  quotations  were  taken  out  of 
context.  He  said  it  was  not  a  magazine 
for  young  people,  but  to  help  pro- 
fessional leaders  assess  the  needs  of 
young  people  today. 

Although  the  Assembly  was  assured 
by  Dr.  William  H.  Kadel,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education,  that  benevolence  money 
does  not  pay  for  the  publication,  it 
was  obvious  that  many  commissioners 
were  unhappy  with  the  board's  part  in 
production  of  the  magazine. 

The  Assembly  also  took  cognizance 
of  the  serious  economic  situation  of 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education  and 
authorized  it  to  carry  out  only  the 
mandates  from  General  Assembly 
which  the  board  judges  to  have  the 
highest  priority  rating. 

The  Assembly  voted  to  hold  its 


1972  meeting  at  Towson,  Md.  It 
approved  Louisville  for  1974,  when  it 
will  meet  concurrently  with  the  United 
Presbyterians.  Next  year's  meeting  will 
be  at  Massanetta  Springs,  Va.,  and  no 
site  has  been  chosen  for  1973. 

MORE  WOMEN  ON  BOARDS 

"Increased  use  of  qualified  women" 
on  General  Assembly  boards,  agencies 
and  committees  received  approval  at 
the  Wednesday  morning  session. 

But  the  commissioners  turned  down 
a  request  for  assigned  proportion  of 
women  on  boards  and  agencies.  The 
Assembly  went  on  record  "that  the 
main  principle  in  selecting  persons  for 
these  posts  should  be  to  secure  the  best 
qualified  people  without  the  imposition 
of  rigid  quotas." 

Salaries  of  agency  executives  and 
division  or  department  heads  of  boards 
and  agencies  will  be  published  in  the 
Minutes  of  the  Assembly,  as  a  result  of 
approval  of  another  recommendation.  A 
salary  summary  was  included  in  a  report 
of  a  special  committee  studying  salaries 
and  reporting  through  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Assembly  Operation. 


STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH 

A  desife.  for  greater  understanding 
and  peace  in  the  church  and  the  inten- 
tion to  get  on  with  the  evangelistic 
mission  of  the  church  Wednesday  were 


affirmed  in  actions  of  the  Presbyterian 
U.S.  General  Assembly. 

The  447  commissioners  spent  the 
afternoon  on  matters  relating  to  synods 
and  the  Board  of  National  Ministries. 

An  ad  interim  committee,  appointed 
to  look  into  the  unrest  in  the  denomi- 
nation, mentioned  a  number  of  causes 
of  tensions,  including  possible  "eroding 
effects"  of  para-church  organizations 
and  evidence  of  "lost  confidence" 
sensed  in  the  establishment  of  the  inde- 
pendent  Reformed  Theological 
Seminary  in  Jackson,  Miss. 

The  committee  noted  that  the  semi- 
nary has  no  relation  to  courts  of  the 
church.  It  called  on  the  Assembly  to 
declare  again  support  for  its  seminaries: 
Austin,  Columbia,  Louisville  and  Union. 

NO  "NITTY-GRITTY" 

Commissioner  Hugh  McClure  of 
Congaree  Presbytery  (S.C.)  charged  that 
the  report  did  not  deal  with  "nitty- 
gritty"  issues.  "I  do  not  see  literature  or 
equalization  discussed,"  he  said. 

Dr.  Lynn  Temple  Jones,  chairman  of 
the  committee,  admitted  that  "this  is 
not  a  great  report.  . .  .but  it  is  an  honest 
report.  We're  going  to  have  to  accept 
each  other's  diversities." 

The  adopted  report  declared,  "If 
there  are  those  who  cannot  in  con- 
science accept  such  diversities  as  now

MISSISSIPPI  REVISITED 

Another  ad  interim  committee,  on 
Mississippi  Visitation,  which  had  been 
appointed  to  look  into  problems  in  the 
Synod  of  Mississippi,  reported  that 
synod  meetings  are  now  conducted  in  a 
better  spirit;  ministerial  candidates  are 
examined  fairly ;  and  members  are  work- 
ing toward  fairness  and  justice  in  setting 
up  committees  and  selecting  commis- 
sioners to  General  Assembly. 

In  receiving  the  report,  the  Assembly 
pledged  its  prayers  for  the  synod,  and 
urged  the  synod's  Pastoral  Committee 
to  "actively  pursue  goals  of  fairness, 
justice,  and  brotherliness." 

When  it  adopted  the  report  of  the 
Standing  Committee  on  the  Board  of 
National  Ministries,  the  Assembly 
placed  its  approval  on  continuing  both 
traditional  and  innovative  forms  of 
evangelism. 

The  Assembly  asked  the  Board  to 
study  the  speciflc  role  of  nreaching 
evangelists,  as  seen  in  Scripture,  and  in 
their  relation  in  the  past  to  presbyteries 
and  synods.

The  Rev.  E.  Lee  Stoffel,  Th.D., 
minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Charlotte,  N.C.,  was 
elected  Modsrator-in-nomination 
of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  for 
1971  at  the  157th  meeting  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  in 
Burlington,  June  23,  1970. 

Dr.  Stoffel,  Chairman  of  Synod's 
Council  from  1963  to  1967,  has  been 
pastor  of  the  Charlotte  church 
since  1955. 

He  is  a  native  of  Lristol, 
Tennessee,  where  he  was  born 
January  2, 1923,  the  son  of  Clarence 
Jerome  and  Wattie  Mae  Leonard 
Stoffel. 

He  holds  a  B.A.  degree  from 
Kings  College,  1944;  and  the 
following  degrees  from  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia: 
B.D.,  1947,  ThM,  1948,  Th.D.,  1950. 
He  did  postgraduate  work  at  the 
University  of  Tennessee  and  both 
Davidson  College  and  Kings 
College  conferred  the  honorary 
Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  on  him 
respectively  in  1956  and  1957. 

Dr.  Stoffel  is  married  to  the 
former  Betty  Carlyle  Williams  of 
Richmond,  Virginia  (May  20, 
1947),  and  they  have  the  following 
children:  Robert  Carlyle,  Betty 
Lee,  Ernest  Lee,  Jr.,  and  Bonnie 
MacLeod. 

Dr.  Stoffel  was  ordained  by  West 
Hanover  Presbytery  on  April  27, 
1947.  From  1946  to  1948  he  was  an 
instructor  in  the  Seminary  during 
which  time  he  served  the  Waddell 
Memorial  Church  at  Rapidan, 
Virginia.  From  1940  to  1951  he  was 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Maxton,  N.C.  and  from 
1951  to  1954  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Florence, 
Alabama. 

He  is  author  of  several  books.  He 
conducts  a  television  program 
from  his  church  every  Sunday 
morning. 


Synod  Meeting 
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the  fall  or  winter  for  meaningful 
discussion  of  the  moral  and 
political  issues  of  the  war"  in  the 
light  of  Christian  faitn.

Higher  Education  Study  Received 

Dr.  William  M.  Roberts, 
chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  on  Educational 
Institutions,  presented  the  study 
made  by  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on 
Higher  Education.  In  adopting  the 
report.  Synod  called  on  its  colleges 
to  spell  out  (1)  a  clear  delineation 
of  the  educational  mission  to  which 
the  college  is  committed;  (2)  its 
commitment  to  serious 
engagement  with  the  Judeo- 
Christian  tradition  as  this  tradition 
may  inform  both  the  educational 
program  and  the  institutional  life 
in  all  of  its  o^pects;  (3)  a  statement 
which  estabi  shes  ■  ith  clarity  the 
focal  point  o'  nv.rnance;  (4)  a 
means  through  %  ch  '.here  ir..-,  be 
on-going  converjai.'on,  exchange, 
and  criticism  between  churches 
and  college;   and   (5)   ways  of 

landing  mutual  relationships  of 
tiuat  botween  the  institutions  and 
the  judicatories  which  appoint  the 


trustees. 

Poverty  and  Hunger 
The  Permanent  Committee  on 
Church  and  Society  through  its 
chairman,  the  Rev.  Robert  H. 
Ramey,  presented  two  papers  on 
the  subject  of  hunger,  one  of  which 
was  offered  as  a  part  of  the  report 
and  written  by  Dr.  Olson  Huff,  a 
Charlotte  pediatrition  and  a 
member  of  the  Forest  Hill 
Presbyterian  Church.  The  other 
paper,  bearing  the  title  of 
"Poverty  and  Hunger",  prepared 
by  Dr.  Joseph  T.  Drake,  Professor 
and  chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Sociology,  Davidson  College,  was 
approved  for  study  by  all  sessions 
of  Presbyterian  churches  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carohna. 

Address  on  "Drugs" 
Dr.  Harvey  B.  Kornegay, 
Chairman  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  Christianity  and 
Health,  addressed  Synod  on  the 
subject  of  "Drugs",  and  Synod 
ordered  copies  of  the  address  be 
made  available  for  distribution.  By 
efforts  of  Dr.  Kornegay  the  SBI 
had  a  display  on  drugs. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Christianity  and  Health  was 
adopted  after  slight  am- 
mendments,  and 
recommendations  (1)  encourages 
ministers  to  have  physical 
examinations  every  two  years 
prior  to  age  40  and  annually 
thereafter;  (2)  urges  Presbytery 
committees  on  candidates  to 
require  psychiatric  and  physical 
examinations  of  all  candidates; 
and  (3)  urges  that  the  courts  of  the 
churches  be  encouraged  to  invite 
speakers  to  address  the  courts  on 
the  subject  of  Christianity  and 
Health. 

Other  Actions  of  Synod

the  Department  of  Sociology, 
University  of  North  Carolina, 
Chapel  Hill. 

The  report  was  presented  by  the 
Rev.  A.E.  Dimmock,  in  absence  of 
the  chairman,  the  Rev.  J.V.  C.

chartered  in  North  Carolina. 

At  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  1969, 
the  Permanent*  Committee  on 
Bequests  and  Deferred  Gifts, 
reported  through  its  Chairman, 
Mr.  Archie  W.  McLean  of  Rocky 


Mount,  that  a  "feasibility 
foundation  study"  had  been 
completed,  and  in  view  of  the 
positive  findings,  recommended 
that  Synod  approve  of 
incorporating  the  Foundation. 
Synod  approved  "subject  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  plan  by  the 
agencies  and  institutions  of  Synod 
involved". 

Subsequently  thereto,  after 
numerous  meetings  and  thorough 
evaluation  and  re-evaluation  of  an 
instrument,  drawn  up  by  Attorney 
Thomas  L.  Young  of  Rocky  Mount, 
the  proposed  "Articles"  and  "By 
Laws"  were  presented  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  North 
Carolina,  who  issued  the  formal 
Charter. 

Synod  also  approved  of 
establishing  a  Foundation  Facility, 
to  be  located  in  Raleigh,  with  a 
paid  Director. 

The  following  Agencies  and 
Institutions  of  Synod  underwrote 
the  cost  of  the  feasibility  study,  and 
the  same  agencies  and 
institutions,  together  with  appro- 
ximately thirty  individuals 
have  underwritten  a  portion  of  the 
cost  of  operating  the  Foundation 
Facility  for  the  first  three  years: 
Davidson  College,  Queens  College, 
St.  Andrews  College,  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  the 
Children's  Home  at  Barium 
Springs,  the  Presbyterian  Home, 
and  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Church  Extension. 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  Synod,  a 
Board  of  Directors  was  elected, 
and  when  the  paper  went  to  press, 
the  Board  was  scheduled  to  meet 
late  in  July  for  the  purpose  of 
organization.

YOUTH  DELEGATES  IN  '71 

A  histonc  step  toward  bridging  the 
generation  gap  was  taken  Wednesday. 
By  a  lopsided  vote  of  345-34,  commis- 
sioners agreed  to  permit  the  denomi- 
nation's 73  presbyteries  to  send  one 
delegate  each  to  next  year's  annual 
meeting  at  Massanetta  Springs,  Va. 

The  youth  delegates  will  be  per- 
mitted to  jom  in  floor  debate,  without 
vote,  and  will  have  voting  privileges  in 
standing  committees. 

A  perennial  move  to  withdraw  the 
denomination  from  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  was  defeated, 
245-156.  T  his  reportedly  was  the  largest 
vote  in  10  years  against  continuing 
membership  in  the  National  Council. 

The  entire  matter  dealing  with 
whether  or  not  rules  regarding  youth 
delegates  will  be  on  an  annual  or  perma- 
nent basis  was  referred  to  the  Perma- 
nent Judicial  Commission  for  study  and 
report  to  the  1971  Assembly  on  what 
procedure  will  be  used  to  determine 
legal  changes. 

The  Rev.  M.  Buie  Seawell,  from 
Raleigh,  N.C,  an  area  with  a  number  of 
colleges  and  universities,  presented  the 
resolution.  He  called  the  step  "a  great 
witness  to  the  Church." 

Dr.  Wallace  Alston  of  Decatur,  Ga., 
president  of  Agnes  Scott  College,  speak- 
ing on  behalf  of  the  change  for  youth 
delegates,  said  "Acceptance  of  the  reso- 
lution is  symbolic  of  this  General 
Assembly's  interest  in  young  people." 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT 

Initial  steps  were  taken  at  Wednesday 
evening's  session  for  optional  abolition 
of  the  Board  of  Deacons  by  a  congrega- 
tion. 

To  set  the  procedure  in  motion,  the 
Assembly  approved  a  recommendation 
that  the  Church  constitution  be 
amended  to  read,  "A  congregation  by  a 
majority  vote  may  elect  not  to  use  the 
office  of  deacon.  In  such  a  case,  or  in 
the  case  where  deacons  cannot  be 
secured,  the  function  of  the  office  shall 
always  be  preserved  and  shall  devolve 
upon  the  ruling  elders  and  the  Session." 

The  proposed  amendment  now  goes 
to  the  presbyteries  for  their  advice  and 
consent. 

MACKENZIE  CASE 

The  General  Assembly  Thursday 
refused  to  hear  and  make  final  dis- 
position of  the  controversial  confirma- 
tion and  Ucensing  of  a  Presbyterian 
minister  as  a  lay  reader  in  the  Episcopal 
Church. 


Hanover  Presbytery  had  asked 
Assembly's  help  in  clarifying  the  status 
of  Dr.  J.  A.  Ross  Mackenzie  of  Union 
Seminary,  Richmond,  as  a  minister  in 
the  denomination. 

The  issue  was  referred  back  to  Han- 
over Presbytery  after  refusing  to  hear  it 
"because  advice  or  comment  may  prej- 
udice the  work  of  the  Inter-Church 
Relations  Committee"  as  it  seeks  to 
study  barriers  in  Presbyterian-Episcopal 
relationships  and  how  barriers  to  inter- 
communion may  be  removed. 

A  resolution  urging  establishment  of 
an  Administrative  Commission  to 
receive  ministers  and  churches  which  do 
not  desire  to  be  a  part  of  a  union 
presbytery  was  referred  to  the  Perma- 
nent Judicial  Commission  for  study  and 
recommendation  to  the  1971  Assembly. 

RESTRUCTURING  DELAYED 

The  restructuring  of  synods  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S.  will  be 
delayed  at  least  a  year.  Dr.  R.  Matthew 
Lynn,  immediate  past  moderator  of  the 
Assembly,  touched  off  lengthy  debate 
Thursday  with  his  motion  to  approve 
the  principle  of  restructuring  presented 
in  the  report  of  the  Ad  Interim  Commit- 
tee on  Restructuring  Synods  and  Pres- 
byteries. 

If  the  Lynn  motion  had  carried,  the 
boundaries  of  synods  would  have  been 
changed  to  create  8  synods  out  of  the 
existing  15.  However,  an  amendment, 
later  superseded  by  another  amend- 
ment, became  the  action  of  the  court. 

An  amendment  was  offered  by 
Henry  Chambers  of  Charleston  Presby- 
tery (S  C.)  to  abandon  the  restructuring 
plans  and  dismiss  the  committee  with 
thanks. 

WHAT  ACTION  PROVIDES 

The  motion  that  carried,  213-203,  - 
an  amendment  to  the  amendment  -  was 
introduced  by  Hugh  MtClure  of  Con- 
garee  Presbytery.  It  recognized  a  need 
for  restructuring;  suggested  the  use  of 
the  ad  interim  committee  report  as  a 
guide  for  study  by  synods  and  presby- 
teries, asked  for  specific  recommenda- 
tions from  individuals,  presbyteries,  and 
synods  by  Oct.  1 ;  asked  the  ad  interim 
committee  to  restudy  the  entire  matter; 
and  ordered  the  committee  to  make  its 
report  available  90  days  prior  to  the 
Assembly  to  which  it  will  report. 

NO  M.L.K.  SERVICE  REGRETS 

The  court  rejected  a  resolution 
signed  by  14  commissioners  which 
asked  the  Assembly  to  express  regret 
that  a  service  of  memorial  was  held  for 
Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr. 
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Vallotton  Visit 

Provokes 
Bible  Burning 

During  the  past  spring  Miss 
Annie  Vallotton,  native  of 
Lausanne,  Switzerland,  an 
illustrator  of  Today's  English 
Version  of  the  New  Testament, 
Good  News  for  Modern  Man,  was 
guest  of  some  of  the  Presbyterials 
of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  She 
received  special  welcome  in 
Concord  Presbyterial,  under  the 
aegis  of  Mrs.  W.S.  Swaim  of 
Salisbury,  President  of  Concord 
Presbyterial. 

As  the  result  of  Miss  Vallotton's 
visit  in  Concord  Presbytery, 
during  which  time  she  made 
twenty-three  appearances  for 
numerous  ecumenical  groups, 
speaking  to  104  churches,  the 
Reverend  H.  Lloyd  Walters,  Pastor 
of  the  Gordon  Heights  Baptist 
Church  of  Salisbury,  called  a  rally 
of  interested  persons  for  a 
"General  Gospel  Meeting"  for  the 
purpose  of  burning  copies  of  the 
modern  version  of  the  New 
Testament. 

Actually  only  a  small  number  of 
persons  attended  the  rally  and 
instead  of  burning  copies  of  the 
Testaments,  they  were  buried. 

Miss  Vallotton,  accompanied  by 
her  friend.  Miss  Annie  Lelu,  made 
two  television  appearances  and 
autographed  about  1,000  copies  of 
Good  News,  as  well  as  hundreds  of 
copies  of  her  book.  Priority. 

As  the  result  of  her  visit, 
churches  and  individuals  raised 
sufficient  funds  to  distribute  40,000 
copies  of  Good  News  for  Modern 
Man,  enough  for  each  home  in 
Iredell  County. 

According  to  Mrs.  Swaim,  who 
accompanied  "the  two  Annies", 
more  than  1,000  miles  was  covered 
by  car  "at  the  most  beautiful  time 
of  the  year"  and  the  "two  Annies 
fell  in  love  with  North  Carolina  and 
the  North  Carolinians". 

Subsequent  to  the  North 
Carolina  visit.  Miss  Vallotton 
attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Bible  Society  in  New 
York.  In  addition,  she  has  visited 
Philadelphia,  Cleveland,  and 
Chicago,  where  she  received  the 
1970  Gutenburg  Bible  Award. 

The  Good  News  for  Modern  Man 
is  published  by  the  American  Bible 
Society,  and  for  some  time  was  a 
"best  seller".

ASSEMBLY  IN  BRIEF 
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The  court  "forcefully  declared"  the 
resolution  to  be  out  of  keeping  with  the 
spirit  of  Christian  love. 

A  commissioner  who  "wished  a  thou- 
sand times  he  had  not  signed  the  resolu- 
tion" was  flowed  to  withdraw  his  name 
from  it.  Asking  the  Assembly's  forgive- 
ness, the  Assembly  responded  with 
standing  ovation. 

THE  CLOCK  ON  THE  WALL 

As  the  clock  ticked  away  the  last 
hours  of  the  last  day  of  the  General 
Assembly,  Friday,  the  thinning  collec- 
tion of  commissioners  worked  under 
tension  to  complete  the  business  of  the 
110th  annual  meeting  of  the  Presby- 
terian high  court. 

Commissioners  voted  a  benevolence 
budget  for  1971  of  $8.5  million.  A  total 
of  $7,394,370.39  was  received  in  1969. 
Dr.  Lawrence  Stell,  executive  secretary 
of  the  General  Council,  also  reported 
that  contributions  to  the  Presbyterian 
Development  Fund  have  now  passed  the 
$12-million  minimum  goal,  with  gifts 
totaling  $12,209,416.- 

Acting  on  an  amendment  offered  by 
James  Wharton  of  John  Knox  Presby- 
tery, the  Assembly  voted  213-162  to  set 
guidelines  for  its  boards  and  agencies 
which  desire  to  make  financial  contribu- 
tions to  non-PCUS  agencies. 

Such  agencies  must  assist  the  boards 
in  carrying  out  Assembly-assigned  tasks. 
They  must  not  operate  in  a  manner 
contrary  to  board  manuals.  Their 
records  must  be  open,  and  relationships 
between  them  and  the  boards  must  be 
re-evaluated  each  year. 

The  way  was  cleared  for  devising  a 
plan  to  place  the  official  magazine  of 
the  church,  PRESBYTERIAN 
SURVEY,  into  every  home  of  Presby- 
terian constituents.  For  the  first  time 
the  SURVEY  was  also  placed  in  the 
benevolence  budget  of  the  Assembly, 
for  $150,000.  Heretofore,  underwriting 
has  been  supplied  by  other  boards  and 
agencies. 

THE  WORLD'S  ON  FIRE!' 

Speaking  to  an  Assembly-approved 
Hunger  Priority,  Dr.  David  W.  A. 
Taylor,  chairman  of  the  Task  Force  on 
World  Hunger,  toid  the  commissioners, 
"the  world's  on  fire!"  He  said  there  is 
now  more  hunger  than  in  all  the  world's 
history,  and  called  on  Presbyterians  to 
help  eliminate  the  causes  of  hunger. 

Suggesting  practical  things  church- 
men can  do,  he  advised  teaching  people 
to  care,  encouraging  them  to  demon- 
strate their  capacity  to  care,  and  recom- 
mended that  they  study  the  "Report  of

the  Religious  Action  Task  Force  to  the 
White  House  Conference  on  Food, 
Nutrition,  and  Health." 

"Goals  for  Mission  in  the  70's"  to  be 
implemented  by  the  boards  and  agencies 
encompassed  three  areas:  realization  of 
meaning  and  purpose  in  life;  reconcili- 
ation of  man  to  God,  to  self  and  to  one 
another;  and  renewal  of  the  church  for 
confronting  the  challenges  of  the  world 
today. 

The  Assembly  continued  an  inter- 
board  crisis  committee,  and  urged  pres- 
byteries to  establish  similar  facilities  for 
dealing  with  crisis  situations  within  their 
bounds. 

BLACK  CAUCUS  ENDORSED 

The  Assembly  gave  endorsement  to 
the  Caucus  of  Black  Presbyterians, 
urged  denominational  agencies  to  pro- 
vide $25,000  operational  expenses  and 
okayed  a  special  offering  for  Oct.  18  for 
additional  support. 

A  move  to  raise  the  immediate  fund- 
ing to  $36,900  from  Assembly  agencies 
and  to  place  the  black  caucus  in  the 
1971  benevolence  budget  for  $150,900 
was  overwhelmingly  defeated. 

The  caucus  was  requested  "to  com- 
municate to  the  General  Assembly 
through  the  General  Council  by  submit- 
ting an  annual  report  for  informational 
purposes,  including  the  treasurer's 
report  and  audit. 

From  the  special  offering,  the  caucus 
was  requested  "to  designate  an  appro- 
priate amount  ...  as  well  as  funds  made 
available  for  operational  expenses,  to  be 
used  in  the  Southwest  Minority  Presby- 
terian Leadership." 

The  group,  under  the  Caucus  of 
Black  Presbyterians,  includes  black  and 
brown  Presbyterians. 

A  paper  called  "Black  Expectations," 
was  received  for  printing  in  the  minutes 
and  commended  "for  thoughtful  and 
prayerful  consideration  by  the  whole 
church." 


The  caucus  supersedes  the  Black 
Presbyterian  Leadership  Conference, 
formed  last  September  at  an  Atlanta 
meeting  of  100  black  ministers  and 
leaders. 

Caucus  chairman  Lawrence  Haygood 
of  Tuskegee,  Ala.,  said  he  was  not 
"exactly  overjoyed  by  the  action,  but 
it's  a  good  beginning.  At  least,  they've 
shown  concern  for  the  black  problem." 

In  other  action,  the  Assembly 
assigned  to  the  General  Council,  "the 
area  of  Environmental  Stewardship." 

BOARD  MEETINGS  OPENED 

The  Assembly  said  yes  to  an  overture 
that  it  direct  agencies  and  committees 
to  open  their  meetings  to  the  general 
public  except  in  instances  when  matters 
would  be  of  "personal  and  delicate 
nature."  Audits  of  financial  affairs  of 
the  boards,  agencies  and  committees 
will  be  open  to  designated  representa- 
tives of  church  courts.  This  killed  a 
request  that  audits,  too,  would  be  avail- 
able to  the  public. 

Commissioners  affirmed  the  right  of 
staff  members  of  boards  and  agencies  to 
act  as  individual  citizens  in  Christian 
conscience  and  not  "necessarily  repre- 
senting views  of  boards  and  agencies 
they  serve"  when  participating  in  public 
activities  and  controversial  matters.  But 
when  staffers  are  participants  as  "repre- 
sentatives" of  their  boards  and  agencies, 
the  board  or  agency  should  exercise 
responsibility  to  affirm  this  to  the 
Church. 

in  a  last-minute  supplemental  report 
from  the  committee  on  Inter-Church 
Comity  and  Union,  a  resolution  was 
referred  to  the  ad  interim  committees 
on  Union  with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  the  Consultation  on 
Church  Union,  that  they  incorporate  in 
their  plans,  an  alternate  arrangement  for 
synods,  presbyteries  and  local  churches 
which  are  unwilling  to  enter  such 
mergers.

Abortion,  alcohol  and  the  war  in 
Southeast  Asia  took  command  of  a 
[leavy  docket  that  pushed  the 
\ssembly  late  into  the  night 
rhursday. 

Some  of  the  most  heated  debates 
)f  the  entire  week  came  to  the  floor 
n  the  report  of  the  Standing 
IJommittee  on  Church  and  Society. 

One  of  the  longest  arguments 
lared  up  over  a  paper  on  abortion. 
iVhen  adopted,  the  amended 
statement  declared:  The  "willful 
:ermination  of  pregnancy  by 
nedical  means  on  the  considered 
lecision  of  a  pregnant  woman  may 
m  occasion  be  morally 
ustifiable." 

The  committee  emphasized  that 
he  rights  of  the  mother,  her  family 
md  society,  as  well  as  the  rights  of 
he  fetus  should  be  considered  in 
»ch  case. 

Possible  justifying 
:ircumstances,  the  Assembly  said, 
vould  include  the  socio-economic

•esult  of  rape  or  incest,  and

The  original  paper  took  the 
position  that  laws  should  be 
changed  to  make  abortion  a 
medical  decision,  resting  "solely  in 
the  hands  of  the  patient  and  her 
licensed  doctor." 

A  series  of  parliamentary 
procedures  resulted  in  an  amended 
report  on  the  war  in  Southeast 
Asia.  Commissioner  James  C. 
Berbiglia,  a  military  chaplain 
from  Southwest  Presbytery 
(Texas),  won  approval  of  his  brief 
statement  which  expressed 
"dismay"  of  continuing  war  in 
Southeast  Asia. 

It  urged  the  U.  S.  government  to 
continue  and  if  possible, 
accelerate,  withdrawal  of 
American  troops  from  Southeast 
Asia  and  announce  an  intention  to 
provide  economic  aid  for 
reconstruction  of  the  countries 
involved. 

A  relaxation  on  the  church's 
former  position  on  drinking  was 
approved.

First  Union 
Presbytery 

Columbia,  Mo.,--(PN) 
Northeast  Missouri  Presbytery  has 
become  the  first  union  Presbytery 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S. 
and  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  A. 

Approval  was  given  March  12  at 
a  joint  meeting  of  the  two  Synods  at 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Columbia,  Missouri,  and  the  new 
union  Presbytery  has  13,000 
members  in  80  churches.  Under 
terms  of  the  plan  of  union,  all 
churches  and  all  members  will  be 
affiliated  with  both  denominations, 
and  the  Presbytery  will  be  a 
member  of  both  Synods  and  both 
General  Assemblies. 

The  newly-formed  Presbytery 
met  and  elected  Rev.  John  Jates 
(UP-USA),  Professor  Emeritus  of 
Bible  and  Philosophy  at 
Westminster  College,  Fulton,  as 
Moderator,  and  the  Rev.  Orin 
Graff,  Pastor  of  the  First  Church  in 
Kirksville  (UP-USA),  Stated 
Clerk. 

Also  approved  was  the  future 
mergers  of  the  Presbyteries  of 
Southwest  Missouri  and  Northwest 
Missouri.

General 
Assembly  News 

An  urgent  plea  has  been  made  to 
Presbyterian  U.S.  congregations 
for  relief  funds  to  aid  victims  of  the 
earthquake  which  rocked  Peru  on 
May  31.  The  Board  has  already 
sent  $10,000  from  the  1970  Easter 
Offering,  and  Presbyterians  are 
asked  to  send  their  contributions  to 
Rev.  L.  Alex  McCutchen,  Board  of 
World  Missions,  Nashville, 
Tennessee  37202,  to  be  forwarded 
directly  to  the  Church  World 
Service.  Church  World  Service  has 
appealed  to  all  U.S.  Churches  for 
donations  toward  a  goal  of  at  least 
$1,500,000  from  constitutents  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches. 

Mrs.  William  A.  Benfield, 
Mother  of  the  Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly,  died  June  21  in 
Charleston,  West  Virginia. 

Dr.  John  W.  Lancaster,  Pastor  of 
Houston's  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  is  the  new  Chairman  of  the 
Presbyterian  Survey;  and  Mrs. 
Grace  Overholser  of  Laurinburg, 
N.  C,  was  elected  Vice-chairman. 

Another  severe  curtailment  of 
services,  program  and  personnel 
of  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education,  Richmond,  Va.,  was 
announced  in  June.  Meeting  in 
special  session  to  deal  with  its 
serious  financial  plight,  the  Board 
voted  to  reduce  the  staff  positions 
from  the  present  level  of  105  to  an 
estimated  74  by  January,  1972.  This 
is  the  second  major  cutback  in  the 
past  year. 

The  General  Assembly 
Treasurer  reported  that,  as  of  July 
10,  benevolent  contributions  this 
year  total  $3,549,233.59  or  39.19 
percent  of  the  1970  budget.  For  the 
same  period  last  year  a  total  of 
$3,370,906.17  or  37.22  percent  of  the 
1969  budget  had  been  received. 


Damaged  By  Fire 

Whiteville's  First  Presbyterian 
Church  recently  sustained  fire  and 
smoke  damage  which  is  expected 
to  run  into  thousands  of  dollars. 

The  Minister  of  the  Church,  Rev. 
Robert  K.  Spence,  said  there  was 
no  suspicion  of  foul  play  as  firemen 
found  all  doors  and  windows  locked 
upon  arrival.  The  blaze  in  the 
kitchen  area  was  attributed  to  a 
malfunctioning  gas  water  heater.

Editorial — 
The  Role  Of  History 

We  live  in  a  time  when  many 
would  ignore  and  discount  history. 
A  few  years  ago  it  was  popular  to 
debunk  history.  Today,  there  are 
those  who  would  destroy  it 
entirely,  recall  Los  Angeles, 
Newark,  and  Detroit.  However,  to 
follow  this  to  its  logical 
conclusions,  everything  should  be 
destroyed,  for  history  is  the  sum 
total  of  everything  up  to  this 
moment,  including  the  latest  meals 
we  have  devoured  and  the  very 
thoughts  in  our  minds.  Someone 
has  said,  Civilization  is  trans- 
portation"; therefore,  the  nihil- 
istic philosophy,  of  destruction,  so 
prevalent  today,  if  accepted  and 
acted  upon,  would  immediately 
destroy  ail  forms  of  transportation. 

We  should  not  discredit  all 
activism.  Our  quarrel  with  the 
younger  generation  and  some  of 
the  older,  who  ought  to  know 
better,  is  that  there  are  two  kinds 
of  activism  -  positive  and  negative. 
There  have  always  been  activists 
of  both  kinds.  Some  today  act  and 
talk  as  though  nothing  good  or 
worth-while  was  ever  accom- 
plished before  this  generation, 
which,  of  course,  is  not  according 
to  the  facts. 

Someone  has  well  said,  "A 
people  who  forget  the  noble  deeds 
of  their  ancestors  will  achieve 
nothing  worthy  to  be  remembered 
with  pride  by  remote 
descendants."  And  another; 
"History  has  lessons  to  be  learned. 
Penalties  must  be  endured  again 
and  again  for  not  learning  the 
lessons." 

There  must  always  be  both 
activists  and  historians.  They 
complement  one  another  as  history 
rolls  on. 

To  neglect  the  keeping  of  records 
could  lead  to  the  disappearance  of 
the  Christian  Gospels.  In  fact, 
there  is  some  evidence  that  there 
are  those  who  are  determined  on 
their  destruction.

(Citation  made  by  Miss  Mary 
Black  of  Davidson.  N.C.  on  the 
occasion  of  the  presentation  of  an 
Honorary  Life  Membership  and 
pin  to  Mrs.  Morrison,  during  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Women-of- 
the-Church  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Concord  on  April  22,  1970,  at 
Concord  Presbyterian  Church, 
Statesville,  N.C.) 

Ora,  daughter  of  A.  Clayton  and 
Jane  Gibson  Sharoe,  was  bom  in 
June,  1878,  in  Iredell  County,  North 
Carolina,  on  property  her 
ancestors  received  as  a  grant  from 
Lord  Granville.  She  was  educated 
in  the  public  schools  of  Iredell 
County,  Mitchell  College,- 
Statesville,  North  Carolina,  and 
the  Assembly's  Training  School 
(now  Presbyterian  School  of 
Oiristian  Education)  Richmond, 
Virginia. 

Her  father  was  a  member  of  the 
North  Carolina  House  of 
Representatives  in  1876  and  a  State 
Senator  in  1906.  She  said  her 
mother  "was  the  sweetest,  dearest 
ever."  Her  father  and  mother  were 
married  when  they  were  is 
and  15  years  old  and  celebrated 
their  golden  wedding  anniversary. 

On  her  deathbed,  a  sister-in-law 
requested  that  "Miss  Ora"  (as  she 
is  affectionately  called)  rear  her 
5-year-old  son  and  2-year-old 
daughter.  Besides  this 
responsibility  and  privilege,  she 
nursed  her  paralyzed  father  the 
last  five  years  of  his  life.  She  is  the 
last  member  of  the  family  of  ten 
boys  and  three  girls.  She  has  lived 
on  and  operated  the  farm  all  her 
life  except  for  a  few  years  when 
she  was  in  school.  Assistant  Dean 
at  Mitchell  College  and  a  short 
while  in  Colorado. 

Miss  Ora  resigned  Easter 
(March  29,  1970),  having 
completed  73  consecutive  years  as 
a  Sunday  School  teacher.  The  first 
class  was  a  group  of  young  girls, 
then  a  class  of  young  men,  finally 
the  Senior  Ladies  Class,  some  of 
whom,  now  grandmothers,  and 
great-grandmothers,  had  been  in 
the  girls'  class  years  before.  On  the 
60th  anniversary,  she  invited  the 
three  classes  and  their  husbands  or 
wives  to  her  home.  For  the  70th 
anniversary,  a  program  at  the 
Church  honored  her  and  the 
Sunday  School  presented  a  gold 
dish  with  the  dates  1896-1966. 

Although  Miss  Ora  declares  "it 
has  been  the  joy  of  my  life,  in  fact  it 
has  been  my  life  to  teach,"  she  has 
served  in  other  ways  in  her  local 
church,  Presbyterial,  and  in  the 
community.  For  over  50  years  she 
was  Historian  of  the  Women-of- 
the  Church,  Concord  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  continues  as  assistant, 
27  years  as  secretary  and 
Treasurer.  In  the  Women  of  the 
Church,  Concord  Presbytery,  she 
was  secretary  of  social  service  and 
chairman  of  District  II  for  a  total 
of  ten  years.  She  was  at  the 
organizational  meeting  of  Concord 
Presbyterial  (then  Woman's  Home 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Union  of 
Concord  Presbytery)  had  a  part  in 
the  Pageant,  A  Story  to  Tell, 
celebrating  the  50th  anniversary  in 
1956,  and  she  has  attended  nearly 
(65  years!)  every  meeting  of, 
Presbyterial  and  District  II.

Library  To  Be 
Dedicated 

The  new,  three-quarters  of  a 
million  dollar  library  at  Lees- 
McRae  College,  Banner  Elk  was 
dedicated  during  the  month  of 
April. 

The  modern  split-level  facility 
has  approximately  33,000  square 
feet,  and  the  library  capacity  is  for 
over  100,000  volumes.  There  are 
three  storage  rooms,  an  archives 
space,  a  small  auditorium  with  a 
seating  capacity  for  122  people, 
and  a  gallery -exhibit  area.  On  the 
second  floor  will  be  found  the 
Stirling  Collection  which  is  made 
up  of  materials  concerning  the 
Southern  Mountains.  Also  there 
are  seven  individual  study  rooms 
for  faculty  and  two  seminar  rooms 
for  group  study.  Included  with  a 
comfortable,  spacious  student 
study  lounge  is  a  faculty  lounge  - 
conference  room  combination 
which  will  accomodate  over  30 
people. 

Lees-McRae  President  Dr.  H.  E. 
Evans,  Jr.  said  that  the  new 
structure  actually  exceeds  all 
Southern  Association  of  Secondary 
Schools  and  Colleges  specifications 
by  requirements  of  capacity  to 
serve  one-fourth  of  the  student 
body;  25  square  feet  per  student 
study  area,  and  volume  and 
microfilm  holdings. 


I.  ARTICLES  OF  INCORPORATION 
OF 

SYNOD  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  PRESBYTERIAN  FOUNDATION, 

INC. 

A  NON-PROFIT  CORPORATION 

We,  the  undeisigned  natural  persons  of  the  age  of  21  years  or  more 
acting  as  incorporators  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  non-profit  corporation 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  as  contained  in  Chapter  55  A  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina,  entitled  "Non-Profit  Corporation 
Act",  and  the  several  amendments  thereto,  do  hereby  set  forth: 

1.  The  name  of  the  Corporation  is:  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
Presbyterian  Foundation,  Inc. 

2.  The  period  of  duration  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  perpetual. 

3.  The  purposes  for  which  the  Corporation  is  organized  are: 

(a)  To  promote  the  making  of  gifts  by  cash,  deed,  will,  annuities, 
life  insurance  or  otherwise  for  the  causes  and  objects  fostered  by 
the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  and  to  provide  a  way 
of  securing  greater  uniformity  of  purposes,  powers  and  duties  of 
administration  in  the  management  and  distribution  of  the  gifts 
so  made. 

(b)  To  receive,  own,  hold,  administer  and  distribute  gifts  of  any 
kind,  to  be  used  for  the  promotion  of  the  Presbyterian  causes  in 
general  or  any  specified  object  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

(c)  To  manage  funds  belonging  to  the  Synod  of  North  Carohna, 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  and  its  various  institutions, 
subdivisions,  and  agencies. 

(d)  In  connection  with  the  general  objectives  above  described  in 
Paragraphs  (a)  and  (b),  to  receive  and  maintain  a  fund  or  funds 
of  real  or  personal  property,  or  both,  and  subject  to  the 
restrictions  and  limitations  hereinafter  set  forth,  to  use  and 
apply  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  income  therefrom,  and  the 
principal  thereof,  exclusively  for  charitable,  religious,  scientific, 
literary  or  educational  purposes,  either  directly  or  by 
contributions  to  organizations  that  qualify  as  exempt 
organizations  under  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  and  its  regulations  as  they  now  exist  or  as  they  may 
hereafter  be  amended. 

(e)  No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  Corporation  shall  inure  to  tlie 
benefit  of  any  member,  director,  trustee  or  officer  of  the 
Corporation  or  any  private  individual  (except  that  reasonable 
compensation  may  be  paid  for  services  rendered  to  or  for  the 
Corporation  affecting  one  or  more  of  its  purposes),  and  no 
member,  director,  trustee,  or  officer  of  the  Corporation  shall 
receive  any  of  the  corporate  assets  on  dissolution  of  the 
Corporation.  No  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  the  carrying  on  of  propaganda  or  otherwise 
attempting  to  influence  legislation,  and  the  Corporation  shall  not 
participate  in  or  intervene  in  (including  the  publication  or 
distribution  of  statements)  any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of 
any  candidate  for  public  office. 

(0  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  the  certificate  the 
Corporation  shall  not  conduct  or  carry  on  activities  not 
permitted  to  be  conducted  or  carried  on  by  an  organization 
exempt  under  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
and  its  regulations  as  they  now  exist  or  as  they  may  hereafter  be 
amended,  or  by  an  organization,  contributions  to  which  are 
deductible  under  Section  170  (c)  (2)  of  such  Code  and 
regulations  as  they  now  exist  or  may  hereafter  be  amended. 

(g)  Upon  the  dissolution  of  the  Corjjoration.oi  the  .winding  up  of  its 
affairs  the  assets  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  distributed 
exclusively  to  charitable,  religious,  scientific,  literary  or 
educational  organizations  which  then  qualify  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
and  its  regulations  as  they  now  exist  or  as  they  may  hereafter  be 
amended,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  or  such  successor 
organization  as  fulfills  the  same  function  on  the  date  of 


distribution  that  said  Synod  fulfills  on  the  date  of  organization 
of  the  Corporation. 

As  a  means  of  accomplishing  the  foregoing  purposes,  the  Corporation 
shall  have  the  following  powers: 

(1)  To  accept,  require,  receive,  take  and  hold,  by  bequests,  devise, 
grant,  gift,  purchase,  exchange,  release  and  transfer,  judicial 
order  or  decree  or  otherwise,  for  any  of  its  objects  and  purposes 
any  property,  both  real  and  personal  of  whatever  kind  and 
nature,  or  description  and  wherever  situated. 

(2)  To  sell,  exchange,  convey,  mortgage,  lease,  transfer  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  any  such  property,  both  real  and  personal,  as  the 
objects  and  purposes  of  the  corporation  may  require,  subject  to 
such  limitations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

(3)  To  borrow  money  and  from  time  to  time  to  make,  accept, 
endorse,  execute  and  issue  bonds,  debentures,  promissory  notes 
and  bills  of  exchange  and  other  obligations  of  the  Corporation 
for  moneys  borrowed  and  in  payment  for  property  acquired  or 
for  any  of  the  other  purposes  of  the  corporation,  and  to  secure 
the  payment  of  any  such  obligations  by  mortgage,  pledge  and 
deed,  indenture,  agreement  or  other  instrument  of  trust,  or  by 
other  lien  upon,  assignment  of  or  agreement  in  regard  to  all  or 
any  part  of  the  property  rights  or  privileges  of  the  Corporation 
wherever  situated  whether  now  owned  or  hereafter  to  be 
acquired. 

(4)  To  invest  and  reinvest  its  funds  in  such  common  or  preferred 
stocks,  bonds,  debentures,  mortgages,  or  in  such  other  securities 
and  property  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  deem  advisable 
subject  to  the  limitations  and  conditions  contained  in  any 
bequest,  devise,  grant  or  gift,  provided  such  limitations  and 
conditions  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Section  501 
(c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  and  its  regulations  as  they 
now  exist  or  as  they  may  hereafter  be  amended. 

(5)  In  general  and  subject  to  such  limitations  and  conditions  as  are 
or  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  to  exercise  any  other  powers  which 
now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  conferred  by  law  upon  a 
corporation  organized  for  the  purpose  herein  set  forth,  or 
necessary  or  incidental  to  the  powers  so  conferred  or  conducive 
to  the  attainment  of  the  purposes  of  the  corporation,  subject  to 
the  further  limitation  and  condition  that  notwithstanding  any 
other  provisions  of  this  certificate,  only  such  powers  shall  be 
exercised  as  are  in  furtherance  of  the  tax  exempt  purposes  of  the 
corporation  and  as  may  be  exercised  by  an  organization  exempt 
under  Section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  and  its 
regulations  as  they  now  exist  or  as  they  may  hereafter  be 
amended  and  by  an  organization,  contributions  to  which  are 
deductable  under  Section  170  (c)  (2)  of  such  Code  and 
regulations  as  they  exist  or  as  they  may  hereafter  be  amended. 

4.  There  shall  be  no  members  of  the  Corporation. 

5.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Corporation  shall  consist  of 
fifteen  persons.  They  shall  be  elected  in  the  following  manner: 
The -incorporators  shall  serve  temporarily  as  directors  of  the 
Corporation  until  the  next  succeeding  session  of  the  Presbyterian 
Synod  of  North  Carohna  following  the  date  of  incorporation.  At 
the  next  Session  of  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
following  the  date  of  incorporation,  fifteen  Directors  shall  be 
elected  from  nominations  made  by  the  Synod's  Permanent 
Committee  on  Nominations.  Five  of  those  initially  so  selected 
shall  be  nominated  for  and  elected  to  a  one  year  term ;  five  shall 
be  nominated  for  and  elected  to  a  two  year  term;  and  five  shall 
be  nominated  for  and  elected  to  a  three  year  term. 

At  each  subsequent  regular  annual  session  of  the  Synod, 
directors  shall  be  elected  to  fill  the  vacancies  hereafter  annually 
occurring,  for  terms  of  three  years  each. 

Vacancies  on  .  the  Board  of  Directors  occurring  between  Sessions 
of  the  Synod,  shall  be  filled  by  vote  of  the  remaining  members 
of  the  Board  as  then  constituted,  the  person  so  elected  to  serve 
until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  elected,  subject  to 
ratification  by  Synod.

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POVERTY  and  HUNGER 


By  Dr.  Joseph  T.  Drake 


This  paper  was  presented  to 
Synod  by  the  Permanent 
Committee  on  Church  and  Society. 
Synod  did  not  adopt  this  paper,  but 
another  on  "Hunger"  by  Olaf  Huff, 
M.  D.,  which  appears  in  the 
Minutes  of  Synod). 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  talk 
about  famine,  starvation  and 
malnutrition  without  talking  about 
the  population  explosion  and  what 
we  are  doing  to  the  planet  in  the 
way  of  pollution  and  too  rapid  use 
of  our  natural  resources.  It  is 
difficult  to  talk  about  poverty  in 
this  country  and  this  state  without 
being  concerned  with  poverty  and 
its  consequences  in  other  states 
and  other  nations. 

Perhaps  the  best  starting  point  is 
to  try  to  indicate  the  extent  of  the 
problem  of  poverty  in  this  state 
and  in  this  nation;  to  try  to  show 
what  some  of  the  effects  of  poverty 
are;  to  indicate  what  programs 
have  been  tried  in  the  past  to  solve 
these  problems;  why  and  where 
these  programs  seem  to  have 
failed;  the  attitude  of  some  of  the 
nonpoor  toward  the  poor  and 
toward  the  programs;  what  some 
of  the  possible  solutions  might  be 
and  finally  to  review  the  problem 
of  world  hunger  and  the  prospects 
which  lie  ahead. 

It  needs  to  be  said  at  the  outset 
that  hunger  in  this  country  is 
largely  the  result  of  poverty  which 
means,  of  course,  that  it  is  not  food 
alone  of  which  people  are  deprived. 
Furthermore,  poverty  is  a  relative 
matter.  Even  the  poorest  people  in 
this  country  have  a  high  level  of 
living  when  compared  with  their 
grandparents,  and  most  certainly 
when  compared  to  some  people 
today  in  India,  Africa,  Brazil. 
However,  poverty  in  the  midst  of 
plenty  is  much  harder  to  bear  than 
it  is  when  the  only  thing  to  be  seen 
is  poverty  and  famine.  Hunger 
gnaws  much  deeper  when  the 
hungry  person  is  aware  that  others 
have  bread  enough  to  to  spare. 

II 

It  is  difficult  to  define  how  much 
poverty  there  is  in  this  country. 
What  may  be  disastrous  poverty 
for  you  may  not  be  for  others.  A 
family  might  be  living  in  relative 
comfort  this  year  and  be  struck  by 
any  number  of  catastrophes  next 
year:  death  or  crippling  of  the 
breadwinner,  a  long  and  costly 
illness  of  any  family  member,  loss 
ol  job,  destruction  of  the  home  by 
fire,  etc.  Therefore,  within  any 
year,  a  large  number  of  people 
may  rise  out  of  poverty  while  an 
equal  or  greater  number  might 
sink  into  it. 

The  measurement  of  poverty  in 
this  country  is  one  which  has  been 
worked  out  by  governmental 
agencies.  Each  year  it  is  revised  to 
take  into  account  the  rising  costs  of 
various  goods,  differences  in 
family  size  and  whether  or  not  the 
family  lived  in  a  rural  or  an  urban 
area.  The  budget  was  set  up  on  the 
basis  of  what  a  family  would  spend 
on  food  if  it  were  temporarily 
forced  to  reduce  spending  for  food, 
but  still  would  have  enough  to  buy 
well-balanced  meals. 

In  order  to  live  on  this  budget, 
the  family  would  have  to  do 
without  many  things  families  with 
average  incomes  would  consider 
necessities;  things  such  as  a  car, 
dessert  after  meals,  school 
supplies  for  children,  a  bed  for 
each  member  of  the  family,  and 
occasional  recreation  such  as  a 
movie,  magazines,  and 
newspapers.  The  budget  allows 
only  $1.00  per  day  for  food  per 
person. 

Such  a  budget  calls  for  skills  in 
meal  planning  and  buying  that  are 
rare  at  any  level.  This  budget 
makes  no  allowance  for 
transportation  needs,*  so  if  the 
father  or  mother  work,  money  has 
to  be  taken  from  some  other  item. 
There  are,  in  short,  many  items  for 
which  no  money  is  budgeted 


although  these  items  may  be 
necessary.  Money  for  other  things 
has  to  be  taken  out  of  money 
earmarked  for  the  basic 
necessities.  As  one  poor  person 
said,  "I  either  eat  good  and  smeU 
bad,  or  smell  good  and  don't  eat." 

By  latest  counts,  there  were 
nearly  25  million  people  in  this 
country  living  in  more  than  5 
million  families  whose  income  was 
below  the  poverty  level  set  by  the 
government.  Nearly  half  of  the 
poor  families  had  incomes  which 
were  more  than  $1,000  below  the 
official  poverty  level.  It  is  true  that 
the  number  of  people  living  below 
this  level  has  declined  since  1958, 
but  the  number  is  still  quite  large. 
This  number  represents  about  one 
in  every  ten  families  .in  this 
country  in  1969,  whereas  the 
number  was  one  in  five  in  1958. 

Ill 

Look  briefly  at  the  problem  of 
how  the  poor  survive.  As  far  as 
food  is  concerned,  very  little  meat 
is  bought  -  then  oidy  the  less 
expensive  cuts.  Stale  bread,  wilted 
vegetables,  and  damaged  canned 
goods  are  bought.  Use  is  also  made 
of  surplus  commodities  when  they 
are  available  and  when  the  poor 
can  find  a  way  to  get  them.  If  the 
county  where  they  live  has  food 
stamps  and  if  they  have  the  money 
to  buy  the  stamps,  families  can  be 
helped. 

Medical  care  for  the  poor  is 
lacking,  especially  when  clinics 
are  located  across  town  in  middle 
class  white  neighborhoods. 
Prenatal  clinics,  well  or  sick  child 
clinics  may  be  difficult  or 
impossible  to  reach,  and  many 
poor  do  not  like  to  go  to  them 
because  of  the  uncertainty  of  how 
they  will  be  treated. 

Housing  for  the  poor  is 
substandard,  often  lacking  any 
modern  plumbing  facilities. 
Sometime  the  roof  leaks,  windows 
are  out  and  the  buildings  are  rat 
and  roach  infested.  Both  houses 
and  neighborhoods  are  crowded  - 
sometimes  as  many  or  more  than 
1000  poor  people  live  in  one  city 
block.  This  kind  of  crowding  has 
severe  effects  on  mental  and 
physical  health  as  well  as  on  social 
and  behavioral  patterns. 

Finally,  the  quality  of  life  is  hurt 
because,  in  our  age  and  time, 
almost  anything  takes  money  -  to 
go  to  school,  to  go  to  church,  to 
belong  to  the  scouts,  to  have  a  date, 
to  visit  relatives,  to  join  a  friend  for 
a  coke  and  hamburger,  to  buy  a 
book.  Poverty  settles  hke  a  paU 
over  the  lives  of  the  very  poor, 
shutting  them  off  from  contact 
with  everyone  but  others  who  are 
equally  poor,  killing  their  spirit 
and  casting  them  out  from  the 
community  of  human  life. 

The  poor  inhabit  a  different 
world  than  the  affluent,  prunarily 
because  they  lack  money.  Often 
they  live  an  isolated  existence  in 
rural  and  urban  pockets  of 
poverty.  But  most  of  them  do  not 
live  apart  from  the  larger  society 
in  terms  of  their  hopes  and 
aspirations.  Their  aspiration  for 
education  and  achievement  often 
differ  from  those  of  the  middle 
class  only  in  the  possibility  for 
realization.  They  are  living  poorly 
and  are  aware  of  it.  They  are 
generally  unhappy  with  their 
circumstances  and  would  prefer 
not  to  be  poor. 

Many  Americans  wonder  why 
the  poor  do  not  escape  from 
poverty.  The  answer  is  that  they 
usually  cannot  because  most  of 
them  are  already  doing  as  much  as 
they  can  do"  to  change  their 
conditions.  As  Michael  Harrington 
says:  "The  real  explanation  of  why 
the  poor  are  where  they  are  is  that 
they  made  the  mistake  of  being 
born  to  the  wrong  parents,  in  the 
wrong  section  of  the  country,  in  the 
wrong  industry,  or  in  the  wrong 
racial  or  ethnic  group.  Once  that 
mistake  has  been  made,  thev  could 


have  been  paragons  of  will  and 
morality,  but  most  of  them  would 
never  even  have  a  chance  to  get  out 
of  the  other  America. ..The  poor 
are  caught  in  a  vicious  circle.  Here 
is  one  of  the  most  familiar  forms  of 
the  vicious  circle  of  poverty.  The 
poor  get  sick  more  than  anyone 
else  in  the  society.  That  is  because 
they  live  in  slums,  jammed 
together  under  unhygienic 
conditions;  they  have  inadequate 
diets,  and  cannot  get  decent 
medical  care.  When  they  become 
sick,  they  are  sick  longer  than  any 
other  group  in  the  society.  Because 
they  are  sick  more  often  and  longer 
than  anyone  else,  they  lose  wages 
and  work,  and  find  it  difficult  to 
hold  a  steady  job.  And  because  of 
this,  they  cannot  pay  for  good 
housing,  for  a  nutritious  diet,  for 
doctors.  At  any  given  point  in  the 
circle,  particularly  when  there  is 
major  illness,  their  prospect  is  to 
move  to  an  even  lower  level  and 
begin  the  cycle,  round  and  round, 
toward  even  more  suffering." 

IV 

Who  are  the  poor?  More  often 
than  not,  we  read  and  hear  about 
the  large  number  of  people  who  are 
on  relief  or  public  assistance.  The 
argument  is  that  if  we  made  them 
go  to  work  everybody  would  be  that 
much  better  off,  they  would  be 
better  citizens  and  we  wouldn't 
have  to  pay  such  heavy  taxes.. 
How  true  is  the  implication  that  all 
poor  people  are  too  lazy  to  work 
and  that  they  are  all  on  some  kind 
of  relief  program?  Keep  in  mind 
that  there  are  about^  million  poor 
people,  or  5  million  families.  In 
North  Carolina  in  1960  in  45 
counties,  more  than  half  of  the 
families  had  annual  incomes  under 
$3,000  and  in  five  counties,  more 
than  65  percent  of  the  families  had 
such  low  incomes.  For  the  state  as 
a  whole,  slightly  more  than  one- 
third  of  all  families  had  such  low 
incomes.  There  were  slightly  more 
than  one  million  families  in  the 
state  the  last  census,  so  almost 
370,000  people  were  living  in 
families  where  the  annual  income 
was  under  $3,000.  Yet,  in  I960, 
there  were  only  19,000  families  or 
about  72,000  people  drawing  AFDC 
assistance  in  the  state.  The 
number  of  families  in  the  state  has 
increased  since  1960  but  the 
number  of  people  under  the 
poverty  line  has  actually 
decreased  to  about  350,000  in  1969; 
the  number  of  families  drawing 
AFDC  was  25,500  with  about  78,000 
children  in  these  families. 

Nationwide  in  1968,  of  the  more 
than  five  million  family  heads  who 
were  below  the  poverty  line, 
32  percent  worked  all 
year  and  25  percent  worked 
part  of  the  year.  In  short,  more 
than  half  of  the  family  heads 
worked,  but  were  still  poor.  Almost 
25  percent  of  the  poor  famUy  heads 
were  over  the  age  of  65,  6  percent 
were  permanently  and  totally 
disabled,  10  percent  were  women 
with  pre-school  children,  and  the 
other  10  percent  did  not  work.  So 
when  we  look  at  the  figures  this 
way,  only  a  small  minority  of 
family  heads  are  in  the  category  of 
"they  are  too  lazy  to  get  out  and 
find  jobs." 

If  we  look  at  the  number  of 
people  who  live  in  poor  famUies, 
we  find  that  almost  70  percent  are 
children  under  the  age  of  18  or  are 
people  over  the  age  of  65.  So  when 
we  hear  people  talk  about  putting 
the  poor  people  to  work,  we  are 
hearing  talk  about  a  lot  of  child 
labor  and  a  lot  of  work  for  people 
who  have  reached  or  passed 
retirement  age,  and  who  already 
have  jobs. 

Consider  the  family  heads  who 
work  but  still  do  not  reach  the 
poverty  level.  Even  if  every  person 
earned  the  federal  minimum  wage 
of  $1.60  per  hour,  and  worked  50 
weeks  per  year,  the  income  before 
taxes  would  be  lower  than  the 
poverty  level  for  a  family  of  four. 
When  we  discover  that  the  most 
recent  figures  indicate  more  than 
16.5  million  workers  are  not 


covered  by  these  laws  and 
presumably  most  of  these  earn  less 
than  the  minimum. ..those  not 
covered  include  some  11.8  million 
persons  on  private  payrolls  and  4.7 
million  in  retail  trade,  2.2  million  in 
domestic  service,  and  2.5  million  in 
other  services.  (These  last  figures 
apply  to  people  who  are  working, 
not  to  heads  of  families  only.) 
Obviously  people  earning  less  than 
a  minimum  wage  and  working 
fewer  than  50  weeks  per  year,  or  40 
hours  per  week  would  not  earn 
enough  to  qualify  as  "nonpoor."  It 
is  Quite  true  that  some  of  these 
family  heads  would  be  earning  less 
than  some  families  which  are 
drawing  in  AFDC  grants.  It  is  only 
in  rare  circumstances  that  most  of 
the  aged  who  have  to  rely  solely  on 
OAA  or  OASDI  do  not  receive 
enough  to  qualify  as  nonpoor. 

In  1969  there  were  25,500  families 
in  North  Carolina  drawing  AFDC; 
these  faniilies  had  78,000  children, 
or  slightly  more  than  3  children  per 
family.  The  average  payment  per 
child  was  $27.00  per  month;  or  in  a 
family  of  4,  slightly  over  $100  per 
month,  or  about  $1300  per  year  - 
this  does  not  measure  up  to  the 
poverty  level.  North  Carolina  has 
said  that  families  on  relief  can  live 
on  $144  per  month,  but  more  than 
half  of  them  do  not  receive  that 
much.  Old  age  assista^nce 
recipients  average  $68.00  per 
month  in  North  Carolina.  How  well 
can  a  person  over  65  live  on  less 
that  $1000  per  year?  Mississippi 
allows  only  $10.00  per  month  per 
child  on  AFDC.  Some  states  allow 
as  much  as  $60.  The  average  for 
the  country  is  $43.00  per  month  or 
about  $2,000  per  year  per  family  of 
four. 


Look  now  at  some  of  the 
criticisms  which  we  frequently 
hear  about  relief  programs  and 
those  who  are  on  assistance  or 
relief.  Some  of  these  criticisms 
may  be  valid,  some  may  not  be. 

It  is  hoped  at  least  two  criticisms 
have  already  been  answered:  the 
first  being  that  the  poor  should  get 
out  and  work  and  make  their  own 
way;  the  second  being  that  the 
people  on  relief  get  more  money 
than  some  of  those  who  work.  This 
is  true,  but  those  on  relief  are  still 
not  above  the  poverty  level.  If 
wages  could  be  increased  to  the 
place  where  a  working  person 
could  earn  more  than  a  person  on 
relief,  the  worker  would  certainly 
have  a  better  feeling  about  the 
system. 

Other  criticisms  will  be 
considered.  We  have  heard  stories 
about  how  much  money  relief 
recipients  draw.  Usually  those 
stories  are  circulated  as  "I  know 
someone  who  knows  someone  who 
said  such  and  such  a  thing,"  or  "I 
saw  a  family  in  a  Cadillac  drive  up 
to  a  store,  go  in  and  purchase  about 
10  T-bone  steaks  with  food  stamps, 
and  then  drive  off."  Not  so  long  ago 
in  a  North  Carolina  county,  one  of 
the  county  commissioners  kept 
complaining  about  the  large 
number  of  deadbeats  and  free- 
loaders who  were  on  the  relief 
rolls.  The  Director  of  Welfare  had 
him  appointed  to  the  welfare 
board:  Not  another  word  of 
criticism  came  from  that 
commissioner!  About  the  same 
time,  one  of  the  more  prominent 
industrialists  in  the  state  was  also 
criticizing  the  system.  He  made  a 
study  of  the  program  in  the  state 
and  reported  that  if  his  employees 
were  as  honest  as  the  people  on  the 
relief  programs,  his  business 
would  be  much  better  off  than  it 
was. 

Another  criticism  is  that  the 
relief  program  supports  fathers  in 
idleness.  What  is  true  is  that  in  25 
states  if  the  father  is  living  with  his 
family  and  becomes  unemployed, 
they  are  not  eligible  for  relief.  In 
the  other  25  states,  only  a 
minimum  of  employed  husbands 
have  become  eligible  for  AFDC 
grants.  What  happens  is  that  the 
husband  has  to  leave  home  so  his 
family  will  qualify  for  AFDC;  in 


other  words,  the  system  breaks  up 
homes!  Furthermore,  if  the  wife 
goes  out  and  gets  a  job,  until 
recently  the  amount  of  money  she 
earned  would  be  deducted  from  the 
amount  of  the  check  she  received 
from  the  government. . .  this  was  a 
100  percent  tax.  At  present  she  is 
allowed  to  supplement  her  income 
to  a  small  extent.  In  other  words, 
as  far  as  income  was  concerned,  it 
did  not  do  her  any  good  to  work.  In 
effect,  she  was  discouraged  from 
working  only  to  have  society 
accuse  her  of  being  too  lazy  to  work. 
If  she  had  to  pay  for  transportation 
and  a  baby-sitter  it  simply  would 
have  been  too  expensive  for  her  to 
work.  As  said  before  now  she  can 
keep  a  part  of  what  she  earns  -  this 
is  one  way  to  encourage  people  to 
work.  Many  more  mothers  want  to 
work  and  would  work  if  there  were 
adequate  facilities  to  care  for  their 
children  while  they  were  away 
from  home. 

A  further  criticism  is  that  the 
program  encourages  women  to 
have  illegitimate  children  so  they 
can  get  more  money.  We  doubt  ii 
many  women  think  it  is  worth  the 
trouble  of  having  another  baby  just 
to  draw  10  or  20  more  dollars  per 
month.  Some  states  have  cut  off 
payments  to  mothers  after  they 
have  had  two  or  three  illegitimate 
babies.  Apparently  some 
legislators  think  they  have 
invented  a  new  kind  of  birth  control 
device.  This  kind  of  action  assumes 
several  things  which  are  not  true  in 
most  cases:  that  illegitimate 
babies  do  not  have  to  eat;  that  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  state  to  punish  the 
mother  for  her  sexual  behavior  -  or 
misbehavior;  and  that  welfare 
mothers  do  not  have  the  same 
basic  emotions  of  love  and  need  for 
security  and  affection  other  people 
have. 

VI 

All  states  and  most  local 
agencies  have  somewhat  different 
standards  and  guidelines  which 
are  used  in  administering  AFDC. 
So.  a  person  in  one  county  or  state 
who  is  in  need  may  get  less  than 
(or  nothing  at  all)  whereas  another 
person  in  another  state  with  fewer 
unmet  needs  might  get  much 
more.  The  way  the  program  is  run, 
the  subjective  response  of  the  case 
worker  to  the  recipient  plays  a  big 
part  in  determining  whether  or  not 
a  family  will  be  put  on  the  roll  and 
how  much  the  family  will  draw. 
Also  the  amount  to  be 
given  is  determined  by  the  amount 
which  the  state  has  available  to 
give.  Although  the  Federal 
Government  puts  up  between  two- 
thirds  and  three-fourths  of  the 
amount  of  assistance,  it  has  little 
voice  in  influencing  the  program. 
It  can  suggest  guidelines,  but  if  the 
states  choose  to  ignore  these  lines, 
the  Federal  Government  usually 
does  not  force  them  to  observe 
them. 

We  have  always  acknowledged 
that  the  Federal  Grovemment  has 
the  right  to  demand  certain  things 
■  of  its  citizens  but  are  quite  slow  to 
admit  that  the  citizens  have  the 
right  to  demand  anjrthing  of  their 
government.  However,  people 
have  generally  accepted  the  idea 
that  industry  has  the  right  to 
accept  subsidies  from  the 
government  in  the  form  of  oil 
depletion  receipts.  Industry 
accepts  subsidies  in  many  forms, 
for  tax  write-offs.  All  of  the 
common  carriers  -  rail,  truck,  air, 
and  water  -  accept  subsidies,  the 
large  farmers  also;  and  yet,  when 
it  comes  to  subsidizing  the  poor, 
this  is  another  matter.  Recent  fi- 
gures sho>v  that  in  1966,  400  farm- 
ers in  Texas  district  received 
$5,000,000.00  while  146,000  poor 
residents  received  $244,000  in  food 
help.  In  North  Dakota,  $31,000,000 
went  to  4,000  .  large- 
scale  farmers  while  180, OOQ 
poverty  level  citizens  received  only 
1  million.  A  Mississippi  senator 
received  $168,000  in  price  supports 
while  the  county's  6000  poor 
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Report  Of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  On

(Members  of  the  ad  hoc  Committee  which  made  the  study  were  Dr. 
William  M.  Roberts,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  on 
Educational  Institutions,  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the  West  Raleigh 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  head  of  Food  Science  Department,  North 
Carolina  State  University,  Raleigh;  Dr.  Pelham  Wilder,  Professor  of 
Chemistry,  Duke  University,  and  a  Ruling  (and  Clerk  of  Session),  First 
Church,  Durham;  and  Dr.  Paul  Reynolds,  Dean  in  University  of  North 
Carolina,  Wilmington,  and  a  Ruling  Elder  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church.) 

L     Unique  Rde  of  Independent  Church-Related  Higher  Education 

The  contribution  of  the  independent  school  to  education  in  America  is 
inestimable.  Because  they  are  free  of  political  pressures  and  trends, 
independent  institutions  have  been  able  to  be  fearless  and  innovative  in  the 
planning  of  curricula,  in  the  implementation  of  new  programs,  and  in  the 
creation  of  new  and  meaningful  living-learning  experiences. 

Historically,  from  the  founding  of  Harvard  CoU^e  in  1636,  the 
church-related  institution  has  clearly  been  the  major  contributor  to  the  success 
of  higher  education  in  this  country.  A  distinctive  mark  of  a  church-related 
college  is  that  it  is  an  academic  community  in  which  there  is  institutional 
commitment  to  the  Christian  faith,  boldly  expressed  in  the  basic  document 
establishing  the  on-going  purpose  of  the  institution  and  in  the  personal 
commitment  to  this  purpose  of  the  persons  who  determine  its  policy  and 
programs.  Further,  it  is  an  academic  community  whose  educational  climate  is 
such  that  the  Christian  faith  is  respected  intellectually  and  offered  as  a  live  and 
honored  option.  Also,  the  church-related  college  is  an  academic  community 
where  such  derivatives  of  the  Christian  faith  as  a  concern  for  persons  and  for 
society  inform  the  fuller  community  of  the  world  as  mandates  rather  than  as 
mere  options. 

Finally,  the  twin  roles  of  evangelization  and  equipping  its  own  people  for 
their  ministry  in  the  world  should  always  be  retained  as  purposes  in 
institutions  of  higher  learning  which  are  related  to  the  Church.  It  is  in  this 
context  that  the  seminary  is  the  primary  example  of  higher  education,  if  not 
the  one  essential  institution,  for  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

North  Carolina  Presbyterians  have  played  a  special  support  role  in  the  Ufe 
of  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia.  Union  Seminary,  in  fact, 
antedates  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  Theological  education  has  been  the 
historical  reason  for  the  Presbyterian  Church's  entering  the  field  of  higher 
education,  and  the  Seminary  must  maintain  not  only  an  historic,  but  also  a 
contemporary  and  viable  relationship  with  its  constituency  and  with  our  own 
and  other  institutions  of  higher  learning  because  the  students  trained  in  these 
institutions  are  our  students. 

11.  Synod's  Past  Concern  for  Higher  Education  and  its  Institutions 

Long  committed  to  higher  education  in  its  many  and  diverse 
manifestations,  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  reaffirms  that  the  enterprise  in  its 
public,  private,  and  church-related  forms  is  worthy  of  the  full  and  active 
support  of  churchmen,  to  the  end  that  our  society  may  be  enriched  by  those 
persons  and  institutions  committed  to  the  search  for  truth,  to  teaching  and 
learning,  to  the  pushing  back  of  the  frontiers  of  knowledge  and  wisdom,  to  the 
discovery  of  new  answers  to  the  pressing  problems  of  every  age,  and  to  the 
quest  for  a  richer  and  more  meaningful  hfe  for  the  citizenry. 

Churchmen,  as  citizens,  as  well  as  the  church  as  a  major  institution  in  our 
society,  should  be  actively  engaged  in  supporting  the  continuing  development 
of  higher  education  and  in  the  maintaining  and  strengthening  of  its  freedom  as 
a  means  by  which  the  life  of  mankind  may  be  enriched. 

Reformed  Tradition 

For  Presbyterians,  this  reaffirmation  has  a  strong  theological  basis.  At  its 
best,  our  Reformed  tradition  has  always  insisted  that  every  person  should  be 
given  the  opportunity  to  become  as  profitable  a  member  of  society  as  he  is 
capable.  Man  is  meant  to  glorify  and  love  the  Lord  God  with  his  mind,  as  well 
as  with  his  heart,  strength,  and  soul. 

The  church  is  called  to  be  servant  in  the  world  in  the  name  and  spirit  and 
power  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  support  of  higher  education  is  one  means  by  which 
this  servant  role  may  be  exercised. 

Synod's  Colleges 

A  major  focus  of  the  engagement  of  North  Carolina  Presbyterians  with 
higher  education  has  been  a  relationship  with  three  senior  colleges:  Davidson 
College,  Queens  College,  and  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College. 

Services  Rendered 

Practically  every  local  church  in  our  Synod  has  benefited  from  the 
leadership  of  competent  ministers  and  dedicated  lay  persons  educated  in  these 
colleges.  Scattered  across  our  state  and  across  the  nation  are  hundreds  of 
graduates  of  these  college  who  hold  roles  of  leadership  in  every  walk  of  life. 
These  institutions  continue  to  offer  many  ancillary  and  valuable  services:  they 
host  meetings  of  church  courts  and  conferences;  they  make  available  able 
resource  persons  to  church  and  community  committees  and  task  forces;  they 
offer  new  findings  and  responsible  criticism  to  the  church  and  society,  and, 
most  importantly,  perhaps,  they  teach  the  youth  of  our  nation  in  both  secular 
and  church-related  colleges  and  universities. 

Causes  For  Satisfaction 

Presbyterians  can  be  grateful  for  the  fact  that  these  three  colleges  enjoy  at 
least  regional  acclaim  in  educational  circles  as  institutions  offering  quality  and 
innovative  educational  experience  and  that  some  programs  and  offerings  have 
received  national  recognition. 

We  can  also  celebrate  the  excellent  stewardship  trustees,  administrators, 
and  faculty  have  exercised  over  the  years  with  the  gifts  from  churches,  loyal 
churchmen,  and  other  benefactors. 

When  we  view  the  remarkable  accompUshments  in  these  colleges,  there  is  a 
sense  in  which  we  may  say  that  these  seed,  sown  and  nourished  in  large 
measure  by  the  church  and  the  faithful,  have  grown  to  maturity.  Though, 
indeed,  children  of  the  church  in  an  historical  sense,  they  are  now  full 
members  of  the  family,  to  be  viewed  and  referred  to  proudly  as  adults. 

III.  Synod's  Changing  Role  in  Relation  To  Its  Institutions 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  desires  to  continue  a  live,  vital  relationship 
with  all  three  colleges.  We  affirm  that  our  relationship  with  them  offers  the 
church  an  opportunity  to  embody  the  gospel  in  an  important  human  service. 
Because  Jesus  Christ  was  a  teacher  and  his  teaching  is  addressed  to  the  minds 
of  men,  education  has  always  been  one  of  the  most  natural  forms  for  this 
Christian  embodiment. 


25th  Anniversary 
Observed 

The  Oak  Grove  Presbyterian 
Church  on  Carolina  Beach  Road 
observed  its  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  July  12.  The  morning 
service  was  conducted  by  the  Rev. 
Richard  S.  Andrews,  former 
Pastor. 

The  first  service  of  the  Church 
was  held  July  9,  1944  in  a  tent 
provided  by  Dr.  Goodridge 
Wilson,  then  Executive  Secretary 
of  Wilmington  Presbytery.  There 
were  55  charter  members  of  the 
Church  which  was  organized 
Novembef  9, 1952.  Today  there  are 
eighty  six  members  with  a  Sunday 
School  enrollment  of  100.  Plans  are 


underway  to  call  a  full-time 
minister. 

Currently  the  Church  is  being 
served  by  Calvin  B.  Gentry,  a 
former  businessman,  now  a 
student  at  Union  Seminary,  Rich- 
mond, Virginia. 


Supplies  Church 

Dr.  Roland  Sims,  pastor  of 
Central  Presbyterian  Church, 
Jackson,  Mississippi,  was 
homecoming  preacher  in  the 
Concord  Church,  Statesville,  July 
19.  Dr.  Sims  is  a  native  of 
Mecklenburg  County  and  a 
graduate  of  Louisville  Seminary. 


Change  and  Progress 

Further,  we  affirm  that  the  church  needs  to  have  the  sort  of  direct 
confrontation  with  the  academic  world  and  with  the  frontiers  of  learning 
which  these  relationships  afford.  The  church  needs  to  live  in  the  ferment  of 
new  ideas.  It  needs  to  have  its  own  life  examined  regularly  in  the  light  of  new 
knowledge  and  changing  patterns  of  thought.  While  new  knowledge  is  hardly 
the  exclusive  domain  of  colleges  related  to  the  church,  it  is  under  these 
circumstances  that  the  church  cannot  ignore  it. 

Ownership  and  Control 

Historically,  our  relationship  with  these  colleges  has  had  a  stance  which 
embodied  varying  degrees  of  the  notion  of  church  ownership  and  control  It 
should  be  pointed  out  that  though  our  Synod  and  its  presbyteries  have  had  the 
capacity  to  fiex  ecclesiatical  muscle  in  the  life  of  these  institutions  by  electing 
trustees  who  would  be  of  a  particular  viewpoint,  the  Synod  and  its 
presbyteries  have  taken  pains  to  find  capable  persons  when  asked  to  nominate 
and  elect  trustees,  and  have  commissioned  thes^  persons  to  exercise  their 
responsibilities  as  trustees  in  light  of  their  personal  understanding  of  what 
appears  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  college. 

Partnership  Preeminent 

A  successful  partnership  is  dependent  upon  the  competence,  faith,  trust, 
and  common  commitment  of  the  participants  to  the  purposes  of  the  joint 
venture.  The  severing  of  formal,  legal  ties  between  the  church  and  a  college 
may  increase  the  possibility  of  a  live,  meaningful  relationship,  and  the 
probability  of  a  college  exhibiting  serious  commitment  to  the  insights  and 
perspectives  of  Christian  faith  for  its  educational  program  and  its  campus  life. 

Several  colleges  in  our  Presbyterian  family  have  demonstrated  this  fact.  For 
example,  Agnes  Scott  College  has  enjoyed  for  years  a  meaningful  relationship 
with  the  Presbyterian  Church  without  legal  ties.  More  recently,  Austin  College 
has  been  operating  with  a  covenant  model  for  church  relationship,  without 
legal  ties,  while  internalizing  serious  Christian  commitment  in  the  college 
program,  and  establishing  a  more  meaningful  relationship  with  its  synod. 

Church  and  State  Involvement 

Recent  federal  and  state  court  rulings  make  plain  the  fact  that  the  capacity 
for  ecclesiastical  dominance  and  control  of  higher  education  institutions  is 
sufficient  grounds  on  which  to  exclude  the  institution  from  being  able  to 
participate  in  governmental  support  programs  established  to  assist  colleges 
which  serve  the  pubUc  good.  All  these  colleges  are  rightly  in  the  business  of 
serving  the  public  good,  and  we  believe  that  changes  in  patterns  of  church 
participation  in  the  governance  of  them  can  be  effected  which  will  assure  that 
they  may  successfully  meet  legal  tests  existing  in  cases  already  judicated  in 
the  civil  court. 

Governance  Key  to  Progress 

We  convet  a  live  and  vital  relationship  with  Davidson,  Queens,  and  St. 
Andrews.  We  believe  that  the  issue  of  the  patterns  of  governance  needs  to  be 
clarified  with  respect  to  whether  the  ultimate  governance  should  reside  in  the 
colleges  or  in  the  Church.  It  is  our  conviction  that  the  resolution  of  this  might 
be  the  means  for  the  colleges  to  expand  the  range  and  number  of  those  who 
will  become  supporters  of  the  enterprise. 

While  pledging  our  continuing  support  of  these  institutions,  we  covet  and 
seek  such  new  support  as  will  make  it  possible  for  them  to  continue  their 
development  as  stong  non-public  institutions,  determined  to  continue  to 
contribute  to  the  setting  of  standards  of  what  undergraduate  education  at  its 
best  may  be.  The  Church  can  and  should  assist  this  effort  in  a  relationship  as 
servant  and  not  as  proprietor,  without  denying  any  of  the  distinctive  features 
of  church  relationship. 

The  Synod  desires  to  explore  with  each  college  an  appropriate  means  by 
which  there  may  be  an  ongoing  conversation,  exchange,  and  criticism  between 
church  and  college. 

IV.  Synod's  Invitation  To  Its  Institutions  To  Partnership 

As  a  consequence  of  the  above,  the  Synod  desires  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  each  of  these  colleges  takes  the  initiative  which  the  Synod  hopes 
will  result  in  an  affirmation  of  the  college's  intent  for  a  continuing,  live,  vital 
relationship  with  the  Church.  The  Synod  would  find  it  helpful  for  each  college 
to  spell  out: 

1.  A  clear  deUneation  of  the  educational  mission  to  which  the 
college  is  committed. 

2.  Its  commitment  to  serious  engagement  with  the  Judeo-Christian 
tradition  as  this  tradition  may  inform  both  the  educational 
program  and  the  institutional  life  in  all  of  its  aspects. 

3.  A  statement  which  establishes  with  clarity  the  focal  point  of 
governance. 

4.  A  means  through  which  there  may  be  ongoing  conversation, 
exchange,  and  criticism  between  church  and  college. 

5.  Ways  of  expanding  mutual  relationships  of  trust  between  the 
institutions  and  the  judicatories  which  appoint  the  trustees.

families  received  $446,000  in  food 
help. 

To  be  sure,  not  all  poor  people 
are  saints.  Not  all  of  them  are 
honest.  Not  all  of  them  are  simply 
dying  to  get  out  and  work  their 
hearts  out.  Still  they  are  all  people, 
they  get  hungry,  they  bleed  when 
they  are  hurt,  and  most  of  them 
love  their  husbands,  wives,  and 
children  as  much  as  we  love  ours. 
One  poverty  level  mother  said 
when  asked  why  she  did  not  send 
her  children  to  school:  "When  they 
cry  because  they  are  hungry,  I 
want  to  be  near  so  I  can  put  my 
arms  around  them  and  comfort 
them."  Maybe  we  as  a  Church, 
State  and  nation,  could  do  that 
much  and  perhaps  much  more  for 
all  who  are  hungry  and  poor.

II.  BY-LAWS 
OF 

SYNOD  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  PRESBYTERIAN  FOUNDATION, 

ARTICLE  1 

Offices 

Section  1.  Principal  Office.  The  principal  office  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
located  at  1015  Wade  Avenue,  Raleigh,  Wake  County,  North 
Carolina. 

Section  2.  Registered  Office.The  registered  office  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
located  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Corporation  or  at  such  other 
place  within  the  State  of  North  Carolina  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  3.  Other  Offices.The  Corporation  may  have  offices  at  such  places 
either  within  or  outside  the  State  of  North  Carohna  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  may  from  time  to  time  determine  or  as  the  affairs  of  the 
Corporation  may  require. 

ARTICLE  II 

Board  of  Directors 

Section  1.  General  Powers.  The  property,  affairs  and  business  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  managed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  Number,  Term  of  Office  and  Qualifications.  The  number  of 
directors  shall  be  fifteen. 

After  election  of  the  initial  Board  of  Directors,  Directors  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  three  years  each  and  until  his  successor  shall 
have  been  elected  and  assumed  office,  or  until  prior  death,  removal 
for  cause  or  resignation. 

At  least  two-thirds  of  the  Directors  shall  be  Presbyterian  members. 

No  person  shall  serve  as  a  Director  for  more  than  two  terms  except 
those  persons  initially  elected  for  one  or  two  year  terms  who  may 
be  elected  to  serve  for  two  regular  terms  in  addition. 

Section  3.  Election  of  Directors.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  4  of  this 
Article  the  Directors  shall  be  elected  at  the  regular  annual  Session 
of  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina  from  a  slate  of 
directors  proposed  by  the  Synod's  Permanent  Committee  on 
Nominations,  to  which  Committee  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
make  recommendations.  Such  slate  shall  present  at  least  two  names 
for  every  seat  to  be  filled  and  the  persons  who  shall  receive  a 
plurality  of  votes  cast  on  a  single  ballot  for  each  seat  to  be  filled 
shall  be  elected  director. 

Section  4.  Vacancies.  A  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Directors  created  by  reason 
of  death,  removal  for  cause  or  resignation  may  be  filled  by  a 
majority  of  the  remaining  directors,  though  less  than  a  quorum,  or 
by  the  sole  remaining  Director.  Any  person  elected  to  fill  an 
unexpired  term  vacated  by  death,  removal  for  cause  or  resignation 
shall  serve  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  elected, 
subject  to  ratification  by  Synod,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected 
and  assumes  office. 

Section  5.  Compensation  of  Directors.The  Board  of  Directors  may  cause  the 
Corporation  to  compensate  Directors  for  their  services  as  such  and 
for  all  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  Directors  in  attending 
rfegular  and  special  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Section  6.  Removal»foT  cause.  The  Synod  shall  have  and  retain  the  aiithority 
to  remove  any  Director  for  just  cause. 

ARTICLE  III 

Meetings  of  Directors 

Section  1.  Regular  Meetings.  A  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  be  held  immediately  after  election  or  re-election  of 
Directors  and  at  the  same  place  as  the  regular  annual  Session  of  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina.  In  addition  the  Board  of 
Directors  may  provide  by  resolution  for  the  holding  of  additional 
regular  meetings. 

Section  2.  Special  Meetings.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
be  called  by  or  at  the  request  of  the  President,  the  Executive 
Secretary-Treasurer  or  any  Director. 

Section  3.  Place  of  Meetings.  All  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be 
held  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Corporation  or  at  such  other 
place  us  may  be  designated  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
or  otherwise  agreed  upon  in  advance  of  the  meeting  by  a  majority 
u(  the  Dirci'tois. 


Richard  E.  Lietz,  Librarian  of  St.  Andrews  Presbyterian  College, 
Laurinburg,  is  scheduled  to  be  away  for  a  year  to  complete  work  on  his 
Ph.D.  at  Florida  State  University  School  of  Library  Science.  In 
absentia,  he  will  continue  to  act  as  Consultant  to  the  three-school 
computer  catalog  project,  backed  by  a  Title  III  grant.  The  other  schools 
included  are  Pembroke  State  University  and  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Wilmington.  Mr.  Lietz  will  also  retain  his  position  as 
Associate  Editor  of  the  St.  Andrews  Review. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Holmes  will  serve  as  Acting  Librarian  in  the  absence 
of  Mr.  Lietz.  She  is  one  of  fifteen  librarians  in  the  country  to  be 
appointed  to  attend  the  Institute  on  Acquisition  of  non-Western 
Materials  for  College  Libraries,  being  held  at  Columbia  University  this 
summer. 

Section  4.  Notice  of  Meetings.  Notice  of  all  regular  and  special  meetings  shall 
be  given  to  the  Directors  at  least  five  full  days  prior  to  the  date  of 
said  meeting.  Notice  may  be  given  by  mail  or  telegram  or  may  be 
delivered  personally.  Notice  by  mail  or  telegraphic  communications 
shall  be  deemed  given  on  the  date  such  notice  is  delivered  to  the 
Post  Office  Department  or  the  sending  service. 

Section  5.  Quorum  and  Manner  of  Acting.  A  majority  of  the  number  of 
Directors  then  in  office  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  any  business  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Directors.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  the  act  of  the 
majority  of  the  Directors  present  at  a  meeting  in  which  a  quorum  is 
present  shall  be  the  act  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  6.  Informal  Action  of  Directors.  Action  taken  by  a  majority  of  the 
Directors  without  a  meeting  shall  constitute  Board  action  if  written 
consent  to  the  action  in  question  is  signed  by  all  of  the  Directors 
and  filed  with  the  minutes  of  meetings  of  the  Board  whether  done 
before  or  after  the  action  so  taken. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Officers 

Section  1.  Number  of  Officers.  The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a 
President,  one  or  more  Vice-Presidents  an  Executive 
Secretary-Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  appointed  or 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  Election,  Term  of  Office  and  Qualifications.  Officers  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Board  from  among  its  membership  at  the  regular 
annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  shall  hold  office  until 
the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  or  until  his  successor  shall 
have  been  duly  chosen  and  takes  office,  except  that  the  Executive 
Secretary-Treasurer  shall  not  be  required  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Board. 

Section  3.  President.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  ofthe  Board  of 
Directors;  shall  execute  all  deeds,  contracts,  agreements,  transfers 
and  other  instruments  as  he  may  be  directed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors;  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  delegated 
by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  4.  Vice-Presidents.  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  the  order  of  their 
selection,  serve  as  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  delegated  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Section  5.  Executive  Secretary-Treasurer.  The  Executive  Secretary-Treasurer 
shall  be  the  chief  managing  officer  of  the  Corporation.  He  shall  be 
responsible  for  keeping  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  and  the  books 
and  records,  and  files  of  the  corporation;  he  shall  have  custody  of 
all  the  deeds,  contracts  and  other  instruments  belonging  to  the 
Corporation  and  provide  for  the  safekeeping  thereof.  He  shall  have 
custody  of  the  corporation  seal.  Subject  to  instructions  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  he  shall  have  general  charge  of  the  business 
affairs  and  property  of  the  Corporation  and  control  over  its  other 
agents  and  employees.  He  shall  execute  with  the  President  all 
deeds,  contracts,  agreements,  transfers  and  all  other  instruments  as 
he  may  be  directed  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  delegated  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
As  Treasurer,  the  Executive  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  have 
supervision  over  the  funds,  securities,  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
the  Corporation.  He  shall  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  of  the 
finances  of  the  Corporation  in  books  especially  provided  for  that 
purpose  and  he  shall  cause  a  true  statement  of  its  assets  and 
liabilities  to  be  made  as  of  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  and  shall 
provide  interim  financial  reports  at  all  regular  or  special  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  V 

Contracts,  Loans,  Deposits,  Checks,  Drafts,  Etc. 

Section  1.  Contracts.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  these  By-Laws,  the 
Board  of  Directors  may  authorize  any  officer  or  officers,  agent  or 
agents  to  enter  into  any  contract  or  to  execute  or  deliver  any 
instrument  on  feehalf  of  the  Corporation,  and  such  authority  may 
be  general  or  confined  to  specific  instances. 

Section  2.  Loans.  No  loans  shall  be  contracted  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation 
and  no  evidence  of  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  in  its  name,  unless 
and  except  as  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  Any  officer  or 
agent  of  the  Corporation  thereunto  so  authorized  may  effect  loans 
or  advances  for  the  Corporation  and  for  such  loans  and  advances

CONCORD 

The  Presbytery  met  in  its  387th 
Stated  Session  in  the  Franklin 
Church  July  21,  with  Ruling  Elder 
Fielding  Clark,  Moderator, 
presiding.  There  were  fifty 
ministers  and  fifty-six  ruling 
elders  present.  Mr.  Clark 
addressed  Presbytery  on  the 
subject,  "Stewardship".

Dr.  Daniel  D.  Rhodes  presented 
the  Report  on  Church  and  Society 
and  called  attention  to 
recommendations  from  the 
General  Assembly  and  Synod. 

Dr.  Max  E.  Policy,  Professor  at 
Davidson  College,  was  elected 
Moderator-nominee  for  the 
October  20  meeting  to  be  held  in  the 
Forest  Park  Church,  Statesville. 

GRANVILLE 

The  152nd  Stated  Meeting  of 
Granville  Presbytery  was  held 
June  16  in  the  Stanley  White 
Presbyterian  Church,  Roanoke 
Rapids,  with  the  meeting  being 
called  to  order  by  the  Moderator, 
Reverend  1.  M.  Bagnal,  who 
offered  the  opening  prayer.  There 
were  in  attendance  thirty-one 
ministers  and  thirty-five  ruling 
elders;  representing  forty  one 
churches.  The  Rev.  Claude 
Godwin,  Host  Minister,  welcomed 
Presbytery. 

The  Reverend  Samuel  S.  Wiley, 
Executive  Director  of  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  was 
elected  Moderator-in-nomination. 

Following  the  preliminary 
business  of  establishing  standing 
committees  and  a  Commission  to 
review  the  Minutes  of  the 
Presbytery,  the  Rev.  Curtis  P. 
Harper,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the 
Commission  on  the  Minister  and 
His  Work,  reported.  (See  "Changes 
of  Pastorates"  elsewhere  in  this 
paper ) . 

Presbytery  approved  a 
benevolence  budget  for  1971  in  the 
amount  of  $294,373,  an  office 
budget  of  $36,334.49,  and  a  tax 
assessment  of  $2.45  per  capita, 
based  on  church  membership  as  of 
December  31,  1969.  Included  in  the 
assessment  are  38.5c  for  the 
General  Assembly  and  51c  for  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Presbytery  heard  reports  from 
Mr.  George  Elliott,  Chairman  of 
the  Church  Extension  Committee, 
and  Rev.  Charles  Williams, 
Chairman  of  the  Christian 
Education  Committee. 

Presbytery  adopted  a  resolution 
of  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Klell 
Napps,  the  former  Miss  Helen 
Jackson,  Area  D.C.E.  of  Granville 
Presbytery  for  the  past  eleven 
years,  who  has  resigned  in  order  to 
accept  a  position  with  the 
Department  of  Social  Services. 

Following  the  lunch  hour, 
Reverend  James  N.  Grubb, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Christianity  and  Health,  presented 
Dr.  Hervey  B.  Kornegay, 
Chairman  of  Synod's  Committee 
on  Christianity  and  Health,  who 
addressed  Presbytery  on  the  topic, 
"Why  We  Need  Each  Other." 
There  followed  a  question-and- 
answer  period. 

Presbytery  also  voted  to 
encourage  church  sessions  "to 
study  statements  on  war,  domestic 
issues,  and  resolutions  of  the 
courts  of  our  church,  and  to 
adopt  appropriate  resolutions 
communicating  their  concerns  and 
their  prayers  to  their  respective 
congressmen,  senators,  and 
President  Nixon." 

Presbytery  will  convene  next  in 
the  Presbyterian  Student  Center, 
Duke  University,  October  20,  1970. 

MECKLENBURG 

The  Presbytery  convened  in  the 
Thomasboro  Church  July  14,  with 
the  Rev.  J.  S.  Russell,  Jr., 
Moderator,  presiding.  The 
following  Commission  on 
Restructuring  Presbyteries  of 
Synod  was  elected:  Rev.  Robert 
Turner,  Chairman;  Dr.  Frank  H. 
Caldwell;  Rev.  Joe  E.  Stowe;  Rev. 
James  E.  B^gartie;  and  Ruling 
Elder  Joseph  W.  Grier;  Ruling 
Elder  S.  B.  McGuirt;  and  G.  Don 
Davidson. 

Presbytery  approved  the  plan  of 
merger  for  the  St.  Paul  and  Third 
Presbyterian  Churches,  to  be 
effective  August  2,  1970.

Assembly  In 
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drinking  is  appropriate  or 
inappropriate  for  us." 

At  the  same  time  the  paper 
called  Presbyterians  to  be 
"particularly  mindful"  of  the 
example  they  set.  It  points  out  that 
Scripture  condemns  drunkenness 
"while  calling  us  to  compassion  for 
all  men,"  and  urged  a  ministry  and 
concern  for  alcoholics. 

On  taxation,  the  Assembly  said 
the  church  has  no  adequate  theo- 
logical grounds  for  laying  claims 
on  the  state  for  special  privileges... 
Any  exemptions  granted 
exclusively  or  almost  exclusively 
to  churches  should  be  abolished  .  .. 
Ministers  of  the  gospel  should  be 
subject  to  the  same  tax  regulations 
as  other  citizens. 

Commissioners  voted  to  express 
sympathy  to  families  of  prisoners 
in  Southeast  Asia  and  approved  a 
recommendation  to  ask  the 
government  of  North  Vietnam  to 
release  names  of  all  allied 
prisoners  of  war  and  allow  the 
International  Red  Cross  to  inspect 
P.O.W.  camps. 

The  Assembly  will  suggest  that 
every  Presbyterian  send  a 
personal  letter  to  the  government 
of  North  Vietnam  asking  for 
humane  treatment  for  all  prisoners 
of  war. 

In  a  final  note,  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  in  Richmond 
was  designated  as  the 
denominations  "resource  agency" 
for  the  church's  ministry  with 
conscientious  objectors  and  others 
facing  the  draft." 

The  Council  on  Church  and 
Society  was  asked  to  make  a  study 
of  the  problem  of  pornography. 

With  minor  amendments,  the 
body  adopted  a  paper  of  the  Black 
Manifesto  which  it  retitled  "A 
Message  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.  S.  from  the  110th 
Genjeral,  Assembly. " 

It  cites  the  background  of  the 
Black  Manifesto,  the  conditions 
which  brought  it  into  existence  and 
the  implications  of  it  for  the  white 
Christian  church. 

It  declared,  "We  discern  the

judgment  of  God  in  the  harsh 
indictment  of  the  Black  Manifesto. 
We  discern  his  mercy  in  this 
opportunity  to  respond  to  the 
demands  of  justice.  We  call  upon 
all  our  fellow  Presbyterians  to 
respond  to  God's  judgment  in 
repentance  and  to  his  mercy  with 
radical  commitment  to  the  cause 
of  justice  in  our  common  life." 

In  addition  to  adopting  the  paper, 
the  Assembly  framed  its  action  in 
such  manner  that  it  also  became 
the  answer  to  overtures  regarding 
the  Black  Manifesto. 


Church  Observes 
Bicentennial 

On  July  26,  the  Philadelphia 
Presbyterian  Church,  Charlotte, 
the  fifth  colonial  Presbyterian 
Church  founded  in  Mecklenburg 
County,  celebrated  its  bicentennial 
anniversary. 

The  Rev.  Fred  R.  McAlister  of 
Anderson,  South  Carolina,  the  only 
living  former  minister  of  the 
church,  delivered  the  anniversary 
message.  Rev.  T.  DeWitt  Mullis  of 
Kinston  and  U.S.  Navy  Chaplin 
Fred  R.  McAlister,  Jr.,  sons-of-the- 
church,  also  participated  in  the. 
service. 

Dating  back  to  1770,  the  Church 
also  observed  homecoming  at  the 
11  a.m.  worship  hour,  followed  by 
dinner  on  the  grounds.

Any  such  officer  or 
agent,  when  thereunto  so  authorized,  may  mortgage,  pledge, 
hypothecate  or  transfer  as  security  for  the  payment  of  any  and  all 
loans,  evidences,  indebtedness  and  liabilities  of  the  Corporation  any 
real  property  and  all  stocks,  bonds,  other  securities  and_  other 
personal  property  at  any  time  held  by  the  Corporation,  and  to  that 
end  may  endorse,  assign  and  deliver  the  same,  and  do  every  act  and 
thing  necessary  or  proper  in  connection  therewith.  Such  authority 
may  be  general  or  confined  to  specific  instances. 

Section  3.  Deposits.  All  finds  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  deposited  from  time 
to  time  to  the  credit  of  the  Corporation  in  such  banks  or  trust 
companies  or  with  such  bankers  or  other  depositories  as  the  Board 
of  Directors  may  select,  or  as  may  be  selected  by  any  officer  or 
officers,  agent  or  agents  of  the  Corporation  to  whom  such  power 
may  from  time  to  time  be  given  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  4.  Checks,  Drafts,  Etc.  All  notes,  drafts,  acceptances,  checks  and 
endorsements  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Executive  Secretary-Treasurer  or  in  such  manner  as  the  Board 
of  Directors  from  time  to  time  may  determine.  Endorsements  for 
deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  Corporation  in  any  of  its  duly 
authorized  depositories  will  be  made  by  the  Executive 
Secretary-Treasurer  or  by  any  officer  or  agent  that  may  be 
designated  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors  in  such  manner 
as  such  resolution  may  provide. 

Section  5.  Proxies.  Any  share  in  any  other  corporation  which  may  from  time 
to  time  be  held  by  the  Corporation  may  be  represented  and  voted 
at  any  meeting  of  shareholders  of  such  other  corporation  by  any 
person  or  persons  thereunto  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
or  if  no  one  be  so  authorized,  by  the  Executive  Secretary-Treasurer 
or  by  a  proxy  appointed  in  writing  by  the  Executive 
Secre  tary-Trcasurer. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Gifts  to  the  Corporation 

Section  1.  Subject  to  the  limitations  contained  in  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation  of  the  Corporation,  any  donor  or  testator  making 
gifts,  acceptable  to  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  Presbyterian

Section  2.  Designated  Gifts.  In  the  case  of  an  acceptable  Designated  Gift,  the 
corporation  shall  follow  the  directions,  specifications,  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  instrument  of  gift  so  long  as  it  shall  be  possible  or 
practicable  so  to  do  and  when,  if  ever,  it  shall  become  impossible  or 
impracticable  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  follow 
the  instrument  of  gifts,  said  Board  shall  so  find  and  thereafter 
regard  it  as  an  Undesignated  Gift  and  administer  it  accordingly. 

Section  3.  Undesignated  Gifts.  In  the  case  of  an  Undesignated  Gift,  the 
corporation  shall  receive  it  and  either  administer  it  as  a  separate 
trust  estate  or  add  it  to  other  undesignated  gifts  which  are  being 
administered  as  a  single  trust  estate  as  the  Board  may  elect.  Income 
available  from  Undesignated  Gifts  shall  be  distributed  to  the 
objects  and  in  the  proportions  o^  be  added  to  the  principal  of 
Undesignated  Gifts  in  lieu  of  distribution  as  the  Board  of  Directors, 
in  its  sole  discretion,  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 
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Receives  Study 
Fellowship 

The  Rev.  Louis  H.  Zbinden,  Jr., 
pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Lenoir 
has  been  awarded  a  Parish 
Minister's  Fellowship  by  the  Fund 
for  Theological  Education,  Inc.  of 
Princeton,  New  Jersey. 

Mr.  Zbinden,  one  of  nineteen 
ministers  in  the  United  States  to 
receive  the  fellowship,  will  spend  a 
part  of  the  next  year  in  study.  His 
theme  will  be,  "The  Church  and 
the  Contemporary  Family."

ARTICLE  VII 
Audits 

Section  1.  The  books  of  the  corporation  and  of  its  fiscal  agent  or  agents  shall 
be  audited  annually  by  an  auditor  appointed  by  the  Presbyterian 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  a  statement  of  accounts  showing  in 
detail  the  investments  held  by  the  corporation,  the  amount  of 
income  received  during  the  year,  the  purposes  to  which  the  income 
and  the  principal  have  been  applied,  and  expenses  paid,  certified  by 


said  auditor,  shall  be  published  annually  in  some  official  organ  of 
the  Synod. 

Section  2.  The  books  of  the  corporation  shall  be  open  at  the  principal  office, 
at  all  reasonable  hours  to  any  committee  named  by  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina  to  inspect  the  books  of  the 
corporation  in  addition  to  other  persons  entitled  by  law  to  inspect 
the  same. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Amendments 

Section  1.  Amendments  to  these  by-laws  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  by  a  majority  vote  at  any  regular  meeting  or  at  any 
special  meeting  duly  called  except  that  the  Directors  may  not 
amend  Article  II  relative  to  selection  of  Directors.  Such  article  may 
only  be  amended  by  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina  in 
regular  annual  session. 

ARTICLE  IX 

General  Provisions 

Section  1.  Corporate  Seal.  The  corporate  seal  shall  be  in  such  form  as  shall  be 
approved  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  Fiscal  Year.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  corporation  shall  be  established 
by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors.

Wiley  Will  Includes  Ministers 


Miss  Mittie  Wiley,  a  member  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Winston-Salem,  who  died  June  29 
at  the  age  of  91,  left  most  of  her 
estate  of  $232,000  to  charity  but 
willed  substantial  amounts  to  a 
number  of  friends.  In  addition  she 
left  $10,000  to  each  Peace  College, 
Elaleigh,  and  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Winston-Salem.  The 
balance  of  approximately  $180,000 
is  to  be  divided  one-third  to  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
designated  for  retired  ministers; 
jne-third  to  the  Presbyterian 
Home;  and  one-third  to  J.S. 
Norwood. 

Miss  Wiley  was  the  last  of  three 
daughters  of  Dr.  Calvin  H.  Wiley, 
North  Carolina's  first 
Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction.  She  had  outlived  her 
sisters,  Mary  and  Annie,  and  had 
no  close  relatives. 

When  the  bequest  is  made 
available  to  Synod,  it  will  doubtless 
be  placed  under  the  supervision  o<' 


Synod's  new  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  North  Carolina  Presbyterian 
Synod  Foundation,  and  the  income 
from  investments  will  be  used  to 
augment  the  annuity  provided 
retired  Presbyterian  ministers  of 
the  Synod  from  the  Kate  Bitting 
Reynolds  Fund,  which  currently 
makes  available  to  participants  in 
the  Fund  approximately  $850  per 
annum.

Governor  Proclaims  "Sunday 
School  Teachers  Week" 


RALEIGH  -  Gov.  Robert  Scott 
has  proclaimed  the  week  of  Oct.  19- 
25,  1970,  as  Sunday  School 
Teachers  Week  in  North  Carolina. 

The  proclamation  is  as  follows: 

"WHEREAS,  the  influence  of 
church  and  Sunday  school 
teachers  in  shaping  the  moral 
fiber  of  our  state  is  of 
incalculable  worth,  and 

"WHEREAS,  these  men  and 
women  unselfishly  and  without 
pay  give  much  time  and  effort  to 
help  guide  us  through  life,  and 

"WHEREAS,  it  is  both  fitting 
and  proper  that  we  recognize  and 
express  our  appreciation  for 
them  and  their  work; 

"THEREFORE,  I  proclaim 
the  week  of  October  19-25 
SUNDAY  SCHOOL  TEACHERS 
WEEK  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 
and  commend  this  observance  to 
our  citizens." 

The  governor's  proclamation 
commits  the  state  to  its  fourth 
successive  year  of  honoring  the 
teachers  in  the  more  than  10,000 
churches  in  the  state. 

Burr  Patchell  is  a  man  who 
believes  there  is  still  a  lot  that  is 
right  with  this  country  and  he 
thinks  the  nation's  Sunday  School 
teachers  are  responsible  for  it.

Foundation 
Trustees  Meet 

The  Trustees  of  the  North 
Carolina  Presbyterian  Synod 
Foundation,  elected  by  the  Synod 
at  its  meeting  in  June,  convened  in 
Raleigh  on  September  1,  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing;  however, 
the  Trustees  electea  a  President 
and  Secretary  pro  tem,  and  a 
Committee  on  Nominations  was 
appointed  to  bring  in  a  slate  of 
officers  at  the  next  meeting. 

Archie  W.  McLean  of  Rocky 
Mount  was  chosen  President  pro 
tem  and  the  Reverend  Harold  J. 
Dudley,  Secretary. 

New  Director  Elected 

Joseph  W.  Grier,  Charlotte 
attorney,  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Board  to  fill  a  vacancy  created 
by  the  declinature  of  Mr.  Clifton  A. 
Poole  of  Hickory,  to  serve  as  a 
Director  of  the  Board.  Mr.  Grier  is 
Chairman  of  Synod's  Trustees. 

The  President  appointed  the 
following  Committee  on 
Nominations:  Murphy  Evans, 
Raleigh,  Chairman;  Mrs.  Leonard 
Ascough,  Sanford;  and  James 
Morgan,  Laurel  Hill. 

The  Directors  went  on  record  as 
serving  "without  compensation". 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
bring  in  a  proposed  operating 
budget  at  the  next  meeting  and 
also  to  present  tentative  brochures 
for  advertising  and  promotion  of 
the  Foundation. 

Synod  established  the 
Foundation  in  1%9,  reactivating 
the  Foundation  which  was 
chartered  in  1955,  and  dissolved  a 
couple  of  years  later. 

The  present  Foundation  was 
incorporated  early  in  June,  1970. 

Synod  took  the  action  of 
reestablishing  the  Foundation 
following  a  study  made  under  the 
direction  of  Charles  A.  Dukes  of 
Durham  in  1968-1969,  to  determine 
whether  or  not  a  Foundation  was 
feasible. 

Limitations  Specified 
According  to  the  Charter,  the 
Foundation  will  be  able  "to 
promote  the  making  of  gifts  by 
cash,  deed,  will,  annuities,  life 
insurance  or  otherwise  for  the 
causes  and  objects  fostered  by  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  and  to  provide  a  way  of 
securing  greater  uniformity  of 
purposes,  powers,  and  duties  of 
administration  in  the  management 
and  distribution  of  the  gifts  so 
made." 

The  Foundation  is  authorized  to 
"receive,  own,  hold,  administer 
and  distribute  gifts  of  any  kind,  to 
be  used  for  the  promotion  of  the 
Presbyterian  causes  in  general  or 
any  specified  object  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church",  and 
further,  "to  manage  funds 
belonging  to  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.S.  and  its  various 
institutions,  subdivisions  and 
agencies."

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Editorial- 
Sounds  Familiar 

By  changing  the  dates  in  the 
quotation  which  follows,  the 
conditions  might  apply  to  much 
that  is  "amuck"  ("to  run  about 
attacking  everybody  one  meets") 
today: 

"When  did  appearances  ever 
justify  more  gloomy  forebodings 
than  from  1742  to  1745?  The  whole 
land  was  full  of  angry  controversy. 

Pastors  were  divided  against 
pastors,  churches  against 
churches,  and  the  members  of  the 
same  church  against  each  other, 
and  against  their  pastor.  The 
established  rules  of  the 
ecclesiastical  order  were  set  at 
defiance,  and  openly  trampled 
upon  in  the  name  of  God;  and 
numbers  were  everywhere  found 
to  justify  and  adhere  to  those  that 
did  it.  Ignorant  and  head-strong 
men  were  roaming  at  large, 
pretending  to  be  under  the 
immediate  guidance  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  slandering  the  best 
men  in  the  land,  and  multitudes 
believed  them.  Religious  meetings 
were  often  attended  with 
disorders,  from  which  the  most 
wreckless  'new  measure  man'  of 
the  19th  century  would  shrink  back 
in  absolute  dismay.  Conversions, 
most  evidently  spurious,  were 
proclaimed  as  real  and  God  was 
publicly  praised  for  them;  and 
supposed  converts,  concerning 
whom  even  the  judicious  had  hoped 
favorably  were  falling  away  by  the 
thousands.  One  system  of  false 
theology  was  gaining  favor,  as  a 
means  of  opposing  these  evils;  and 
another  system,  equally  false  and 
more  directly  pernicious,  was 
mingling  with  the  revival  itself,  ir 
spreading  as  it  advanced".  -Joseph 
Tracy  in  The  Great  Awakening. 

Similar  statements  decrying  the 
actions  of  the  '  youth  of  two 
thousand  years  ago  also  have  a 
familiar  ring.  (See  Page  5,  Sermon 
by  Dr.  Wm.  A.  Benfield.) 

The  encouraging  word  is  that 
when  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is 
turned  loose,  it  has  a  way  of 
righting  wrong  and  bringing  order 
out  of  chaos.  That's  the  reason 
Christians  always  "hope  for  better 
things  " .  

Preacher  Saves  Lives 

The  Reverend  Tyson  Hope, 
Minister  of  the  East  Belmont 
Presbyterian  Church,  is  a  member 
of  the  South  Point  Life  Saving 
Crew,  and  in  this  capacity  he  goes 
on  ambulance  calls  to  wrecks, 
fires,  drownings,  etc.  A  log  kept  by 
him  recently  showed  emergency 
treatment  of  a  woman  at  5:30  a.m., 
a  sick  man  at  8  a.m.,  and  several 
other  responses  to  calls  the  same 
day. 

The  Minister  states  that  when  in 
a  jam  for  a  sermon,  he  can  preach 
on  "Safety". 


PRESBYTERIAN 
PULSE 

To  the  U.  S.  Presbyterian  Church 
From  a  member  of  the  General 
Council 

Yes,  you've  done  it  again:  sold 
the  women  of  the  U.  S. 
Presbyterian  Church  down  the 
river.  Out  of  447  Commissioners  in 
the  General  Assembly  there  were  9 
women,  so  we  must  assume  that 
this  is  a  male  decision. 

Women  asked  for  one-third 
representation  on  the  boards  and 
agencies.  We  were  told  there  must 
be  no  quota,  only  an  "increase  of 
qualified  women."  Then  the 
Assembly  turned  right  around  and 
decided  that  YOUTH  needed  a 
quota  and  deserved  to  go 
regardless  of  qualification  to  the 
next  General  Assembly.  Money  is 
provided  and  YOUTH  will  be 
heard.  Women  must  be  either 
members  of  the  session  or 
ministers  but  YOUTH  needs  no 
such  qualification.  The  Church 
would  rather  hear  from  our  16-year 
olds  than  from  the  majority  of  the 
church:  women. 

Women  deserve  equal 
treatment:  equal  with  men  and 
with  youth.  $15,000  should  also  be 
found  to  send  73  women-delegates 
along  with  the  youth-delegate  from 
each  Presbytery  to  the  next 
General  Assembly.  Women  are 
equally  responsible  for  our 
churches  and  for  church-life  in 
America.  If  women  are  worthy  of 
raising  these  youth  we  both  value 
so  much,  surely  they  are  worthy  of 
being  heard  equally  with  them  in 
the  highest  church  court  of  our 
denomination. 

Bruno  Bettelheim  points  to  our 
beloved  Judaic-Christian  heritage 
as  partly  responsible  for  the 
dilemma  of  women:  "If  the  Jew 
was  a  woman,  she  felt  even  more 
degraded  by  a  religion  that 
required  men  to  thank  God  each 
day  that  He  had  not  created  them 
female."  While  America  and  the 
church  reaches  out  to  upgrade  the 
blacks  and  the  youth  in  our  culture, 
the  church  continues  to  regard 
women  as  inferior  and  somehow 
degraded. 

All  we  want  is  what  you  want: 
the  dignity  and  consideration  of 
equality.  There  is  nothing  in  the 
teaching  of  Jesus  Christ  that  in  any 
way  down-grades  women.  Don't  let 
His  Church  fail  Him.

Boundaries  Commission 
Appointed  By  Moderator 


Dr.  Joseph  M.  Garrison, 
Greensboro,  Moderator  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  early  in 
August  appointed  a  Commission  of 
16  members,  seven  ministers  and 
nine  laymen,  to  implement  the 
action  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  meeting  at  Burlington, 
N.  C.  June  23-24,  1970,  ordering  the 
re-structuring  of  the  Presbyteries 
of  Synod. 

Synod  turned  down  the 
recommendation  of  the  ad  interim 
Study  Committee  on  Boundaries  in 
reference  to  the  geographical  lines 
of  Presbyteries,  and  in  the  place 
thereof  approved  the  Wilmington 
Presbytery  Plan.  In  other 
essentials,  the  Report  of  Synod's 
Committee  was  approved. 


The  Synod  Commission  was 
instructed  to  implement  the  re- 
structural  plan  as  soon  as  possible, 
but  not  later  than  December  31, 
1971.  Furthermore,  each  existing 
Presbytery  was  ordered  to  appoint 
a  Commission  to  work  out  the 
problems  of  organization  and 
implementation  of  the  actions  of 
Synod.  The  Synod's  Commission 
has  been  ordered  to  "appoint  a 
Moderator  and  Clerk,  pro  tem  of 
each  new  Presbytery  and  empower 
them  to  call  a  meeting  to  organize 
the  Presbytery." 

Synod's  Council  was  charged  "to 
suggest  ways  and  means  to 
encourage  a  spiritual  unity  within 
each  of  the  new  Presbyteries." 


New  Text  For 
Community  Colleges 

Dr.  Richara  Morgan,  Chaplain  at 
Mitchell  College,  Statesville,  has 
been  advised  by  Westinghouse 
Learning  Corporation  of  the 
publication  of  the  first 
individualized  program  in  general 
psychology  developed  specifically 
for  Junior  and  Community 
(Colleges. 

Teh  study  is  based  on  the 
principle  that  individualism  is  one 
answer  to  the  problems  .  facing 
many  colleges  today  where  liberal 
admission  policies  result  in  a 
student  population  of  a  wide  range 
of  ability  and  achievement. 

The  title  of  the  text,  written  by 
Dr.  Morgan,  is  Psychology:  An 
Individualized  Course. 

The  new  text  allows  the  student 
to  proceed  according  to  his  need. 
He  may  work  faster  or  slowly,  on 
his  own  or  in  a  group,  always 
conferring  frequently  with  his 
instructor.  The  student  covers 
challenging  material  selected  for 
its  relevance  to  today's  problems. 

Dr.  Morgan,  grandson  of  the 
noted  British  preacher,  G. 
Campbell  Morgan,  and  son  of  Dr. 
Howard  Morgan  of  Philadelphia, 
was  for  several  years  professor  of 
Bible  at  Peace  College,  Raleigh.

Dr.  Walter  Miller  Walsh,  a 
Charlotte  native,  who  served  sixty- 
six  years  as  a  minister  in  the 
E^esbyterian  Church  in  North 
Carolina,  Virginia,  and  Texas,  died 
at  the  age  of  91  in  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  Charlotte  September  2.

:hen  he  served  as  Pastor  of  the 
rhyatira    and    Back  Creek 


Churches,  1906-1911.  From  1911  to 
1915,  he  was  pastor  of  the  Front 
Street  Church  in  Statesville  and  of 
Little  Joe's  church  at  Barium 
Springs.  From  1920-1926  he  was 
Pastor  of  the  Sinking  Springs 
Church  at  Abbingdon,  Virginia, 
and  from  1926-1944,  of  the  Big  Stone 
Gap  Church  in  Virginia.  From 
1944-1949,  he  was  Pastor  of  the 
Morven  and  Lilesville  Churches  in 
North  Carolina;  then  of  the  Newell 
Church,  1949-1954;  then  as 
Associate  Pastor  of  the  First 
Church,  Charlotte  from  1954-1956. 

In  1935,  Dr.  Walsh  was  elected 
Moderator  of  the  Synod  of 
Appalachia. 

The  son  of  Thomas  David  and 
Rose  Elizabeth  Williamson  Walsh, 
he  Was  born  August  14,  1879.  He 
was  married  to  Miss  Lillie 
Tapscott  Paxton  in  1913.  To  them 
was  born  one  son.  He  is  survived  by 
his  wife,  a  sister,  and  sevej-al 
nieces  and  nephews.

Book  Review 

THE  PLANTATION  WORLD 
AROUND  DAVIDSON,  —  a  book 
lust  published  by  the  Mecklenburg 
Historical  Association  and  written 
by  Professor  '  Chalmers  G. 
Davidson  of 
the  Davidson 
College  faculty 
—  is  a 
combination 
guidebook  for 
sightseers  and 
an  historical 
account  of  the 
homes  and 
families  which 
made  the  area 
around  David- 
son College  one 
of   the  most 

prosperous  in  the  piedmont  in  the 
days  before  the  War. 

These  old  homes  are  fast 
disappearing  (Sherman  burned 
none  in  this  immediate  vicinity) 
owing  both  to  neglect  and  to 
"progress".  For  example,  the 
Alexanders'  large  "Rosedale" 
mansion  house,  near  the  present 
Croft  was  left  empty  for  many 
years  and  was  finally  burned  only 
a  short  time  ago  by  persons 
unknown.  Lake  Norman  covers  the 
sites  of  the  Burton's  "Burton 
Place"  and  the  Grahams' 
"Elmwood  Farm"  (both  of  which 
had  elegant  homeplaces  which  had 
to  be  demolished)  as  well  as  the 
once  fertile  acres  of  the  Potts  and 
Patterson  plantations. 

"Plantations,"  as  defined  by  Dr. 
Davidson,  are  those  agricultural 
units  with  sufficient  acreage  (five 
hundred  or  more)  and  "hands" 
(twenty-five  or  more  adult  slaves) 
to  require  the  services  of  an 
overseer.  Below  that,  the 
establishment  would  be  property 
called  a  "farm,"  although  some  of 
the  large  planters  for  personal  or 
democratic  sentiments  insisted  on 
denominating  their  holdings  as  a 
farm  even  though  they  qualified  in 
all  respects  for  the  status  of 
plantations. 

The  book  contains  a  fold-out  map 
which  locates  the  exact  sites  of  the 
ante-bellum  homeplaces  and  can 
be  used  as  a  traveling  guide.  All  of 
the  homes,  however,  except  the 
Alexander  Rock  House,  are  still  in 
private  hands,  many  belonging  to 
the  descendants  of  the  original 
owners.  Although  they  are  not  open 
to  the  public  most  are  now  close 
enough  to  the  highways  to  be 
clearly  visible. 

There  is  a  section  of  ante-bellum 
Davidson  featuring  the  more 
notable  buildings  in  the  town  itself.

has  experienced  discouragement, 
even  to  the  point  of  threatened 
abandonment,  but  the  members 
and  officers  have  successfully 
resisted  all  efforts  to  close  the 
Church.  The  Church  is  now  self 
supporting  and  has  services  every 
Sunday.  Sunday  school  attendance 
is  reported  as  good. 

In  August,  1952,  the  first 
Homecoming  was  held  to 
commemorate  the  Fiftieth 
Anniversary  of  the  Church,  and 
since  then  homecoming  has  been 
observed  every  year. 


ITSth  Anniversary  Celebrated 


The  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Mt.  Gilead  celebrated  its  175th 
anniversary  during  homecoming 
services  on  August  23. 

Former  members  of  the  Church 
were  present  for  the  worship 
service  and  the  lunch  which 
followed. 

Mt.  Gilead  Church  was 
organized  about  1795,  as  the  Sharon 
Presbyterian  Church.  At  that  time 
it  was  a  member  of  Orange 
Presbytery.  Later  it  became  a 
member  of  Fayetteville 
Presbytery,  and  still  later,  of 
Mecklenburg. 

Early  Records 
The  first  records  of  the  Sharon 
Church  are  to  be  found  in  the 
Minutes  of  Orange  Presbytery  for 
the  period  1795-1812.  There  it  is 
stated  on  April  2,  1812,  the  Sharon 
Church  called  the  Reverend 
William  Peacock  to  be  pastor  and 
that  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Murdoch, 
McMillan,  Malcolm  McNair,  Wm. 
L.  Hunter,  and  John  Mclntyre 
were  appointed  to  ordain  Mr. 
Peacock  in  a  special  meeting  of 
Presbytery  to  be  held  in  the  Sharon 
Church  on  July  11,  1812. 

Mr.  Peacock  served  as  Pastor 
until  his  death  on  August  25,  1830. 

First  Log  Church 
The  first  Sharon  Church  was 
built  of  logs,  and  later  replaced  by 
a  frame  building.  Both  were 
located  on  a  site  about  one  and  a 
half  miles  southeast  of  Wadeville 
on  Dyson's  Creek  and  on  land 
owned  by  Charles  McKinnon.  In 
1852,  on  land  donated  for  a  church 
and  cemetery,  the  third  and  last 
Sharon  church  was  built.  This  was 
also  a  frame  building  and  was 
located  on  the  grounds  of  the 
present  Sharon  cemetery  near  Mt. 
Gilead. 

The  New  Church 
In  1903,  after  a  large  number  of 
the  Sharon  congregation  had  left  in 
1894  to  form  a  church  in 
Wadesville,  the  congregation  built 
another  frame  Church  on  Hotel 


Street,  now  known  as  Haywood 
Street  in  Mt.  Gilead,  and  the  name 
was  changed  to  Mt.  Gilead 
Presbyterian  Church.  This  was 
during  the  ministry  of  the  Rev. 
Archie  McLaughlin. 

In  1924,  under  the  leadership  of 
the  Rev.  J.W.  Stork,  the  present 
brick  structure  was  erected  on 
Main  Street.  The  first  service  was 
held  in  the  church  on  April  10, 1927. 
Ministers  Who  Served 

Whereas  there  is  no  record  of  the 
ministers  who  served  the  Church 
from  1795  to  1810,  the  records  are 
clear  for  the  following:  Rev. 
William  Peacock,  1810-1830;  Rev. 
Wm.  N.  Peacock,  1832-1855;  Rev. 
N.T.  Bowden,  1859-1866;  Rev.  J.H. 
Kolter,  1866-1869;  Rev.  Kenneth  M. 
Mclntyre,  1871-1887;  Rev.  A.  Currie 
and  Rev.  N.T.  Bowden,  1888-1889; 
Rev.  K.A  McLeod,  1889-1893;  Rev. 
Lacy  L.  Little,  1894-1895;  Rev. 
Archie  McLaughlin,  1896-1903; 
Rev.  Letcher  Smith,  1906-1911; 
Rev.  W.R.  Wilson,  1912-1914;  Rev. 
W.H.  Eubanks,  1915-1917;  Rev. 
W.E.  Furr,  1918-1920;  Rev.  J.W. 
Stork,  1920-1954;  Rev.  Wm.  N. 
Clark,  1955-1958;  Rev.  Stradford  T. 
Snively,  1958-1964;  Rev.  Carl 
Miller,  1965-1968;  Rev.  Paul  D.

History  Presented

The  minister  of  the  Church,  the 
Rev.  Douglas  Heidt,  presented  a 
"Statement  of  Purpose",  drawn  up 
by  the  officers  of  the  church,  in 
reference  to  the  areas  of  study, 
prayer,  worship,  stewardship,  and  i 
service.

A  BRIEF  HISTORY 
OF 

ORANGE  PRESBYTERY 

Orange  Presbytery  was  organized  by  the  Synod  of  New  York  and 
Philadelphia  on  September  5,  1770,  in  ceremonies  in  the  Hawfields 
Church.  At  that  time  the  Presbytery  encompassed  an  area  extending 
south  of  Virginia  and  west  interminably. 

Since  1  784  six  Presbyteries  have  been  formed  from 
Orange:  Presbytery  of  South  Carolina  (1784),  Concord  (1795), 
Fayetteville  (1813),  Albemarle  (1889),  Winston  Salem  (1923),  and 
Granville  (1923). 

The  Reverends  Messrs.  Henry  Pattillo,  David  Caldwell,  Hugh 
McAden,  James  Creswell,  Joseph  Alexander,  Hezekiah  James  Balch,  and 
Hesekiah  Balch  were  the  seven  original  members  of  Orange  Presbytery. 
During  its  200  years  of  existence  there  have  been  300  churches  and  785 
ministers  on  the  roll  of  the  Presbytery,  as  well  as  97  candidates  for  the 
ministry.  A  total  of  264  ministers  have  been  ordained  by  the 
Presbytery. 

The  Presbytery  has  made  distinctive  contributions  in  many  fields. 
The  Rev.  James  McGready,  leader  in  the  great  revival  movement  of  the 
early  1800's  was  ordained  by  the  Presbytery,  and  the  first  Camp 
Meeting  ever  held  in  North  Carolina  was  at  the  Hawfields  Church. 

In  the  field  of  education,  the  Presbytery  has  given  financial 
support  and  elected  trustees  to  help  govern  Davidson,  Flora 
MacDonald,  and  Peace  Colleges.  It  was  also  infiuential  in  organizing  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  whose  first  president  was  ordained  by  the 
Presbytery.  In  the  early  years  of  the  Presbytery,  ministers  organized 
classical  and  vocational  schools. 

The  Presbyter>  has  also  been  active  in  the  Church's  mission  work. 
Dr.  Daniel  McGilvary,  ordained  by  Orange  Presbytery,  was  a  pioneer 
leader  in  Laos  and  Siam,  where  he  established  hospitals  and  schools  and 
won  the  first  converts  to  Christianity.

W.  Va. 

The  Reverend  Donald  A. 
Campbell,  pastor  of  the  Hawfields 
church,  conducted  the  service,

The  Good  Old  Days 


(Bicentennial  Sermon  by  Dr. 
Wm.  A.  Benfield,  Hawfields, 
September  6,  1970.  Dr.  Benfield  is 
Moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.  and  Pastor  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charleston,  West  Virginia.) 

The  sermon  title  this  morning  is 
"The  Good  Old  Days",  and  the 
phrase  needs  no  explanation.  It  has 
many  meanings,  some  of  them 
personal. 

For  me,  the  good  old  days, 
among  other  things,  refer  to  the 
former  condition  of  a  fishing  club 
in  Florida.  When  I  was  given  a 
membership  in  the  club,  about 
twenty  years  ago,  the  only 
entrance  to  the  fishing  area  was  a 
sand  road.  If  you  did  not  know  how 
to  drive  it,  you  were  in  trouble. 
Consequently  there  was  little 
traffic.  You  could  fish  all  day,  even 
in  public  water  and  see  no  one  but 
fellow  club  members.  And  fishing 
was  terrific.  At  almost  any  spot,  in 
the  glen,  on  the  St.  Johns,  or  our 
own  Juniper  river,  you  caught  bass 
every  day,  sometimes  eight  or  ten 
pounders. 

But  then  came  the  hard  surfaced 
roads,  boat  ramps,  high  powered 
motors  commercialization.  At 
times  you  would  think  the  whole 
American  Fleet  were  passing  by. 
Much  of  the  eel  grass  is  gone.  You 
sometimes  fish  all  day  and  see  not 
a  bass.  And  when  I  go  there  now,  I 
find  myself  wishing  for  the  good 
old  days. 

But  the  theme  for  the  morning 
has  more  significant  implications 
than  personal  memories  and 
wishes.  It  touches  all  of  the  areas 
of  life  and  involves  our  moral  and 
spiritual  health.  There  are  times 
when  reference  to  the  past  can  be 
helpful,  warning  us  of  false  courses 
of  action  and  remindiing  us  that 
there  can  be  better  times  and  more 
noble  ways  of  living.  But  this  habit 
we  have  of  referring  to  the  good  old 
days  has  its  dangers  as  well  as  its 
values. 

For  one  thing,  our  references  to 
the  past  can  be  the  expression  of 
conscious  or  unconscious  desires  to 
escape  the  present,  especially 
when  the  present  is  difficult.  And 
here  we  sometimes  refer  to  the 
good  old  days  when  in  reality  the 
good  old  days  were  not  any  better 
or  as  good  as  the  present  days. 

Look  at  one  of  the  first 
biblical  examples.  Early  in 
their  history  the  Hebrew  people, 
you  will  recall,  had  to  move  from 


Palestine  to  Egypt  because  of  a 
severe  famine.  And  thus  developed 
one  of  the  first  Arab-Jewish 
confrontations.  The  Hebrews 
became  slaves  of  the  Egyptians. 
The  bondage  was  terrible.  "And 
the  people  of  Israel  groaned  under 
their  bondage  and  cried  out  for 
help,  and  their  cry  under  bondage 
came  up  to  God."  God  promised 
deliverance  and  under  the 
leadership  of  Moses  the 
Iraelites  were  permitted  to  leave 
Egypt.  They  headed  back  to 
Palestine  and  came  to  the  Red  Sea 
and  had  no  way  of  crossing  the 
water.  By  this  time  the  Pharoah  of 
Egypt  had  decided  he  couldn't  lose 
his  slaves  and  so  his  army  came  in 
pursuit.  And  what  happened?  The 
Israelites  called  out  for  the  good 
old  days,  saying  to  Moses,  what 
have  you  done  to  us,  in  bringing  us 
-  out  of  Egypt? 

Later,  after  they  had  been 
delivered  from  the  Egyptians,  the 
Israelites  had  difficulty  in  finding 
food  and  again  their  minds  went 
back  to  the  good  old  days  ~  would 
that  we  had  died  by  the  hand  of  the 
Lord  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  when  we 
sat  by  the  fleshpots  and  ate  bread 
to  the  full,  for  you  have  brought  us 
out  into  this  wilderness  to  kill  us  all 
with  hunger. 

And  this  trend  to  escape  the 
present  was  brought  to  a  climax 
when  they  reached  the  borders  of 
Canaan,  the  promised  land.  Spies 
were  sent  out  to  scout  the  land. 
Two  brought  back  the  report  that  it 
was  indeed  a  land  of  milk  and 
honey.  But  the  others  brought  back 
a  false  report  that  it  was  a  land  of 
giants  and  could  not  be  occupied. 
And  the  people  cried  and  wept 
through  the  night,  "Would  that  we 
had  died  in  the  land  of  Egypt!  Why 
does  the  Lord  bring  us  into  this 
land,  to  fall  by  the  sword?  Would  it 
not  be  better  for  us  to  go  back  to 
Egypt?" 

Every  time  the  Hebrews  faced 
difficulty  and  challenge  they 
responded  with.  Give  us  the  good 
old  days.  But  were  those  days  back 
in  Egypt  really  good  old  days, 
when  they  were  forced  to  work 
beyond  physical  endurance, 
treated  like  animals  rather  ihan 
human  beings,  literally  owned  by 
the  Egyptian  royalty? 

In  the  present  scene,  with  our 
tensions  and  troubles,  there  are 
times  when  we  long  for  the  good  old 
days.  We  tend  to  do  this  as  parents 
and  leaders  of  children  and  youth. 
We  become  concerned  about  so 


much  lack  of  respect  and  so  many 
rebellious  attitudes  and  actions, 
and  we  long  for  past  generations 
when  things  were  supposedly 
different.  Listen  to  the  words  of  one 
person : 

"Children  today  are  just  too 
soft;  they  have  bad  manners, 
contempt    for  authority, 
disrespect  for  their  elders; 
talk  too  much  and  work  too 
little.  Rather  than  helping  out 
around  the  house,  they  give 
orders.   They  haven't  the 
courtesy  to  stand  when  their 
elders  enter  the  room.  They 
contradict    their  parents, 
monopolize  the  conversation  in 
front  of  guests,  have  miserable 
table  manners,   and  they 
tryannize  their  teachers." 
These  words  may  sound  as  if 
they    were    a    present  day 
description  of  the  generation  gap, 
but  they  were  written  by  Plato  in 
the  fifth  century  B.C.  ~  twenty-four 
hundred  years  ago. 

Or,  take  the  matter  of  the  moral 
degeneration  in  our  society  and  the 
desire  we  have  for  the  good  old 
days  when  people  could  be  trusted 
and  a  man's  word  was  truth.  Listen 
to  this  comment:  "Our  earth  is 
degenerate  in  these  latter  days. 
Bribery  and  corruption  are 
common.  Children  no  longer  obey 
their  parents.  Every  man  wants  to 
write  a  book.  The  end  of  the  world 
is  evidently  approaching."  The 
words  may  sound  as  if  they  came 
from  a  contemporary  evangelist 
but  they  were  written  on  a  clay 
tablet  in  Assyria  around  2,800  B.C. 
or  almost  five  thousand  years  ago. 

And  what  is  the  point  of  £dl  of 
this?  Well,  it may  appear  that  I  am 
trying  to  establish  the  theseis  that 
in  all  these  years  of  human  history 
there  has  been  little  progress  in 
things  fundamental.  But  such  a 
position  I  would  not  support. 
Significant  progress  has  been 
made  in  moral  and  spiritual 
development  as  well  as  in  other 
areas. 

The  point  of  the  moment  is  that 
there  are  no  good  old  days  in  the 
full  sense  of  the  meaning.  The  point 
is  that  since  the  fall  of  Adam  and 
Eve  'here  never  have  been  "the 
good  old  days"  when  man  was  free 
from  temptation  and  trials  and 
attained  moral  and  spiritual 
Utopia.  Each  generation  and  each 
century  may  have  its  weak  periods 
and  its  better  periods.  But  the  truth 
is  that  whenever  and  wherever 
man  lives  here  on  the  earth  he  is 
faced  with  enemies  --  within 
himself,  in  his  relationship  with

September  6  was  designated  by 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  as 
Orange  Presbytery  Day,  and  a 
number  of  churches  throughout  the 
Synod  joined  in  the  celebration  of 
the  bi -centennial. 


others,  and  in  obedience  to  God. 
And  the  reality  of  the  present  has 
always  to  be  faced.  We  can  never 
retreat  to  a  former  time  and  if  we 
could  go  back  to  the  good  old  days 
we  would  find  there  the  same 
moral  and  spiritual  enemies,  to  be 
faced  in  one  form  or  another. 

But  the  truth  is  that  man  is 
always  faced  with  enemies  -  within 
himself,  in  his  relationship  with 
others,  and  in  obedience  to  God. 
And  the  reality  of  the  present  has 
always  to  be  faced.  We  can  never 
retreat  to  a  former  time  and  if  we 
could  go  back  to  the  good  old  days 
we  would  find  there  the  same 
moral  and  spiritual  enemies,  to  be 
faced  in  one  form  or  another. 

But  the  truth  is  that  man  is 
always  faced  with  enemies  -  within 
himself,  in  his  relationship  with 
others  in  obedience  to  God.  Yes, 
the  Bible  tells  us  that  whenever 
and  wherever  man  lives  here  on 
the  earth  he  is  faced  with  the  fact 
of  evil,  the  enemy  that  constantly 
hinders  and  ceaselessly  menaces 
all  human  effort  toward  good,  the 
stubborn  companion  of  high 
aspirations  and  achievements. 

It  was  true  in  the  day  of  Moses,  it 
was  true  in  the  day  of  the  Apostle 
Paul,  it  is  true  here  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  twentieth  century  -  this 
mysterious  radical  wrongness 
which  seems  embedden  in  the  very 
structure  of  our  invididual  and 
corporate  life. 

And  what  is  it?  It  is  what 
Mephistopheles  in  Faust  calls  the 
spirit  which  ever  denies  -  the 
principle  of  evil  in  the  world  which 
is  always  saying  no  to  (Jod's 
everlasting  yes.  It  is  what  the  Bible 
calls  our  enemy,  our  adversary, 
the  devil.  It  is  what  the  creed  of  our 
church  calls  sin.  It  is  the  old 
evangelical  truth  that  man's  heart 
is  corrupt  and  that  for  our  welfare, 
our  human  nature  is  not  enough. 

This  of  course  is  why  God  has 
come  into  human  flesh. 

But  turn  then  to  another 
direction,  closely  allied  to  what  has 
just  been  said.  There  can  also  be 
danger  in  wanting  the  good  ol  days 
because  this  may  mean  that  we  are 
unwilling  to  adjust  to  changes  that 
should  be  taking  place. 

Indeed,  this  is  one  of  the  most 
difficult  problems  in  life,  this 
matter  of  adjusting  to  change, 
especially  after  we  reach  a 
certain  age.  We  become 
accustomed  to  forms  and 
practices.  We  find  meaning  and 
contentment  in  doing  things 
certain  ways.  We  become  wedded 
to  tradition.  It  is  not  easy  to 
change. 

And  the  last  place  where  we 
usually  want  change  to  take  place 
is  in  the  church.  "We  have  been 
running  our  Sunday  School  the 
same  way  for  the  past  fifty  years 
and  things  have  gone  well  -  why 
should  we  change?"  "The  church 
didn't  used  to  get  involved  in  such 
things- why  should  it  do  so  now"" 
And  so  the  comments  are  made 
and  attitudes  expressed. 

Now,  change  simply  for  the  sake 


of  change  is  never  a  worthy  axiom. 
But  we  are  dealing  here  with  what 
can  be  a  serious  matter  in  spiritual 
growth.  Revolutionary  elements 
are  appearing  today  in  many  ares 
of  the  church's  life-in  new  ways  of 
worship,  in  contemporary 
expressions  of  doctrine  and  belief, 
in  new  forms  of  ministry  and 
service. 

It  is  happening  in  our  own 
denomination  and  we  have  trouble. 
A  few  years  ago  some  of  our  people 
were  crying  out  that  the  church 
must  spring  loose  from  some  of  its 
traditionalism  and  get  into  the 
game.  Today  others  are  crying  out 
that  the  church  is  forsaking  the 
faith  and  abandoning  its  mission. 

I  do  not  say  that  everything 
happening  today  in  the  religious 
revolution  is  good  and  will  promote 
wholesome  spiritual  growth.  But  I 
see  at  least  two  possible  dangers  in 
our  desire  to  hold  on  completely  to 
the  past  and  shut  our  eyes  and 
hearts  to  invocations  in  spiritual 
experiences.  One  danger  is  that  of 
identifying  the  truth  of  God 
exclusively  with  our  own 
traditional  forms  and  practices. 
The  second  is  that  in  refusing  to 
face  up  to  change  we  can  be  saying 
no  to  the  leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

At  least  this  is  what  Jesus  found 
while  he  was  here  on  the  earth.  Go 
back  and  read  the  Gospels.  Jesus 
worked  with  people  who  were 
about  as  "religious"  as  the  earth 
had  ever  known.  But  they  were 
being  smothered  by  their 
traditionalism,  blinded  by  their 
legalism,  and  becoming  spiritually 
impovished  by  their  refusal  to  be 
open  to  the  leading  of  the  spirit. 
And  when  the  Lord  taught  that  the 
kingdom  of  God  had  the 
dimensions  of  God  himself  and  not 
man,  and  that  his  followers  were 
never  to  be  little  cliques  in  a 
corner,  fences  in  by  their  own 
presuppositions,  they  cried 
blasphemer,  modernist  and  worse. 
And  when  this  did  not  stop  him, 
they  put  him  to  the  cross.  But  he 
was  truth  and  the  truth  of  the 
eternal  God  can  never  be 
contained  in  outworn  molds  and 
favorite  recipes.  He  is  always 
DreaKmg  out  m  new  forms  and  new 
directions  and  will  continue  to  do 
so  until  his  purposes  are  fulfilled. 

The  good  old  days!  The  Bible 
speaks  of  a  good  old  day.  It- 
happened  at  the  beginning  on  the 
sixth  day,  when  God  created  man 
in  his  image.  This  is  our  wonderful 
heritage,  that  we  have  the 
potential  to  know,  to  love,  and  to 
live  in  fellowship  with  the  eternal 
God.

Mr.  Dalton  was  president  of  the 
Snow  Lumber  Company  prior  to 
his  death  March  11,  1968.  He  was  a 
Ruling  Elder  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  High  Point. 

Mrs.  Dalton's  interest  in  the 
philosophy  and  background  of 
Peace  College  has  spurred  through 
the  Women  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  during  summer  training 
school  sessions  on  the  campus  and 
especially  through  her  friend,  the 
late  Miss  Lucy  Steele,  long-time 
Peace  Bible  instructor. 

Mrs.  Dalton  is  a  member  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  High 
Point.  In  the  early  1960's,  she  had  a 
definite  hand  in  fighting  to  keep 
Peace  College  open.  She  was  a 
charter  member  of  the  Peace 
Board  of  Visitors  established  in 
1962.

Expresses  Disapproval 

An  assembly  of  Southern  Baptist 
teenagers  in  Arkadelphia, 
Arkansas,  in  a  protest  resolution 
signed  by  140  during  a  week-end 
retreat,  have  expressed 
disapproval  of  a  popular  recording 
"The  Troublemaker,"  as  a  "false 
and  misleading  caricature  of  Jesus 
Christ." 

The  recording,  by  a  group  called 
The  Tams,  implies  that  the  peace 
mission  of  Jesus  and  his  philosophy 
of  love  are  comparable  to  the 
peace  movement  spearheaded  in 
this  age  by  modern  radicals  such 
as  the  hippies. 

The  teenagers  said,  "We  wish  to 
express  our  strong  displeasure  and 
resentment  toward  those  who 
brazenly  present  a  false 
impression  of  what  we  know  to  be 
true  Christianity.  .  we  resent  the 
implication  that  the  Son  of  God  was 
similar  in  either  method  or 
motivation  to  the  questionable 
activities  of  those  who  know  how  to 
create  chaos.  .  .".

"Halt  Hunjrer ' 

Atlanta  -  PN  -  The  Presbyterian 
Church  U.S.,  whose  top  governing 
body  voted  to  make  hunger  a  top 
priority  for  the  next  five  years, 
kicked  off  its  leadership 
development  phase  with  a  hunger 
leadership  conference  at  Montreal, 
August  6-8.  The  "Halt  Hunger" 
Drive  is  under  the  direction  of  a  tsk 
force  on  hunger,  with 
representatives  from  the 
denomination's  program  boards, 
as  well  as  experts  on  various  facets 
of  hunger. 

Some  300  Presbytery  and  local 
church  leaders  took  part  in  the 
hunger  simulation  exercise, 
suggesting  the  complex  factors 
that  affect  hunger  in  the  U.S.  and 
overseas. 

The  hunger  simulation, 
"Baldicer,"  was  developed  by 
Miss  Georgeann  Wilcoxson  of  the 
staff  of  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education,  Richmond,  Virginia, 
and  will  be  made  available  to 
churches  for  their  own  use  this  fall. 


Baptist  Statistics 

Nashville  (RNS)-Church 
membership  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  for  1969 
increased  by  157,384  over  the 
previous  year  to  a  total  of 
11,489,613;  however,  the  report  by 
the  denomination's  research  and 
statistics  department,  showed  a 
drop  in  the  number  of  baptisms 
and  enrollment  decreases  in 
Sunday  School,  Training  Union, 
Brotherhood,  and  Women's 
Missionary  Union  organization. 

Statistics  based  on  reports  from 
34,335  churches  affiliated  with  the 
Nation's  largest  Protestant 
denomination  further  showed  that 
Giving  by  the  Southern  Baptists 
continued  upward.  Total  receipts 
from  tithes,  offerings  and  special 
gifts  in  1969  were  $842,707,390,  an 
increase  of  $47,759,639. 

Contributions  to  missions 
increased  .$5,200,604  to  a  total  of 
$1.33,224,335.  Tithes,  offerings,  and 
special  gifts  averaged  $70.46, 
including  $11.60  in  mission  gifts.

The  award,  one  of  38  awarded 
nationally,  was  presented  to  St.

Church  Fire 

I'he  Minister  of  the  Whiteville 
Presbyterian  Church,  the 
Reverend  Thomas  K.  Spence,  Jr., 
has  requested  that  the  following 
statement  be  published  in 
reference  to  the  fire  which 
damaged  the  Church  in  August: 

"The  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Whiteville  recently  sustained 
extensive  damage  to  its  church 
plant,  when  fire  broke  out  in  the 
attic  of  the  education  building.  It  is 
believed  that  faulty  wiring  may 
have  been  responsible  for  the  fire 
which  resulted  in  damages  of 
approximately  $90,000.  This 
building  was  erected  in  1960  as  the 
first  phase  of  the  building  program 
of  the  re-located  congregation.  It  is 
currently  valued  at  approximately 
$200,000.  An  architectural  firm  has 
already  been  employed  by  the 
congregation  to  develop  plans  for  a 
sanctuary  and  other  rooms  which 
will  complete  the  current  building 
program.  While  repairs  are  being 
made  to  the  education  building  the 
congregation  is  holding  its  services 
in  the  Whiteville  Primary  School. 
The  pastor  of  the  congregation  is 
the  Rev.  Thomas  K.  Spence,  Jr."

Thompson  Addresses  Seminary's 
159th  Opening  Convocation 


September  10,  1970  --  "As  I  look 
to  the  future,  I  am  hopeful:  hopeful 
because  the  church  is  changing, 
too  slowly  for  some,  too  rapidly  for 
others,  but  changing,  adapting 
itself  to  the  new  age.  "  This  outlook 
on  the  future  of  "The  Church  in  the 
Seventies"  was  voiced  by 
Professor  Ernest  Trice  Thompson 
who  addressed  the  Opening 
Convocation  of  the  one  hundred 
fifty-ninth  academic  year  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia 
today. 

Among  the  signs  of  hope  for  the 
future  of  the  church.  Dr.  Thompson 
cited  such  changes  as  "the  wider 
use  of  liturgy,  but  liturgy  in  the 
langauge  of  today  and  liturgy 
which  is  more  relevant  to  the 
issues  of  the  day."  He  noted  a 
"greater  use  of  experimental 
forms,  some  of  which,  the  better 
folk  songs,  the  use  of  flute  and 
guitar,  for  example,  are  likely  to 
become  widely  accepted,  not  only 
on  special  occasions,  but  also  in  the 
regular  worship  of  the  church," 
and  he  observed  the  trend  toward 
"other  forms  of  proclamation 
besides  the  sermon  such  as 
dialogue,  drama,  and  the  visual 
arts." 

In  response  to  the  question  "Will 
the  church  be  faithful  to  its  Lord 
and  to  its  mission"  Dr.  Thompson 
suggests  that  in  addition  to  change 
"there  will  be  continuity"  and  that 
"the  local  congregation,  despite  all 
of  its  weakness  which  we  know  as 
well  if  not  better  than  its  critics, 
will  remain  the  backbone  of  the 
church." 

L.i  rge  Student  Body 
Dr.  Thompson,  who  was  a 
member  of  the  Union  Seminary 
faculty  for  forty-one  years  and  now 
holds  the  title  of  Professor 
Emeritus  of  Church  History  and 
Church  Polity,  addressed  those 
students  in  residence  from  among 
the  314  persons  enrolled  for  the 
Seminary's  fall  quarter.  Of  this 
number,  43  are  members  of  the 
Junior  or  first -year  class ;  39  are  in 
the  Middle  Class;  and  45  are  in  the 
Senior  class.  Twenty-six 
undergraduate  students  will  be 
engaged  in  a  special  intern 
program  in  Church  and  Society  to 
work  within  industrial  complexes, 
political  structures,  and  urban 
change  agencies.  One  hundred 
sixty-one  students  are  enrolled  this 
year  in  the  graduate  program  of 
the  Seminary. 

Eight  international  students  will 
be  studying  at  Union  this  year, 
having  come  from  Canada, 
France,  Wales,  Australia, 
Switzerland,  Germany,  Indonesia, 
and  England.  Six  women  are  in  the 
student  body. 

President  Fred  R.  Stair,  Jr., 
announced  that  Dr.  John  B.  Trotti

In  a  letter  of  August  5,  he 
addressed  the  4,000  churches  of 
the  denomination,  asking  for 
speedy  assistance  for  those 
affected  by  the  hurricane  which 
swept  through  Corpus  Christi, 
Texas  city  on  August  3, 
damaging  90  percent  of  the 
downtown  area  and  either 
destroying  or  damaging  70 
percent  of  its  homes.

Librarian  and  Assistant  Professor 
of  Bibliography,  having  served  two 
years  as  Assistant  Librarian  at  the 
Seminary.  He  will  succeed  Dr. 
Henry  M.  Brimm  who  retired  in 
June  after  holding  the 
responsibilty  since  1930.  Dr. 
Brimm  will  be  Visiting  Librarian 
at  Louisville  Presbyterian 
Theological  Seminary  and  will 
work  on  classification  and 
cataloging  procedures  and  on  book 
selections  in  certain  areas. 

One  new  faculty  member  begins 
teaching  duties  at  Union  this  year. 
The  Reverend  Solomon  Codillo,  a 
native  of  the  Hawaiian  Highlands, 
will  be  an  instructor  in  the 
Seminary's  Pastoral  Care 
Department  as  well  as  Assistant 
Supervisor  in  the  Pastoral  Care 
Department  of  Richmond 
Memorial  Hospital. 

Taking  a  broad  look  at  the 
church  of  the  seventies,  Dr. 
Thompson  said  that  "three 
overarching  movements"  seem  to 
be  shaping  every  aspect  of  its  life. 
The  first  of  these  is  the  ecumenical 
movement  "which  will  continue  to 
develop  in  part  because  of  the 
great  mobility  of  our  population 
(denominations  as  such  become 
less  and  less  important);  but 
chiefly  because  only  so  can  the 
church  carry  on  its  mission;  the 
problems  are  so  great  that  no 
denomination  can  solve  them 
alone,  on  either  the  local  or  the 
national  basis." 

The  second  is  the  ethical 
movement,  or  "a  growing 
sensitivity  to  social  issues,  a 
recognition  that  structures  as  well 
as  individuals  are  in  need  of 
redemption."  Dr.  Thompson  feels 
that  "this  concern  will  increase 
because  it  is  biblically  based,"  and 
"because  now  for  the  first  time  in 
history  we  have  the  resources  and 
know-how  by  which  many  of 
mankind's  greatest  scourges  can 
be  eradicated."  The  church's 
mission  is  to  "serve  mankind,  to 
make  men  whole,  to  bring  the 
whole  of  society  as  far  as  that  is 
possible,  under  the  sway  of 
Christ." 

Greater  Democracy 

"A  third  factor  which  has  begun 
and  will  continue  to  shape  the  total 
life  of  the  church"  in  the  next 
decade  "is  a  trend  toward  greater 
democracy."  Dr.  Thompson 
foresees  "increasing  participation 
of  laymen  in  services  of  worship, 
greater  representation  of  women, 
young  people  and  ethnic  minorities 
in  the  government  of  the  church, 
less  reliance  on  authority, . . .  more 
dialogue, ...  a  greater  readiness  to 
welcome  differences  of  opinion." 

"I  am  hopeful  most  of  all," 
concluded  Dr.  Thompson, 
"because  I  believe  that  God  is 
alive:  that  he  is  working  in  the 
world  in  new  and  unexpected  and 
hidden  ways,  that  he  is  working  in 
the  church,  and  that  he  is  ready  to 
work  in  and  through  each  of  us."

Reynolds  Fund  Distribution 
Yields  $47,269 


The  Permanent  Committee  on 
Annuities  and  Relief  of  the  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.,  meeting  here 
today,  approved  of  the  distribution 
of  the  September  income  from  the 
Kate  Bitting  Reynolds  Trust  Fund 
in  the  amount  of  $47,268.77. 

The  distribution  was  made  to  110 
retired  ministers  of  the  Synod, 
each  to  receive  $429.71.  The 
distribution  will  be  made  on 
Septenlber  23. 

The  previous  distribution,  made 
in  March  to  the  same  number  of 
ministers,  was  $41,916.77  or  $381.06 
to  each  participant. 

The  largest  distribution  ever 
made  from  the  Fund  was  in 
September,  1969,  in  the  amount  of 
$49,451.66.  One  hundred  five 
ministers  participated,  each 
receiving  $470.96. 

For  1970,  the  total  received  by 
each  minister  from  the  March  and 
September  distributions  amounts 
to  $810.77. 

The  Reynolds  Fund  was 
established  in  1947  by  a  bequest  in 


the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Kate 
Bitting  Reynolds  of  Winston- 
Salem.  The  original  bequest  of 
$400,000  is  now  estimated  to  be 
worth  one  and  three  quarter 
million  dollars.  The  Fund  is 
administered  by  the  Wachovia 
Bank  and  Trust  Company, 
Winston-Salem,  with  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  whose  responsibility 
relates  primarily  to  investment. 
The  Synod's  Committee  has 
responsibility  of  approving  of 
participants  in  the  Fund.

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Funds  For  Widows 


The  following  letter  was 
received  in  September  by 
Synod's  office  from  an 
honorably  retired  minister  in 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  to 


whom  the  September 
distribution  of  the  Kate  Bitting 
Reynolds  Fund  had  been  mailed 
on  September  23: 


"Today  I  have  carefully  estimated  possible  sources  of  retirement 
income  from  this  year  into  the  foreseeable  future,  now  that  I  am 
completing  the  adjustment  of  assets  following  the  death  of  my 
wife  and  giving  several  thousand  to  Church  work  for  which  I  will 
receive  annuities  during  the  remaining  years  of  my  life.  The  Lord 
has  blessed  us  beyond  anything  we  could  think  in  the  1950's  and 
the  beginning  of  the  next  decade. 

"I  hesitated  about  accepting  checks  from  the  N.  C.  Retired 
Ministers  Fund,  and  did  so  only  after  deciding  to  send  a 
considerable  amount  to  the  Board  of  Annuities  at  Atlanta,  to  help 
persons  in  special  need.  I  have  done  some  of  that. 
"I  was  informed  that  there  is  no  fund  at  present  for  helping 
widows  of  ministers  who  have  served  in  N.  C,  so  I  am  depositing 
the  check  just  received  and  am  sending  check  of  same  amount  to 
be  used  by  the  Synod  for  a  needy  widow  or  widows  of  ministers  if 
it  can  be  so  done.  If  that  is  not  possible,  return  the  check  and  I  will 
send  it  to  the  Board  of  Annuities. 

"What  would  you  suggest  for  procedure  next  year;  do  what  I 
am  doing  now  or  just  decline  to  accept  the  checks  in  1971?  I 
should  not  receive  such  funds  for  myself." 


For  some  years  efforts  have 
been  made  to  interest 
Presbyterians  to  provide  funds 
for  the  assistance  of  widows  of 
Presbyterian  Ministers.  Now, 
at  last,  a  fund  has  been  started, 
and  readers  are  urged  to 
supplement  these  funds  in  order 
that  a  substantial  foundation 
may  be  established  to  parallel 
the  Reynolds  Fund.  The  latter, 
now  valued  at  nearly  $2  million 


provides  approximately  $800 
per  annum  to  the  more  than  100 
retired  ministers  of  the  Synod. 

At  the  death  of  a  participating 
minister,  his  estate  receives  one 
additional  annuity;  however, 
where  widows  survive  their 
husbands  there  are  no  funds 
available  at  the  Synod  level  to 
pick  up  the  slack  created  by  the 
cessation  of  income  from  the 
Reynolds  Fund,

Seminars  Held 
At  Butner 

By  The  Reverend  James  N.  Grubb 
(Presbyterian  Chaplain  at  the 
Butner,  N.C,  Complex) 

On  Monday,  September  28,  the 
first  of  a  series  of  four  seminars 
was  held  at  Butner  at  The  Umstead 
Youth  Center.  Mr.  Joe  Wheeler, 
Program  Director  for  the  K- 
Region  of  the  Department  of 
Correction,  was  in  charge  of  the 
activities  of  the  day. 

The  men  attending  the  seminar 
received  information  about  the 
correctional  system  and  the 
rehabilitation  program  at  the 
Umstead  Youth  Center.  According 
to  Mr.  Wheeler,  the  rehabilitation 
program  is  broken  down  into  four 
categories  which  are  as  following: 
1.  Work;  2.  Recreation;  3. 
Education;  and  4.  Counseling.  It  is 
designed  to  help  the  young  man 
develop  a  sense  of  responsibility, 
learn  how  to  handle  his  problems, 
develop  his  creativity,  and  make  a 
better  adjustment  to  society. 

Volunteer-Release 
Program 

Mr.  Wheeler  informed  the  men  of 
the  new  Citizens  Volunteer 
Program  which  has  been 
inaugurated  at  the  Youth  Center. 
The  program  allows  inmates  soon 
to  be  released  to  leave  the  Center 
with  volunteers  on  Saturdays  and 
Sundays  during  the  months  prior  to 
their  release.  This  enables  them  to 
adjust  to  re-entry  into  the 
community  before  their  release. 

Another  seminar  is  being 
planned  at  Butner  at  the  John 
Umstead  Hospital  on  Monday, 
October  26,  based  on  the  theme, 
"The  Psychiatric  Patient  Who 
Returns  to  the  Community."  Dr. 
Eichman,  a  psychologist  on  the 
staff  of  John  Umstead  Hospital  and 
the  University  of  North  Carolina, 
will  lead  a  session  on  personality 
development  and  another  staff 
member  will  lead  a  session  on 
Rehabilitation.  An  opportunity  will 
be  given  to  discuss  community 
mental  health  resources  that  will 
be  of  help  to  the  minister  as  he 
discharges  his  responsibilities.

Mrs.  Elsie  Karo's  letter  in  the 
September  News  struck  a 
responsive  chord  in  me:  The 
Presbyterian  Church  does 
discriminate  against  women.  I 
charge  that  it  is  because  we 
southern  Presbyterians  are  more 
followers  of  Paul  than  Jesus 
Christ.  Paul  never  grew  beyond  his 
Jewish  background,  and  advised 
young  churches  to  prohibit  women 
from  taking  an  active  part. 
Moreover,  Paul's  personal  life 
evidently  produced  in  him  some 
type  of  serious  malajustment 
toward  women:  (What  was  his

Moderator 
Makes  Appeal 

An  appeal,  issued  by  the 
Moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly,  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.,  Dr.  William  A.  Benfield,  Jr., 
in  the  form  of  a  statement  and 
addressed  to  all  ministers  and 
members  of  the  approximately 
955,000-member  Church,  urges 
"all  Presbyterians  to  deepen  their 
commitment  to  public  education 
and  to  keep  their  children  in  public 
schools  'even  when  they  are  in  a 
racial  minority,  black  or  white,  or 
must  be  bused,". 

The  message  pointed  out  that  I 
while  many  Presbyterians  are 
supporting  unitary  school  systems, 
a  number  of  "individuals  and 
groups"  are  strongly  resisting  this 
development  and  warned  against 
the  "dangers  of  undermining  the 
public  education  system  by 
establishing,  supporting,  and 
patronizing  private  schools  or 
academies  whose  deliberate 
purpose  or  practical  effect  is  to 
maintain  racial  isolation." 

Further,  it  was  pointed  out, 
"what  is  at  stake  in  this  moral 
crisis  is  not  merely  the  important 
issue  of  public  education,  but  the 
faithfulness  of  CHRISTIANS  TO 
THEIR  Lord  "and  the  credibility  of 
their  talk  about  His  love  for  all 
men".  He  urged  Presbyterians  to 
assume  responsibilKy  for  making 
the  public  school  "a  place  of  both 
academic  excellence  and  training 
for  citizenship".

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The  Reverend  Colin  Mclver

The  Rev.  Colin  Mclver  was  one 
of  the  most  versatile  and  useful 
ministers  in  the  early  history  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  North 
Carolina. 

Mr.  Mclver  was  born  in 
Stornaway,  Island  of  Lewis, 
Hebrides,  Scotland,  March  9,  1784. 
He  died  in  Fayetteville,  N.C.  Jan. 
18,  1850. 

Mr.  Mclver  came  to  Fayetteville 
to  teach  in  the  Fayetteville 
Academy  which  was  presided  over 
by  Rev.  W.  L.  Turner,  Pastor  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church.  With 
Mr.  Mclver  in  the  Academy  was 
Mr.  John  E.  Gunning.  Mrs. 
Frances  Bowen  was  superin- 
tendent of  the  Female  department. 
She  had  as  her  associate  Dr.  James 
Bogle. 

Licensed 

On  April  5,  1811  Mr.  Mclver  was 
licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel  by 
Orange  Presbytery.  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  had  not  been  set  off 
from  Orange.  On  April  9,  1812,  he 
was  ordained  by  Harmony 
Presbytery  in  South  Carolina. 

Rev.  Colin  Mclver  came  back  to 
Fayetteville  in  1814.  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  having  been  organized 
while  he  was  gone,  he  was  received 
by  the  Presbytery  on  Sept.  19  of 
that  year,  and  remained  a  member 
of  Fayetteville  Presbytery  until  his 
death. 

His  connection  with  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of 
Fayetteville  was  most  interesting. 
He  was  never  pastor  of  the  church, 
but  on  July  31,  1815  he  was  elected 
Qerk  of  the  Session.  He  was  asked 
to  prepare  a  sketch  of  the  history  of 
the  Church  which  he  did  for  the 
period  1755-1814.  This  manuscript 
is  still  in  the  records  of  the  Session. 

In  1818  he  was  asked  to  go  north 
and  south  to  raise  money  for  the 
building  of  the  Church,  which  was 
then  in  progress.  He  went  to 
Washington,  D.  C,  the  nation's 
capital.  James"  Monroe  was  then 
President  of  the  United  States. 
President  Monroe  gave  Mr. 
Mclver  $25.00,  George  Washington 
Campbell,  Ambassador  from  the 
United  States  to  Russia,  gave  him 
$10.00,  and  John  Quincy  Adams, 
Secretary  of  State,  gave  him 
$10.00.  He  collected  $293.00  on  his 
trip  North.  To  the  South  he  was  less 
successful,  collecting  only  $55.00. 

Clerk-Trustee 
Whatever  we  may  think  of  his 
ability  to  raise  money,  he  was 
preeminently  a  clerk.  The 
specimens  of  his  handwriting 
which  we  have  are  evidences  of  his 
beautiful  penmanship  and  the 
perfection  of  his  records.  Not  only 
was  he  Qerk  of  Session  for  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Fayetteville,  but  he  was  also 
Stated  Clerk  of  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  and  Stated  Clerk  of  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  from  1818 
to  1849.  The  Donaldson  Academy 
was  chartered  in  1835.  Mr.  Mclver 
was  one  of  the  original  Trustees, 
and  the  Charter  and  the  early  mi- 
nutes seem  to  be  in  his 
handwriting. 

Penmanship 

His  services  as  pastor  and 
preacher  took  him  far  and  wide. 
Mr.  Jack  Crane,  of  Fayetteville, 
tells  us  that  when  he  returned  from 
Harmony  Presbytery  he  was  sent 
to  supply  churches  in  Chesterfield 
and  Darlington  in  South  Carolina. 
He  was  the  idunder  and  first  pastor 
of  the  Sardis  Presbyterian  Church. 
In  his  handwriting  is  written  an 
elaborate  preamble  on  Christian 
Doctrine,  and  containing  the 
obligations  required  of  Ministers 
and  Officers  before  ordination  in 
the  Church.  The  members  of  the 
Church  were  required  to  sign  this 
paper.  Having  been  organized  the 
Church  applied  to  the  Presbytery 
of  Fayetteville  for  membership 
and  was  accepted. 

Sardis  could  find  but  one  man 


regarded  as  suitable  who  would 
accept  the  office  of  elder.  So  Sardis 
called  Mr.  John  McNeill,  a 
member  of  Bluff  Church,  to 
become  a  member  of  Sardis.  Mr. 
Mclver  was  authorized  to 
prosecute  the  call  before  the 
Session  of  Bluff  Church.  On 
Saturday,  August  16,  1817,  Mr. 
McNeill  was  dismissed  from  Bluff 
to  Sardis,  and  on  August  17th  he 
was  elected  elder  and  served  the 
church  until  his  death. 

Peripatetic 

Mr.  Mclver  was  pastor  of  Sardis 
for  five  years.  While  records  are 
scanty,  we  catch  glimpses  of  him 
in  his  work  throughout  the 
Presbytery  and  beyond.  He  seems 
to  have  supplied  at  one  time  or 
another  Sardis,  Brown  Marsh, 
Smyrna,  McPherson,  Bethesda, 
and  Barbecue.  Rev.  James  D. 
MacKenzie  in  his  hook,  "Colorful 
Heritage",  tells  that  Barbecue 
Church  was  left  so  weak  after  the 
organization  of  the  Cameron  Hills 
Church  in  1839,  that  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  was  about  to  dissolve 
Barbecue.  Mr.  Mclver  strenously 
opposed  the  dissolution,  crying  out, 
"No,  no,  I  will  serve  it,  without 
price  if  necessary".  He  did  serve  it 
with  great  acceptance  until  the 
year  before  his  death. 

Fayetteville  Presbytery, 
meeting  at  Euphronia 
Presbyterian  Church  on  April  4, 
1817  directed  Mr.  Mclver  to  go  and 
preach  in  Wilmington  at  least  once 
before  the  next  meeting  of 
Presbytery. 

Missionary 
In  1823  he  was  appointed  for 
three  months  as  a  missionary 
between  Baltimore,  Maryland  and 
Charleston,  S.C.  He  is  referred  to 
at  that  time  as  the  pastor  of  the 
James  Island  Church  in  South 
Carolina. 

In  1826  he  was  directed  to 
itinerate  over  the  State  and  preach 
to  Scotch  settlers  who  were 
especially  desirous  of  hearing  the 
Gospel  from  a  minister  who  could 
speak  Gaelic.  Returning  from  that 
assignment,  Mr.  Mclver  stopped  in 
Salem.  The  Moravian  records  state 
that  he  preached  to  them  an 
edifying  sermon. 

During  the  course  of  his 
ministry,  Mr.  Mclver  represented 
his  Presbytery  as  a  Commissioner 
to  the  General  Assembly  more 
times  than  any  other  minister.  He 
was  also  a  very  active 
Commissioner.  In  1822  he  was 
appointed  on  a  Committee  to 
incorporate  the  General  Rules  for 
Judicatories.  At  other  times  he  was 
on  committees  to  draw  up  Standing 
rules  of  the  Assembly  and  rules  for 
the  government  of  the  Assembly, 
and  in  conducting  the  business  of 
the  Assembly. 

Author 

In  1845  he  wrote  "An  Exposition 
of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church". 

In  1823  he  issued  the  "North 
Carolina  Register  and  the  United 
States  Calendar."  Among  other 
things  in  the  Register  he  gave  the 
names  of  273  doctors.  In  1828  he 
began  issuing  monthly  pamphlets 
entitled  "Evangelical  Museum" 
and  "Virginia  and  North  Carolina 
Presbyterian  Preacher." 

In  1829,  Mr.  Mclver  published  a 
monthly  magazine,  The  American 
Preacher.  Also,  about  the  same 
year,  he  published  a  book.  The 
Southern  Preacher,  which 
contained  a  collection  of  sermons. 

Mr.  Mclver  did  not  shrink  from 
controversy.  In  1848,  many  years 
after  he  had  left  the  pastorate  of 
Sardis  Church,  he  wrote  a  letter  to 
Rev.  Neill  McKay,  D.D.  who  was 
then  pastor  of  Sardis,  containing 
the  following  allegations:  "That 
for  considerable  time  past,  you 
have  acquired  and  freely  indulged 
in  a  most  unhappy  habit  of 
departing  from  the  truth,  and  this 
criminal  habit  has  gained  so 
powa-ful  an  ascendancy  over  you. 


NECROLOGY 

Mrs.  Jean  Bachelor  Williams,  47, 
wife  of  the  Rev.  R.  Murphy 
Williams,  Pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Myrtle 
Beach,  South  Carolina,  died 
September  21  in  Ocean  View 
Memorial  Hospital. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted 
from  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  by  Dr.  Ben  R.  Lacy,  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  and  burial  was  in 
Ocean  Wood  Cemetery. 

Mrs.  Williams  was  the  daughter 
of  Mrs.  John  Garber  of  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  and  the  late  Rev. 
Alexander  R.  Bachelor.  She  had 
lived  at  Myrtle  Beach  for  eight 
years. 

Surviving  besides  her  mother 
and  husband  are  two  sons,  Robert 
Murphy  III  and  Alexander  B. 
Williams  of  the  home;  a  daughter, 
Jean  Annette  Williams  of 
Charlotte;  and  a  sister,  Mrs.  David 
Seel  of  Chunju,  Korea. 

that  those  who  have  intercourse 
with  you  find  it  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  to  repose  at  any  time 
the  least  confidence  in  your 
veracity."  Dr.  McKay  placed  the 
matter  before  the  Session  of  the 
Sardis  Church.  The  Session  made 
reply  with  the  following  resolution : 
"The  charge,  as  alleged  above,  is 
unknown  to  us,  and  in  all  our 
intercourse  with  Rev.  Neill  McKay 
we  have  had  no  reason  to  doubt  or 
suspect  his  veracity  in  any 
particular." 

On  Marriage 

Rev.  Archibald  McQueen  was 
married  to  his  deceased  wife's 
sister;  Mr.  Mclver  took  very 
strong  ground  against  him,  as 
Mclver  regarded  such  a 
relationship  sinful.  So  he  pursued 
the  matter  in  the  Church  Courts 
and  in  the  press.  In  1842  he  wrote 
an  essay  entitled,  "Concerning  the 
Unlawfulness  of  a  Man's  Marriage 
with  His  Sister  by  Affinity." 

He  attempted  to  get  Synod  to  set 
off  the  Presbytery  of  Greensboro, 
thinking  that  such  a  body  would 
take  the  action  he  desired  against 
Mr.  McQueen.  Presbytery  declined 
to  set  up  such  a  Presbytery. 
Controversialist 

Mr.  Mclver's  penchant  for 
controversy  brought  him  into 
collision  with  Mr.  Nathan  Pollard, 
senior  publisher  of  the  Literary 
and  Evangelical  Magazine  of  Rich- 
mond, Virginia.  Mr.  Pollard  swore 
out  a  warrant  against  Mr.  Mclver 
and  had  him  lodged  in  jail  until  his 
friends  could  get  him  released. 
Later  Mr.  Pollard  went  before  the 
Session  of  his  church  and 
confessed  that  he  had  done  a 
great  wrong  in  that  he  had  not 
followed  the  Biblical  way  of 
settling  differences  between 
brethren.  He  expressed  great 
regret  and  sorrow  for  his  sin.  He 
had  the  charges  withdrawn  and 
paid  all  charges  pending.  But  what 
Mr.  Mclver  was  doing  in  Rich 
mond,  and  what  was  the  issue  that 
caused  the  contention  between  Mr. 
Pollard  and  Mr.  Mclver  the  record 
does  not  say. 

The  Presbytery  of  Orange  sent  a 
strong  protest  to  the  Presbytery  of 
Hanover  because  of  the  treatment 
of  Mr.  Mclver  by  Mr.  Pollard, 
saying  that  they  would  not  support 
or  subscribe  to  the  Literary  and 
Evangelical  Magazine  so  long  as 
Mr.  Pollard  had  anything  to  do 
with  it.  Hanover  Presbytery 
replied,  acknowledging  that  Mr. 
Pdlard's  action  was  highly  sinful, 
but  that  Mr.  Pollard  had  repented, 
confessed  his  fault,  and  begged 
forgiveness.  That  he  had  with- 
drawn charges,  paid  off  all  costs, 
and,  so  far  as  possible  had  made 
restitution.  So  Hanover  Presbytery 
felt  that  Mr.  Pollard  should  be 
forgiven  and  that  Orange 
Presbytery  should  not  continue  in 
its  refusal  to  subscribe  for  and 
support  the  Literary  and 
Evangelical  Magazine,  however. 
Orange  Presbytery  was 
unrelenting.

Davidson,  N.C.  -  Dr.  Samuel  R. 
Spencer,  Jr.,  President  of 
Davidson  College,  will  spend  six 
weeks  in  Germany  this  fall  to 
observe  new  developments  in 
higher  education  there,  programs 
for  American  students  in 
Germany,  and  programs  about 
America  for  German  students. 

He  will  leave  Oct.  21  and  return 
Dec.  18  and  will  be  accompanied  by 
his  wife  for  the  early  part  of  the 
trip.  In  his  absence  John  M.  Bevan, 
vice  president  for  academic 
affairs,  will  be  in  charge  of 
operations  at  the  college. 

Dr.  Spencer's  visit  results  from 
an  invitation  by  the  German 
Academic  Exchange  Service^  an 
agency  similar  to  those  in  the  U.S. 
which  sponsor  cultural  exchanges. 

The  president  said  he  hopes 
participation  in  the  Junior  Year 
Abroad  program  by  Davidson 


students  will  increase  from  its 
present  45  to  100  of  the  college's  250 
Juniors  each  year. 

The  first  week  of  the  trip  will  be 
spent  in  England,  visiting  several 
British  universities  and  exploring 
the  possibilities  of  their  accepting 
more  American  students  in  spite  of 
their  crowded  enrollments; 
however,  most  of  the  time  will  be 
spent  visiting  a  "representative 
sample  of  German  universities," 
including  Marburg  where  16 
Davidson  men  are  spending  their 
Junior  year  along  with  a  Davidson 
professor  and  his  wife. 

Dr.  Spencer  has  made  several 
previous  trips  to  Europe  for 
educational  purposes.

given  for  the  life  and  work  of  the 
Rev.  Colin  Mclver.  From  an 
address  delivered  by  Rev.  A.  L. 
Phillips,  Pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of 
Fayetteville  in  1889,  we  cull  the 
following  concerning  Mr.  Mclver: 
"He  was  a  man  of  great  sincerity 
of  purpose,  of  ardent  and  constant 
attachment  to  friends  and 
courteous  to  all.  At  aU  times  he  was 
ready  to  preach  the  Gospel.  He  was 
tenacious  of  his  opinions,  and,  at 
times,  would  earnestly  contend  for 
them.  He  was  an  inteUigent,  clear- 
headed, warm-hearted,  thorough- 
going Presbyterian  of  the  old  style, 
and  had  very  little  patience  with 
new  ideas  about  church  order". 
Throughout  his  life  Colin  Mclver 
was  a  devoted  member  of  the 
Masonic  Order.  He  was  the 
Chaplain  of  Phoenix  Lodge,  A.F.  & 
A.M.  Mr.  Edward  Lee  Winslow,  in 
an  address  before  the  lodge  in  1849, 
one  year  before  Mr.  Mclver's 
death,  paid  this  tribute  to  him: 
"Untiring  in  zeal,  uniformly 
consistent,  scrupulous  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties, 
unwavering  in  his  religious 
principles,  with  a  mind  well 
cultivated  and  stored  with 
information,  he  was  most  highly 
appreciated  where  most  intimately 
known."  At  his  death  Phoenix 
Lodge  passed  this  resolution: 
"That  his  memory  will  continue 
green  among  the  members  of  the 
Lodge,  even  as  a  sprig  of  Acacia, 
and  fragrant  as  the  incense  he  was 
wont  to  offer  upon  our  altars." 

Epitaph 

Rev.  Colin  Mclver  died  in 
Fayrtteville,  January  18,  1850.  At 
his  request  he  was  laid  to  rest  in  his 
bands  and  Geneva  gown.  His 
epitaph  in  the  old  Cross-Creek 
Cemetery  reads:  "He  was  a 
consistent  Christian,  a  sound 
divine,  a  laborious  and  faithful 
servant  of  the  Church.  He  fulfilled 
the  duties  of  the  Gospel  Ministry 
for  a  period  of  more  than  forty 
years,  and  serving  for  the  greater 
part  of  that  time  the  Presbytery 
and  Synod  to  which  he  belonged  in 
the  capacity  of  Stated  Clerk  with 
singular  accuracy  and 
devotedness.  He  feU  asleep  in

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God  Reconciles  And  Makes  Free: 
The  Nairobi  Assembly

Anyone  who  travels  to  another 
country  these  days  realizes  how 
oddly  combined  are  the  links  and 
the  divisions  between  men. 
Barring  hijackers,  technology 
makes  every  point  on  the  planet 
accessible  to  us  physically  in  one 
day's  time.  TV  puts  us  there 
I  almost  at  once.  And  one  sort  of 
I  international  linkup— the  ICBM 
—puts  the  Russian  and  the 
American  in  lethal  contact  with 
each  other  in  less  than  half  an 
hour. 

Ecumenical  In 
Composition 

A  linkup  between  nations  of 
another  sort  is  the  worldwide 
Christian  church.  One  expression 
of  that  church  is  the  World  Alliance 
of  Reformed  Churches,  which  held 
an  assembly  August  20-30  in 
Nairobi,  Kenya.  This  assembly 
brought  together  about  700  people 
from  75  countries,  all  of  them 
members  of  churches  whose 
traditions  in  theology  and  church 
government  go  back  400  years  to 
John  Calvin  of  Geneva.  One  of  the 
oldest  worldwide  "confessional" 
church  organizations,  the  World 
Alliance  of  Reformed 
Churches,  has  its  parallels  in  other 
great  Protestant  groupings  such  as 
those  of  the  Methodists,  the 
Lutherans,  and  the  Anglicans. 
Setting  an  historic  landmark,  this 
meeting  was  called  the  "Uniting 
General  Council,"  because  it 
officially  dissolved  both  the 
International  Congregational 
Council  and  the  W.A.R.C.,  uniting 
them  to  become  the  new  World 
Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches 
(Presbyterian  and  Congre- 
gational). 

The  Presbyterian  Church  U.S. 
had  thirteen  delegates  to  this 
Nairobi  Assembly.  Plane  routes 
from  the  U.S.A.  to  Africa  often  go 
iria  Europe,  and  it  seemed  right  to 
this  delegate  to  make  the  trip  via 
Geneva.  That  is  the  city  where 
Calvin,  the  original  Reformed 
liurchman,  did  his  preaching~in 
he  Church  of  Saint  Peter.  The 
;ower  of  the  old  cathedral  is  the 
lighest  point  in  the  old  city.  On  the 
ivindow  pane  covering  the  tower 
room  of  the  great  bell  on  the  top  of 
5t.  Peter's,  some  Genevan  recently 
scrawled  in  French:  "Make  love 
lot  war."  I  think  Calvin  would 
lave  liked  that.  It  was  what  much 
)f  his  life  and  theology  was  all 
ibout.  It  was  what  the  Nairobi 
^sembly  was  all  about,  too. 

The  City 
One  looks  down  from  that  old 
church  tower  upon  the  busy 
modern  city  curled  like  a  thick 
necklace  around  the  lake,  and  one 
thinks  of  what  an  extraordinary 
international  city  this  is,  how  John 
Calvin  helped  to  make  it  so.  The 
historians  tell  us  that  none  of  the 
early  Protestant  Reformers  was  so 
international,  so  ecumenical,  so 
bent  on  proclaiming  the  worldwide 
nature  of  the  Christian  church  as 
was  Calvin.  If  you  are  on  your  way 
to  Africa  to  attend  a  meeting  of 
"Calvinistic"  churches  from  75 
countries,  you  have  an  extra 
special  reason  for  being  grateful 
that  John  Calvin  believed  in  a 
great  Lord  who  meant  to  establish 
a  great  worldwide  church. 

En  Route:  The  Congo 
Perhaps  the  most  significant  fact 
about  the  Nairobi  assembly  was 
the  fact  of  its  African  setting.  Most 
of  the  Presbyterian  U.S. 
delegation,  like  myself,  for  many 


years  have  had  a  sense  of  personal 
relationship  to  at  least  one  African 
country:  the  Congo. 
As  children,  we  began  to  give 
nickles  and  dimes  for  the  support 
of  missionaries  there.  Five  days  in 
so  huge  a  country  on  the  way  to 
Nairobi  is  not  much  time  in  which 
to  find  out  how  that  money  was 
spent;  but  one  consistent  theme 
emerged  from  our  five  days  of 
conversation  with  Presbyterian 
and  other  Christians  in  the 
Kinshasa  area:  the  Christian 
Church  has  been  solidly 
established  in  Africa,  and  it  is 
rapidly  becoming  a  really  African 
Church. 

The  signs  that  it  is  so  are 
abundant.  One  of  the  great  political 
problems  of  all  African  countries  is 
tribalism,  which  hinders  the 
development  of  truly  national 
institutions  and  which  contributed 
to  the  violence  that  plagued  the 
Congo  throughout  the  1960's.  But 
the  churches  of  the  Congo  are 
among  the  few  national 
organizations  of  the  country.  The 
government  sees  the  churches 
as  sources  of  help  for  the 
economic,  social,  and 
political  upbuilding  of  the  nation.. 
Few  if  any  African  churchmen  to 
whom  we  talked  seemed  worried 
about  "the  separation  of  church 
and  state."  Nor  did  they  accept  the 
oldtime  southern  Presbyterian 
notion  of  "the  spirituality  of  the 
church."  Rather,  they  were  proud 
of  the  church's  involvement  in 
economic  development  projects 
(experimental  farms,  house- 
building cooperatives,  cinder  block 
factories);  they  felt  positive 
obligations  to  help  the  government 
with  its  huge  task  of  nation- 
building;  and  they  refused  to  see 
any  conflict  between  the 
evangelistic  and  the  social  service 
mission  of  the  church. 

Desire  Independence 

Just  last  spring  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  Congo  became  a  self- 
governing  body,  a  genuine  sister 
church  to  other  Presbyterian 
churches  in  the  world;  and  this 
new  indigneous  Presbyterian 
Church  had  three  delegates  to  the 
Nairobi  Assembly.  When  you 
talked  to  any  one  of  these  delegates 
(e.g.,  M.  Jacques  Mbiya,  the 
official  liaison-official  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  East 
Kasai),  the  vigor  of  the  African 
church  was  again  apparent  in  the 
astute  criticisms  which  are  made 
of  missionary  work  in  Africa.  "We 
are  grateful  for  the  missionaries, 
for  they  brought  us  the  Gospel.  But 
we  want  to  control  our  own  church 
now,  we  want  to  make  our  own 
mistakes,  and  we  want  to  develop  a 
truly  African  church  ministering  in 
African  ways  from  an  African" 
theological  perspective.  And, 
though  we  still  need  missionary 
help,  we  want  to  choose  what 
persons  and  what  skills  from  the 
outside  will  help  us  the  most." 

I  came  away  from  our  brief  visit 
with  Congolese  Christians  grateful 
and  humbled  by  the  results  of  the 
world  mission  enterprise  in  that 
country:  grateful  for  the  labors  of 
missionaries,  grateful  that  the 
Gospel  they  preached  has  created 
a  church  that  is  more  Christian  in 
some  respects  than  the  "sending" 
church.  How  glad  we  should  be  that 
many  of  our  Congolese  brethren 
have  little  hangup  over  the 
difference  between  the  social  and 
the  personal  Gospel.  It  is  as  though 
our  pupils  have  now  become  our 
teachers. 

The  Nairobi  Assembly 
As  of  two  years  ago,  the  1970 
meeting  of  the  World  Alliance  was 
scheduled  to  meet  in  Beirut, 
Lebanon.  A  mere  matter  of 
university  dormitory  space 
compelled  the  planners  to  consider 
another  site-which  turned  out  to  be 
doubly  providential.  The  whole 
Middle  East  turned  politically 
inhospitable    to  international 


conferences.  Moreover,  though  the 
church  began  in  the  Middle  East  in 
the  first  century,  it  may  flourish  in 
the  twenty-first  century  in  Africa, 
or  so  the  present  vigor  of  African 
Christianity  seems  to -suggest. 

Theme:  "Reconciliation" 

The  theme  of  the  assembly  was: 
"God  Reconciles  and  Makes 
Free."  Bible  study  and  four  section 
meetings  all  centered  on  this 
theme,  and  the  social  setting  of 
Africa  provided  a  reality  that 
infused  many  verbal  discussions  of 
the  conference  with  the  sense  of 
what  the  Gospel  is  all  about.  Here 
we  were  in  Kenya,  so  recently 
having  gained  its  political  freedom 
from  Britain.  More  recently  the 
country  suffered  the  political 
murder  of  its  brillian  young  leader, 
Tom  Mboya. 

Now   many   of  its  citizens 

await  fearfully  the  violence  that 
could  break  out  with  the  inevitable 
death  of  its  aged  national  hero- 
premier-Jomo  Kenyatta.  In 
Nairobi,  native  black  Kenyans  talk 
freely  about  their  feeling  that 
Kenya  should  deport  much  of  its 
Indian  population;  and  members 
of  the  Luo  tribe  tell  you  that 
members  of  the  Kikuyu  tribe  "are 
not  to  be  trusted."  Here  is  a  young 
nation,  like  the  Congo  (like  the 
U.S. ! )  unable  to  enjoy  freedom 
because  unable  to  achieve  a  full 
measure  of  reconciliation  between 
its  citizens.  In  such  a  setting,  the 
(3iurch  of  Christ  has  a  distinctive 
sort  of  help  in  "nation-building" 
cut  out  for  itself.  It  is  the  same  help 
to  which  American  Christians  are 
also  called  to  render  to  their  own 
nation:  to  preach  the  Gospel  that 
makes  men  free  of  their  sinful  self 
center edness,  free  for  God  and 
each  other,  and  thus  free  to  be 
reconciled. 

South  Africa  Storm-Center 
An  even  more  painful  African 
element  in  the  Nairobi 
deliberations  was  the  tangle  of 
political,  social,  moral,  and 
theological  issues  brought  to  the 
delegates'  attention  by 
representatives  from  the  several 
countries  of  Southern  Africa.  Of  all 
black  Africans,  those  in  the  south 
are  least  acquainted  with  political 
or  economic  freedom.  In  Angola 
and  Mozambique,  they  wage  a 
bitter  underground  war  against  the 
Portuguese,  last  colonialists  on  the 
continent.  In  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa,  they  suffer  economic, 
political,  and  social  discrimination 
at  the  hands  of  Dutch-descended 
whites,  who  monopolize  most  of  the 
wealth  and  power  of  a  very  rich 
country.  Worst  of  all,  from  the 
standpoint  of  many  delegates  at 
Nairobi,  many  Dutch  Reformed 
churchmen-including  some  at  the 
Assembly-are  ready  to  justify  the 
radical  segregationist  doctrine  of 
apartheid  from  the  Scriptures. 

The  relation  of  the  Gospel  of 
freedom  and  reconciliation  to  the 
witness  of  the  church  in  southern 
Africa,  in  fact,  proved  to  be  the 
major  storm-center  of  the 
Assembly.  Some  experienced 
leaders  of  the  World  Alliance 
believed  that  the  Dutch  Reformed 
Church  of  South  Africa  would  with- 
draw from  the  Alliance~as  it  had 
already  withdrawn  from  the  World 
Council  of  Churches-if  this 
Assembly  took  a  strong  stand 
against  apartheid.  As  it  happened, 
the  Assembly  did  take  a  strong 
stand.  The  Dutch  Reformed 
Church  did  not  withdraw.  (In 
September  South  Africa  Prime 
Minister  Vorster  told  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  South 
Africa  that  it,  too,  should  consider 
withdrawing  from  the  World 
Council  of  Churches.  According  to 
Time  Magazine,  Presbyterian 
leaders  told  Vorster  to  "mind  his 
own  business".  John  Calvin  and 
John  Knox  would  both  have  liked 
that  reply.) 

Issue  Met  Head-On 
The   Report   of   Section  III 
'"Reconciliation  and  Society:  The 
Freedom  of  a  Just  Order")  stated 
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the  case  unequivocably :  "The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  does  not 
make  room  for  walls,  be  they 
tribal,  racial,  cultural,  national  or 
confessional.  The  Church  that  by 
doctrine  and-or  practice  affirms 
segregation  of  peoples  (e.g.  racial 
segregation)  as  a  law  for  its  life 
cannot  be  regarded  as  an  authentic 
member  of  the  body  of  CJirist." 

Since  only  as  recently  as  1954  did 
the  Presbyterian  U.S.  General 
Assembly  take  a  stand  against 
social  and  church  segregation  as 
strong  as  this,  some  of  us  Southern 
Presbyterians  felt  that  we  were  not 
too  far  from  sharing  in  the  sins  of 
the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  of 
South  Africa.  Indeed,  in  an 
authentic  gesture  of  reconciliation, 
the  Assembly  recognized  the 
common  sinfulness  of  all 
Christians  and  authorized  a 
behind-doors  consultation  between' 
some  Alliance  leaders  and  some 
Afrikaaner  churchmen  in  the  near 
future.  The  consultation  will  deal 
with  the  meaning  of  the  Nairobi 
declarations  for  the  witness  of  the 
churches  of  South  Africa. 

America  Related 

Related  to  all  this  was  the 
awareness  of  many  American 
Presbyterian  delegates  that  many 
structures  of  injustice  and  near- 
slavery  in  southern  Africa  are 
sustained  by  the  money  and  power 
of  America.  American  oil  holdings 
in  Angola,  American  arms  sales  to 
Portugal,  and  American 
investment  support  of  South 
African  businesses  implicate  us  in 
the  white  man's  opporession  of 
black  men  in  the  southern  part  of 
that  vast  continent.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  10-day  assembly, 
therefore,  a  majority  of 
the  delegates  from  North 
America,  including  10  out  of  13  of 
the  Prebsbyterian  U.S.  delegates, 
signed  a  three-page  statement  on 
"the  Responsibility  of  Our 
CJiurches  for  the  Pursuit  of  Racial 
Justice  in  Southern  Africa."  The 
statement  confessed  that  we 
Americans  are  hardly  delivered 
from  our  own  toleration  of  racial 
injustice,  but  that  our  own  battle 
against  this  sin  must  be 
international  as  well  as  national. 
Among  other  specific 
recommendations,  the  statement 
challenged  American 
Businessmen 

"to  refuse  to  make  investments 
in  southern  Africa  unless  such 
investments  are  subjected  to 
careful  moral  scrutiny  .  .  .  ." 

An  example  of  such  scrutiny: 
"the  payment  of  equal  wages  for 
equal  work  and  a  non- 
discriminatory promotion  policy  at 
all  levels  of  employment." 
Right  To  Criticize? 

Do  Christians  in  America,  with 
its  own  share  of  injustices  still 
untended  to,  have  the  right  to 
criticize  fellow  Christians  of  other 
countries  for  their  social  sins?  In  a 
conversation  with  a  member  of  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Church  of  South 
Africa,  I  had  to  answer  this 
question  personnally  by  saying: 
"Yes,  it  is  part  of  the  freedom  and 
loving  witness  of  the  church  that  its 
members  all  over  the  world  should 
care  enough  for  each  other  to  be 
critical.  Other  Christians  in  the 
world  have  helped  to  make 
American  Christians  aware  of  the

evil  of  racial  segregation  and  the 
war  in  Vietnam.  We  are  not  free  in 
Christ  to  leave  each  other  alone; 
we  are  free  for  love,  which 
occasionally  means  judgment.  In 
the  United  States  we  need  your 
judgment  upon  our  sins,  too." 
Unity  By  The  Spirit 

It  was  the  Moderator  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Ghana, 
G.K.  Sintim-Misa,  who  made  the 
point  most  compassionately  one 
day  in  a  section  meeting:  "We 
should  be  able  to  recognize 
Christians,"  he  said  with  a  smile, 
"by  their  readiness  to  confess  their 
sins,  not  by  their  claims  to  have  no 
sins  to  confess." 

One  comes  away  from  such  a 
meeting  as  one  sometimes  comes 
away  from  the  church  on  a  Sunday 
morning  when  one  has  really 
worshipped:  rejoicing  that  it  is 
"good  for  brethren  to  dwell 
together  in  unity."  The  unity  that 
Christians  enjoy  around  the  world 
is  no  human  unity;  for  it  is  not 
naturally  human  for  men  to 
confess  their  sins  to  each  other. 
Only  a  great  saving  power  and  a 
very  holy  Spirit  can  make  men  do 
that.  It  is  worth  a  trip  to  Africa  to 
have  one's  faith  renewed  in  the 
worldwide  presence  of  that  Power 
and  that  Spirit.

Clarkton  Church 
Celebrates  175th  Anniversary 


The  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Clarkton,  N.C,  located  in 
Wilmington  Presbytery, 
celebrated  its  175th  anniversary  on 
Sunday,  September  27. 

In  addition  to  the  congregation  of 
250  members,  some  three  or  four 
hundred  former  members,, 
descendants  of  former  ministers 
and  friends  were  present  for  the 
morning  worship  service  and  an 
afternoon  historical  service. 

The  Reverend  James  W.  Miller, 
Sr.,  of  Hinesville,  Ga.,  pastor  of  the 
Church  from  1929  until  1961 
preached  to  an  overflow 
congregation,  which  filled  the 
sanctuary,  the  adjoining  annex, 
and  the  fellowship  hall  of  the 
Sunday  school  where  the  sermon 
was  broadcast  via  loudspeaker. 

The  Church  was  organized  in 
1795  when  it  was  known  as  Brown 
Marsh  Presbyterian  Church, 
located  approximately  four  miles 
north  of  the  present  Church  in 
Clarkton. 

Mc Aden's  Visit— 1756 

Actually,  the  first  service  held  in 
the  community  occurred  on 
February  8, 1756  at  Esquire  Donald 
Taynish  McNeill's  where  the  Rev. 
Hugh  McAden  preached  to  a  small 
congregation,  on  his  maiden  visit 
to  North  Carolina. 

It  is  assumed  that  services  were 
held  at  least  irregularly  from  this 
time  until  the  first  records  appear 
beginning  February  3,  1795. 

Participating  in  the  morning 
celebration  were  the  minister  of 
the  Church,  the  Reverend  William 
E.  Link  who  presided  over  both 
services;  the  Rev.  Robert  N. 
Clark,  Associate  pastor  of  the  St. 
Andrews-Covenant  Church, 
Wilmington,  and  and  a  son  of  the 
Clarkton  Church;  The  Reverend 
James  W.  Miller,  Jr.,  Minister  of 
the  Church  of  the  Cross, 
Greensboro,  also  a  son  of  the 
church  and  son  of  the  Reverend 
and  Mrs.  James  W.  Miller,  Sr.,  The 
Reverend  James  B.  Tubbs, 
Executive  Secretary  of 
Wilmington  Presbytery,  who 
brought  greetings  from 
Wilmington  Presbytery;  and  the 
Reverend  ■  Harold  J.  Dudley, 
General  Secretary  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  who  brought 
greetings  from  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina. 

Dinner  was  served  in  the  Town 
Park  to  some  four  to  five  hundred 
persons. 

Historical  Service 
At  2:30  in  the  afternoon  a 
historical  service  was  held  in  the 
old  Brown  Marsh  Presbyterian 
Church,  constructed  in  1828. 
Participating  in  the  service  was' 
the  Reverend  James  B.  Tubbs  and 
the  Reverend  Harold  J.  Dudley. 
The  latter  brought  a  historical 
message,  "Antebellum  Life  and 
Times,"  based  on  the  Diary  of  Mrs.:

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Old  Bluff  Church 
Celebrates  212th  Anniversary 


Old  Bluff  Presbyterian  Church 
near  Wade  in  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  celebrated  its  212th 
anniversary  September  27.  Dr. 
Donald  J.  Hart,  president  of  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College, 
Laurinburg,  was  the  speaker  at  the 
morning  service.  Communion 
service  was  conducted  by  the 
Reverend  Robert  Temple,  pastor 
of  the  Bluff  Church,  now  located  at 
Wade,  assisted  by  the  Reverend 
Billy  Herring,  pastor  of  the  Godwin 
and  McMillan  Churches. 

Following  the  service,  picnic 
dinner  was  served  to  the  several 
hundred  patrons  present. 

In  the  afternoon  a  memorial  and 
historical  service  was  held,  on 
which  occasion  Grov.  Robert  W. 
Scott  was  the  guest  speaker. 

Old  Bluff  Church,  one  of  the 
oldest  in  North  Carolina,  was 
organized  by  the  Reverend  James 
Campbell,  a  native  of  Scotland,  in 
1758,  about  the  same  time  that  the 
Barbecue  and  Longstreet 
Churches  were  organized. 

The  Reverend  Hugh  McAden,  a 
young  minister  itinerating  in  North 
Carolina  in  1755-1756  preached  to  a 
large  crowd  in  the  community  on 
January  25,  1756.  Later,  he 
persuaded  Mr.  Campbell  to  settle 
in  the  Cape  Fear  country, 
becoming  the  second  resident 
Presbyterian  minister  in  North 
Carolina.  The  first  was  the 
Reverend  Alexander  Craighead, 
who  settled  in  the  area  of  Charlotte 
and  served  the  Rocky  River, 
Sugaw  Creek,  and  other  early 
Presbyterian  Churches  of  that 
area. 

UntU  about  1770,  Mr.  Campbell 
was  the  only  Presbyterian  minister 
to  serve  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
State.  At  that  time  he  was  joined  by 
the  Reverend  John  McLeod,  who 
came  from  Scotland.  During  the 
Revolutionary  War,  the  ministers 
took  opposite  sides  -  Campbell  that 
af  the  Colonists  and  McLeod  of 
Great  Britain.  McLeod  presented 
to  the  Church  two  valuable 
Communion  cups,  still  in 
possession  of  the  three  old 
Churches  served  by  him  and 
Campbell,  on  each  of  which  is 


inscribed  the  following:  "For  the 
Presbyterian  Congregation  in 
Cumberland  Co.,  N.  C.  under  the 
care  of  the  Rev.  John  McLeod  - 
April  21,  1775." 

Mother  of  Churches 

Other  Churches  have  been 
organized  from  Old  Bluff: 
McMillian,  1902;  and  Godwin,  1904. 

About  1906  the  congregation 
having  moved  primarily  to  the  site 
of  the  town  of  Wade,  erected  a  new 
building,  leaving  the  old  Church 
and  grounds  poorly  attended  until 
about  1929  when  W.  W.  Fuller,  a 
former  Chief  Counsel  for  the 
American  Tobacco  Co.  of  New 
York  and  a  native  of  North 
Carolina,  gave  financial  assistance 
which  provided  for  remodeling  the 
old  Church  and  furnishing  a  home 
for  a  caretaker. 

The  road  leading  into  Old  Bluff 
has  recently  been  paved,  the 
church  painted  inside  and  out,  a 
night  light  installed,  and  49  steps 
leading  down  to  the  old  spring. 
These  are  just  a  few  of  the 
improvements  being  made  at  Old 
Bluff.  The  Old  Bluff  Presbyterian 
Church  Trust  Fund,  which  was 
started  in  1963,  has  received  good 
response  from  former  members, 
friends,  and  relatives.  The  goal  set 
for  the  perpetual  care  fund  is 
$30,000.00  and  it  has  reached  the 
half  way  mark  with  $15,000.00 
being  invested  and  only  the 
interest  used  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  buildings,  grounds,  and 
cemetery.  Memorial  gifts  or 
donations  may  be  mailed  to  the  Old 
Bluff  Presbyterian  Church  Trust 
Fund,  Wade,  N.  C.  28395. 

The  present  lovely  old  building  is 
more  than  100  years  old,  and  is 
located  on  the  edge  of  the 
cemetery,  forming  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  settings  in  the  State, 
beneath  century-old  oaks.  There 
are  important  markers  in  the 
cemetery  to  Colonel  Alexander 
McAlister  and  the  Rev.  James 
Campbell.  The  oldest  marker  in 
the  cemetery  is  for  1786.  A  trail 
leads  to  nearby  Cape  Fear  River. 
One  old  marker  reads,  "Tread 
Softly  Stranger,  This  is  Scared 
Earth."

WILMINGTON 

Presbytery  met  for  its  249th 
Stated  Meeting  on  September  29  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Tabor 
City.  There  were  42  out  of  64 
ministers  present,  and  56  out  of  77 
churches  represented. 

The  Reverend  Jerome  C.  Jones 
was  elected  Moderator,  and  Ruling 
Elder  Henry  McGeachy,  Cape 
Fear,  Wilmington,  was  placed  in 
nomination  for  Moderator  of  the 
250th  meeting. 

The  Presbytery  admitted  to 
record  minutes  of  Commissions  to 
ordain  and  install  ministers. 
Currently  there  are  fourteen  fields 
without  established  pastorates. 

Presbytery  approved  a  budget  of 
$220,380,  including  the  employment 
of  a  proposed  Director  of 
Leadership  and  Resources; 
increased  the  Contingent  Fund 
assessment  for  1971,  from  $1.25  to 
$1.35  per  member;  and  received 
the  "Central  Treasurer's  report, 
reflecting  a  $13,222  increase  in 
budgeted  benevolence  giving  over 
the  same  period  for  1969. 

A  statement  in  support  of  public 
schools  was  adopted  54  to  25,  after 
thorough  debate. 

Presbytery  heard  a  program  on 
World  Hunger,  including  remarks 
by  Miss  Mary  Marshall  Clark  of 
Clarkton.

COCU  Meeting  Held  In  Atlanta 


On  October.  2,  a  Regional 
Conference  on  the  Consultation  on 
Church  Union  (COCU)  was  held  in 
the  St.  John  Episcopal  Church, 
Atlanta,  with  Bishop  Robert  F. 
Gibson  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of 
Virginia,  presiding. 

Present  from  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  were  the  following:  the 
Rev.  W.  Kirk  Allen,  Jr.,  High 
Point;  the  Rev.  C.  Linwood 
Cheshire,  Greensboro;  the  Rev. 
L.B.  Colquitt,  Statesville;  the 
Rev.  James  B.  Tubbs,  Wilmington; 
the  Rev.  Cheves  K.  Ligbh", 
Fayetteville;  and  the  Rev.  George 
E.  Webb,  Shelby. 

In  all,  there  were  approximately 


twenty  five  North  Carolinians 
present  at  the  Conference  which 
included  representatives  from 
Alabama,  Georgia,  Florida,  North 
Carolina,  and  Virginia. 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference 
was  to  set  up  state-wide 
conferences,  and  the  Rev.  Charles 
Deitze,  Executive  Minister  of  the 
North  Carolina  Christian  Church 
(Disciples  of  Christ),  Wilson  was 
requested  to  serve  as  convenor  for 
meetings  to  be  held  in  North 
Carolina. 

Bishop  Gibson  made  it  clear  that 
the  present  plan  on  COCU  is  not  the 
final  plan,  but  represents  "grass 
roots  work." 


Survey  Indicates  Opposition  To  COCU 


Richmond,  Va.  -  (RNS)  —  A 
recent  survey  conducted  by  Miss 
Margaret  Thomas,  a  research 
specialist  with  the  Board  of 
Qiristian  Education,  indicates  that 
the  rank  and  file  members  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  oppose 
merger  with  other  Churches  under 
the  proposed  Consultation  on 
Church  union  plan. 

The  conclusion  was  drawn  from 
responses  to  a  survey  of  500 
communicants  chos6n  at  random 
from  the  Church's  960,000 
members. 

A  total  of  51  percent  voted  either 
"unfavorable"  or  "generally 
unfavorable  pending  further 
study",  while  only  40  percent  voted 
"favorable"  or  "generally 
favorably  pending  further  study." 
The  remainder  had  no  opinion. 

On  the  question  of  merger  with 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
the  communicants  voted  32  percent 


favorable,  and  28  percent 
generally  favorable  pending 
further  study.

Come  True! 

On  a  Sunday  morning  in  mid- 
September  a  dream  of  the 
congregation  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Shelby 
came  true  when  the  sounds  of  the 
newly-installed  pipe  organ  were 
heard. 

The  Minister  of  the  Church,  Rev. 
George  Webb,  said,  "A  pipe  organ 
fund  was  established  many  years 
ago  and  had  grown...  Mrs.  Paul 
Seal  made  the  dream  a  reality  by 
completing  the  fund  as  its  principal 
donor". 

The  organ,  which  was  described 
as  a  "unique"  and  "very  fine 
instrument"  consisting  of  1,500 
pipes  ranging  in  size  "from  a 
pencil  to  a  stove-pipe,"  was  built 
and  installed  by  the  Wilhelm 
Zimmer  Company  of  Charlotte. 

The  organ  was  given  in  honor  of 
Mrs.  W.  F.  Detwiler  of  Pittsburgh 
by  Mrs.  Seal,  her  daughter.  The 
console  was  given  in  memory  of 
Paul  Reed  Arrowood  by  the 
Arrowood  family,  and  the  chimes 
were  given  in  memory  of  David 
Schweppe  by  the  Jack  Schweppe 
Family  and  friends.  In  addition,  a 
number  of  others  contributed 
through  the  pipe  organ  fund. 

Shelby  native  Michael 
Arrowood,  consultant  and  designer 
for  the  organ,  is  a  graduate  of 
Davidson  College  and  the  Peabody 
Conservatory  in  Baltimore.  He  has 
begun  work  on  his  Ph.D.  in 
musicology  at  UNC-Chapel  Hill, 
but  currently  is  serving  in  the  U.  S. 
Marines.  He  played  at  the 
dedication  service.

Kings -Mountain  Presbytery  Finds 
Resolutions  'Out  Of  Order' 


COMMISSION  ON  RESTRUCTURING  SYNOD  ORGANIZED 


At  a  called  meetmg  of  Kings 
Mountain  Presbytery  on 
November  12,  Resolutions  were 
adopted  by  a  40-31  vote,  finding  out- 
of-order  a  counter  Resolution, 
offered  to  put  the  General 
Assembly  on  notice  that  the 
Presbytery  would  not  abide  by 
certain  anticipated  actions  of  the 
General  Assembly,  such  as  Union 
with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.A.,  or  a  merger 
as  put  forward  in  COCU 
(Consultation  on  Church  Union),  or 
of  certain  possible  changes  in  the 
Book  of  Church  Order.  (See  Page  2, 
"Presbyteries  Vote  To  Challenge 
Merger.") 

The  Resolution  which  was 
adopted,  follows: 

WHEREAS  a  Resolution 
alleging  wrongful  action  and 
procedure  on  the  part  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  and 
calling  upon  the  Presbytery  of 
Kings  Mountain  (and  possibly 
other  church  courts)  to  bind  itseLf 
to  certain  positions  prior  to  the 
time  when  these  matters  shall 
come  before  the  Presbytery  (and 
possibly  other  church  courts),  as 
prescribed  in  the  Book  of  Church 
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Order,  has  been  circulated  among 
certain  Sessions  and 
Congregations  of  Kings  Mountain 
Presbytery,  and 

WHEREAS  the  Council  of  Kings 
Mountain  Presbytery,  upon  due 
consideration  of  this  Resolution 
and  allegations,  decided  that  this 
matter  should  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  Kings  Mountain 
Presbytery  for  consideration  at  a 
Called  Meeting  on  November  12, 
1970. 

The  Presbytery  of  Kings 
Mountain  makes  the  following 
findings: 

■  1.  The  Resolution  and  attache( 
statement  offers  no  specific 
information  or  facts  to 
substantitate  the  opinions  and 
judgment  expressed  therein. 

2.  The  adoption  of  such  a 
Resolution  would  appear  to  be  an 
attempt  to  bind  further  meetings  of 
this  court  (Kings  Mountain 
Presbytery)  contrary  to  the 
fundamental  principles  of 
parliamentary  procedure. 

3.  The  adoption  of  some  of  the 
statements  in  this  document  would 
place  the  Presbytery  of  Kings 
iMountain  in  the  position  of 
opposing  lawful  authority  which  is 
expressly  forbidden  by  the 
Constitution  of  the  Presbyterian 
i Church. 

4.  It  is  not  appropriate  for  a 
Presbytery,  Session,  or 
Congregation  to  sit  in  judgment  on 
the  actions  of  the  General 
Assembly  and  therfore  the  alleged 
irregularities  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  General  Assembly  referred  to 
in  this  document  have  not  been 
presented  in  keeping  with 
Presbyterian  procedure.  The 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
however,  does  have  proper 
channels  and  procedure  for 
handling  complaints,  charges, 
allegations,  and  proposals  which

;  guidelines  and  set  November  17  as 
the  date  for  the  Synod's  Com- 
mission meeting  with  each  of  the 
Presbytery  Commissions  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  the  in- 
structions of  Synod  "to  work  out  all 
related  problems  concerning 
property.  Presbytery  Institutions, 
and  Presbytery  boundaries." 

The  meeting  with  the 
Presbyteries  was  scheduled  to 
begin  at  11  a.m.  and  run  con- 
tinuously through  the  afternoon 
and  evening. 

Generally  across  the  Synod, 
except  in  the  Western  portion, 
there  is  little  opposition  to  the 
action  of  Synod  in  adopting  the 
"Wilmington  Plan"  in  lieu  of  the 

I  Plan  presented  by  the  Ad  Interim 
Committee  on  Presbytery  Boun- 
daries. 

New  Presbytery  Proposal 

Concord,  Kings  Mountain,  and 
Winston  Salem  Presbyteries  have 
been  considering  a  proposition  for 
oresentation  to  the  Synod's 
Commission,  whereby  the  three 
Presbyteries  might  be  merged  into 
one  Presbytery,  which  will  em- 
brace the  territory  currently 
constituting  these  three 
Presbyteries. 

By  such  a  merger,  a  new 
Presbytery  would  be  formed, 
containing  34,992  communicants. 


The  plan  adopted  by  Synod  calls 
for  two  new  large  Presbyteries 
respectively  of  38,000  and  39,000 
members,  and  five  smaller 
presbyteries. 

The  proposed  merger  of  the 
three  Western  Presbyteries  would 
provide  an  annual  benevolence 
budget  of  $872,693  and  a  budget  for 
the  support  of  the  Presbytery  of- 
fice in  the  amount  of  $104,921.

Insurance  Benefits 
Announced 

Atlanta  —  (PN)  —  Two  more 
insurance  benefits  have  been 
approved  by  the  Presbyterian  U.  S. 
Board  of  Annuities  and  Relief,  with 
no  increase  in  premiums  for  the 
policy  year. 

During  the  October  meeting  of 
the  Board,  the  members  voted  that 
hospital  room-board  benefits  for^ 
ministers,  employees,  and 
dependents  in  the  Agency's 
program,  be  increased  from  $40  to 
$45  per  day.  It  is  the  policy  of  the 
Presbyterian  agency  to  pay  80 
percent  of  daily  hospital  room  and 
board  charges. 

In  another  action  relating  to 
insurance,  members  voted  that 
age  limit  for  eligibility  for 
coverage  be  removed  for  depen- 
dent unmarried  children  who  are 
physically  or  mentally 
handicapped.  It  applies  to  eligible 
children  of  enrolled  members  of 
the  Board's  insurance  program 
and  becomes  effective  July  1. 

The  Board  further  voted  that 
after  January  1,  retired  ministers 
who  have  become  72  years  old  may 
render  any  remunerative  service 
to  the  Church  withOlit  interruption 
of  annuity  benefits.  Heretofore  the 
age  was  75. 
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EDITORIAL 

BETTER  OR  WORSE? 

At  the  root  of  the  world's  ills 
today  is  man's  corrupt  nature. 
Sooner  or  later,  some  theologian  of 
stature  will  revive  the  doctrine  of 
original  sin  as  taught  by  the  older 
theologians,  and  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  it  will  be 
emphasized  again  that  "by  ...  sin 
they  fell  from  their  original 
righteousness  and  communion 
with  God,  and  so  become  dead  in 
sin,  and  wholly  defiled  in  all  the 
faculties  and  parts  of  soul  and 
body."  (Confession  of  Faith, 
Chapter  VI,  II.)  There  is  abundant 
Scripture  to  buttress  this  doctrine. 
The  Confession  goes  on  to  point  out 
that  the  sin  of  our  first  parents 
"was  imputed"  to  us  and  that  "the 
same  death  in  sin  and  corrupted 
nature  conveyed  to  all  their 
posterity,  descending  from  them 
by  ordinary  generation".  (Ibid. 
Ill) 

Furthermore  it  is  pointed  out 
that  "From  this  original 
corruption  whereby  we  are  utterly 
undisposed,  disabled,  and  made 
opposite  to  all  good,  and  wholly 
inclined  to  all  evil,  do  proceed  all 
actual  transgressions".  (Ibid.  IV) 

Still  further,  as  has  been  taught 
for  generations  within  the 
Reformed  tradition,  "This 
corruption  of  nature,  during  this 
life,  doth  remain  in  those  that  are 
regenerated:  and  although  it  be 
through  Christ  pardoned  and 
mortified,  yet  both  itself,  and  all 
the  motions  thereof,  are  truly  and 
properly  sin".  (Ibid  V) 

Finally  the  Chapter  on  the  Fall  of 
Man,  of  Sin,  and  Punishment, 
declares  that  "Every  sin,  both 
original  and  actual,  being  a 
transgression  of  the  righteous  law 
of  God,  and  contrary  thereunto, 
doth,  in  its  own  nature,  bring  guilt 
upon  the  sinner,  whereby  he  is 
bound  over  to  the  wrath  of  God, 
and  curse  of  the  law,  and  so  made 
subject  to  death,  with  all  miseries 
spiritual,  temporal,  and  eternal". 
(Ibid.,  VI.) 

The  trouble  today  is  that  not  too 
many  people  are  familiar  with  the 
above  teaching  of  the  church  and 
apparently  many  churchmen 
substitute  for  these  teachings  the 
humanistic  view  that  man's  acts 
are  primarily  the  effects  of  his 
environment.  Furthermore,  it  is 
believed  that  the  evil  actions  of 
men  are  not  so  bad  or  that  they  can 
be  prevented  by  correcting  the 
environmental  situation. 

We  would  not  deny  that  some, 
perhaps  many,  environmental 
situations  do  influence  actions; 
however,  we  deny  that  man 
basically  is  "good,"  "not  so  bad", 
or  entirely  "the  creature  of  his 
environment." 

We  believe  that  "Man,  by  his  fall 
into  a  state  of  sin,  hath  wholly  lost 
all  ability  of  will  to  any  spiritual 
good  accompanying  salvation" 
(Ibid.,  XI,  II.)  apart  from  .Jesus 
Christ.  We  speak  from  experience.

Mr.  Underwood  also  recently 
resigned  as  Minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Salisbury, 
a  pastorate  he  has  held  since 
March,  1962,  in  order  to  accept  a 
pastorate  in  Greensboro. 

On  commenting  on  Mr. 
Underwood's  resignation.  College 
President  H.  C.  Evans,  Jr.  said, 
"We  will  miss  Dr.  Underwood's 
leadership  ...  his  patience, 
understanding  and  counseling.  We 
are  deeply  appreciative  of  his 
constant  loyalty  and  interest  that 
have  contributed  to  the  growth  and 
development  of  the  College." 

Thomas  Gary  Johnson,  professor 
of  Theology  in  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia, 
taught  the  doctrine  of  Original  Sin 
after  the  jjattem  of  tlje  quotations 
which  appear  above.  One  of  his 
students  remonstrated  with  him, 
alleging  that  man  was  not  as  bad 
as  Dr.  Johnson,  using  the 
Scriptures  and  the  Confession,  had 
pctured  him.  Dr.  Johnson  had  the 
satisfaction  of  reporting  that  about 
ten  years  later  the  same  man 
returned  to  the  Seminary,  and  in  a 
conversation  with  him,  he  made 
inquiry  as  to  his  findings  about 
man  and  human  nature,  to  which 
the  former  student  replied,  "Dr. 
Johnson,  they  are  worse  than  you 
said  they  were!" 

All  of  which  reminds  us  of  the 
true  story  of  the  young  man  who 
returned  his  bride  of  a  few  weeks  to 
her  parents,  saying,  '  I  took  her  for 
better  or  for  worse,  and  she  is 
worse  than  I  thought  she  v/as!" 


Atlanta  -  PN  --  Nine  Presbyteries 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  have  taken  actions  declaring 
their  refusal  to  participate  in  a 
proposed  union  with  the  UP-USA 
Church.  Actions  were  taken  by 
majority  votes. 

Resolutions  adopted  by  the 
Presbyteries  opposed  any  dilution 
or  demeaning  of  the  Confession  of 
Faith  or  ordination  vows.

The  resolutions  further  declare 
they  will  not  surrender  control  of 
church  property  to  a  union 
denomination. 

Currently  a  joint  committee  of 
the  two  Presbyterian  bodies  is 
engaged  in  reunion  negotiations.  A 
draft  plan  of  union  is  scheduled  to 
be  submitted  for  study  in  1971.  No 
vote  on  merger  is  expected  before 
1972,  and  union  could  not  be 
consummated  before  1974. 

The  Constitution  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  requires  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the  seventy- 
three  Presbyteries  for  union  with 
another  denominaton  or  for  a 
change  in  the  Confession  of  Fath. 

It  is  expected  that  efforts  will  be 
made  to  influence  other 
Presbyteries  to  adopt  resolutions 
similar  to  those  already  adopted.

Church  Fires 

Boston  -  (RNS)— The  number  of 
church  fires  throughout  the  United 
States  increased  by  100  in  1969  to  a 
total  of  3,900,  according  to  data 
compiled  by  the  National  Fire 
Protection  Association. 

Loss  of  church  property 
damaged  or  destroyed  reached  $19 
million  -  an  average  of  about 
$4,900  loss  per  fire.  The  1969  figure, 
however,  was  more  than  $1  million 
less  than  the  1968  low. 

Fires  increased  by  50  percent  in 
hospitals,  homes  for  the  aged,  and 
other  service  buildings.  Fires  in 
schools  and  colleges,  including 
church-related  institutions  also 
rose. 

Destructive  fires  of  all  kinds 
claimed  an  estimated  12,100  lives, 
and  $2.44  billion  in  property 
throughout  the  country.

Shift  in  office  responsibitilies 
resulted  in  part  from  staff 
changes.  George  E.  Stratman,  an 
assistant  since  1959,  reaches 
retirement  age  in  1971.

Eugene  D.  Witherspoon,  Jr. 
resigned  as  assistant  in  July  tp^ 
return  to  the  pastorate.  ^ 

Andrews  was  ordained  in  1956  by 
Brazos  Presbytery,  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.,  and  was 
assistant  pastor  of  St.  Andrew's 
Presbyterian  Church,  Houston, 
1956-58.

Women's  Rights? 

Presbyterian  women,  aware  of 
the  dearth  of  women  with  their 
(Thurch's  policy-making  agencies, 
have  taken  a  determined  step  to 
rectify  the  situation. 

At  the  October  meeting  of  the 
Presbyterian  U.  S.  Board  of 
Women's  Work,  members  voted  to 
ask  the  denomination's  Committee 
on  Assembly  Operation  thait 
Presidents  of  the  Women  of  the 
Church  in  each  Synod  and  the. 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Women's  Work,  be  permitted  to 
"sit  as  visitors"  in  the  standing 
committees  of  the  1971  General 
Assembly. 

Presently,  women  have  direct 
access  to  the  Assembly  only  by 
being  a  commissioner  (minister  or 
ruling  elder  elected  to  attend)  or 
by  being  asked  to  appear  for  a 
specific  purpose. 

At  the  1970  General  Assembly 
there  were  448  commissioners,  ana 
only  nine  of  these  were  women.

Ban  Fraternities  Observe  25th  Fayetteville  Presbytery 


Dr.  William  A.  Benfield, 
Moderator  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.S.  and  Pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of 
Charleston,  West  Virginia, 
addressed  Fayetteville  Presbytery 
at  its  fall  meeting  on  October  13. 

Dr.  Benfield  declared  that  the 
purpose  of  the  Church  on  eartn  is 
"to  continue  the  ministry  of 
Christ"  and  added  that  "we  have 
forgotton  our  heritage  and 
forsaken  our  full  misson". 

Pointing  out  that  there 
are  divisions  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  Dr.  Benfield  deplored  the 
fact  that  there  are  four 
Presbyterian  groups  working 
outside  the  Established  Courts  of 
the  Church.  These  were  named  as 
Concerned  Presbyterians 
(laymen).  United  Churchmen 
(ministers),  Presbyterian 
Evangelistic  Association,  and 
Covenant  Presbyterian 
Fellowship. 

He  indicated  that  he  could  see 
nothing  constructive  about  any  of 
the  groups  and  that  all 
disagreements  should  be  settled 

Grant  Made  To 
Lees-McRae 

An  unrestricted  grant  in  the 
amount  of  $750  was  presented  to 
Lees-McRae  College,  Banner  Elk, 
N.C.  by  the  Sears,  Roebuck 
Foundation. 

The  check  was  part  of  the  one 
and  one-half  million  dollars  in 
grants  being  distributed  by  the 
Foundation  to  private  colleges  and 
universities  across  the  Nation" 
Seventeen  library  grants  and  24 
unrestricted  grants,  for  a  total  of 
41,  were  made  to  other  colleges  in 
North  Carolina,  exceeding  $43,000.

Positively,  he  pointed  out  that 
the  Presbyterian  Church  for  the 
first  time  in  its  110  years  is 
becoming  concerned  with  the 
whole  gospel  for  the  whole  man. 

He  praised  new  forms  of  worship 
and  s'.ated  that  Presbyterians  are 
adopting  a  broader  program  of 
witnessing  and  service.  He  pleaded 
for  support  for  the  Church's  World 
Mission  approach.

News  Of  The  "Presby- Pi  rates' 


Davidson,  N.C.  -  Davidson 
College  Trustees,  meeting  on  the 
campus  October  16,  authorized  a 
new  social  system  for  the  college 
by  taking  an  action  to  substitute 
j  "non-selective  eating  clubs"  for 
I  fraternities. 

The  Board  said  that  any  of  the 
i  twelve  nationally-affiliated 
fraternities  on  Patterson  Court 
which  agree  to  this  principle  of 
"self-selection"  will  be  allowed  to 
remain  in  the  College-owned 
i  houses. 

The  action  specifies  that  the  new 
system  is  "based  on  the  choice  of 
the  individual  rather  than  on 
invitation  from  the  groups". 

In  a  statement  adopted  by  the 
Trustees  it  was  pointed  out  that 
"changing  economic  conditions, 
changing  student  attitudes  and 
concern  for  the  social  need  for  all 
students,  make  it  desirable  for  the 
college  to  have  a  social  program 
which  best  serves  the  entire 
student-body". 

The  Board  is  leaving  the  specific 
arrangements  of  the  new  system  to 
the  college  students,  the  faculty, 
and  the  administration  to  work  out 
by  the  time  it  will  go  into  effect  in 
September,  1971. 
The  new  system  is  the  outgrowth 


of  many  hours  of  committee  study 
and  discussion  among  all  sections 
of  the  college  community  during 
the  past  five  years.  The  Student 
Senate  had  gone  on  record  as 
favoring  "a  system  of  .  .  .  eating 
clubs  on  a  non-selective 
membership  basis". 


PROTEST  MARCH! 

About  150  fraternity  men  and 
their  dates  interrupted  the 
Homecoming  game  between 
Davidson  and  Wofford  Colleges 
Saturday  October  24,  to  protest 
the  action  of  the  College 
Trustees  to  replace  fraternities 
with  non-selective  eating  clubs. 

The  protestors,  neatly 
dressed,  marched  on  the 
football  field  about  fifteen 
minutes  before  the  start  of  the 
game. 

In  a  short  while  President 
Samuel  R.  Spencer,  Jr.  and  his 
assistant,  Peter  H.  Hobble, 
came  down  out  of  the  stands  to 
talk  with  the  demonstrators. 

Spencer  agreed  to  meet  with 
the  demonstrators  later,  and 
the  group  filed  off  the  field  to 
the  applause  of  the  crowd.

Fraternal  Delegate 

Reports  On 
Waidensian  Church 

In  the  early  Fall,  the  Reverend 
and  Mrs.  Paul  H.  Felker  of  the 
Waidensian  Presbyterian  Church, 
Valdese,  N.C,  returned  from  a 
four-week  tour  of  Italy.  The 
Felkers  went  abroad  particularly 
to  attend  the  Synod  meeting  of  the 
Waidensian  Church  of  Italy.  Mr. 
Felker  was  a  fraternal  delegate 
from  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.S. 

The  Synod  meeting  is  the 
spiritual  highlight  of  the  church 
year.  It  is  held  in  the  city  of  Torre 
Pellice  in  the  Waidensian  Valleys, 
site  of  many  of  the  Synod 
institutions. 

Delegates 

Waidensian  ministers  and  lay 
leaders  were  in  attendance  from 
throughout  Italy. 

Fraternal  delegates  from 
churches  in  England,  France, 
Switzerland,  Norway,  and  the 
United  States  were  also  in 
attendance.  The  foreign  delegates 
and  their  wives  were  guests  of 
honor  at  a  dinner  given  on  August 
25. 

Problems  discussed  at  the 
Waidensian  Synod  were 
comparable  to  issues  facing 
churches  in  the  United  States: 
financial  problems,  operation  of 
institutions,  regulations  about 
marriages  of  persons  of  mixed 
faiths,  divorce,  abortion,  etc.  As 
with  the  churches  here,  there  was 
debate  as  to  whether  the  greater 
emphasis  should  be  on  evangelism 
or  service.  Women  clergy  and  lay 
leaders  were  in  evidence  and  vocal 
on  many  of  the  issues.  Mr.  Felker 
noted  that,  "It  was  interesting  to 
see  the  large  number  of  young 
people  who  cam^to  observe  the 
proceedings  of  the  Synod." 
Institutions 

The  Felkers  visited  many  of  the 
Waidensian  institutions  and 
churches,  many  of  which  were 
several  hundred  years  old.  They 
toured  orphanages,  homes  for  the 
aged,  hostels,  and  boarding  homes 
for  boys  and  girls  who  must  leave 
their  remote  mountain  homes  to 
attend  schools  in  the  cities.  They 
also  attended  a  theological  retreat 
at  Agape,  the  retreat  center  of  the 
denomination.  "The  number  of 
benevolent  institutions  supported 
by  the  Waidensian  Church  is 
phenomenal",  Mr.  Felker  said, 
"but  they  could  not  maintain  them 
without  the  aid  and  support  of 
interested  persons  and  churches 
throughout  Europe  and  the  United

Major  cities  and  areas  visited  in 
Italy  were  Milan,  Turin,  Como,  and 
the  lake  country,  Florence  and  the 
villages  of  the  Tuscany  area,  and 
Rome.  In  addition  to  visiting  the 
Waidensian  institutions  in  these 
cities,  the  Felkers  had  opportunity 
to  visit  ancient  Roman  structures 
and  numerous  museums  of  art  and 
antiquity. 

To  Geneva 

A  side  trip  to  Geneva, 
Switzerland,  was  another  highlight 
of  the  tour.  There  they  enjoyed 
visiting  the  church  of  St..  Pierre, 
where  John  Calvin  preached.  The 
old  section  of  Geneva  is  quaint  and 
historic.  The  newer  section  of  the 
city  is  most  cosmopolitan  with 
tourists  and  residents  from  all  the 
nations  of  the  world.  The  city  was  a 
profusion  of  beautiful  flowers.  The 
Felkers  were  afforded  a  private 
tour  of  the  World  Council  of 
Churches.  They  were  much 
impressed  with  the  facilities  and 
the  variety  of  work  being 
conducted  there  by  the 
international  staff. 

Mr.  Felker  reports  that  the 
experience  was  of  great  value  to 
him  in  understanding  the  people  of 
his  congregation  and  their 
religious  history  and  origins.  The 
founders  of  the  Waidensian 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  of  the 
Town  of  Valdese,  migrated  to 
North  Carolina  in  the  year  1893.

lona  Qiiirch  Celebrates  Centennial 


HOMECOMING$ 


The  lona  Presbyterian  Church 
located  at  McDonald,  N.C.  in 
Fayetteville  Tresbytery 
celebrated  its  100th  anniversary  on 
November  1.  The  visiting  preacher 
for  the  occasion  was  the  Rev. 
Leonard  W.  Topping,  Associate 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Charlotte.  Mr.  Topping 
was  minister  of  the  Church  from 
1937-1944.  The  present  minister  of 
the  Church  is  the  Rev.  Russell  W. 
Park,  Jr.,  who  also  serves  the  Ash- 
pole  located  at  Rowland. 

In  the  afternoon- an  hiatoricaL- 
service  was  held  during  which 
Miss  Mabel  A.  Townsend,  a 
member  of  the  Church,  presented 
an  historical  sketch  of  the  Church. 

Participants 
Others  who  participated  in  the 
day-long  services  were  the  Rev. 
John  Lee  McLean,  now  honorably 
retired  and  living  at  Penn  Laird, 
Virginia,  who  served  the  Church 
from  1927-1930;  the  Rev.  Lawrence 
T.  Calhoun,  retired  missionary  to 
Brazil,  now  living  in  Wilmington, 
who  served  the  Church  in  1926,  and 
the  Rev.  D.H.  Dulin,  honorably 
retired  and  living  at  Erwin, 
N.C,  pastor  from  1944-1951. 

History 

lona  Church  is  a  daughter  of 
Old  Ashpole  Presbyterian  Church 
which  was  organized  in  1796.  lona 
grew  out  of  a  series  of  prayer 
meetings  during  the  late  years  of 
the  1860's,  held  in  the  homes  of 
members  of  the  community, 
beginning  in  the  house  of  James  C. 
McKellar,  Esq.  The  Rev. 
Archibald  McQueen  was  solicited 
to  preach  Sunday  evenings  after  he 
had  preached  in  the  morning  at 
Ashpole,  ten  miles  distant. 

In  the  Fall  of  1870  a  petition  with 
100  names  was  presented  to 
Fayetteville  Presbytery  meeting 
at  Buffalo  Church,  Moore  County. 
The  Presbytery  granted  the 
petition  ,  and  established  a 
commission,  headed  by  Mr. 
McQueen,  to  organize  the  Church. 
Others  on  the  Commission  were  the 
Rev.  Martin  McQueen,  and  the 
Elev.  J.H.  Coble,  and  ruling  elders. 
Arch  S.  Buife  and  D.C.  Mclntyre. 
The  instiHictions  were  to  organize  a 
church  in  the  vicinity  of  Horse 
Swamp,  Robeson  County.  The 
Church  was  organized  November 
12,  1970  in  the  presence  of  a  large 
congregation.    Mr.  McQueen 


preached.  Twenty-six  members 
were  received  by  letter  or  on 
examination  and  were  constituted 
Charter  Members.  Seven  were 
transfers  from  Ashpole. 

Named  For  Isle  of  lona 

Mr.  McQueen  suggested  the 
name  "lona"  after  the  sacred  Isle 
of  lona,  off  the  West  Coast  of 
Scotland.  It  was  to  this  Isle  that 
Columba  and  twelve  disciples 
came  from  Ireland  in  563  A.D., 
inspired,  by  St.  Martin  of  Tours, 
Christianity  then  spread  from  lona 
to        all        of  Scotland. 

The  cross  in  the  stained  glass 
arch  over  the  entrance  of  the  lona 
Church  is  a  memorial  of  "The 
Sacred  Isle  of  lona,"  where  St. 
Martin's  cross  has  stood  before  the 
Abbey  for  more  than  1,000  years. 

The  first  church  was  built  as  a 
result  of  "real  sacrifice",  which 
included  both  labor  and  lumber, 
the  latter,  hand-hewn  pine. 
Thomas  Davis  gave  land  for  the 
Church.  Many  descendants  of  the 
Charter  Members  constitute  the 
present  membership  of  lona. 

The  Fairmont  Church,  a  few 
miles  to  the  East,  is  a  daughter  of 
lona  and  was  established  by  the 
transfer  of  16  members  for  the 
organization. 

Missionary  Daughter 
loha  has  produced  one 
missionary,  Elma  Grace  Davis,  a 
Registered  Nurse,  who  with  her 
husband,  the  Rev.  Charles  E. 
Long,  has  been  a  missionary  to 
Vietname  since  1957.  Other 
ministers  than  those  already 
mentioned  who  have  served  the 
church  follow:  Rev.  Martin 
McQueen,  the  brother  of  the  Rev. 
Archibald  McQueen,  1870;  the  Rev. 
Joseph  Evans,  1884-1894;  the  Rev. 
W.T.  Walker,  1901-1906;  The  Rev. 
J.M.  McLain,  1907-1911;  The  Rev. 
R.S.  Latimer,  1912-1914;  The  Rev. 
I.N.  Clegg,  1916-1923;  Rev.  L.A. 
McLaurin,  1931-1937;  Dr.  W.  W. 
Arrowood,  1951-1957;  the  Rev.  Paul 
L.  Hanks,  1958-1962;  and  the  Rev. 
C.J.  HoUingsworth,  1962-1969.  Dr. 
Cheves  K.  Ligon,  Executive, 
Secretary  of  Fayetteville 
Presbytery  suppUed  the  Church 
from  1969-1970.  .  '

The  Committee  was  established 
by  the  General  Assembly  in  1968, 
for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with 
"emergencies  such  as  natural 
disasters,  social  crises  and  human 
distress."

$537,000,  of  which  nearly  $296,000 
already  has  been  disbursed  to 
Presbyteries  where  natural 
disasters  have  struck  in  the  past 
year.  These  include  relief  for

Organizers  of  the  famed

Stranger's  Grave 
Marked 

The  Harnett  ^County  Historical 
Association  and  the  Summerville 
Presbyterian  Church  near 
Lillington  held  a  joint  ceremony  on 
November  8  for  the  purpose  of 
dedicating  a  repaired  marker  over- 
the  grave  of  "The  Stranger",  whoi 
was  found  dead  beside  the  road 
many  years  ago  by  the  Rev.  Neill 
McKay  and  his  brother,  John 
McKay,  and  who  was  buried  in  the 
Summerville  Presbyterian  Church 
Cemetery. 

His  identity  was  never  known. 

A  marker  placed  over  the  grave, 
a  number  of  years  ago  by  Mrs., 
Charles  Ross  of  LiUington  was 
recently  discovered  in  a  state  of 
disrepair.  Cecil  Edgerton,  member 
of  the  Harnett  Hpstorica} 
Association,  repaired  the  marker 
for  the  occasion  of  restoration. 
Taking  part  in  the  ceremonies  at 
the  grave  of  "The  Stranger,"  were 
Dr.  Louis  C.  Lamotte,  pastor  of  th^ 
Summerville  Church;  the  Rev; 
James  B.  MacKenzie,  President  of 
the  Harnett  Historical  Society,  and 
pastor  of  the  Barbecue  and  Olivia 
Churches;  and  the  Rev.  Stedman 
Black  Bryan,  pastor  of  the  Flat 
Branch  and  Bunnlevel 
Presbyterian  Churches. 

The  Rev.  Neill  McKay,  who  was 
the  father  of  Mrs.  Charles  Ross, 
was  born  in  Cumberland  County  in! 
1816.  He  was  for  a  time  a  student  at  i 
Princeton  University,  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  and 
Columbia  Theological  Seminary. 
He  served  the  old  Tirzah  Church, 
the  predecessor  of  the 
Summerville  Church,  in  part  or  full 
time  as  Stated  Supply  from  about 
1870-1891. 

The  following  verse,  written  by 
Mrs.  Isabella  McKay  Murchison, 
appears  on  the  stone: 

"Bury  me  where  some  lone  tree 

will  shed 
Its  cooling  branches  o'er  my  head, 
That  its  weathering  leaves  each 

year  may  rest 
On  the  grassy  mound  above  my] 

breast. 

Let  ivies  twine  and  mosses  creep 
Where   lies   my   dust   in  its 

dreamless  sleep; 
Sweet  emblems  all  that  the  blest 

shall  rise 
To  fadeless  glory  beyond  the 

skies."

Arnaud  Marts  Dies 

New  York,— Arnaud  C.  Marts,  a 
"TounderlDriSOf fs~anff XBndy  ahcT 


one  of  the  first  professional  fund 
raisers,  died  on  Saturday,  July  11 
at  Doctor's  Hospital.  He  was.  82. 

Dr.  Marts'  pioneered  in  the^field 
of  private  giving  for  public  causes, 
and  saw  the  program  expand  from 
$500  million  in  the  early  years  of 
J  this  century  to  its  present  level  of 
over  $17  billion. 

Dr.  Marts  was  the  son  of  the  Rev. 
William  G.  Marts  and  Irene 
Cartwright  Marts.  His  father  was  a 
Congregational  Minister; 
however,  he  became  a  member  of 
the  Marble  Collegiate  Church  and 
served  on  The  Consistory  of  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Protestant 
Church  of  New  York. 

He  served  for  a  number  of  years 
as  President  of  Bucknell 
University  and  during  World  War, 
II  was  a  Captain  in  the  United 
States  Coast  Guard  Reserve  in 
charge  of  the  Division  of  Tem- 
porary Reserves.  He  graduated  in 
1910,  from  Oberlin  College  with  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  honors. 


Dr.  Marts  founded  Marts  and"' 
Lundy,  Inc.  in  partnership  with 
George  E.  Lundy  in  1926.  The  firm 
conducted  a  number  of  financial 
campaigns  for  capital  gifts  in 
North  Carolina,  including  some 
Presbyterian  Institutions. 
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Qiurch  Giving  Holds  Steady 


New  York  (RNS)  —According  to 
lie  annual  review  of  church 
jiances  prepared  by  the  National 
louncil  of  Churches,  America's 
totestant  churches  giving  in  1969 
jiled  to  decline  as  had  been 
redicted.  Giving  held  almost 
teady  with  the  previous  year. 

Forty-eight  denominations 
ffiliated  with  the  National  Council 
f  Churches  gave  in  1969 
3,099,589,000  as  compared  to 
3,000,477,000  in  1968. 

Funds  include  local 
ongregational  expenses  and 
enevolences.  Of  the  total  78.84 
lercent  remained  in  local 
larishes,  the  remainder  went 
nostly  to  overseas  missions  and 
lational  programs. 

The  report  indicated  that  the 
969  dollar  brought  about  4 
lercent  less  than  in  1968  due  to 
iflation,  thus  the  value  of  the 
ontributions  was  reduced  to 
2,975,605,000  in  terms  of  1968 
luying  power. 

First  among  denominations  in 
ler  capita  giving  was  the  Seventh- 
lay  Adventist  Church  which  has 
04,000  members.  The  rate  per 
nember  was  $350.96. 

Of  the  major  denominations, 
hose  with  approximately  a  million 
nembers  or  more,  the 
'resbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. 
Southern)  had  the  highest 
iverage  of  giving,  $140.30.  Other 
lenominations  were  as  follows: 
.Aitheran  Church  -  Missouri  Synod, 
123.76;  Christian  (Disciples  of 
Christ),  $117.52;  United 
'resbyterian  Church,  $111.34; 
American  Lutheran  Church, 
1100.63;  United  Church  of  Christ, 
SO.  16;  Episcopal  Church,  $88.78; 
md  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
73.33. 

The  United  Methodist  Church, 
javing  changed  its  fiscal  year,  is 
lot  listed. 

According  to  statistics  from  the 
American  Association  of  Fund 
laising  Council  "religion" 
institutes  the  largest  proportion 
f  American  donations.  Of  $17.6 
lillion  contributea  m  i»b»,  religion 
eceived  $7.93  or  45.2  percent. 

The  Council  indicated  a  steady 


decline  of  construction  of  new 
church  buildings  since  a  peak  year, 
1966,  when  the  total  expenditure 
was  $1,174,000,000.  The  1969  figure 
was  $949,000,000. 

The  average  salary  of  ministers 
was  reported  at  $8,037.00  in 
contrast  to  an  average  of  $12,751 
for  chemists  and  $15,283  for 
lawyers.  The  Unitarian 
Universalist  Association  reported 
the  highest  average  of  $10,412  while 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
reported  $9,301. 

Citing  surveys  by  the  Gallup 
Poll,  the  report  indicated  a  decline 
in  church  attendance  from  a  recent 
high  in  1958.  The  percentage  of 
Americans  attending  church 
services  in  a  typical  week  was  set 
at  42  percent  in  1969  as  compared 
to  49  percent  in  1958;  however,  30 
years  earlier  in  1939,  the 
percentage  was  only  41. 


Elected  President 

The  Stated  Clerk  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.A.,  William  P.  Thompson  of 
Philadelphia,  was  recently  elected 
President  of  the  newly-formed 
World  Alliance  of  Reformed 
Churches  (Presbyterian  and 
Congregational)  at  its  constituting 
meeting  in  Nairobi,  Kenya.  Mr. 
Thompson,  Chief  Executive 
Officer  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  since  1966,  replaces  Dr. 
Ashby  Bladen  (U.S.A^,  Moderator 
of  the  former  International 
Congregational  Council,  and  Dr. 
Wilhelm  Niesel  (Germany), 
President  of  the  former  World 
Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches, 
whose  terms  expired  when 
delegates  from  127  denominations 
and  seventy-five  countries  voted 
the  new  organization  into 
existence. 

The  550  delegates,  observers, 
and  consultants  participated  in 
four  study  sections  which  dealt 
with  the  major  issues  confronting 
the  Church  and  the  world  today.

The  1970  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S., 
meeting  in  June  in  Memphis, 
affirmed  freedom  of  Black 
Presbyterians  to  organize  as  "an 
independent  caucus,"  and  further 
authorized  a  special  offering  for 
the  caucus'  operational  support. 

To  this  end  Presbyterians  will  be 
asked  to  give  to  this  cause  on 
October  18. 

In  an  organizational  meeting  of 
Black  Presbyterian  Leadership 
Caucus  (BPLC)  in  Memphis  on 
September  18-20,  the  Rev.

Concerning  the  Covenant  Life 
Curriculum,  the  Committee  stated 
that  it  "does  not  recommend  blind 
allegiance  to  the  Covenant  Life 
Curriculum,  but  that  each  session 
consider  it  seriously  and  give  it 
honest  study  and  trial.  Some 
churches  may  find  it  advantageous 
to  offer  the  Covenant  Life 
Curriculum  along  with  other 
approved  alternatives  in  the 
Church  School." 

(The  Christian  Education 
Committee  later  reported  on  the 
emphasis  that  is  now  being  made 
on  local  curriculum  planning 
through  the  Church  Sessions, 
offering  greater  flexibility  as  to  the 
use  of  materials-Stated  C3erk). 

IFCO 

Concerning  the 
Interreligious  Foundation  for 
Community  Organization, 
Inc.,  the  Committee  stated  that 
any  monies  going  from  our 
Church  to  this  organization 
were  for  membership  fees, 
used  for  administrative 
purposes.  It  was  also  pointed 
out  that  since  the  Committee 
met  for  writing  this  report, 
both  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries  and  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  had  with- 
drawn membership  from  the 
IFCO. 

The  first  Black  Presbyterian 
Leadership  Conference,  made  up 
of  Black  Presbyterians,  US,  was 
financed  by  the  Board  of  National 
Ministries. 

(The  last  General  assembly 
asked  the  Boards  and  Agencies  of 
the  Church  to  provide  $25,000.00  to 
be  used  for  operational  expenses  of 
the  Black  Presbyterian  Caucus.  A 
special  offering  was  also 
authorized  for  October  18,  1970  for 
the  support  of  the  Caucus-Stated 
Clerk). 

Ministries 

In  regard  to  Experimental 
Ministries,  the  Committee 
pointed  out  that  these  are 
experiments  and  some  will 
succeed  and  others  may  fail. 
"But  if  the  Church  is  going  to 
keep  up  with  the  times ;  indeed, 
if  it  is  to  minister  to  times  such 
as  these,  it  must  continually 
experiment  with  new  ways  to 
proclaim  the  Gospel  to  a 
modern  scientific  and 
technological  world." 

Montreat 

"Probably  one  of  the  most 
controversial  orograms  in  recent 
times  was  the  1968  'New  Days  — 
New  Ways'  Conference  at 
Montreat,  sponsored  by  the  Boards 
of  National  Ministries  and 
Christian  Education.  On  the  basis 
of  its  study  of  this  conference  the 
Committee  would  remind 
Presbytery  that  the  conference 
was  experimental  in  nature  and 
was  experimenting  with  new  forms 
of  worship,  that  i  met  with  wide 
acceptance  by  those  who  were 
present  including  a  member  of  the 
Study  Committee,  and  that  not 
everyone  would  be  expected  to 
agree  with  every  facet  of  the 
experiment,  but  that  the 
Conference  did  serve  to  open  up 
new  forms  of  worship  and  to  relate 
young  people  toworship  in  terms  of 


their  understanding  and  interests. 
Dr.  L.  Nelson  Bell,  Associate 
Editor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Journal,  said  of  the  Sunday 
services  in  question: 

'If  anything  will  put  life  into  the 
Church,         go         to  it. 
Holy  Spirit 

The  question  is,  was  God's 
Holy  Spirit  there  or  was  it  an 
emotional  binge.  It  will  show.  . 
if  the  Holy  Spirit  was  at  work 
in  the  service,  then  the  critics 
of  the  services  might  exercise 
caution.' 

"The  Committee  feels  that 
without  extensive  research 
and  study  far  beyond  the 
obvious  limits  of  the 
Committep,  it  cannot  make 
specific  recommendations 
concerning  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  either  pro 
or  eon.  Instead  it  would  urge 
Presbytery  to  invite  Dr.  Ben  R. 
Lacy,  President  Emeritus  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  a 
man  loved  and  respected  by 
our  entire  denomination  and 
one  thoroughly  familiar  with 
the  work  of  the  National 
Council,  to  address  the 
Presbytery." 

Conclusion 

"In  conclusion,  nothing  was 
brought  to  light  through  the  study 
made  by  our  Committee  that  would 
warrant  a  church  withholding 
benevolence  funds.  We  would 
recommend  to  the  churches 
serious  consideration  of  our 
Assembly's  programs,  not  giving 
blind  allegiance  to  them  but 
keeping  abreast  of  the  various 
programs  and  their  influence  in 
proclaiming  the  Gospel  of  Christ.'

Concord  Presbytery  recently 
approved  a  resolution  to  request 
the  Reverend  Neill  R.  McGeachy, 
D.D.  to  write  the  History  of 
Concord  Presbytery. 

Dr.  McGeachy,  now  honorably 
retired,  was  Pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Statesville 
from  1945  until  1970. 

Dr.  McGeachy  is  a  native  of 
Lenoir.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Davidson  College  and  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia 
from  which  Institution  he  holds  the 
D.D.  and  Th.M.  degrees.  From 
1930  to  1932  he  was  an  Educational 
Missionary  in  Africa,  representing 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 
He  was  ordained  by  Granville 
Presbytery  in  1935.  He  served 
churches  in  Selma,  Spencer,  and 
Charlotte.  While  Minister  of  the 
Sugaw  Creek  Church,  Charlotte, 
1941-1945,  he  wrote  a  History  of  the 
Sugaw  Creek  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Concord  Presbytery  is  the 
second  oldest  of  the  Presbyteries  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
having  been  organized  in  1795.  A 
definitive  history  of  the  Presbytery 
has  never  been  written. 

Recently  the  first  definitive 
History  of  Orange  Presbytery  was 
published  by  that  Presbytery.  The 
author  is  the  Rev.  R.  Hamlin  Stone, 
D.D.,  who  served  for  a  number  of 
years  as  the  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Presbytery.

Famous  Desk 
Given  To  College 

DAVIDSON,  N.C.~A  field  desk 
owned  by  Peter  Stuart  Ney,  the 
man  who  designed  the  seal  of 
Davidson  College,  has  been  given 
to  the  college  by  the  Foard  family 
d  North  Carolina. 

The  mysterious  Ney  was 
believed  to  be  Michel  Ney,  a 
marshal  of  Napoleon,  who 
supposedly  escaped  execution 
after  the  Battle  of  Waterloo  and 
sailed  to  America.  In  1840  the 
trustees  of  Davidson  asked  Ney, 
who  was  then  teaching  school  in 
HJocksville  and  was  known  for  his 
scholarship,  to  draw  a  seal  for  the 
college. 

The  design  he  sketched  featured 
a  coiled  serpent  being  pierced  with 
a  sword  very  similar  to  Marshal 
Ney's,  surrounde3  by  the  motto 
"Alenda  Lux  Ubi  Orta  Libertas," 
or,  "Learning  must  be  cherished 
where  freedom  has  arisen." 

The  desk  originally  contained 
Ney's  mysterious  shorthand 
manuscript,  which  was  supposed 
to  contain  information  that  would 
"startle  the  world."  The  desk  was 
slightly  damaged  when  it  was 
forced  open  after  Ney's  death,  and 
the  manuscript  has  since  been  lost. 

It  was  left  at  the  plantation  of 
Osborne  Giles  Foard  of 
Wilmington,  where  Ney  died  in 
1846.  The  desk  was  inherited  by 
Foard's  grandson,  who  had  the 
same  name,  and  who  in  turn  willed 
it  to  Davidson  College.  John  H. 
Foard  of  Carolina  Beach  sent  it  to 
the  college  by  his  sons, -John  H. 
Foard,  Jr.,  and  William  Foard,  on 
Oct.  4  J  ,  ,       ,  . 


BLACK  MOUNTAIN,  N.C. 
(RNS)  —  The  numerous 
organizational  structures  working 
to  rehabilitate  the  Appalachian 
region  figure  as  much  in  the 
problem  as  they  do  in  the  solution, 
an  Emory  University  professor 
told  the  Commission  on  Religion  in 
Appalachia  (CORA)  here. 

Dr.  Earl  C.  Brewer  told  200 
representatives  of  17  Churches  that 
the  13-state  area  called  Appalachia 
needs  a  "massive  program  of 
reparations." 

He  warned  religious  groups 
which  want  to  be  involved  in  such 
work  to  be  "wary  of  the  clammy 
hands  of  traditions."  Goals,  he 
said,  must  be  set  "with"  people 
rather  than  "for"  them. 

Church  Role 

CORA  is  a  four-year-old 
organization  which  seeks  to 
coordinate  the  church's  role  in 
combatting  poverty  and  creating 
community  in  the  poverty-ridden 
mountain  territory. 

Dr.  Brewer  was  not  alone  in 
doubting  that  church,  civic  and 
governmental  efforts  to  date  have 
been  adequate  or  well-planned. 

Local  citizens  from  Tennessee, 
Kentucky  and  West  Virginia  talked 


Authors  Book 

The  Reverend  Samuel.  R.  Fudge, 
a  graduate  of  Louisville  Seminary 
and  a  former  pastor  of  the  New 
Hope  Church  in  Orange 
Presbytery,  is  the  recent  author  of 
Living  With  Today's  Teenagers,  a 
book  which  was  written  from  the 
Christian  perspective  and  is  being 
used  with  adult  classes  in 
Oklahoma  and  Georgia  and  by 
pastors  and  parents  who  are 
looking  for  help  in  understanding 
the  actions  and  over-reactions  of 
the  younger  generation.

with  the  CORA  delegates  about 
their  problems.  After  the  session, 
one  denominational  executive 
summed  up  his  impression  of  what 
was  said:  "They  told  us  where  we 
have  failed  and  what  road  we 
should  take  in  behalf  of  the 
church." 

Repression 

George  Esser,  a  director  of  the 
Ford  Foundation,  was  highly 
skeptical  of  the  value  of  federal 
anti-poverty  programs  in 
Appalachia.  He  said  the  efforts 
have  had  little  effect  on  the  poor. 

The  former  director  of  the  North 
Carolina  Fund  said  that  poverty 
must  be  fought  and  community 
built  in  the  nation  or  polarization 
will  continue. 

Mr.  Esser  observed  that  more 
and  more  people  in  Appalachia  are 
"reahzing  their  powerlessness." 
He  said  his  fear  was  not  of 
revolution  but  of  resort  to 
"repression"  by  those  who  oppose 
change. 

$  Asked  For 

The  23  members  of  CORA' 
Collegiate  Staff  -  a  group  which 
with  the  support  of  Churches  give 
part  or  full  time  to  community 
development  -  presented  an 
appeal  to  denominational 
representatives.  They  asked 
Churches  for  "dollars, 
development,  self-help  programs, 
political  action,  and  cooperation." 

For  the  second  year,  delegates 
from  the  Catholic  Committee  on 
Appalachia  attended.  They 
represented  15  dioceses.  CORA 
includes  many  streams  of 
American  Protestantism. 
Communions  involved  include 
Lutheran,  Baptist,  Quaker, 
Mennonite,  Church  of  God, 
Presbyterian,  Methodist  and 
Disciples  of  Christ.

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Executive  Consultation  Held  In  Richmond 


The  Middle  Judicatory 
Executives  Consultation  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 
convened  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia, 
November  3-5. 

Church  executives  from  across 
the  General  Assembly  were  invited 
to  the  Consultation,  and 
approximately  40  were  in 
attendance,  including  seven  from 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina 

Among  the  items  "on  the  Agenda 
which  received  special  attention 
were  an  address  by  Professor  J.A. 
Ross  MacKenzie,  of  the  Faculty  of 
Union  Seminary,  and  sessions 
dealing  with  personal  and  inter- 
personal problems  and 
relationships. 

"New  Model"  Age 

Dr.  MacKenzie  pointed  out  that 
during  the  Christian  Dispensation, 
there  have  previously  been  two 
distinctive  ages  and  that  currently 
we  are  in  a  third  age. 

He  referred  to  the  Colony-age, 
which  lasted  down  to  the  time  of 
the  Emperor  Constantine, 
approximately  312  A.D.,  a  period 
when  Christians  thought  of 
themselves  as  pilgrims  destined 
for  heaven. 

Next  came  the  Kingdom  Age. 
which  lasted  to  modern  times.  This 
was  the  era  of  the  expectation  of 
the  establishment  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God  on  earth. 

The  Third  Age  referred  to  by  Dr. 
MacKenzie  is  what  he  calls  the 
"New  Model"  of  Movement;  It 
includes  the  activism  of  modem 
times.  It  has  a  determinate  center 
and  an  indeterminate  periphery. 
The  movement  is  never  large;  it 
did  not  and  does  not  exist  for  its 
own  sake;  it  is  purposive  (free  to 
create  its  own  future);  its 
leadership  is  within;  and  there  is  a 
willingness  to  accept  suffering.

The  Executive  Committee  on 
Homes,  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
convened  in  Raleigh's  Office  on 
November  17,  with  the  Reverend 
John  Mack  Walker  presiding. 

Meeting  with  the  Committee 
over  which  Mr.  Walker  was 
presiding  for  the  first  time  since 
his  election  at  the  last  meetinK  oi 
Synod,  were  Dr.  Nat  K.  Reiney, 
Executive  Director  of  the 
Children's  Home,  Barium  Springs; 
Mr.  Richard  A.  Short,  executive 
Director  of  the  Presbyterian  Home 
at  High  Point,  and  the  Rev.  James 
M.  McDaniel,  newly-elected 
Chaplain  of  the  Presbyterian 
Home. 

"Little  Joe's  Church" 
Dr.  Reiney  reported  to  the 
C5mmittee  that  ilO  children  have 
received  care  from  the  Home 
during  the  past  year  and  that  more 
than  1,000  adults  who  were  related 
to  the  children  in  some  way  have 
received  counseling  through  the 
Home^ 

He  also  reported  that  the  Little 
Joe's  Church  Education  Building 
contract  will  be  let  in  December, 

Mr.  Short  introduced  Mr. 
McDaniel  and  then  reported  that  30 
percent  of  the  residents  of  the 
Home  are  on  "aid  to  the  aged".  He 
indicated  that  the  cost  rate  will 
increase  January  1, 1971,  from  $250 
to  $275  per  month.  He  also  advised 
the  Committee  that  there  are  87 
persons  on  the  waiting  list  for 
residential  care  and  81  for 
apartments.

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Bicentennial  Addresses  On  Orange  Presbytery 


by  Ernest  Trice  Thompson 
The  following  two  addresses  were  delivered  by  Dr.  E.T.  Thompson, 
Professor  Emeritus  in  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond, 
Virginia  at  the  Hawfields  Presbyterian  Church  on  the  occasion  of  the 
.•elebration  of  the  Bi-centennial  of  Orange  Presbytery  October  22, 1970. 
it  was  the  420th  Stated  Meeting  of  the  Presbytery,  which  was  organized 
Jeptember  5,  1770  in  the  Hawfields  Church.) 

First  Address   A  Look  Backward 

Two  hundred  years  ago  seven  ministers  gathered  in  the  Hawfields 
Jhurch  to  form  a  presbytery,  the  beginning  of  organized  Presbyterianism 
n  what  is  now  the  state  of  North  Carolina.  Today  there  are  more  than  700 
ninisters,  serving  about  the  same  number  of  churches,  spread  through  the 
itate,  in  a  synod  which  has  become  the  largest  in  our  denomination.  Then 
w  would  have  found  in  many  places  mere  preaching  stands,  shaded  per- 
laps  by  an  arbor,  the  congregation  standing  or  seated  on  the  ground,  or  a 
■ode  log  church,  with  a  congregation  drawn  from  a  distance  of  fifteen 
niles  or  more,  the  men  dressed  perhaps  in  buck-skin,  the  women  in  shape- 
ess  linsey-woolen,  arriving  by  foot  or  horseback;  now  there  are  magnifi- 
ent  structures,  softly  cushioned,  pipe  organed,  air  conditioned,  the  mem- 
lers  all  fashionably  dressed,  driving  in  from  a  greater  distance  perhaps, 
lut  in  high  powered  cars  and  in  a  fraction  of  the  time.  My  first  thought, 
IS  I  think  back  over  this  period,  is  that  Presbyterians  in  North  Carolina 
Ave  come  a  long  way. 

The  second  thought  is  that  despite  such  superficial  differences  Pres- 
lyterians  in  North  Carolina  are  much  the  same  sort  of  people  now  as 
hen.  Wealth  has  come  and  with  it  the  comforts  of  modern  civilization, 
ind  of  course  increasing  sophistication,  but  human  nature  does  not  change, 
md  men  and  women  react  to  challenge,  change  and  provocation  much  the 
ame  as  did  their  parents  and  their  grand-parents  before  them.  There 
rere  pastors  then  very  much  beloved  by  their  congregations  and  others 
7ho  bored,  irritated  or  infuriated  at  least  a  portion  of  them;  devoted 
hurch  members,  and  those  who  were  sensitive,  stubborn  and  insistent  on 
laving  their  own  way;  many  who  were  indifferent  and  members  only  in 
lame.  There  were  differences,  serious  differences  then  as  now  over  the 
lOspel  and  its  proclamation,  over  revivalist  techniques,  over  theological 
jsues,  some  of  which  now  seem  quite  unimportant;  differences  also  over 
hanges  in  the  mode  of  worship.  There  were  some  who  clung  tenaciously 

0  the  old  ways;  some,  and  particularly  the  young,  who  welcomed  the  new. 
lie  earliest  diflference  here  was  over  the  question  of  psalms  vs.  hjrmns, 
nd  it  led  to  a  permanent  division  within  North  Carolina  Presbyterianism 
-advocates  of  the  old  way  withdrew  from  the  more  tolerant  majority  to 
orm  the  ARP  Synod.  Later  there  would  come  opposition  to  the  formation 
f  choirs,  the  singing  of  anthems,  the  use  of  musical  instruments  in  the 
worship  of  God,  including  the  pipe  organ  —  an  opposition  by  the  way 
'hich  continued  for  more  than  a  hundred  years. 

I  mention  briefly  these  continuing  controversies  because  they  illustrate 
persistent  Presbyterian,  in  fact  a  human  tendency  to  cling  to  the  old 
raditions  which  have  come  down  from  the  past. 

I  would  like  to  dwell  longer  on  three  problems  faced  by  the  founding 

1  ways  that  still  have  some  meaning  for  our  present  day. 

I.  The  Problem  of  Evangelism. 

This  was  the  basic  problem  which  Presbyterians  faced  in  the  colonial 
eriod,  and  it  remains  a  basic  problem  to  the  present  time. 

Presbyterian  growth  in  America  began  with  the  coming  of  the  Scotch- 
rish,  who  in  the  fifty  year  period  preceding  the  revolution  seemed  to  be 
ligrating  en  masse  to  America.  They  came  in  three  streams — the  first  ar- 
ived  in  New  England  and  moved  on  to  New  York  and  Long  Island,  where 
'resbyterianism  has  retained  great  strength  down  to  the  present  day.  A 
econd  stream  entered  at  Charleston  and  made  its  way  on  to  the  Piedmont, 
[ere  it  merged  with  the  third  and  largest  stream  which  flowed  into  Penn- 
jrlvania,  moved  on  toward  the  west,  and  in  1732  began  to  push  up  the  great 
'alley  of  Virginia.  Eight  years  later  pioneers  began  to  swarm  across  the 
forth  Carolina  border,  settling  in  the  broad  prairies  between  the  Catawba 
nd  the  Yadkin. 

These  early  settlers  were  imaccompanied  by  pastors  and  there  was  no 
fifort  to  gather  or  organize  congrregations  among  them  until  missionaries 
egan  to  arrive  from  the  North.  John  Thompson,  the  first  settled  minister, 
rrived  in  1750  and  ministered  till  his  death  two  years  later  to  new  settle- 
lents  a  radius  of  twenty  miles  around  the  present  Statesville.  Seven  years 
iter  James  Campbell  settled  among  the  Scotch  Highlanders  in  Eastern 
forth  Carolina.  This  same  year  Alexander  Craighead  found  his  way  into 
fecklenburg  County  where  he  became  pastor  of  the  Rocky  River  and  Sugar 
Ireek  Presbyterian  churches.  The  next  year  Hugh  McAden  became  the 
ettled  pastor  of  congregations  in  Duplin  and  Hanover  Counties.  In  1764 
IcWhorter  and  Spencer,  missionaries  sent  out  by  the  reunited  synod  of 
Philadelphia  and  New  York  organized  a  number  of  congregations,  most  in 
lecklenburg  County,  which  remains  one  of  the  most  populous  centers  of 
"resbyterianism  in  the  Southern  Church.  By  the  time  of  the  Revolution 
here  were  about  thirty  organized  churches  in  the  upper  part  of  the  state 
nd  a  number  of  preaching  points  in  addition. 

In  spite  of  its  gains  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  North  Carolina-,  as  in 
he  South  generally,  had  not  lived  up  to  its  opportunities;  it  had  not  met 
▼en  the  needs  of  its  own  people.  The  cries  of  the  Presbyterian  communities 
n  the  South  had  come  up  to  Presbytery  and  synod  and  they  had  sent  all 
he  supplies  they  could  spare,  but  the  number  of  missionaries  was  altogether 
nadequate  for  the  need.  Congregations  could  not  be  built  or  even  held 
ogether  by  occasional  visits  from  itinerants  —  the  inadequate  scheme  of 
lome  missions  followed  by  Presbyterians  in  the  Colonial  period  and  for 
mg  thereafter.  Ordinarily  the  traveling  missionaries  visited  only  congre- 
lationg  which  had  sent  in  a  request  for  their  services.  Little  or  no  effort 
ras  made  to  gather  new  congregations.  So  ultimately  the  great  majority — 
ome  estimate  aa  much  as  nine  tenths  of  the  Scotch  Irish  were  lost  to  Pres- 
Tterianism,  if  not  to  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ 

Presbyterian  missionaries  were  not  able  to  retain  their  own  people. 
Phey  made  little  or  no  effort  to  reach  the  non-Presbyterian  folk,  neglected 
ty  the  Established  Church,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  they,  the  Presbyterians, 
rere  the  first  to  bring  the  evangelical  gospel  into  the  South. 

After  the  Presbyterians  had  shot  their  bolt.  Baptists,  who,  unlike  the 
h-esbyteriana,  had  no  inunigr&tion  to  draw  on,  came  into  the  South  and 


swept  everything  before  them,  even  in  areas  which  Presbyterians  might 
have  rightfully  claimed  as  their  own.  As  Anglican  Woodmason,  who  labored 
in  the  Back  Country  and  knew  it  well,  wrote  in  1765:  "The  most  zealous 
among  the  sects  to  propagate  their  lotions  and  form  establishments,  are 
the  Anabaptists  ...  By  their  add-<;ss  and  assiduity  (they)  have  wormed 
the  Presbyterians  out  of  all  these  their  strongholds  and  drove  them  away. 
So  that  the  Baptists  are  now  the  most  numerious  and  formidable  body  of 
people  which  the  Church  (i.e.  the  Anglican  or  Established  Church)  has  to 
encounter  with  .  .  ." 

Presbyterians  were  handicapped,  so  far  as  numbers  were  concerned, 
by  the  high  educational  standards  which  they  required  of  their  ministers. 
The  Academies,  largely  to  the  North,  and  the  College  of  New  Jersey,  on 
which  they  almost  solely  depended,  could  not  produce  enough  ministers  to 
serve  established  congregations,  to  say  nothing  of  reaching  out  for  the  un- 
churched. Baptists  had  no  educational  restrictions.  They  outnumbered  the 
Presbyterian  ministers  ten  or  twenty  to  one,  and  in  addition  they  cpoke  to 
the  people  in  terms  that  they  could  understand.  As  W.  M.  Gewehr,  historian 
of  the  Great  Awakening  in  Virginia,  has  pointed  out:  "Presbyterianism, 
with  its  intellectual  demands  of  an  elaborate  creed  and  its  high  standards 
of  education  for  the  ministry,  was  at  best  restricted  in  its  appeal.  It  was 
never  able  to  reach  out  and  stir  the  common  folk  as  the  Baptists  did." 

In  the  period  following  the  Revolution,  as  the  great  westward  move- 
ment over  the  AUeghanies  into  the  Mississippi  Valley  got  under  way — one 
of  the  most  significant  population  movements  in  history — Presbyterians, 
as  a  result  of  the  great  Scotch-Irish  immigration,  were  the  second  largest 
denomination  in  the  United  States.  Their  strength  was  in  the  Middle  Col- 
onies and  on  the  frontier.  They  furnished  the  pioneers  who  blazed  the  trail 
across  the  Alleghenies,  which  all  later  immigrants  were  to  follow.  Congre- 
gationalists  were  the  largest  body,  and  Congregationalists  and  Presbyter- 
ians joined  forces  to  carry  the  gospel  to  the  westward  moving  population. 
Because  Presbsrterians  had  the  better  organization,  most  of  the  churches 
end  became  Presbyterians.  It  might  have  seemed  to  an  unbiased  obser- 
ver of  the  times  that  Presbyterians  were  destined  to  become  the  larg- 
est denomination  in  America.  Dedicated  men,  as  early  on  the  field  as 
any  other,  did  indeed  accomplish  a  great  deal.  They  laid  a  basis  for  the 
present  Presbyterian  strengfth  in  Tennessee  and  Kentucky,  Western  New 
York,  Ohio  and  Illinois.  They  accomplished  far  more  than  other  religious 
bodies  of  the  time,  but  they  fell  far  behind  Baptists  and  Methodists,  the 
latter  of  whom,  like  Baptists  in  the  Colonial  period,  started  almost  from 
scratch.  In  a  single  generation  these  two  denominations  laid  the  foundation 
for  that  numerical  superiority  in  the  nation  as  a  whole  which  they  have 
retained  to  the  present  time. 

How  do  we  explain  this  second  failure,  this  comparative  failure  of 
Presbyterians  as  over  against  Baptists  and  Methodists  during  the  same 
period.  It  was  not  due  to  lack  of  evangelistic  zeal,  as  some  might  surmise. 
Such  zeal  was  not  lacking  in  these  early  days,  or  for  some  time  afterwards. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  it  was  revialists  from  Orange  Presbytery,  who  moving 
onto  Kentucky  sparked  the  great  revival  which  spread  like  wild-fire  through 
all  the  western  country. 

R.  E.  Thompson,  Presbyterian  historian,  found  part  of  the  explanation 
of  the  final  Presbyterian  failure  in  the  rigidity  of  her  doctrine — her  un- 
willingniess  to  modify  the  rigid,  scholastic  Calvinism  which  had  developed  in 
the  third  generation  after  Calvin  and  was  now  beginning  to  lose  its  appeal. 
I  do  not  believe  that  any  one  can  read  the  story  with  open  mind  and  fail 
to  recognize  that  this  was  the  case. 

A  second  explanation  Dr.  Thompson  found  in  the  rigidity  of  her  polity 
— an  unwillingness  to  modify  her  standards  for  admission  to  the  ministry 
at  a  time  and  in  areas  where  there  was  a  desperate  need  for  preachers  and 
men,  otherwise  qualified  to  preach  the  Gospel,  were  turned  away. 

A  third  explanation  may  be  found  in  the  propensity  of  Presbyterians 
to  divide  when  differences  arose  over  questions  of  doctrine  or  polity,  or 
over  ways  in  which  the  Gospel  should  be  proclaimed.  So  in  the  Colonial 
period  when  the  Scotch  Irish  were  moving  into  Virginia  and  the  Carolinas, 
Presbyterians  divided  into  two  antagonistic  groups,  the  Old  Side  and  the 
New  Side.  How  the  evangelistic  enterprise  was  to  be  conducted,  was  the 
great  point  at  issue.  So  also,  at  the  most  critical  stage  in  the  post-revolu- 
tionary period,  the  New  Light  schism  in  Northern  Kentucky  and  the  Cum- 
berland split  in  Southern  Kentucky,  growing  out  of  differences  involving 
both  theology  and  polity,  robbed  the  Presbyterians  of  the  fruit  of  the  great 
American  Revival  which  had  started  under  their  auspices.  In  the  1830s 
differences  once  more  in  both  theology  and  polity  broke  the  great  Presby- 
terian Church  into  two  almost  equal  bodies,  both  of  which  claimed  to  be  the 
true  Presbyterian  Church.  Before  this  split  Presbyterians  were  the  most 
influential,  not  the  largest,  but  the  most  influential  religious  body  in 
America.  The  lead  lost  at  that  time  has  never  since  been  regained.  Then  in 
1861  came  an  even  more  serious  split,  that  between  Northern  and  Southern 
Presbyterians,  which  still  remains  unhealed.  And  now  once  more  there  is 
threat  of  division  if  a  three  fourths  vote  of  the  presbyteries  proves  un- 
favorable to  the  wishes  of  a  vocal  and  determined  minority. 

Perhaps  we  might  risk  a  broad  generalization  and  say  that  Presby- 
terians from  Colonial  times  to  the  present  have  failed  to  grow  as  they 
might  have  done  because  of  a  persistent  failure  to  adjust  themselves  to 
changing  circumstances,  to  accept  changes  in  theology  and  polity  when  the 
times  demanded  change,  to  allow  for  the  inevitable  differences  of  opinion 
that  develope  when  such  changes  occur. 

In  a  day  when  some  change  is  more  rapid  than  ever  before,  and  the 
necessity  for  some  change  on  the  part  of  the  church  becomes  increasingly 
apparent,  this  conclusion,  if  valid,  has  great  significance. 

II.  Education 

A  second  problem  faced  by  our  Colonial  forbearers  was  that  of  educa- 
tion. We  need  to  recall  here  that  there  was  no  system  of  public  education 
south  of  the  Mason  and  Dixon  line  in  the  Colonial  period  or  for  long  there- 
after, in  fact  until  after  the  Civil  War;  to  remember  also  that  the  pre- 
vailing theory  of  education  brought  to  these  shores  from  England  was 
that  education  was  for  the  upper  classes  and  of  no  concern  to  any 
public  body  except  the  church;  that  the  Anglican  Church  which,  prior 
to  the  Revolution,  was  the  Established  Church  in  the  Southern  col- 
onies and  had  sponsored  William  and  Mary  College,  the  one  institution  of 
higher  learning  in  the  South  before  1776,  was  declining  in  strength,  and 

that  neither  of  the  other-  evangelical  denominations  which  had  come  into 
the  South  on  the  wings  of  the  Great  Awakening  accepted  as  yet  any  edu-

Minister  Elected 
Chairman

A  native  Tennesseean,  Dr.  Lyons 
was  born  in  Rogersville  and 
graduated  from  King  College  with  ^ 
the  A.B.  degree  in  1947,  from 
Louisville  Seminary  with  the  B.D. 
degree  in  1950.  He  received  his 
doctorate  from  King  College  in 
1958,  and  has  held  pastorates  in 
Kingsport  and  Louisville, 
Kentucky. 
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cational  responsibility. 

Fortunately  Presbyterians  had  inherited  a  passion  for  education  from 
both  Calvin  and  Knox.  The  First  Scotch  Book  of  Discipline,  prepared  by 
the  latter,  provided  that  a  school  should  be  built  alongside  every  church,  for 
which  the  minister  was  to  be  responsible,  if  no  school  master  was  available; 
that  secondary  schools  should  be  established  in  appropriate  centers,  and 
the  whole  capped  by  a  university.  This  was  the  ideal  which  the  Scotch  Irish 
brought  to  these  shores,  and  which  made  them  for  many  generations  the 
most  influential  educational  group  in  America  outside  of  New  England 
where  Calvinistic  Congregationalism  carried  the  burden.  "The  educationa 
undertakings  of  the  Presbyterians  in  the  Back  Country,"  writes  a  receni 
historian,  "constitutes  a  remarkable  record  for  a  new  country  and  set  the 
pace  for  post-colonial  development." 

This  was  particularly  true  in  North  Carolina. 

Crowfield  Academy  (a  forerunner  of  Davidson  College)  grew  out  of 
a  classical  school  begun  about  1760  in  the  bounds  of  Center  congregation  in 
the  present  Iredell  County ;  it  received  students  from  all  parts  of  the  South, 
also  from  the  West  Indies,  and  prepared  them  for  the  College  of  New 
Jersey. 

A  school  in  the  Sugar  Creek  congregation  was  charted  in  1779  by  the 
provincial  legislature  as  Queen's  College.  The  charter  was  annuled  bj 
George^II,  but  the  school  continued  to  operate  as  an  academy,  first  at 
Charlotte  and  then  after  the  Revolution  at  Salisbury. 

Zion-Parnassus  Academy  was  organized  about  1785  by  Rev.  Samuel  E. 
McCorkle,  pastor  of  Thyatira  Church  in  Rowan  County,  ten  miles  west  of 
Salisbury.  His  students  were  trained  in  the  classics,  in  theology,  in  mathe- 
matics, in  the  sciences  and  in  the  art  of  teaching.  This  normal  feature  made 
it  one  of  the  first  schools  of  pedagogy  in  America. 

The  first  school  in  the  state  to  have  a  scientific  department  was  Clio's 
Nursery,  opened  by  Rev.  James  Hall  in  Bethany  congregation,  Iredell 
County,  near  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution. 

Other  Academies  established  in  Western  North  Carolina  were  Poplai 
Tent  Academy  (1770)  by  Rev.  Robert  Archibald  in  Cabarrus  County 
(1792),  Providence  Academy,  established  by  the  Rev.  James  Wallis  (1792), 
twelve  miles  from  Charlotte,  and  the  Academy  of  Rocky  River  in  Cabarrus 
County,  established  by  Rev.  John  Makemie  Wilson  in  1812.  Further  east, 
were  the  schools  of  David  Kerr  and  John  Robinson  in  Fayeteville,  of  Henry 
Patillo  in  Granville  and  Orange  Counties,  and  of  William  Bigham  in  Chat- 
ham County. 

Most  influential  of  all  was  the  Log  College  taught  by  Rev.  David  Cald- 
well, near  the  present  Greensboro,  beginning  about  1767  and  continuing' 
for  more  than  forty  years.  Its  students,  numbering  fifty  or  sixty  a  year,i 
came  from  far  and  near.  From  this  college,  it  is  claimed,  came  more  men 
who  entered  the  learned  professions  and  rose  to  positions  of  eminence 
(among  them  five  governors)  than  any  other  school  in  the  South. 

These  are  only  the  more  notable  schools.  "The  story  of  the  work  of 
the  early  Presbyterians  in  North  Carolina,"  writes  Luther  L.  Gobbel,  a 
Methodist  historian,  "is  unquestionably  the  brightest  page  in  North  Caro- 
lina's educational  history  before  1840  ...  So  powerful  was  the  Presbyterian 
influence  in  the  educational  life  of  the  state  that  a  roster  of  the  leading 
school-teachers  of  the  state  from  1790  to  1840  resembles  a  section  from  the 
list  of  graduates  of  Princeton  College." 

But  that  was  not  all.  One  year  after  the  organization  of  Orange  Pres- 
bytery, Presbyterians  initiated  efforts  which  eventuated  ultimately  in  the 
establishment  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  the  first  such  state 
institution  to  begin  operations  in  America.  Presbyterian  influence  was 
dominant  not  only  in  the  founding  but  also  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
University.  Every  President  and  every  acting  president  of  the  University 
was  a  Presbyterian,  as  were  most  of  the  faculty  up  to  the  War  between 
the  States.  Presbyterians  did  not  succeed  in  reaching  the  masses  of  the 
South,  but  at  the  beginning  of  our  national  era  and  for  long  thereafter  its 
-influence  among  thnughtful  and  intelligent  men  was  iinRXcelled.  

The  struggle  of  the  church  in  the  field  of  education  since  1865  has 
been  to  maintain  quality  education  in  the  face  of  mounting  costs,  and  in 
competition  with  denominations  which  have,  outpaced  our  church  in  num- 
bers and  with  the  state  institutions  which  can  draw,  as  denominational 
institutions  cannot,  from  the  public  till.  In  this  continuing  endeavor  Pres- 
byterians of  North  Carolina  have  done  fairly  well,  compared  to  other  sy- 
nods, remarkably  well,  as  witness  the  status  of  your  three  leading  insti- 
tutions— Davidson,  Queens  and  St.  Andrews. 

But  there  is  more  to  the  story.  At  the  end  of  the  Revolution  religion 
was  at  a  low  ebb  in  the  Southern  states,  as  elsewhere  in  America.  This  was 
due  not  only  to  the  demoralization  of  the  war,  but  also  to  the  spread  of  a 
rationalistic  spirit,  influenced  by  that  which  prevailed  in  France.  Influential 
leaders,  like  Jefferson  and  Franklin,  were  deists,  rejecting  without  attack- 
ing tlie  pa.  ticular  tenets  of  Christianity.  In  the  South,  as  Clement  Eaton 
has  j  ointf-i  out,  "Deism  .  .  .  appealed  especially  to  the  aristocrats  .  .  .  In- 
deed it  WPS  regarded  as  a  badge  of  distinction  and  of  aristrocracy  to  have 
the  repu'ation  of  being  a  free  thinker."  The  writings  of  Volney,  Voltaire, 
Hobbes  md  Thomas  Paine  supplanted  the  Bible  in  popularity.  The  strong 
holds  o'  this  deistic  and  sceptical  opinion  in  our  area  were  found  in  the 
college  communities,"  which  in  North  Carolina  meant  Chapel  Hill. 

Rev.  Joseph  Caldwell,  young  Princeton  grraduate,  who  came  too  the 
i^iiiver.sity  in  1794  as  professor  of  mathematics,  received  this  picture  of 
the  Situation  from  a  friend:  "With  all  due  respect  to  the  faculty  of  the 
University  of  Carolina  .  .  .  they  seem  to  constitute  as  motley  a  group  as 
I  have  lately  heard  of.  Presbyterians  and  Arians,  infidels  and  Roman  (Datho- 
lics.  Bless  me  what  a  collection  .  .  .  ." 

Shortly  after  his  arrival  on  the  scene  Caldwell  wrote  back:  "The  state 
seems  to  be  swarming  with  lawyers.  It  is  almost  the  only  profession  for 
which  parents  educate  their  children.  Religion  is  so  little  in  vogue  and  in 
such  a  state  of  depression,  that  it  affords  no  prospects  sufficient  to  tempt 
people  to  undertake  its  cause.  In  New  Jersey  it  has  public  respect  and  sup- 
port. But  in  North  Carolina  .  .  .  everyone  believes  that  the  first  step  which 
he  ought  to  take  to  rise  into  respectability  is  to  disavow  as  often  and  as 
publicly  as  he  can  all  regard  for  the  leading  doctrines  of  the  Scriptures. 
They  are  bugbears  v^ry  well  fitted  to  scare  the  ignorant  and  weak  into 
obedience  to  the  law,  but  the  laws  of  lijorality  and  honor  are  sufficient  to 
regulate  the  conduct  of  men  of  letters  and  cultivated  reason.  One  of  the 
principle  reasons  why  religion  is  bo  slighted  and  almost  scouted,"  he  added, 


"is  that  it  is  taught  only  by  Methodist  and  ranters  with  whom  it  seems 
to  consist  only  in  the  power  of  their  throats,  or  the  wildness  and  madness 
of  their  gesticulations  and  distortions." 

A  powerful  struggle  against  infidelity  in  the  institutions  of  higher 
learning  was  led  by  Presbyterians  in  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Caro- 
lina and  Kentucky — key  states  in  the  educational  process.  In  North  Caro- 
lina the  victory  of  orthodoxy  was  due  largely  to  Rev.  Samuel  E.  McCorkle, 
who  organized  the  university's  first  "Plan  of  Studies"  and  influenced  tre- 
mendously the  curriculum,  faculty,  trustees,  policies  and  therefore  the 
history  and  development  of  the  institution,  aided  by  Joseph  Caldwell,  who 
in  1804  became  the  first  President  of  the  Institution. 

This  early  battle  for  revealed  religion,  for  an  intelligent  vs.  an  unin- 
telligent faith,  is  one  which  in  one  form  or  another  is  renewed  in  every  age. 
The  battle  for  men's  minds  is  an  unending  one,  and  the  significant  struggle 
still  continues  within  our  institutions  of  higher  learning.  With  the  struggle 
comes  a  danger — a  danger  that  it  may  become  an  effort  to  maintain  an  un- 
examined, an  uncritical  and  unintelligent  faith,  a  faith  which  it  becomes 
increasingly  difficult  if  not  impossible  for  a  modern  man  to  accept.  Pres- 
byterians in  the  South  have  tended  to  be  conservative  —  to  change  their 
views  very  slowly,  if  at  all;  to  maintain  the  traditions  of  the  fathers  long- 
er than  in  some  other  sections  of  the  church. 

The  first  impatience  with  rigid  Calvinism,  the  earliest  recognition  for 
some  reed  of  change  in  the  articulation  of  the  faith  in  the  Carolinas  ap- 
peared in  the  person  of  Rev.  Hezekiah  Balch,  a  charter  member  of  Orange 
Presbyv«ry,  at  almost  the  same  time  when  the  struggle  against  deism  "was 
at  its  height  —  an  indication,  it  may  be,  that  the  struggle  for  the  faith  is 
a  two  sided  one:  on  the  one  hand  a  struggle  against  unbelief,  on  the  other 
a  struggle  against  obscurantism.  In  this  case  the  Synod  showed  a  com- 
mendable degree  of  tolerance.  Regretting  that  the  brethren  over  the  moun- 
tains retained  so  much  of  "the  spirit  of  warm  opposition,"  the  synod,  recom- 
mended to  Mr.  Balch  and  those  who  were  opposed  to  him,  to  pray  for  one 
another,  and  to  exercise  more  of  the  spirit  of  meekness  and  brotherly  kind- 
ness which  the  gospel  so  frequently  recommends  to  us,  and  endeavor  to 
cultivate  friendship  with  each  other."  At  the  same  time  the  Synod  recom- 
mended to  the  Presbytery  of  Abingdon,  to  which  Mr.  Balch  then  belonged, 
a  more  strict  regard  to  our  standards  of  doctrine  and  discipline,  and  es- 
pecially in  introducing  young  men  to  the  ministry  of  the  gospel." 

The  real  struggle  between  strict  constructionism  and  not  so  strict 
constructionism,  for  a  divergency  of  viewpoints,  for  freedom  within  limits, 
for  a  more  enlightened  Biblical  faith,  was  to  come  later  in  the  Presbytery 
of  Orange,  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  and  in  the  church  at  large.  The 
decisive  issue,  as  it  seems  to  some  of  us,  did  not  take  place  until  the  1900s. 
And  the  issue  still  remains,  perhaps  it  will  always  remain,  as  also  the 
struggle  of  faith  vs.  unf aith — an  unending  one. 

III.  Ethical 

The  third  problem  faced  1by  the  founding  fathers  to  which  I  would 
like  to  direct  your  attention  is  an  ethical  one.  Presbyterians  on  the  frontier 
were  concerned  necessarily  from  the  outset  not  only  -with  Christian  doctrine 
but  also  with  Christian  conduct. 

The  church  had  to  face  this  problem  because  many  of  the  Scotch-Irish 
left  some  of  their  moral  scruples  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic  or  lost 
them  soon  afterwards  in  the  wide-open,  permissive  society  in  which  they 
now  moved.  As  an  early  appeal  for  aid  explained:  "Many  of  the  lower 
ranks  wjio  flocked  in  thither  were  ignorant,  vicious  and  intractible,  read- 
ier to  learn  the  vices  of  their  Indian  neighbors,  than  to  teach  them  the  . 
more  perfect  way  of  God.  They  -were  soon  elated  with  the  name  of  Plan- 
tations, tho'  their  greatest  wealth  was  no  more  Jhan  the  necessaries  of 
life;  they  were  not  easily  brought  to  the  njore  gtrict  and  civilized  conduct 
which  the  Gospel  requires  .  .  .  ." 

Some  of  the  Scotch  Irish  who  moved  into  the  Carolinas  had  grown  up 
almost  untouched  by  religious  influences.  "Such  people,"  one  historian  re- 
minds is,  "retained  only  scattered  remnjints  of  the  religious  and  social  dis- 
ciplines that  their  parents  or  grand-parents  had  left  behind  in  the  more 
settled  parts  of  the  world.'*  Governor  James  Glenn  of  South  Carolina  while 
on  a  visit  to  Ninety-Six  in  1753,  observed  that  though  children  abounded, 
their  parents  did  not  "bestow  the  least  education  on  them;  they  take  so 
-much  care  in  raising-a Jitter  of -pigs,"  Wnodmason,  an  Anglicanrmissionary — 
on  the  frontier,  estimated  that  94  per  cent  of  the  young  women  he  mar- 
ried were  already  pregrnant,  and  that  nine-tenths  of  the  back  settlers  suffer- 
ed from  veneral  diseases.  In  his  diary  Woodmason  wrote:  "The  manners 
of  the  North,  Carolinians  in  general  are  vile  and  corrupt — and  how  can  it  be 
otherwise?  "rhe  people  are  composed  of  the  Outcasts  of  all  the  other  colonies 
who  take  refuge  there.  The  Civil  Police  is  hardly  yet  established.  Polygamy 
is  very  common — celibacy  much  more — ^bastardy,  no  disrepute — concubinage 
general." 

Though  Woodmason  was  speaking  of  the  populace  generally  there  can 
be  little  doubt  that  the  Scotch-Irish  furnished  a  part  of  the  undisciplined 
horde  on  the  frontier.  That  this  was  the  case  is  suggested  by  a  Remon- 
strance addressed  to  the  Assembly  by  a  group  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Upper  Country  of  South  Carolina  in  1767 : 

"As  the  Back  Country  is  now  daily  increasing  by  imports  of  people 
from  Ireland  and  elsewhere  (most  of  whom  are  very  poor) ,  the  number  of 
the  idle  and  worthless  must  also  increase,  if  our  settlements  long  remain  in 
their  present  neglected  state.  Many  of  these  new  settlers  greatly  repent 
their  coming  out  here  to  langTiish  away  life  in  a  country  that  falls  so  very 
short  of  their  expectations;  and  the  soberer  part  of  them  would  more  will- 
ingly return  than  remain  here.  They  have  indeed  land  given  them,  and  may, 
with  industry,  raise  a  bare  subsistence;  but  they  are  discouraged  from  any 
bold  pursuits,  or  exerting  their  laudable  endeavors  to  make  improvements, 
through  the  uncertainty  that  attends  us  all,  i.e.  whether  in  the  end  they 
may  reap  the  fruits  of  their  labor  .  .  ." 

It  is  against  this  background  that  we  are  to  understand  the  emphasis  of 
our  Presbyterian  forbearers  on  rigid  discipline  the  so-called  Puritan  ethic 
— the  virtues  of  sobriety,  hard  work,  honesty,  frugality,  delayed  satisfaction 
and  moral  purity — ^virtues  that  helped  to  transform  life  on  the  frontier  and 
to  lay  the  foundation  of  our  national  gfreatness — virtues  that  were  essential 
if  the  wilderness  was  to  blossom  as  the  rose,  virtues  which  have  not  outlived 
their  usefulness  to  the  present  time.  It  was  the  Church  which  upheld  these 
simple  but  basic  virtues  on  the  frontier  in  the  Back  Country  during  the  Co- 
.onial  period  and  which  after  the  Revolution  helped  to  insure  decency  and 
order  on  the  advancing  frontier. 

These  early  settlers  between  the  Cata«rba  and  the  Yadkin  were  con- 
cerned not  only  with  individual  morality  but  also  for  social  justice — at 
least  for  themselves.

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For  «ome  time  the  eastern  and  western  portions  of  this  state  were 
separated  by  a  wide  belt  of  unoccupied  territory,  and  the  Scotch-Irish  and 
other  settlers  on  the  frontier  were  left  largely  on  their  own  devices.  When 
the  Colonial  Government  finally  began  to  extend  its  a;ithority  over  the 
Back  Country  there  was  trouble.  The  settlers  did  not  appreciate  the  new 
restrictions  on  their  freedom.  They  resented  having  to  pay  quit  rents  for 
vacant  lands  which  they  had  occupied,  and  to  owners  whose  titles  they  did 
not  recogrnize;  also  taxes  imposed  by  people  of  another  nationality,  and  in 
part  for  the  support  of  a  church  which  had  become  odious  to  their  eyes. 
"Their  rage  fo<;used  on  the  county  sheriffs,  whose  offices  and  power  lent 
themselves  to  embezzlement  of  funds,  unreasonable  distraining  of  the 
property  of  delinquents  and  debtors,  and  collusion  in  peculation  with  other 
officials  of  the  courthouse  rings." 

Grievances  mounted  steadily  from  1759  on.  In  1762  Scotch-Irish  settlers 
in  Sugar  and  Heedy  Creeks  beat  members  of  the  Sheriff's  posse  who  endea- 
vored to  carry  out  the  duties  of  his  office.  Three  years  later  Henry  McCul- 
lough  sought  to  establish  his  employer's  claims  to  the  ownership  of  the 
lands  on  Sugar  Creek;  members  of  his  party  were  similarly  mistreated. 
This  movement — the  Regulation,  as  it  was  called — at  first  had  the  sympathy 
and  support  of  the  Presbyterian  clergymen  in  the.  area.  But  the  movement 
gradually  got  out  of  hand.  Unprincipled  men  joined  the  movement  and  com- 
mitted acts  of  violence,  which  brought  the  whole  enterprise  into  growing 
disrepute.  On  August  23,  1768  four  of  the  Presbyterian  ministers,  then 
residents  in  the  colony,  wrote  to  "the  Presbyterian  inhabitants"  of  the 
province  urging  them  to  remain  faithful  to  the  king  and  the  Governor.  They 
had  taken  a  strong  stand  for  what  we  today  would  call  "law  and  order." 

The  movement  against  the  Colonial  authorities  was  now  widening  how- 
ever, into  increasing  opposition  to  the  total  British  policy,  and  to  this 
movement  which  eventuated  an  armed  rebellion,  Presbyterian  ministers 
and  elders  gave  their  full  support. 

Professional  historians  are  inclined  to  reject  the  so-called  Mecklenburg 
Declaration  of  Indepndence  in  its  reconstructed  (after-the-event)  form.  We 
have,  however,  a  June  1775  newspaper  account  of  a  convention,  largely 
Scotch-Irish,  held  in  Charlotte  on  May  31,  which  adopted  a.  series  of  reso- 
lutions that  constituted  a  virtual  declaration  of  independence.  All  British 
authority  and  forms  of  government  were  declared  to  be  suspended  and 
steps  were  taken  for  the  appointment  of  officers  who  should  exercise  their 
authority  "independent  of  the  Wown  of  Great  Britain  and  former  consti- 
tution of  this  province."  Any  person  accepting  office  from  the  crown  was 
declared  to  be  "an  enemy  to  this  country." 

"The  Resolves  of  the  Committee  of  Mecklenburgh,"  Governor  Martin  of 
North  Carolina  wrote  to  the  Earl  of  Dartmouth,  British  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  American  Department,  "surpass  all  the  horrid  and  unreasonable 
publications  that  the  inflamatory  spirits  of  the  Continent  have  yet  pro- 
duced." It  was  indeed  the  most  radical  step  taken  by  any  group  of  patriots 
up  to  that  time. 

When  the  war  came  the  Scotch-Irish  with  few  exceptions  participated 
actively  on  the  side  of  the  Colonies.  Presbyterian  pastors  in  North  Carolina 
as  elsewhere  were  strongly  patriotic.  Included  in  their  number  were  Alex- 
ander Craighead,  who  died  before  the  Revolution  began,  but  who  in  the 
judgment  of  many  "sowed  the  seeds  of  the  Mecklenburg  Declaration";  Dr. 
David  Caldwell,  member  of  the  Convention  that  formed  the  State  Constitu- 
tion of  North  Carolina,  and  served  as  the  captain  of  a  volunteer  company; 
and  Henry  Patillo,  first  pastor  of  the  Hawfield  Church,  a  valuable  member 
of  the  provincial  congress  of  North  Carolina,  and  active  in  carrying  on  the 
war  against  the  enemy.  At  the  close  of  his  sermon  one  Sabbath  Dr.  James 
Hall,  pastor  of  Fourth  Creek  Church  (now  Statesville)  told  his  people  that 
all  men  had  various  duties  to  perform  and  that  he  thought  it  his  duty  in  the 
present  crisis  to  shoulder  his  firelock  and  fight  for  his  country,  so  that  they 
need  not  for  a  time  expect  his  services  as  a  pastor.  He  formed  a  company 
chiefly  of  his  own  parishioners  and  served  for  a  time  as  their  leader.  His 
reputation  was  so  great  that  General  Greene  wished  to  appoint  him  as  a 
brigadier  general,  a  post  which  the  minister  declined.  Other  ministers  who 
saw  active  service  were  Lewis  F.  Wilson,  who  served  for  many  years  as  a 
surgeon  in  the  Continental  Army,  having  studied  medicine  previous  to  en- 
tering the  pulpit;  Dr.  Thomas  H.  McCaule,  a  zealous  patriot,  who  was  by 
the  side  of  General  Davidson,  for  whom  Davidson  College  is  named,  when 
he  was  shot  by  a  Tory;  and  Adam  Body,  one  of  the  earliest  friends  of 
liberty,  chaplain  of  the  State  Brigade,  editor  of  the  Cape  Fear  Mercury,  and 
a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Safety  of  North  Carolina. 

The  men  who  laid  the  foundation  of  Presbyterian  strength  in  North 
Carolina  participated  in  armed  revolution  to  secure  what  they  regarded  as 
basic  human  rights  for  themselves  and  their  children.  Their  descendants, 
down  to  the  present  day,  have  applauded  them  for  this  decision.  I  do  not 
doubt  but  that  generations  hence,  members  of  present  ethnic  minorities  in 
America  will  cherish  some  of  their  own  ancestors  with  similar  veneration. 
Descendant  of  the  Colonial  patriots  ought  at  least  to  have  some  sympathy 
and  some  understanding  of  those  now  determined  that  their  progeny  might 
enjoy  the  same  privileges. 

It  is  strange  that  these  men  ready  to  .risk  lives  and  property  that 
basic  human  rights  might  be  guaranteed,  men  who  anticipated  the  senti- 
ments of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  that  all  men  are  bom  free  and 
equal,  should  not  have  seen  the  anomaly  of  slaves  with  no  rights  in  their 
midst.  Odd  that  these  strong  believes  in  a  juat  God  who  upheld  his  people 
in  their  struggle  for  independence  could  not  forsee  the  retribution  that  must 
finally  fall  upon  the  heads  of  their  descendants,  because  of  the  continuance 
of  the  South's  "peculiar  institution." 

Apologists  for  our  forbears  might  remind  us  that  slavery  had  its 
stironghold  on  the  seaboard,  where  Presbyterians  had  little  strength,  and 
had  become  strongly  entrenched  in  all  Southern  colonies  long  before  they 
arrived  on  the  scene.  And  also  that  Presbyterian  conscience  in  the  matter 
finally  found  expression. 

In  1800,  thirty  years  after  the  formation  of  Orange  Presbytery,  North 
Carolina's  sister  synod,  that  of  Virginia,  adopted  a  strong  statement  de- 
-•ciarrng  "that  so  many  thousands  of  our  fellow  creatures  should  in  this 
land  of  liberty  and  assylum  for  the  oppressed  be  held  in  chains  is  a  reflec- 
tion to  us  peculairly  allictive  .  .  .  That  it  was  wrong  in  the  first  instance 
to  reduce  so  many  of  the  helpless  Africans  to  their  present  state  of  thrall- 
dom  will  be  readily  admitted,  and  that  it  is  a  duty  to  adopt  proper  measures 
for  their  emancipation  will,  it  is  presumed,  be  unanimously  conceded  .  .  ." 

The  Presbytery  of  Orange  in  this  same  year  considered  an  overture 
which  requested  th^  (^i;e§poridence  be  begun  with  other  religiaus.x|§{tan}it# 


nations  in.^he  state  about  petitioning  the  legislature  for  the  emancipaion  of 
the  slaves,  on  the  principle  that  all  children  of  slaves  bom  after  a  fixed 
time,  should  be  free.  The  Presbytery  in  response  declared  that  it  was  its 
ardent  wish  that  the  object  contemplated  in  the  overture  should  be  ob- 
tained; but  laid  the  overture  aside  on  the  ground  that  matters  were  not  yet 
matured  for  carrying  it  forward,  especially  in  the  southern  part  of  our 
states.  The  Presbytery  encouraged  its  members  however  to  instruct  their 
slaves  so  that  they  might  be  better  prepared  for  a  state  of  freedom  when 
such  shall  be  contemplated  by  the  legislatures  of  the  Southern  States.  There 
the  matter  ended. 

Presbyterians  in  both  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  at  the  beginning 
of  our  national  era,  had  come  to  recognize  that  slavery  was  not  in  accor- 
dance with  the  will  of  God,  or  with  the  noble  sentiments  expressed  in  the 
Declaration  of  Independence.  They  declined  however  to  move  against  the 
evil  because  it  was  not  expedient,  or  as  the  Presbytery  of  Orange  suggested, 
because  the  time  was  not  yet  ripe.  The  next  generation  would  justify  non- 
involvement  on  the  ground  that  the  mission  of  the  church  was  purely  spirit- 
ual, that  the  church  should  not  speak  and  certainly  not  act  in  secular  af- 
fairs, a  novel  doctrine  that  departed  from  the  Reformed  tradition,  but 
helped  to  salve  the  conscience,  to  obscure  the  moral  vision  and  to  hasten 
the  inevitable  judgment.  A  generation  that  turned  the  Revolutionary  War, 
a  war  to  secure  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness  for  themselves 
and  their  children,  into  a  Holy  War  could  hardly  have  been  so  inconsistent. 
Nor  can  we.  The  struggle  has  broadened.  It  includes  efforts  now  to  secure 
life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness  for  red  Americans  and  brown 
Americans  and  Black  Americans,  as  well  as  for  disadvantaged  white  Ameri- 
cans. The  problem  which  the  founders  of  Orange  Presbytery  deferred,  is 
one  which  their  descendants  avoid  at  their  peril. 

Second  Address 
Orange  Presbytery — 200th  Anniversary 
A  Look  Ahead 

In  the  earlier  address  we  took  a  look  backward,  attempting  to  glean 
some  lessons  from  the  past.  In  this  second  address  I  should  like  to  take  a 
look  forward,  to  look  for  a  few  moments  at  the  situation  of  the  church  in 
the  world  and  at  what  we  may  expect  in  the  years  that  lie  ahead;  in  other 
words,  at  where  we  are  and  where  we  seem  to  be  going. 


I.  Where  We  Are 

In  some  countries  the  church  faces  opposition,  persecution,  even 
annihilation. 

In  China,  a  church  once  vigorous  and  thriving,  has  now  to  all  outward 
appearances  ceased  to  exist.  It  lives,  if  at  all,  only  in  the  hearts  of  its  mem- 
bers. When  the  time  comes,  as  it  will,  we  shall  have  to  begin  our  work  anew. 

In  Russia  open  persecution  has  ceased,  but  serious  discrimination  re- 
mains. Young  people  who  identify  themselves  with  the  church  lose  all 
chance  of  advancement;  atheistic  education  continues  in  the  schools;  and 
the  government  is  still  determined  to  eradicate  all  religion  from  the  hearts 
of  the  people.  But  the  church  still  lives.  Some  competent  observers  claim 
in  fact  that  a  larger  proportion  of  the  population  go  to  church  in  Russia 
than  in  the  countries  of  Western  Europe.  Anti-religious  publications  are 
irritated  because  the  church  is  shedding  many  of  its  old  superstitions.  The 
church  it  seems  will  emerge  from  its  time  of  trouble  smaller  in  numbers 
but  purer  in  its  faith. 

In  Eastern  Europe  generally  communist  leaders  have  been  amazed  at 
the  vitality  of  the  church.  In  some  countries  behind  the  iron  curtain  and 
some  in  the  western  orbit  dialogue  has  now  developed  between  commui 
nists  and  Christians.  This  does  not  mean  that  communists  are  about  to 
become  Christians  or  that  Christians  are  about  to  become  communists.  It 
does  mean  perhaps  that  each  has  something  it  can  leam  from  the  other, 
and  in  this  fact  there  is  hope  for  the  future. 

In  Western  Europe  generally  there  has  been  a  serious  decline  in  church 
attendance  since  World  War  I  and  especially  since  World  War  II.  In  Eng- 
land a  recent  Gallup  Poll  indicated  that  14  per  cent  of  the  people  went  to 
church  on  an  average  Sunday,  which  was  about  one  third  of  the  attendance 
in  our  own  land.  For  every  one  in  Britafn  who  attended  church  more  fre- 
quently, it  appeared,  there  were  ten  persons  who  went  less  frequently.  Of 
special  interest  was  statistical  indication  that  British  teenagers  -^ere  in- 
creasingly uninterested  in  religion. 

"It  is  not  atheism  that  appears  to  be  on  the  increase,"  according  to  the 
report.  "Only  six  per  cent  of  the  population  so  identify  themselves.  What 
is  unquestionably  snowballing  is  the  number  of  Britons  who  regard  them- 
selves as  high-minded,  upstanding  Christians,  but  who  nevertheless  see  no 
necessity  for  attending  church  or  giving  other  serious  consideration  to 
religion.  They  accept  the  label  of  a  religous  conviction  or  church  affiliation, 

and  seventy  eight  per  cent  of  them  say  they  believe  in  God,  but  they  are 
not  active  in  religion  in  any  discernible  way. 

"William  Gregory,  who  interpreted  the  answers  to  40  questions  on  the 
subject,  "Are  We  Still  Christians?",  says:  "From  the  poll  emerges  the 
picture  of  a  Britain  which  is  reluctant  to  lose  faith.  It  largely  denies  that 
religion  is  a  power  in  our  lives,  but  it  believes  that  it  could  be.  If,  in  the 
light  of  this  inquiry,  it  is  held  that  Great  Britain  is  not  truly  Christian,  it  is 
not  pagan  either." 

He  added,  "It  is  not  religion  as  such,  not  Christianity,  which  has  been 
written  off,  but  the  churches."  Which  gives  us  all  something  to  think  about. 

Some  Americans  who  study  in  Great  Britain  and  some  Englishmen 
who  study  in  America  tell  me  however  that  there  seems  to  be  more  real 
religion  in  the  average  British  church  than  there  is  in  the  churches  of  our 
own  land;  that  those  who  go  to  church  in  Britain  know  what  it  is  all  about 
and  are  more  strongly  committed  to  the  cause  of  Christ  than  the  average 
church  member  in  our  own  land.  The  situation  on  the  continent  appears  to 
be  very  much  the  same:  a  decline  in  church  attendance;  movements  of 
spiritual  vitality;  scholarship  on  which  the  Christians  would  learn  and 
from  which  it  will  continue  to  leam. 

In  Asia,  Africa  and  Latin  America  Protestantism  continues  to  grow. 

The  great  century  for  foreign  missions,  world  ihissions,  as  we  now  call 
it,  was  the  hundred  years  from  1815  to  1915.  During  this  period  the  Gospel 
grew  more  rapidly  than  ever  before;  it  carried  into  every  land  and  for  the 
first  time  the  church  became  world  wide,  truly  universal.  Since  1915  obsta- 
cles have  appeared  which  make  progress  more  difficult.  For  example,  re- 
vival of  the  old  religions.  A  generation  or  two  ago  they  seemed  to  be  mori- 
bund. Today  they  have  taken  on  new  life.  They  have  learned  from  Christ-

He  was  ordained  by  Orange 
Presbytery  in  1923,  following  which 
year  he  was  called  to  be  the 
Executive  Secretary  of 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery.  This 
office  he  filled  until  1957  when  he 
was  called  to  be  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  Orange  Presbytery. 

Following  his  retirement  in  1962, 
he  served  two  years  as  President  of 
Glade  Valley  School  in  Winston- 
Salem  Presbytery.  He  was 
Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  in  1939. 

Johnson  C.  Smith  University, 
Charlotte,  conferred  the  Doctor  of 
Divinity  Degree  on  him  in  1953. 

Dr.  Stone  is  married  to  the 
former  Martha  Mae  Blackwell  of 
Quincy,  Florida  and  they  have  two 
daughters  and  one  son.

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ianity  and  have  taken  on  something  of  its  method  and  something  at  least 
from  its  Gospel.  In  Japan,  for  example,  there  is  a  new  sect  of  Buddhism, 
which  is  the  most  rapidly  growing  religious  movement  in  that  important 
country — ^  religion  that  is  becoming  a  powerful  and  very  dangerous  politi- 
cal force  as  well. 

A  second  niovement  which  is  closely  allied  to  the  first  and  also  hamp- 
ers  Christian  growth  is  nationalism.  Nationalism  does  not  need  to  be  anti- 
Christian,  but  it  tends  to  become  so  because  Christianity  is  identified  with 
the  West.  So  the  old  religions  and  the  new  nationalism  tend  to  join  hands 
against  a  religion  which  seems  to  threaten  the  traditional  culture. 

A  third  obstacle  to  Christian  growth  is  communism,  a  militant  atheism 
which  is  opposed  not  only  to  Christianity  but  to  all  religion,  charging  that 
it  is  the  opium  of  the  people,  teaching  them  to  accept  intolerable  conditions 
of  life  here  and  now  and  look  for  pie  in  the  sky  by  and  by.  We  need  to 
recognize  that  for  the  first  time  in  history  there  are  now  millions  of  men 
in  all  parts  of  the  world  who  look  upon  all  religion  as  indifferent,  if  not 
actually  inimical  to  human  welfare. 

Finally  there  is  secularism,  a  sickness  of  the  soul  which  originated  in 
the  West  and  has  now  overspread  the  earth — secularism,  which  leaves  God 
out  of  account,  as  if  he  didn't  matter,  and  concentrates  all  one's  attention 
on  the  things  of  this  world,  money  pleasure  or  power. 

Yet,  in  spite  of  all  these  obstacles,  the  revival  of  the  old  religions, 
nationalism,  communism  and  secularism,  the  church  in  Asia,  Africa  and 
Latin  America  has  continued  to  grow.  For  example,  in  the  years  1&25-1950, 
^a  very  troubled  period  when  all  the  obstacles  previously  mentioned  had 
appeared,  it  is  estimated  that  the  Protestant  churches  multiplied  three 
times  in  Taiwan  and  Korea;  5  times  in  Indonesia,  six  times  in  Argentina, 
eight  times  in  India,  10  times  in  Puerto  Rico,  11  times  in  the  Congo,  and 
twenty  four  times  in  Brazil.  In  1915  in  all  of  Latin  America  there  were 
only  120,000  Protestant  Christians.  In  1965  the  number  had  come  to  be  ten 
million,  and  today  there  are  almost  that  number  in  Brazil  alone.  The  Christ- 
ian Handbook  estimates  that  Africa  has  68  million  Christians  in  a  total 
population  of  345  millions,  that  is,  one  Christian  out  of  every  five  in  the 
population.  Latest  figures  just  released  from  Geneva  indicate  that  Christ- 
ianity in  the  dark  continent  is  now  growing  by  leaps  and  bounds,  twice  as 
rapidly  as  the  population  as  a  whole,  5  per  cent  compared  to  2'/2  per  cent. 

In  January  a  year  ago  one  of  our  best  informed  statesmen  summarized 
some  of  _these  developments  in  the  Christian^world  in  the  last  twenty  five 
years  and  concluded:  "The  vigorous,  growing  Christian  communities  in' 
Korea,  Brazil,  Taiwan,  Indonesia,  Kenya  and  many  other  places  offset  the 
loss  of  membership  and  influence  in  some  older  churches  and  give  promise 
that  the  center  of  Christianity  is  no  longer  in  New  York,  Nashville,  London 
or  Basle,  it  is  everywhere.  It  may  be  that  in  the  future  the  largest  number 
of  Christians  will  be  found  in  Asia  and  Africa."  (Theology  Today — Jan. 
1969) 

Whiajt  about  the  church  in  our  own  land?  If  we  look  backward  we  will 
observe  that  religion  reached  its  lowest  ebb  in  our  country  shortly  after 
Revolutionary  War.  Five,  maybe  seven  out  of  a  hundred  were  members  of 
the  church  and  its  enemies  predicted  that  within  a  generation  or  two  no 
intelligent  man  would  any  longer  believe  in  the  Gospel.  Instead  of  continued 
decline  and  ultimate  extinction,  there  set  in  a  period  of  sustained  growth, 
which,  with  periodic  interruptions,  has  continued  to  the  present  time. 
Growth  has  continued  for  a  generation  or  so;  then  has  come  a  pause  when 
the  church  barely  held  its  own  or  even  slipped  back  a  notch  or  two.  This 
has  been  followed  by  a  new  period  of  growth  and  the  process  has  been  re- 
peated. The  last  period  of  growth  began  about  1940  and  continued  till 
around  1960.  It  was  the  period  of  most  rapid  growth  in  our  church's  history, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  period  the  membership  of  the  church  in  proportion 
to  population  reached  a  new  high,  about  65%,  or  two  out  of  every  three. 

In  a  centennial  study  book  appearing  in  1960  I  wrote:  "How  long  the 
present  upsurge  of  religious  interest  will  continue  is  uncertain.  There  is 
an  ebb  ^,d  flow  in  religion  as  in  other  fields  of  interest.  The  tide  niay  turn 
tomorrow,  in  fact  may  already  have  begun  to  turn,  or  it  may  continue  for 
years. 

"Many  feel  that  to  the  present  time  it  has  not  run  very  deep,  that  it  is 
characterized  by  a  vague  religiosity,  lacking  in  content,  what  Martin  E. 
Marty  terms  "religion-in-general";  that  it  is  group  oriented,  arising  in 
many  cases  out  of  a  need  for  community  rather  than  a  need  for  redemp- 
tion; a  faith  "observed  more  in  rhetoric  than  in  rubric,"  in  word  more 
than  in  practice;  a  religion  which  offers  inner  peace  and  outward  fellowship, 
but  does  not  commit  one  deeply  to  the  cause  of  Christ — in  fact  to  any 

cause."  "The  Holy  Ghost,"  wrote  Marty,  "had  better  stay  ghostly  and  the 
preacher  platitudinous'  (he  was  writing  of  the  church  in  the  modern  suburb' 
where  religion  was  then  booming),  for  sermons  must  console,  comfort,  in- 
spire to  pleasant  living  —  not  challenge  the  suburbanite  with  the  rude 
"  realities  of  today's  revolutionary  world.  Tension  between  religion  and  so- 
-  ciety  tends  to  disappear."  And  the  demand  grows,  ever  more  insistently,' 
that  'the  voice  of  the  pulpit'  become  'the  voice  of  the  people.'  " 

In  this  very  year,  1960,  the  rapid  growth  of  the  church  ceased;  we  had 
come  to  a  new  plateau,  which  has  continued  now  for  the  past  ten  years. 
During  most  of  this  time  the  church  has  just  about  held  its  own  percentage 
wise.  During  the  last  year  or  so  there  has  been  a  slight  decline  in  member- 
ship, and  according  to  the  Gallup  Poll  a  drop  in  church  attendance.  But  we 
are  still  far  ahead  of  where  we  were  in  the  1940s,  with  more  members  in 
proportion  to  population  and  with  a  better  ratio  of  church  attendance. 

Nevertheless  there  has  been  some  loss  of  membership  and  this  is  a 
matter  about  which  we  are  all  properly  concerned. 

I  do  not  know  why  there  has  been  this  loss  and  I  am  not  sure  that 
anyone  else  does  either.  Some  suggest  that  we  have  lost  some  of  the  fat 
put  on  in  the  40s  and  50s  • —  "men  not  deeply  committed  to  the  cause  of 
Christ,  indeed  to  any  cause,  have  simply  dropped  out.  There  has  been  some 
loss  certainly,  and  perhaps  considerable  loss,  because  the  church  in  recent 
years  has  become  more  concerned  about  burning  issues  confronting  the 
nation,  particularly  the  problems  of  poverty  and  race  and  war.  Our  General 
Assembly  has  taken  stands  on  these  and  other  issues  which  many  have  not 
liked;  the  boards  of  our  church  have  given  aid  to  men  working  in  these  fields 
and  this  has  been  resented;  ministers  have  spoken  at  times  on  these  issues 
from  the  pulpit  and  some  have  withheld  their  contributions  while  others 
have  withdrawn  their  membership.  In  other  words  to  put  it  very  simply  the 
church  has  lost  some  numbers  because  it  has  taken  sides  in  controversial 
issues  about  which  there  is  widespread  difference  of  opinion. 

But  the  church  has  also  lost  members  from  the  other  end,  some  older 
people  and  more  young  people  who  think  it  isn't  doing  enough  about  these 


problems.  They  accuse  it  of  hypocrisy.  They  say  we  talk  a  lot,  but  don't 
do  very  much;  that  the  church  isn't  relevant  any  more;  that  it  isn't  con- 
cerned about  the  problems  that  count.  The  loss  from  this  quarter  is  more 
serious  than  from  the  other;  for  if;  is  the  young  people  who  will  compose 
the  church  of  tomorrow. 

What  then  about  the  future.  Will  the  church  in  America  recover  from 
its  present  set  back  and  enter  upon  a  new  period  of  growth,  as  it  has  done 
regularly  in  the  past;  or  will  it  manage  to  cling  to  its  present  position; 
or  will  there  be  a  gradual  or  precipitous  decline,  such  as  the  churches  in 
Europe  have  recently  experienced?  These  are  questions  which  only  time 
will  answer,  and  they  are  relatively  unimportant.  The  real  question  is.  Will 
the  church  be  faithful  to  its  lord  and  faithful  to  its  mission. 

In  spite  of  its  recent  losses,  the  Gallup  Poll  indicates  that  a  larger' 
proportion  of  the  population  retains  its  membership  in  the  church  and  at- 
tends the  church  on  an  average  Sunday ,  than  was  the  case  in  the  early 
forties. 

As  Coretta  King  stated  in  a  recent  address  in  Princeton:  "The  church 
(remains)  a  vast  organization.  It  speaks  directly  to  more  people  every  week 
than  any  other  institution  in  our  society.  It  has  more  honorable  men  in  its 
ranks  than  there  are  in  all  of  political  life,  all  of  business  and  all  other 
profit-oriented  institutions.  The  church  has  the  means  to  lead  people  on  a 
new  course  .      But  will  it  do  so?  That  is  the  question. 

Two  things,  perhaps  only  two  things  are  certain:  one,  there  will  be 
continuity,  and  two,  there  will  be  change. 

There  will  be  continuity;  for  one  thing,  because  the  Christian  religion 
is  an  historical  religion  and  there  is  basic  truth  which  it  cannot  abandon. 

The  church,  we  can  be  certain,  will  continue  to  proclaim  the  Gospel  and  . 
to  study  and  teach  the  Word.  Its  members  will  continue  to  pray  in  private 
and  to  assemble  for  the  public  worship  of  God.  The  local  congregation,  de- 
spite all  of  its  weakness,  which  we  know  as  well  if  not  better,  than  its  crit- 
ics, will  remain  in  the  backbone  of  the  church.  It  is  in  the  local  church,  as  in 
the  home,  that  individuals  are  led  to  give  their  hearts  to  Jesus  Christ.  It  is 
in  the  local  church  that  young  and  old  find  the  fellowship  that  enables  them 
to  continue  and  hopefully  to  grow  and  mature  in  the  faith.  It  is  in  the  local 
church  that  they  find  opportunity  and  the  inspiration  to  serve  both  God 
and  man.  It  is  the  local  congregation  which  ultimately  supports  the  benevo- 
lent program  of  the  church.  It  is  from  the  local  church  that  the  future 
ministers  and  most,  if  not  all  of  its  dedicated  leaders  and  from  time  to  time 
a  few  authentic  saints.. are  drawn.  There  will  be  a  place  for  task  forces, 
perhaps  for  house  churches,  maybe  even  an  underground  church  in  the  days 
that  lie  ahead,  but  it  is  the  church  above  gn^ound,  composed  of  pastor  and 
people,  with  its  inner  corps  of  dedicated  workers,  and  its  concentric  circles 
of  progressively  less  concerned  that  will  continue  to  carry  the  main  burden. 

Tt(o  inany  critics,  especially  among  the  young,  it  sometimes  seems,  ex- 
pect the  church  to  be  perfect,  or  at  least  more  perfect  than  it  is  likely  to 
become.  It  has  never  been  perfect,  or  even  nearly  so,. not  even  in  New  Testa- 
ment times,  and  never  in  history.  Yet  it  is  this  very  imperfect,  often  dis- 
appointing institution  which  has  preserved  and  transmitted  the  Gospel  and 
will  continue  so  to  do. 

There  will  be  continuity  in  the  church  but  also  change;  change,  be- 
cause the  church  has  always  ch&nged  with  changing  times,  and  must  do  so, 
if  it  is  to  survive. 

Many,  perhaps  most  of  these  changes  cannot  be  forseen;  but  some  of 
the  changes  are  now  becoming  apparent.  In  the  field  of  worship  for  exam- 
ple there  are  two  tendencies,  both  of  which  are  likely  to  continue.  One  is- 
the  wider  use  of  liturgy,  but  liturgy  in  the  language  of  today  and  liturgy 
which  is  more  relevant  to  the  issues  of  the  day.  There  is  also  much  greater 
use  of  experimental  forms,  some  of  which,  the  better  folk  songs,  the  use 
of  flute  and  guitar,  fot  example,  are  likely  to  become  widely  accepted,  not' 
only  on  special  occasions,  but  also  in  the  reg^Jlar  worship  of  the  church. 
The  4th  meeting  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches,  meeting  at  Uppsala, 
welcomed  and  encouraged  these  trends  when  it  suggested  changes  in  lan- 
guage, music,  vestments  and  ceremonies  to  make  worship- more  intelligfible- 
ta  lay  people;  the  greater  use  of  lay  people  in  public  worship,  the  more, 
frequent  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  and  off  the  regular  church 
premises;  other  forms  of  proclamation  besides  the  sermon,  such  as  dialogfue, 
drama,  and  the  visual  arts,  and  a  more  careful  use  of  church  architecture, 
decorations  and  music. 

Taking  a  broader  look  there  are  three  overarching  movements,  which 
it  now  seems,  will  do  as  much,  if  not  more  than  anything  else  to  shape 
every  agency  of  the  church  and  every  aspect  of  its  life,  its  theology,  its 
exegesis,  its  worship,  its  pastoral  care,  its  mission  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  first  of  these  is  the  ecumenical  movement.  Not  necessarily 
organized  union,  but  a  realization  that  we  must  work  ever  more  closely 
with  other  religious  bodies,  if  we  are  to  carry  out  our  mission  as  the 
body  of  Christ.  Evidences  of  this  trend  are  apparent  now  in  all  of 
the  great  Boards  of  the  church  —  in  the  movement  toward  what  has 
been  called  functional  i^nion.  It  is  increasingly  evident  —  and  this  is 
even  more  significant —  on  the  local  level,  as  churches  join  their  efforts  to 
meet  some  particular  commimity  need.  But  this  cooperative  movement  is 
only  in  its  infancy.  It  will  continue  to  develope,  in  part  because  of  the  great 
mobility  of  our  population  (denominations  as  such  become  less  and  less  im- 
portant) ;  but  chiefly  because  only  so  can  the  church  carry  on  its  mission; 
the  problems  are  so  grreat  that  no  denomination  can  solve  them  alone,  on 
either  the  local  or  the  national  level. 

Cooperative  activities  in  the  seventies  will  increase  not  only  among 
Protestant,  but  also  bptween  Protestants  and  Roman  Catholics.  Here  there 
has  been  an  amazing '  break-through — one  that  only  a  few  years  ago  we 
could  not  have  imagined.  For  four  hundred  years  the  two  major  branches 
of  Christendom  seemed  to  be  drifting  father  apart;  now  in  this  generation 
we  are  finding  ever  new  ways  in  which  we  can  profitably  think,  talk,  worship 
and  work  together.  We  have  only  begun  to  explore  the  possibilities  in  this 
area.  The  movement  will  inevitably  grrow  and  its  impact  on  society  will  in- 
crease. 

In  some  restricted  areas  of  common  endeavor,  this  movement  has  be- 
gun to  include,  and  will  in  the  years  ahead  include  in  still  larger  measure 
Jews,  and  also  men  of  good  will  who  profess  no  formal  religion.  There  are 
goals  toward  which  we  all  can  work  in  common  and  must  work  in  com- 
mon, if  the  perils  threatening  mankind  are  to  be  averted. 

This  points  us  to  a  second  over-arching  concern  which,  along  with  the 
first,  will  do  as  much  as  any  other  to  shape  the  future  of  the  church  in  the 
coming  decade.  This  is  an  ethical  movement,  a  growing  sensitivity  to  social 
issues,  a  recognition  that  structures  as  well  as  individuals  are  in  need  of

Aided  In  Brazil 

NASHVILLE,  TENNESSEE~A 
drought-stricken  area  of  Brazil  is 
destined  to  receive  $10,000  for 
rehabilitation  from  the  Overseas 
Relief  Fund  (Easter  Offering)  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U. 
S.  The  money  has  been  released  by 
the  Board  of  World  Missions,  which 
administers  this  Fund. 

Missionaries  Charles  Alexander 
and  William  Wylie  will  use  the 
funds  to  aid  700  people  in  the  state 
of  Ceara,  Brazilians  who  were 
compelled  to  abandon  their  homes 
following  a  devastating  drought, 
leaving  a  near  famine  situation. 

New  homes  will  be  built  on 
approximately  2,000  acres  donated 
land.  The  funds  will  provide 
salaries  for  the  100  household 
heads  who  will  do  the  building.  A 
new  community  will  be  formed. 

The  Easter^  Offering  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  is  designated 
for  disaster  relief  and 
rehabilitation.  To  date  in  1970, 
Presbyterians  have  contributed 
$330,600  for  this  cause.

redemption,  and  a  felt  need  for  involvement  on  the  part  of  both  individual 
members  and  of  the  church  at  large  in  the  struggle  for  social  justice. 

This  concern  will  increase  because  it  is  biblically  based,  because  the 
problems  of  society  become  more  acute,  because  now  for  the  first  time  in 
history  we  have  the  resources  and  the  know-how  by  which  many  of  man- 
kind's greatest  scourges  can  be  eradicated  or  largely  so,  if  only  there  is 
the  will;  and  because  in  the  church  there  has  begun  and  is  continuing  a 
massive  shift  of  interest,  which  like  the  ecumenical  movement  will  inevitably 
aflfect  every  agency  of  the  church,  in  every  area  of  its  life.  The  center  of 
interest  in  the  church  is  moving  from  the  future  world  to  the  present  one. 

The  appeal  of  the  Gospel  in  the  early  centuries,  in  the  Middle  Ages,  and  in 
modem  times  until  very  recently  has  been  primarily  in  the  promise  of  a 
-future  salvation — ^the  ht^e-tt  offered  of^  a- Hfe  "beyond  the~grave;  this^over- 
riding  interest  has  shaped  to  a  large  extent  the  worship  of  the  church,  its 
theology,  and  also  its  mission.  The  hope  of  a  future  life  remains,  and  as 
one  comes  tp  my  age  in  life  it  assumes  larger  importance;  but  the  focus 
of  the  Gospel  has  altered;  we  are  more  concerned  now  with  the  significance 
of  the  Gospel  for  this  present  life;  we  "find"  our  life  when  we  are  willing  to 
lose  it  in  the  service  of  God  and  our  fellowmen;  we  think  less  of  our  interior 
lives  and  more  of  our  exterior  commitments.  The  mission  of  the  church,  we 
recognize,  is  not  primarily  to  add  members  to  the  church  for  its  own  sake, 
though  this  is  important,  if  the  church  is  to  survive;  it  is  not  merely  to 
bring  men  to  Christ  for  the  sake  of  their  spiritual  wholeness  and  ultimate 
redemption,  though  this  is  vital,  and  we  must  discover  better  ways  by 
which  this  can  be  done;  its  mission  is  al6o  to  serve  mankind,  to  bring  the 
whole  of  society,  as  far  as  that  is  possible,  under  the  sway  of  Christ. 

This  shift  of  interest  from  the  future  world  to  the  world  of  our  own 
day  is  an  irreversible  one;  it  has  begun  but  only  begun  to  affect  our  wor- 
ship, our  theology,  our  understanding  of  the  church  and  its  mission. 

A  third  factor  which  has  begun  and  will  continue  to  shape  the  total 
life  of  the  church  is  a  trend  toward  greater  democracy.  This  too  is  a  move- 
ment whose  efforts  reach  back  into  the  past,  which  gathers  strength  from 
present  conditions,  the  spread  of  education,  for  example,  and  the  facilities 
for  rapid  communication  afforded  by  the  mass  media,  a  movement  which 
once  started  can  never  be  halted,  and  whose  influence  is  now  being  felt  and 
will  be  felt  increasingly  in  every  aspect  of  our  life,  our  political  processes, 
our  educational  institutions,  and  certainly  as  abundant  signs  during  the  past 
year  have  indicated,  in  the  church. 

We  may  expect  increasing  participation  of  laymen  in  the  services  of 
worship,  greater  representation  of  women,  young  people  and  ethnic  minor- 
ities in  the  government  of  the  church,  less  reliance  on  authority,  less  weight 
given  to  pronouncements,  more  dialogrue,  more  conversation,  less  insistence 
on  uniformity  of  belief,  greater  readiness  to  welcome  differences  of  opinion, 
as  a  means  to  fuller  understandings,  more  mutual  search  for  what  it  means 
to  be  a  Christian  in  the  modem  world,  recog^iizing  that  it  is  a  search  in 
which  each  may  contribute  out  of  his  own  experience  and  particular  field  of 
competence  to  the  other,  and  in  which  each  has  something  which  he  needs 
to  leam  from  the  other. 

In  such  periods  of  change,  and  particularly  of  rapid  change,  such  as 
the  one  through  which  we  are  now  passing,  tension  inevitably  arise,  and 
they  are  quite  likely  to  intensify  in  the  years  ahead.  This  should  not  con- 
cern us  too  greatly.  Tensions  arise  because  people  are  averse  to  change  in 
any  area,  because  their  interests  are  threatened — economic,  political,  social, 
as  well  as  religious — but  also  because  they  care,  because  religion  as  they 
have  known  it  is  dear  to  them.  They  are  an  indication,  also,  that  the 
church  is  aliver-sick  it  may  be,  but  not  dying.  Actually  some  secular  critics, 
Paul  Goodman,  for  example,  see  more  signs  of  health,  more  hope  of  success- 
ful adjustment  to  our  changing  world  in  the  church,  than  in  other  institu- 
tion, the  family,  the  political  and  educational  establishments,  on  which  the.

As  I  look  to  the  future,  I  am  hopeful:  hopeful,  because  the  church  is 
changing,  too  slowly  for  some,  too  rapidly  for  others,  but  changing,  adapt- 
ing itself  to  the  new  age;  because  there  are  so  many  experiments  going 
on  in  the  church  today,  new  forms  of  worship,  new  forms  of  mission,  new 
ways  of  presenting  the  old,  old  message  of  Jesus  and  his  love;  because 
there  is  continuity  and  change;  because  there  is  a  better  balance  between 
word  and  deed,  love  of  God  and  love  of  man,  each  for  its  own  sake,  yet 
each  pointing  to  the  other;  because  increaimgly  we  are'prepafeSTto  wofihTp' 
with  all  who  love  the  Lord,  and  to  work  for  human  betterment  with  all  men 
of  good  will,  whether  they  be  believers  or  unbelievers. 

)il  am  hopeful  because  I  believe  in  our  young  people.  Many,  perhaps 
most'  of  the  things  they  are  revolting  against,  are  things  which  need  to  be 
revolted  against,  poverty  and  racism  and  war;  the  pollution  that  threatens 
to  destroy  the  air  we  breathe,  the  water  that  we  drink;  a  culture  that 
stresses  money  and  the  things  that  money  can  buy,  and  that  does  not  take 
into  account  the  deeper  hunger  of  the  human  heart  for  the  enduring  values 
of  life.  I  am  hopeful  because  many  of  the  things,  -they  seek  to  attain  we  all 
desire  to  attain.  Because  many,  perhaps  all  of  them  are  'seeking  to  find 
meaning  and  purpose  in  life,  and  many  of  them,  increasing  numbers,  I 
trust,  will  find  this  meaning,  this  purpose  where  some  have  always  foUnd 
it,  in  God's  love  as  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ,  to  which  each  of  us  in  his  own 
way  is  called  to  respond. 

I  am  hopeful  most  of  all  because  I  believe  that  God  is  alive:  that  he  is 
working  in  the  world  in  new  and  unexpected  and  hidden  ways,  that  he  is 
working  in  the  church,  which  is  his  body,  the  fullness  of  him  who  filleth 
all  in  all;  and  that  he  is  ready  to  work  in  and  through  each  of  us  if  we 
will  permit  him  so  to  do.

BETHEL  PRESBYTERY  PROTESTS  UHION  TALKS 


To  Explore  Ministers' 
'Psychological  Health' 


ATLANTA  (RNS)  -The 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.S., 
(Southern)  has  estabhshed  a  six- 
member  task  force  to  explore 
means  of  improving  the 
"emotional  psychological  health" 
of  ministers. 

In  June,  the  Church's  General 
Assembly  requested  the  formation 
of  a  task  force  to  operate  under  the 
Assembly's  Committee  of  the 
Minister  and  His  Work,  and  to 
report  through  the  Committee  to 
the  1971  Assembly. 

The  task  force  has  named  Dr. 
Jack  J.  Monroe  of  Lexington,  Ky., 
as  a  part-time  field  representative. 

Dr.  Monroe  will  travel 
throughout  the  areas  in  which  the 
denomination  works,  interviewing 
clergymen  and  people  engaged  in 
mental  health  work  and  inspecting 
mental  health  facilities. 


A  psychologist,  Dr.  Monroe^s  a 
ruling  elder  (member  of  the  lay 
governing  body)  of  Lexington's 
Meadowthorpe  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Members  of  the  task  force  are 
Dr.  Edward  H.  Knight  and  the  Rev. 
George  D.  Hooper,  both  of  New 
Orleans;  the  Rev.  William  B 
Cartwright,  Helena,  Ark. ;  the  Rev. 
Robert  E.  Cogswell,  Shelbyville, 
Tenn. ;  the  Rev.  Thomas  H.  McDill, 
_  Decatur,_Ga.,  and  William_H. 
Wilson,  Mc Allen,  Texas. 

Mr.  Wilson  initiated  the  study  by 
a  request  to  the  1969  Assembly  for 
information  on  "the  problems  of 
recognition,  treatment,  add 
rehabilitation  for  emotional 
disorders  whenever  and  wherever 
they  might  occur  among  the 
ministers  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S." 


A  BRIEF  HISTORY 
OF 

ORANGE  PRESBYTERY 

X)range  Presbytery  was  organized  by  the  Synod  of  New  York  and 
Philadelphia  on  September  5,  1770,  in  ceremonies  in  the  Hawfields 
Church.  At  that  time  the  Presbytery  encompassed  an  area  extending 
south  of  Virginia  and  west  interminably. 

Since  1784  six  Presbyteries  have  been  formed  from 
Orange:  Presbytery  of  South  Carolina  (1784),  Concord  (1795), 
Fayetteville  (1813),  Albemarle  (1889),  Winston  Salem  (1923),  and 
Granville  (1923). 

The  Reverends  Messrs.  Henry  Pattillo,  David  Caldwell,  Hugh 
McAden,  James  Creswell,  Joseph  Alexander,  Hezekiah  James  Balch,  and 
Hesekiah  Balch  were  the  seven  original  members  of  Orange  Presbytery. 
During  its  200  years  of  existence  there  have  been  300  churches  and  785 
ministers  on  the  roll  of  the  Presbytery,  as  well  as  97  candidates  for  the 
ministry.  A  total  of  264  ministers  have  been  ordained  by  the 
Presbytery. 

The  Presbytery  has  made  distinctive  contributions  in  many  fields. 
The  Rev.  James  McGready,  leader  in  the  great  revival  movement  of  the 
early  1800's  was  ordained  by  the  Presbytery,  and  the  first  Camp 
Meeting  ever  held  in  North  Carolina  was  at  the  Hawfields  Church. 

In  the  field  of  education,  the  Presbytery  has  given  financial 
support  and  elected  trustees  to  help  govern  Davidson,  Flora 
Mac  Donald,  and  Peace  Colleges.  It  was  also  influential  in  organizing  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  whose  first  president  was  ordained  by  the 
Presbytery.  In  the  early  years  of  the  Presbytery,  ministers  organized 
classical  and  vocational  schools. 

The  Presbytery  has  also  been  active  in  the  Church's  mission  work. 
Dr.  Daniel  McGilvary,  ordained  by  Orange  Presbytery,  was  a  pioneer 
leader  in  Laos  and  Siam,  where  he  established  hospitals  and  schools  and 
won  the  first  converts  to  Christianity.

Dr.  Graham 
Celebrates  84th  Birthday 

Chapel  Hill  —  Dr.  Frank  Porter 
Graham,    President    of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  for 
more  than  19  years,  celebrated 
(his  84th  birthday  on  October  14th. 

The  birthday  occurred  just  two 
days  after  the  University 
celebrated  its  I77th  anniversary  of 
the  laying  of  the  corner  stone  for 
Did  East,  its  first  building. 

Dr.  Graham  is  retired  and  lives 
in  Chapel  Hill  with  his  sister,  Mrs. 
Ship  G.~Sanders.  — 

He  celebrated  his  birthday 
quitely  at  home  visiting  with  his 
family  and  reading  remembrances 
received  from  friends  far  and  near. 

Preferred  Teaching 
'Dr.  Graham  is  a  native  of 
'  Fayetteville  and  a  1909  graduate  of 
the  University.  He  studied  law  the 
following  year  and  taught  in  the 
Raleigh  High  School  for  two  years, 
before  returning  to  the  University 
as  YMCA  Secretaiy.  In  1914,  he 
was  appointed  instructor  of 
History  at  the  University,  and  in 
1916,'  received  his  Masters  Degree 
from  Columbia  University. 

Following  a  period  of  service  as 
Dean  of  Student  Affairs  and  as 
Professor  of  Student  Affairs  and  as 
Professor  of  History,  he  was 
named  President  of  the  University 
in  1930,  and,  it  is  said,  over  his 
repeated  protests  in  preference  for 
the  classroom. 

In  1931,  he  drafted  the  original 
plans  for  the  consolidation  of  three 
branches  of  the  University,  State 
College  in  Raleigh,  Woman's 
College  in  Greensboro,  and  the 
University  in  Chapel  Hill. 

He  was  President  of  the 
University  until  1949  when  he 
resigned  in  order  to  accept  an 
appointment  as  U.S.  Senator  to 
complete  an  unexpired  term  of 
Senator  J.  Melville  Broughton.  In 
1950,  he  was  defeated  in  the 
Senatorial  Primary.  Soon 
thereafter  he  began  his  career  with 
the  United  Nations  as  a  mediator 
for  India  and  Pakistan. 

Many  Services 

He  has  served  in  many 
appointive  posts  with  the  Federal 
government  and  has  done  graduate 
work  at  several  institutions  and 
has  received  numerous  honorary 
degrees. 

A  prophet  of  social  change.  Dr. 
Graham  espoused  equal  rights  for 
all  meai^ore  the  weight-of  court 
(pinion  and  national  law  was 
brought  to  bear  on  these  issues.  He 
is  well  known  for  his  wide  range  of 
civic  and  educational  interests  and 
has  been  recognized  for  his  service 
in  these  areas  by  many  national 
(wganizations. 

Dr.  Graham  is  a  Ruling  Elder 
Emeritus  in  the  Chapel  Hill 
Presbyterian  Church. 


Bethel  Presbytery  in  the  Synod 
of  South  Carolina,  meeting  at  the 
Pleasant  Grove  Presbyterian 
Church,  Chester  County,  S.  C, 
October  18,  by  a  vote  of  42  to  26, 
adopted  a  Resolution  protesting 
an^  anticipated  actions  taken  by 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.S.  with  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  or  through 
COCU;  towards  organic  union  or 
any  "dilution  of  the  Confession  of 
Faith",'and  further  declared  that 


the  Presbytery  would  "not 
surrender  ownership  or  control  of 
its  property  to  any  united, 
combined,  or  restructured  body  if 
such  siu'render,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Presbytery,  would  constitute  a 
threat  to  the  spiritual  and  moral 
principle  elsewhere  defended  in 
this  Resolution". 

The  Resolution  also  decried  any 
restructuring  of  the  Church  which 
"does  not  require  explicit  consent 
of  the  Synods  involved". 


A  minority  of  18  members  of  the 
Presbytery  promptly  announced 
their  intention  of  complaining 
against  the  Resolution,  and  on 
October  26  forwarded  to  the  Stated 
Clerk  of  the  Presbytery,  the 
Reverend  Gary  E.  Howell,  a  copy 
of  the  complaint  which  sets  forth 
that  the  18  signers  were 
complaining  to  the  Synod  of  South 
Carolina  against  the  action  of 
Bethel  Presbytery  in  adopting  the 
Resolution. 

The  complaint  offered  the 
following  points  in  its  support: 

I.  Irregular iesjjn  the  proceedings 
of   the   Court,   such   as  the 

declarations  included  in  this 
proposed  measure  are  not  proper 
matter  for  consideration  for  the 
Presbytery  of  Bethel; 

II.  This  measure  contains  no 
specifics  to  substantiate  opinions 
and  judgments  expressed  in  the 
series  of  whereases  listed  as 
bases  of  the  declarations; 

III.  The  adoption  of  this  measure 
would  appear  to  be  an  attempt  to 
bind  a  future  meeting  of  this 
Court  (the  Presbytery  of  Bethel) 


contrary  to  the  fundamental 
principles  of  parliamentary 
procedure; 

IV.  The  adoption  of  statements  in 
this  measure,  such  as  Declaration 
No.  five,  clearly  puts  the 
Presbytery  of  Bethel  in  the 
position  of  opposing  lawful 
authority  and  in  a  position  in 
which  the  Presbytery  might  be 
found  opposing  the  lawful 
exercise  of  authority-both  of 
which  are  expressly  forbidden  by 
the  Constitution  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 

V.  The  nature  of  this  measure  is 
such  as  to  disturb  the  peace,  unity 
and  good  order  of  the  Church. 

Among  those  signing  the 
complaint  were  two  former 
members  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Cardina,  the  Reverend  Carlyle  A. 
McDonald,  minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  York,  S.C., 
and  the  Reverend  W.B.  Joe 
Brooks,  minister  of  the  Oakland 
Avenue  Presbyterian  Church, 
Rockhill,  S.C.

Seminar  at  John 

The  second  in  a  series  ot 
■  seminars  sponsored  by  Synod's 
Institutional  Ministry  at  Butner 
was  held  on  October  26  at  John 
Umstead  Hospital.  The  seminar 
dealt  with  "Ministering  to  the 
Mental  Patient  Returning  to  the 
Community". 

Dr.  John  A.  Brothers,  Jr.,  pastor 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Maxton,  addressing  the  seminar 
group  during  the  afternoon,  stated 
that  the  minister  has  a  unique  role 
toward  persons  in  general  and 
mentally  ill  persons  in  particular. 
According  to  Dr.  Brothers,  the 
minister's  goal  is"'to  communicate 
the  love  and  forgiveness  of  God 
through  Jesus  Christ".  He 
indicated  that  the  minister  needs  a 
model  for  his  ministry  and  that  this 
can  be  found  in  the  Reformed 
Tradition  which  views  Christ  as 
prophet,  priest,  and  king.  We  see 
these  three  roles  fulfilled  today 
through  the  perspectives  of 
proclaiming,  organizing,  and 
shepherding.  According  to  Dr. 
Brothers,  you  do  not  carry  out  one 
aspect  of  this  ministry  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  other  aspects. 

The  members  of  the  seminar 
group  heard  two  hospital  staff 
members  earlier  in  the  day  and 
had  opportuntity  to  meet  and  talk

informally  with  these  men.  Dr. 
William  Eichman,  a 

psychologist,  talked  about  mental 
disorders,  and  Dr.  Warren  Carter, 
a  psychiatrist,  spoke  about 
rehabilitation  in  the  hospital  and 
the  community. 

Mrs.  Ruth  Relos,  Administrative 
Assistant  to  the  Deputy 
Commissioner  of  the  North  Central 
Region  of  the  Department  of 
Mental  Health,  presented  a 
package  of  material  to  the 
ministers  which  dealt  with 
community  resources  which 
ministers  may  make  use  of  in  their 
work.  She  spent  time  explaining 
the  material  to  the  group. 

The  next  seminar  will  be  on 
"Ministering  to  the  alcoholic  and 
his  Family",  and  will  be  held  at  the 
Alcoholic  Rehabilitation  Center  in 
Butner  on  November  23,  1970.

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COCU  Meeting 
Addressed  By  Benfield 


Approximately  125  ministers  and 
laymen  assembled  at  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Burlington, 
"on  'October  15~  to  hear  thei 
Moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.S.,  Dr.  William  A. 
Benfield  of  Charleston,  West 
Virginia,  speak  on  the  progress  of 
the  plan  of  the  Consultation  on 
Church  Union  (COCU). 

Dr.  Benfield  urged  his  hearers  to 
keep  an  open  mind  on  the  subject. 
He  explained  the  goals  of  the 
movement  which  has  the  support 
of  approximately  ten  American 
Protestant  denominations. 

COCU  began  in  1962.  Today  it 
includes  such  major 
denominations  as  Presbyterian, 
United  Methodist,  Episcopalian, 
and  Disciples  of  Christ.  The 
Presbyterian  Church  (U.S.)  has 
participated  since  1966. 

Should  the  COCU  merger 
materialize,  it  would  bring 
together  approximately  25  million 
members.

The  .second  official  Regional 
Meeting  of  the  representatives  of 
the  Synods  of  Appalachia,  North 
Carolina^  Virginia,  _and  West 
Virginia  on  the  Minister  and  His 
Work  (Executives  and  Chairmen 
of  Committees  and  Commissions) 
was  held  in  the  Lord  Botetourt 
Room,  Quality  Motel,  Tinker 
Mountain,  Roanoke,  Virginia, 
October  28-29,  1970. 

The  Rev.  James  E.  Fogartie, 
D.D.,  Minister  of  the  Myers 
Park  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charlotte,  Chairman  of  the 
Conference,  presided  over  the 
sessions. 

Following  is  a  summary  of  the 
attendance:

The  two-day  Conference  was 
sparked  by  a  Panel  of  Church 
Executives  of  four  denominations;

The  Panel  considered  the

The  Plan,  better  known  as 
"Ministerial  Exchange",  has  as  its 
purpose  assisting  commissions 
across  Synod  and  Presbytery  lines 
in  making  the  Presbyterian  system 
of  Calls  of  ministers  to  churches 
more  effective.

W.  Gunn,  of  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education,  Richmond,  Virginia, 
on  "Career  Counseling  Services" 
Mr.  Gunn  was  introduced  by  the 
Rev.  David  C.  Crawford.

Assistance  should  be  renderec 
local  committees  and  thoroughlj 
grounding  them  in  procedures  foi 
calling  a  minister  anc 
implementing  same;  (6)  Th« 
system  needs  team  work  and  trusi 
between  all  parties  concerned;  (7!

Synod  of  S.C. 
Dismisses  Complaint 

Columbia,  S.C.  —  (PN)  —  The 
Presbyterian  U.S.  Synod  of  South 
Carolina,  meeting  here  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  December  6, 
refused  to  hear  a  complaint 
against  a  resolution  saying  that 
Bethel  Presbytery  "will  not 
consent  to  organic  union  with  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church 
U.S.A." 

The  ruling  is  being  appealed  to 
the  General  Assembly. 

Synod  first  voted  to  hear  the 
complaint,  but  later  reversed 
itself,  and  by  a  vote  of  157  to  134, 
found  the  complaint  out  of  order  on 
the  grounds  that  the  resolution 
expressed  "opinion",  rather  than 
a  decision  of  the  lower  Court. 

Bethel  Presbytery  earlier  had 
adopted  a  paper  protesting  against 
the  anticipated  action  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  merge  with 
either  COCU  or  the  UP-USA 
Church. 

The  complaint  from  Bethel 
Presbytery  was  signed  by 
approximately  twenty  members  of 
that  Presbytery  who  had  opposed 
the  resolution. 

The  complaint  against  the  Synod 
of  South  Carolina  was  served  by 
Dr.  Alfred  B.  Montgomery,  Jr.  of 
Greenville  and  others. 


Reynolds  Fund  Value 
Exceeds  $2  Million 

The  latest  financial  report  on  the 
Kate  Bittings  Reynolds  Fund, 
administered  on  behalf  of  retired 
Presbyterian  Ministers  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  indicates 
that  the  value  of  the  Fund  totals 
$2,014,870.68. 

Of  the  total  worth  of  the  Fund, 
there  are  38,643  shares  of  R.J. 
Reynolds  Industries,  Inc.  common 
stock  with  a  market  value  of 
$1,876,600.68,  and  a  U.S.  Treasury 
Bond  valued  at  $176,000. 

Original  Bequest 

Mrs.  Kate  B.  Reynolds,  wife  of 
the  late  R.  J.  Reynolds,  willed 
$40,000  to  Synod  in  1947,  "the  net 
income  therefrom  for  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  aged 
Presbyterian  ministers  in  the 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  now 
constituted  and  to  be  disbursed 
semi-annually"  to  such  of  said 
ministers  as  shall  be  certified  by 
the  authorities  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  or  its  successors,  to  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  same  and  in 
such  respective  amounts  as  said 
authorities  shall  dp'  'e." 

In     1970,  \  was 
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Adult  Conference 
Set  In  Montreat

At  our  annual   Synod  Men's 
Conference  at  Montreat  in  June, 

1970,  the  Synod  Men's  Council 
thought  it  unwise  to  try  to  promote 
two  major  conferences  in  1971.  As 
our  Assembly  Conference  will  be 
held  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  October 
14-17,  1971,  the  Council  thought  it 
not  wise  to  hold  the  annual  Synod 
Men's  Conference  in  Montreat  in 
1971  and  announced  to  the 
conference  that  we  would  not  hold 
the  Synod  Men's  Conference  in 

1971.  Instead  we  would  put  forth  all 
our  efforts  in  the  promotion  of  the 
Assembly  Men's  Conference  in 
Atlanta.  This  action  met  with 
disfavor  among  several  of  our 
men. 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  November 
22,  1970,  a  committee  composed  of 
members  of  the  Synodical 
Women's  Council  and  members  of 
the  Synod  Men's  Council  met  in 
First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Asheboro,  N.  C.  to  work  out  plans 
for  a  combined  Men-Women 
Conference  at  Montreat  June  11,

The  Presbyterian  U.S.  Task 
Force  on  World  Hunger  is 
contributing  $2,000  toward  efforts 
to  curb  the  population  explosion, 
which  it  considers  one  of  the  major 
root  causes  of  world  hunger. 

The  group,  meeting  in  Atlanta 
December  2-3,  voted  to  send  $1,000 
each  to  Planned  Parenthood 
World  Population  Federation  of 
America  and  for  a  similar 
program  overseas  carried  out  by 
Church  World  Service  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches. 

The  Denomination's  highest 
governing  body  has  declared  world 
hunger  a  top  priority  concern  for 
the  Church  for  the  five-year  period 
ending  in  1974.

of  the  children  of  the  Rev.  William 
Henry  Crane  has  been  established 
by  the  Board  of  World  Missions  and 
commended  to  the  Christian 
generosity  of  members  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States.

Changes  Affecting  The  Organization 
Of  Six  New  Presbyteries 


The  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S., 
will  reduce  the  number  of 
Presbyteries  from  the  present  nine 
to  six,  effective  at  midnight 
December  31,  1971. 

Official  action  determining  the 
restructuring  of  the  Presbyteries 
was  taken  by  the  Commission  of 
Synod  appointed  by  the  Moderator 
of  Synod,  Dr.  Joseph  M.  Garrison, 
Greensboro,  pursuant  to  a 
of  the  Synod  at  its  157th  annual 
meeting  last  June  at  Burlington. 

The  16-member  Commission, 
chaired  by  the  Rev.  Lee  W.  Adkins, 
Burlington,  met  in  Synod's  Office 
with  thirteen  members  present. 
Presbyteries  Heard 

The  Commission  had  held  two 
previous  meetings.  At  the  second 
meeting  held  on  November  17, 
representatives  of  Commissions  of 
the  nine  Presbyteries  appeared 
before  the  Synod's  Commission  for 
the  purpose  of  registering 
;  complaints,  if  any,  and  of 
discussing  problems  involved  in 
reorganizing  new  Presbyteries. 

At  the  meeting  of  Synod  last 
June,  a  substitute  plan  for 
restructuring  Synod,  known  as  the 
"Wilmington  Plan"  was  adopted  in 
place  of  the  plan  proposed  by  the 
Synod's  Committee  on 
Restructuring  Presbyteries. 

The  Synod's  Committee  headed 

''Poor  Response" 

According  to  a  recent 
announcement  from  the  General 
Council  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.S.,  only  $10,000  has  been 
raised  from  a  special  offering  for 
operational  support  of  the  newly 
formed  Black  Presbyterian 
Leadership  Caucus. 

BPLC  goals  include  the  fostering 
of  racial  reconciliation,  promotion 
of  justice  and  equality  for  people  in 
all  areas  of  society,  encouraging 
cooperation  among  groups  in 
solving  problems  in  the  black 
community.  The  General  Council 
took  note  of  "poor  response"  to  the 
appeal  for  funds,  and  members 
expressed  disappointment  at  the 
small  amount  received. 

The  offering,  authorized  by  the 
1970  General  Assembly,  was  taken 
on  October  18  in  member  churches 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.S. 


''Another  First" 

Montreat  —  (PN)  —  The  Town's 
Board  of  Commissioners  recently 
announced  the  election  of  the  first 
woman  ever  to  become  Mayor  of 
any  town  or  city  in  North  Carolina. 
She  is  Mrs.  Frances  Ogden 
Foreman,  who  was  also  front- 
runner  in  a  field  of  five  for  the 
three  seats  on  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  in  the 
Municipality's  first  elections  a 
year  and  a  half  ago. 

Montreat,  founded  in  1897  as  a 
non-denominational  Christan 
community  and  conference 
ground,  has  been  for  many  years 
the  principal  conference  grounds 
and  retreat  center  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  and  is 
also  the  home  of  Montreat- 
Anderson  College,  a  co-educational 
junior  college  with  an  enrollment 
of  400.

Survey  Covers  Giving 

I  Richmond,  Va.  (RNS)— A 
comprehensive  survey  of  the 
Presbyterian   Church   U.S.  has 

'  revealed  that  about  77  percent  of 
its  members  give  10  percent  or  less 
of  their  total  earnings  to  the 
Church. 

The  survey,  conducted  in 
September  by  the  Presbyterian 
Board  of  (Christian  Education, 
showed  that  pastors  and  directors 
of  Christian  Education  were  the 
most  gererous  -  with  58  percent 
giving  10  percent  or  less,  and  41  per 
I  cent  giving  11  percent  or  more  of 
I  their  total  earnings. 

Seven  per  cent  of  communicants 
gave  11  percent  or  more  of  total 
earnings,   compared   with  an 
i  average    24    percent    of  the 
,  professional  staff  who  did  so.  An 
interesting  trend  found  in  the 
communicant  sample  was  that  in 
general,   "the   more   income  a 
family  has,  the  less  the  percentage 
of  it  given  to  the  Church". 
The    sample    covered  415 
'  communicants,  100  pastors  and 
'  directors  of  Christian  education,  25 
board  and  agency  staff  and  25 
middle  judiciary  staff. 
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Presbyterian  Briefs 

Atlanta  -  Dr.  J.  Randolph 
Taylor,  Pastor  of  Atlanta's  Central 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  Co- 
Chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee 
Drafting  a  Plan  of  Union  with  the 
UP-USA  Church,  recently  stated 
that  there  is  little  doubt  that  the 
two  Churches  will  unite.  His 
remark  was  made  during  an 
address  delivered  before  a  joint 
session  of  the  Stated  Clerks  and 
Home  Mission  Executives  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.S.  early  in 
December. 

During  the  same  meeting,  Dr. 
.William  A.  Benfield,  Jr., 
Moderator  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  U.S.,  stated  that  he  does 
not  see  reconciliation  within  the 
Denomination  "now  because,  with 
some  people,  the  line  is  already 
drawn."  He  referred  to  situational 
ethics  as  "one  of  our  greatest 
curses"  and  expressed  opposition 
to  a  move  to  secularism.  He  urged 
Churchmen  to  yield  to  the  leading 
of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

V.  R.  Jansen,  Jr.  of  Mobile, 
Alabama,  Vice  Chairman  of  the 
General  Assembly's  Committee  on 
Restructuring  Boards  and 
Agencies,  told  the  Association  that 
his  Committee  is  working  towards 
new  national  structure  which 
would  be  responsive  to  a  Changing 
World  and  yet  be  in  harmony  with 
the  polity  of  the  Church. 

He  emphasized  that  the  only  bias 
which  the  Committee  might  have  is 
in  favor  of  the  Presbytery. 

Dr.  Harvey  A.  Anderson  of 
Orlando,  Florida,  Chairman  of  the 
General  Assembly's  Committee  on 
Restructuring,  reported  that  the 
Assembly  will  be  asked  to  call 
"conventions"  of  proposed  Synods 
in  the  spring  of  1972.  The 
Committee  will  recommend  seven 
new  Synods  instead  of  the  existing 
15. 

The  Rev.  N.  Easterling  of 
Memphis,  Tennessee,  Stated  Clerk 
of  Memphis  Presbytery,  was 
elected  President  of  the  Stated 
Clerks'  Association.  The  Rev.  C. 
Linwood  Cheshire,  Jr.,  Executive 
Secretary  of  Orange  Presbytery, 
was  elected  Second  Vice  President. 

A  resolution  prevailed  which  sets 
up  a  Task  Force  to  consider  the 
future  structure  of  the  two  groups 
and  to  establish  a  format  for  the 
1971  meeting.  The  Task  Force  is  to 
work  with  another  Task  Force 
named  at  a  meeting  of  the  middle 
judicatory  executive  consultation 
in  Richmond  last  month,  "to 
explore  the  possibilities  for  a  more 
effective  partnership  between  " 
middle  judicatories  and  the  Boards 
and  Agencies  of  the  Church." 

The  Rev.  J.  Cecil  Lawrence, 
Charlotte,  Stated  Clerk  of 
Mecklenburg  Presbytery,  presided 
over  the  Home  Mission 
Association.

Richard  A.  Short,  Executive 
Director,  in  making  the 
announcement  stressed  the  point 
that  ministers  in  the  area  are 
urged  to  continue  their  visits  to 
members  and  participation  in 
worship  services.  It  was  said  that 
Home  members  need  continued 
contact  with  friends  from  their 
local  church. 

Varied  Experience 

A  native  of  Tennessee,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  McDaniel  (better  known  as 
"Mac")  was  graduated  from 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Richmond,  Va.  in  1947.  Since  that 
time  he  has  served  a  home  mission 
field  in  Richmond,  a  town  and 
country  situation  in  West  Virginia 
and  later  a  suburban  church  in 
Nashville,  Tenn.  He  was  later 
called  to  the  Government  Street 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Mobile, 
Ala.  as  minister  of  Christian 
Education,  and  later  as  Associate

Butner  Advisory 
Committee  Convenes 

The  Special  Ministries  Committe 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Church  Extension  of  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  held  its  fall 
meeting  on  November  5,  in  the 
office  of  the  Butner  Institutional 
Ministry  at  Butner,  with  George 
Elliott,  Raleigh,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  presiding.  Mr.  Elliott 
outlined  the  history  and  program 
of  the  Ministry  at  Butner  for  the 
benefit  of  new  members  of  the 
Committee.  It  was  pointed  out  that 
the  Ministry  includes  individual 
counselling,  group  counselling, 
camp  directing,  directing  worship 
services,  pastoral  care  visitation, 
and  directing  of  educational 
seminars  for  ministers. 

The  Butner  Chaplain,  the  Rev. 
James  N.  Grubb,  reported  on  his 
work.  The  report  included  the 
conducting  of  a  camp  for  the 
mentally  retarded,  holding  of  a 
seminar  at  the  Umstead  Youth 
Center,  a  Seminar  on  "Ministering 
to  the  Alcoholic  and  His  Family", 
conauctmg  ot  worship  services, 
family  therapy  counselling, 
pastoral  work,  etc. 

The  Chaplain  conducted  a  tour  of 
the  Butner  Complex,  which 
included  the  Murdoch  Center, 
Umstead  Youth  Center,  and  the 
Alcoholic  Rehabilitation  Center, 
as  well  as  the  John  Umstead 
Hospital,  and  the  C.A.  „  Dillon 
School  and  the  Center  for  the  Blind. 

Present  for  the  meeting  were  the 
Chairman,  Mr.  Elliott;  the  Rev. 
E.G.  Agsten;  Mrs.  J.P.  Allred  of 
Greensboro;  and  the  Rev.  James 
N.  Grubb.

McDaniel  was  in  Mr.  Short's  office 
the  second  time  -  to  start  a  new 
form  of  service  for  both  the  Home 
and  himself. 

The  McDaniels  have  three 
children,  two  daughters  and  a  son. 
The  minister  is  temporarily  living 
at  the  Presbyterian  Home.  His 
family  will  move  to  High  Point  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  school  year  in 
June. 

The  Presbyterian  Home  was 
established  19  years  ago  and 
houses  212  Presbyterians  and 
others,  largely  from  the  Synod  of 
North  Carolina.

Seminar  Held 
Alcoholic  Rehabilitation 

Fifteen  Presbyterian  ministers 
representing  five  different 
presbyteries  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  participated  in  a  seminar 
on  "Alcoholism"  in  Butner  on 
November  23.  The  seminar 
began  with  a  lecture  by  Dr. 
Norman  Derosiers,  Medical 
Director  of  the  Center,  and  dealt 
with  some  of  the  effects  of 
excessive  use  of  alcohol  on  the 
human  body. 

The  group  was  too  large  to 
observe  a  group  in  process,  but 
was  given  the  opportunity  to  see  a 
film  continuing  excerpts  from 
sixteen  sessions  of  a  therapy  group 
with  Dr.  Carl  Rogers  as  one  of  the 
cotherapists.  The  film  has  just 
recently  purchased  by  the 
Alcoholic  Center  and  is  entitled 
"Journey  Into  Oneself".  After 
viewing  the  film,  the  group  was  led 
in  a  discussion  by  one  of  the  group 
therapists  at  the  Center. 

During  the  first  session  of  the 
afternoon,  Dr.  Derosiers  led  the 
group  in  discussing  "What  is 
Alcoholism?"  In  relation  to  the 
subject  mentioned,  the  group 
discussed  some  of  the  reasons  why 
people  drink. 

Mr.  Gordon  Hanson  from  the 
Board  of  National  Ministries  in 
Atlanta  joined  the  group  for  lunch 
and  participated  in  the  afternoon 
session  with  Dr.  Derosiers.  In  a

Church  of  Louisville,  which  has  a 
membership  of  nearly  2300.  Prior 
to  that  he  served  churches  in  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee  and  Paducah, 
Kentucky. 

During  the  past  year  Dr.  Mullin 
has  been  engaged  in  post-graduate 
studies  at  Princeton  Seminary. 
Center  College  conferred  th 
Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  on  Dr, 
Mullin  in  1960. 

He  is  married  to  the  former 
Elizabeth  Duncan  of  Hopkinsville, 
Kentucky,  and  they  have  one  son 
and  two  daughters.

SEVEN  SYNODS  PROPOSED 


The  number  of  Synods  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.S. 
would  be  reduced  from  fifteen  to 
seven  under  a  plan  tentatively 
approved  by  the  Restructuring 
Commission  of  the  General 
Assembly  held  in  Atlanta 
November  11-12. 

The  Ad  Interim  Committee  on 
Restructuring  had  recommended 
eight  Synods  in  its  original  plan 
submitted  to  the  1970  General 
Assembly,  which  directed  the 
Committee  to  continue  its  work 
another  year. 

The  tentative  new  Synod  lines 
would  combine  earlier  Synods, 
designated  as  "G"  and  "H", 
consisting  of  major  portions  of 
Florida,  South  Carolina,  and 
Georgia. 


Another  proposed  change  would 
combine  Missouri,  Arkansas,  and 
Oklahoma  into  one  Synod,  anq 
Texas  and  Louisiana  into  another,! 
The  earlier  plan  left  Missouri  d 
Synod  by  itself.  t 

Two  churchmen  appeared  before 
the  Committee  and  expressed  the 
opinion  that  restructuring  should 
be  delayed  until  the  matter  of 
union  with  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  is  settled.  They  were  the 
Rev.  R.  McFerran  Crowe  of 
Lynchburg,  Virginia  and  the  Rev. 
Harry  S.  Hassall  of  Murfreesboro, 
Tennessee,  who  identified 
themselves  as  participants  in  the 
Covenant  Fellowship  of 
Presbyterians  but  who  appeared 
as  "interested  individuals." 
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Alfred  Moore  Scales ;  Forgotten  Hero

Rev.  William  Earl  Thompson, 
son  of  the  Reverend  Earl  Fleming 
Thompson  and  Sarah  Frances 
Martin  Thompson,  was  born  at 
Rutherfordton,  N.  C.  May  13,  1936. 
He  is  married  to  the  former  Mary 
Wilson  McLaney  of  Charlotte  and 
they  have  two  sons,  William  Earl, 
Jr.  and  John  McLaney. 

He  graduated  from  Davidson 
College  with  the  A.  B.  degree  in 
1958;  from  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia, 
with  the  B.  D.  in  1961.  He  was 
awarded  the  Walter  W.  Moore 
Fellowship,  and  completed  work 
for  his  Master  of  Theology  degree 
at  Union  Seminary,  Richmond,  in 
1962. 

He  was  ordained  July  22,  1962  by 
Albemarle  Presbytery  and  served 
the  Second  Presbyterian  Church, 
Rocky  Mount  from  1962  to  1965. 

Currently  he  is  pastor  of  the 
Calvary  Presbyterian  Church, 
Alexandria,  Virginia,  with  a 
membership  of  approximately  400.

He  is  a  member  of  the  North 
Carolina  Presbyterian  Historical 
Society. 


The  primary  purpose  of  this  presentation  is  to  recall  the  military 
record  of  Alfred  Moore  Scales,  a  North  Carolina  Presbyterian  hero  of 
the  War  Between  the  States.  Although  his  record  is  either  forgotten  or 
unknown  today,  Mr.  Scales  would  not  have  required  an  introduction  to 
any  Tarheel  Presbyterian  audience  a  century  ago,  for  then  the 
Greensboro  gentleman  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  politicians, 
soldiers,  businessmen,  and  churchmen  in  the  state. 

Governor  of  North  Carolina 
While  it  is  not  the  intention  of  this  address  to  examine  his  political 
record,  suffice  it  to  say  that  his  was  a  major  political  voice  in  the  state 
for  nearly  40  years,  from  1850-1890.  He  was  educated  at  Caldwell 
Institute,  a  Presbyterian  school,  and  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.  He  was  tutored  in  the  legal  profession  by  one  of  the  state's 
leading  barristers,  Judg^^  lav^er,  Mr.  Scales  served  several^ 

terms  in  the  legislature  both'before  and  after  the  War,  one  term  IhThe^ 
U.  S.  House  of  Representatives  before  the  War,  and  five  terms  there 
after  the  War.  Alfred  Scales  served  as  governor  of  the  state  from  1885- 
1889. 

Influencial  Layman 
Of  particular  interest  to  Presbyterians,  he  was  probably  the  Synod's 
most  influential  layman  during  those  same  years.  He  was  a  ruling  elder, 
first  in  the  Wentworth  Church  of  Rockingham  County,  and  later  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Greensboro.  Some  measure  of  his 
Christian  influence  can  be  found  in  this  statement  from  a  history  of  the 
Greensboro  church: 

...the  handsome  church,  now  approaching  completion,  is,  in  a 
very  important  sense,  a  monimient  to  the  personal  efforts  and 
influence  of  Brother  Scales;  every  stone  from  the  foundation  to  the 
summit,  wiU  be  a  momento  and  tell  to  coming  worshippers  of  his 
prayers  and  zeal  and  liberality.  1 

In  1888,  while  living  in  the  Governor's  Mansion  at  Raleigh  and 
representing  his  Greensboro  church,  the  Hon.  Mr.  Scales  became  the 
first  layman  ever  to  be  elected  as  the  Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  then  convened  in  its  75th  annual  session. 

Call  Of  War 

109  years  ago  today  -  on  April  17,  1861  -  2  days  after  the  surrender  of 
Fort  Sumter  and  a  month  before  North  Carolina's  Secession 
Convention,  Governor  Ellis  called  for  military  volunteers.  Community 
leaders  assumed  the  initiative  in  recruiting  young  men  from  nearly 
every  farm  and  village.  The  last  part  of  April  that  year  was  an 
especially  romantic  time,  full  of  bombast  and  color,  and  "  ...  the  fife  and 
drum  could  be  heard  in  every  town  and  at  every  crossroads  ...."2 
Mounting  the  stump  amidst  many  Piedmont  partisans  in  those  weeks 
was  the  sturdy  figure  of  a  33  year-old  ex-U.  S.  Congressman,  Alfred 
Moore  Scales. 

Commissioned  Captain 
Within  two  weeks  Mr.  Scales  ushered  a  modest  number  of 
Rockingham  County  recruits  into  the  crowded  streets  of  Raleigh,  where 
similar  groups  were  gathering  from  all  over  the  state.  At  the  state  fair- 
grounds bustling  bureaucrats  hastily  tried  to  bring  about  some 
semblance  of  military  order,  chiefly  relying  upon  the  initial  direction  of 
North  Carolina's  most  famous  citizen-soldier,  D.  H.  Hill  (also  a 
Presbyterian)  of  the  Charlotte  Military  Academy.  On  May  3,  1861  the 
Rockingham  County  farmers  were  commissioned  as  Company  H  of  the 
3rd  N.  C.  Volunteers.  Mr.  Scales  had  volunteered  with  them  as  a 
private,  but  at  the  time  of  their  commissioning,  he  was  designated  as 
the  Captain  of  Company  H  (the  writer's  great-grandfather  was  a 
member  of  Company  F  of  that  same  regiment,  a  company  from  Davie 
County).  The  new  regiment  of  10  Piedmont  companies  totaling  1,050 
men,  traveled  by  rail  to  Garysburg  on  the  Roanoke  River,  where  they 
engaged  in  several  weeks  of  military  training.  Garysburg  was  a  natural 
selection,  for  it  lay  alongside  the  Petersburg-Weldon  Railroad  which 
afforded  a  quick  access  to  the  battlefields  that  were  anticipated  in 
central  Virginia. 

Born  Leader 

Alfred  Scales  was  a  natural  leader,  but  admittedly  he  was  not  a 
military  leader  at  that  time.  The  3rd  N.  C.  Volunteers,  soon  to  be  re- 
numbered as  the  13th  N.  C.  Infantry  Regiment,  was  fortunate  to  be 
under  the  initial  leadership  of  Colonel  William  Dorsey  Pender  of 
Edgecombe  County.  Pender,  a  West  Point  graduate,  had  little  use  for 
politicians-tumed-soliders,  but  he  made  an  exception  in  the  case  of 
Alfred  Scales.  Colonel  Pender  had  been  disappointed  in  not  being  kept 
with  an  earlier  regiment  which  he  had  assisted  in  Raleigh  and  which  he 
felt  had  been  sent  "out  from  under  him"  into  Southside  Virginia  under 
the  more  experienced  hand  of  D,  H.  Hill.  Shortly  thereafter  he  wrote  to 
his  (Winston-Salem)  wife  that  this  fine  new  regiment  had  been  obtained 
for  him,  largely  through  the  political  influence  of  one  of  its  members,  A. 
M.  Scales.3  The  West  Point  man  felt  close  to  the  Wentworth  politician 
from  that  moment  on,  for  as  long  as  he  lived. 

Colonel  Pender  held  his  position  during  the  summer  months  only,  as 


he  was  called  northward  in  August  to  take  charge  of  the  6th  N.  C. 
Regment  whose  leader,  Charles  Fisher  of  Salisbury,  had  been  killed 
after  so  short  a  fame  won  at  Manassas.  In  the  brief  weeks  that  Colonel 
Pender  had  been  with  the  13th  Regiment,  he  had  formed  an  abiding 
friendship  with  Alfred  Scales,  and  what  the  latter  did  know  about 
military  discipline  and  strategy,  he  learned  from  reading  the  tent 
library  which  Pender  possessed.  But  most  important  of  all.  Scales 
began  to  absorb  something  of  the  intangible,  almost  charismatic, 
qualities  of  Dorsey  Pender,  so  that  he  began  to  look  and  think  and  act 
like  a  military  man,  even  if  he  was  not  one. 

Elected  Colonel 

Following  Pender's  departure  and  according  to  the  system  then 
employed,  the  regiment  conducted  a  campaign  for  the  open  position, 
and  in  a  landslide  election.  Captain  Scales  was  chosen  as  the  new 
colonel  of  the  regiment.  It  was  not  an  easy  position  to  fill,  for  Pender  had 
been  appointed,  and  the  regiment  had  to  respond  to  him;  Scales, 
however,  had  been  elected,  and  therefore  many  of  the  farmer-soldiers 
felt  that  their  colonel  should  be  answerable  to  their  wishes.  Naturally 
the  men  had  been  disappointed  to  lose  a  commander  who  was  an 
authentic  West  Point  man,  and  although  they  were  the  very  ones 
responsible  for  electing  Colonel  Scales,  they  recognized  his  limitations, 
and  some  of  them  set  out  to  test  him  rather  severely. 

Political  Influence 

Some  of  the  uncertainties  about  Scales  were  lessened  by  an  incident 
which  occured  in  the  late  summer,  shortly  after  the  regiment  had  been 
transferred  to  Tidewater  Virginia.  Few  men  were  properly  equipped, 
and  because  of  this  shortcoming,  the  two  most  prominent  political 
persuaders  in  the  regiment,  Thomas  Ruffin  and  Alfred  Scales,  both 
made  a  trip  to  Raleigh  to  get  better  materiel.  To  the  surprise  of  some 
and  to  the  pleasure  of  all,  these  soldier-politicians  were  moderately 
successful,  so  that  it  was  soon  claimed  by  some  that ". . .  the  regiment  is 
now  as  well  equipped  as  any  in  the  field  ...."4  The  incident  was  a  minor 
one,  but  it  was  important  for  two  reasons  ^  First,  the  ill-clad  and 
inadequately -equipped  soldier  was  aware  of  his  condition,  and  he  was 
not  likely  to  forget  an  emerging  leader  who  could  obtain  which  might  be 
the  difference  between  his  life  and  his  death.  Secondly,  just  as  had  been 
true  in  the  securing  of  Pender's  position  earlier,  it  was  apparent  even 
then  that  Scales  had  a  voice  to  be  reckoned  with  in  Raleigh. 

The  remainder  of  1861  and  the  opening  of  1862  found  Colonel  Scales 
and  the  13th  stationed  just  south  of  the  James  River,  first  near  Suffolk, 
Virginia,  and  later  in  the  area  around  Smithfield.  They  were  assigned  to 
picket  duty  along  the  James,  keeping  a  watch  over  the  Federal  forces 
which  were  incjeasing  daily  all  over  the  Hampton  Rpad^^  his 
part.  Colonel  Scales  continued  to  train  the  men  in  constant  drills  and 
maneuvers.  But  these  farmers  had  not  volunteered  to  do  picket  duty  and 
to  perform  drills  and  to  learn  the  Manual  of  Arms;  plainly  speaking, 
they  had  volunteered  to  shoot  Yankees! 

Johnston's  Retreat 

In  April,  1862,  after  they  had  been  drill  soldiers  for  nearly  a  year. 
Colonel  Scales  and  his  regiment  finally  got  their  chance  to  shoot  at  the 
Yankees  -  or  to  be  more  truthful,  they  finally  got  their  chance  to  be  shot 
at  by  the  Yankees!  The  Federal  commander.  General  George 
McClellan,  directed  a  massive  amphibious  landing  on  the  Virginia 
Peninsula,  and  his  army  of  over  100,000  began  a  slow  movement 
toward  Richmond's  first  line  of  defense  which  lay  across  his  path  at 
Yorktown  and  Williamsburg.  Confederate  troops  were  rapidly 
assembled  from  all  over  Virginia,  under  the  able  -  but  not  aggressive  - 
leadership  of  General  Joseph  E.  Johnston.  Southerners  find  all  sorts  of 
rationalizations  for  Johnston's  Peninsula  Campaign,  but  truthfully  it 
was  nothing  more  than  a  continual  retreat  for  nearly  60  miles,  until  the 
spires  of  Richmond's  Church  Hill  were  clearly  visible  to  the  dispirited 
army. 

The  regiment  commanded  by  Colonel  Scales  was  one  of  the  few  units 
that  actually  did  fire  at  the  Yankees  during  the  April  retreat.  As  a  part 
of  the  rearguard,  they  were  constantly  on  whatever  firing  lines  there 
were.  Their  rearguard  lot  was  made  doubly  miserable  by  incessant 
rain,  and  the  hundreds  of  men  and  wagons  which  passed  in  front  of 
them,  turned  the  so-<:alled  roads  into  an  ooze  which  was  almost  waist- 
deep  in  places. 

At  Williamsburg 

Colonel  Scales'  first  Civil  War  battlefield  lay  just  outside 
Williamsburg,  where  in  a  coincidence  of  ill-omen,  he  temporarily 
positioned  his  men  in  an  old  fortification  which  had  last  been  occupied  80 
years  earlier  by  Lord  Comwallis  of  the  British  Army,  just  when  he  had 
been  hemmed  in  there  by  George  Washington!  The  earthenwork 
defense  served  Scales  no  better  than  it  had  served  Comwallis,  and  the 
position  was  quickly  abandoned,  while  there  was  still  time.  Yet,  even  in 
losing  there  was  a  characteristic  pride  that  belonged  to  the  men.  An 
early  regimental  historian  wrote  of  the  several  skirmishes  at 
Williamsburg,  "It  was  short,  but  hot  while  it  lasted.  This  was  the  first 
engagement  the  13th  had  been  in,  and  I  suppose  no  regiment  ever  met 
an  enemy  cooler.  Not  a  man  moved  except  to  the  front. "5  The  writer 
probably  believed  those  words,  but  the  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  they 
were  overwhelmed,  and  Colonel  Scales  and  the  13th  were  lucky  to 
emerge  with  only  a  few  casualties,  let  alone  even  a  measure  of  pride! 
Johnston's  rear  regiments  had  not  been  expected  to  win  any  of  the 
delaying  skirmishes,  and  true  to  form  they  did  not.  But  these  actions 
were  significant  because  these  were  the  first  ones.  The  drill  days  were 
definitely  over;  men  were  being  killed  and  maimed;  for  better  or  worse. 
Colonel  Scales  had  come  of  age. 

Battle  of  Seven  Pines 

Finally,  a  few  miles  east  of  Richmond,6  Johnston  had  to  turn  and 
fight,  else  the  Confederacy  would  have  been  immediately  lost.  This 
action  was  known  as  the  Battle  of  Seven  Pines,  May  31  and  June  1, 1862. 
Colonel  Scales  prepared  for  the  battle  with  one  big  psychological  boost. 
In  a  hasty  army  re-organization  his  regiment  had  been  placed  under  the 
divisional  command  of  Major-General  D.  H.  Hill,  the  Tarheel  State's 
first  Confederate  hero,  a  man  who  had  inflicted  the  only  defeat  upon  any 
of  McClellan's  command  on  the  Peninsula,  having  checked  him 
momentarily  at  Bethel  Church. 

At  a  critical  juncture  in  the  completely  mismanaged  Battle  of  Seven 
Pines,  acid-tongued  Harvey  Hill  stood  in  his  stirrups  and  ordered 
Colonel  Scales  (in  a  voice  which  some  thought  could  be  heard  all  the 
way  to  Raleigh),  "Colonel  Scales,  come  and  occupy  the  position  that 
these  cowardly  Virginians  have  fled  from!"  In  quick  answer  Colonel 
Scales  literally  led  his  entire  regiment  directly  over  the  backs  of  an 
embarrassed  Virginia  brigade  that  was  hiding  in  a  nearby  ditch!  The

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Necrology 

One-hundred-one-year  old  Batie 
Meek  Ormand,  who  was  for  over 
sixty-six  years  a  member  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Kings  Mountain,  died  recently.  He 
served  as  an  elder  for  twenty  three 
years,  and  due  to  failing  eyesight 
was  made  Elder  Emeritus  in  1963. 

Ormand,  who  got  the  name 
"Captain"  while  working  for  the 
Southern  Railroad,  lived  on  land 
that  was  part  of  a  grant  to  his 
family  from  the  English  King  in 
1736.  He  was  born  on  that  land 
while  Ulysses  S.  Grant  was  in  the 
White  House.  "It's  called  Long 
Creek  now,  but  back  then  it  was 
called  Old  Furnace",  he  recalled 
on  his  100th  birthday. 

Once  during  his  fifty-one  years  of 
employment  by  the  railroad,  Mr. 
Ormand  Jiad  dinner  with  President 
Woodrow  Wilson  on  a  trip  from 
Charlotte  to  Atlanta.  He  said  that 
the  President  couldn't  get  a  word 
in  edgewise  because  of  his  wife's 
talking. 

Ormand  was  proud  of  his  twenty- 
three  years  of  perfect  attendance 
at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
and  the  fact  that  he  had  a  "twenty- 
seven  year  streak  at  the  local 
Kiwanis  Club".  He  was  a  Mason 
for  more  than  sixty  years. 

He  is  survived  by  a  son  and  two 
daughters.

Scholarship  Award 

Mr.  Everett  Gourley,  Jr., 
Director  of  Admissions,  St. 
Andrews  Presbyterian  College, 
Laurinburg,  recently  announced 
that  the  College  is  increasing  to 
$500  the  basic  award  for  its  Vardell 
Scholarships,  as  well  as  increases 
in  awards  for  runners-up  in  the 
competition  and  an  earlier 
deadline  for  entries. 

St.  Andrews  each  year  names  ten 
Vardell  Scholars  as  winners  of  its 
top  scholarship.  The  award, 
renewable  for  four  years,  can 
range  from  the  new  $500  minimum 
to  $2,800  per  year.  Awards  above 
the  basic  $500  are  based  on 
financial  need. 

The  Vardell  competition  is  open 
to  any  student  in  the  upper  quarter 
of  his  class  in  an  accredited  school 
with  SAT  scores  to  support  his 
class  rank.  Interested  students 
should  write  the  Admissions 
Office,  St.  Andrews  College, 
Laurinburg,  28352  for  Vardell 
Scholarship  application  forms. 
Entries  must  be  received  by 
January  1,  1971,  and  entrants  also 
must  submit  a  transcript  of  high 
school  records  with  SAT  scores  and 
a  500-word  essay  on  an  event  or 
person  who  has  been  meaningful  in 
their  lives. 

St.  Andrews  also  offers 
Valedictorian  Scholarships  to  any 
student  graduating  from  an 
accredited  higli  school  at  the  top  of 
his  class.  This  is  a  $250-award,  also 
renewable  for  four  years. 
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13th  -  and  others  who  charged  with  them  at  Seven  Pines  -  met  with  a 
surprising  success  in  the  face  of  vastly  superior  enemy  fire.  In  fact, 
Colonel  Scales  had  led  such  an  inspiring  charge  that  one  observer  said 
after  the  War  that  this  particular  charge  was  "...the  most  difficult  and 
dangerous  that  I  saw  during  the  war,  except  the  charge  of  Pickett's 
Division  at  Gettysburg."?  Noble  and  bold  and  successful  it  may  have 
been,  but  because  of  the  jaundiced  words  with  which  General  Hill  had 
directed  Colonel  Scales,  Hill  was  forthwith  challenged  to  a  duel  by  the 
Virginia  brigadier  whose  honor  had  been  so  loudly  called  into  question  - 
and  whose  back  had  been  so  severely  trampled  upon!  The  duel  never 
occurred. 

General  Lee  In  Command 

Two  other  unexpected  developments  did  occur,  however.  Near  Seven 
Pines  that  afternoon,  in  an  unprecedented  move.  President  Jefferson 
Davis  himself  had  given  Dorsey  Pender  a  battlefield  promotion  to 
brigadier-general  in  recognition  of  his  superb  leadership  under  enemy 
fire.  Secondly,  commanding  general  Johnston  had  been  severely 
wounded  that  day,  and  a  new  and  almost  completely  unknown  general 
was  their  new  leader.  His  name  was  Robert  E.  Lee.  Both  events  would 
influence  Alfred  Scales  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

General  Lee's  first  battles  were  not  really  chosen  bv  him,  but  were 
thrust  upon  by  unavoidable  circumstances.  The  Richmond  series  of  a 
half-dozen  separate  battles  across  a  20-mile  front  is  collectively  known 
as  the  Seven  Days  Battles.  While  they  were  not  entirely  a  military 
success,  they  did  establish  Lee's  complete  superiority  over  the  Federal 
generals,  and  at  least  these  battles  saved  Richmond  for  almost  3  more 
years. 

Details  cannot  occupy  us  here.  Only  two  incidents  will  be  commented 
upon,  for  they  both  indicate  the  kind  of  cool  response  which  Colonel 
Scales  was  learning  to  exhibit  under  fire. 

Battle  of  Gaines  Mill 

The  afternoon  of  June  27,  1862  was  one  of  the  South's  greatest 
moments  of  the  War.  From  left  to  right,  all  across  a  complicated 
terrain,  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia  swept  the  entire  front  just  at 
sunset,  in  a  battle  variously  known  as  Gaines  Mill  or  as  First  Cold 
Harbor.  During  the  morning,  D.  H.  Hill's  Division,  which  included  the 
Scales  Regiment,  was  joined  by  the  famous  soldiers  of  Stonewall 
Jackson,  who  had  finally  arrived  from  the  Valley  of  Virginia  (it  should 
be  noted  to  a  North  Carolina  Presbyterian  audience  that  Generals  Hill 
and  Jackson  were  brothers-in-law,  both  having  married  daughters  of 
the  Rev.  Robert  Hall  Morrison  of  Charlotte;  both  were  also 
Presbyterian  elders).  Jackson  and  Hill  clumsily  combined  forces  to 
propel  the  left  side  of  Lee's  attack.  The  13th  was  in  the  vanguard  of 
Garland's  Brigade,  and  they  may  have  been  the  very  first  men  to  break 
the  Federal  line  that  afternoon.8  Just  after  the  blue  hne  had  been 
broken,  and  as  the  13th  was  pursuing  the  enemy  pell  mell,  it  became 
necessary  to  change  directions  to  the  left,  for  Federal  re-enforcements 
had  suddenly  appeared  in  that  area.  It  was  difficult  to  arrest  and 
redirect  the  downhill  pursuit  of  an  aroused  regiment,  but  in  spite  of  the 
difficulties  and  dangers  involved,  Scales  rushed  to  the  head  of  his  unit 
and  shouted  a  command  of  re-direction.  The  well-trained  regiment  was 
reported  to  have  reacted  as  calmly  as  if  they  had  been  back  on  the 
Garysburg  drill  field,  swinging  around  to  the  left,  "like  a  door  on  its 
hinges.  "9 

Battle  of  Malvern  Hill 

Four  days  later,  on  July  1,  1862,  Colonel  Scales  was  lucky  to  survive 
one  of  the  worst  slaughters  of  the  War,  at  the  Battle  of  Malvern  Hill. 
This  was  the  only  one  of  the  Seven  Days  Battles  which  Lee  probably 
should  not  have  fought  at  all,  for  the  defensive  position  was  one  of  the 
best  which  the  Union  held  at  any  time  during  the  War.  Lee,  seemingly 
drawn  like  a  magnet,  ordered  a  disastrous  frontal  attack,  directly  into 
the  face  of  artillery  pieces  that  stood  hub-to-hub  across  the  brow  of 
Malvern  ridge.  Only  after  General  Hill  obeyed  his  orders  and  launched 
the  attack,  did  it  become  apparent  that  not  only  had  the  supporting 
Confederate  artillery  never  arrived,  but  also  neither  had  the  balance  of 
the  infantry  units  that  were  supposed  to  be  moving  in  simultaneously  on 
the  right.  "The  result  was  that  Hill's  Division,  composed  almost  entirely 
of  North  Carolinians,  made  a  suicidal  attack,  virtually  with  no  support 
whatsoever.  They  could  not  hope  to  carry  the  ridge,  and  soon  hundreds 
of  men  hugged  the  ground,  many  in  death,  others  seeking  any  kind  of 
protection,  even  that  of  a  plowed  furrow. 

Later  an  embittered  General  Hill  gave  that  disastrous  afternoon  its 
only  adequate  commentary:  "It  was  not  war;  it  was  murder."  At  the 
height  of  the  charge.  Colonel  Scales'  brother,  Wallace,  was  mortally 
wounded  only  a  few  feet  away.  In  fact  the  Colonel  caught  his  dying 
brother  as  he  fell.  In  the  evening  aftermath  of  the  awful  charge,  two 
thoroughly  beaten  North  Carolina  colonels  managed  to  crawl  back  to 
the  safety  of  the  woods,  unsure  if  destiny  even  had  another  day  for  them, 
and  certainly  never  dreaming  where  and  when.  The  two  colonels  were 
Zeb  Vance  and  Alf  Scales,  both  of  whom  survived  the  afternoon  to 
become  governors  of  North  Carolina  and  respected  members  of  the 
United  States  Congress. 

Suffers  Illness 

While  the  army  suffered  many  casualties  in  the  Seven  Days,  an 
equally  debilitating  force  that  summer  was  the  massive  typhoid  and 
smallpox  epidemic  which  soon  enveloped  Lee's  army.  Due  to  his  own 
bout  with  typhoid.  Colonel  Scales  temporarily  had  to  relinquish  the 
regiment  to  Lt.  Col.  Thomas  Ruffin.  In  a  later  report  that  fall,  Ruffin . 
referred  to  Scales'  absence  as  being  due  to  a  "dangerous  illness,"  so  it 
may  have  been  that  the  Colonel  had  a  very  severe  case.  The  Army  of 
Northern  Virginia  lost  more  men  that  summer  due  to  disease  than  to 
enemy  fire. 

The  13th  N.  C.  had  been  so  battered  at  Malvern  Hill  that  it  was  left  on 
recuperative  guard  duty  at  Richmond  while  Lee  moved  northward, 
soundly  defeating  General  Pope  at  Cedar  Mountain,  Second  Manassas, 
and  Chantilly.  Then,  ordering  forward  all  his  available  units,  his  army 
invaded  western  Maryland  in  September.  Colonel  Scales  was  still  too 
weak  to  answer  the  summons,  and  by  his  absence  he  missed  an  amazing 
coincidence  of  battlefield  proximity. 

Outnumbered 

As  a  result  of  an  unfortunate  series  of  circumstances,  General  D.  H. 
Hill's  Division  was  left  as  the  only  rearguard  force  to  contest  the  pursuit 
of  the  entire  Union  army,  rejunvenated  under  McClellan's  return  to 
command  and  closing  in  on  Lee's  invasion.  The  Scales  Regiment 
prepared  for  battle  on  the  slopes  of  South  Mountain  outside  Frederick, 
Maryland  on  the  morning  of  September  14,  aware  that  they  were 
outnumbered  at  least  6  to  1,  and  that  the  fate  of  the  entire  Army  of ' 
Northern  Virginia  depended  on  their  delaying  the  Army  of  the  Potomac 
for  at  least  one  full  day,  which  amazing  deed  they  miraculously  , 
performed  to  the  credit  of  every  man. 


The  first  part  of  the  battle  focused  on  a  struggle  between  the  13th  N.  C. 
and  the  23rd  Ohio.  At  a  pivotal  moment  the  Ohio  colonel  fell,  seriously 
wounded,  and  in  imminent  danger  of  either  capture  or  death.  It  would 
have  been  especially  intriguing  if  Colonel  Scales  had  been  a  minor 
politician  before  the  War,  and  he  also  would  be  heard  from  again 
following  the  conflict.  The  stricken  colonel  was  Rutherford  B.  Hayes, 
19th  President  of  the  United  States,  1877-1881.  Among  the  officers  who 
dragged  the  colonel  to  safety  was  Captain  William  B.  McKinley,  also  a 
member  of  the  23rd  Ohio,  and  the  25th  President  of  the  United  States, 
1897-1901.  One  can  only  speculate  as  to  the  possibility  of  a  different 
direction  in  one  small  portion  of  American  history  if  perhaps  Colonel 
Scales  had  had  the  two  men  in  his  binocular  sights  that  autumn 
morning ! 
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Note:  For  clarification  you  should  know  that  the  basic  military  unit  of 
the  War  Between  the  States  was  a  Regiment,  originally  made  up  of 
approxmately  1,000  men  and  commanded  by  a  Colonel; 

4  or  5  Regiments  made  up  a  Brigade  commanded  by  a  Brigadier- 
General  ;  a  Brigade  was  usually  made  up  of  people  from  the  same  state. 

2-4  Brigades  composed  a  Division  which  was  commanded  by  a  Major- 
General. 

2  or  3  Divisions  made  up  a  Corps  under  a  Lieutenant-General. 


Battle  of  Sharpsburg 
Even  without  their  colonel,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  13th  fought 
fairly  well  that  day,  and  they  fought  exceedingly  well  3  days  later  at 
Sharpsburg,  above  the  banks  of  Antietam  Creek,  on  the  bloodiest  single 
day  of  the  entire  War.  On  that  battlefield  the  regiment  occupied  two 
successive  positions  whose  names  are  forever  etched  into  the  horror  of 
that  struggle:  The  Cornfield  and  The  Bloody  Lane.  After  the  Antietam 
draw,  Lee  retreated  into  the  Valley  of  Virginia,  and  there  during  the 
autumn  the  13th  N.  C.  rejoiced  at  two  reunions.  Their  colonel  returned  to 
them  in  full  health,  and  in  still  another  re-organization,  the  regiment 
was  brigaded  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General  Dorsey  Pender, 
who  had  long  and  proudly  regarded  these  men  as  his  own  proteges.  The 
move  came  as  a  mixed  blessing,  however,  for  the  shift  took  them  away 
from  the  fine  divisional  command  of  D.  H.  Hill,  and  they  were  now 
under  the  divisional  command  of  A.  P.  Hill  of  Virginia. 

Fredericksburg 

There  was  one  more  battle  in  1862.  At  Fredericksburg  the  South  won 
its  most  decisive  victory  ever.  There  Lee  had  solidly  placed  his  army 
along  a  ridge  that  rose  above  the  broad  Rappahannock  River  plain  over 
which  General  Burnside  foolishly  ordered  his  doomed  divisions. 

The  battle  was  fought  on  December  13  under  terrible  conditions  of 
nature.  The  weather  was  icy  cold;  snow  lay  several  inches  deep;  the 
13th  N.  C.  was  virtually  barefooted.  In  fact,  as  Colonel  Scales  observed 
his  men  preparing  for  battle  that  morning,  he  noticed  that  many  of  them 
left  bloody  footprints  all  over  the  icy  slush. 

When  the  river  fog  finally  lifted.  Colonel  Scales  had  never  seen  such  a 
grand  sight  as  presented  itself.  Line  upon  line,  the  unbroken  blue  ranks 
of  over  100,000  men  advanced  against  Lee  all  across  the  wide 
Fredericksburg  plain.  When  the  Confederate  defense  finally  opened,  the 
two  N.  C.  brigades  of  Pender  and  Lane  braced  themselves  immediately, 
as  it  became  apparent  that  the  Union  thrust  would  be  directly  toward  an 
open  place  just  to  their  left  where  inadequate  preparations  had  been 
made,  due  to  the  swampy  nature  of  the  land.  Federal  scouts  and  spies 
had  reported  this  as  the  only  weakness  in  Lee's  otherwise  perfect 
defense,  and  toward  that  nearby  opening  Burnside's  great  army  came! 

There  was  a  momentary  panic  as  the  gray  line  trembled  and 
shuddered,  and  the  massive  Army  of  the  Potomac  plunged  like  a  dagger 
deep  into  the  vitals  of  Jackson's  great  Corps.  General  Pender  tried  to 
rally  his  sagging  brigade,  hoping  that  re-enforcements  could  be  rushed 
forward  by  General  Jackson;  During  that  uncertain  moment  Pender 
was  wounded  in  his  left  hand.  As  the  general  slumped  from  his  horse, 
Alfred  Scales  rushed  to  his  aid,  but  his  friend  quickly  assured  him  that  it 
was  only  a  trifle,  and  pausing  to  have  it  dressed,  Pender  temporarily 
turned  over  the  command  of  the  entire  brigade  to  Colonel  Scales,  with 
his  only  order  in  that  trying  moment  being,  "...  drive  those  scoundrels 
out!"

Under  Scales'  quick  deployment,  the  sagging  Confederate  line 
snapped  back  -  admittedly  with  a  generous  assist  from  the  re- 
enforcements  which  had  by  then  arrived.  By  the  time  that  Pender  was 
back  in  the  saddle,  Scales  had  the  situation  well  under  control.  The 
enemy  thrust  had  been  blunted  and  enveloped,  and  the  balance  of  the 
Union  attack  in  that  sector  had  withdrawn  almost  completely.  10 
Winter  Quarters 

After  the  fight  at  Fredericksburg  both  armies  went  mto  their  winter 
quarters  on  either  side  of  the  Rappahannock  River.  It  was  far  from 
being  an  inactive  winter  for  Colonel  Scales,  for  he  was  involved  in  the 
final  plans  for  courtship  and  marriage.  He  had  been  a  widower  for 
several  years,  and  his  new  love  was  a  Henderson  girl  from  the 
community  of  that  same  name,  and  a  member  of  one  of  North 
Carolina's  most  prominent  families.  11 

Love  and  AWOL 

General  Pender  took  great  delight  in  teasing  Colonel  Scales  about 
being  in  love  with  an  18  year-old  girl,  and  in  a  letter  to  his  wife,  the 
general  cited  this  as  "the  best  evidence  in  the  world  that  he  is  getting 
old."  12  Although  the  record  is  not  altogether  clear,  it  appears  that 
Scales  left  without  permission  on  a  winter  furlough  in  order  to  get 
married  and  was  in  danger  of  being  court-martialled  when  he  returned, 
had  not  urgent  military  matters  intervened. 

Under  its  fourth  commanding  general  in  only  one  year's  time,  the 
Federal  army  opened  the  spring  campaign  with  an  upriver  crossing, 
threatening  to  turn  Lee's  entire  left  flank  at  Fredericksburg.  At  that 
moment  the  Scales  Regiment  was  rounding  up  deserters  near 
Gordonsville,  and  was  thus  isolated  from  the  rest  of  the  army,  for 
General  Hooker's  brilliant  maneuver  had  placed  the  entire  Army  of  the 
Potomac  between  Lee's  army  and  them.  Reacting  swiftly  in  his  most 
famous  and  audacious  move  ever,  Lee  divided  his  army  in  the  face  of 
his  foe,  and  under  Stonewall  Jackson's  fine  handling,  secretly 
outflanked  the  confident  Union  army. 

Missing  Colonel 

A  minor  miracle  of  happenstance  occurred  somewhere  out  there  in 
the  Wilderness  backwoods.  Just  as  Jackson  began  his  late  afternoon 
turn  around  toward  the  rear  of  the  unsuspecting  enemy,  Pender  looked 
up  with  a  start  to  discover  his  missing  colonel  and  the  13th  N.  C. ,  waiting 
for  them  at  an  obscure  crossroads.  Earlier  Scales  had  received  word  of 
Hooker's  unexpected  move,  urging  him  to  get  to  the  field  as  soon  as 
possible.  But  what  field  was  that?  In  3  days  of  forced  marches  Scales 
had  driven  his  regiment  nearly  57  miles.  Moving  blindly  eastward 
without  really  knowing  any  battle  plan,  they  had  literally  stumbled  onto 
the  right  back  road  at  the  right  time,  and  when  their  open  position  in 
Pender's  Brigade  appeared,  they  simply  fell  in,  and  continued  on 
around  to  the  attack  position,  just  as  if  this  had  been  their  intention  all 
along.  13 

Pender  drove  his  brigade  in  on  the  second  wave  of  Jackson's  dusk 
attack  on  May  2.  The  four  regiments  moved  into  the  uneven  front  lines 
as  darkness  descended.  There  was  much  reconnoitering  on  both  sides 
that  night,  and  the  13th  fired  at  every  movement  in  the  darkness.  A  few 
yards  away  to  the  left,  another  nervous  N.  C.  regiment  did  the  same 
thing  -  and  unknowingly  cut  down  their  great  Corps  commander. 
Stonewall  Jackson.  Pender  was  present  when  Jackson  fell,  and 
Stonewall's  last  order  directed  him  to  hold  that  field  at  all  costs. 

Chancellorsville 

At  sunrise  on  the  beautiful  Sunday  morning  of  May  3,  Pender  and  his  4 
colonels  led  their  regiments  into  the  Chancellorsville  clearing  with  an 
unmitigated  fury.  As  their  charge  began  the  flag-bearer  fell.  Pender 
grabbed  the  banner  himself,  sprang  into  his  saddle,  and  personally  led 
his  brigade  into  the  first  line  of  enemy  entrenchments.  His  brigade 
carried  all  four  defensive  lines  in  their  sector  before  most  of  the  men 
had  to  fall  back,  and  in  the  fiery  process  Pender  fell  with  his  fourth 
wound  within  a  year. 

With  this  amazing  kind  of  example  unfolding  before  them,  what 
subordinate  colonel  could  give  less?  And  Alfred  Scales  did  not.  His  was 
the  only  one  of  Pender's  4  regiments  that  did  not  falter  by  7  a.m.  That 
lone  regiment  continued  its  advance  on  the  left  and  even  captured  a 
Federal  brigadier-general!  14.  In  the  moment  of  Confederate  triumph, 
just  as  the  enemy  line  broke.  Scales  went  down  with  a  painful  bullet 
wound  in  his  thigh.  The  colonel  was  so  far  toward  the  front  of  the  charge 
that  the  litter-bearers  had  to  advance  through  150  yards  of  enemy  fire  in 
order  to  reach  him.  15 

At  dawn  Colonel  Scales  had  led  in  a  regiment  of  342  men;  139 
answered  the  1  p.m.  roll  call;  203  lay  out  there  on  the  field.l6  The  60 
percent  casualty  rate  was  one  of  the  heaviest  percentage  of  loss 
suffered  by  any  single  regiment  in  any  single  battle  in  any  single  theater 
of  the  war.  Of  the  regiment  itself,  Pender  wrote  the  following  account  in 
his  official  report  to  General  Lee:  "...  old  Thirteenth,  you  have  covered 
yourselves  with  honor."  Of  Alfred  Scales  he  wrote  that  here  was  "a  man 
as  gallant  as  is  to  be  found  in  the  service."  Strong  words  indeed  to  be 
coming  from  one  whose  example  at  Chancellorsville  was  one  of  the  most 
stirring  scenes  of  the  War. 

Brigadier-General 

In  the  re-organization  necessitated  by  Jackson's  death,  Lee 
recognized  the  effectiveness  of  both  men.  Pender  was  promoted  to 
Major-General  and  given  a  division;  Scales  was  elevated  to  Pender's 
former  command  as  a  Brigadier-General.  The  13th  N.  C.  was  delighted 
that  Scales  had  not  left  them  entirely.  While  one  does  not  casually 
criticize  the  record  of  a  general,  the  plain  truth  is  that  General  Scales 
was  never  the  effective  leader  that  Colonel  Scales  had  been.  But  then,  of 
course,  neither  was  it  the  same  army  after  the  summer  of  1863. 

Riding  a  confident  crest,  Lee  moved  into  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania, 
only  to  be  forced  by  General  Meade  into  another  battle  before  he  would 
have  preferred.  The  scene  was  a  little  Blue  Ridge  valley  crossroads, 
Gettysburg. 

Gettysburg 

The  first  of  the  3  days  of  battles  at  Gettysburg  was  well  underway 
before  the  Scales  Brigade  arrived  on  the  field  about  10  a.m.  on  July  1.  As 
the  first  Confederate  attack  weakened.  Corps  commander  A.  P.  Hill 
brought  up  Pender's  fresh  division.  As  the  men  came  into  view  of  the 
awful  slaughter-house  before  them,  General  Scales  directed  his  brigade 
to  fall  in  to  the  right  of  the  Chambersburg  Pike  leading  into  town.  Here 
unknowingly  Scales  was  confronting  another  interesting  coincidence  of 
proximity.  The  highest  ranking  Federal  general  on  the  field  was  Major- 
General  Abner  Doubleday,  the  legendary  "father"  of  American 
baseball!  Scales'  first  order  was  for  his  brigade  to  dislodge  that  man 
and  his  rugged  Corps. 17  This  is  exactly  what  the  North  Carolinians  did  - 
up  a  little  rise,  down  the  other  side,  leaping  across  a  bloody  creek, 


hillside  of  the  Lutheran  Seminary  -  all  squarely  into  the  face  of  the 
enemy.  It  could  have  been  Malvern  Hill  all  over  again,  but  it  was  not. 
Seminary  Ridge  was  carried,  but  at  a  ghastly  cost.  General  Scales  was 
severely  wounded  by  a  shell  fragment  in  the  leg,  but  he  stayed  on  the 
field  until  he  was  assured  of  victory.  His  brigade  had  56  officers  when 
the  Gettysburg  attack  began;  55  of  them  fell  -  the  most  devastating  loss 
of  officers  that  any  brigade  suffered  anywhere  during  the  War.  It  was 
the  same  story  all  through  his  ranks. 

Secure  in  his  Seminary  Ridge  position,  Lee  allowed  the  weakened  III 
Corps  to  rest  atop  their  prize  on  the  second  day,  but  when  the  I  and  II 
Corps  faltered  in  their  afternoon  attacks,  Lee  decided  that  his  best  move 
to  gain  the  field  would  be  too  send  in  Pender's  steady  division.  Even  as 
Lee  made  that  decision,  however,  Pender  was  struck  by  a  shell 
fragment  -  his  fifth  and  final  war  wound.  Without  the  presence  of  his 
charismatic  major-general,  Lee  witheld  that  order,  and  the  second  day 
ended  in  a  draw.  Pender  was  evacuated  in  the  same  ambulance  wagon 
with  Scales.  The  two  friends  were  thus  spared  the  sight  of  what 
happened  when  Lee  made  his  assault  on  the  Federal  center  on  the  third 
day  at  Gettysburg. 

"Inside  the  Stone  Wall" 

For  decades  North  Carolina  school  children  have  been  taught  the 
motto,  "Farthrest  at  Gettysburg,"  admittedly  a  very  debatable 
question.  The  proper  identification  of  who  went  farthrest  depends  on 
your  perspective :  farthrest  east  toward  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia?  or 
farthrest  north  into  the  invasion  territory  of  the  Yankees?  or  farthrest 
into  the  center  portion  of  the  particular  battle  line  that  third  day?  This 
much  can  be  said  for  sure.  When  the  charge  of  Pickett  and  Pettigrew 
fell  apart  simply  because  there  were  no  re-enforcements  available 
anywhere,  there  were  men  of  Scales'  depleted  brigade  -  specifically, 
men  from  his  old  13th  Regiment  -  standing  inside^he  stone  wall,  alive, 
not  wounded  and  not  captured.  True,  they  did  not  remain  there,  but 
nevertheless  there  they  stood  for  a  moment,  as  the  Confederacy  began 
its  inevitable  ebb  toward  Appomattox.  There  is  a  sad  irony  in  the  fact 
that  the  two  men  who  had  really  done  more  than  anyone  else  to  put  those 
Piedmont  farm  boys  over  that  Pennsylvania  wall  and  inside  that 
infamous  clump  of  trees  -  the  men  who  guaranteed  that  these,  and  few 
others,  would  be  the  ones  who  were  "the  farthrest  at  Gettysburg,"  - 
these  two  men  were  miles  away  when  the  event  happened,  crossing  the 
Potomac,  headed  back  for  the  Valley  of  Virginia.  General  Scales  was 
left  at  Winchester  and  recovered  shortly ;  Pender  died  at  Staunton,  and 
his  friend  never  quite  had  the  same  sure  hand  again. 

General  Scales  soon  rejoined  his  brigade,  but  there  were  few  men  and 
not  many  maneuvers  to  command  for  the  remainder  of  1863.  Each  army 
tried  to  achieve  a  better  position  than  the  other,  with  Lee  still  the  master 
and  Meade  the  follower.  Both  adversaries  avoided  bringing  on  a  large 
engagement.  Lee  needed  the  time  to  rebuild  an  army,  and  by  the  time 
he  was  ready,  it  was  November  in  a  century  when  all  armies  quit  during 
the  winter.  Both  armies  again  camped  on  either  side  of  the  upper 
Rappahannock. 

Confronted  by  Grant 

When  the  1864  spring  offensive  began,  the  Union  army  had  still 
another  man  at  its  command  post,  U.  S.  Grant.  While  he  was  not  an 
equal  to  Lee,  by  now  his  army  finally  was,  and  he  alone  of  all  its 
commanders,  simply  refused  to  be  defeated  by  Lee.  Grant's  initial 
move  thrust  into  the  tangled  Wilderness  near  Chancellorsville,  and  once 
again  Lee  had  difficulty  concentrating  his  army.  The  result  was  that 
Lee  at  first  fought  two  separate  engagements,  with  Ewell's  II  Corps 
defending  one  road,  and  A.  P.  Hill's  III  Corps,  containing  the  Scales 
Brigade,  defending  another  road  several  miles  to  the  south,  and 
Longstreet's  I  Corps  was  far  to  the  rear. 

The  Scales  Brigade  was  in  an  especially  vulnerable  position  when  the 
darkness  of  May  5  came,  however  rumor  had  it  that  the  I  Corps  was 
rapidly  approaching  and  would  definitely  come  up  for  relief  during  the 
night.  This  was  an  exaggeration  at  best,  for  Longstreet  never  rapidly 
approached  anything  at  any  time  during  the  War.  The  result  was  that 
the  brigade  never  dressed  its  lines,  nor  dug  any  trenches,  nor 
constructed  any  breastworks  that  night.  The  men  were  exhausted,  and 
the  enemy  was  too  close  for  any  safe  movements  in  the  dark. 
Chancellorsville  had  proved  that  just  the  year  before.  The  two  armies 
had  never  lain  as  closely  to  one  another  as  they  did  on  the  evening  of 
May  5, 1864.  Also,  frankly.  Scales'  men  were  not  about  to  do  the  digging 
for  the  benefit  of  Longstreet's  Corps.  As  the  short  night  passed,  the 
exposed  men  realized  that  wherever  Longstreet  was,  he  certainly  was 
not  there,  but  by  then  it  was  too  late  to  make  amends. 

Critical  Situation 
Many  historians  believe  that  dawn  on  'May  6,  1864  marked  the  most 
critical  moment  which  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia  had  ever 
experienced  under  the  leadership  of  General  Lee.  The  Federal  army 
moved  furiously  forward  against  General  Scales  at  dawn.  With  little 
ammunition,  no  breastworks,  a  scattered  and  confused  battleline,  and  a 
tired,  disheartened  brigade,  there  could  be  no  question  about  the 
outcome.  The  gray  line  completely  crumbled,  and  even  the  composed 
Lee  had  to  be  forcibly  restrained  from  riding  to  the  fore.  In  that  moment 
of  seeming  defeat,  General  Scales  took  a  quick  action.  He  ran  away  -  but 
in  a  helpful  direction !  Amidst  a  fusillade  of  bullets  he  leaped  to  the  head 
of  his  brigade,  and  brandishing  his  sword  over  his  head  as  if  it  were  a 
drum  major's  baton,  he  shouted  as  loudly  as  he  could  for  the  whole 
brigade  to  follow  him.  Wheeling  to  his  right  through  the  thick 
underbrush.  Scales  pealed  off  in  a  great  circle  to  the  rear  -  coming 
directly  back  into  battle  formation  precisely  on  the  right  flank  of 
Longstreet  who  had  finally  arrived  in  that  most  desperate  of  moments. 
If  the  main  force  of  the  Union  attack  had  continued  forward  instead  of 
following  Scales'  diversionary  action,  the  Union  army  would  have 
probably  smashed  the  center  of  Lee's  line  before  Longstreet's  arrival. 
Or,  if  Scales  had  not  been  so  lucky  in  his  final  positioning  after  the 
encirclement,  he  would  have  hopelessly  confused  and  cluttered  the 
situation,  making  Longstreet's  counterattack  impossible.  Plainly 
speaking,  Longstreet's  time  arrival  saved  Scales'  reputation  and 
possibly  his  life.  As  it  was,  the  I  Corps  blasted  the  Federal  attack  to  a 
dead  standstill. 

Battle  of  Cold  Harbor 

Nevertheless,  with  time,  supplies,  and  manpower  on  his  side.  Grant 
moved  on,,  sliding  southeastward.  Lee  fell  back  desperately, 
successfully  intercepting  him  at  Spottsylvania,  again  checking  his 
advance.  Essentially  the  same  thing  happened  at  the  North  Anna  River, 
and  again  in  a  dreadful  battle  at  Cold  Harbor  in  early  June.  General 
Scales  made  no  unique  contributions  to  these  battles.  His  brigade 
moved  quickly,  dug  in  when  it  had  to,  fired  well  and  often,  and  simply 
held  whatever  portion  of  the  defense  that  was  assigned.  In  none  of  these 
battles  did  Grant  move  directly  against  a  position  guarded  by  Scales,

Mrs.  Hoyt  Scott  and  Mrs.  Glenn 
Dixon  were  recently  honored  by 
The  Women  of  the  Mt.  Vernon 
Springs  Presbyterian  Church  with 
Honorary  Life  Memberships  in  the 
Women  of  the  Church. 

The  awards  were  made  on 
Sunday,  December  6  at  the 
Morning  Worship  service. 

Mrs.  Irene  Scott,  a  former 
member  of  the  choir,  has  served  as 
Church  pianist  and  organist  for  25- 
30  years.  A  former  Sunday  School 
teacher,  her  work  in  the  Church 
also  includes  innumerable  offices 
in  the  Women's  work.

but  Grant  moved  hard  elsewhere.  Cold  Harbor  was  tlie  costliest  battle 
he  ever  directed,  but  still  he  came  on  and  on.  Lee's  crafty  maneuvering 
did  manage  to  save  Richmond  again,  forcing  Grant  around  to  the  east 
and  to  the  south.  Finally,  on  June  18,  1864  both  armies  settled  into 
trenches  at  Petersburg  where  they  remained  for  the  nine  and  a  half 
months.  Before  it  was  all  over,  Petersburg  had  become  the  largest 
battlefield  in  all  of  the  world,  with  170  square  miles  of  trenches  and 
interconnecting  forts.  There  was  some  action  of  some  form  nearly  every 
one  of  those  remaining  days.  Again  General  Scales  made  no  exceptional 
contribution. 

Reams  Station 

The  III  Corps  had  the  responsibility  of  keeping  the  Weldon  Railroad 
open  -  that  same  railroad  that  Scales  had  first  seen  at  Garybsurg  three 
years  earlier.  Periodically  the  Union  calvalry  managed  to  cut  that  vital 
lifeline,  but  for  months  the  III  Corps  managed  just  as  regularly  to  re- 
take it.  On  August  25  at  Reams  Station  below  Petersburg,  Genera' 
Scales  directed  his  final  assault  of  the  War,  circling  the  Federal  forces 
occupying  the  station  and  capturing  a  number  of  prisoners.  Flush  with 
victory  on  that  hot  day,  the  single  brigade  was  nearly  destroyed  by 
Federal  re-enforcements,  and  Scales  directed  a  spirited  fight  back  into 
the  Confederate  lines  at  nightfall. 

The  1864-1865  winter  was  a  miserable  time  for  those  forced  to  live  in 
the  trenches.  In  the  late  fall  the  Scales  Brigade  had  worked  hard  at 
damming  up  a  little  stream  in  order  to  form  a  moat  around  their 
particular  defense  line,  thus  affording  them  more  security  and  a 
greater  degree  of  relaxation  in  the  winter  months.  The  enemy  could  not 
breach  the  line,  but  they  could  do  something  else  -  they  dug  westward  all 
winter,  forcing  Lee's  depleted  army  to  do  the  same.  As  spring 
approached,  the  Weldon  Railroad  and  Lee's  southwest  flank  were  both 
doomed. 

Appomattox 

When  the  over -extended  Confederate  lines  finally  fell  on  April  2,  1865, 
(Jeneral  Scales  was  home  on  furlough.  He  had  been  granted  a  winter 
leave  because  the  cold  and  wet  trenches  at  Petersburg  had  so  painfully 
aggravated  his  old  wounds.  Thus  again,  as  at  Gettysburg,  the  Piedmont 
general  was  spared  the  personal  agony  of  observing  a  once-grand  army 
fall  to  pieces  at  numerous  little  Virginia  crossroads:  Amelia  Court 
House,  Jetersville,  Saylers  Creek,  High  Bridge,  Farmville,  and  finally, 
Appomattox  Court  House.  There  on  a  rainy  April  morning  the  general's 
brigade  and  his  old  regiment  stacked  their  arms  one  final  time  and  then 
melted  away,  back  to  the  obscurity  from  which  he  had  called  them  four 
years  before. 

At  the  end,  the  War  had  come  directly  to  Alfred  Scales.  He  no  longer 
had  to  seek  it,  as  he  had  done  4  Aprils  earlier.  Lee  retreating  before 
Grant,  and  Johnston  retreating  before  Sherinan,^ere  trying  t0  unite~" 
their  meager  armies  somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Piedmont 
Railroad  which  extended  from  Greensboro  to  Danville.  The  mythical 
conjunction  point  was  theoretically  half-way  between  those  two 
communities,  near  present-day  Reidsville,  or  about  5  miles  from  the  old 
Scales  homestead  at  Wentworth!  Neither  army  made  it  to  the 
rendezvous  point  in  his  front  yard.  Lee  surrendered  some  80  miles  to  the 
north.  Within  3  days  Jefferson  Davis  had  fled  south  along  that  railroad. 
With  nowhere  left  to  go,  Johnston  and  Sherman  met  each  other  at 
Raleigh  and  again  at  Durham,  55  miles  away  from  his  home.  There  was 
no  need  for  General  Scales  ever  to  report  for  duty  again,  for  now  there 
was  no  army  and  no  leader  to  whom  he  could  report.  The  only  thing 
remaining  was  the  man's  honor  itself. 

EPILOGUE 

The  Synod  of  North  Carolina  at  whose  sessions  Governor  (and 
General)  Scales  presided  as  Moderator,  had  many  issues  before  it 
which  bear  a  resemblance  to  some  contemporary  issues  before  the 
Synod  now,  82  years  later. 

The  75th  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  was  held  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Goldsboro,  and  was  attended  by  such  noted 
clergymen  as  W.  A.  Wood  of  Statesville  (the  writer's  great  great  uncle) , 
Jethro  Rumple,  J.  A.  Ramsay,  R.  S.  Arrowood,  and  J.  B.  Shearer.  There 
was  at  least  one  other  war  hero  present  in  Ruling  Elder  Rufus  Barringer 
of.the  Second  Church,  Charlotte.  Elder  Scales,  who  was  serving  as 
Governor  at  the  time,  was  there  representing  the  Greensboro  Church 
end  was  elected  without  opposition. 

Immediately  before  the  Synod  was  a  stormy  issue  of  social  action, 
calling  for  a  church  resolution  to  be  addressed  to  the  next  state 
legislature  regarding  the  widespread  licensing  of  public  liquor  sales 
without  proper  investigation;  there  was  also  a  personal  ethical 
admonition  addressed  to  all  Presbyterian  constituents,  to  the  effect  that 
Presbyterians  were  tending  to  travel  around  too  much  on  the  Sabbath 
Day !  In  an  age  when  one  is  tempted  to  identify  ethical  pronouncements 
as  being  "modernistic,"  perhaps  it  is  good  to  remind  ourselves  that 
these  concerns  were  before  the  court  in  1888. 

The  campus  ministry,  so  vital  in  our  present  age  of  campus 
revolution,  was  also  before  the  Synod.  "The  Chapel  Hill  Session 
requested  that  clergymen  be  appointed  on  a  rotation  basis  to  their 
congregation  of  6  contributing  members,  noting  that  "there  are  40  or  50 
young  men  of  Presbyterian  parentage  or  affiliation  in  the  University... 
As  an  evangelistic  point,  there  is  no  superior  in  the  bounds  of  the  Synod, 
nor  one  presenting  more  pressing  claims.  "19. 

The  Synod  also  was  requested  to  establish  some  new  fields  of  work  in 
the  eastern  sections  of  Orange  Presbytery,  by  which  was  meant  "that 
section  east  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line,  which  as  to  Presbyterianism,  is 
missionary  ground.  "20  In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
ever  since  then,  some  people  have  referred  to  Alfred  M.  Sciales  as  "the 
father  of  mission  work  in  eastern  North  Carolina." 

The  traditional  Presbyterian  concern  for  quality  education  was 
voiced  in  an  encouragement  to  individual  sessions  that  more  of  them 
establish  local  schools  in  their  communities  (it  might  also  be  noted  that 
Alfred  Scales  played  a  part  in  the  establishment  of  Peace  College  in 
Raleigh). 

Two  items  of  seminary  interest  in  that  meeting  strike  a  familiar  ring 
today:  Union  Theological  Seminary  was  reporting  on  a  special  financial 
campaign,  and  regrets  were  expressed  over  the  small  number  of 
Negroes  preparing  for  the  ministry. 

Matters  of  charity  and  compassion  were  before  the  brethren.  Several 
Charlotte  representatives  reported  on  the  establishment  of  a  new 
hospital  in  their  city,  a  move  which  had  been  promoted  by  the  members 
of  the  community's  two  Presbyterian  churches.  Moderator  Scales  was 
informed  that  at  this  Presbyterian  Hospital  "important  operations  have 
been  performed,  and  much  suffering  has  been  relieved."21  Also  the 
question  arose  as  to  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  Synod  Orphans' 
Home.  Later,  when  that  home  was  finally  established  at  Barium 
Springs,  A.  M.  Scales  was  elected  to  the  first  Board  of  Regents. 
_^^sOi_wouid  you  believe  that  as  far  back  as  1888,  one  of  the  most 


irksome  matters  before  the  court  was  the  introduction  of  a  resolution  by 
the  Home  Missions  Committee  that  the  Synod  "thoroughHy  consider  the 
question  of  the  more  equal  division  of  the  territory  of  Synod  among 
Presbyterians."  "Thus  did  the  court  have  before  it  tne  timeless  question 
of  realignment.22. 

Finally,  one  more  item  very  much  akin  to  meetings  of  the  Synod 
nearly  a  century  later  -  Mr.  Scales  requested  to  be  excused  early,  in 
order  that  he  might  attend  to  some  business  at  home!

They  both  had  a  good  claim,  as  the 
Federal  line  disintegrated  simultaneously  at  several  places  and  then 
the  whole  field  became  a  rout.

13—  This  story  sounds  "almost  too  good  to  be  true,"  and  to  be  absolutely 
honest,  I  have  not  been  able  to  verify  this  remarkable  account  as 
reported  by  Williams  in  Clark,  Volume  1,  p.  668,  and  that  recollection 
has  many  errors  in  it.  This  much  is  certain:  The  Scales  Regiment 
was  separated  from  the  army  and  only  by  a  forced  march  did  the  unit 
reach  the  rest  of  Jackson's  Corps,  sometime  before  the 
Chancellorsville  attack  began.It  may  have  been  that  the  regiment 
rejoined  the  Corps  sometime  on  the  previous  day,  before  any  of  the 
flank  march  actually  began.  The  time  was  short  though,  and  putting 
them  with  the  Corps  before  the  march  began,  necessitates  believing 
that  the  distance  of  more  than  50  miles  was  covered  in  a  shorter  time 
than  the  one  that  is  indicated  here. 

14 —  Again  Freeman's  interesting  evaluation  of  Scales:  He  noted  that 
each  of  Pender's  regiments  fell  back  "...  save  the  Thirteenth  N.  C. 
on  the  left.  That  fine  regiment,  under  the  admirable  leading  of 
Colonel  Alfred  Scales,  continued  its  advance  ..."  (Freeman,  Lee's 
Lieutenants,  Volume  II,  p.  588).  In  a  grandiose  gesture  Pender  took 
the  sword  of  the  captured  Brigadier-General  William  Hays  and  sent 
it  to  Governor  Zebulon  Vance  in  Raleigh.  Pender  was  a  very  able 
fighter,  but  an  exceedingly  ambitious  man  and  one  of  his  own  best 
press-agents.  He  was  constantly  doing  this  sort  of  thing. 

15—  The  only  locating  of  Scales  in  such  a  dangerously  advanced  position 
is  mentioned  by  Williams  (Clark,  Volume  1,  p.  670)  who  places 
himself  right  there  beside  the  colonel  when  the  wounding  occurred. 
Well-meaning  men  were  prone  to  place  themselves  far  up  front  in  the 
lines  some  years  after  a  battle  was  fought.  Also,  by  the  time  the 
account  was  written,  Scales  had  served  as  governor,  and  it  would 
further  enhance  his  esteem  to  have  him  in  just  such  a  place  of  danger 
in  the  charge.  Truthfully  speaking,  he  was  wounded,  but  we  do  not 
know  where  on  the  battlefield  that  it  occurred. 

16—  Among  those  wounded  that  morning  was  2nd  Lieutenant  William 
Graham  Thompson,  Company  F,  13th  N.  C.  Infantry,  the  great- 
grandfather of  the  author  of  this  paper. 

17 —  The  Corps  really  belonged  under  the  command  of  Major-General 
John  F.  Reynolds,  but  at  this  moment  he  had  just  been  killed  by  a 
sharpshooter  in  the  brigade's  advance  unit.  Abner  Doubleday  was 
the  senior  general  on  the  field,  and  was  therefore  in  temporary 
command  on  an  emergency  basis  until  something  else  could  be 
worked  out.  Doubleday  had  been  an  instructor  at  a  military  school  in 
Cooperstown,  N.  Y.  in  1839  when  he  apparently  laid  out  the  first 
standard  baseball  diamond  and  tri^d  to  systematize  the  first  set  of 
rules  for  the  already-existing  American  folk  game. 

18 —  General  Scales  might  have  been  on  hand  to  greet  his  old  comrades 
as  they  returned  home,  possibly  by  way  of  rail  as  far  as  Greensboro, 
where  they  generally  disbanded.  The  writer  has  in  his  possession  a 
book  of  his  great-grandfather's,  a  member  of  the  Scales'  regiment 
and  brigade.  It  is  a  history  of  Vermont,  perhaps  exchanged  as  a 
merhento  ,  with  a  Yankee  soldier  at  Appomattox,  and  on  the  inside 
front  page,  the  following  sentence  is  scrawled:  "The  Army  past  thru 
Guilford  Co.  May  the  1st  1865  a  going  home  in  peas."

DAVIDSON,  N.C.— Davidson 
College's  registrar.  Jay  H. 
Ostwalt,  has  been  named  director 
of  instructional  development,  and 
dean  of  students  Richard  C.  Burts, 
Jr.,  will  become  registrar. 

Both  changes  will  be  effective 
Jan.  1,  according  to  Dr.  Samuel  R. 
Spencer,  Jr.,  college  president. 

"Dr.  Ostwalt's  experience  as 
professor  of  education  and 
psychology,  and  more  recently  as 
associate  dean  of  the  faculty  and 
registrar,  make  him  an  ideal  per- 
son for  the  new  position  of  director 
of  instructional  development," 
Spencer  said. 

"In  his  new  capacity  he  will  work 
closely  with  academic  vice 
president  John  Bevan  in 
developing  new  instructional 
programs  for  the  college,  such  as 
our  extended  studies  and  career- 
service  plans,  and  in  seeing  that 
they  are  firmly  established." 

Spencer  also  commented  that 
Burts'  experience  as  dean  of 
students  and  as  professor  of 
psychology  at  Davidson  since  1961 
"have  given  him  both  the 
experience  and  the  perspective  to 
deal  well  and  effectively  with  both 
students  and  faculty  in  his  new 
position  as  registrar." 

Ostwalt  graduated  from 
Davidson  in  1935  and  obtained  an 
M.A.  in  1940  and  a  Ph.  D.  in  1952, 
both  from  Duke  University.  He  had 
administrative  and  teaching 
experience  on  the  high  school  and 
junior  college  level  before  serving 
in  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  during  World 
War  II,  where  he  attained  the 
position  of  acting  chief  of  military 
personnel  of  the  Far  East  Service 
Command. 

He  was  assistant  director  of 
Duke's  Bureau  of  Testing  and 
Guidance  during  1946-48,  and  has 
been  at  Davidson  most  of  the  time 
since  then. 

Burts  graduated  from  Furman 
University  in  1940  and  obtained  his 
M.A.  in  1941  and  his  Ed.  D.  in  1954 
from  Columbia  University.  He  held 
administrative  positions  in 
student  areas  at  Furman,  City 
College  of  New  York,  and  Denison 
University  before  becoming  dean 
of  students  and  professor  of 
psychology  at  Mercer  University 
in  1946.  He  was  appointed  to  a 
similar  post  at  Davidson  in  1961.

Mecklenburg 

Mecklenburg  Presbytery  met  in 
its  268th  stated  session  at  the 
Philadelphia  Presbyterian  Church, 
Charlotte  November  24,  with  the 
Rev.  David  B.  Jenkins,  Minister  of 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Rockingham,  presiding. 

Presbytery  ordered  a 
commission  to  ordain  to  the 
ministry.  Miss  Laura  Buzard,  and 
later  to  install  her  as  Minister  to 
Students  in  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital's  School  of  Nursing, 
Charlotte. 

The  Rev.  Robert  S.  Owen,  Jr., 
Minister  of  the  Plaza  Church, 
conducted  the  opening  devotional. 
To  Sell  Camp-grounds 

Presbytery,  after  a  considerable 
debate,  voted  to  sell  Camp 
Stewart,  the  Presbytery  camp  and 
conference  grounds  for  the  past 
dozen  years.

Rev.  William  Stewart  of  the 
Camping  and  Retreat  Committee, 
who  reported  that  it  would  cost 
well  in  excess  of  $100,000  to  put  the 
Camp  in  first-class  condition.

The  Rev.  John  M.  Handley, 
Chairman  of  Presbytery's  Council, 
reported  on  the  program  of 
stewardship  for  1971. 

Other  reports  were  made  as 
follows:  Court  Operations  by  the 
Rev.  Russell  M.  Kerr,  host

Operations,  Dr.  James  E. 
Fogartie;  Personal  Committee  by 
the  Rev.  Henry  S.  Robinson;

Warner  L.  Hall. 

The  Commission  on  the  Minister 
and  His  Work  presented 
candidates  for  the  ministry  and 
ministers  to  be  received  into  the 
Presbytery.

Barium  Board  Launches  New  Programs 


The  Board  of  Regents  of  Barium 
Springs  Home  for  Children  held  its 
semi-annual  meeting  at  Barium 
Springs  on  November  18-19,  1970. 
As  most  Presbyterians  know  this  is 
the  Child  and  Family  Service 
Agency  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.S.,  Synod  of  North 
Carolina.  The  Board  is  composed 
of  twenty-four  men  and  women 
from  across  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  and  is  elected  at  annual 
meetings  of  the  Synod. 

If  any  one  Board  meeting  can  be 
classed  as  more  important  than 
another,  then  this  one  would  rate 
very  high.  Several  significant 
actions  were  taken  that  will 
certainly  affect  this  agency's 
ability  to  meet  its  responsibilities 
to  children  and  families  in  North 
Carolina  and  to  the  church  to 
whom  it  owes  its  existence.

$1/000  Check  Presented 

The  Rev.  James  Wilson,  Pastor 
of  the  Second  Presbyterian 
Church,  Lexington,  recently 
presented  a  check  for  $1,000  to 
George  Singleton,  President  of 
the  Layman's  Christian  Council  of 
Lexington,  N.C.  The  presentation 
was  made  at  the  Council's  regular 
meeting  held  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church. 

The  $1,000  came  from  offerings 
given  during  the  October  Festival 
of  Faith,  a  co-ordinated  worship 
service  of  churches  in  Lexington 
sponsored  by  the  Ministerial 
Association.

elected  President  of  the  Board.  Dr. 
Nat  K.  Reiney,  Executive  Director 
of  the  Home  at  Barium  Springs, 
reported  that  the  goal  of 
underwriting  the  cost  of  an 
educational  building  at  Little  Joe's 
Presbyterian  Church  on  that 
campus  was  within  $25,000  of 
reaching  the  $175,000  objective. 

New  Office  In  East 
The  Board  voted  to  establish  a 
new  department  of  consultant 
services;  to  create  a  new  position 
of  resident  director;  to  open  an 
office  in  Eastern  North  Carolina; 
and  to  establish  a  Department  of 
Development. 

Barium  Springs  Home  for 
Children,  located  at  Barium 
Springs,  North  Carolina,  will 
celebrate  its  80th  birthday  in 
January  of  1971.  Over  this  long 
span  of  years  literally  thousands  of 
boys  and  girls  have  been  given  a 
home  and  an  opportunity  in  life 
because  Christian  people  cared.  In 
the  beginning  it  was  the  orphan 
child;  today  it  is  largely  the  child 
from  the  broken  home. 

Family  Emphasis 

In  recent  years  the  agency, 
knowing  that  a  majority  of  all 
children  in  care  away  from  their 
own  homes  have  living  parents, 
has  made  its  program  family- 
oriented.  When  a  child  is  accepted 
for  care,  the  whole  family  is 
accepted.  The  objective  is 
normally  short-term  care  away 
from  home,  and  a  strong  effort  is 
made  to  help  the  parents  meet 
their  responsibility  and  thus  effect 
a  return  of  the  child  to  its  own 
home. 

With  all  the  available  programs 
for  providing  needed  services, 
there  is  yet  much  to  be  done.  The 
needs  of  children  and  families  for 
services  continue  to  increase. 
Primarily,  Barium  Springs  has 
dealt  with  the  results  of  the  broken 
home.  Little  has  been  done  to 
prevent  such  breakdowns  by 
resolving  the  causes. 

Challenge  of  '70s 
The  Board  of  Regents  has  made 
changes  in  the  agency's  structure 
in  an  effort  to  help  it  better  meet  its 
responsibilities,  and  thereby  be 
more  responsive  to  the  challenges 
of  the  Seventies. 


Important  among  these  is  a  new 
department  of  consultant  services. 
This  department  will  confine  its 
services  to  providing  trained 
consultants  to  aid  local  churches 
throughout  the  state  in  broadening 
their  ministries  in  the  area  of 
helping  children  and  families.  Such  | 
services  can  include  a  study  of 
community  needs,  as  well  as 
actual  help  in  setting  up  programs 
to  meet  the  needs. 

New  Departments 

Another  structural  change  has 
been  to  create  a  new  position  of 
Resident  Director  to  supervise  the 
large  residential  group  care 
program  based  at  Barium 
Springs.  This  will  permit  the 
present  Executive  Director  to 
devote  more  time  to  the  new 
programs  and  better  coordinate  all 
the  many  facets  of  this  multiple 
service  agency. 

A  new  Department  of 
Development  has  also  been  made  a 
part  of  staff  structure.  This 
department  will  have  as  its 
purpose  the  undergirding  of  pr- 
ograms through  securing  financial 
support  from  all  possible 
resources. 

Of  particular  interest  to  those 
people  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
state  is  the  decision  to  open  an 
office  in  that  area.  This  will  enable 
the  agency  to  better  serve  the 
needs  of  people  because  of  being 
closer  to  them. 

Such  actions  and  their 
implementation  indicates  an 
agency  that  takes  seriously  its 
responsibility  of  providing  both 
quality  care  and  quality  planning 
for  the  child  and  family.  Children 
are  accepted  without 
discrimination,  the  criterion  being 
that  its  services  can  be  of  real  help. 
Making  such  possible  is  a 
dedicated,  trained,  and 
experienced  staff.
